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GAME LAWS 


GAME BIRDS AND GAME ANIMALS 


Property of State: All game birds and game 
animals belong to the people of this State. 

Game Animals: Deer, elk, antelope, wild sheep, 
bear and _ squirrels. 

Game Birds: Turkeys, ducks, geese, brant, grouse, 
prairie chickens, pheasants, quail or partridges, wild 
pigeons, doves, snipe, chachalaca, plover and shore 
birds of all varieties. 

Non-Game Birds: Unlawful to kill or have in 
possession either dead or alive. 

Unprotected Birds: English sparrows, crows, ravens, 
vultures or buzzards, rice-birds. blackbirds, pelicans, 
roadrunners, goshawk, cooper-hawk or blue darter, 
sharp-shinned hawk, duck-hawk, jaybirds, sapsuckers, 
woodpeckers, butcher birds or shrike, and the great 
horned owl. Canaries and parrots as domestic pets 
are unprotected. 


OPEN SEASON AND BAG LIMITS 
DOVES (Mourning) 


Open Season: North Zone, September and October ; 
South Zone, October and November. 


THE ZONE LINE 


Begins at Rio Grande River west of Del Rio; 
thence to Del Rio; thence east along Southern 
Pacific Railway to San Antonio; thence along 
International-Great Northern Railway to Austin; 
thence east along Houston & Texas Central Rail- 
way to Brazos River; thence north up Brazos River 
to where Beaumont branch of Gulf, Colorado and 
Santa Fe Railway crosses said River; thence east 
along Gulf, Colorado and Santa Fe Railway to inter- 
section with Houston East and West Texas Railway 
at Cleveland; thence along Houston East and West 
Texas Railway to the Louisiana border. All that 
portion of the State lying North or Northerly shall 
be known as the North Zone and all that portion of 
the State lying South or Southerly of said line shall 
be known ‘as the South Zone. 

Bag Limit: Fifteen a day and not more than forty- 
five a week. 

Smith County and Wood County: No open season 
because of conflict with Federal regulation. 

Glasscock County: No open season until 1936. 

Howard County: Closed until August 22nd, 1934. 

Yoakum County: No open season until 1988. 
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DOVES (White Wing) 


Open Season: North Zone, August 8th to October 
31st inclusive; South Zone, August 20th to October 
31st inclusive. 

‘Zone Line: A line running from Laredo, Texas, 
to Corpus Christi, Texas, along Texas-Mexican Rail- 
way; thence due east across Corpus Christi Bay to 
Gulf of Mexico.’ 

Bag Limit: Same as mourning doves. 


WATERFOWL AND SHORE BIRDS 


Open Season: Wild ducks of all kinds (except wild 
Woodducks, Ruddy duck, Bufflehead.. duck) Coot, 
Geese and Brant: North Zone, noon November ist 
to December 31st, both days inclusive; South Zone, 
noon November 16th to January 15th, both days 
inclusive. (The above is a Federal regulation and 
supersedes all State laws.) 

Bag Limit: Ducks—Fifteen in the aggregate of all 
kinds but not more than ten of any one or of the 
aggregate of two or more of the following species— 
Canvas-back, Redhead, Greater Scaup, Lesser Scaup, 
Ringneck, Blue-winged Teal, Green winged Teal, Cin- 
namon Teal, Shoveller and Gadwall; and possession 
of not more than thirty ducks in the aggregate of 
all kinds but not more than twenty of any one 
or of the aggregate of two or more of the following 
species—Canvas-back, Redhead, Greater Scaup, Lesser 
Seaup, Ringneck, Blue-winged Teal, Green-winged 
Teal, Cinnamon Teal, Shoveller and Gadwall. 

Geese and Brant: Four in the aggregate of all 
kinds and possession of not more than eight geese 
and brant in the aggregate of all kinds. (This is a 
Federal regulation and supercedes all State regula- 
tions.) 

Wilson Snipe or Jack Snipe: North Zone, November 
Ist to December 31st, both days inclusive; South 
Zone November 16th to January 15th, both days 
inclusive. 

Bag Limit and Possession Limit: Twenty. 

Rails and Gallinules (except Coot): Open season, 
the months of September and October. 

Bag Limit: Not more than fifteen of each species 
and not more than twenty-five of both species. 


PRAIRIE CHICKENS OR PINNATED GROUSE 


Open Season: Both zones September Ist to Septem- 
ber 4th, both days inclusive. 

Collingsworth and Wheeler Counties: No open 
season. 

Brazoria and Matagorda Counties: Closed until 
19386. 

Bag Limit: Ten a day or not more than 10 a 
season. 


QUAIL AND CHACHALACAS 


Open Season: Both North and South Zones Decem- 
ber Ist to January 16th, both days inclusive. 

Howard County: Closed until August 22nd, 1934. 

Glasscock County: Closed until 1936. 

Yoakum County: Closed until 1938. 

Borden County: Closed until 1936. 

Karnes County: Precinct No. 2, closed until 1938. 

Archer County: Closed until 1936. 

Andrews County: Closed until 1938. 

Panola County: Open season December and 
January. 
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‘Rusk County: Open season December and January. 
Harrison County: Open season December and 
January.

TURKEY (GoMUEVERSITY OF ILLINOIS 


Open Season: Both North and South Zone No- 
vember 16 to December 81st, both days inclusive. 

Bag Limit: Three gobblers a season. 

The following counties have open season only during 
March and April: Angelina, Bastrop, Brazos, Burle- 
son, Cherokee, Grimes, Harris, Houston, Jasper, Lee, 
Madison, Montgomery, Nacogdoches, Newton, Polk, 
Robertson, Sabine, San Augustine, San Jacinto, 
Trinity, Tyler, Walker, Washington. 

The following counties have no open season: 
Anderson, Bowie, Brown, Burnet (north of Colorado 
River), Callahan, Camp, Cass, Coleman, Comal, East- 
land, Freestone, Guadalupe, Harrison, Haskell, Hender- 
son, Jones, Lamar, Lampasas, Leon, Limestone, 
Marion, Morris, Navarro, Palo Pinto, Panola, Red 
River, Shackelford, Stephens, Throckmorton, Titus, 
Upshur, Wood. 


ANTELOPE, WILD SHEEP AND ELK 
No open season (Article 878, Penal Code 1925). 
BEAR 


Open Season: November 16th to December 31st. 
Bag Limit: One a season. , 


DEER 
(Bucks with Pronged Antler) 


Open Season: White-tail deer, November 16th to 
December 31st; Black-tail or Mule deer, east of 
Pecos River, November 16th to December 31st and 
west of Pecos River, November 16th to November 
30th. 

Bag Limit: Two bucks ,a season, except Black- 
tail or Mule deer, west of Pecos River, only one a 
season. 


SPECIAL LAWS 


Special Laws on Deer: Counties having no open 
season are as follows: Anderson, Bastrop, Bowie, 
Brown, Burnet (north of Colorado River), Callahan,

One dog may be used to hunt wounded deer in

Open Season: (General Law) May, June, July, 
October, November and December. 

Open Season: (Special Laws)— 

Angelina County: July, October, November and 
December. 

Hardin County: June and November 16th to Janu- 
ary 16th. 

Jasper County: December 1st to January 15th. 

Jefferson County: June, July, November, December 
and January. 

Liberty County: June and November 16th to Janu- 
ary 16th. 

Nacogdoches County: November, December and 
January. 

Newton County: December Ist to January 15th. 

Polk County: November, December and January. 

Sabine County: November and December. 

San Augustine County: November and December. 

Shelby County: November, December and January. 

Trinity County: November, December and January. 

Tyler County: July, October, November and De- 
cember.

Bag Limit: (Special Laws) 10 per day but no 
possession limit in the following counties: Aransas, 
Austin, Bandera, Bastrop, Bee, Blanco, Bosque, Bra- 
zoria, Brown, Burnet, Caldwell, Calhoun, Callahan, 
Chambers, Colorado, Comal, Comanche, Concho, 
Cooke, Coryell, Delta, De Witt, Dimmit, Eastland, 
Edwards, Erath, Fayette, Fort Bend, Franklin, Gal-

LICENSES 


Resident Hunting: Price $2.00. Required of every 
citizen of this State above the age of seventeen 
years, who hunts out of the county of his resi 
dence. A citizen is any person who has been for 
at least six months a bona fide resident of this 
State immediately preceeding application for a hunt- 
ing license. 

Non-Resident: Price $25.00. Required of every 
person above the age of seventeen years, who is not 
a citizen of this State, or who is an alien. 
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Hunting Boat License: Price $2.00. Required of 
every person owning or navigating a sail boat or 
power boat for accommodating hunters for pay. 

Shooting Preserve License: Price $5.00. Required 
of every person who acts as manager for any club, 
or the owner of any club, or shooting resort, or 
lessor of premises leased for hunting purposes, who 
accommodates hunters for pay. 

Game Breeder’s License: Price $2.00. Required 
of every person who holds in captivity any game 
animal or game bird for the purpose of propogation 
for sale. Apply to Game, Fish and Oyster Commis- 
sion for detailed information. 


STORAGE OF WILD GAME 


No limit to time gamé birds or game animals may be 
kept in storage if placed in storage within three days 


yafter the end of the season, except migratory birds and 


waterfowls, which may be possessed for only ten 
days after close of season. Any person accepting 
game for storage must keep a record giving time 
of storage, name and address of person placing game 
on storage and kind and amount of game stored by 
each individual and owner of game stored. 


UNLAWFUL TO 


Hunt, kill or possess game birds, game animals 
or other birds and animals, except where provided 
by law. 

Kill, or take turkey hen. 

Kill -or injure any bat. 

Have in possession more than fifty game birds of 
all varieties at any one time, excepting transporta- 
tion and storage companies. 

Sell or buy game birds or game animals, dead or 
alive, regardless of where caught or killed; except 
game breeders; and taxidermists who may sell un- 
claimed specimens. 

Bring game into this State during the closed sea- 
son on such game without a permit from the Game, 
Fish and Oyster Commission. 

Hunt, kill or take any duck, goose or brant by 
any means other than by the ordinary gun, not to 
exceed 10-gauge, capable of being shot from the 
shoulder. 

Kill, or hunt any game bird or game animal 
between one-half hour after sunset and one-half 
hour before sunrise. 

Take game birds by net or trap. 

Ship game except to one’s home or to a taxi- 
dermist and unless affidavit is attached that the 
shipper has lawfully killed such game. 

Destroy the nests or eggs of any bird protected 
by the laws of this State. 

Hunt under license of another. 

Receive any hunter on board a boat for pay 
unless owner has a license for his boat. 

Hunt for hire or hire anyone to hunt. 

Hunt from a motor boat, sail boat, boat under 
tow, auto, or aeroplane. 

Hunt on a State Game Preserve. 

Hunt at night with a headlight in a territory 
where deer are known to range. 

Hunt out of the county of your residence without 
a license. 

Refuse to stop a vehicle or auto when demanded by a 
game and fish warden, and it is unlawful to refuse 
to allow a game and fish warden to search your game 
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bag when he has reasons to believe that a game 
law has been violated. 

Hunt or fish on enclosed lands of another without 
the owners consent. 

Shoot any gun or firearms in, on, along or 
across any public road in this State. 

Possess any deer carcass or green hide with all 
evidence of sex removed. 

Kill doe deer, fawns or spike bucks. 

Use a deer call, except deer horns, which may be 
rattled. 

Keep migratory birds or waterfowl en cold storage 
10 days after the season has closed. 


FRESH WATER FISH 
LAWS 


General Regulations 


License Required: Resident citizens of Texas must¢ 
procure an Artificial Lure License, price $1.10, when 
fishing with artificial lures or baits. 

Non-Resident of Texas or Alien must procure 
a Non-Resident or Alien Fishing License, price $5.00, 
or a Five Day License, price $1.10, when fishing 
with any kind of bait. Non-Resident is any citizen 
of the United States who has not been a bona 
fide resident of Texas for four months next pre- 
ceeding his application for a license. 

A license is required to sell fish (See salt water 
laws of this digest). 

An artificial lure is any manufactured bait or 
imitation. of a natural bait. 

Methods of Taking: Ordinary pole and line, set- 
line, trotline, artificial bait and seines or nets of 
not less than three inch square mesh, except a 
seine or net made of wire or other metallic sub 
stance or fish traps, minnow seines not more than 
twenty feet in length for the purpose of taking 
minnows for bait. All other methods or means of 
taking fish are prohibited unless especially noted 
below. 

Closed Season: Unlawful to take bass or crappie 
during the months of March and April. Unlawful 
to use seines or nets or artificial bait during these 
months. Special county restrictions below. 

Size Limits: Black bass not less than eleven inches, 
crappie not less than seven inches with exceptions 
on these and other fish in certain counties noted 
below. 

Sale Prohibited: Sale of black bass or crappie or 
white perch prohibited in all counties. Special sale 
restrictions noted below. 

Bag Limit: Unlawful to take in one day more 
than fifteen bass, fifteen crappie or white perch, 
thirty-five bream or goggle-eye or an aggregate of 
more than fifty of these species or to possess at 
any one time more than thirty bass, thirty crappie 
or white perch or seventy bream or goggle-eye. This 
provision does not apply to certain counties listed 
below: 

Andrews, Bailey, Bandera, Brazoria, Bexar, Borden, 
Brooks, Callahan, Chambers, Cottle, Cochran, Crosby, 
Cameron, Dawson, Dickens, Dimmit, Duval, East- 
land, Ellis, Fort Bend, Fisher, Floyd, Frio, Galveston, 
Garza, Gaines, Hill, Hood, Haskell, Hale, Hockley, 
Howard, Hidalgo, Johnson, Jones, Jim Hogg, Jim 
Wells, Kerr, Kendall, King, Kent, Kennedy, Kleberg, 
Lamb, Lubbock, Lynn, La Salle, Matagorda, Mitchell, 
Motley, Martin, McMullen, Nolan, Nueces, Somer- 
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vell, Scurry, Shackelford, Stephens, Stonewall, Starr, 
Taylor, Throckmorton, Terry, Wharton, Willacy, 
Webb, Yoakum, Zapata, Zavala. 

In order to understand the fishing regulations in 
a county where there is a special law it must be 
understood that the special county regulations listed 
below are supplementary to the general regulations 
and any restriction contained in a special law must 
be obeyed even though they appear to be in con- 
flict with the general law and likewise any privilege 
granted in a special law may be enjoyed without 
concern for the general restrictions. 


SPECIAL REGULATIONS 


Archer County: Closed season on bass, perch, bream, 
crappie and catfish February 1st to May Ist in 
Wichita River, Lake Kemp and Diversion Lake. No 
bream under five inches. Not more than ten bass or 
twenty crappie or a total of twenty crappie, perch, 
bream, and catfish in one day. Not more than 
twenty pounds of bass and an aggregate of not more 
than twenty pounds of crappie, perch, bream and 
eatfish. Aggregate of all kinds not over thirty 
pounds. No nets and seines except twenty foot 
minnow seine for taking bait. 

Bandera County: Closed season on bass, perch, 
crappie, catfish February Ist to May Ist. Limit per 
day ten bass, ten crappie. No nets and seines except 
twenty-foot minnow seine. Unlawful to sell any bass, 
crappie, channel or other catfish. 

Baylor County: Same as Archer County. 

Bell County: May take suckers, buffalo, carp, shad 
or gar with seine or net not less than one inch 
mesh during July, August, September or October or 
at any time by wire rope or gig but may not possess 
other fish when using such device. 

Bexar County: Same as Bandera County. 

Blanco County: Unlawful to use seines or nets 
or trotline or pole and line or set line equipped with 
more than two hooks. Lawful to use artificial lures. 
Unlawful to sell bass, crappie, catfish, sunfish or 
perch. Size limit on catfish nine inches. May take 
suckers, buffalo, carp, shad or gar. with seine or net 
not less than one inch mesh during July, August, 
September or October or at any time by wire rope 
or gig but may not possess other fish when using 
such device. 

Bosque County: Same as Bell County. 

Bowie County: No seines permitted at any time. 
Three inch square mesh hoop, trammel or gill nets 
permitted except during March and April but must 
not agitate or beat upon water while using nets. 

Brown County: Unlawful to sell bass, crappie 
or catfish taken in county. Unlawful to take more 
than thirty-five fish in a day. Seines or nets unlaw- 
ful except minnow sceine not more than twenty 
feet in length for taking minnows for bait and 
except a three inch mesh seine used for carp and 
suckers in the Colorado River. 

Burnet County: Unlawful to sell bass, crappie or 
catfish taken in county. Unlawful to take more 
than thirty-five fish in a day. Seines or nets un- 
lawful except minnow seine not more than twenty 
feet in length for taking minnows for bait and 
except a three inch mesh seine used for carp and 
suckers in the Colorado River. Unlawful to take 
eatfish less than nine inches in length. 

Caddo Lake: No closed season on crappie or bass. 

Cass County: Same as Rowie County. 
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Chambers County: Same as Bell County. 

Cherokee County: Seines and nets prohibited during 
February, March and April, except twenty foot min- 
now seine for taking minnows for bait. 

Coleman Ceunty: Same as Brown County. 

Comal County: Trot lines prohibited and other 
lines must not have more than two hooks except on 
artificial bait. No seines and nets permitted except 
twenty foot minnow seine for bait. Limit ten fish 
of any kind per day or thirty per week, except 
perch twenty per day or sixty per week. Closed sea- 
son on bass, perch, crappie and catfish from Febru- 
ary Ist to May 1st. Unlawful to sell any fish taken 
in county. Unlawful to take catfish less than 12 
inches. 

Collin County: Same as Bell County. 

Comanche County: Same as Bell County. 

Concho County: Same as Brown County. 

Cooke County: Seines or nets prohibited except 
twenty foot minnow seine and seine or net one and 
one half inch mesh to take fish for propogation 
purposes during August under supervision of game 
warden. Unlawful to sell fish taken in county. 

Coryell County: Same as Bell County. 

Dallas County: Limit white perch or crappie fifteen, 
bass ten or an aggregate of bass and crappie 
fifteen in one day. 

Delta County: Lawful to grabble for catfish, perch, 
buffalo, and drum or with a one inch mesh seine 
except during March and April. 

Denton County: May take suckers, buffalo, carp, 
shad or gar with seine or net not less than one inch 
mesh during July, August, September or October or 
at any time by wire rope or gig but may not possess 
other fish when using such device. Limit not more 
than twenty crappie, fifteen bass or an aggregate 
of twenty such fish in one day. 

DeWitt County: Same as Bell County. 

Dimmit County: Same as Brown County. 

Edwards County: Unlawful to sell any fish of any 
kind taken in county. Unlawful to take any fish by 
any means other than by ordinary pole and line or 
throw line equipped with not more than two hooks. 
Artificial lures permitted and a twenty foot minnow 
seine to take minnows for bait, or a net, the meshes 
of which are not less than three inches for the 
purpose of catching carp and suckers in Colorado 
River. Bag limit: Not more than ten fish of any 
one kind per day nor more than thirty in any one 
week, except perch and not more than twenty per 
day nor more than sixty in any one week. Unlawful 
to take a catfish less than twelve inches in length. 

El Paso County: Seines and nets, except ten foot 
minnow seine with meshes not larger than three-eights 
inch square prohibited. Limit: Ten fish of any one 
kind in any one day except perch. Not more than 
twenty perch in one day. Unlawful to possess more 
than thirty fish of any variety in any week except 
perch and not more than sixty perch in any week. 


Erath County: Seines and nets prohibited. More 
than one hook on any line prohibited except on arti- 
ficial bait. Minnow traps dip net and minnow 
seines not more than twenty feet in length per- 
mitted. Unlawful to sell channel or opelousas cat- 
fish or any other fish taken from the waters of 
Lake Waco or the Bosque River or its tributaries in 
Erath County. Closed season on bass, crappie, perch, 
channel or Opelousas catfish February, March and 
April of each year in the Bosque River and its 
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tributaries. Size limit—crappie eight inches, bream, 
goggle-eye or sunfish not less than five inches and 
catfish less than ten inches prohibited. Bag limit, 
not more than eight bass, twelve crappie, twenty 
green perch, bream, goggle-eye or sunfish or fifteen 
Opelousas catfish in one day or an aggregate of such 
fish not exceeding twenty pounds. Unlawful to troll 
from a motor boat. 

Fannin County: Same as Bell County. 

Fisher County: Same as Bell County. 

Franklin County: Same as Delta County. 

Gillespie County: Same as Edwards County. 

Gonzales County: Same as Bell County. 

Grayson County: Lawful to use seines or nets 
with one and one-half inch mesh during July, August 
and September. May take suckers, buffalo, carp, shad 
or gar with seine or net not less than one inch mesh 
during July, August, September or October or at 
any time by wire rope or gig but may not possess 
other fish when using such device. Size limit: No ‘ 
bass under eight inches or white perch or crappie less 
than one-half pound. Unlawful to sell fish taken in 
county. Lawful to grabble for catfish, perch, buffalo, 
and drum or to take said fish with one inch square 
mesh seine except during March and April. 


Guadalupe County: Closed season on bass, perch, 
crappie and catfish from February list to May Ist. 
Limit: Bass ten, crappie ten per day. Nets or 
seines unlawful except ten foot minnow seine for 
taking bait. 

Hamilton County: Same as Bell County and Erath 
County. 

Warrison County: Unlawful to take any fish by 
any means other than by ordinary hook and line, 
rod and reel, set hook and line, trotline, or arti- 
ficial bait. Lawful to use twenty foot minnow 
seine to take minnows for bait. Lawful to use 
minnows for bait. Lawful to use hoop net, set net 
or trammel net, meshes of which are not less than 
three and one-half inches square to take Buffalo, 
garfish, catfish, shad, bowfin or grindle at any 
time except February, March, April and May, pro- 
vided it shall be unlawful to possess any other fish 
at time of possessing any of the above fish. Un- 
lawful to take crappie less than eight inches. Bag 
limit: Fifteen bass or twenty-five crappie in any one 
day. Possession limit: Bass thirty, crappie fifty. 

Hardin County: Same as Bell County. 

Hays County: Unlawful to take any kind of fish 
during February, March and April. 

Henderson County: Bag Limit—Crappie, fifteen; 
bass, ten or an aggregate of fifteen per day. 

Hopkins County: Same as Delta County. 

Hunt County: Same as Brown County. 

Jack County: Two inch square mesh seine or net 
may be used in any artificial lake covering not 
more than twenty acres, but seines and nets pro- 
hibited elsewhere. 

Jackson County: Seines and nets prohibited except 
twenty foot minnow seine for catching bait. Flounder 
gigs permitted. 

Jasper County: Unlawful to sell catfish of less 
length than eight inches taken from the waters 
of the Sabine, Attoyac, Angelina or Neches Rivers 
or any of their tributaries. 

Jefferson County: Same as Bell County. 

Kaufman County: One and one-half inch square 
mesh seines or nets may be used during July, August 
and September. Unlawful to sell any fish taken in 
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county except carp, buffalo, drum fish or catfish. 

Kerr County: Same as Comal County. 

Kendall County: Same as Blanco County. 

Kimble County: Same as Edwards County. 

Kinney County: Same as Brown County. 

Lamar County: May use two inch square mesh 
seine or net except during March and April, or 
twenty foot minnow seine for taking bait. Unlawful 
to take more than thirty-five fish a day. Unlawful 
to sell bass, crappie or catfish taken in county. 

Lampasas County: Same as Brown County. 

Llano County: Same as Edwards County. 

Loving County: Same as Brown County. 

Marion County: Same as Harrison County. 

Mason County: Same as Edwards County 

Medina County: Same as Bandera County. 

Menard County: Same as Brown County. 

Mills County: Same as Brown County. 

Mitchell County: Same as Bell County. 

Morris County: Lawful to use two inch mesh 
seine or net except during March and April. 

McCulloch County: Same as Brown County. 

McLennan County: Same as Erath County. 

Nacogdoches County: Unlawful to use seine or 
net except during June, July, August, September, 
October, November and December. Must not be less 
than three inch square mesh and bass, trout, crappie, 
or white perch taken in seine or net returned to 
water. Twenty foot minnow seine for taking bait 
permitted. 

Newton County: Same as Jasper County. 

Nolan County: Same as Bell County. 

Orange County: Same as Bell County. 

Parker County: Same as Bell County. 

Pecos County: Same as Brown County. 

Rains County: Same as Brown County. 

Real County: Same as Edwards County. 

Reeves County: Same as Brown County. 

Rockwall County: One and one-half inch seine or 
net during July, August and September permitted. 
Other seines and nets unlawful. Size limit: Bass, 
eight inches; crappie, one-half pound. Sale of any 
fish taken in county unlawful. 

Runnells County: Same as Brown County. 

Rusk County: Three and one-half inch mesh hoop 
net, set net or trammel net may be used for taking 
buffalo, gar and catfish, shad and bowfin or grindle 
at any time except during February, March, April and 
May. Unlawful to possess other fish when using 
such net or seine. Lawful to use minnow seine 20 
feet in length. Other seines and nets prohibited. 


Sabine County: Seines or nets prohibited except 
minnow seine not more than twenty feet in length 
for taking bait. 

San Augustine County: Same as Sabine County. 

San Saba County: Same as Edwards County. 

Sutton County: Same as Edwards County. 

Titus County: Same as Morris County. 

Tom Green County: Same as Brown County. 

Travis County: Same as Bell County. 

Tyler County: Same as Jasper County. 

Upshur County: Lawful to take suckers during 
February, March and April in Gin and Glade Creeks 
with trammel net. 

Uvalde County: Same as Brown County. 

Val Verde County: Same as Brown County. 

Ward County: Same as Brown County. 

Williamson County: Same as Brown County. 

Wichita County: Same as Archer County. 
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Wise County: Two inch square mesh seine or net 
may be used in any artificial lake covering not 
more than twenty acres, but seines and nets pro- 
hibited elsewhere. Bag limit: White perch or crappie, 
fifteen ; bass, ten; aggregate bass and crappie fifteen 
in any one day. 

Wood County: Lawful for residents of Wood 
County to use a two inch square mesh seine or net 
to take catfish, drum, buffalo, suckers, carp, shad 
or garfish, except during March and April. 

Young County: Unlawful to sell any fish taken 
from county except from Brazos River not including 
Clear Fork. Nets and seines unlawful except twenty 
foot minnow seines. Closed season on bass, crappie 
or white perch and bream February 1st to May Ist. 
Size limit: Crappie, eight inches; bream, five inches. 
Trolling from motor boat unlawful. Bag limit: Not 
more than eight bass in a day nor more than twenty 
pounds, not more than sixteen crappie, calico bass 
or bream or an aggregate of sixteen of all such fish 
weighing not more than twenty pounds. Not more 
than thirty pounds crappie, sun perch, calico bass 
or bream. 

Zavala County: Same as Brown County.

Persons using Artificial Lures or Baits in salt 
waters under jurisdiction of Texas are required to 
carry an Artificial Lure License. Out of State or 
non-resident persons fishing for pleasure in such salt 
waters are required to procure a non-resident fish- 
ing license. (See licenses under Fish Laws). 

Dealer’s Tax: Fish, shrimp, crabs, 10 cents per 
100 pounds; oysters 1 cent bbl. 

Fisherman’s tax: Fish, shrimp, crabs, 20 cents per 
100 pounds; oysters 2 cents bbl. 

Oyster Shell Tax: 25 cents per cubic yard. 

Mussel Shell tax: $1.00 per ton. 

Oyster Location rental: $1.50 per acre. 


FISH (Salt Water) 


Size Limit: Flounder 12 inches; speckled trout, 12 
inches ; redfish, not less than 12 nor over 82 inches; 
drum, not less than 8 inches, nor over 20 inches; 
pompano, 9 inches; sheepshead, 8 inches; mackerel, 
14 inches; and gafftopsail, 11 inches. 


TERRAPIN (Salt Water) 


Open Season: November, December, January and 
February. 

Size: Not less than 12 pounds in weight or 6 
inches in length. 


OYSTERS 


Open Season: September 1st to March 31st. 

That part of Laguna Madre which is south and 
west of Baffin’s Bay has no closed season on 
oysters. 
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Size Limit: In shell, 83% inches. 

American citizens, or any firm or corporation 
composed of such citizens, may use scrapers or 
dredges in removing oysters from natural reefs pro- 
vided they have procured a license from Game, Fish 
and Oyster Commission before beginning operations. 

Game, Fish and Oyster Commission is empowered 
to close a reef by giving two weeks notice when it 
has reason to believe same is being overworked. 

Shell from oysters opened or shucked on board 
must be deposited on shore as directed by Game, Fish 
and Oyster Commission. 

A person leasing an oyster claim or reef may 
obtain permission from Game, Fish and Oyster Com- 
mission to seine thereon for drum fish. 


SHRIMP 


Size Limit on Shrimp: Not less than five and one- 
half inches except shrimp taken for bait in a twenty 
foot minnow seine or cast net or in a shrimp trawl 
not more than ten feet at the mouth and not more 
than twenty feet in length. A bait trawl may be 
used in any of the tidal waters of this State. 


SEINES AND NETS 


Seines may be used only in the Gulf of Mexico, 
except Padre Island beach, and must not be more 
than 2000 feet in length and one and one-half inch 
square mesh except the bag and for fifty feet on 
each side of the bag shall not be larger than one inch 
square mash. 

Nets shall not be smaller than one and one- 
half inch square mesh. 

It is unlawful to use a shrimp trawl, seine or net 
without a permit and a tag, issued by the Game, 
Fish and Oyster Commission, attached to such device. 

Unlawful to use a seine, net or shrimp trawl, 
except a bait trawl, in Orange, Jefferson, Chambers, 
Harris, Galveston and Brazoria Counties or in 
streams, lakes, bayous or canals of Matagorda County 
except that strike nets, gill nets, trammel nets or 
shrimp trawle may be used in East Galveston Bay 
in the counties of Galveston and Chambers during 
the period beginning August 15th and ending May 
15th of each year, but may not be used in Swan 
Lake, Moses Lake, Clear Lake, Dickinson Bayou 
west of a line running from Miller’s Point to April 
Fool Point, Turtle Bay and that portion of East 
Bay northwest of a line extending from Kemah to 
Mesauite Knoll. 

Unlawful to use a seine, net or shrimp trawl, 
except a bait trawl, at any time in or on the 
waters of Agua Dulce Creek, Oso Creek, Shamrock 
Cove, Nueces Bay, Ingleside Cove, Red Fish Cove, 
Shoal Bay, Mud Flats, Shallow Bay, defined as be- 
ginning at the southwest end of Red Fish Cove; 
thence south on a line intersecting Corpus Christi 
Channel and all waters lying from this line, at said 
channel, and between Harbor Island and the main 
land to Aransas Bay; all of Aransas Bay between 
Port Aransas and Corpus Christi Bay and lying 
between Harbor Island and Refugio County, Puerto 
Bay, St. Charles Bay, Hines Bay, Contec Lake, 
Powderhorn Lake, Oyster Lake, Turtle Bay, or in 
or within a mile of the pass on the north of Laguna 
Madre leading into Corpus Christi Bay, defined as 
beginning one quarter of a mile southeast of Pete 
Island and running to Flower Bluff, or in any of 
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the tidal waters of Willacy County west of Padre 
Island, or in any of the tidal waters of Kennedy or 
Kleberg Counties or on the gulf shore line of Padre 
Island to a point on Mustang Island two miles north 
of Corpus Christi Pass. 

Provided that shrimp trawls may be used in 
Matagorda Bay, San Antonio Bay and in that part 
of Aransas Bay and that part of Corpus Christi 
Bay not mentioned above. 

Unlawful to have in possession any seine, strike 
net, gill net, trammel net or shrimp trawl in or 
on any of the waters of this State where such device 
is prohibited from being used unless such device 
is on board a vessel when such vessel is at a port 
or in a channel while enroute to or from the Gulf of 
Mexico. Any seine or net or shrimp trawl possessed 
in violation of this law is subject to seizure by any 
officer and destruction by a court order. 

Unlawful to use any seine, net or shrimp trawl 
in any channel or canal connecting one body of 
bay water with another body of bay water, or in 
any channel connecting a bay with the Gulf of 
Mexico or within a mile of such channel. 


UNLAWFUL TO 


Use dredge or any means other than hand tongs 
in water less than 4 feet deep. 

Use power dredge in water less than 6 feet deep. 

Ship, sell or possess for purpose of sale any fish 
or oysters taken from insanitary reef. 

Plant, or buy oysters for planting, bedding, market- 
ing, or other purposes during closed season without 
permit from Game, Fish and Oyster Commission. 

Ship or accept for shipment or transportation 
during closed season, oysters taken from _ public 
reefs. 

Fail or refuse to scatter culls from oysters you 
take from reefs. 

Open or shuck oysters for market near or on reefs. 

Sell oysters taken for planting or depositing for 
preparation for market. 

Sell cargo of oysters containing more than five 
per cent young oysters. 

Use insanitary containers. 

Float or bloat oysters. 

Deface, injure, destroy or remove any buoy, marker 
or fence, or part thereof. 

Refuse to show license. 

Fail or refuse to pay taxes. 

Erect, set, operate or maintain any fish pound net 
within three (3) nautical miles from coast line with- 
out permit from Game, Fish and Oyster Commission. 

Take for sale any mussels, clams or naiads or 
shells thereof, without a license. 

Use explosives or to muddy water. 

ALL UNDERSIZE FISH MUST BE RETURNED 
TO THE WATERS FROM WHICH TAKEN. 


FUR-BEARING ANIMAL 
LAWS 


The animals that are classed as fur-bearing animals 
in Texas and on which a tax must be paid are 
Badger, Civet Cat, Fox, Mink, Muskrat, Opossum, 
Polecat or Skunk, Raccoon, Beaver and Ringtail Cat. 
Game animals may not be trapped at any time nor 
their pelts nor hides sold. Deer, antelope, mountain 
sheep, bear and squirrels are game animals (See Game 
Lawr). 
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Property of State 


The protected fur-bearing animals and their pelts 
are the property of the State until they have been 
lawfully taken, taxes paid thereon and all other 
regulations and laws complied with. 


OPEN SEASONS (General Laws) 


The period of time when you may lawfully take 
Badger, Civet Cat, Fox (certain counties closed) 
Mink, Opossum, Pole Cat or Skung, Raccoon and 
Ringtail Cat is during the months of December and 
January of each year. Fur bearing animals may be 
taken with traps, guns or dogs, except that steel 
traps may not be used in certain counties. 

Muskrats: May be taken from Nov. 15 to March 
15 of each year with traps only. 

Beaver: May be taken only west of Pecos River 
during the month of January. 

Otter: Unlawful to take or possess in any portion 
of Texas (except in certain counties.) 


OPEN SEASONS (Special Laws) 


Unlawful to kill, take or have in possession for 
sale any fox or the pelts thereof (also beaver and 
otter) in the following counties: Bell, Bosque, Cald- 
well, Hardin, Hill, Jefferson, Johnson, Lee, Liberty, 
Milam, Nacogdoches, Navarro, Polk, Rusk, San 
Jacinto, Shelby, Trinity, Upshur, Van Zandt, Walker, 
Williamson, Wood. 

Unlawful to set a steel-trap, snare or deadfall 
for the purpose of taking fur-bearing animals in the 
following counties: Anderson, Bosque, Cherokee, 
Houston, Hill, Johnson, Navarro, Sabine, San 
Augustine. 

Angelina and Nacogdoches Counties: During the 
month of December or January it shall be unlawful to 
take pelts of fur-bearing animals by a trap or any 
other device except upon one’s own property, or 
upon property upon which a written permit has been 
given by the owner. 

Cottle County: Open season on taking pelts of 
fur-bearing animals is from December lst to February 
15th, except muskrats which is from November 15th 
to April lst, inclusive. 


TRAPPER DEFINED 


A trapper is any person over the age of seventeen 
years who takes or attempts to take the pelts of 
any fur-bearing animal for the purpose of barter 
or sale, except persons who take the pelt or pelts 
of fur-bearing animals from their own land or land 
on which such person resides. 

Persons required to procure a license must do so 
before taking or attempting to take any of the fur- 
bearing animals for barter or sale. Persons who have 
resided in Texas for twelve months or more are 
classed as resident trappers. Persons who have 
resided in Texas less than twelve months are classed 
as non-resident trappers. 


TRAPPERS LICENSE 


The fee for a Resident Trapper’s License is one 
($1.10) dollar and ten cents. 

The fee for a Non-Resident Trapper’s License is 
twenty-five ($25.00) dollars. 

Resident Trapper’s License may be procured from 
any Game and Fish Warden, County Clerk, authorized 
License Warden or direct from the office of the 
Game, Fish and Oyster Commission at Austin, Texas. 


Non-Resident Trapper’s License may be procured 
only from the office of the Game Fish and Oyster 
Commission at Austin, Texas. 


A hunting license does not authorize or permit a 
person to hunt or take fur-bearing animals or their 
pelts. 


It is unlawful for a person over the age of seventeen 
years to hunt with a gun in a county other than 
the one in which he or she resides without a hunting 
license. (See Game Laws). 


A Trapper’s License permits a person to trap 
or take fur bearing animals in any county of Texas, 
but when such person HUNTS with a gun in a 
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county other than the one in which he resides he 
must procure a Hunting License in addition to his 
Trapper’s License. (See Game Laws.) 


DEALERS DEFINED 


Any person, firm or corporation, except the trapper 
selling his own catch, engaged in the business of 
buying or selling pelts of fur-bearing animals is 
a Dealer. This applies to all persons, firms, corpora- 
tions, manufacturers, furriers and taxidermists who 
buy, offer to buy, sell or offer for sale the pelts of 
fur-bearing animals. 


DEALERS CLASSIFIED 


Dealers are classified as Resident Dealers and 
Non-Resident Dealers. 

Resident Dealers are persons who have resided in 
this State for a period of twelve months or more, 
or resident firms or corporations that have been 
organized for a period of twelve months or more, 
prior to applying for such license. ‘All others are 
Non-Resident Dealers. 


DEALERS LICENSE 


Resident Dealers must procure a Resident Fur 
Dealer’s License before commencing business, the 
fee for which is Five Dollars ($5.50) and Fifty Cents. 
Such license may be procured from any Game and 
Fish Warden, County Clerk, or direct from the office 
of the Game, Fish and Oyster Commission at Austin, 
Texas. 

Non-Resident Dealers must procure a Non-Resident 
Fur Dealer’s License before commencing business, the 
fee for which is Fifty ($50.00) Dollars. Such a 
license may be procured only from the office of the 
Game, Fish and Oyster Commission at Austin, 
Texas. 


DEALER’S REPORT 


Every Fur Dealer must file with the Game, Fish 
and Oyster Commission, not later than the tenth 
day of each month, a complete sworn report, on 
printed forms furnished by the Game, Fish and Oyster 
Commission, of the kind and number of the pelts 
of fur-bearing animals purchased in this State 
and shipped out of this State during the preceding 
month. No report is required for those months when 
no pelts are purchased. The above report is required 
of Dealers who buy in the State and ship out of 
the State. If the dealer is a Tanner, Furrier, Taxi- 
dermist or Manufacturer, who tans or manufactures 
the pelt into a finished product in this State, a 
report is required not later than the tenth day of 
each month which shows the number of pelts 
purchased during the preceding month. 


TAXES 


A tax must be paid to the Game, Fish and Oyster 
Commission on pelts of fur-bearing animals as 
follows: Badger, Civet Cat, Fox, Muskrat, Opossum, 
Pole Cat or Skunk and Ringtail Cat one (1c) cent 
each. On Beaver, Mink and Raccoon the tax is five 
(5c) cents each. 


TAGS 


Tax receipt tags may be procured from any Game 
and Fish Warden or direct from the Game, Fish 
and Oyster Commission at Austin, Texas. 

The trapper must attach a tax receipt tag to 
each pelt taken by him before he offers it for 
sale. When a tag is attached to. each pelt the 
trapper must write thereon the date that such pelt 
was tagged. 

It is unlawful for a trapper to sell or offer for 
sale any pelt of a fur-bearing animal on which he 
has not previously placed Tax Receipt Tags issued 
by the Game, Fish and Oyster Commission of Texas. 

It is unlawful for any dealer to buy or offer to 
buy any pelt of a fur-bearing animal on which there 
has not been placed an Official Tax Receipt Tag. 
On pelts shipped into Texas from another State no 
tax is levied except when such out-of-state pelts are 
reshipped from a point in Texas to another point 
in Texas. 
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A trapper may purchase any number of Tax 
Receipt Tags from the Game, Fish and Oyster 
Commission or any of its authorized agents, and 
ae them on the proper pelts when he legally takes 
them. 


All pelts taken by the trapper during the legal 
open season must be tagged not later than five 
(5) days after the close of the open season if he 
intends to offer the pelts for sale at any time. 


It shall be unlawful for a dealer to purchase 
a pelt taken in this State or shipped from a point 
in this State which does not bear a Tax Receipt 
Tag. 


OUT-OF STATE PELTS 


When a dealer has out-of-State pelts in his posses- 
sion for sale and desires to re-ship them from a 
point in Texas to another point in Texas, either 
to himself or to another dealer, he must tag each 
pelt with an Official Tax Receipt Tag of the proper 
denomination. No tax or tax receipt tag is required 
on out-of-State pelts when they are received at a 
point in Texas when re-shipped to a destination 
beyond Texas. 


Pelts may be shipped into Texas from any State 
of the Republic of Mexico. The holder or owner 
of such out-of-State pelts must possess his express 
receipts, invoices, importation papers, ete., to prove 
that the pelts came from without Texas. When such 
pelts come from the Republic of Mexico the person 
possessing or owning same must have his importa- 
tion papers from the United States Customs Office 
as proof. 


It is unlawful to bring the pelts of Otter into 
Texas or to possess them in Texas. 


All Tax Receipt Tags expire August 31 following 
date of issuance. They are valid only from September 
1 of one year to August 81 of the year following. 


Tax Receipt Tags may be purchased at any time 
and in any quantity. 


SHIPPING 


Pelts of fur-bearing animals trapped in Texas 
during the legal open season may be shipped at any 
time, provided they have been properly tagged and 
all laws complied with. 


UNDRIED PELTS 


The possession of undried pelts after fifteen 
days after the close of the open season shall be 
PRIMA FACIE evidence that the pelt was taken 
during the closed season. The trapper is given 
fifteen days immediately following the close of the 
open season for drying of pelts taken by him during 
the open season. 


PREDATORY ANIMALS 


Wolves, Coyotes, Cougars, Rabbits, Wild Cats, Bob 
Cats, Weasels, Mountain Lions, Mexican Lions and 
Ocelot are not classed as fur-bearing animals. They 
are not protected by law. They may be killed at 
any time of the year and no tax is due on their 
pelts. 


It is unlawful for any person to possess or to 
receive, or to transport, or to have for the purpose 
of transporting, or for the purpose of turning loose, 
or to turn loose, or to cause to be turned loose, any 
live wolf within this State. 


IMPORTANT NOTICE 


FEDERAL LACEY ACT: This legislation enacted 
in 1900, and amended and incorporated in the 
Criminal Code of the United States in 1909, pro- 
hibits the delivery of dead bodies of wild animals 
or parts thereof to any common carrier for trans- 
portation from one State to another when such 
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GAME LAWS 


GAME BIRDS AND GAME ANIMALS 


Property of State: All game birds and game 
animals belong to the people of this State. 

Game Animals: Deer, elk, antelope, wild sheep, 
bear and squirrels. 


Game Birds: Turkeys, ducks, geese, brant, grouse, 
prairie chickens, phesants, quail or patridges, wild 
pigeons, doves, ‘snipes, chanchalaca, plover and shore 
birds of all varieties. 

Non-game Birds: Unlawful to kill or have in 
possession either dead or alive. 


Unprotected Birds: English sparrows, crows, ravens, 
vultures or buzzards, rice-birds, blackbirds, pelicans, 
roadrunners, goshawk, cooper-hawk or blue darter, 
sharp-shinned hawk, duck-hawk, jaybirds, sapsuckers, 
woodpeckers, butcher birds or shrike, and the great 
horned owl. Canaries and parrots as domestic pets 
are unprotected. 


OPEN SEASON AND BAG LIMITS 
DOVES (Mourning) 


Open Season: North Zone, September and October ; 
South Zone, October and November. 


THE ZONE LINE 


Begins at Rio Grande River west of Del Rio; 
thence to Del Rio; thence east along Southern 
Pacific Railway to San Antonio; thence along 
International-Great Northern Railway to Austin; 
thence east along Houston & Texas Central Rail- 
way to Brazos River; thence north up Brazos River 
to where Beaumont branch of Gulf, Colorado and 
Santa Fe Railway crosses said River: thence east 
along Gulf, Colorado and Santa Fe Railway to inter- 
section with Houston East and West Texas Railway 
at Cleveland; thence along Houston Mast and West 
Texas Railway to the Louisiana border. All that 
portion of the State lying North or Northerly shall 
be known as the Norh Zone and all that portion of 
the State lying South or Southerly of said line shall 
be known as the South Zone. 


Bag Limit: Fifteen a day and not more than forty- 
five a week, 


Smith County and Wood County: No open season 
because of conflict with Federal regulation. 


Glasscock County: No open season until 1936. 
Yoakum County: No open season until 1938. 
Brazos County: Open Season Nov. 15 to Jan. 16. 
DOVES (White Wing) 
Open Season: North Zone, August 8th to October 
31st inclusive; South Zone, August 20th to October 


31st inclusive. 


Zone Line: A line running from Laredo, Texas, 
to Corpus Christi, Texas, along Texas-Mexican Rail- 
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way; thence due east across Corpus Christi Bay to 
Sulf of Mexico. 


Bag Limit: Same as mourning doves. 
WATERFOWL AND SHORE BIRDS 


Open Season: Wild ducks of all kinds, (except 
wood duck, ruddy duck and .bufflehead duck, for 
which there is no open season) coot, geese, brant, 
Wilson snipe or Jack snipe from sunrise to sundown 
on each Friday, Saturday and Sunday during the 
period October 26th to December 30th in both Nortl 
and South zones. 

(The above is a Federal regulation and supercedes 
all State Laws.) 


‘Bag Limit, Ducks: (except wood duck, ruddy. duck

STORAGE OF WILD GAME 


No limit to time game birds or game animals may 
be kept in storage if placed in storage within three 
days after the end of the season, except migratory 
birds and waterfowls, which may be possessed for only 
ten days after close of season. Any person accepting 
game for storage must keep a record giving time 
of storage, name and address of person placing game 
on storage and kind and amount of game stored by 
each individual and owner of game stored. 
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UNLAWFUL TO 


Hunt, kill or possess game birds, game animals 
or other birds and animals, except where provided by 
law. 

Kill, or take turkey hen. 

Kill or injure any bat. 

Have in possession more than fifty game birds of 
all varieties at any one time, excepting transporta- 
tion and storage companies. 

Sell or buy game birds or game animals, dead or 
alive, regardless of where caught or killed; except 
game breeders; and taxidermists who may sell un- 
claimed specimens. 

Bring game into this State during the closed sea- 
son on such game without a permit from the Game, 
Fish and Oyster Commission, 

Hunt, kill or take any duck, goose or brant by 
any means other than by the ordinary gun, not to 
exceed 10-gauge, capable of being shot from the 
shoulder. 

Kill or hunt any game bird or game animal 
between one-half hour after sunset and one-half 
hour before sunrise. 

Take game girds by net or trap. 

Ship game except to one’s home or to a taxi- 
dermist and unless affidavit is attached that the 
shipper has lawfully killed such game. 

Destroy the nests or eggs of any bird protected 
by the laws of this State. 

Hunt under license of another. 

Receive any hunter on board a boat for pay 
unless owner has a license for his boat. 

Hunt for hire or hire anyone to hunt. 

Hunt from a motor boat, sail boat, boat under 
tow, auto, or aeroplane. 

Hunt on a State Game Preserve. 

Hunt at night with a headlight in a territory 
where deer are known to range. 

Hunt out of the county of your residence without 
a license. 

Refuse to stop a vehicle or auto when demanded by 
a game and fish warden, and it is unlawful to refuse 
to allow a game and fish warden to search your game 
bag when he has reasons to believe that a game 
law has been violated. 

Hunt or fish on enclosed lands of another without 
the owners consent, 

Shoot any gun or firearms in, on, along or 
across any public road in this State. 

Possess any deer carcass or green hide with all 
evidence of sex removed. 

Kill doe deer, fawns or spike bucks. 

Use a deer call, except deer horns, which may be 
rattled. 

Keep migratory birds or waterfowl on cold storage 
10 days aiter the season has closed. 


FRESH WATER FISH 
LAWS 


General Regulations 


License Required: Resident citizens of Texas must 
procure an Artificial Lure License, price $1.10, when 
fishing with artificial lures or baits. 

Non-Resident of Texas or Alien must procure a 
Non-Resident or Alien Fishing License, price $5.00, 
or a five Day License, price $1.10, when fishing 
with any kind of bait. Non-Resident is any citizen 
of the United States who has not been a bona 
fide resident of Texas for four months next pre- 
ceeding his application for a license. 

A license is requierd to sell fish (See salt water 
laws of this digest). 

An artificial lure is any manufactured bait or 
imitation of a natural bait. 


Methods of Taking: Ordinary pole and line, set- 
line, trotline, artificial bait and seines or nets of 
not less than three inch square mesh, except a 
seine -or net made of wire or other metallic sub- 
stance or fish traps, minnow seines not more than 
twenty feet in length for the purpose of taking 
minnows for bait. All other methods or means of 
“eu piad fish are prohibited unless especially noted 
elow. 


Closed Season: Unlawful to take bass or crappie 
during the months of March and April. Unlawful 
to use seines or nets or artificial bait during these 
months. Special county restrictions below. 


Size Limits: Black bass not less than eleven inches, 
crappie not less than seven inches with exceptions 
on these and other fish in certain counties noted 
below. 


Sale Prohibited: Sale of black bass or crappie or 
white perch prohibited in all counties. Special sale 
restrictions noted below. 


Bag Limit: Unlawful to take in one day more 
than fifteen bass, fifteen crappie or white perch, 
thirty-five bream or goggle-eye or an aggregate of 
more than fifty of these species or to possess at 
any one time more than thirty bass, thirty crappie 
or white perch or seventy bream or goggle-eye,.

In order to understand the fishing regulations in 
a county where there is a special law it must be 
understood that the special county regulations listed 
below are supplementary to the general regulations 
and any restrictions contained in a special law must 
be obeyed even though they appear to be in con- 
flict with the general law and likewise any privilege 
granted in a special law may be enjoyed without 
concern for the general restrictions. 


SPECIAL REGULATIONS 


Archer County: Closed season on bass, perch, bream, 
crappie and catfish February lst to May Ist in 
Wichita River, Lake Kemp and Diversion Lake. No 
bream under five inches. Not more than ten bass or 
twenty crappie or a total of twenty crappie, perch, 
bream, and catfish in one day. Not more than 
twenty pounds of bass and an aggregate of not more 
than twenty pounds of crappie, perch, bream and 
catfish. Aggregate of all kinds not over thirty 
pounds. No nets and seines except twenty foot 
minnow seine for taking bait. 


Bandera County: Closed season on bass, perch, 
crappie, catfish February lst to May list. Limit per 
day ten bass, ten crappie. No nets and seines except 
twenty-foot minnow seine. Unlawful to sell any bass, 
crappie, channel or other catfish. 


Baylor County: Same as Archer County. 


Bastrop County: Unlawful to use any seine or net 
for taking any fish in the waters of Bastrop County 
except minnow seine of not more than twenty feet in 
length and used only for the purpose of taking 
minnows for bait. 


Bell County: May take suckers, buffalo, carp, shad 
or gar with seine of not less than one inch mesh 
during July, August, September or October or at any 
time by wire rope or gig but may not possess other 
fish when using such device. Unlawful to take from 
any stream, pond, lake or lagoon in Bell County 
minnows for the purpose of barter or sale or to 
transport at any one time beyond the border of 
Bell County more than one hundred and twenty-five 
(125) minnows taken from the waters of said county. 


Bexar County: Same as Bandera County. 


Blanco County: Unlawful to use seines or nets 
or trotline or pole and line or set line equipped with 
more than two hooks. Lawful to use artificial lures. 
Unlawful to sell bass, crappie, catfish, sunfish or 
perch. Size limit on catfish nine inches. May take 
suckers, buffalo, carp, shad or gar with seine or net 
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not less than one inch mesh during July, August, 
September or October or at any time by wire rope 
or gig but may not possess other fish when using 
such device, 


Bosque County: Same as Bell County, except min- 
nows may be taken. 


Bowie County: No seines permitted at any time. 
Three inch equare mesh hoop, trammel or gill nets 
permitted except during March and April but must 
not agitate or beat upon water while using nets. 


Brown County: Unlawful to sell bass, crappie 
or catfish taken in county. Unlawful to take more 
than thirty-five fish in a day. Seines or neis unlaw- 
ful except minnow seine not more than twenty 
feet in length for taking minnows for bait and 
except a three inch mesh seine used for carp and 
suckers in the Colorado River. 


Burnet County: Unlawful to sell bass, crappie or 
catfish taken in county. Unlawful to take more 
than thirty-five fish in a day. Seines or nets un- 
lawful except minnow seine not more than twenty 
feet in length for taking minnows for bait and 
except a three inch mesh seine used for carp and 
suckers in the Colorado River. Unlawful to take 
eatfish less than nine inches in length. 


Caddo Lake: No closed season on crappie or bass. 
Cass County: Same as Bowie County. 


Chambers County: Same as Bell County, except 
minnows may be taken. 


Cherokee County: Seines and nets prohibited during 
February, March and April, except twenty foot min- 
now seine for taking minnows for bait. 


Coleman County: Same as Brown County. 


Comal County: Trot lines prohibited and other 


lines must not have more than two hooks except on 
artificial bait. No seines and nets permitted except 
twenty foot minnow seine for bait. Limit ten fish 
of any kind per day or thirty per week, except 
perch twenty per day or sixty per week. Closed sea- 
son on bass, perch, crappie and catfish from Febru- 
ary lst to May ist. Unlawful to sell any fish taken 
in county. Unlawful to take catfish less than 12 
inches. 


Collin County: Same as Bell County, except min- 
nows may be taken. 


Comanche County: Same as Bell County, except 
minnows may be taken. 


Concho County: Same as Brown County. 


Cooke County: Seines or nets prohibited except 
twenty foot minnow seine and seine or net one and 
one half inch mesh to take fish for propagation 
purposes during August under supervision of game 
warden. Unlawful to sell fish taken in county. 


Coryell County: Same as Bell County. 


Dalias County: Limit white perch or crappie fifteen, 
bass ten or an aggregate of bass and crappie fifteen 
in one day. 


Delta County: Lawful to grabble for catfish, perch 
buffalo, and drum or with a one inch mesh seine 
except during March and April. 


Denton County: May take suckers, buffalo, carp, 
shad or gar with seine or net not less than one inch 
mesh during July, August, September or October or 
at any time by wire rope or gig but may not possess 
other fish when using such device. Limit not more 
than twenty crappie, fifteen bass or an aggregate 
of twenty such fish in one day. 


DeWitt County: Same as Bell County, except min- 
nows may be taken. 


Dimmit County: Same as Brown County. 
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Edwards County: Unlawful to sell any fish of any 
kind taken in county. Unlawful to take any fish by 
any means other than by ordinary pole and line or 
throw line equipped with not more than two hooks. 
Artificial lures permitted and a twenty foot minnow 
seine to take minnows for bait, or a net, the meshes 
of which are not less than three inches for the 
purpose of catching carp and suckers in Colorado 
River. Bag limit: Not more than ten, fish of any 
one kind per day or more than thirty in any one 
week, except perch and not more than twenty per 
day nor more than sixty in any one week. Unlawful 
to take catfish less than twelve inches in length. 


El Paso County: Seines and nets, except ten foot 
minnow seine with meshes not larger than three-eights 
inch square prohibited. Limit: Ten fish of any one 
kind in any one day except perch. Not more than 
twenty perch in one day. Unlawful to possess more 
than thirty fish of any variety in any week except 
perch and not more than sixty perch in any week. 


Erath County: Seines and nets prohibited. More 
than one hook on any line prohibited except on arti- 
ficial bait. Minnow traps, dip net and minnow 
seines not more than twenty feet in length per- 
mitted. Uniawful to sell channel or opelousas cat- 
fish or any other fish taken from the waters of 
Lake Waco or the Bosque River or its tributaries in 
Erath County. Closed season on bass, crappie, perch, 
channel or Opelousas catfish February, March and 
April of each year in the Bosque River and its 
tributaries. Size limit—crappie eight inches, bream, 
goegle-eye or sunfish not less than five inches and 
catfish less than ten inches prohibited. Bag limit, 
not more than eight bass, twelve crappie, twenty 
green perch, bream, goggle-eye or sunfish or fifteen 
Cpelousas catfish in one day or an aggregate of such 
fish not exceeding twenty pounds. Unlawful to troll 
from a motor boat, 


Fannin County: Same as Bell County, except 
minnows may be taken. 


Wisher County: Same as Bell County, except min- 
nows may be taken. 


Franklin County: Same as Delta County. 
Gillespie County: Same as Edwards County. 


Gonzales County: Same as Bell County, except min- 
nows may be taken. 


Grayson County: Lawful to use seines or nets 
with one and one-half inch mesh during July, August 
and September. May take suckers, buffalo, carp, shad 
or gar with seine or net not less than one inch mesh 
during July, August, September or October or at 
any time by wire rope or gig but may not possess 
other fish when using such device. Size limit: No 
bass under eight inches or white perch or crappie less 
than one-half pound. Unlawful to sell fish taken in 
county. Lawful to grabble for catfish, perch, buffalo, 
and drum or to take said fish with one inch square 
mesh seine except during March and April. 


Guadalupe County: Closed season on bass, perch, 
crappie and catfish from February lst to May Ist. 
Limit: Bass ten, crappie ten per day. Nets or 
seines unlawful except ten foot minnow seine for 
taking bait. 


Hamilton County: Same as Bell County and Erath 
County, except taking minnows permitted. 


Harrison County: Unlawful to take any fish by 
any means other than ordinary hook and _ line, 
rod and reel, set hook and line, trotline, or arti- 
ficial bait. Lawful to use twenty foot minnow 
seine to take minnows for bait. Lawful to use 
minnows for bait. Lawful to use hoop net, set net 
or trammel net, meshes of which are not less than 
three and one-half inches square to take Buffalo, 
garfish, catfish, shad, bowfin or grindle at any 
time except February, March, April and May, pro- 
vided it shall be unlawful to possess any Other fish 
at time of possession any of the above fish. Un- 
lawful to take crappie less than eight inches. Bag 
limit: Fifteen bass or twenty-five crappie in any one 
day. Possession limit: Bass thirty, crappie fifty.

Must not be less 
than three inch square mesh and bass, trout, crappie, 
or white perch taken in seine or net returned to 
water. Twenty foot minnow seine for taking bait 
permitted. 


Newton County: Same as Jasper County. 


Nolan County: Same as Bell County, except min- 
nows may be taken, 


Orange County: Same as Bell County, except 
minnows may be taken. 


Parker County: Same as Bell County, except min- 
nows may be taken. 


Pecos County: Same as Brown County. 
~ Rains County: Same as Brown County. 
Real Ceunty: Same as Edwards County. 


Red River County: May use two inch square mesh 
seine or net except during March and April or 
twenty foot minnow seine for taking bait. 


Reeves County: Same as Brown County. 


Rockwall County: One and one-half inch seine or 
net during July, August and September permitted. 
Other seines and nets unlawful. Size limit: Bass, 
eight inches, crappie one-half pound. Sale of any 
fish taken in county unlawful. 


Runnels County: Same as Brown County. 


Rusk County: Three and one-half inch mesh hoop 
net, set net or trammel net may be used for taking 
buffalo, gar and catfish, shad and bowfin or grindle 
at any time except during February, March, April and 
May. Unlawful to possess other fish when using 
such net or seine. Lawful to use minnow seine 20 
feet in length. Other seines and nets prohibited. 


Sabine County: Seines or nets prohibited except 
minnow seine not more than twenty feet in length 
for taking bait. 


San Augustine County: Same as Sabine County. 
San Saba County: Same as Edwards County. 
Sutton County: Same as Edwards County. 


Titus County: Same as Morris County. 
Tom Green County: Same as Brown County. 


Travis County: Same as Bell County, except min- 
nows may be taken. 


Tyler County: Same as Jasper County, 


Upshur County: Lawful to take suckers during 
February, March and April in Gin and Glade Creeks 
with trammel net. 


Uvalde County: Same as Brown County. 
Val Verde County: Same as Brown County. 
Ward County: Same as Brown County. 
Williamson County: Same as Brown County. 
Wichita County: Same as Archer County. 


Wise County: Two inch square mesh seine or net 
may be used in any artificial lake covering not 
more than twenty acres, but seines and nets pro- 
hibited elsewhere. Bag limit: White perch or crappie 
fifteen, bass ten, aggregate bass and crappie fifteen 
in any one day. 


Wood County: Lawful for residents: of Wood 
County to use a two inch square mesh seine or net 
to take catfish, drum, buffalo, suckers, carp, shad 
or garfish, except during March and April. 


Young County: Unlawful to sell any fish taken 
from county except from Brazos River not including 
Clear Fork. Nets and seines unlawful except twenty 


foot minnow seines. Closed season on bass, crappie 
or white perch and bream February Ist to May Ist. 
Size limit: Crappie eight inches, bream five inches. 
Trolling from motor boat unlawful. Bag limit: Not 
more than eight bass in a day nor more than twenty 
pounds, not more than sixteen crappie, calico bass 
or bream or an aggregate of sixteen of all such fish 
weighing not more than twenty pounds. Not more 
than thirty pounds crappie, sun perch, calico bass 
or bream.

Persons using artificial lures or baits in salt waters 
under jurisdiction of Texas are required to carry an 
artificial lure license. Out of State or non-resident 
persons fishing for pleasure in such salt waters are 
required to procure a non-resident fishing license. 
(See license under Fresh Water Fish Laws). 


A Wholesale Fish Dealer’s License is required of 
each person, firm or corporation who buys for the 
purpose of selling to retail fish dealers and to the 
consumer or who cans, preserves or processes aquatic 
products for commercial purposes. 


Retail Fish Dealer’s License is required of any 
person, firm or corporation engaged in the business 
of buying for the purpose of selling either fresh or 
frozen edible aquatic products to the consumer. 
Separate license will be required for each city in 
which such dealer or person operates. Fee of such 
license based on population of the city. 


Commercial Fisherman’s License is required of 
any person who takes fish, oysters, shrimp, and other 
edible aquatic products from the waters of this State 
for pay or for the purpose of sale, barter or exchange. 


Bait Dealer’s License is required of any person 
who sells, either minnows, fish, shrimp or other 
aquatic products for fish bait. 


Fish Guide License is required of any person who 
operates a boat for pay or anything of value in 
accompanying or transportating any person en- 
gaged in taking any edible aquatic life from the 
waters of this State for pay, barter, sale, or exchange. 


Shrimp Trawl License is required of each boat 
operating or towing a trawl. 


Seine or Net License must be attached to each 
hundred feet or fraction thereof of each seine or net 
used for the purpose of taking fish or shrimp from 
the waters of this state for commercial purposes. 


Fish Boat License is required for each boat equipped 
with motor of any kind or with sails when used for 
taking aquatic products for commercial purposes. 


Skiff License is required for each boat propelled 
by oars or poles that is used for the purpose of tak- 
ing aquatic products for commercial purposes. 


Oyster Dredge License is required for each boat used 
for the purpose of dredging oysters. 


Mussell License will be required for the purpose 
of taking mussell or mussell shells from the beds 
of state owned streams and waters. 


All Fish and Oyster License become effective Sep- 
tember 1 and expire August 31 of the following 
year, 
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FISH (Salt Water) 


Size Limit: Flounder 12 inches; speckled trout, 12 
inches ; redfish, not less than 12, nor over 32 inches; 
drum, not less than 8 inches, nor over 20 inches; 
pompano, 9 inches; sheephead, 8 inches; mackerel, 
14 inches; and gafftopsail, 11 inches. 


TERRAPIN (Salt Water) 


Open Season: November, December, January and 
February. 


Size: Not less than 12 pounds in weight or 6 


inches in length. 
OYSTERS 


Open Season: September list to March 3ist. 

That part of Laguna Madre which is south and 
west of Baffin’s Bay has no closed season on 
oysters, 


Size Limit: In shell, 3% inches. 


American citizens, or any firm or corporation 
composed of such citizens, may use scrapers or 
dredges in removing oysters from natural reefs pro- 
vided they have procured a license from Game, Fish 
and Oyster Commission before beginning operations. 

Game, Fish and Oyster Commission is empowered 
to close a reef by giving two weeks notice when it 
has reason to believe same is being overworked. 

Shell from oysters opened or shucked on board 
must be deposited on shore as directed by Game, Fish 
and Oyster Commission. 

A person leasing an oyster claim or reef may 
obtain permission from Game, Fish and Oyster Com- 
mission to seine thereon for drum fish. 


SHRIMP 


Size Limit on Shrimp: Not less than five and one- 
half inches except shrimp taken for bait in a twenty 
foot minnow seine or cast net or in a shrimp trawl 
not more than ten feet at the mouth and not more 
than twenty feet in length. A bait trawl may be 
used in any of the tidal waters of this State. 


SEINES AND NETS 


Seines may be used only in the Gulf of Mexico, 
except Padre Island Beach, and must not be more 
than 1800 feet in length and one and three-fourths 
inch square mesh except the bag and for fifty feet 
on each side of the bag shall not be larger than 
one inch square mesh. 

Nets shall not be smaller than one and three- 
fourths inch square mesh. 

It is unlawful to use a shrimp trawl, seine or net 
without a tag, issued by the Game, Fish and Oyster 
Commission, attached to such device. 

Unlawful to use a seine, net or shrimp trawl, 
except a bait trawl, in Orange, Jefferson, Chambers, 
Harris, Galveston and Brazoria Counties or in streams, 
lakes, bayous or canals of Matagorda County ex- 
cept that strike nets, gill nets, trammel nets or 
shrimp trawls may be used in East Galveston Bay 
i nthe counties of Galveston and Chambers during 
the period beginning August 15th and ending May 
15th of each year, but may not be used in Swan 
Lake, Moses Lake, Clear Lake, Dickinson Bayou 
west of a line running from Miller’s Point to April 
Fool Point, Turtle Bay and that portion of East 
Bay northwest of a line extending from Kemah to 
Mesquite Knoll. 


Unlawful to use a seine, net or shrimp trawl, 
except a bait trawl at any time in or on the 
waters of Agua Dulce Creek, Oso Creek, Shamrock 
Cove, Nueces Bay, Ingleside Cove, Red Fish Cove, 
Shoal Bay, Mud Flats, Shallow Bay, defined as be- 
ginning at the southwest end of Red Fish Cove; 
thence south on a line intersecting Corpus Christi 
Channel and all waters lying from this line, at said 
channel, and between Harbor Island and the main 
land to Aransas Bay; all of Aransas Bay between 
Port Aransas and Corpus Christi Bay and lying 
between Harbor Island and Refugio County, Puerto. 
Bay, St. Charles Bay, Hines Bay, Contee Lake, 
Powder Horn Lake, except during the months of 
January, February and December of each year. Oyster 
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Lake, Turtle Bay, Copano Bay, Mission Bay, or in 
or within a mile of the pass on the north of Laguna 
Madre leading into Corpus Christi Bay, defined as 
beginning one quarter of a mile southeast of Pete 
Island and running to Flower Bluff, or in any of the 
tidal waters of Willacy County west of Padre Island, 
or in any of the tidal waters of Kennedy or Kleberg 
Counties or on the gulf shore line of Padre Island to 
a point on Mustang Island two miles north of Corpus 
Christi Pass. 

Provided that shrimp trawls may be used in 
Matagorda Bay, San Antonio Bay and in that part 
of Aransas Bay and that part of Corpus Christi 
Bay not mentioned above. 

Unlawful to have in possession any seine, strike 
net, gill net, trammel net or shrimp trawl in or 
on any of the waters of this State where such device 
is prohibited from being used unless such device 
is on board a vessel when such vessel is at a port 
or in a channel while enroute to or from the Gulf of 
Mexico. Any seine or net or shrimp trawl possessed 
in violation of this law is subject to seizure by any 
officer and destruction by a court order. 

Unlawful to use any seine, net or shrimp trawl 
in any channel or canal connecting one body of 
bay water with another body of bay water, or in 
any channel connecting a bay with the Gulf of 
Mexico or within a mile of such channel. 


UNLAWFUL TO 


Use dredge or any means other than hand tongs 
in water less than 4 feet deep. 

Use power dredge in water less than 6 feet deep. 

Ship, sell or possess for purpose of sale any fish 
or oysters taken from insanitary reef. 

Plant, or buy oysters for planting, bedding, market- 
ing, or other purposes during closed season without 
permit from Game, Fish and Oyster Commission. 

Ship or accept for shipment or transportation 
during closed season, oysters taken from public 
reefs. 

Fail or refuse to scatter culls from oysters you 
take from reefs. 

Open or shuck oysters for market near or on reefs. 

Sell oysters taken for planting or depositing for 
preparation for market. 

Sell cargo of oysters containing more than five 
per cent young oysters. 

Use insanitary containers. 

Float or bloat oysters. 

Deface, injure, destroy or remove any buoy, marker 
or fence, or part thereof. 

Refuse to show license. 

Erect, set, operate or maintain any fish pound net 
within three (3) nautical miles from coast line with- 
out permit from Game, Fish and Oyster Commission. 

Take for sale any mussels, clams or naiads or 
shells thereof, without a license. 

Use explosives or to muddy water. 

ALL UNDERSIZE FISH MUST BE RETURNED 
TO THE WATERS FROM WHICH TAKEN. 


FUR-BEARING ANIMAL 
LAWS 


The animals that are classed as fur-bearing animals 
in Texas and on which a tax must be paid are 
Badger, Civet Cat, Fox, Mink, Muskrat, Opossum, 
Polecat or Skunk, Raccoon, Beaver and Ringtail Cat. 
Game animals may not be trapped at any time nor 
their pelts nor hides sold. Deer, antelope, mountain 
sheep, bear and squirrels are game animals (See Game 
Laws). 

Property of State 


The protected fur-bearing animals and their pelts 
are the property of the State until they have been 
lawfully taken, taxes paid thereon and all other 
regulations and laws complied with. 


OPEN SEASONS (General Laws) 


The period of time when you may lawfully take 
Badger, Civet Cat, Fox (certain counties closed) 
Mink, Opossum, Pole Cat or Skunk, Raccoon and 
Ringtail Cat is during the months of December and 
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January of each year. Fur bearing animals may be 
taken with traps, guns or dogs, except that steel 
traps may not be used in certain counties. 


Muskrats: May be taken from Nov. 15 to March 
15 of each year with traps only. 


Beaver: May be taken only west of Pecos River 
during the month of January. 


Otter: Unlawful to take or possess in any portion 
of Texas (except in certain counties). 


OPEN SEASON (Special Laws) 


Unlawful to kill, take or have in possession for 
sale any fox or the pelts thereof (also beaver and 
otter) in the following counties: Bell, Bosque, Cald- 
well, Freestone, Hardin, Hill, Jefferson, Johnson, 
Lee, Liberty, Milam, Morris, Nacogdoches, Navarro, 
Polk, Rusk, San Jacinto, Shelby, Trinity, Titus, Up- 
shur, Van Zandt, Walker, Williamson, Wood. 

Unlawful to set a steel-trap, snare or .deadfall 
for the purpose of taking fur-bearing animals in the 
following counties: Anderson, Bosque, Cherokee, 
Touston, Hill, Johnson, Navarro, Sabine, San 
Augustine, 


Angelina and Nacogdoches Counties: During the 
month of December or January it shall be unlawful to 
take pelts of fur-bearing animals by a trap or any 
other device except upon one’s own property, or 
upon property upon which a written permit has been 
given by the owner. 


Cottle County: Open season on taking pelts of 
fur-bearing animals is from December 1st to February 
15th, except muskrats which is from November 15th 
to April 1st, inclusivee. 


' Trapper Defined 


A trapper is any person over the age of seventeen 
years who takes or attempts to take the pelts of 
any fur-bearing animal for the purpose of barter 
or sale, except persons who take the pelt or pelts 
of fur-bearing animals from their own land or land 
on which such person resides. 

Persons required to procure a license must do so 
before taking or attempting to take any of the fur- 
bearing animals for barter or sale. Persons who have 
resided in Texas for twelve months or more are 
classed as resident trappers. Persons who have 
resided in Texas less than twelve months are classed 
as non-resident trappers. 


Trapper’s License 


The fee for a Resident Trapper’s License is one 
($1.10) dollar and ten cents. 

The fee for a Non-Resident Trapper’s License is 
twenty-five ($25.00) dollars. 

Resident Trapper’s License may be procured from 
any Game and Fish Warden, County Clerk, authorized 
License Warden or direct from the office of the 
Game, Fish and Oyster Commission at Austin, Texas. 

Non-Resident Trapper’s License may be procured 
only from the office of the Game, Fish and Oyster 
Commission at Austin, Texas. 

A hunting license does not authorize or permit a 
person to hunt or take fur-bearing animals or their 
pelts. 

It is unlawful for a person over the age of seventeen 
years to hunt with a gun in a county other than 
the one in which he or she resides without a hunting 
license. (See Game Laws). 

A. Trapper’s License permits a persen to trap 
or take fur bearing animals in any county of Texas, 
but when such person HUNTS with a gun in a 
county other than the one in which he resides he 
Py must procure a Hunting License in addition to his 
Bfp Trapper's License. (See Game Laws). 


Lp ie Dealer’s Defined

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Dealers Classified 


Dealers are classified as Resident Dealers and 
Non-Resident Dealers. 

Resident Dealers are persons who have resided in 
this State for a period of twelve months or more, 
or resident firms or corporations that have been 
organized for a period *of twelve months or more, 
prior to applying for such license. All others are 
Non-Resident Dealers. 


Dealer’s License 


Resident Dealers must procure a Resident Fur 
Dealer’s License before commencing business, the 
fee for which is Five Dollars ($5.50) and Fifty Cents, 
Such license may be procured from any Game and 
Fish Warden, County Clerk, or direct from the office 
of the Game, Fish and Oyster Commission at Austin, 
Texas. 

Non-Resident Dealers must procure a Non-Resident 
Fur Dealer’s License before commencing business, the 
fee for which if Fifty ($50.00) Dollars. Such a 
license may be procured only from the office of the 
Game, Fish and Oyster Commission at Austin, 
Texas. 

Dealer’s Report 


Every Fur Dealer must file with the Game, Fish 
and Oyster Commission, not later than the tenth 
day of each month, a complete sworn report, on 
printed forms furnished by the Game, Fish and Oyster 
Commission, of the kind and number of the pelts 
of fur-bearing animals purchased in this State 
and shipped out of this State during the preceding 
month. No report is required for those months when 
no pelts are purchased. The above report is required 
of Dealers who buy in the State and ship out of 
the State. If the dealer is a Tanner, Furrier, Taxi- 
dermist or Manufacturer, who tans or manufacturers 
the pelt into a finished product in this State, a 
report is required not later than the tenth day of 
each month which shows the number of pelts 
purchased during the preceding month. 


Taxes 


A tax must be paid to the Game, Fish and Oyster 
Commission on the pelts of fur-bearing animals as 
follows: Badger, Civet Cat, Fox, Muskrat, Opossum, 
Pole Cat or Skunk and Ringtail Cat one (lc) cent 
each. On Beaver, Mink and Racoon the tax is five 
(5c) cents each. 


Tags 


Tax receipt may be procured from any Game 
and Fish Warden or direct from the Game, Fish 
and Oyster Commission at Austin, Tevas. 

The trapper must attach a tax receipt tag to 
each pelt taken by him before he offers it for 
sale. When a tag is attached to each pelt the 
trapper must write thereon the date that such pelt 
was tagged. 

It is unlawful for a trapper to sell or offer for 
sale any pelt of a fur-bearing animal on which he 
has not previously placed Tax Receipt Tags issued 
by the Game, Fish and Oyster Commission of Texas. 

It is unlawful for any dealer to buy or offer to 
buy any pelt of a fur-bearing animal on which there 
has not been placed an Official Tax Receipt Tag. 
On pelts shipped into Texas from another State no 
tax is levied except when such out-of-state pelts are 
reshipped from a point in Texas to another point 
in Texas. 

A trapper may purchase any number of Tax 
Receipt Tags from the Game, Fish and Oyster 
Commission or any of its authorized agents, and 
place them on the proper pelts when he legally takes 
them. 

All pelts taken by the trapper during the legal 
open season must be tagged not later than five 
(5) days after the close of the open season if he 
intends to offer the pelts for sale at any time. 

It shall be unlawful for a dealer to purchase 
a pelt taken in this State or shipped from a point 
in this State which does not bear a Tax Receipt 
ag 

Out-of-State Pelts 


When a dealer has out-of-State pelts in his posses- 
sion for sale and desires to re-ship them from a 
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point in Texas to another point in Texas, either 
to himself or to another dealer, he must tag each 
pelt with an Official Tax Receipt Tag of the proper 
denomination. No tax or tax receipt tag is required 
on out-of-State pelts when they are received at a 
point in Texas when re-shipped to a destination 
beyond Texas. 

Pelts may be shipped into Texas from any State 
of the Republic of Mexico. The holder or owner 
of such out-of-State pelts must possess his express 
receipts, invoices, importation papers, ete., to prove 
that the pelts come from without Texas. When such 
pelts came from the Republic of Mexico the person 
possessing or owning same must have his importa- 
tion papers from the United States Customs Office 
as proof. 

It is unlawful to bring the pelts of Otter into 
Texas or to possess them in Texas. 

All Tax Receipt Tags expire August 81 following 
date of issuance. They are valid only from September 
1 of one year to August 81 of the year following. 

Tax Receipt Tags may be purchased at any time 
and in any quantity. 


Shipping 


Pelts of fur-bearing animals trapped in Texas 
during the legal open season may be shipped at any 
time, provided they have been properly tagged and 
all laws complied with. 


Undried Pelts 


The possession of undried pelts after fifteen 
days after the close of the open season shall be 
PRIMA FACIE evidence that the pelt was taken 
during the closed season. The trapper is. given 
fifteen days immediately following the close of the 
open season for drying of pelts taken by him during 
the open season, 


Predatory Animals 


Wolves, Coyotes, Cougars, Rabbits, Wild Cats, Bob 
Cats,, Weasels, Mountain Lions, Mexican Lions, and 
Ocelot ‘are not classed as fur-bearing animals. They 
are ‘not protected by law. They may be killed at 
any time of the year and no tax is due on their 
pelts, 

It is unlawful for any person to possess or to 
receive, or to transport, or to have for the purpose 
of transporting, or for the purpose of turning loose, 
or to turn loose, or to cause to be turned loose, any 
live wolf within this State. 


Important Notice 


FEDERAL LACEY ACT: This legislation enacted 
in 1900, and amended and incorporated in the 
Criminal Code of the United States in 1909, pro- 
hibits the delivery of dead bodies of wild animals 
or parts thereof to any common carrier for trans- 
portation from one State to another when such 
animals have been killed or shipped in violation of 
STATE LAWS.

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GAME LAWS 


GAME BIRDS AND GAME ANIMALS 


Property of State: All game birds and game 
animals belong to the people of this State. : 


Game Animals: Deer, elk, antelope, wild sheep, 
bear and squirrels. 


Game Birds: Turkeys, ducks, geese, brant, grouse, 
prairie chickens, pheasants, quail or patridges, wild 
pigeons, doves, snipes, chachalaca, plover and shore 
birds of all varieties. 


Non-Game Birds: Unlawful to kill or have in 
possession either dead or alive. 


Unprotected Birds: English sparrows, crows, ravens, 
vultures or buzzards, rice-birds, pelicans, roadrunners, 
goshawk, copper-hawk or blue darter, sharp-shinned 
hawk, duck-hawk, jaybirds, sapsuckers, woodpeckers, 
butcher birds or shrike, and the great horned owl. 
Canaries and parrots as domestic pets are unpro- 
tected. 


OPEN SEASON AND BAG LIMITS 
DOVES (Mourning) 


Open Season: North Zone, September and October; 
South Zone, December list to January 16th. 


THE ZONE LINE 


Begins at Rio Grande River west of Del Rio; 
thence to Del Rio; thence east along Southern 
Pacific Railway to San Antonio; thence along Inter- 
national-Great Northern Railway to Austin; thence 
east along Houston & Texas Central Railway to 
Brazos River; thence north up Brazos River to where 
Beaumont branch of Gulf, Colorado and Santa Fe 
Railway crosses said River; thence east along Gulf, 
Colorado and Santa Fe Railway to intersection with 
Houston East and West Texas Railway at Cleveland; 
thence along Houston East and West Texas Railway 
to the Louisiana border. All that portion of the 
State lying North or Northerly shall be known as 
the North Zone and all that portion of the State 
lying South or Southerly of said line shall be 
known as the South Zone.

LICENSE 


Resident Hunting: Price $2.00 required of every 
citizen of this State above the age of seventeen years, 
who hunts out of the county of his residence. A 
citizen is any person who has been for at Jeast 
six months a bona fide resident of this State 
immediately preceding application for a hunting li- 
cense. 


Non-Resident: Price $25.00. Required of every per- 
son above the age of seventeen years, who is not a 
citizen of this State, or who is an alien. 


Hunting Boat License: Price $2.00 required of 
every person owning or navigating a sail boat or 
power boat for accommodating hunters for pay. 
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Shooting Preserve License: Price $5.00. Required 
of every person who acts as manager for any club, 
or the owner of any club, or shooting resort, or 
lessor of premises leased for hunting purposes, who 
accomodates hunters for pay. 


Game Breeder’s License: Price $2.00. Required of 
every person who holds in captivity any game 
animal or game bird for the purpose of propagation 
for sale. Apply to Game, Fish and Oyster Com- 
mission for detailed information. 


STORAGE OF WILD GAME 


No limit to the time game birds or game animals 
may be kept in storage if placed in storage within 
three days after the end of the season, except 
migratory birds and waterfowls, which may be 
possessed for only ten days after close of season. 
Any person accepting game for storage must keep a 
record giving time of storage, name and address of 
person placing game on storage and kind and amount 
of game stored by each individual and owner of 
game stored. 


UNLAWFUL TO 


Hunt, kill or possess game birds, game animals, 
or other birds and animals, except where provided 
by law. 

Kill, or take turkey hen. 

Kill or injure any bat. 

Have in possession more than fifty game birds 
of all varieties at any one time, excepting trans- 
portation and storage companies. ‘ 

Sell or buy game birds or game animals, dead 
or alive, regardless of where caught or killed; ex- 
cept game breeders; and taxidermists who may sell 
unclaimed specimens. 

Bring game into this State during the closed 
season on such game without a permit from the 
Game, Fish and Oyster Commission. 

Hunt, kill or take any duck, goose or brant by 
any means other than by ordinary gun, not to ex- 
ceed 10-gauge, .capable of being shot from the 
shoulder. 

Kill or hunt any game bird or game animal be- 
tween one-half hour after sunset and one-half hour 
before sunrise. 

Take game birds by net or trap. 

Ship game except to one’s own home or to a 
taxidermist and unless affidavit is attached that the 
shipper has lawfully killed such game. 

Destroy the nests or eggs of any bird protected 
by the laws of this State. 

Hunt under license of another. 

Receive any hunter on board a boat for pay unless 
owner has a license for his boat. 

Hunt for hire or hire anyone to hunt. 

Hunt from a motor boat, sail boat, boat under 
tow, auto, or aeroplane. 

Hunt on a State Game Preserve. 

Hunt at night with a headlight in a territory 
where deer are known to range. 

Hunt out of the county of your residence without 
a license. 

Refuse to stop a vehicle or auto when demanded 
by a game and fish warden, and it is unlawful to 
refuse to allow a game and fish warden to search 
your game bag when he has reason to believe 
that a game law has been violated. 

Hunt or fish on enclosed lands of another without 
the owners consent. 

Shoot any gun or firearms in, on, along or 
across any public road in this State. 

Possess any deer careass or green hide with all 
evidence of sex removed. 

Kill doe deer, fawns or spike bucks, 

Use a deer call, except deer horns, which may 
be rattled. 

Keep migratory birds or waterfowl on cold storage 
10 days after the season has closed. 
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FRESH WATER FISH 
LAWS 


GENERAL REGULATIONS 


License Required: Resident citizens of Texas must 
procure an Artificial Lure License, price $1.10, when 
fishing with artificial lures or bait. 

Non-Resident of Texas or Alien must procure a 
Non-Resident or Alien Fishing License, price $5.00, 
or a Five Day License, price $1.10, when fishing 
with any kind of bait. Non-Resident is any citizen 
of the United States who has not been a bona fide 
resident of Texas for four months next preceding 
his application for a license. 

A license is required to sell fish (See salt water 
laws of this digest). 

An artificial lure is any manufactured bait or 
imitation of a natural bait. 


Methods of Taking: Ordinary pole and line, setline, 
trotline, artificial bait and seines, or nets of not 
less than three inch square mesh, except a seine 
or net made of wire or other metallic substance or 
fish traps, minnow seines not more than twenty 
feet in length for the purpose of taking minnows 
for bait. All other methods or means of taking fish 
are prohibited unless especially noted below, 


Closed Season: Unlawful to take bass or crappie 
during the months of March and April. Unlawful 
to use seines or nets or artificial bait during these 
months. Special county restrictions below. 


Size Limits: Black bass not less than eleven inches, 
crappie not less than seven inches with exceptions 
on these and other fish in certain counties noted 
below. 


Sale Prohibited: Sale of black bass or crappie 
or white perch prohibited in all counties. Special 
sale restrictions noted below. 


Bag Limit: Unlawful to take in one day more 
than fifteen bass, fifteen crappie or white perch, 
thirty-five bream or goggle-eye or an aggregate of 
more than fifty of these species or to possess at 
any one time more than thirty bass, thirty crappie 
or white perch or seventy bream or goggle-eve. This 
provision does not apply to certain counties listed be- 
low:

Minnow Laws: License required for dealing in min- 
nows (See commercial fishing laws.) 


Special Minnow Laws Effecting Following Counties: 


Bell County: Unlawful to take minnows from the 
waters of Bell County for the purpose of sale or 
transport more than one hundred and twenty-five 
(125) minnows from said county. 

Blanco, Gillespie, Kendall, Lampasas, Llano, Mc- 
Culloch, Mason, San Saba: Unlawful to possess more 
than five hundred (500) minnows or transport same 
from said counties, 

Comal, Collin, Panola, Wise: Same as Bell County. 
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Falls County: Unlawful to transport more than 
one hundred twenty-five (125) minnows at one time 
from borders of said county. 

In order to understand the fishing regulations 
in a county where there is a special law it must 
be understood that the special county regulations 
listed below are supplementary to the general regu- 
lations and any restrictions contained in a special 
law must be obeyed even though they appear to be 
in conflict with the general law and likewise any 
privilege granted in a special law may be enjoyed 
without concern for the general restrictions, 


SPECIAL REGULATIONS 


Archer County: Closed season on. bass, perch, 
bream, crappie and catfish February lst to May Ist 
in Wichita River, Lake Kemp and Diversion Lake. 
No bream under five inches. Not more than ten 
bass or twenty crappie or a total of twenty crappie, 
perch, bream, and catfish in one day. Not more 
than twenty pounds of bass and an aggregate of not 
more than twenty pounds of crappie, perch, bream 
and catfish. Aggregate of all kinds not over thirty 
pounds. No nets and seines except twenty foot min- 
now seine for taking bait. Unlawful to take or 
possess chamnel or blue catfish less than eleven 
inches in length. May use one trotline per person 
or not more than two per party of two or more. 
Trotlines must not be set nearer than fifty 50) 
feet or contain more than fifty (50) hooks with any 
two hooks thereon nearer than four (4) feet. 


Bandera County: Closed season on bass, perch, 
crappie, catfish February 1st to May Ist. Limit 
per day ten bass, ten crappie, ten catfish, or an 
aggregate of not more than twenty (20) of all such 
fish, not more than twenty perch per day or sixty 
in any one week or possess more than thirty (30) 
of any of the above enumerated species except 
perch in any one week. Unlawful to take catfish 
less tham nine (9) inches or any bass less than 
eleven (11) inches or crappie less than seven (7) 
inches in length. Unlawful to use any method or 
device equipped with more than two hooks except 
artificial lures used with rod and reel except min- 
now seines may be used for purpose of taking bait. 


Baylor County: Same as Archer County. 


Bastrop County: Unlawful to use seine or net 
of less than three (3) inch square mesh except min- 
now seines of not more than twenty (20) feet in 
length to be used for taking minnows for bait pro- 
vided, however, no seine shall be used during the 
months of March and April. ‘ 


Bell County: May take suckers, buffalo, carp, 
shad or gar with seine or net of not less than one inch 
during July, August, September or October or at 
any time by wire rope or gig but may not possess 
other fish when using such device. 


Bexar County: Closed season on bass, perch, crap- 
pie, catfish, February lst to May Ist. Limit per 
day ten bass, ten crappie. No nets and seines except 
twenty foot minnow seine. Unlawful to sell any 
bass, crappie, channel or other catfish. 


Blanco County: Unlawful to use seines or nets 
or trotline or pole and line or setline equipped with 
more than two (2) hooks. Lawful to use artificial 
lure. Unlawful to sell bass, crappie, catfish, sun- 
fish or perch. Size limit on catfish nine (9) inches, 
bass eleven (11) inches, crappie seven (7) inches. 
Bag limit ten (10) bass, ten (10) crappie, ten (10 
catfish or an aggregate of twenty (20) of all such 
fish. Twenty (20) perch per day and not more than 
sixty (60) per week or possess more than thirty 
(30) of any of the above species, with the ex- 
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ception of perch, in any one week. May take sucker, 
buffalo, carp, shad, or gar with seines and nets 
not less than one (1) inch mesh during July, 
August, September, or October or at any time by 
wire rope or gig but may not possess other fish 
when using such devices, 


Bosque County: Same as Bell County. 


Bowie County: No seines permitted at any time. 
Three inch square mesh hoop, trammel or gill nets, 
permitted except during March and April but must 
not agitate or beat upon water while using nets. 


Brown County: Unlawful to sell bass, crappie or 
catfish taken in county. Unlawful to take more 
than thirty-five fish a day. Seines or nets unlaw- 
ful except minnow seine not more than twenty 
feet in length for taking minnows for bait and 
except a three inch mesh seine used for carp and 
suckers in the Colorado River. 


Burnet County: Unlawful to sell bass, crappie or 
catfish taken in county. Unlawful to take more 
than thirty-five fish in a day. Seines or nets 
unlawful except minnow seine not more than twenty 
feet in length for taking minnows for bait and 
except a three inch mesh seine used for carp and 
suckers in the Colorado River. Unlawful to take 
catfish less than nine inches in length. 


Caddo Lake: No closed season on crappie or bass. 
Cass County: Same as Bowie County. 
Chambers County: Same as Bell County. 


Cherokee County: Seines and nets prohibited dur- 
ing February, March and April except twenty (20) 
foot minnow seine for taking minnows for bait, 


Coleman County: Same as Brown County. 


Comal County: Unlawful to take fish by any 
means or device other than ordinary pole and line 
or throwline with not more than two (2) hooks, or 
trotline with hooks not less than six (6) feet apart 
provided however it shall be lawful to use dowagiac 
or other artificial bait equipped with more than 
two (2) hooks. Twenty (20) foot minnow seine per- 
missible for taking bait. Bag Limit ten fish of 
any kind per day or thirty (30) per week except 
perch, twenty (20) per day or sixty (60) per week. 
Closed season on bass, perch, crappie and catfish 
from February lst to May lst. Catfish must be 
not Jess than twelve (12) inches. Unlawful to 
sell any fish taken in said county. 


Collin County: Same as Bell County. 
Comanche County: Same as Bell County. 
Concho County: Same as Brown County. 


Cooke County: Seines or nets prohibited except 
twenty (20) foct minnow seine and seine or net 
of not less than one and one-half inch mesh to take 
fish for propagation purposes during August under 
supervision of game warden. Unlawful to sell fish 
taken in said county, 


Coryell County: Same as Bell County. 


Dallas County: Bag limit white perch or crappie 
fifteen (15) bass, ten (10) or an aggregate of bass 
and crappie (15) im one day. 


Delta County: Lawful to grabble for catfish, 
perch, buffalo and drum or with a one inch mesh 
seine except during March and April. 
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Denton County: May take suckers, buffalo, carp, 
shad, or gar with seine or net not less than one 
inch mesh during July, August, September or Oc- 
tober or at any time by wire rope or gig but may 
not possess other fish when using such device. Limit 
not more than twenty (20) crappie, fifteen (15) 
bass or an aggregate of twenty (20) such fish in 
one day. 


DeWitt County: Same as Bell County. 
Dimmit County: Same as Brown County. 


Edwards County: Unlawful to sell any fish taken in 
county. Unlawful to take fish by any means or 
device equipped with more than two hooks except 
artificial lures used with rod and reel. Twenty (20) 
foot minnow seine permissible for taking minnows 
for bait. Unlawful to take or possess catfish less 
than nine (9) inches or bass less than eleven (11) 
inches or crappie less than seven (7) inches in length. 
Bag limit not more than ten (10) bass, not more 
than ten (10) crappie, or not more than ten (10) cat- 
fish or an aggregate of not more than twenty (20) 
of all such fish. Not more than twenty (20) 
perch in any one day or possess more than sixty 
(60) in amy one week or possess more than thirty 
(30) of any of the above species, with the ex- 
ception of perch, in any one week. 


El Paso County: Seines and nets, except ten 
foot minnow seine with meshes not larger than three- 
eighths inch square prohibited. Limit: Ten fish of 
any one kind in any one day except perch. Not 
more than twenty perch in one day. Unlawful to 
possess more than thirty fish of any variety in any 
week except perch and not more than sixty perch 
in any week. 


Erath County: Seines and nets prohibited. More 
than one hook on any line prohibited except on 
artificial bait. Minnow traps, dip net and minnow 
seines not more than twenty feet in length per- 
mitted. Unlawful to sell channel or opelousas cat- 
fish or any other fish taken from the waters of 
Lake Waco or the Bosque River or its tributaries 
in Erath County. Closed season on bass, crappie, perch, 
channel or opelousas catfish February, March and 
April of each year in the Bosque River and its 
tributaries. Size limit: crappie eight inches, bream, 
goggle-eye or sunfish not less than five inches and 
catfish less than. ten inches prohibited. Bag limit, 
not more than eight bass, twelve crappie, twenty 
greem perch, bream, goggle-eye or sunfish or fif- 
teen opelousas catfish in one day or an aggregate 
of such fish not exceeding twenty pounds. Unlaw- 
ful to troll from a motor boat, 


Fannin County: Same as Bell County. 
Fisher County: Same as Bell County. 
Franklin County: Same as Delta County, 
Gillespie County: Same as Edwards County. 


Gonzales County: Unlawful to take bass, crappie, 
white perch, calico bass, or bream during months 
of February, March and April. May take suckers, 
buffalo, carp, shad or gar with seine of not less 
than one inch mesh during July, August, September, 
or October or at any time by wire rope or gig but 
may not possess other fish when using such device. 


Grayson County: Unlawful to use any device other 
than ordinary hook and line, setline or throwline 
or by ordinary cordline. Seines and nets prohibited 
except during the month of August when same may 
be used for purpose of taking fish for propagation 
except minnow seines of not more than twenty 
feet in length for taking bait. Size limit: bass 
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not less than eight (8) inches, white perch or crappie 
not less than one-half pound. 


Guadalupe County: Unlawful to offer for sale auy 
fish taken from county. Closed season on bass, 
perch, crappie and catfish from February lst to 
May ist. Seines and nets prohibited except min‘.ow 
seine of not more than ten feet in length for tuk- 
ing minnows for bait. -Size catfish not less than 
twelve (12) inches, crappie or white perch not less 
than seven (7) inches and bass nct less than eleven 
(11) inches. Bag limit not more than ten (10) fish 
of any one kind a day or more than thirty (380) 
such fish in any one week except perch twenty 
(20) of which may be taken in one Gay and not 
more than sixty (60) a week. 


Hamilton County: Uniawfu’ to use seine or net 
meshes of which are jess than three inches square 
and all of such seines prohibited during the month 
of March and April, except twenty (20) foot 
minnow seine which is permissible for taking min- 
nows for bait. 


Harrison County: Unlawful to take any fish by 
any means other than ordinary hook and line, rod 
and reel, set hook and line, trotline, or artificial 
bait, Lawful to use twenty foot minnow seine 
to take minnows for bait. Lawful to use hoop 
net, set net or trammel net, meshes of which are 
not less than three and one-half inches square 
to take buffalo, garfish, catfish, shad, bowfin, or 
grindle at any time except February, March, April 
and May, provided it shall be unlawful to possess 
any other fish at time of possession of any of 
the above fish. Unlawful to take crappie less than 
eight inches. Bag limit: Fifteen bass or twenty- 
five crappie in any one day. Possession limit: Bass 
thirty, crappie fifty. 


Hardin County: Same as Bell County. 


Hays County: Unlawful to take any kind of fish 
during February, March and April. 


Henderson County: Bag limit crappie fifteen (15) 
bass ten or an aggregate of fifteen (15) per day. 


Hopkins County: Same as Delta County. 
Hunt County: Same as Brown County. 


Jack County: Two inch square mesh, seine or net 
may be used in taking catfish, bass and perch ex- 
cept in artificial lakes containing more than twenty 
(20) acres. 


Jackson County: Seines and nets prohibited ex- 
cept twenty (20) foot minnow seine for catching 
bait. Flounder gigs permitted. 


Jasper County: Unlawful to sell catfish of less 
than eight (8) inches taken from the waters of the 
Sabine, Attoyac, Angelina or Neches Rivers or any 
of their tributaries. 


Jefferson County: Same as Bell County. 


Kaufman County: Seines and nets of not less than 
one and one-half inch square mesh may be used dur- 
ing July, August and September. Unlawful to sell 
fish taken in county except carp, buffalo, drum or 
catfish. 


Kerr County: Unlawful to take fish with any device 
equipped with more than two hooks except artificial 
lures used with rod and reel and excepting min- 
now seine not more than twenty (20) feet in length 
for the taking of minnows for bait. Size catfish 
not less than nine (9) inches, bass not less than 
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eleven (11) inches or crappie not less than seven 
(7) inches in length. Bag limit not more than ten 
(10) bass, ten (10) crappie or ten (10) catfish or an 
aggregate of not more than twenty (20) of all such 
fish in any one day, Not more than twenty (20) perch 
in one day or more than sixty (60) per week and 
must not possess more than thirty (30) of any of 
the above species, with exceptions of perch, in any 
one week. Unlawful to take for sale any catfish, 
perch, crappie, bream or bass. Season closed during 
the months of January, February, March and April. 


Kendall County: Same as Blanco County. 
Kimble County: Same as Edwards County. 


Kinney County: Same as Brown County. 


Lamar County: May use two inch square mesh 
seine or net except during Mareh and April or 
twenty (20) foot minnow seine for taking bait. 
Unlawful to take more than thirty-five (35) fish a 
day or take bass, crappie or catfish for the purpose 
of sale, 


Lampasas County: Same as Brown County. 
Llano County: Same as Edwards County. 
Loving County: Same as Brown County. 
Marion County: Same as Harrison County. 
Mason County: Same as Edwards County. 


Medina County: Closed season on bass, perch, 
crappie and catfish February lst to May lst. Limit 
per day ten bass, ten crappie. No nets and seines 
except twenty (20) foot minnow seines. Unlawful 
to sell any bass, crappie, channel or other catfish. 


Menard County: Unlawful to take for sale any 
catfish, perch, crappie, bream or bass. Unlawfu) 
to take any fish during the months of January 
February, March or April. Bag limit ten (10) bass, 
crappie or catfish or an aggregate of not more 
than twenty (20) of such fish a day or not more than 
twenty (20) perch per day or sixty (60) a week or 
possess more than thirty (30) of any of the above 
species except perch in any one week. Size limit 
catfish not less than nine (9) inches, bass eleven 
(11) inches or crappie seven (7) inches in length. 
Unlawful to use any device equipped with more 
than two hooks except with artificial lures used 
with rod and reel and excepting minnow seines 
not more than twenty (20) feet in length for taking 
minnows for bait, 


Mills County: Same as Brown County. 
Mitchell County: Same as Bell County. 


Morris County: Lawful to use two inch mesh 
seine or net except during March and April. 


Montgomery County: Unlawful to use seines or 
nets of less than three (3) inch square mesh and 
all seines or nets prohibited during the months 
of February, March, April, May and June except 
twenty (20) foot minnow seine may be used for 
taking minnows for bait. 


McCulloch County: Same as Brown County. 
McLennan County-: Same as Erath County. 


Nacogdoches County: Unlawful to use seine or net 
except during June, July, August, September, Oc- 
tober, November and December. Must not be less 
than three inch square mesh and bass, trout, crap- 
pie or white perch taken in seine or net returned 
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to water. Twenty foot minnow seine for taking 
bait permitted. 


Newton County: Same as Jasper County. 
Nolan County: Same as Bell County. 
Orange County: Same as Bell County. 


Parker County: Same as Bell County. 


Pecos County: Same as Brown County, 
Rains County: Same as Brown County. 
Real County: Same as Edwards County. 


Red River County: May use two inch square 
mesh seine or net except months of March and 
April or twenty (20) foot minnow seine for rates 
bait. alee aL) 


Reeves County: Same as Brown County. 


Rockwall County: One and one half inch seine or 
net permitted during the months of July, August 
and September. Size limit bass eight (8) inches, 
crappie one half pound. Unlawful to take any fish 
for sale. 


Runnels County: Same as Brown County. 


Rusk County: Three and one half inch hoop net 
set net or trammel net may be used for taking 
buffalo, gar and catfish, shad' and bowfin or 
grindle at any time except during February, March, 
April and May. Unlawful to possess other fish when 
using net or seine. Twenty (20) foot minnow 
seine permissible for taking bait. 


Sabine County: Seines or nets prohibited except 
minnow seine not more than twenty (20) feet in 
length for taking bait. 


San Augustine County: Same as Sabine County. 


San Saba County: Unlawful to take fish for sale 
or to use amy device other than ordinary pole and 
line or throwline equipped with not more than 
two hooks excepting artificial lures and twenty 
(20) foot minnow seines for taking bait. Seines and 
nets of not less than three inch mesh permissible 
for taking carp and suckers in Colorado River. Bag 
limit not more than ten (10) fish of any one kind 
per day or more than thirty (30) in any one week ex- 
cept perch and not more than twenty (20) per day 
nor more than sixty (60) in any one week. Catfish 
must be not less than twelve 12) inches in length. 


Sutton County: Same as Edwards County. 

Tom Green County: Same as Brown County. 

Titus County: Same as Morris County. 

Travis County: Same as Bell County. 

Tyler County: Same as Jasper County. 

Upshur County: Lawful to take suckers with 
trammel net during February, March and April 
in Gin Lake and Glade Creeks. 

Uvalde County: Same as Brown County. 


Val Verde County: Same as Brown County. 


Ward County: Same as Brown County, 
Williamson County: Same as Brown County. 


Wichita County: Same as Archer County. 
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Wise County: Two inch square mesh seine or net 
may be used in taking catfish, bass and perch except 
in artificial lakes containing more than twenty 
acres. Bag limit: White perch or crappie, fifteen; 
bass, ten; aggregate bass and crappie fifteen in any 
one day. 


Wood County: Lawful for residents of Wood 
County to use a two inch square mesh seine or 
net to take catfish, drum, buffalo, suckers, carp, 
shad or garfish, except during March and April. 


Young County: Unlawful to sell any fish taken 
from county except from Brazos River not includ- 
ing Clear Fork. Nets and seines unlawful except 
twenty foot minnow seines. Closed season on bass, 
crappie or white perch and bream February lst 
to May ist. Size limit: Crappie eight inches, bream 
five inches. Trolling from motor boat unlawful. Bag 
limit: Not more than eight bass in a day nor 
more than twenty pounds, not more than sixteen 
crappie, calico bass or bream or an aggregate of 
sixteen of all such fish weighing not more than 
twenty pounds. Not more than thirty pounds crap- 
pie, sun perch, calico bass or bream,

Persons using artificial lures or baits in salt 
waters under jurisdiction of Texas are required to 
carry an artificial lure license. Out of State or 
non-resident persons fishing for pleasure in such 
salt waters are required to procure a non-resident 
fishing license. (See license under Fresh Water 
Fish Laws). 


Wholesale Fish Dealer’s License is required of 
each person, firm or corporation why buys for the 
purpose of selling to retail fish dealers and to the 
consumer or who cans, preserves or processes aquatic 
products for commercial purposes, 


Wholesale Truck Dealer’s License is required of 
each person, firm or corporation who operates a 
truck for the purpose of selling to or taking orders 
from retail fish dealers and/or to the consumer 
trade. Separate license required for each truck op- 
erated. 


Retail Truck Dealer’s License is required of any 
person, firm or corporation engaged in the business 
of buying for the purpose of selling or distributing 
either fresh or frozen aquatic products to the 
consumer trade. Separate license required by each 
truck so operated and sales only permitted to 
hotels, cafes and house to house peddling. 


Retail Fish Dealer’s License is required of any 
person, firm or corporation engaged in the business 
of buying for the purpose of selling either fresh or 
frozen edible aquatic products to the consumer, Sep- 
eparate license will be required for each market in 
which such dealer or person operates, Fee of such 
license based on population of the city. 


Retail Oyster Dealer’s License is required of 
any person, firm or corporation buying oysters 
only for the purpose of selling to the consumer 
trade in cities of more than 7,500 population. (This 
license is provided for use of markets or dealers 
handling oysters only and who do not care to take 
out retail fish and oyster dealer’s license). 


Commercial Fisherman’s License is required of any 
person who takes fish, oysters, shrimp, and other 
edible aquatic products from the waters of this 
State for pay or’for the purpose of sale, barter or 
exchange, 


Bait Dealer’s License is required of any person 
who sells, either minnows, fish, shrimp or other 
aquatic products for fish bait. 


Fish Guide License is required of any person who 
operates a boat for pay or anything of value in 
accompanying or transporting any person engaged in 
taking any edible aquatic life from the waters of 
this State for pay, barter, sale, or exchange. 


Shrimp Trawl License is required of each boat 
operating or towing a trawl. 


Seine or Net License must be attached to each 
hundred feet or fraction thereof of each seine 
or net used for the purpose of taking fish or 
shrimp from the waters of this state, except in 
fresh waters for non-commercial purposes. 


Fish Boat License is required for each boat equipped 
with motor of any kind or with sails when used 
for taking aquatic products for commercial pur- 
poses, 


Skiff License is required for each boat propelled 
by oars or poles that is used for the purpose of 
taking aquatic products for commercial purposes. 


Oyster Dredge License is required for each boat 
used for the purpose of dredging oysters. 


Mussel License will be required for the purpose 
of taking mussel or mussel shells from the beds of 
state owned streams and waters. 


All Fish and Oyster License become effective 
September 1 and expire August 31 of the following 
year. 


FISH (Salt Water) 


Size Limit: Flounder twelve (12) inches, speckled 
trout twelve (12) inches, red fish not less than twelve 
(12) or over thirty-two (32) inches, drum not less 
than eight (8) inches nor over twenty (20) inches: 
pompano nine (9) inches; sheephead eight (8) 
inches ; mackerel fourteen (14) inches and gafftopsail 
eleven (11) inches. It shall be unlawful to sever 
the head except drum, redfish and catfish. Such 
headless body of redfish shall not measure more 
than twenty-seven (27) inches in length and head- 
less catfish shall not measure less than eight (8) 
inches in length. 


TERRAPIN (Salt Water) 


Open Season: November, December, January and 
February. 
Size: Not less than six (6) inches in length. 


GREEN TURTLE 
Size: Not less than twelve (12) pounds in weight. 
OYSTERS 


Open Season: September 1st to March 31st. 

That part of Laguna Madre which is south and 
west of Baffin’s Bay has no closed season on 
oysters. 


Matagorda Bay: Unlawful to dredge oysters in 
the head waters of Matagorda Bay east of a line 
from Palacios Point on the mainland in Mata- 
gorda County across Matagorda Bay to Cotton Bayou 
on the Matagorda Peninsula. 


Size Limit: In shell, 314 inches. 

American citizens, or any firm or corporation 
composed of such citizens, may use scrapers or 
dredges in removing oysters from natural reefs pro- 
vided they have procured a license from the Game 
Fish and Oyster Commission before beginning op- 
erations. 

The Game, Fish and Oyster Commission is empower- 
ed to close a reef by giving two weeks notice when it 
has reason to believe same is being overworked. 

Shel! from oysters opened or shucked on board the 
boat must be deposited on shore as directed by 
Game, Fish and Oyster Commission. 

A person leasing an oyster claim or reef may 
obtain permission from the Game, Fish and Oyster 
Commission to seine thereon for drum fish. 


SHRIMP 


Size Limit of Shrimp: Not less than five and one- 
half inches except shrimp taken for bait in a twenty 
foot minnow seine or cast net or in a shrimp trawl 
not more than ten feet at the mouth and not more 
than twenty feet in length. A bait trawl may 
be used in any of the tidal waters of this State. 


SEINES AND NETS 


Seines may be used only in the Gulf of Mexico 
and must not be more than eighteen hundred (1800) 
feet in length, and not less than one and one-half 
inch square in mesh except the bag and for fifty 
(50) feet on each side of the bag shall not be 
larger than one inch square mesh. 

Nets shall not be smaller than one and one- 
half inch square mesh. : 

It is unlawful to use a shrimp trawl, without a 
license or a seine or net without a tag, issued 
by the Game, Fish and Oyster Commission, attached 
to such device. 

Unlawful to use a seine, net or shrimp trawl, 
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except a bait trawl, in Orange, Jefferson, Chambers, 
Harris, Galveston and Brazoria Counties or in 
streams, lakes, bayous or canals of Matagorda 
County except that strike nets, gill nets, trammel 
nets or shrimp trawls may be used in East Gal- 
veston Bay in the counties of Galveston and 
Chambers during the period beginning August 15th 
and ending May 15th of each year, but may not be 
used in Swan Lake, Moses Lake, Clear Lake, 
Dickinson Bayou west of a line running from Muil- 
ler’s Point to April Fool Point, Turtle Bay and 
that portion cf East Bay northwest of a line ex- 
tending from Kemah to Mesquite Knoll. 

Unlawful to use a seine, net or shrimp trawl, ex- 
cept a bait trawl at any time in or on the waters 
of Agua Dulce Creek, Oso Creek, Shamrock Cove, 
Nueces Bay, Ingleside Cove, Red Fish Cove, Shoal 
Bay, Mud Flats, Shallow Bay, defined as beginning at 
the southwest end of Red Fish Cove; thence south on 
a line intersecting Corpus Christi Channel and all 
waters lying from this line, the said channel, and 
between Harbor Island and the main land to Aransas 
Bay; all of Aransas Bay between Port Aransas and 
Corpus Christi Bayou and lying between Harbor 
Island and Mud Island, Puerto Bay, St. Charles Bay, 
Hines Bay, Contec Lake, Oyster Lake, Turtle Bay, 
Copano Bay, Mission Bay, or in or within a mile 
of the pass on the north of Laguna Madre leading 
into Corpus Christi Bay, defined as beginning one 
quarter of a mile southwest of Pita Island and 
running to Flour Bluff, or in any of the tidal 
waters of Willacy County west of Padre Island. or 
in any of the tidal waters of Kenedy or Kleberg 
Counties. 

Provided that shrimp trawls may be used in 
Matagorda Bay, San Antonio Bay and in that part 
of Aransas Bay and that part of Corpus Christi 
Bay not mentioned above. Such trawls also permitted 
in Espiritu Santo Bay in Calhoun County and 
Lavaca Bay during the months of September, Oc- 
tober, November and December. Seining permis- 
sible in the waters of Powder Horn Lake in Calhoun 
County during the months of January, December and 
February of each year. 


Unlawful to have in possession any seine, strike 
net, gill net, trammel] net, or shrimp trawl in or 
on any of the waters of this State where such 
device is prohibited from being used unless such 
device is om board a vessel when such vessel is at 
a port or in a channel while enroute to or from the 
Gulf of Mexico. Any seine or net or shrimp trawl 
possessed in violation of this law is subject to 
seizure by any officer and destruction by a court 
order. 

Unlawful to use any seine, net or shrimp trawl 
in any channel or canal connecting one body of 
bay water with another body of bay water, or in 
any channel connecting a bay with the Gulf of 
Mexico or within a mile of such channel. 


UNLAWFUL TO 


Use dredge or any means other than hand tongs 
im water less than 4 feet deep. 

Use power dredge in water less than 6 feet 
deep. 

Ship, sell or possess for purpose of sale any fish 
or oysters taken from insanitary reef. 

Plant, or buy oysters for planting, bedding, market- 
ing, or other purposes during closed season without 
permit from the Game, Fish and Oyster Commission, 

Ship or accept for shipment or transportation dur- 
ing closed season, oysters taken from public reefs. 

Fail or refuse to scatter culls from oysters you 
take from reefs. 

Open or shuck oysters for market near or on 
reefs. 

Sell oysters taken from planting or depositing 
for preparation for market. 

Sell cargo of oysters containing more than five 
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per cent young oysters. 

Use insanitary containers. 

Float or bloat oysters. 

Deface, injure, destroy or remove any buoy, 
marker or fence, or part thereof, 

Refuse to show license. 

Erect, set, operate or maintain any fish pound 
net within three (3) nautical miles from coast 
line without permit from Game, Fish and Oyster 
Commission. 

Take for sale any mussels, clams or naiads or 
shells thereof, without a license. 

Use explosives or to muddy water. 

All undersize fish must be returned to the waters 
from which taken. 


FUR-BEARING ANIMAL LAWS 


The animals that are classed as fur-bearing animals 
in Texas and on which a tax must be paid are 
Badger, Civet Cat, Fox, Mink, Muskrat, Opossum, 
Polecat, or Skunk, Racoon, Beaver and Ringtail Cat. 
Game animals may not be trapped at any time nor 
their pelts or hides sold. Deer, antelope, mountain 
sheep, bear and squirrels are game animals (See 
Game Laws). 


PROPERTY OF STATE 


The protected fur-bearing animals and their pelts 
are the property of the State until they have been 
lawfully taken, taxes paid thereon and all other 
regulations and laws complied with. 


OPEN SEASONS (General Laws) 


The period of time when you may lawfully take 
Badger, Civet Cat, Fox, (certain counties closed) 
Mink, Opossum, Pole Cat or Skunk, Raccoon and 
Ringtail Cat is during the months of December and 
January of each year. Fur bearing animals may be 
taken with traps, guns or dogs, except that steel 
traps may not be used in certain counties, 


Muskrats: May be taken from November 15th 
to March 15th of each year with traps only. 


Beaver: May be taken only in Val Verde County 
and counties west of the Pecos River during the 
month of January, 


Otter: Unlawful to take or possess in any portion 
of Texas (except in certain counties). 


OPEN SEASON (Special Laws) 


Unlawful to kill, take or have in possession for 
sale any fox or the pelts thereof (also beaver and 
otter) in the following counties: Bastrop, Bell, 
Bosque, Bowie, Brazos, Burleson, Caldwell, Cherokee, 
Cooke, Delta, Erath, Falls, Franklin, Freestone, Gray- 
son, Grimes, Hardin, Harrison, Henderson, Hill, Hood, 
Hopkins, Houston, Jefferson, Johnson, Kaufman, Lee, 
Leon, Liberty, Limestone, Milam, Madison, Morris, 
McLennan, Nacogdoches, Navarro, Palo Pinto, Pan- 
ola, Polk, Robertson, Rusk, San Jacinto, Shelby, 
Titus, Trinity, Upshur, Van Zandt, Walker, Wash- 
ington, Williamson, and Wood. 


Angelina County: Trapping permitted on one’s 
own property or on property where permit has been 
given by the owner. 


Bowie County: Unlawful to set steel trap, snare 


or deadfall for the purpose of taking fur-bearing 
animals. 


Bosque County: Same as Bowie County. 


Cherokee County: Unlawful to set steel trap for 
purpose of taking furbearing animals except from 
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December 15th to January 15th or when set within 
two hundred (200) yards of some residence. 


Freestone County: Unlawful to use steel traps, 
snare or deadfall except on one’s own property or 
where permit has been given by property owner. 


Hill County: Same as Bowie County. 


Houston County: Trapping permitted only on 
one’s own property or where permit has been given 
by property owner. 


Johnson County: Same as Bowie County. 


Montgomery County: Unlawful to use steel traps 
for the purpose of taking fur-bearing animals or set 
same except within two hundred (200) yards of 
some residence. 


Nacogdoches County: Same as Angelina County. 
Navarro County: Same as Bowie County. 
Sabine County: Same as Montgomery County, 


San Augustine County: Same as Montgomery 
County. 


Shelby County: Closed for period of two years. 
Smith County: Same as Bowie County. 


Cottle County: Open season December Ist to 
February 15th except muskrats which is from No- 
vember 15th to April ist inclusive. 


TRAPPER DEFINED 


A trapper is any person over the age of seventeen 
years who takes or attempts to take the pelts of 
any fur-bearing animals for the purpose of barter 
or sale except persons who take the pelt or pelts 
of fur-bearing animals from their own land or 
land on which such person resides. 

Persons required to procure a license must do so 
before taking or attempting to take pelts of any 
of the fur-bearing animals for barter or sale. Per- 
sons who have resided in Texas for twelve months 
or more are classed as resident trappers. Persons 
who have resided in Texas less than 12 months 
are classed as non-resident trappers. 


TRAPPER’S LICENSE 


The fee for a Resident Trapper’s License is one 
dollar and ten cents ($1.10). 

The fee for a Non-Resident Trapper’s License is 
twenty-five ($25.00) dollars. 

Resident Trapper’s License may be procured from 
any Game and Fish Warden, County Clerk, authorized 
License Warden or direct from the office of the 
Game, Fish and Oyster Commission at Austin, Texas. 

Non-Resident Trapper’s License may be procured 
only from the office of the Game, Fish and Oyster 
Commission at Austin, Texas. 

A hunting license does not authorize or permit 
a person to hunt or take fur-bearing animals or 
their pelts, 

It is unlawful for a person over the age of 
seventeen years to hunt with a gun in a county 
other than the one in which he or she resides 
without a hunting license (See Game Laws). 

A Trapper’s License permits a person to trap or 
take fur-bearing animals in any county of Texas, 
but when such person hunts with a gun in a 
county other than the one in which he resides he 
must procure a Hunting License in addition to his 
Trapper’s License (See Game Laws). 


PROPAGATION OF FUR-BEARING ANIMALS 


For a fee of $5.00 a permit can be obtained 
for the purpose of taking fur-bearing animals alive 
during the open season for the purpose of sale or 
propagation. 
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DEALER DEFINED 


Any person, firm or corporation, except the 
trapper selling his own catch, engaged in the busi- 
ness of buying or selling pelts of fur-bearing animals 
is a Dealer. This applies to all persons, firms, 
corporations, manufacturers, furriers and taxiderm- 
ists who buy, offer to buy, sell or offer for sale 
the pelts of fur-bearing animals. 

Dealers are classified as Resident Dealers and 
Non-Resident Dealers. 

Resident Dealers are persons who have resided in 
this state for a period of 12 months or more, or resi- 
dent firms or corporations that have been organized 
for a period of twelve months: or more, prior to 
applying for such license. All others are Non- 
Resident Dealers. 


DEALER’S LICENSE 


Resident Dealers must procure a Resident Fur 
Dealer’s License before commencing business, the 
fee for which is Five Dollars and Fifty Cents 
($5.50). Such license may be procured from any Game 
and Fish Warden, County Clerk, or direct from the 
office of the Game, Fish and Oyster Commission at 
Austin, Texas, 

Non-Resident Dealers must procure a Non-Resident 
Fur Dealer’s License before commencing business, 
the fee for which is Fifty ($50.00) Dollars. Such 
a license may be procured only from the office 
of the Game, Fish and Oyster Commission at Austin, 
Texas. 

DEALER’S REPORT 


Every Fur Dealer must file with the Game, Fish 
and Oyster Commission, not later than the tenth 
day of each month, a complete sworn report, on 
printed forms furnished by the Game, Fish and 
Oyster Commission, of the kind and number of the 
pelts of fur-bearing animals purchased in _ this 
State and shipped out of this State during the 
preceding month. No report is required for those 
months when no pelts are purchased. The above 
report is required of Dealers who buy in the 
State and ship out of the State. If the dealer 
is a Tanmer, Furrier, Taxidermist or Manufacturer, 
who tans or manufacturers the pelt into a finished 
product in this State, a report is required not later 
than the tenth day of each month which shows 
the number of pelts purchased during the preceding 


month. 
TAXES 


A tax must be paid to the Game, Fish and Oyster 
Commission on the pelts of-fur-bearing animals as 
follows: Badger, Civet Cat, Fox, Muskrat, Opossum, 
Pole Cat or Skunk and Ringtail Cat one (lc) cent 
each. On Beaver, Mink and Racoon the tax is 
five (5c) cents each. 

TAGS 


Tax receipt may be procured from any Game ana 
Fish Warden or direct from the Game, Fish and 
Oyster Commission at Austin, Texas. 

The trapper must attach a tax receipt tag to 
each pelt taken by him before he offers it for 
sale. When a tag is attached to each pelt the trap- 
per must write thereon the date that such pelt 
was tagged. 

It is unlawful for a trapper to sell or offer for 
sale any pelt of a fur-bearing animal on which 
he has not previously placed Tax Receipt Tags is- 
sued by the Game, Fish and Oyster Commission of 
Texas. ' 

It is unlawful for any dealer to buy or offer to 
buy any pelt of a fur-bearing animal on which 
there has not been placed an Official Tax Receipt 
Tag. On pelts shipped into Texas from another 
State no tax is levied except when such out-of-state 
pelts are reshipped from a point in Texas to another 
point in Texas. 
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A trapper may purchase any number of Tax Re- 
ceipt Tags from the Game, Fish and Oyster Com- 
mission or any of its authorized agents, and place 
them on the proper pelts when he legally takes 
them. 

All pelts taken by the trapper during the legal 
opem season must be tagged not later than five 
(5) days after the close of the open season if he 
intends to offer the pelts for sale at any time. 

It shall be unlawful for a dealer to purchase a 
pelt taken in this State or shipped from a point in 
this State which does not bear a Tax Receipt Tag. 


OUT-OF-STATE PELTS 


When a dealer has out-of-State pelts in his poses- 
sion for sale and desires to re-ship them from a 
point in Texas to another point in Texas, either 
to himself or to another dealer, he must tag each 
pelt with an Official Tax Receipt Tag of the 
proper denomination. No tax or tax receipt tag is 
required on out-of-State pelts when they are re- 
ceived at a point in Texas when re-shipped to a 
destination beyond Texas. 

Pelts may be shipped into Texas from any State 
or the Republic of Mexico. The holder or owner 
of such out-of-State pelts must possess his express 
receipts or importation papers to prove that the 
pelts come from without Texas. When such pelts 
come from the Republic of Mexico the person 
possessing or owning same must have his importa- 
tion papers from the United States Customs Office 
as proof. 

It is unlawful to bring: the pelts of otter into 
Texas or to possess them in Texas. 

All Tax Receipt Tags expire August 31 following 
date of issuance. They are valid only from Sep- 
tember 1 of one year to August 81 of the year fol- 
lowing. 

Tax Receipt Tags may be purchased at any 
time and in any quantity. 


SHIPPING 


Pelts of fur-bearing animals trapped in Texas 
during the legal open season may be shipped at 
any time, provided they have been properly tagged 
and all laws complied with, 


UNDRIED PELTS 


The possession of undried pelts after fifteen days 
after the close of the open season shall be PRIMA 
FACIE evidence that the pelt was taken during the 
closed season. The trapper is given fifteen days im- 
mediately following the close of the open season 
for drying of pelts taken by him during the open 
season. 


PREDATORY ANIMALS 


Wolves, Coyotes, Cougars, Rabbits, Wild Cats, 
Bob Cats, Weasels, Mountain Lions, Mexican Lions, 
and Ocelot are not classed as fur-bearing animals. 
They are not protected by law. They may be killed 
at any time of the year and no tax is due on their 
pelts. 

It is unlawful for any person to possess or to 
receive, or to transport, or to have fcr the purpose 
of transporting, or for the purpose of turning loose, 
er to turn loose, or to cause to be turned loose, any 
live wolf within this State. 


IMPORTANT NOTICE 


Federal Lacey Act: This legislation enacted in 
1900, and amended and incorporated in the Criminal 
Code of the United States in 1909, prohibits the 
delivery of dead bodies of wild animals or parts 
thereof to any common carrier for transportation 
from one state to another when such animals have 
been killed or shipped -in -violation of State Laws. 

Leave tags on pelts—do not detach them when you 
ship. 
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GAME BIRDS AND GAME ANIMALS 


Preperty of State: All game birds and game 
animals belong to the people of this State. 


Game Animals: Deer, elk, antelope, wild sheep, 
bear and squirrels. 


Game Birds: Turkeys, ducks, geese, brant, grouse, 
prairie chickens, pheasants, quail or partridges, wild 
pigeons, doves, snipes, chachalaca, plover and shore 
birds of all varieties. 


Non-Game Birds: Unlawful to kill or have in 
possession either dead or alive. 


Unprotected Birds: English sparrows, crows, ravens, 
vultures or buzzards, rice-birds, pelicans, roadrunners, 
goshawk, copper-hawk or blue darter, sharp-shinned 
hawk, duck-hawk, jaybirds, sapsuckers, woodpeckers, 
butcher birds or shrike, and the great horned owl. 
Canaries and parrots as domestic pets are unpro- 
tected. 


OPEN SEASON AND BAG LIMITS 
DOVES (Mourning) 


Open Season: North Zone, September and October ; 
South Zone, December Ist to January 16th. 


(NOTE: See Federal Regulations.) 
THE ZONE LINE 


Begins at Ric Grande River west of Del Rio; 
Pacific Railway to San Antonio; thence along Inter- 
thence to Del Rio; thence east along Southern 
national-Great Northern Railway to Austin; thence 
east along Houston & Texas Central Railway to 
Brazos River; thence north up Brazos River to where 
Beaumont branch of Gulf, Colorado and Santa Fe 
Railway crosses said River; thence east along Gulf, 
Colorado and Santa Fe Railway to intersection with 
Houston East and West Texas Railway at Cleveland; 
thence along Houston East and West Texas Railway 
to the Louisiana border. All that portion of the 
State lying North or Northerly shall be known as 
the North Zone and all that portion of the State 
lying South or Southerly of said line shall be 
known as the South Zone. c 


Bag Limit: Fifteen a day and not more than 
forty-five a week. 


Open Season: December ist to January 16th in 
following counties: Bastrop, Brazos, Burleson, Fay- 
ette, Grimes, Lee, Limestone, Milam, Montgomery. 
Robertson, San Jacinto, Smith, Washington and 
Wood. 


Martin County: Closed until 1938. 
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Yoakum County: Closed until 1942 
Terry County: Closed until 1938. 


DOVES (White Wing) 


Open Season: North and South-Zones September 
Ist to October 31st. 


Bag Limit: Fifteen a day and not more than 
thirty a week or more than fifty of all species of 
quail and doves at one time. 


WATERFOWL AND SHORE BIRDS 


Federal regulations for 1936-87 seasom not as 
yet prescribed. 


Hunting License: In addition to the State hunt- 
ing license requirement a Federal “duck stamp” 
which may be procured at a U. S. Post Office for 
$1.00 is required of all those huting ducks, geese 
or brant. 


PRAIRIE CHICKENS OR PINNATED GROUSE 


Open Season: Both zones September Ist to Sep- 
tember 4th, both days inclusive. 


No Open Season in Following Counties: Brazoria, 


Collingsworth, Donley, Gray, Hemphill, Lipscomb, 
Matagorda, and Wheeler, 


Bag Limit: Ten a day or not more than ten a 
season, 


QUAIL AND CHACHALACAS 


Open Season: Both North and South Zone Decem- 
ber lst to January 16th inclusive. 


Special Laws on Quail: No open season in follow- 
ing Counties: Andrews, Coleman, Ector, Gaines, 
Hemphill, Karnes, (Precinct No. 2) Lipscomb, Mar- 
tin, McCulloch, Midland, Shelby, Terry, and Yoakum.

Open Season: White-tail deer, November 16th to 
December 31st; Black-tail or Mule deer, east of 
Pecos River, November 16th to December 31st and 
wect of Pecos River, November 16th to November 
30th. 


Baz Limit: Two bucks a season, except Black-tail 
or Mule deer, west of Pecos River, only one a 
season. 


SPECIAL LAWS

LICENSE 


Resident Hunting: Price $2.00 required of every 
citizen of this State above the age of seventeen years, 
who hunts cut of the county of his residence. A 
citizen is any person who has been for at least 
six months a bona fide resident of this State 
immediately preceding application for a hunting li- 
cense. 


Non-Resident: Price $25.00. Required of every per- 
son above the age of seventeen years, who is not a 
citizen of this State, or who is an alien. 


Hunting Boat License: Price $2.00 required of 
every person owning or navigating a sail boat or 
power boat for accommodating hunters for pay. 


‘Shooting Preserve License: Price $5.00. Required 
of every person who acts as manager for amy club, 
or the owner of any club, or shooting resort, or 
lessor of premises leased for hunting purposes, who 
accomodates hunters for pay. 


Game Breeder’s License: Price $2.0.0. Required of 
every person who holds in captivity any game 
animal or game bird for the purpose of propagation 
for sale. Apply to Game, Fish and Oyster Com- 
mission for detailed information. 
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STORAGE OF WILD GAME 


No limit to the time game birds or game animals 
may be kept in storage if placed in storage within 
three days after the end of the season, except 
migratory birds and waterfowls, which may be 
possessed for only ten days after close of season. 
Any person accepting game for storage must keep a 
record giving time of storage, name and address of 
person placing game on storage and kind and amount 
of game stored by each individual and owner of 
game stored. 


UNLAWFUL TO 


Hunt, kill or possess game birds, game animals, 
or other birds and animals, except where provided 
by law. 


Kill, or take turkey hen. 
Kill or injure any bat. 


Have in possession more than fifty game birds 
of all varieties at any one time, excepting trans- 
portation and storage companies. 


Sell or buy game birds or game animals, dead 
or alive, regardless of where caught or killed; ex- 
cept game breeders; and taxidermists who may sell 
unclaimed specimens. 


Bring game into this State during the closed 
season on such game without a permit from the 
Game, Fish and Oyster Commission. 


Hunt, kill or take any duck, goose or brant by 
any means other than by ordinary gun, not to ex- 
ceed 10-gauge, capable of being shot from the 
shoulder. 


Kill or hunt any game bird or game animal be- 
tween one-half hour after sunset and one-half hour 
before sunrise. 


Take game birds by net or trap. 


Ship game except to one’s own home or to a 
taxidermist and unless affidavit is attached that the 
shipper has lawfully killed such game. 


Destroy the nests or eggs of any bird protected 
by the laws of this State. 


Hunt under license of another. 


Receive any hunter on board a boat for pay unless 
owner has a license for his boat. 


Hunt for hire or hire anyone to hunt. 

Hunt from a motor boat, sail boat, boat under 
tow, auto, or aeroplane. 

Hunt on a State Game Preserve. 

Hunt at night with a headlight in a territory 
where deer are known to range. 

Hunt out of the county of your residence without 
a license. 

Refuse to stop a vehicle or auto when demanded 
by a game and fish warden, and it is unlawful to 
refuse to allow a game and fish warden to search 
your game bag when he has reasom to believe that 
a game law has been violated. 

Hunt or fish on enclosed lands of another without 
the owners consent. 

Shoot any gun or firearms in, on, along or 
across any public road in this State. 

Possess any deer carcass or green hide with all 
evidence of sex removed. 


Kill doe deer, fawns or spike bucks. 


Use a deer call, except deer horns, which may 
be rattled. 


Keep migratory birds or waterfowl on cold storage 
10 days after the season has closed. 
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FRESH WATER FISH 
LAWS 


GENERAL REGULATIONS 


License Required: Resident citizens of Texas must 
procure an Artificial Lure License, price $1.10, when 
fishing with artificial Iures or bait. (No exemptions.) 

Non-Resident of Texas or Alien must procure a 
Non-Resident or Alien Fishing License, price $5.00, 
or a Five Day License, price $1.10, when fishing 
with any kind of bait. Non-Resident is any citizen 
of the United States who has not been a bona fide 
resident of Texas for four months next preceding 
his application for a license. 

A license is required to sell fish (See salt water 
laws of this digest). 

An artificial lure is any manufactured bait or 
imitation of a natural bait. 


Method of Taking: Ordinary pole and line, setline, 
trotline, artificial bait and seines, or nets of not 
less than three inch square mesh, excent a seine 
or net made of wire or other metallic substance or 
fish traps, minnow seines not more than twenty 
feet in length for the purpose of taking minnows 
for bait. All other methods or means of taking fish 
are prohibited unless especially noted below. 


Closed Season: Unlawful to take bass or crapnie 
during the months of March and April. Unlawful 
to use seines or nets or artificial bait during these 
months. Special county restrictions below. 


Size Limits: Black bass not less than eleven inches, 
crappie not less than seven inches with exceptions 
on these and other fish in certain counties noted 
below. 


Sale Prohibited: Sale of black bass or crappie 
or white pereh prohibited in all counties, Special 
sale restrictions noted below. 


Bag Limit: Unlawful to take in any one day more 
than fifteen bass, fifteen crappie or white perch, 
thirty-five bream or goggle-eye or an aggregate of 
more than fifty of these snecies or to possess at 
any one time more than thirty bass, thirty crannie 
or white perch or seventy bream or goggle-eye. This 
provision does not apply to certain counties listed 
below: 

Bandera, Brazoria, Bexar, Bor- 
den, Brooks, Callahan, Chambers, Cottle, Cochran, 
Crosby, Cameron, Dawson, Dickens, Dimmit, Duval, 
Eastland.

Kent, 
Kenedy, Klebere, Lamb. Lubbock, Lvnn. LaSalle, 
Matagorda. Mitchell, Motley, Martin, McMullen, Nolan, 
Nueces, Somervell. Seurrv, Shackleford, Stenrhens, 
Stonewall, Starr. Taylor. Throckmorton, Terry, Whar- 
ton, Willacy, Webb, Yoakum, Zapata, Zavala. 


Minnow Laws: License required for dealing in min- 
nows (See commercial fishing laws.) 


Special Minnow Laws Effecting Following Counties: 


Bell Countv: Unlawful to take minnows from the 
waters of Bell County for the purpose of sale or 
transport more tham one hundred and twenty-five 
(125) minnows from said county. 

Blanco, Gillespie, Kendall, Lampasas, Llano, Mé- 
Culloch. Mason, San Saba: Unlawful te possess more 
than five hundred (500) minnows or transport same 
from said counties. 

Comal, Collin, Panola, Wise: Same as Bell County. 

Falls County: Unlawful to transport more than 
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one hundred twenty-five (125) minnows at one time 
from borders of said county. 

In order to understand the fishing regulations 
in a county where there is a special law it must 
be understood that the special county, regulations 
listed below are supplementary to the general regu- 
lations and any restrictions contained in a special 
law must be obeyed even though they appear to be 
in conflict with the general law and likewise any 
privilege granted in a special law may be enjoyed 
without concern for general restrictions. 


SPECIAL REGULATIONS 


Archer County: Closed season on bass, ‘perch, 
bream, crappie and catfish February lst to May ist 
in Wichita River, Lake Kemp and Diversion Lake. 
No bream under five inches. Not more than ten 
bass or twenty crappie or a total of twenty crappie, 
perch, bream, and catfish in one day. Not more 
than twenty pounds of bass and an aggregate of not 
more than twenty pounds of crappie, perch, bream 
and catfish. Aggregate of all kinds not over thirty 
pounds. No nets and seines except twenty foot min- 
now seine for taking bait. Unlawful to take or 
possess channel or blue catfish less than eleven 
inches in length. May use one trotline per person 
or not more than two per party of two or more. 
Trotlines must not be set nearer than fifty (560) 
feet or contain more than fifty(50) hooks with any 
two hooks thereon nearer than four (4) feet. Un- 
lawful to offer for barter or sale bass, perch, crappie, 
catfish or other fish except minnows for bait. 


Bandera County: Closed season on fishing January 
Ist to May ist. Limit per day ten bass, ten crappie, 
ten catfish, or an aggregate of not more than twenty 
(20) of all such fish, not more than twenty perch 
per day or sixty in any one week or possess more 
than thirty (30) of any of the above enumerated 
species except perch in any one week. Unlawful to 
take catfish less than nine (9) inches or any bass 
less than eleven (11) inches or crappie less than 
seven (7) inches in length. Unlawful to use any 
method or device equipped with more than two 
hooks except artificial lures used with rod and 
reel except minnow seines may be used for the pur- 
pose of taking bait. Unlawful to take or possess 
for purpose of sale catfish, perch, bass, crappie or 
bream. 


Baylor County: Same as Archer County. 


Bastrop County: Unlawful to use seine or net 
of less than three (3) inch square mesh except min- 
now seines of not more than twenty (20) feet in 
length to be used for taking minnows for bait pro- 
vided, however, no seine shall be used during the 
months of March and April. 


Bell County: May take suckers, buffalo, carp, 
shad or gar with seine or net of not less than one inch 
during July, August, September or October or at 
any time by wire rope or gig but may not possess 
other fish when using such device. 


Bexar County: Closed season on bass, perch, crap- 
pie, catfish, February list to May ist. Limit per 
day ten bass, ten crappie, No nets and seines except 
twenty foot minnow seine. Unlawful to sell any 
bass, crappie, channel or other catfish. 


Blanco County: Unlawful to use seines or nets 
or trotlines or pole and line or setline equipped with 
more than two (2) hooks, Lawful to use artificial 
lure. Unlawful to sell bass, crappie, catfish, sun- 
fish or perch. Size limit on catfish nine (9) inches, 
bass eleven (11) inches, crappie seven (7) inches 
Bag limit ten (10) bass, ten (10) crappie, ten (10) 
catfish or an aggregate of twenty (20) of all such 
fish. Twenty (20) perch per day and not more than 
sixty (60) per week or possess more than thirty 
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(80) of any of the above species, with the ex- 
ception of perch, in any one week. May take sucker, 
buffalo, carp, shad, or gar with seines and nets 
not less than one (1) inch mesh during July, 
August, September, or October or at any time by 
wire rope or gig but may not possess other fish 
when using such devices. Closed January Ist to 
May lst. 


Bosque County: Same as Bell County. 


Bowie County: No seines permitted at any time. 
Three inch square mesh hoop, trammel or gill nets, 
permitted except during March and April but must 
not agitate or beat upon water while using nets. 


Brown County: Unlawful to sell bass, crappie or 
catfish taken in county. Unlawful to take more 
than thirty-five fish a day. Seines or nets unlaw- 
ful except minnow seine not more than twenty 
feet in length for taking minnows for bait and 
except a three inch mesh seine used for carp and 
suckers in the Colorado River. 


Burnet County: Unlawful to sell bass, crappie or 
catfish taken in county. Unlawful to take more 
than thirty-five fish in a day. Seines or nets 
unlawful except minnow seine not more than twenty 
feet in length for taking minnows for bait and 
except a three inch mesh seine used for carp and 
suckers in the Colorado River. Unlawful to take 
catfish less than nine inches in length. 


Caddo Lake: No closed season on crappie or bass. 
Cass County: Same as Bowie County. 
Chambers County: Same as Bell County, 


Cherokee County: Seines and nets prohibited dur- 
ing February, March and April except twenty (20) 
foot minnow seine for taking minnows for bait. 


Coleman County: Same as Brown County. 


Comal County: Unlawful to take fish by any 
means or device other than ordinary pole and line 
or throwline with not more than two (2) hooks, or 
trotline with hooks not less than six (6) feet apart 
provided however it shall be lawful to use dowagiac 
or other artificial bait equipped with more than 
two (2) hooks. Twenty (20) foot minnow seine per- 
missible for taking bait. Bag limit ten fish of 
any kind per day or thirty (30) per week except 
perch, twenty (20) per day or sixty (60) per week. 
Closed season on bass, perch, crappie and catfish 
from February lst to May ist. Catfish must be 
not less than twelve (12) inches. Unlawful to 
sell any fish taken in said county. 


Collin County: Same as Bell County. 
Comanche County: Same as Bell County. 
Concho County: Same as Brown County, 


Cooke County: Seines or nets prohibited except 
twenty (20) foot minnow seine and seine or net 
of not less than one and one-half inch mesh to take 
fish for propagation purposes during August under 
supervision of game warden. Unlawful to sell fish 
taken in said county. 


Coryell County: Same as Bell County. 


Dallas County: Bag limit white perch or crappie 
fifteen (15) bass, ten (10) or an aggregate of bass 
and crappie (15) in one day. 


Delta County: Lawful to grabble for catfish, 
perch, buffalo and drum or with a one inch mesh 
seine except during March and April. 
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Denton County: May take suckers, buffalo, carp, 
shad or gar with seine or net not less than one 
inch mesh during July, August, September or QOc- 
tober or at any time by wire rope or gig but may 
not possess other fish when using such device. Limit 
not more than twenty (20) crappie, fifteen (15) 
bass or an aggregate of twenty (20) such fish in 
one day. 


DeWitt County: Same as Bell County. 
Dimmit County: Same as Brown County, 


Edwards County: Unlawful to sell any fish taken 
in County. Unlawful to take fish by any means or 
device equipped with more than two hooks except 
artificial lures used with rod and reel. Twenty (20) 
foot minnow seine permissible for taking minnows 
for bait. Unlawful to take or possess catfish less 
than nine (9) inches or bass less than eleven (11) 
inches or crappie less than seven (7) inches in length. 
Bag limit not more than ten (10) bass, not more 
than ten (10) crappie, or not more than ten (10) cat- 
fish or an aggregate of not more than twenty (20) 
of all such fish. Not more than twenty (20) 
perch in any one day or possess more than sixty 
(60) in: any one week or possess more than thirty 
(80) of any of the above species, with the ex- 
ception of perch, in any one week. Closed January lst 
to May lst. 


El Paso County: Seines and nets, except ten 
foot minnow seine with meshes not larger than three- 
eighths inch square prohibited. Limit: Ten fish of 
any one kind in any one day except perch. Not 
more than twenty perch in one day. Unlawful to 
possess more than thirty fish of any variety in any 
week except perch and not more than sixty perch 
in any week. 


Erath County: Seines and nets prohibited. More 
than one hook on any line prohibited except on 
artificial bait. Minnow traps, dip net and minnow 
seines not more than twenty feet in length per- 
mitted. Unlawful to sell channel or opelousas cat- 
fish or any other fish taken from the waters of 
Lake Waco or the Bosque River, or its tributaries 
in HErath County. Closed season on bass, crappie, 
perch, channel or opelousas catfish February March 
and April of each year in the Bosque River and its 
tributaries. Size limit: crappie eight inches, bream, 
goggle-eye or sunfish not less than five inches and 
catfish less than ten inches prohibited. Bag limit, 
not more than eight bass, twelve crappie, twenty 
green perch, bream, goggle-eye or sunfish or fifteen 
opelousas catfish in one day or an aggregate of 
such fish not exceeding twenty pounds. Unlawful 
to troll from a motor boat. 


Fannin County: Same as Bell County.

Franklin County: Same as Delta County. 


Gillespie County: Same as Edwards County. 


Gonzales County: Unlawful to take bass, crappie, 
white perch, calico bass, or bream during months 
of February, March and April. May take suckers, 
buffalo, carp, shad or gar with seine of not less 
than one inch mesh during July, August, September, 
or October or at any time by wire rope or gig but 
may not possess other fish when using such device. 


Graysen County: Unlawful to use any device other 
than ordinary hook and line, setline or throwline 
or by ordinary cordline. Seines and nets prohibited 
except during the month of August when same may 
be used for purpose of taking fish for propagation 
except minnow seines of not more than twenty 
feet in length for taking bait. Size limit: bass 
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not less than eight (8) inches, white perch or erappie 
not less than one-half pound. 


Guadalupe County: Unlawful to offer for sale any 
fish taken from county. Closed season on _ bass, 
perch, crappie and catfish from February Ist to 
May ist. Seines and nets prohibited except minnow 
seine of not more than ten feet in length for taking 
minnows for bait. Size catfish not less than twelve 
(12) inches, crappie or white perch not less than 
seven (7) inches and bass not less than eleven 
(11) inches. Bag limit not more than ten (10) fish 
of any one kind a day or not more than thirty (30) 
such fish im any one week except perch twenty 
(20) of which may be taken in one day and not 
more than sixty (60) a week. 


Hamilton County: Unlawful to use :eine or net 
meshes of which are less than three inches square 
and all such seines prohibited during the month 
of March and April, except twenty (20) foot 
minnow seine which is permissible for taking min- 
nows for bait. 


Harrison County: Unlawful to taken any fish by 
any means other than ordinary hook and line, rod 
and reel, set hook and line, trotline, or artificial 
bait, Lawful to use twenty foot minnow seine 
to take minnows for bait. Lawful to use hoop 
net, set net or trammel net, meshes of which are 
not less than three and one-half inches square 
to take buffalo, garfish, catfish, shad, bowfin, or 
grindle at any time except February, March, April 
and May, provided it shall be unlawful to possess 
any other fish at time of possession of any of 
the above fish. Unlawful to take crappie less than 
eight inches. Bag Limit: Fifteen bass or twenty- 
five crappie in any one day. Possession limit: Bass 
thirty, crappie fifty. 


Hardin County: Same as Bell County. 


Hays County: Unlawful to take any kind of fish 
during February, March and April. 


Henderson County: Bag limit crappie fifteen (15) 
bass ten or an aggregate of fifteen (15) per day

Jasper County: Unlawful to sell catfish of less 
than eight (8) inches taken from the waters of the 
Sabine, Attoyac, Angelina or Neches Rivers or any 
of their tributaries. 


Jefferson County: Same as Bell County. 


Kaufman County: Seines and nets of not less than 
one and one-half inch square mesh may be used dur- 
ing July, August and September. Unlawful to sell 
eee haa in county except carp, buffalo, drum or 
catfish. 


Kerr County: Unlawful to take fish with any device 
equipped with more than two hooks except artificial 
lures used with rod and reel and excepting min- 
now seine not more than twenty (20) feet in length 
for the taking of minnows for bait. Size catfish 
not less than nine (9) inches, bass not less than 
eleven (11) inches or crappie not less than seven 
(7) inches in length. Bag limit not more than ten 
(10) bass, ten (10) crappie or ten (10) catfish or an 
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aggregate of not more than twenty (20) of all such 
fish in any one day. Not more than twenty (20) perch 
im one day or more than sixty (60) per week and 
must not possess more than thirty (30) of any of 
the above species, with the exceptions of perch, in any 
one week.

Medina County: Closed season on bass, perch 
erappie and catfish February lst to May Ist. Limit 
per day ten bass, ten crappie, No nets and seines 
except twenty (20) foot minnow seines. Unlawful 
to sell any bass, crappie, channel or other catfish. 


Menard County: Unlawful to take for sale any 
catfish, perch, crappie, bream or bass. Unlawful 
to take any fish during the months of January, 
February, March or April. Bag limit ten (10) bass 
crappie or catfish or an aggregate of not more 
than twenty (20) of such fish a day or not more than 
twenty (20) perch per day or sixty (60) a week or 
possess more than thirty (30) of any of the above 
species except perch in any one week. Size limit 
catfish not less than nine (9) inches, bass eleven

Montgemery County: Unlawful to use seines or 
nets of less than three (8) inch square mesh and 
all seines or nets prohibited during the months 
of February, March, April, May and June except 
twenty (20) foot minnow seine may be used for 
taking minnows for bait.

Nacogdoches County: Unlawful to use seine or net 
except during June, July, August, September, Oc- 
tober, November and December. Must not be less 
than three inch square mesh and bass, trout, crap- 
pie or white perch taken in seine or net returned 
to water. Twenty foot minnow seine for taking 
bait permitted. 


Newton County: Same as Jasper County.

Rusk County: Three and one-half inch hoop net 
set net or trammel net may be used for taking 
buffalo, gar and eatfish, shad and bowfin or 
grindle at any time except during February, March, 
April and May. Unlawful to possess other fish when 
using net or seine. Twenty (20) foot minnow 
seine permissible for taking bait. 


Sabine County: Seines or nets prohibited except 
minnow seine not more than twenty (20) feet in 
length for taking bait, 


San Augustine County: Same as Sabine County. 


San Saba County: Unlawful to take fish for sale 
or to use any device other than ordinary pole and 
line or: throwline equipped with not more than 
two hooks excepting artificial lures and twenty 
(20) foot minnow seines for taking bait. Seines and 
nets of not less than three inch mesh permissible 
for taking carp and suckers in Colorado River. Bag 
limit not more than ten (10) fish of any one kind 
per day or more than thirty (30) in any one week ex- 
cept perch and not more than twenty (20) per day 
nor more than sixty (60) in any one week. Catfish 
must be not less than twelve (12) inches in length.

bass, ten; aggregate bass and crappie fifteen in any 


one day. 
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Wood County: Lawful for residents of Wood 
County to use a two inch square mesh seine or 
net to take catfish, drum, buffalo, suckers, carp, 
shad or garfish, except during March and April. 


Young County: Unlawful to sell any fish taken 
from county except from Brazos River not including 
Clear Fork. Nets and seines unlawful except twenty 
foot minnow seines. Closed season on bass, crappie 
or white perch or bream February lst to May Ist. 
Size limit: Crappie eight inches, bream five inches. 
Trolling from motor boat unlawful. Bag limit: Not 
more than eight bass in a day nor more than 
twenty pounds, nor more than sixteen crappie, calico 
bass or bream or an aggregate of sixteen of all 
such fish weighing not more than twenty pounds. 
Nor more than thirty pounds crappie, sun perch, 
calico bass or bream.

Persons using artificial lures or baits in salt 
waters under jurisdiction of Texas are required to 
carry an artificial lure license. Out of State or 
non-resident persons fishing for pleasure in such 
salt waters are required to procure a non-resident 
fishing license. (See license under Fresh Water Fish 
Laws.) 


Wholesale Fish Dealer’s License is required of 
each person, firm or corporation who buys for the 
purpose of selling to retail fish dealers and to the 
consumer or who cans, preserves or processes aquatic 
products for commercial purposes. 


Wholesale Truck Dealer’s License is required of 
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each person, firm or corporation who *operates a 
truck for the purpose of selling to or taking orders 
from retail fish dealers and/or to the consumer 
trade. Separate license required for each truck op- 
erated. 


Retail Truck Dealer’s License is required of any 
person, firm or corporation engaged in the business 
of buying for the purpose of selling or distributing 
either fresh or frozen aquatic products to the 
consumer trade, Separate license required by each 
truck so operated and sales only permitted to 
hotels, cafes and house to house peddling. 


Retail Fish Dealers’s License is required of any 
person, firm or corporation engaged in the business 
of buying for the purpose of selling either fresh or 
frozen edible aquatic products to the consumer. Sep- 
arate license will be required for each market in 
which such dealer or person operates. Fee of such 
license based on population of the city. 


Retail Oyster Dealer’s License is required of 
any person, firm or corporation buying oysters 
only for the purpose of selling to the consumer 
trade in cities of more than 7,500 population. (This 
license is provided for use of markets or dealers 
handling oysters only and who do not care to take 
out retail fish and oyster dealer’s license). 


Commercial Fisherman’s License is required of any 
persom who takes fish, oysters, shrimp, and other 
edible aquatic products from the waters of this 
State for’ pay or for the purpose of sale, barter or 
exchange. 


Bait Dealer’s License is required of any person 
who sells, either minnows, fish, shrimp or other 
aquatic products for fish bait. 


Fish Guide License is required of any person who 
operates a boat for pay or anything of value in 
accompanying or transporting any person engaged in 
taking any edible aquatic life from the waters of 
this State. 


Shrimp Trawl License is required of each boat 
operating or towing a trawl. 


Seine or Net License must be attached to each 
hundred feet or fraction thereof of each seine 
or net used for the purpose of taking fish or 
shrimp from the waters of this state, except in 
fresh waters for non-commercial purposes. 


Fish Boat License is required of each boat equipped 
with motor of any kind or with sails when used 
for taking aquatic preducts for commercial pur- 
poses. 


Skiff License is required for each boat propelled 
by oars or poles that is used for the purpose of 
taking aquatic products for commercial purposes. 


Oyster Dredge License is required for each boat 
used for the purpose of dredging oysters. 


Mussel License will be required for the purpose 
of taking mussel or mussel shells from the beds of 
state owned streams and waters. 


All Fish and Oyster License become effective 
September 1 and expire August 81 of the following 
year. 


FISH (Salt Water) 


Size Limit: Flounder twelve (12) inches, speckled 
trout twelve (12) inches, red fish not less than twelve 
(12) or over thirty-two (32) inches, drum not less 
than eight (8) inches nor over twenty (20) inches; 
pompano nine (9) inches; sheephead eight (8) 


inches ; mackerel fourteen (14) inches and gafftopsail 
eleven (11) inches. It shall be unlawful to sever 
the head except drum, redfish and catfish. Such 
headless body of redfish shall not measure more 
than twenty-seven (27) inches in length and head- 
less catfish shall mot measure less than eight (8) 
inches in length. 


TERRAPIN (Salt Water) 


Open Season: November, December, January and 
February. 
Size: Not less than six (6) inches in length. 


GREEN TURTLE 


Size: Not less than twelve (12) pounds in weight. 


OYSTERS 


Open Season: September 1st to March 31st. 
That part of Laguna Madre which is south and 
west of Baffin’s Bay has no closed season on oysters. 


Matagorda Bay: Unlawful to dredge oysters in 
the head waters of Matagorda Bay east of a line 
from Palacios Point on the mainland in Mata- 
gorda County across Matagorda Bay to Cotton Bayou 
on the Matagorda Peninsula. 


Size Limit: In shell, 3% inches. 


American citizens, or any firm or corporation 
composed of such citizens, may use scrapers or 
dredges in removing oysters from natural reefs pro- 
vided they have procured a license from the Game, 
Fish and Oyster Commission before beginning opera- 
tions. 

The Game, Fish and Oyster Commission is empowed- 
ed to close a reef by giving two weeks notice when it 
has reason to believe same is being overworked. 

Shell from oysters opened or shucked on board the 
boat must be deposited on shore as directed by 
Game, Fish and Oyster Commission. 

A person leasing an oyster claim or reef may 
obtain permission from the Game, Fish and Oyster 
Commission to seine thereon for drum fish. 


SHRIMP 


Size Limit of Shrimp: Not less than five and one- 
half inches except shrimp taken for bait in a twenty 
foot minnow seine or cast net or in a shrimp trawl 
not more than ten feet at the mouth and not more 
than twenty feet in length. A bait trawl may be 
used in any of the tidal waters of this State. 


SEINES AND NETS 


Seines may be used only in the Gulf of Mexico 
and must not be more than eighteen hundred (1800) 
feet in length, and not less than one and one-half 
inch square in mesh except the bag and for fifty 
(50) feet on each side of the bag shall not be 
larger than one inch square mesh. 

Nets shall not be smaller than one and one-half 
inch square mesh. 

It is unlawful to use shrimp trawl without a 
license or seine or net without a tag, issued by 
the Game, Fish and Oyster Commission, attached to 
such device. 

Unlawful to use a seine, net or shrimp trawl, 
except a bait trawl, in Orange, Jefferson, Chambers, 
Harris, Galveston and Brazoria Counties or in 
streams, lakes, bayous or canals of Matagorda 
County except that strike nets, gill nets, trammel - 
nets or shrimp trawls may be used in East Gal- 
veston Bay in the counties of Galveston and 
Chambers during the period beginning August 15th 
and ending May 15th of each year, but may not be 
used in Swan Lake, Moses Lake, Clear Lake, 
Dickinson Bayou west of a line running from Mil- 
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ler’s Point to April Fool Point, Turtle Bay and 
that portion of East Bay northwest of a line ex- 
tending from Kemah to Mesquite Knoll. 

Unlawful to use a seine, net or shrimp trawl, ex- 
cept a bait trawl at any time in or on the waters 
of Agua Dulce Creek, Oso Creek, Shamrock Cove, 
Nueces Bay, Ingleside Cove, Red Fish Cove, Shoal 
Bay, Mud Flats, Shallow Bay, defined as beginning at 
the southwest end of Red Fish Cove; thence south on 
a line intersecting Corpus Christi Channel and all 
waters lying from this line, the said channel, and 
between Harbor Island and the main land to Aransas 
Bay; all of Aransas Bay between Port Aransas and 
Corpus Christi Bayou and lying between Harbor 
Island and Mud Island, Puerto Bay. St. Charles Ray, 
Hines Bay, Contec Lake, Oyster Lake, Turtle Ray, 
Copano Bay, Mission Bay, or in or within a mile 
of the pass on the north of Laguna Madre leading 
into Cornus Christi Bay, defined as beginning one 
quarter of a mile southwest of Pita Island and 
running to Flour Bluff, cr in any of the tidal 
waters of Willacy County west of Padre Island or 
in any of the tidal waters of Kenedy or Kleberg 
Counties. 

Provided that shrimn trawls may be used in 
Matagorda Bav, San Antonio Bay and in that part 
of Aransas Bay and that part of Corpus Christi 
Bay not mentioned above. Such trawls also permitted 
is Esniritu Santo Bay in Calhoun County and 
Lavaca Bay durivg the months cf Sentember. Octo- 
ber, November and December. Seining permissible 
in the waters cf Powder Horn Lake in Calhoun 
County during the months of January, December 
and February of each year. 


Unlewful to have in possession any seine, strike 
net, gill net. trammel net, or shrimv trawl] in or 
om anv of the waters of this State where such 
device is prohibited from being used unless such 
device is on board a vessel when such vessel is at 
a nort or in a channel while enroute to or from the 
Gulf of Mexico. Any seine or net or shrimp trawl 
nossessed in violation of this law is subject to 
sei7ure by any officer and destruction by a court 
order. 


Unlawfnl to use any seine, net or shrimv trawl 
in any channel or canal connecting one body of 
bay water with another bodv of hav water. or in 
any channel connecting a bay with the Gulf of 
Mexico or within a mile of such channel. 


UNLAWFUL TO 


Use dredge or amy means other than hand tongs 
in water less than 4 feet deen. 

“ale power dredge in water less than 6 feet 
Crs 

Ship, sell or possess for purpose of sale any fish 
or ovsters taken from insanitary reef. 

Plant. or buy oysters for planting, bedding, market- 
inz, or other purvose during closed season without 
permit from the Game. Fish and Ovster Commission. 

Shin or accept for shipment or transvortation dur- 
ing closed season, oysters taken from public reefs. 

Fail or refuse to scatter culls from oysters you 
take from reefs. 

Oven or shuck oysters for market near or on reefs. 

Sell ovsters taken from planting or depositing for 
prevaration for market. 

Sell cargo of oysters containing more than five 
per cent young oysters. 

Use insanitary containers. 

Float or bloat oysters. 

Deface, injure, destroy or remove any _ buoy, 
marker or fence, or part thereof. 

Refuse to show license. 

Erect, set, operate or maintain any fish pound 
net within three (8) nautical miles from coast 
line without permit from Game, Fish and Oyster 
Commission. 

Take for sale any mussels, clams or naiads or 
shells thereof, without a license, 
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Use explosives or to muddy water. 
All undersize fish must be returned to the waters 
from which taken. 


FUR-BEARING ANIMAL LAWS 


The animals that are classed as fur-bearing animals 
in Texas and on which a tax must be paid are 
Badger, Civet Cat, Fox, Mink, Muskrat, Opossum, 
Polecat, or Skunk, Racoon, Beaver and Ringtail Cat. 
Game animals may not be trapped at any time nor 
their pelts or hides sold. Deer, antelope, mountain 
sheep, bear and squirrels are game animals. (See 


Game Laws). 


PROPERTY OF STATE 


The protected fur-bearing animals and their pelts 
are the property of the State until they have been 
lawfully taken, taxes paid thereon and all other 
regulations and laws complied with. 


OPEN SEASONS (General Laws) 


The period of time when you may lawfully take 
Radger, Civit Cat, Fox (certain counties closed) 
Mink, Opossum, Pole Cat or Skunk, Racoon and 
Ringtail Cat is during the months of December and 
January of each year. Fur bearing animals may be 
taken with traps, guns or dogs, except that steel 
traps may not be used in certain counties. 


Muskrats: May be taken from November 15th to 
March 15th of each year with traps only. 


Beaver: May be taken onlv in Val Verde County 
and counties west of the Pecos River during the 
month of January. 


Otter: Unlawful to take or possess in any portion 
of Texas (excevt certain counties). 


OPEN SEASON (Special Laws) 


Unlawful! to kill, take or have in possession for 
sale any fox or the pelts thereof (also beaver and 
otter) in the following counties: Bastrop, Bosque, 
Rowie, Brazos, Burleson, Caldwell, Camn, Cherokee, 
Cook, Delta, Erath, Falls, Franklin. Freestone, Gray- 
son. Grimes, Hardin. Harrison, Henderson, Hill, Hood, 
Hovkins, Houston, Jasper, Jefferson, Johnson, Kauf- 
man, Lee, Leon, Liberty, Limestone. Milam, Madison. 
Morris. McLennan, Nacogdoches, Navarro. Newton, 
Palo Pinto, Panola, Polk, Robertson, Rusk. San 
Jacinto, Shelby, Titus, Trinity, Upshur, Van Zandt, 
Walker, Washington, Williamson, and Wood. 


Angelina County: Trapping permitted on one’s 
own property or on property where permit has been 
given by the owner. 


Bowie County: Unlawful to set steel traps, snare 
or deadfall for the purpose of taking fur-bearing 
animals. 


Bosque County: Same as Bowie County. 


Cherokee County: Unlawful to set steel trap for 
purpose of taking fur-bearing animals except from 
December 15th to January 15th or when set within 
two hundred (290) yards of some residence. 


Freestone Ceunty: Unlawful to use steel traps, 
snare or deadfall exeept on one’s own property or 
where permit has been given by property owner. 


Hill County: Same as Bowie County. 


Houston County: Trapping permitted only on 
ene’s own property or where permit has been given 
by property owner. 


Johnson County: Same as Bowie County. 


Montgomery County: Unlawful to use steel traps 
for the purpose of taking fur-bearing animals or set 
same except within two hundred (200) yards of 
some residence. 


Nacogdoches County: Same as Angelina County. 
Navarro County: Same as Bowie County. 
Sabine County: Same. as Montogomery County. 


San Augustine County: Same as Montogomery 
County, 


Shelby County: Closed for period of two years. 
Smith County: Same as Bowie County. 


Cottle County: Open season December lst to 
February 15th except muskrats which is from 
November 15th to April 1st inclusive. 


TRAPPER DEFINED 


A trapper is any person over the age of seventeen 
vears who takes or attempts to take the pelts of 
any fur-bearing animals for the purpose of barter 
or sale except persons who take the pelt or pelts 
of fur-bearing animals from their own land or 
land on which such person resides. 

Persons required to procure a lieense must do so 
before taking or attempting to take pelts of any 
of the fur-bearing animals for barter or sale. Per- 
sons who have resided in Texas for twelve months 
or more are classed as resident trappers. Persons 
who have resided in Texas less than 12 months 
are classed as non-resident trappers. 


TRAPPER’S LICENSE 


The fee for a Resident Trapper’s License is one 
dollar and ten cents ($1.10). 

The fee for a Non-Resident Trapper’s License is 
twenty-five ($25.00) dollars. 

Resident Trapper’s License may be procured from 
any Game and Fish Warden, County Clerk. authorized 
License Warden or direct from the office of the 
Game, Fish and Oyster Commission at Austin, Texas. 

Non-Resident Trapper’s License may be procured 
only from the office of the Game, Fish and Oyster 
Commissioner at Austin, Texas. 

A hunting license does not authorize or permit 
a person to hunt or take fur-bearing animals or 
their pelts. 

It is unlawful for a person over the age of 
seventeen years to hunt with a gun in a county 
other than the one in which he or she resides 
without a hunting license (See Game Laws). 

A Trapper’s License permits a person to trap or 
take fur-bearing animals in any county of Texas, 
but when such person hunts with a gun in a 
county other than the one in which he resides he 
must procure a Hunting License in addition to his 
Trapper’s License (See Game Laws). 


PROPAGATION OF FUR-BEARING ANIMALS 


For a fee of $5.00 a permit can be obtained 
for the purpose of taking fur-bearing animals alive 
during the open season for the purpose of sale or 
propagation. 


DEALER DEFINED 


Any person, firm or corporation, except the 
trapper selling his own catch, engaged in the busi- 
ness of buying or selling pelts of fur-bearing animals 
is a Dealer. This applies to all persons, firms, 
corporations, manufacturers, furriers and taxiderm- 
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ists who buy, offer to buy, sell or offer for sale 
the pelts of fur-bearing animals. 

Dealers are classified as Resident Dealers and 
Non-Resident Dealers, 

Resident Dealers are persons who have resided in 
this state for a period of 12 months or more, or res- 
ident firms or corporations that have been organized 
for a period of twelve months or more, prior to 
applying for such license. All others are Non- 
Resident Dealers. 


DEALER’S LICENSE 


Resident Dealers must procure a Resident Fur 
Dealer’s License before commencing business, the 
fee for which is Five Dollars and Fifty Cents 
($5.50). Such license may be procured from any Game 
and Fish Warden, County Clerk, or direct from the 
office of the Game, Fish and Oyster Commission at 
Austin, Texas. 

Non-Resident Dealers must procure a Non-Resident 
Fur Dealer’s License before commencing business, 
the fee for which is Fifty ($50.00) Dollars. Such 
a license may be procured only from the office 
Se) the Game, Fish and Oyster Commission at Austin, 
exas. 


DEALER’S REPORT 


Every Fur Dealer must file with the Game, Fish 
and Oyster Commission, not later than the tenth 
day of each month, a complete sworn report, on 
printed forms furnished by the Game, Fish and 
Oyster Commission, of the kind and number of the 
pelts of fur-bearing animals purchased in this 
State and shipped out of this State during the 
preceding month. No report is required for those 
months when no pelts are purchased. The above 
report is required of Dealers who buy in the 
State and ship out of the State. If the dealer 
is a Tanner, Furrier, Taxidermist or Manufacturer, 
who tans or menufacturers the pelt into a finished 
product in this State, a report is required not later 
than the tenth day of the month which shows 
the ad of pelts purchased during the preceding 
month. 


TAXES 


A tax must be paid to the Game, Fish and Oyster 
Commission on all the pelts of fur-bearing animals as 
follows: Badger, Civet Cat, Fox, Muskrat, Opossum, 
Pole Cat or Skunk and Ringtail Cat one (lc) cent 
each. On Beaver, Mink and Racoon the tax is five 
(5c) cents each. 


TAGS 


Tax receipts may be procured from any Game and 
Fish Warden or direct from the Game, Fish and 
Oyster Commission at Austin, Texas. 

The trapper must attach a tax receipt tag to 
each pelt taken by him before he offers it for 
sale. When a tag is attached to each pelt the trap- 
per must write thereon the date that such pelt 
was tagged. 

It is unlawful for a trapper to sell or offer for 
sale any pelt of a fur-bearing animal on which 
he has not previously placed Tax Receipt Tags is- 
sued by the Game, Fish and Oyster Commission of 
Texas. 

It is unlawful for any dealer to buy or offer to 
buy any pelt of a fur-bearing animal on which 
there has not been placed an Official Tax Receipt 
Tag. On velts shipped into Texas from another 
State no tax is levied except when such out-of-state 
pelts are reshipped from a point in Texas to another 
point in Texas. 

A traprer may purchase any number of Tax Re- 
ceipt Tags from the Game, Fish and Oyster Com- 
mission or any of its authorized agents, and place 
them on the proper pelts when he legally takes 
them. 
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All pelts taken by the trapper during the legal 
open season must be tagged not later than five 
(5) days after the close of the open season if he 
intends to offer the pelts for sale at any time. 

It shall be unlawful for a dealer to purchase a 
pelt taken in this State or shipped from a point in 
this State which does not bear a Tax Receipt Tag. 


OUT-OF-STATE PELTS 


When a dealer has out-of-state pelts in his posses- 
sion for sale and desires to re-ship them from a 
point in Texas to another point in Texas, either 
to himself or to another dealer, he must tag each 
pelt with an Official Tax Receipt Tag of the proper 
denomination. No tax or tax receipt tag is required 
on out-of-state pelts when they are received at a 
point in Texas when re-shipped to a destination 
beyond Texas. 

Pelts may be shipped into Texas from any State 
or the Republic of Mexico. The holder or owner 
of such out-of-State pelts must possess his express 
receipts or importation papers to prove that the 
pelts come from without Texas. When such pelts 
come from the Republic of Mexico the person 
possessing or owning same must have his importa- 
tion papers from the United States Customs Office 
as proof. 

It is unlawful to bring the pelts of otter into 
Texas or to possess them in Texas. 

All Tax Receipt Tags expire August 31 following 
date of issuance. They are valid only from Septem- 
ber 1 of one year to August 31 of the year following. 

Tax Receipt Tags may be purchased at any time 
and in any quantity, 


SHIPPING 


Pelts of fur-bearing animals trapped in Texas 
during the legal open season may be shipped at any 
time, provided they have been properly tagged and all 
laws complied with. 


UNDRIED PELTS 


The possession of undried pelts after fifteen days 
after the close of the open season shall be PRIMA 
FACIE evidence that the pelt was taken during the 
elosed season. The trapper is given fifteen days im- 
mediately following the close of the open season 
for drying of pelts taken by him during the open 
season. 


PREDATORY ANIMALS 


Wolves, Coyotes, Cougars, Rabbits, Wild Cats, 
Bob Cats, Weasels, Mountain Lions, Mexican Lions, 
and Ocelot are not classed as fur-bearing animals. 
They are not protected by law. They may be killed 
at any time of the year and no tax is due on their 
pelts. 

It is unlawful for any person to possess or to 
receive, or to transport, or to have for the purpose 
of transporting, or for the purpose of turning loose, 
or to turn loose, or to cause to be turned loose, any 
live wolf within this State. 


IMPORTANT NOTICE 


Federal Lacey Act: This legislation enacted in 
1900, and amended and incorporated in the Criminal 
Code of the United States in 1909, prohibits the 
delivery of dead bodies of wild animals or parts 
thereof to any common carrier for transportation 
from one state to another when such animals have 
been killed or shipped in violation of State Laws. 


Leave tags on pelts—do not detach them when you 
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GAME LAWS 


GAME BIRDS AND GAME ANIMALS 


Property of State: -_All game birds and game 
animals belong to the people of this State. 


Game Animals: Deer, elk, antelope, wild sheep, 
bear and squirrels. 


Game _ Birds: Turkeys, ducks, geese, brant, 
grouse, prairie chickens, pheasants, quail, or 
partridges, wild pigeons, doves, snipes, chacha- 
laca, plover and shore birds of all varieties, 


Non-Game Birds: Unlawful to kill or have in 
possession either dead or alive. 


Unprotected Birds: English sparrows, crows, 
ravens. vultures or buzzards, rice-birds, pelicans, 
roadrunners, goshawk, copper-hawk or blue darter, 
sharp-shinned hawk, duck-hawk, jaybirds, sap- 
suckers, woodpeckers, butcher birds or _ shrike, 
and the great horned owl. Canaries and par- 
rots as domestic pets are unprotected. 


DOVES 
Open Season and Bag Limits 
(Combines State and Federal Regulations) 


Open Season: (Mourning Doves) September 
1st to October 31st in the counties of Yoakum, 
Terry, Lynn, Garza, Kent, Stonewall, Haskell, 
Throckmorton, Young, Jack, Wise, Denton, Collin, 
Hunt, and all counties North thereof, and in the 
counties of Parker, Johnson, Tarrant, Dallas, Rock- 
wall, Kaufman, Hopkins, Franklin and Delta. 


September 15th to November 15th in all of 
the remainder of the state except that in that 
portion of the state lying South of the Texas- 
Mexican Railroad it is lawful to hunt doves only 
on Sunday, Tuesday, Thursday and Saturday dur- 
ing the open season, but this exception does not 
include any part of Webb and Zapata Counties. 

Doves may be taken only during the hours from 
1a ee eto ESUNHET, 


Bag Limit: 15 in any one day and not more 
than 15 in possession at any one time. Possession 
limit includes an aggregate of both mourning and 
white winged doves. 


Doves (White Winged) The laws governing 
the taknig of white winged doves are the same 
as those regulating the taking of mourning doves 
and the two species are considered in the aggre- 
gate when calculating the bag limit. 

May not use any gun other than a _ shotgun. 
May not use shotguns capable of holding more 
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than three shells. Shotguns capable of holding 
more than three shells must be permanently 
plugged to a three-shell capacity. Shotguns larger 
than 10 guage prohibited. 


MIGRATORY WATERFOWL 
Open Season: November 15th to December 29th. 


Bag Limits: Ducks—10 in the aggregate of all 
species; pessession limit 20 in the aggregate of all 
species. Daily bag may contain three canvas- 
back, redhead, bufflehead or ruddy ducks, or an 
aggregate of three ducks of these formerly com- 
pletely protected species. Possession limit for the 
species named is six of any single species, or six 
in the aggregate. 


Geese and Brant—Five in the aggregate. 


Coot—Twenty-five, and any person at any one 
time may possess not more than 25. 


Wilson’s snipe or jacksnipe—Fifteen, and any per- 
son at any one time may possess not more than 15. 


No Open Season: Wood ducks, Swans, and Ross’ 
geese. 


Shooting may be done between 7 a. m. and 4 p. m., 


Shooting allowed only with shotguns. Shotguns 
larger than 10 guage prohibited. Repeating or auto- 
matic shotguns must be permanently plugged to 
three shell capacity. 


WILDLIFE SANCTUARY 


Vingt et Un Islands in Galveston Bay are 
declared a wildlife sanctuary. It is unlawful io 
enter upon these Islands for any purpose without 
permission of the Game, Fish and Oyster Com- 
mission. 


PRAIRIE CHICKENS OR PINNATED GBOTISE 
No Open Season, 


QUAIL AND CHACHALACAS 


Open Season: Both North and South Zones De- 
cember 1st to January 16th inclusive. 


If shotguns are used, they must not be larger 
than 10 gauge, and must be permanently plugged so 
that they will hold no more than three shells. 


Bag Limit: 12 a day and not more than 36 a 
week. 


Special Laws on Quail: No open season in fol- 
lowing counties: Andrews, Callahan, Coleman, Ec- 
tor, Gaines, Karnes (Precinct No. 2), Martin, 
Garza, McCulloch, Midland, Terry, Van Zandt, 
and Yoakum. 


Henderson County: Unlawful to hunt quail 
on land of another without written permission from 
owner except when in company of owner. Ap- 
plies only to persons who are not residents of 
Iienderson County. 


Montague County: Same as Henderson County. 


Wood County: Quail may be taken only on 
Mondays, Wednesdays and Fridays of each week 
d ring the period from December Ist to January 
16th. Mav not hunt quail upon premises of an- 
other without written consent or presence of 
two witnesses that such consent was given.

No open season under Federal regulations.

No open season. 
BEAR 


Open Season: November 16th to December 31st. 
Bag Limit:: One a season. 


Brewster County: Unlawful to take bear south 
of the Southern Pacific Railroad. 


DEER (Bucks with Pronged Antlers) 


Open Season: White-tail deer, November 16th 
to December 31st; Blacktail or Mule deer, east of 
Pecos River, November 16th to December 31st and 
west of Pecos River, November 16th to November 
30th. 


Bag Limit: Two bucks a season, except Black- 
tail or Mule deer, west of Pecos River, only one a 
season. 


Special Laws on Deer

Bag Limit: Daily bag or possession limit not 
restricted in the following counties: Aransas, At- 
ascosa, Austin, Bandera, Bastrop, Bee, Blanco, 
Bosque, Brazoria, Brown, Burnet, Caldwell, Cal- 
houn, Oallahan, Chambers, Colorado, Comal, Co- 
manche, Concho, Cooke, Coryell, Delta, DeWitt, 
Dimmitt, Eastland, tidwards, Erath, Fayette, Fort 
Bend, Franklin, Galveston, Gillespie, Goliad, Gon- 
zales, Guadalupe, Hamilton, Hays, Hill, Hopkins, 
Jackson, Karnes, Kendall, Kerr, Kimble, Lamar, 
Lampasas, Lavaca, Live Oak, Llano, Mason, Mat- 
agorda, McCulloch, Medina, Menard, Mills, Mon- 
tague, Real, Red River, Refugio, San Patricio, 
San Saba, Schleicher, Stephens, Tarrant, Throck- 
morton, Travis, Uvalde, Victoria, Waller, Wash- 
ington, Wharton, Wilson, Wise, Zavala. 


LICENSE 


Resident Hunting: Price $2.00 required of 
every citizen of this State above the age of 
seventeen years, who hunts out of the county 
of his residence. A citizen is any person who has 
been for at least six months a bona fide resident 
of this State immediately preceding application 
for a hunting license. 


Non-Resident: Price $25.00. Required of every 
person above the age of seventeen years, who 
is not a citizen of this State, or who is an alien. 


Hunting Boat License: Price $2.00 required of 
every person owning or navigating a sail boat or 
power boat for accomodating hunters for pay. 


Shooting Preserve License: Price $5.00. Re- 
quired of every person who acts as manager for 
any club, or the owner of any club, or shooting 
resort, or lessor of premises leased for hunting 
purposes, who accomodates hunters for pay. 


Game Breeder’s License: Price $2.00. Required 
of every person who holds in captivity any game 
animal or game bird for the purpose of propaga- 
tion for sale. Apply to Game, Fish and Oyster 
Commission for detailed information. 


SHOOTING PRESERVE OPERATORS 


Any person operating a shooting preserve in 
the Counties of Mason, Menard, Kerr, Schleicher, 
Crockett, Sutton, Kimble, Kendall, Real,  Kd- 
wards, Blanco, Llano, Gillespie, El Paso, Hud- 
speth, Culberson, Val Verde, Kinney, Maverick, 
Terrell, Brewster and Harris shall collect and 
remit to the Game, Fish and Oyster Commission 
10 per cent of all moneys charged for hunting 
privileges. Such remittance must be accompanied 
by a report, showing the names and addresses 
of all persons making payment for shooting pri- 
vileges on such property together with the amount 
charged each person. Such report must have 
affidavit attached stating that such report is 
true and correct. Such report and remittance 
‘to be submitted to the Game, Fish and Oyster 
Commission not later than February Ist. 


STORAGE OF WILD GAME 


No limit to the time game birds or game ani- 
mals may be kept in storage if placed in storage 
within three days after the end of the season, 
except migratory birds and waterfowls, which 
may be possessed for only ten days after close 
of season. Any person accepting game for storage 
must keep a record giving time of storage, name 
and address of person placing game on storage 
any kind and amount of game stored by each 
individyal and owner of game stored. 
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UNLAWFUL TO 


Hunt out of the county of your residence 
without a_ license. 


Hunt in the counties of Mason, Menard, Kerr, 
Schleicher, Crockett, Sutton, Kimble, Real, Ed- 
wards, Blanco, Llano, Kendall, Gillespie, El Paso. 
Hudspeth, Culberson, Val Verde, Kinney, Ma- 
verick, Terrell, Brewster and Harris without a 
hunting license except that persons under 17 
years of age and persons hunting on his own 
property or property on which he resides shall 
not be required to hold a hunting license. 


Hunt, kill or possess game birds, game ani- 
mals, or other birds and animals, except where 
provided by law. 


Kill or take turkey hen. 
Kill or injure any bat. 


Have in possession more than fifty game birds 
of all varieties at any one time, excepting trans- 
portation and storage companies. 

Sell or buy game birds or game animals, dead’ 
or. alive, regardless of where caught or killed; 
except game breeders; and taxidermists who may 
sell unclaimed specimens. 

Bring game into this State during the closed 
season on such game without a permit from the 
Game, Fish and Oyster Commission. 

Hunt, kill or take any duck, goose or brant by 
any means other than by ordinary gun, not to ex- 
ceed 10-gauge, capable of being shot from the 
shoulder. 

Kill or hunt any game bird or game animal be- 
tween one-half hour after sunset and one-half 
hour before sunrise. 

Take game birds by net or trap. 

Ship game except to one’s own home or to & 
taxidermist and unless affidavit is attached that. 
the shipper has lawfully killed such game. 

Destroy the nests or eggs of any bird protect- 
ed by the laws of this State. 


Hunt under license of another. 

Receive any hunter on board a boat for pay 
unless owner has a license for his boat. 

Hunt for hire or hire anyone to hunt. 

Hunt from a motor boat, sail boat, boat under 
tow, auto, or aeroplane. 

Hunt on a State Game Preserve. 

Hunt at night with a headlight in a territory 
where deer are known to range. 

Hunt or fish on enclosed lands of another with- 
out the owners consent. 

Refuse to stop a vehicle or auto, when demand- 
ed by a game and fish warden, and it is unlawful 
to refuse to allow a game and fish warden to 
search your game bag when he has reason to: 
believe that a game law has been violated. 

Shoot any gun or firearms in, on, along or 
across any public road in this State. 

Possess any deer carcass or green hide with 
all evidence of sex removed. 

Kill doe deer, fawns or spike bucks. 

Use a deer call, except deer horns which may 
be rattled. 


Keep migratory birds or waterfow on cold stor- 
age 10 days after the season has closed. 


Take any game bird with a shotgun larger tham 
10-guage. 

Take any migratory bird with any gun other 
than a_ shotgun. 

To take any migratory or any other game birds. 
with a shotgun capable of holding more tham 
three shells.

LAWS. 


GENERAL REGULATIONS 


License Required: Resident citizens of Texas 
‘must procure an Artificial Lure License, price 
$1.10, when fishing with artificial lures or bait. 
(No exemptions). 


Non-Resident of Texas or Alien must procure a 
Non-Resident or Alien Fishing License, price 
$5.00, or a Five Day License, price $1. 10, when 
fishing with any kind of bait. Non-Resident is 
any citizen of the United States, who has not 
been a bona fide resident of Texas for four months 
next preceding his application for a license. 


Unlawful for any resident citizen of Texas to 
fish in the counties of Mason, Menard, Kerr, 
Schleicher, Crockett, Sutton, Kimble, Real, Ed- 
wards, Blanco, Llano, Kendall, Gillespie, El Paso, 
Hudspeth, Culberson, Val Verde, Kinney, Ma- 
verick, Terrell, Brewster and Harris without a 
resident fishing license, except persons under 17 
vears of age shall not be required to hold such 
license and except persons fishing on. land he 
owns or on which he resides shall not be required 
to hold a resident fishing license. Fee for Resident 
Fishing License is 55 cents. 

A license is required to sell fish (See salt water 
laws of this digest). 


An artificial lure is any manufactured bait or 
imitation of a natural bait. 


Method of Taking: Ordinary pole and line, set- 
line, trotline, artificial bait and seines, or nets of 
not less than three inch square mesh, except a 
seine or net made of wire or other metallic sub- 
stance or fish traps, minnow seines not more than 
twenty feet in length for the purpose of taking 
minnows for bait. All other methods or means of 
taking fish are prohibited unless especially noted 
below. 


Closed Season: Unlawful to take bass or crapnie 
during the months of March and April. Unlawful 
to use seines or nets or artificial bait during these 
months. Special county restrictions below. 


Size Limits: Black bass not less than eleven 
inches, crappie not less than seven inches with 
exceptions on these and other fish in certain coun- 
ties noted below. 


Sale Prohibited: Sale of black bass or crappie 
or white perch prohibited in all counties. Special 
sale restrictions noted below. 


Bag Limit: Unlawful to take in any one .day 
more than fiftten bass, fifteen .crappie or white 
pereh, thirty-five bream or goggle-eye or an aggre- 
gate of more than fifty of these species or to pos- 
sess at any one time more than thirty bass,thirty- 
erappie or white perch or seventy bream or gogele- 
eye.. This provision does not apply to certain 
counties listed below:

Minnow Laws: License required for dealing im 
minnows (See commercial fishing laws). 


Special Minnow Laws Effecting Following 
Counties: 


Bell County: Unlawful to take minnows from 
the waters of Bell Conuty for the purpose of sale 
or transport more than one hundred and twenty- 
five minnows from said county. 


Blanco, Gillespie, Kendall, Lampasas, Llano, Mc- 
Culloch, Mason, San Saba: Unlawful to possess: 
more than five hundred (500) minaows or trans- 
port same from said counties. 


Comal, Collin, Panola, Wise: Same as Bell 
County. 


Falls County: Unlawful to transport more than. 
one hundred twenty-five (125) minnows at one 
time from borders of said county. 


In order to understand the fishing regulations 
in a county where there is a special law it must 
be understood that the special county regulations 
listed below are supplementary to the general 
regulations and any restrictions contained in a 
special law must be obeyed even though they 
appear to be in conflict with the general law and 
likewise any privilege granted in a special law 
may be enjoyed without concern for general re- 
strictions. 


SPECIAL REGULATIONS 


Archer County: Closed season on bass, perch, 
bream, crappie, and catfish February lst to May 
Ist in Wichita River, Lake Kemp and Diversion 
Lake. No bream under five inches. Not more than: 
ten bass or twenty crappie or a total of twenty 
crappie, perch, bream, and catfish in one day. Not. 
more than twenty pounds of bass and an agegre- 
gate of not more than twenty pounds of crappie, 
perch, bream and catfish. Aggregate of all kinds. 
not over thirty pounds. No nets and seines except 
twenty foot minnow seine for taking bait. Un- 
lawful to take or possess channel or blue catfish, 
less than eleven inches in length. May use one 
trotline per person or not more than two per 
party of two or more. Trotlines must not be set 
nearer than fifty (50) feet or contain more than 
fifty (50) hooks with any two hooks thereon 
nearer than four (4) feet. Unlawful to offer for 
barter or sale, bass, perch, crappie, catfish or 
other fish except minnows for bait. 


Bandera County: Closed season on fishing Jan- 
uary ist to May ist, except Medina Lake closed 
to fishing February, March and April. Limit per 
day 10 bass, 10 crappie, 10 catfish, or an ag- 
gregate of not more than 20 of all such fish, not. 
more than 20 perch per day or 60 in any one 
week or possess more than thrity (30) of any 
of the above enumerated species except perch in 
any one week. Unlawful to take catfish less than 
nine (9) inches or any bass less than eleven (11) 
inches or crappie less than seven (7) inches in 
length. Unlawful to use any method or device 
equipped with more than two hooks except arti- 
ficial lures used with rod and reel except min- 
now seines may be used for the purpose of taking 
bait. Unlawful to take or possess for purpose of 
sale catfish, perch, bass, crappie or bream. 


Baylor County: Same as Archer County. 


Bastrop County: Unlawful to use seine or: net 
of less than three (3) inch square mesh min- 
now seines of not more than twenty (20) feet 
in length to be used for taking minnows for bait 
provided, however, no seine shall be used during 
the months of March and April. 
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Bell County: Unlawful to use any trap, seine, 
or net for the purpose of taking fish except 
minnow seine not more than 20 feet in length 
for taking minnows for bait. 


Bexar County: Closed season on bass, perch, 
crappie, catfish, February 1st to May Ist. Limit 
per day ten bass, ten crappie. No nets and seines 
except twenty foot minnow seine. Unlawful to 
sell any bass, crappie, channel or other catfish. 


Blanco County:’ Unlawful to use seines or nets 
or trotlines or pole and line or set line equipped 
with more than two (2) hooks. Lawful to use 
artificial lure. Unlawful to sell bass, crappie, cat- 
fish, sunfish or perch. Size limit on catfish nine 
(9) inches, bass eleven (11) inches, crappie seven 
(7) imches. Bag limit ten (10) bass, ten (10) 
crappie, ten (10) catfish or an aggregate of twenty 
(20) of all such fish. Twenty (20) perch per day 
and not more than sixty (60) per week or possess 
more than thirty (30) of any of the above species, 
with the exception of perch, in any one week. 
May take sucker, buffalo, carp, shad, or gar with 
seines and nets not less than one (1) inch mesh 
during July, August, September, or October or 
at any time by wire rope or gig but may not possess 
other fish when using such devices. Closed 
January 1st to May Ist. Unlawful to sell any fish 
taken in County. Unlawful to transport minnows 
taken in County. 


Bosque County: May take suckers, buffalo, carp, 
shad or gar with seine or net of not less than 
one inch during July, August, September or 
October or at any time by wire rope or gig but 
may not. pessess other fish when using such 
device. Unlawful to sell minnows taken in County. 
Unlawful to transport more than 125 minnows 
taken in county. 


Bowie County: No seines permitted at any time. 
Three inch square mesh hoop, trammel or gill nets, 
permitted except during March and April but 
must not agitate or beat upon water while using 
nets. May take fish with hook, seine, net, or trap 
from Red River. 


Brown County: Unlawful to sell bass, crappie or 
catfish taken in county. Unlawful to take more 
than thirty-five fish a day. Seines or nets unlaw- 
ful except minnow seine not more than twenty 
feet in length for taking minnows for bait and 
except a three inch mesh seine used for carp and 
suckers in the Oolorado River. 


Burnet County: Unlawful to sell bass, crappie or 
catfish taken in county. Unlawful to take more 
than thirty-five fish in a day. Seines or nets 
unlawful except minnow seine not more than twenty 
feet in length for taking minnows for bait and 
except a three inch mesh seine used for carp 
and suckers in the Colorado River. Unlawful to 
take catfish less than nine inches in length. Un- 
lawful to transport minnows out of County. 


Cass County: Same as Bowie County. 
Chambers County: Same as Mitchell County. 


Cherokee County: Seines and nets prohibited 
during February, March and April except twenty 
(20) foot minnow seine for taking minnows for 
bait. 


Coleman County: Same as Brown County. 


Comal County: Unlawful to take fish by any 
means or device other than ordinary pole and line 
or throwline with not more than two (2) hooks, or 
trotline with hooks not less than six (6) feet apart 
provided however it shall be lawful to use dowa- 
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giac or other artificial bait equipped with more 
than two (2) hooks. Twenty (20) foot minnow 
seine permissable for taking bait. Bag limit ten 
fish of any kind per day or thirty (30) per week 
except perch, twenty (20) per day or sixty (60) 
per week. Closed season on bass, perch, crappie 
and catfish from February 1st to May 1st. Catfish 
must be not less than twelve (12) inches. Unlaw- 
ful to sell any fish taken in said county. 


Collin County: Same as Bell County. 


Comanche County: Same as Bell County. 
Concho County: Same as Brown County. 


Cooke County: Seines or nets prohibited except 
twenty (20) foot minnow seine and seine or net 
of not less than one and one-half inch mesh to 
take fish for propagation purposes during August 
under supervision of game warden. Unlawful to 
sell fish taken in said county. Lawful to take 
fish in Red River with hooks, traps, seines or 
nets. ‘ 


Coryell County: Unlawful to use seine or net 
for purpose of taking any fish except seine or 
net of not less than 38 inches square mesh. May 
be used for taking suckers, carp shad, buffalo, 
or gar and except a minnow seine not greater 
than 20 feet in length may be used for taking 
minnows for bait. Unlawful to take bass of less 
than 11 inches in length, catfish less than 9 inches 
or crappie less than 7 inches. Unlawful to sell 
minnows taken in County. 


Dallas County: Unlawful to take by any means 
other than ordinary pole and line, rod and reel, 
set line, throwline or trotline. No throwline or 
trotline shall have hooks closer than 3 feet apart, 
Any. illegal tackle in possession closer than 200 
vards of any publie water shall be evidence of 
violation of law. Unlawful to use artificial lure 
with more than two hooks. May use a minnow 
seine not greater than 20 feet in length for 
taking minnows for bait. 


Bag Limit: White perch 15, bass 10, green 
perch 25, catfish 25; mav not possess more than 
a total of 15 bass and white perch or a total of 
35 fish mentioned above. 


Delta County: Lawful to grabble for catfish, 
perch, buffalo, and drum or with a one inch mesh 
seine except during March and April. 


Denton County: May take suckers, buffalo, carp, 
shad or gar with seine or net not less than one 
inch mesh during July, August, September or 
October or at any time by wire rope or gig but 
may not possess other fish when using such device. 
Limit not more than twenty (20) crappie, fifteen 
(15) bass or an aggregate of twenty (20) such 
fish in one day. 


DeWitt County: Same as Mitchell County. 


Dimmitt County: Same as Brown County. 


Edwards County: Unlawful to sell any fish 
taken in County. Unlawful to take fish by any 
means or device equipped with more than two 
hooks excent artificial lures used with rod and 
reel. Twenty (20) foot minnow seine permissable 
for taking minnows for bait. Unlawful to take 
or possess eatfish less than nine (9) inches or 
bass less than eleven (11) inches or crappie less 
than seven (7) inches in length. Bag limit not more 
than ten (10) bass, not more than ten (10) crap- 
pie, or not more than ten (10) catfish or an ag- 
gregate of not more than twenty (20) of all such 
fish. Not more than twenty (20) perch in any one 
day or possess more than sixty (60) in any one 


week or possess more than thirty (350) of any of 
the above species, with the exception of perch, 
in any one week. Closed January 1st to May Ist. 


El Paso County: Seines and nets, except ten 
foot minnow seine with meshes not larger than 
three-eights inch square prohibited. Limit: Ten 
fish of any kind in any one day except perch. 
Not more than twenty perch in one day. Unlaw- 
ful to possess more than thirty fish of any variety 
in any week except perch and not more than sixty 
perch in any week. 


Erath County: Seines and nets prohibited. More 
than one hook on any line prohibited except on 
artificial bait. Minnow traps, dip net and min- 
now seines not more than twenty feet in length 
permitted. Unlawful to sell channel or opelousas 
catfish or any other fish taken from the waters 
of Lake Waco or the Bosque River, or its tribu- 
taries in Erath County. Closed season on _ bass, 
crappie, perch, channel or opelousas catfish 
February, March and April of each year in the 
Bosque River and its tributaries. Size limit: 
crapple eight inches, bream, goggle-eye or sunfish 
not less than five inches and catfish less than ten 
inches prohibited. Bag limit, not more than eight 
bass, twelve crappie, twenty green perch, bream 
goggle-eve or sunfish or fifteen opelousas catfish 
in one day or an aggregate of such fish not ex- 
ceeding twenty pounds. Unlawful to troll from a 
motor boat. 


Falls County: Unlawful to buy or sell any fish 
taken from the Brazos River or from waters with- 
in one mile of the mouth of any tributary of the 
Brazos River in Falls County. 


Fannin County: Same as Bosque County. Lawful 
to take fish in Red River with hooks, traps, seines 
or net at any time. 


Fisher County: Same as Mitchell County. 
Franklin County: Same as UVelta County. 
Gillespie County: Same as Blanco County. 


Gonzales County: Unlawful to take bass, crap- 
pie, white perch, calico bass, breams or catfish 
during the months of February, March and April. 
May take suckers, buffalo, carp, shad or gar with 
seine of not less than one inch mesh during July, 
August, September, or October or at any time 
by wire rope or gig but may not possess other 
fish when using such device. 


Grayson County: Unlawful to use any device 
other than ordinary hook and line, setline or throw- 
line or by ordinary cordline. Seines and nets pro- 
hibited except during the month of August when 
same may be used for purpose of taking fish for 
propagation except minnow seines of not more 
than twenty feet in length for taking bait. Size 
limit: bass not less than eight (8) inches, white 
perch or crapipe not less than one-half pound. 
Lawful to take fish from Red River with hooks, 
traps, seines and nets. 


Guadalupe County: Unlawful to offer for sale 
any fish taken from county. Closed season on 
bass, perch, crappie and catfish from February 
1st to May 1st. Seines and nets prohibited except 
minnow seine of not more than ten feet in length 
for taking minnows for bait. Size: catfish not less 
than twelve (12) inches, crappie or white perch 
not less than seven (7) inches and bass not less 
than eleven (11) inches. Bag limit not more than 
ten (10) fish of any one kind a day or not more 
than thirty (30) such fish in any one week except 
perch twenty (20) of which may be taken in one 
day and not more than sixty (60) a week. 
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Hamilton County: Unlawful to use any seine or 
net for taking fish from Bosque River in Hamilton 
County, except a minnow seine of not more than 
20 feet in length may be used in taking minnows 
for bait. And except suckers, buffalo, carp, shad 
and gar may be taken with seine oi not less than 
one and one-half inch mesh during July, August, 
September and October. May not possess any bass, 
crappie, catfish or perch when using such device. 


Harrison County: Unlawful to take any fish by 
any means other than ordinary hook and line, rod 
and reel, set hook and line, trotline, or artificial 
bait. Lawful to use twenty foot minnow seine to 
take minnows for bait. Lawful to use hoop net, 
set net or trammel net, meshes of which are not 
less than three and one-half inches square to take 
buffalo, garfish, catfish, shad, bowfin, or grindle 
at any time except February, March, April and 
May, provided it shall be unlawful to possess any 
other fish at time of possession of any of the 
above fish. Unlawful to take crappie less than 
eight inches. Bag Limit: Fifteen bass or twenty- 
five crappie in any one day. Unlawful to possess 
in storage or to transport more than 15 crap- 
pie or white perch, 25 bass, 86 goggle-eye or 
bream, except two persons riding in the same 
vehicle may possess no more than the number of 
fish provided for one days catch. Unlawful to 
hold game fish in any live box or pond except 
live box of not more than three feet square may 
be used while actually engaged in fishing. Unlaw- 
ful to take crappie, white perch or bass during 
March and April. 


Hardin County: Same as Mitchell County. 


Hays County: Unlawful to take any kind of fish 
during February, March and April. 


Henderson County: Bag limit: crappie fifteen 
(15), bass ten (10), or an aggregate of fifteen 
(15) per day. 


Hill County: Unlawful to transport minnows 
outside of County. 


Hopkins County: Same as Delta County. 


Hunt County: Unlawful to sell bass, crappie or 
catfish, taken in County. May not take fish by 
any means other than by ordinary hook and line, 
trotline or throwline except a seine, the meshes 
of which are not less than one and one-half inches 
square, may be used during the period from 
March Ist through September 30th. 


Jack County: Two inch square mesh, seine or 
net may be used in taking catfish, bass and perch 
except in artificial lakes containing more than 
twenty (20) acres. Unlawful to transport min- 
nows outside of county. Possession of more than 
500 minnows is evidence of intention to trans- 
port same. 


Jackson County: Seines and nets prohibited 
except twenty (20) foot minnow seine for catch- 
ing bait. Flounder gigs permitted. 


Jasper, County: Unlawful to sell catfish of less 
than eighteen (18) inches taken from the waters 
of the Sabine. Attoyac, Angelina or Neches Rivers 
or any of their tributaries. 


Jefferson County: Same as Mitchell County. 


Jim Wells County: Unlawful to take fish for the 
purpose of sale in all the area of the Nueces 
River from La Frusa Dam across the Nueces 
River to the west boundary line of Live Oak 
County and shall include all tributaries of the 
Nueces River within Nueces County. Unlawful to 
use trotline with hooks less than 3 feet. apart. 
Unlawful to take any fish during February, March 
and April. 
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Johnson County: Unlawful to sell minnows 
taken in County. Unlawful to transport more than 
25 minnows outside of Oounty. 


Jones County: Unlawful to use any seine or 
net except a minnow seine not more than 20 feet 
in length in taking. minnows, sunfish, suckers 
or gars.

Unlawful to retain in any one day 
more than 15 crappie, five bass, or an aggregate 
of 15 crappie and bass, fifteen catfish, ten bream 
and goggle-eye perch, and fifteen drum.

ful to take bass less than 11 inches in length, 
crappie less than 8 inches, catfish less than 10 
inches or bream or perch less than 6 inches.

Lake Corpus Christi: Unlawful to take fish 
for purpose of sale. Unlawful to use any seine 
except minnow seine not more than 20 feet in 
length. Unlawful to use trotline with hooks less 
than 3 feet apart. 


Lamar County: May use two inch square mesh 
seine or net except during March and April or 
twenty (20) foot minnow seine for taking bait. 
Unlawful to take more than thirty-five (35) fish 
a day or take bass, crappie or catfish for the 
purpose of sale. Unlawful to take fish with hook, 
seine, net or trap from Red River. 


Lampasas County: Same as McCulloch County. 
Live Oak County: Same as Jim Wells County. 
Llano County: Same as Blanco County. 
Loving County: Same as Brown County. 
Marion County: Same as Harrison County. 
Mason County: Same as Blanco County. 


Medina County: Closed season on bass, perch, 
crappie and catfish, February 1st to May Ist. 
Limit per day ten bass, ten crappie. No nets and 
seines except twenty (20) foot minnow seines. 
Unlawful to sell any bass, crappie, channel or 
other catfish, 


Medina Lake: Special license required of all 
persons over the age of 17 years. Annual license 
fee $1.00, daily license fee 25c. Holders of other 
valid fishing licenses are not exempt from holding 
Medina Lake license. 


Menard County: Same as Edwards County. 
Mills County: Same as Brown County. 


Mitchell County: May take suckers, buffalo, 
carp, shad or gar with seine or net of not less 
than one inch during July, August September 
or October or at any time by wire rope or gig 
Pe, may not possess other fish when using such 
evice. 
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Morris County: Lawful to use two inch mesh 
seine or net except during March and April. 


Montgomery County: Unlawful to use seines or 
nets of less than three (3). inches square mesh 
and all seines or nets prohibited during the 
months of February, March, April, May and June 
except twenty (20) foot minnow seine may be 
used for taking minnows for bait. 


McCulloch County: Unlawful to sell bass, crap- 
pie or catfish taken in County. Unlawful to take 
more than 35 fish a day. Seines or nets unlawful 
except minnow seines not more than 20 feet in 
length used in taking minnows for bait. And ex- 
cept 3 inch mesh seines used for taking carp and 
suckers from the Colorado River. Unlawful to 
transport minnows outside of County. 


McLennan County: Same as Erath County. 


Nacogdoches County: Unlawful to use seine or 
net except during June, July, August, September, 
October, November and December. Must not be 
less than three inch square mesh and bass, trout, 
crappie or white perch taken in seine or net re- 
turned to water. Twenty foot minnow seine for 
taking bait permitted. 


Newton County: Same as Jasper County. 
Nolan County: Same as Mitchell County. 
Orange County: Same as Mitchell County. 


Palo Pinto County: Unlawful to transport min- 
nows out of County. 


Parker County: May take _ suckers, buffalo, 
carp, Shad or gar with seine or net of not less 
than one inch during July, August, September, 
and October, or at any time by wire rope or 
gig, but may not possess other fish when using 
such device. Unlawful to transport minnows out 
of county. 


Pecos County: Same as Brown County.

Red River County: May take fish with hook, 
seine, net, or trap from Red River. May use two 
inch square mesh seine or net except months of 
March and April or twenty (20) foot minnow 
seine for taking bait. 


Reeves County: Same as Brown County. 


Rockwall County: One and one-half inch seine 
or net permitted during the months of July, Au- 
gust and September. Size limit, bass eight (8) 
inches, crappie one-half pound. Unlawful to take 
any fish for sale. 


Runnels County: Same as Brown County. 


Rusk County: Three and one-half inch hoop net, 
set net or trammel net may be used for the taking 
buffalo, gar and catfish, shad and bowfin or 
grindle at any time except during February, 
March, April and May. Unlawful to possess other 
fish when using net or seine. Twenty (20) foot 
minnow seine permissible for taking bait. 


Sabine County: Seines or nets prohibited ex- 
cept minnow seine not more than twenty (20) 
feet in length for taking bait. 

San Augustine County: Same as Sabine County. 


San Patricio County: Same as Jim Wells 
County. 


San Saba County: Unlawful to take fish for 
sale or to use any device other than ordinary pole 
and line or throwline equipped with not more 
than two hooks excepting artificial lures and 
twenty (20) foot minnow seines for taking bait. 
Seines and nets of not less than three inch mesh 
permissible for taking carp and suckers in Colo- 
rado River. Bag limit not more than ten (10) fish 
of any one kind per day or more than thirty (30) 
in any one week except perch and not more than 
twenty (20) per day nor more than sixty (60) in 
any one week. Catfish must be not less than 
twelve (12) inches in length. Unlawful to trans- 
port minnows outside of County. 


Shackelford County: Same as Jones County. 


Somervell County: Unlawful to sell minnows 
taken in County. Unlawful to transport more than 
125 minnows outside of County. 


Stephens County: Unlawful to transport min- 
nows out of County. 


Sutton County: Same as Edwards County. 
Tom Green County: Same as Brown County. 
Titus County: Same as Morris County. 


Travis County: Unlawful to take bass or crap- 
ple during February, March and April. Unlawful 
to use artificial lures during February, March 
and April. Unlawful at any time to take bass of 
less length than 11 inches, crappie of less length 
than 7 inches, catfish of less length than 11 
inches, or gasper gou of less length than 11 inch- 
es. Unlawful to take more than 10 bass, 15 crap- 
pie, 15 gasper gou or 10 catfish or more than 20 
of all such fish at any one time or to have in 
possession more than the above number at any 
one time. Unlawful to take fish except by hook 
and line, trotline, artificial lure, rod and reel, or 
throwline. Hooks on throwlines and trotlines must 
not be closer than 3 feet apart. Unlawful to sell 
or offer for sale any fish caught in Travis County. 
Unlawful to transport minnows out of County. 


Tyler County: Same as Jasper County. 


Upshur County: Lawful to take suckers with 
trammel net during February, March and April 
in Gin Lake and Glade Creeks. 


Uvalde County: Same as Brown County. 

Val Verde County: Same as Brown County. 
Ward County: Same as Brown County. 
Williamson County: Same as McCulloch County 
Wichita County: Same as Archer County. 


Wise County: Two inch square mesh seine or 
net may be used in taking catfish, bass and perch 
except in artificial lakes containing more than 
twenty acres. Bag limit: White perch or crappie, 
fifteen; bass, ten; aggregate bass and crappie 
fifteen in any one day. 


Wood County: Lawful to use a two inch square 
mesh seine or net to take catfish, drum, buffalo, 
suckers, carp, shad or garfish at any time. 


Young County: Unlawful to sell any fish taken 
from county except from Brazos River and fro:n 
Clear Fork of the Brazos River. Minnows may be 
taken and sold. Unlawful to use seine or net in Clear 
Fork of Brazos with mesh less than 2 inches 
square. Closed season on bass, crappie or white 
perch or bream February I1st to May Ist. Size 
limit: Crappie 8 inches, bream 5 inches. Trolling 
from motor boat unlawful. Bag limit: Not more 
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than eight bass in a day nor more than twenty 
pounds nor more than sixteen crappie, calico bass 
or bream or an aggregate of sixteen of all such 
fish weighing not more than twenty pounds. Nor 
more than thirty pounds crappie, sun perch, calico 
bass or bream. Unlawful to take any bass of less 
than 11 inches, any crappie, drum or calico bass 
less than 8 inches from Clear Fork or Brazos 
River. Unlawful to transport minnows outside of 
County. 


Zavala County: Same as Brown County. 


Season closed during the month of April and 
May in the following counties: Armstrong, Briscoe, 
Carson, Castro, Dallam, Deaf Smith, Donley, Gray, 
Hall, Hansford, Hartley, Hemphill, Hutchinson, 
Lipscomb, Moore, Ochiltree, Oldham’, Parmer, Pot- 
ter, Randall, Roberts, Sherman, Swisher, Wheeler.

Persons using artificial lures or baits in salt 
waters under jurisdiction of Texas are required to 
carry an artificial lure license. Out of State or 
non-resident persons fishing for pleasure in such 
salt waters are required to procure a non-resident 
fishing license. (See license under Fresh Water 
Fish Laws). . 


Wholesale Fish Dealer’s License is required of 
each person, firm or corporation who buys for the 
purpose of selling to retail fish dealers and to the 
consumer or who cans, preserves or processes 
aquatic products for commercial purposes. 


Wholesale Truck Dealer’s License is required of 
each person, firm or corporation who operates a 
truek for the purpose of sellng to or taking orders 
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from retail fish dealers and/or to the consumer 
trade. Separate license required for each truck 
operated. 


Retail Truck Dealer’s License is required of any 
person, firm or corporation engaged in the business 
of buying for the purpose of selling or distributing 
either fresh or frozen aquatic products to the 
consumer trade. Separate license required by each 
truck so operated and sales only permitted to 
hotels, cafes and house to house peddling. 


Retail Fish Dealer’s License is required of any 
person, firm or corporation engaged in the business 
of buying for purpose of selling either fresh or 
frozen edible aquatic products to the consumer. Sep- 
arate license will be required for each market in 
which such dealer or person operates. Fee of such 
license based on population of the city. 


Retail Oyster Dealer’s Ihicense is required of 
any person, firm or corporation buying oysters 
only for the puprose of selling to the consumer 
trade in cities of more than 7,500 population. 
(This license is provided for use ot markets or 
dealers handling oysters only and who do not 
care. to take out retail fish and oyster dealer’s 
license). 


Commercial Fisherman’s License is required of 
any person who takes fish, oysters, shrimp, and 
other edible aquatic products from the waters of 
this State for pay or for the purpose of sale, barter 
or exchange. 


Bait Dealer’s License is required of any person 
who sells, either minnows. fish, shrimp or other 
aquatic products for fish bait. 


Fish Guide License is required of any person 
who operates a boat for pay or anything of value 
in accompanying or transporting any person en- 
gaged in taking any edible aquatic life from the 
waters of this State. 


Shrimp Trawl License is required of each boat 
operating or towing a trawl. 


Seine or Net License must be attached to each 
hundred feet or fraction thereof of each seine 
or net used for the purpose of taking fish or 
shrimp from the waters of this State, except in 
fresh waters for non-commercial purposes. 


Fish Boat License is required of each boat 
equipped with motor of any kind or with sails 
when used for taking aquatic products for com- 
mercial purposes. 


Skiff License is required for each boat propelled 
by oars or poles that is used for the purpose of 
taking aquatic products for commercial purposes. 


Oyster Dredge License is required for each boat 
used for the purpose of dredging oysters. 


Mussel License will be required for the purpose 
of taking mussel or mussel shells from the beds of 
state owned streams and waters. 


All Fish and Oyster License become effective 
September 1 and expire August 31 of the following 
year. 


FISH (Salt Water) 


Size Limit: Flounder twelve (12) inches, speckled 
trout twelve (12) inches, red fish not less than 
twelve (12) inches or over thirty-two (32) inches, 
drum not less than eight (8) inches nor over twen- 
ty (20) inches; pompano nine (9) inches; sheep- 
head eight (8) inches; mackerel fourteen (14) 
inches and graffttopsail eleven (11) inches. It shalk 
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me unlawful to sever the head except redfish 
and catfish. Such headless body of redfish shall 
not measure more than twenty-seven (27) inches 
‘in length and headless catfish shall not measure 
less than eight (8) inches in length. 


TERRAPIN (Salt Water) 


Open Season: November, December, January and 
Webruary, 


Size: Not less than six (6) inches in length. 


GREEN TURTLE 
Size: Not less than twelve (12) pounds in weight. 


OYSTERS 
Open Season: September 1st to March 31st. 


That part of Laguna Madre which is south and 
west of Baffin’s Bay has no closed season on oysters. 


Matagorda Bay: Unlawful to dredge oysters in 
the head waters of Matagorda Bay east of a line 
from Palacios Point on the mainland in Mata- 
gorda County across Matagorda Bay to Cotton Bay- 
ou on the Matagorda Peninsula. 


Calhoun County: Unlawful to take oysters of 
Jess than three and one-half inches from hinge to 
mouth without permission of the Commissioner’s 
Court of Calhoun County. All submerged lands in 
Calhoun are withdrawn from lease and location 
for the planting of oysters or the making of private 
oyster bed. 


Caranchua Bay: Unlawful to use oyster dredge 
in Caranchau Pass or within 300 yards from the 
mouth of said pass. 


Size Limit: In shell, 314 inches. 


American citizens, or any firm or corporation 
composed of such citizens, may use scrapers or 
dredges in removing oysters from natural reefs pro- 
vided they have procured a license from the Game, 
Fish and Oyster Commission before beginning op- 
erations. 


The Game, Fish and Oyster Commission is em- 
powered to close a reef by giving two weeks notice 
when it kas reason to believe same is being over- 
worked. 


Shell from oysters opened or shucked on board 
the boat must be devosited on shore as directed by 
Game, Fish and Oyster Commission. 


A person leasing an oyster claim or reef may 
obtain permission from the Game, Fish and Oyster 
Commission to seine thereon for drum fish. 


SHRIMP 


Size Limit of Shrimp: Not less than five and one- 
half inches except shrimp taken for bait in a twenty 
foot minnow seine or cast net or in a shrimp 
trawl not more than ten feet at the mouth and not 
more than twenty feet in length. A bait trawl may 
be used in any of the tidal waters of this State. 


SEINES AND NETS 


Seines may be used only in the Gulf of Mexico 
and must not be more than eighteen hundred (1800) 
feet in length, and not less than one and one-half 
inch square in mesh except the bag and for fifty 
(50) feet on each side of the bag shall not be 
larger than one inch square mesh. 


Nets shall not be smaller than one and one-half 
inch square mesh. 


It is unlawful to use shrimp trawl without a 
license or seine or net without a tag, issued by 
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the Game, Fish and Oyster Commission, attached 
to such device. 


Unlawful to use a seine, net or shrimp trawl, 
except a bait trawl, in Orange, Jefferson, Cham- 
bers, Harris, Galveston and Brazoria Counties or 
in streams, lakes, bayous or canals ot Matagorda 
County except that strike nets, gill nets, trammek 
nets or shrimp trawls may be used in East Gal- 
veston Bay in the counties of Galveston and 
Chambers during the period beginning August 15th 
and ending May 15th of each year, but may not be 
used in Swan Lake, Moses Lake, Clear Lake, 
Dickinson Bayou west of a line running from 
Miller’s Point to April Pool Point, Turtle Bay and 
that portion of East Bay northwest of a line ex- 
tending from Kemah to Mesquite Knoll. 


Unlawful to use a seine, net or shrimp trawl, ex- 
cept a bait trawl at any time in or on the waters 
of Agua Dulce Oreek, Oso Creek, Shamrock Cove, 
Nueces Bay, Ingleside Cove, Red Fish Cove, Shoal 
Bay, Mud Flats, Shallow Bay, defined as beginning 
at the southwest end of Red Fish Cove; thence 
south on a line intersecting Corpus Christi Chan- 
nel and all waters lying from this line, the said 
channel and between Harbor Island and the main 
land to Aransas Bay; all of Aransas Bay between 
Port Aransas and Corpus Christi Bayou and lying 
between Harbor Island and Mud Island, Puerto 
Bay, St. Charles Bay, Hines Bay, Contec Lake, 
Oyster Lake, Turtle Bay, Copano Bay, Mission 
Bay, or in or within a mile of the pass on the 
north of Laguna Madre leading into Corpus 
Christi Bay, defined as beginning one quarter of 
a mile southwest of Pita Island and running to 
Flour Bluff, or in any of the tidal waters of 
Willacy County west of Padre Island or in any 
of the tidal waters of Kenedy or Kleberg Counties. 


it shall be unlawful for any person to place, 
set, use, or have in possession or to have on board 
any boat, or on any vehicle, any seine, net or 
trawl in the waters of Corpus Christi Bay and 
Laguna Madre and connecting inlets or bayous, 
lying between a line on the north running east: 
from a stake or marker on the shore on the north- 
easterly point of Flour Bluff to a stake or 
marker on the Mustang Island, one mile 
north of Corpus Christi Pass, and the Nueces- 
Kleberg County line on the south; or Celle Del 
Oso and connecting inlets and bayous; or Oso 
Creek; or Corpus Christi Pass; or Aransas Pass: 
or within one mile of the Passes mentioned herein; 
all waters of Aransas Bay lying south of a line 
running from a stake or marker located on the 
shore of St. Joseph Island one mile north of the 
bayside entrance to the Pass, commonly known as 
North Pass, to the southern end of Mud Island, 
thence to the north side of the entrance to Corpus: 
Christi Bayou; all waters lying between Harbor 
Tsland and St. Joseph Island; all waters lying 
between Harbor Island and Mustang Island; or that 
part of Redfish Bay, and connecting inlets and 
bayous, lying south and southwest of a line start- 
ing at the juncture of the railroad dumps on the 
mainland. running east along the center of said 
dumps to its eastern extremity, thence northeast 
to the north side of the eastern entrance to Corpus 
Christ Bavou, thence sontheast to the northerm 
extremity of Harbor Island to a stake or marker,. 
and north and northeast of a line running directly 
east and west from the mainland to Harbor Islan? 
or in anv pass or channel leading from any body 
across the southern extremitv of Ransom Point: 
of water to another in any of the salt waters of 
Nueces County, Texas. 


Provided it shall not be unlawful to use a min- 
now seine not exceeding twenty feet in length, 
east net or bait trawl for taking bait. 


Provided it shall not be unlawful to possess 
seines and nets while enroute to waters where 
same may be lawfully used. 
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Provided that shrimp trawls may be used in 
Matagorda Bay, San Antonio Bay and in that part 
of Aransas Bay and that part of Corpus Christi 
‘Bay not mentioned above. Such trawls also per- 
‘mitted in Espiritu Santo Bay in Calhoun County 
and Lavaca Bay during the months of September, 
‘October, November and December. Seining per- 
missable in the waters of Powder Horn Lake in 
‘Calhoun County during the months of January, 
December and February of each year. 


Unlawful to use strike nets, gill nets or trammel 
‘nets. in Caranchua Bay in Calhoun and Jackson 
Counties: except same may be used in this Bay in 
Cathoun County during January, February and 
March.. 20 foot minnow seine and cast nets may 
be used at any time. 


Unlawful to have in possession any seine, strike 
net, gill net, trammel net, or shrimp trawl in or 
on any “of the waters of this State where such 
device is prohibited from being used unless such 
device is on board a vessel when such vessel is at 
a port or in a channel while enroute to or from the 
Gulf. of Mexico. Any seine or net or shrimp trawl] 
possesed in violation of this law is subject to 
Roe by any officer and destruction by a court 
order. 


Unlawful to use any seine, net or shrimp trawl 
in any channel or canal connecting one body of 
bay water with another body of bay water. or in 
any channel connecting a bay with the Gulf of 
Mexico or within a mile of such channel. 


UNLAWFUL TO 


Use dredge or any means other than hand tongs 
in water less than 4 feet deep. 


Use power dredge in water less than 6 feet 
deep. 


Ship, sell or possess for purpose of sale any fish 
or oysters taken from an insanitary reef. 


Plant, or buy oysters for planting, bedding, 
marketing, or other purpose during closed season 
without permit from the Game, Fish and Oyster 
Commission. 


Ship or accept for shipment or transportation 
ae closed season, oysters taken from public 
reefs. 


Fail, or refuse to scatter culls from oysters you 
take from reefs. 


Open or shuck oysters for market near or on 
reefs. 


Sell oysters taken for planting or depositing 
for preparation for market. 


Sell cargo of oysters containing more than five 
per cent young oysters. 


Use insanitary containers. 
Float or bloat oysters. 


Deface, injure, destroy or remove any buoy, 
marker or fence, or part thereof. 


Refuse to show license. 


Erect, set, operate or maintain any fish pound 
net within three (3) nautical miles from coast 
line without permit from Game, Fish and Oyster 
Commission. 


Take for sale any mussels, clams or naiads or 
shells thereof, without a license. 
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Use explosives or to muddy water. 


Use any seine, net, gill net, trotline or other 
device, except hook and line, for the purpose of 
fishing within the channel, turning basin, or other 
waters of any navigation district. 


All undersize fish must be returned to the waters 
from which taken. 


FUR-BEARING ANIMAL LAWS 


The animals that are classed as fur-bearing ani- 
mals in Texas are Badger, Civet Cat, Fox, Mink, 
Muskrat, Opposum, Polecat or Skunk, Racoon, 
Beaver, and Ringtail Cat. Game animals may not 
be trapped at any time nor their pelts or hides 
sold. Deer, antelope, mountain sheep, bear and 
squirrels are game animals. (See Game Laws). 


PROPERTY OF STATE 


The protected fur-bearing animals and their 
pelts are the property of the State until they have 
been lawfully taken, and all regulations and laws 
complied with. 


OPEN SEASON (General Laws) 


The period of time when you may lawfully take 
Badger, Civet Cat, Fox (certain counties closed) 
Mink, Opposum, Pole Cat or Skunk, Racoon and 
Ringtail Cat is during the months of December and 
January of each year. Fur bearing animals may 
be taken with traps, guns or dogs, except that 
steel traps may not be used in certain counties. 


Muskrats: May be taken from November 15th to 
March 15th of each year with traps only. 


Beaver: May be taken only in Val Verde County 
and counties west of the Pecos River during the 
month of January. 


Otter: Unlawful to take or possess in any portion 
of Texas (except certain counties). 


OPEN SEASON (Special Laws) 


Unlawful to kill, take or have in possession for 
sale any fox or the pelts thereof (also beaver and 
otter) in the following counties: Angelina, Bastrop, 
Bell, Bosque, Bowie, Brazos, Burleson, Caldwell, 
Camp, Cherokee, Cook, Delta, Denton, Erath 
Falls, Franklin, Freestone, Grayson, Grimes, Hardin, 
Harrison, Henderson, Hill, Hood, Hopkins, Hous- 
ton, Hunt, Jasper, Jefferson, Johnson, Kaufman, 
Lee, Leon, Liberty, Limestone, Milam, Madison, 
Morris, McLennon, Nacogdoches, Navarro, Palo 
Pinto, Panola, Polk, Rains, Robertson, Rusk, San 
Jacinto, Shelby, Titus, Trinity, Tyler, Upshur, Van 
Zandt, Walker, Washington, and Wood. 


Angelina County: Trapping permitted on one’s 
own property or on property where permit has 
been given by the owner. 


Bowie County: Unlawful to set trap, snare or 
deadfall except on land owned and in possession 
of person so trapping. Unlawful to possess for 
purpose of sale any wild fox or pelt thereof. 


Bosque County: Unlawful to sell or offer for 
sale the pelt or pelts of fox. 


Brewster County: Unlawful to take badger or 
racoon in Brewster County south of Southern 
Pacific Railroad tracks. 


Cass County: Same as Bowie County. 
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Camp County: Unlawful to trap, hunt with gun 
or possess any fox or pelt thereof. 


Caldwell Caunty: Unlawful to sell or possess for 
purpose of sale any wild beaver, otter or fox 
or pelt thereof. 


Cherokee County: Unlawful to set steel trap for 
purpose of taking fur-bearing animals except 
from December 15th to January 15th or when set 
within two hundred (200) yards of some residence. 


Cottle County: Open season December Ist to 
February 15th, except muskrats, which is from 
November 15th to April 1st inclusive. 


Fannin County: Unlawful to kill, capture or 
take possession of any fox 


Freestone County: Unlawful to use steel traps 
snare or deadfall except on one’s own property 
or where permit has been given by property owner. 


Guadalupe County: Unlawful to take trap or kill 
any racoon or mink. 


Harrison County: Unlawful to kill any fur- 
bearing animals by means of steel trap, snare: or 
deadfall unless such animal is in the act of destroy- 
ing or about to destroy property. 

Henderson County: Unlawful to set any trap, 
snare, or deadfall on lands of another without 
written permission. 
. Houston County: Trapping permitted only on 
one’s own property or where permit has been 
given by property owner. 


Jasper County: Unlawful to possess for the 
purpose of sale any wild fox, or pelt thereof. 


Lamar County: Same as Fannin County. 

‘Lee County: Same as Caldwell County. 

Marion County: Same as Bowie County. 

Montgomery County: Unlawful to use steel .traps 
for the purpose of taking fur-bearing animals or 
set same except within two hundred (200) yards 
of some residence. 

Milam County: Same as Caldwell County. 

Nacogdoches County: Same as Angelina County. 

Navarro County: Same as Bowie County. 

Newton County: Same as Jasper County. 

Red River County: Same as Fannin County. 


Sabine County: Same as Montgomery County. 


San Augustine County: Same as Montgomery 
County. 


Shelby County: Closed for period of two years, 
except racoons, opposum, and mink may be taken 
from December 1st to February 1st. 


Smith County: Unlawful to kill or posses any fox. 


Van Zandt County: Unlawful to trap on private 
lands without written permission of owner. 


_Washington County: Unlawful to take, trap or 
kill any racoon or mink. 


Wood County: Unlawful to take any fur-bearing 
animals. Unlawful to buy, sell or offer for sale 
ee fur of any wild animal. Unlawful to take any 
Ox. 
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TRAPPER DEFINED 


A trapper is any person who takes for the pur- 
pose of barter or sale, and who sells or offers 
for sale the pelts of any of the fur-bearing animals 
of this State. 


TRAPPER’S LICENSE 


The fee for a Resident Trapper’s License is 
One Dollar ($1.00). Trapper’s License may be 
procured from any Game and Fish Warden, County 
Clerk, authorized License Warden or direct fro: 
the office of the Game, Fish and Oyster Commis- 
sion at Austin, Texas. 


A hunting license does not authorize or permit 
a person to hunt or take fur-bearing animals or 
their pelts. 


It is unlawful for a person over the age of 
seventeen years to hunt with a gun in a county 
other than the one in which he or she resides 
without a hunting license (See Game Laws). 


A trapper’s License permits a person to trap 
or take fur-bearing animals in any county of 
Texas, but when such person hunts with a gun in 
a county other than the one in which he resides 
he must procure a Hunting License in addition 
to his Trapper’s License (See Game Laws). 


PROPAGATION OF FUR-BEARING ANIMALS 


For a fee of $5.00 a permit can be obtained for 
the purpose of taking fur-bearing animals alive 
during the open season for the purpose of sale or 
propagation. 


FUR BUYER DEFINED 


Wholesale Fur Buyer: A wholesale fur buyer 
who purchases for himself or on behalf of another 
person, the pelt or pelts of any of the fur-bearing 
animals of this State from a retail fur btyer 
and for from the trapper. 


Retail Fur Buyer: A retail fur buyer is any 
person who purchases the pelt or pelts of any of 
the fur-bearing animals of this State from the 
trappers only. 


FUR BUYERS LICENSE 


The fee for a Retail Fur Buyers License is $5.00. 
The fee for a Wholesale Fur Buyers License 
is $25.00. 


DEALER’S REPORT 


Every Fur Dealer must file with the Game, Fish 
and Oyster Commission, not later than the tenth 
day of each month, a complete sworn report, on 
printed forms furnished by the Game, Fish and 
Ovster Commission, of the kind and number of the 
pelts of fur-bearing animals purchased in this 
State and shipped out of the State during the 
preceding month. No report is required for those 
months when no pelts are purchased. The above 
report is required of Dealers who buy in the 
State and ship out of the State. If the dealer 
is a Tanner, Furrier, Taxidermist or Manufacturer, 
who tans or manufactures the pelt into a finished 
product in this State, a report is required not later 
than the tenth day of the month which shows 
the number of pelts purchased during the preced- 
ing month. 


UNDRIED PELTS 
The possession of undried pelts after fifteen days 
after the close of the open season shall be PRIMA 
FACIE evidence that the pelt was taken during the 


closed season. The trapper is given fifteen days 
immediately following the close of the open season 
for drying of pelts taken by him during the open 
season. ; 


PREDATORY ANIMALS: 


Wolves, Coyotes, Cougars, Rabbits, Wild Cats, 
Bob Cats, Weasels, Mountain Lions, Mexican 
Lions, and Ocelot are not classed as fur-bearing 
animals. They are not protected by law. They 
may be killed at any time of the year. 


It is unlawful for any person to possess or to 
receive, or to transport, or to have for the purpose 
of transporting, or for the purpose of turning loose, 
or to turn loose or to cause to be turned loose 
any live wolf within this State. 


IMPORTANT NOTICE 


Federal Lacey Act: This legislation enacted in 
1900, and amended and incorporated in the Crimin- 
al Code of the United States in 1909, prohibits the 
delivery of dead bodies of wild animals or parts 
thereof to any common carrier for transportation 
from one State to another when such animals have 
been killed or shipped in violation of State Laws. 
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GAME LAWS 


GAME BIRDS AND GAME ANIMALS 


Property of State: All wild birds and wild ani- 
mals belong to the people of this State. 


Game Animals: Deer, elk, antelope, wild sheep, 
bear, squirrels, and peccary. 


Game Birds: Turkeys, ducks, geese, brant, grouse, 
prairie chickens, pheasants, quail, or partridges, wild 
pigeons, doves, snipes, chachalaca, plover and shore 
birds of all varieties. 


Non-Game Birds: Unlawful to kill or have in 
possession either dead or alive. 


Unprotected Birds: English sparrows, crows, ra- 
vens, vultures or buzzards, rice-birds, roadrunners, 
goshawk, Cooper hawk or blue darter, sharpshinned 
hawk, duck-hawk, jaybirds, sapsuckers, blackbirds, 
starling, woodpeckers, butcher birds or shrike, and 
the great horned owl. Canaries and parrots as do- 
mestic pets are unprotected. 
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DOVES 
Open Season and Bag Limits 
(Combined State and Federal Regulations) 


Open Season: (Mourning Doves) September lst 
to October 8lst in the counties of Yoakum, Terry, 
Lynn, Garza, Kent, Stonewall, Haskell, Throckmorton, 
Young, Jack, Wise, Denton, Collin, Hunt, and all 
Counties North thereof, and in the counties of Parker, 
Ellis, Johnson, Tarrant, Dallas, Rockwall, Kaufman, 
Hopkins, Franklin and Delta. 


September 15th to November 15th in all of the re- 
mainder of the State except that in that portion of 
the State lying South of the Texas-Mexican Rail- 
road it is lawful to hunt doves only on Sundays, 
Tuesdays, Thursdays and Saturdays during che open 
season, but this exception does not include any part 
of Webb and Zapata Counties. 


Doves may be taken only during the hours from 
7 a. m. to sunset. 


Bag Limit: 15 in any one day and not more than 
15 in possession at any one time. Possession limit 
includes an aggregate of both mourning and white 
winged doves. 


Doves (White Winged): The laws governing the 
taking of white winged doves are the same as those 
regulating the taking of mourning doves and the two 
species are considered in the aggregate when calcu- 
lating the bag limit. 


May not use any gun other than a shotgun. May 
not use shotguns capable of holding more than three 
shells. Shotguns capable of holding more than three 
shells must be permanently plugged to a three-shell 
capacity. Shotguns larger than 10 gauge prohibited. 


MIGRATORY WATERFOWL 
Open Season: November 15th to December 29th. 


Bag Limits: Ducks—10 in the aggregate of all 
species; possession limit 20 in the aggregate of all 
species. Daily bag may contain three canvasback, 
redhead, bufflehead or ruddy ducks, or an aggregate 
of three ducks of these formerly completely protected 
species. Possession limit for the species named is 
six of any single specie, or six in the aggregate. 


Geese and Brant: Four per day, may possess eight 
at one time. 


Coot: Twenty-five, and any person at any one 
time may possess not more than 25. 


Wilson’s Snipe or Jacksnipe: Fifteen, and any 
person at any time may possess not more than 15. 


No Open Season: Wood ducks, Swans, and Ross’ 
geese. 


Shooting may be done between 7 .a. m. and 4 p. m. 


Shooting allowed only with shotgun and bow and 
arrow. Shotguns larger than 10 gauge prohibited. 
Repeating or automatic shotguns must be perman- 
ently plugged to three shell capacity. 


WILDLIFE SANCTUARY 


Vinget et Un Islands in Galveston Bay are declared 
a wildlife sanctuary. It is un‘awfrl to enter upon 
these Islands for any purpose without permission of 
the Game, Fish and Oyster Commission. 
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Rockport Wildlife Sanctuary: Unlawful to take 
any bird or birds. (Boundaries described by suit- 
able markers in Rockport area.) 


PRAIRIE CHICKENS OR PINN Ae MBG SF THE 


No Open Season. MAR ? 3 1940 
QUATL AND CHACHOGERSITY OF ILLINOIS 


Open Season: Both North and South Zones—De- 
cember ist to January 16th, inclusive. If shotguns 
are used they must not be larger than 10 gauge, and 
must be permanently plugged so that they will hold 
no more than three shells. 


Bag Limit: 12 a day and not more than 86 a 
week. 


Special Laws on Quail: No open season in the 
following counties: Callahan, Coleman, Gaines, 
Haskell, McCulloch, San Saba, Terry and Yoakum. 


Camp County: Unlawful to take quail except on 
Friday of each week and legal holidays during the 
period December ist to January 16th, inclusive. 


Kaufman County: Unlawful to take quail except 
on Mondays, Wednesdays, and Saturdays of each 
week during the period December ist to January 16th, 
inclusive. 


Comanche County: Unlawful to hunt quail on 
lands of another without written permission, except 
when accompanied by owner or agent of the land.

Guadalupe County: Unlawful to take quail ex- 
cept on Sundays and Wednesdays during period De- 
cember ist to January 16th, inclusive. 


Wood County: Quail may be taken on Mondays, 
Wednesdays and Fridays of each week during the 
period from December lst to January 16th. May 
not hunt quail upon premises of another without 
written consent or presence of two witnesses that 
such consent was given.

No open season under Federal regulations. 
ANTELOPE, WILD SHEEP AND ELK 


No open season. 
BEAR 
Open Season: November i6th to December 3st. 
Bag Limit: One a season 
Brewster County: Untawful to take bear south of 
the Southern Pacific Railroad. 
DEER (Bucks with Pronged Antlers) 


Open Season: White-tail deer, November 16th to 
December 31st; Blacktail or Mule deer, east of Pecos 


*~ River, November 16th to December 31st and west of 


Pecos River, November 16th to November 30th. 


Bag Limit: Two bucks a season, except Black- 
tail or Mule deer, west of Pecos River, only one @ 
season. 

Special Laws on Deer

LICENSE 


Resident Hunting: Price $2.00. Required of every 
citizen of this State above the age of seventeen years, 
who hunts out of the county of his residence. A 
citizen is any person who has been for at least six 
months a bona fide resident of this State immediately 
preceding application for a hunting license. 


Non-Resident: Price $25.00. Required of every 
person above the age of seventeen years, who is not 
a citizen of this State, or who is an alien. 


Hunting Boat License: Price $2.00. Required of 
every person owning or navigating a sail boat or 
power boat for accomodating hunters for pay. 


Shooting Preserve License: Price $5.00. Required 
of every person who acts as manager for any club, 
or the owner of any club, or a shooting resort, or 


lessor of premises leased for hunting purposes, who 
accomodates hunters for pay. 


Game Breeder’s License: Price $2.00. Required 
of every person who holds in captivity any game ani- 
mals or game bird for the purpose of propagation for 
sale. Apply to Game, Fish and Oyster Commission 
for detailed information. 


STORAGE OF WILD GAME 


No limit to the time game birds or game animals 
may be kept in storage if placed in storage within 
three days after the end of the season, except migra- 
tory birds and waterfowls, which may be possessed 
for only ten days after close of season. Any person 
accepting game for storage must keep a record giv- 
ing time of storage, name and address of person plac- 
ing game on storage and kind and amount of game 
stored by each individual and owner of game stored. 


UNLAWFUL TO 


Hunt out of the county of your residence without 
a license. 


Hunt in the counties of Mason, Menard, Kerr, Sch- 
leicher, Crockett, Sutton, Kimble, Real, Edwards, 
Blanco, Llano, Kendall, Gillespie, El Paso, WHuds- 
peth, Culberson, Val Verde, Kinney, Medina, Terrell 
and Brewster without a hunting license except that 
persons under 17 years of age and persons hunting 
on their own property or property on which they re- 
side shall not be required to hold a hunting license. 


Hunt, kill or possess game birds, game animals, or 
other birds and animals, except where provided by 
law. 


Kill or take turkey hen. 
Kill or injure any bat. 


Have in possession more than fifty game birds of 
all varieties at any one time, excepting transporta- 
tion and storage companies. 


Sell or buy game birds or game animals, dead or 
alive, regardless of where caught or killed except 
game breeders and taxidermists who may sell un- 
claimed specimens. 


Bring game into this State during the closed sea- 
son on such game without. a permit from the Game, 
Fish and Ovster Commission. 


Kill or hunt any game bird or game animal be- 
tween one-half hour after sunset and one-half hour 
before sunrise. 


Take game birds by net or trap. 


Ship game except to one’s own home or to a taxi- 
dermist and unless affidavit is attached that the ship- 
per has lawfully killed such game. 


Destroy the nests or eggs of any bird protected by 
the laws of this State. 


Hunt under license of another. 


Receive any hunter on board a boat for pay unless 
owner has a license for his boat. 


Hunt for hire or hire anyone to hunt. 


Hunt from a motor boat, sail boat, boat under tow, 
or airplane. 


Hunt on a State Game Preserve. 


Hunt at night with a headlight in a territory where 
deer are known to range. 


Hunt or fish on enclosed lands of another without 
the owner’s consent. 


Refuse to stop a vehicle or auto, when demanded 
by a game and fish warden, and it is unlawful to 
refuse to allow a game and fish warden to search 
your game bag when he has reason to believe that a 
game law has been violated. 
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Shoot any gun or firearms in, on, along or across 
any public road in this State. 


Possess any deer carcass or green hide with all 
evidence of sex removed. 


Kill doe deer, fawns or spike bucks. 


Use a deer call, except deer horns which may be 
rattled. 


Keep migratory birds or waterfowls on cold stor- 
age 10 days after the season has closed. 


Take any game bird with a shotgun larger than 
10-gauge. 

Take any migratory bird with any gun other than 
a shotgun. 


To take any migratory or any other game birds 
with a shotgun capable of holding more than three 
shells. 


FRESH WATER FISH 
LAWS 


GENERAL REGULATIONS 


License Required: Resident citizens of Texas must 
procure an Artificial Lure License, price $1.10, when 
fishing with artificial lures or bait. (No exemptions). 


Non-Resident of Texas or Alien must procure a 
Non-Resident or Alien Fishing License, price $5.00, 
or a Five Day License, price $1.10, when fishing with 
any kind of bait. Non-Resident is any citizen of the 
United States, who has not been a bona fide resident 
of Texas for four months preceding his application 
for a license. 


Unlawful for any resident citizen of Texas to fish 
in the counties of Mason, Menard, Kerr, Schleicher, 
Crockett, Sutton, Kimble, Real Edwards, Blanco Llano, 
Kendall, Gillespie, El] Paso, Hudspeth, Culberson, Val 
Verde, Kinney, Medina, Terrell and Brewster with- 
out a resident fishing license, except persons under 
17 years of age shall not be required to hold such 
license and except persons fishing on land they own or 
on which they reside shall not be required to hold a 
resident fishing license. Fee for Resident Fishing 
License is 55 cents. 


A license is required to sell fish. (See salt water 
laws of this digest). 


An artificial lure is any manufactured bait or 
imitation of a natural bait. 


Method of Taking: Ordinary pole and line, set- 
line, trotline, artificial bait and seines or nets of not 
less than three inch square mesh, except a seine or 
net made of wire or other metallic substance or fish 
traps. Minnow seines not more than twenty feet in 
length for the purpose of taking minnows for bait 
are permitted. All other methods or means of taking 
fish are prohibited unless especially noted below. 


Closed Season: Unlawful to take bass or crappie 
during the months of March and April. Unlawful 
to use seines or nets or artificial bait during these 
months. Special county restrictions below. 


Size Limits: Black bass not less than eleven in- 
ches, crappie not less than seven jinches with ex- 
ceptions on these and other fish in certain counties 
noted below. 


Sale Prohibited: Sale of black bass or crappie or 
white perch prohibited in all counties. Special sale 
restrictions noted below. 


Bag Limit: Unlawful to take in any one day 
more than fifteen bass, fiifteen crappie or white perch, 
thirty-five bream or goggle-eye or a aggregate of 
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more than fifty of these species or to possess at any 
one time more than thirty bass, thirty crappie or 
white perch or seventy bream or goggle-eye.

veston, Garza, Gaines, Hill, Hood, Haskell, Hale, 
Hockley, Howard, Hidalgo, Jackson, Johnson, Jones, 
Jim Hogg, Jim Wells, Kerr, Kendall, King, Kent, 
Kenedy, Kleberg, Lamb, Lubbock, Lynn, LaSalle, 
Matagorda, Mitchell, Motley, Martin, McMullen, No- 
lan, Nueces, Somervell, Scurry, Shackelford, Step- 
hens, Stonewall, Starr, Taylor, Throckmorton, Terry, 
Wharton, Willacy, Webb, Yoakum, Zapata, Zavala. 


Minnow Laws: License required for dealing in 
minnows. (See commercial fishing laws). 


Unlawful to fish from deck or road surface of any 
highway bridge or causeway maintained by State 
Highway Department or to leave any dead fish or 
bait on such property. 


SPECIAL MINNOW LAWS Ales 


Bell County: Unlawful to take minnows from the 
waters of Bell County for the purpose of sale or 
transport more than one hundred and twenty-five 
minnows from said county. 


Blanco, Gillespie, Kendall, Lampasas, Llano, Mce- 
Culloch, Mason, San Saba. Unlawful to possess more 
than five hundred (500) minnows or transport same 
from said counties. 


Comal, Collin, Panola, Wise: Same as Bell County. 


Falls County: Unlawful to transport more than 
one hundred twenty-five (125) minnows at one time 
from borders of said county. 


In order to understand the fishing regulations in 
a county where there is a special law it must be un- 
derstood that the special county regulations listed 
below are supplementary to the general regulations 
and apy restrictions contained in a special law must 
be obeyed even though they appear to be in conflict 
with the general law and likewise any privilege 
granted in special law may be enjoyed without con- 
cern for general restrictions. 


SPECIAL REGULATIONS 


Archer County: Closed season on bass, perch, 
bream, crappie, and catfish February lst to May lst 
in Wichita River, Lake Kemp and Diversion Lake. 
No bream under five inches. Not more than ten bass 
or twenty crappie or a total of twenty crappie, perch, 
bream, and catfish in one day. Not more than twenty 
pounds of bass and an aggregate of not more than 
twenty pounds of crappie, perch, bream and catfish. 
Aggregate of all kinds not over thirty pounds. No 
nets and seines except twenty foot minnow seine for 
taking bait. Unlawful to take or possess channel or 
blue catfish less than eleven inches in length. May 
use one trotline per person or not more than two per 
party of two or more. Trotlines must not be set 
nearer than fifty (50) feet or contain more than fifty 
(50) hooks with any two hooks thereon nearer than 
four (4) feet. Unlawful to offer for barter or sale, 
bass, perch, crappie, catfish or other fish except min- 
nows for bait. | 


Bandera County: Closed season on fishing March 
lst to June Ist, except Medina Lake closed to fish- 
ing February, March and April. Limit per day 10 
bass, 10 crappie, 10 catfish, 15 perch, 10 bream or 
an aggregate of not more than 20 of all such fish. 
Unlawful to take catfish less than nine (9) inches 
or any bass less than eleven (11) inches or crappie 
less than (7) inches in length. Unlawful to use any 


method or device equipped with more than two hooks 
except artificial lures used with rod and reel except 
minnow seines may be used for the purpose of tak- 
ing bait. Unlawful to take or possess for purpose 
of sale catfish, perch, bass, crappie or bream. All 
fishing lines must be fastened to stationary objects 
or held in hand by the fisherman. Unlawful to 
transport more than 200 minnows from county. 


Baylor County: Same as Archer County. 


Bastrop County: Unlawful to use seine or net of 
less than three (3) inch square mesh. Minnow seines 
of not more than twenty (20) feet in length to be 
used for taking minnows for bait are permitted. Pro- 
vided, however, no seine shall be used during the 
months of March and April. 


Bell County: Unlawful to use any trap, seine, or 
net for the purpose of taking fish except minnow 
seine not more than 20 feet in length for taking min- 
nows for bait. 


Bexar County: Closed season on bass, perch, crap- 
pie, catfish, February list to May Ist. Limit per day 
ten bass, ten crappie. No nets and seines except 
twenty foot minnow seine. Unlawful to sell any bass, 
perch, crappie, channel or other catfish. 


Blanco County: Unlawful to use seines or nets 
or trotlines or pole and line or set line equipped with 
more than two (2) hooks. Lawful to use artificial 
lure. Size limit on catfish nine (9) inches, bass 
eleven (11) inches, crappie seven (7) inches. Bag 
limit ten (10) bass, ten (10) crappie, fifteen (15) 
perch, ten (10) bream, ten (10) catfish or an aggre- 
gate of twenty (20) of all such fish. May take suck- 
ers, buffalo, carp, shad, or gar with seines and nets 
not less than one (1) inch mesh during July, August, 
September, or October or at any time by wire rope or 
gig but may not posses other fish when using such 
devices. Closed March lst to June Ist. Unlawful 
to sell any fish taken in County. Unlawful to trans- 
port more than 200 minnows from county. 


Bosque County: Unlawful to use nets or seines. 
Unlawful to sell minnows taken in County. Unlaw- 
ful to transport more than 125 minnows taken in 
county. 

Bowie County: Ne seines permitted at any time. 
Three inch square mesh hoop, trammel or gill nets, 
permitted except during March and April but must 
not agitate or beat upon water while using nets. 
May take fish with hook, seine, net, or trap from 
Red River. 

Brewster County: Unlawful to sell or offer for 
sale any fish taken in county. 


Brown County: Unlawful to sell bass, crappie 
or catfish taken in County. Unlawful to take more 
than thirty-five fish in a day. Seines or nets un- 
lawful except minnow seine not more than twenty 
feet in length for taking minnows for bait and ex- 
cept a three inch mesh seine used for carp and sucker 
in the Colorado River. 


Burnet County: Unlawful to sell bass, crappie or 
catfish taken in County. Unlawful to take more than 
thirty-five fish in a day. Seines or nets unlawful ex- 
cept minnow seine not more than twenty feet in 
length for taking minnows for bait and except a 
three inch mesh seine used for carp and sucker in 
the Colorado River. Unlawful to take catfish less 
than nine inches in length. 


May take fish from lakes on Colorado River only 
by ordinary pole and line, throw line of not more 
than 6 hooks, trot line of not more than 30 hooks 
or artificial bait. Closed season March and April, 
except catfish and gasper. Size Limit: Black bass 
11 inches, white bass 11 inches, crappie 7 inches, cat- 
fish 9 inches. Bay Limit: 10 black bass, 10 white 
bass, 10 crappie, 10 catfish or an aggregate of 20 
fish in one day. Possession limit: 20 fish at one time. 


May not transport more than 200 minnows from 
county. 


Cass County: Same as Bowie County. 
Chambers County: Same as Mitchell County. 


Cherokee County: Seines and nets prohibited dur- 
ing February, March and April except twenty (20) 
foot minnow seine for taking minnows for bait. 


Coleman County: Same as Brown County. 


Comal County: Unlawful to take fish by any 
means or device other than ordinary pole and line 
or throwline with not more than two (2) hooks, or 
trotline with hooks not less than six (6) feet apart 
provided however it shall be lawful to use dowagiac 
or other artificial bait equipped with more than two 
(2) ‘hooks. Twenty (20) foot minnow seine per- 
missible for taking bait. Bag limit ten fish of any 
kind per day or thirty (30) per week except perch, 
twenty (20) per day or sixty (60) per week. Closed 
season on bass, perch, crappie and catfish from Feb- 
ruary Ist to May ist. Catfish must be not less than 
twelve (12) inches. Unlawful to sell any fish taken 
in said county. 


Collin County: Same as Bell County. 
Comanche County: Same as Bell County. 
Concho County: Same as Brown County. 


Cooke County: Seines or nets prohibited except 
twenty (20) foot minnow seine and seine or net of 
not less than one and one-half inch mesh to take fish 
for progagation purposes during August under sup- 
ervision of game warden. Unlawful to sell fish taken 
in county. Lawful to take fish in Red River with 
hooks, traps, seines or nets. 


Coryell County: Unlawful to use seine or net for 
purpose of taking any fish except seine or net of not 
less than 14% inches square mesh may be used for 
taking suckers, carp, shad, buffalo, or gar and ex- 
cept a minnow seine not greater than 20 feet in 
length may be used for taking minnows for bait. 
Unlawful to take bass of less than 11 inches in length, 
eatfish less than 9 inches or crappie less than 7 in- 
ches. Unlawful to sell minnows taken in County. 
Unlawful to sell any catfish taken in county. 


Culberson County: Same as Brewster County. 


Dallas County: Unlawful to take fish by any 
means other than ordinary pole and line, rod and 
reel, set line, throwline or trotline. No throwline or 
trotline shall have hooks closer than 3 feet apart. 
Any illegal tackle in possession closer than 200 yards 
of any public water shall be evidence of violation of 
law. Lawful to use artificial lure with more than 
two hooks. May use a minnow seine not greater than 
20 feet in length for taking minnows for bait. 


Bag Limit: White perch 15, bass 10, green perch 
25, catfiish 25; may not posses more than a total of 
15 bass and white perch or a total of 35 fish men- 
tioned above. 


Delta County: Lawful to grabble for catfish, perch, 
buffalo, and drum or with a one inch mesh seine ex- 
cept during March and April. 


Denton County: May take suckers, buffalo, carp, 
shad or gar with seine or net not less than one inch 
mesh during July, August, September or October or 
at any time by wire rope or gig but may not possess 
other fish when using such device. Limit not more 
than twenty (20) crappie, fifteen (15) bass or an 
ageregate of twenty (20) such fish in one day. Sand 
bass may be taken at all times with natural bait. 
May not take more than 15 sand bass in one day, or 
more than 10 during March and April. Possession 
limit same as one day bag limit. May not take sand 
bass of less than 9 inches in length. 


DeWitt County: Same as Mitchell County. 
Dimmitt County: Same as Brown County. 
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Edwards County: Unlawful to sell any fish taken 
in County. Unlawful to take fish by any méans or 
device equipped with more than two hooks except 
artificial lures used with rod and reel. Twenty (20) 
foot minnow seine permissible for taking minnows 
for bait. Unlawful to take or possess catfish less 
than nine (9) inches or bass less than eleven (1)) in- 
ches or crappie less than seven (7) inches in length. 
Bag limit not more than ten (10) bass, not more 
than ten (10) crappie, or not more than ten (10) 
catfish, ten (10) bream, fifteen (15) perch, or an 
aggregate of not more than twenty (20) of all such 
fish. Closed March ist to June Ist. Not more than 
200 minnows may be transported outside of county. 
Unlawful to sell catfish, perch, crappie, bream or 
bass. 


El Paso County: Seines and nets, except ten foot 
minnow seine with meshes not larger than three- 
eighths inch square prohibited. Limit: Ten fish of 
any kind in any one day except perch. Not more 
than twenty perch in one day. Unlawful to possess 
more than thirty fish of any variety in any week ex- 
cept perch and not more than sixty perch in any 
week. Unlawful to sell any fish taken in county. 


Erath County: Seines and nets prohibited. More 
than one hook on any line prohibited except on arti- 
ficial bait. Minnow traps, dip net and minnow 
seines not more than twenty feet in length permitted. 
Unlawful to sell channel or opelousas catfish or any 
other fish taken from the waters of Lake Waco or the 
Bosque River, or its tributaries in Erath County. 
Lawful to take fish with natural bait at any time of 
year. Size Limit: Crappie eight inches, bream, 
goggle-eye or sunfish not less than five inches and 
catfish less than ten inches prohibited. Bag limit, 
not more than eight bass, twelve crappie, twenty 
green perch, bream, goggle-eye or sunfish or fifteen 
opelousas catfish in one day or an aggregate of such 
fish not exceeding twenty pounds. Unlawful to troll 
from a motor boat. 


Falls County: Unlawful to buy or sell any fish 
taken from the Brazos River or from waters within 
one mile of the mouth of any tributary of the Brazos 
River in Falls County. 


Fannin County: Same as Bosque County. Law- 
ful to take fish in Red River with hooks, traps, seines 
or net at any time. 


Fisher County: Same as Mitchell County. 
Franklin County: Same as Delta County. 
Gillespie County: Same as Blanco County. 


Gonzales County: Unlawful to take bass, crappie, 
white perch, calico bass or bream during the months 
of February, March and April. May take suckers, 
buffalo, carp, shad or gar with seine of not less than 
one inch mesh during July, August, September, or 
October or at any time by wire rope or gig but may 
not posses other fish when using such device. 


Grayson County: Unlawful to use any device other 
than ordinary hook and line, setline or throwline or 
by ordinary cordline. Seines and nets prohibited ex- 
cept during the month of August when same may 
be used for purpose of taking fish for propagation 
except minnow seines of not more than twenty feet 
in length for taking bait. Size limit: Bass not less 
than eight (8) inches, white perch or crappie not 
less than one-half pound. Lawful to take fish from 
Red River with hooks, traps, seines and nets. 


Guadalupe County: Unlawful to offer for sale any 
fish taken from county. Closed season.on bass, perch, 
crappie and catfish from February 1st to May lst. 
Seines and nets prohibited except minnow seine of not 
more than ten feet in length for taking minnows for 
bait. Size: Catfiish not less than twelve (12) in- 
ches, crappie or white perch not less than seven (7) 
inches and bass not less than eleven (11) inches. Bag 
limit not more than ten (10) fish of any one kind 
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a day or not more than thirty (30) such fish in any 
one week except perch twenty (20) of which may be 
taken in one day and not more than sixty (60) a 
week, 


Hamilton County: Unlawful to use any seine or 
net for taking fish from Bosque River in Hamilton 
County, except a minnow seine of not more than 20 
feet in length may be used in taking minnows for 
bait. And except suckers, buffalo, carp, shad and 
gar may be taken with seine of not less than one 
inch mesh. May not possess any bass, crappie, cat- 
fish or perch when using such device. Unlawful to 
sell minnows taken from county. 


Harrison County: Unlawful to take any fish by 
any means other than ordinary hook and line, rod 
and reel, set hook and line, trotline, or artificial bait. 
Lawful to use twenty foot minnow seine to take min- 
nows for bait. Lawful to use hoop net, set net or 
trammel net, meshes of which are not less than three 
and one-half inches square to take buffalo, garfish, 
catfish, shad, bowfin, or grindle at any time except 
February, March, April and May, provided it shall 
be unlawful to posses any other fish at time of 
possession of any of the above fish. Unlawful to 
take crappie less than eight inches. Bag limit: Fif- 
teen bass or twenty-five crappie in any one day. Un- 
lawful to possess in storage or to transport more 
than 15 crappie or white perch, 25 bass, 36 goggle- 
eye or bream, except two persons riding in the same 
vehicle may possess no more than the number of fish 
provided for one days catch. Unlawful to hold game 
fish in any live box or pond except live box of not 
more than three feet square may be used while ac- 
tually engaged in fishing. Unlawful to take crappie, 
white perch or bass from February 15th to April 15th. 
Unlawful to discharge any pistol or rifle on, from or 
across Caddo Lake. Unlawful to operate any water 
craft in a reckless manner or to operate such craft 
while intoxicated. 


Hardin County: Same as Mitchell County. 


Hays County: Unlawful to take any kind of fish 
during February, March and April. 


Henderson County: Bag limit: Crappie fifteen 
(15), bass ten (10), or an aggregate of fifteen (15) 
per day. 

Hill County: Unlawful to transport minnows out- 
side of County. 


Hood County: Lawful to take fish with natural 
bait at any time of year. Unlawful to take min- 
nows for sale. 


Hopkins County: Same as Delta County. 
Hudspeth County: Same as Brewster County. 


Hunt County: Unlawful to sell bass, crappie or 
catfish, taken in County. May not take fish by any 
means other than by ordinary hook and line, trot- 
line or throwline except a seine, the meshes of which 
are not less than one and one-half inches square, may 
be used during the period from March lst through 
September 30th. 


Jack County: Two inch square mesh seine or 
net may be used in taking catfish, bass and perch ex- 
cept in artificial lakes containing more than twenty 
(20) acres. Unlawful to transport minnows outside 
of county. Possession of more than 500 minnows is 
evidence of intention to transport same. Unlawful 
to use any hoop net or tramel net for the purpose of 
taking fish. 

Jackson County: Seines and nets prohibited ex- 
cept twenty (20) foot minnow seine for catching 
bait. Flounder gigs permitted. 

Jasper County: Unlawful to sell catfish of less 
than eighteen (18) inches taken from the waters of 
the Sabine, Attoyac, Angelina or Neches Rivers or 
any of their tributaries. 


Jeff Davis County: Same as Brewster County. 
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Jefferson County: - Same as Mitchell County. 


Jim Wells County: Unlawful to take fish for the 
purpose of sale in all the area of the Nueces River 
from La Frusa Dam across the Nueces River to the 
west boundary line of Live Oak County and shall in- 
clude all tributaries of the Nueces River within 
Nueces County. Unlawful to use trotline with hooks 
less than three feet apart. Unlawful to take any 
fish during February, March and April. 


Johnson County: Unlawful to sell minnows taken 
in County. Unlawful to transport more than 25 
minnows outside of County. 


Jones County: Unlawful to sell any fish for com- 
mercial purposes. 


Kaufman County: Unlawful to sell fish taken in 
county except carp, buffalo, drum or catfish. 


Kerr County: Same as Edwards County. 
Kendall County: Same as Blanco County. 


Kimble County: May take fish only by ordinary 
pole and line or rod and reel or artificial bait. May 
not use more than one hook per line except on ar- 
tificial bait. One person may not use more than 6 
poles and lines or rods and reels at one time. May 
not take more than 10 bass, 10 catfish, 10 crappie, 
10 perch, or 10 bream or more than 15 of all such 
fish. Size limit: Catfish 11 inches, bass 11 inches, 
crappie 8 inches, perch or bream 5 inches. Unlawful 
to sell any catfish, perch, crappie, bream or bass 
taken in county. Unlawful to take any fish except 
catfish during January, February, March, April, May 
or June. Unlawful to transport more than 125 min- 
nows from county. 


Kinney County: Same as Brown County. 


Lake Corpus Christi: Unlawful to take fish for 
purpose of sale. Unlawful to use seine except min- 
now seine not more than 20 feet in length. Unlaw- 
ful to use trotline with hooks less than 3 feet apart. 


Lamar County: May use two inch square mesh 
seine or net except during March and April or 
twenty (20) foot minnow seine for taking bait. Un- 
lawful to take more than thirty-five (35) fish a day 
or take bass, crappie or catfish for the purpose of 
sale. Unlawful to take fish with hook, seine, net 
or trap from Red River. 


Lampasas County: Same as McCulloch County, 
except special lake law (see Burnet County) and ex- 
cept 200 minnows may be transported outside of 
county. 

Live Oak County: Same as Jim Wells County. 


Llano County: Same as Blanco County, except 
special law applying to lakes. See Burnet County. 


Loving County: Same as Brown County. 
Marion County: Same as Harrison Couaty. 
Mason County: Same as Blanco County. 


Medina County: Closed season on bass, perch, 
crappie and catfish, February lst to May lst. Limit 
per day ten bass, ten crappie. No nets and seines 
allowed except twenty (20) foot minnow seines. Un- 
lawful to sell any bass, perch, crappie, channel or 
other catfish. 

Medina Lake: Special license required of all per- 
sons over the age of 17 years. Annual license fee 
$1.00, daily license fee 25c. Holders of other valid 
fishing licenses are not exempt from holding Medina 
Lake license. 


Menard County: Same as Edwards County. 
Mills County: Same as Brown County. 


Mitchell County: May take suckers, buffalo, carp, 
shad or gar with seine or net of not less than one 
inch mesh, during July, August, September or Oc- 
tober, or any time by wire rope or gig but may not 
possess other fish when using such device. 
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Morris County: Lawful to use two inch mesh 
seine or net except during March and April. 


Montgomery County: Unlawful to use seines or 
nets of less than three (3) inches square mesh and 
all seines or nets prohibited during the months of 
February, March, April, May and June except twenty 
(20) foot minnow seine may be used for taking min- 
nows for bait. 

McCullech County: Unlawful to sell bass, crap- 
pie or catfish taken in County. Unlawful to take 
more than 85 fish a day. Seines or nets unlawful 
except minnow seines not more than 20 feet in length 
used in taking minnows for bait, and except 3 inch 
mesh seines used for taking carp and suckers from 
the Colorado River. Unlawful to transport min- 
nows outside of County. 

McLennan County: Same as Erath County, ex- 
cept trot lines of not more than 50 hooks may be 
used in Lake Waco except during March and April. 


Nacogdoches County: Unlawful to use seine or 
net except during June, July, August, September, 
October, November and December. Must not be less 
than three inch square mesh and bass, trout, crap- 
pie or white perch taken in seine or net must be 
returned to water. Twenty foot minnow seine for 
taking bait permitted. 

Newton County: Same as Jasper County. 

Nolan County: Same as Mitchell County. 

Orange County: Same as Mitchell County. 


Palo Pinto County: Unlawful to transport min- 
nows out of County. 

Parker County: May take suckers, buffalo, carp, 
shad or gar with seine or net of not less than one 
inch during July, August, September, and October, 
or at any time by wire rope or gig, but may not 
possess other fish when using such device. Unlawful 
to transport minnows out of County. 


Pecos County: Unlawful to sell any fish taken 
from county. Bag limit: 35 fish per day. Seines 
and nets unlawful except minnow seines of not more 
than 20 feet in length. 

Presidio County: Same as Brewster County. 

Rains County: Same as Hunt County. 

Real County: Same as Edwards County. 

Reeves County: Same as Pecos County. 


Rockwall County: One and one-half inch seine 
or net permitted during the months of July, August 
and September. Size limit: Bass eight (8) inches, 
crappie one-half pound. Unlawful to take any fish 
for sale. 

Runnels County: Same as Brown County. 


Rusk County: Three and one-half inch hoop net, 
set net or trammel net may be used for taking buffalo, 
gar and catfish, shad and bowfin or grindle at any 
time except during February, March, April and May. 
Unlawful to possess other fish when using net or 
seine. Twenty (20) foot minnow seine permissible 
for taking bait. 

Sabine County: Seines or nets prohibited except 
minnow seine not more than twenty (20) feet in 
length for taking bait. Lawful to use 3 inch mesh 
seines in the Sabine River. 


San Augustine County: Same as Sabine County. 
San Patricio County: Same as Jim Wells County. 


San Saba County: Unlawful to take fish for sale 
or to use any device other than ordinary pole and line 
or throwline equipped with not more than two hooks 
excepting artificial lures and twenty (20) foot min- 
now seines for taking bait. Seines and nets of not 
less than three inch mesh permissible for taking carp 
and suckers in Colorado River. Bag limit not more 
than ten (10) fish of any one kind per day or more 


than thirty (30) in any ohne week except perch and 
not more than twenty (20) per day nor more than 
sixty (60) in any one week. Catfish must be not less 
than twelve (12) inches in length. Special law ap- 
plies to lakes. See Burnet County. 


Shackelford County: Same as Jones County. 


Somervell County: Unlawful to sell minnows tak- 
en in County. Unlawful to transport more than 
125 minnows outside of County. 


Stephens County: Unlawful to transport min- 
nows out of County. 


Sutton County: Same as Edwards County. 
Terrell County: Same as Brewster County. 
Tom Green County: Same as Brown County. 
Titus County: Same as Morris County. 


Travis County: Unlawful to take bass or crap- 
pie during February, March and April. Unlawful to 
use artificial lures during February, March and April. 
Unlawful at any time to take bass of less length thun 
11 inches, crappie of less length than 7 inches, cat- 
fish of less length than 1) inches, or gaspergou of 
less length than 11 inches. Unlawful to take more 
than 10 bass, 15 crappie, 15 gaspergou or 10 catfish 
or more than 20 of all such fish at any one time or 
to have in possession more than the above number at 
any one time. Unlawful to take fish except by hook 
and line, trotline, artificial lure, rod and reel, or 
throwline. Hooks on throwlines and trotlines must 
not be closer than 8 feet apart. Unlawful to sell or 
offer for sale any fish caught in Travis County. Spec- 
ial law applies to lakes. See Burnet County. 


Tyler County: Same as Jasper County. 


Upshur County: Lawful to take suckers with 
trammel net during February, March and April in 
Gin Lake and Glade Creeks. 


Uvalde County: Same as Brown County, except 
unlawful to take any fish from January Ist to May 
lst. 


Val Verde County: Same as Pecos County, except 
certain fish may be sold that are taken East of the 
Pecos River. 


Walker County: Unlawful to transport for the 
purpose of sale or to take more than 200 minnows 
from County. 


Ward County: Same as Brown County. 


Williamson County: Same as McCulloch County, 
except not more than 200 minnows may be taken 
out of county. 


Wilson County: Unlawful to sell any bass, perch, 
crappie or catfish taken in county. 


Wichita County: Same as Archer County. 


Wise County: Two inch square mesh seine or net 
may be used in taking catfish, bass and perch ex- 
cept in artificial lakes containing more than twenty 
acres. Unlawful to use any seine or net in the West 
fork of Trinity River except minnow seine. Bag 
limit: White perch or crappie, fifteen; bass, ten; 
aggregate bass and crappie fifteen in any one day. 


Young County: Unlawful to sell any fish taken 
from County except from Brazos River and from 
Clear Fork of the Brazos Riveyy Minnows may be 
taken and sold. Unlawful to use seine or net in 
Clear Fork of Brazos with mesh less than 2 inches 
square. Closed season on bass, crappie or white 
perch and bream February lst to May ist. Size 
limit: Crappie 8 inches, bream 5 inches. Trolling 
from motor boat unlawful. Bag limit: Not more 
than eight bass in a day nor more than twenty pounds 
nor more than sixteen crappie, white perch, calico 
bass or bream or an aggregate of sixteen of all such 
fish weighing not more than twenty pounds. Not 
more than thirty pounds of bass, crappie, sun perch, 
calico bass or bream may be taken in one day. Un- 
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lawful to take any bass of less than il inches, any 
crappie, drum or calico bass less than 8 inches from 
Clear Fork of Brazos River. Unlawful to transport 
minnows outside of County. 


Zavala County: May use 3 inch mesh seine and 
net for buffalo, carp, gar fish and turtles. Unlawful 
to take any fish during the months of January, Feb- 
ruary, March and April. Unlawful to sell bass, crap- 
pie or catfish. Unlawful to take more than 35 fish 
in a day.

Persons using artificial lures or baits in salt waters 
under jurisdiction of Texas are required to carry an 
artificial lure license. Out-of-State or non-resident 
persons fishing for pleasure in such salt waters are 
required to procure a non-resident fishing license. 
(See license under Fresh Water Fish Laws). 


Wholesale Fish Dealer’s License is required of each 
person, firm or corporation who buys for the purpose 
of selling to retail fish dealers and to the consumer 
or who cans, preserves or processes aquatic products 
for commercial purposes. 


Wholesale Truck Dealér’s License is required of 
each person, firm or corporation who operates a truck 
for the purpose of selling to or taking orders from 
retail fish dealers and/or to the consumer trade. 
Separate license required for each truck operated. 

Retail Truck Dealer’s License is required of any 
person, firm or corporation engaged in the business 
of buying for the purpose of selling or distributing 
either fresh or frozen aquatic products to the con- 


sumer trade. Separate license required by each truck 
so operated and sales only permitted to hotels, cafes 
and house to house peddling. 


Retail Fish Dealer’s License is required of any 
person, firm or corporation engaged in the business 
of buying for purpose of selling either fresh or 
frozen edible aquatic products to the consumer. Sep- 
arate license will be required for each market in 
which such dealer or person operates. Fee of such 
license based on population of the city. 


Retail Oyster Dealer’s License is required of any 
person, firm or corporation buying oysters only for 
the purpose of selling to the consumer trade in cities 
of more than 7,500 population. (This license is 
provided for use of markets or dealers handling oys- 
ters only and who do not care to take out retail 
fish and oyster dealer’s license). 


Resident Commercial Fisherman’s License is re- 
quired of any person who takes fish, oyster, shrimp, 
and other edible aquatic products from the waters 
of this State for pay or for the purpose of sale, bar- 
ter or exchange. 


Bait Dealer’s License is required of any person 
who sells, either minnows, fish, shrimp or other 
aquatic products for fish bait. 


Fish Guide License is required of any person who 
operates a boat for pay or anything of value in ac- 
companying or transporting any person engaged in 
taking any edible aquatic life from the waters of this 
State. 


Shrimp Trawl License is required of each boat 
operating or towing a trawl. 


Seine or, Net License must be attached to each hun- 
dred feet or fraction thereof of each seine or net used 
for the purpose of taking fish or shrimp from the 
waters of this State, except in fresh waters for non- 
commercial purposes. 


Fish Boat License is required of each boat equip- 
ped with motor of any kind or with sails when used 
for taking aquatic products for commercial purposes. 


Skiff License is required for each boat propelled 
by oars or poles that is used for the purpose of tak- 
ing aquatic products for commercial purposes. 


Oyster Dredge License is required for each boat 
used for the purpose of dredging oysters. 


Mussel License wili be required for the purpose of 
taking mussel or mussel shells from the beds of state 
owned streams and waters. 


All Fish and Oyster License become effective Sep- 
tember 1 and expire August 31 of the following year. 


FISH (Salt Water) 


Size Limit: Flounder twelve (12) inches, speckled 
trout twelve (12) inches, red fish not less than twelve 
(12) inches or over thirty-two (32) inches, drum not 
less than eight (8) inches nor over twenty (20) in- 
ches; pompano nine (9) inches; sheephead eight (8) 
inches; mackerel fourteen (14) inches and gafftop- 
sail 11 inches. It shall be unlawful to sever the 
head except redfish and catfish. Such headless body 
of redfish shall not measure more than twenty-seven 
(27) inches in length and headless catfish shall not 
measure less than eight (8) inches in length. 


TERRAPIN (Salt Water) 


Open Season: November, December, January and 
February. 


Size: Not less than six (6) inches in length.

Size: Not less than twelve (12) pounds in weight.

OYSTERS 


Open Season: September lst to March 83lst. 


That part of Laguna Madre which is south and 
west of Baffin’s Bay has no closed season on oysters. 


Matagorda Bay: Unlawful to dredge oysters in 
the head waters of Matagorda Bay east of a line 
from Palacios Point on the Mainland in Matagorda 
County across Matagorda Bay to Cotton Bayou on 
the Matagorda Peninsula. Unlawful to use any 
seine or net except cast net of not more than 9 
feet in diameter or minnow seine of not more than 
20 feet in length. 


Caranchua Bay: Unlawful to use oyster dredge 
in Caranchau Pass or within 300 yards from the 
mouth of said pass. 


Size Limit: In shell, 8% inches. 


American citizens, or any firm or corporation com- 
posed of such citizens, may use scrapers or dredges 
in removing oysters from natural reefs provided they 
have procured a license from the Game, Fish and 
Oyster Commission before beginning operations. 


The Game, Fish and Oyster Commission is em- 
powered to close a reef by giving two weeks notice 
when it has reason to believe same is being over- 
worked. 


Shell from oysters opened or shucked on board the 
boat must be deposited on shore as directed by Game, 
Fish and Oyster Commission. 


A person leasing an oyster claim or reef may ob- 
tain permission from the Game, Fish and Oyster 
Commission to seine theron for drum fish. 


SHRIMP 


Size Limit of Shrimp: Not less than five and one- 
half inches except shrimp taken for bait in a twenty 
foot minnow seine or cast net or in a shrimp trawl 
not more than ten feet at the mouth and not more 
than twenty feet in length. A bait trawl may be 
used in any of the tidal waters of this State. 


SEINES AND NETS 


Seines may be used only in the Gulf of Mexico 
and must not be more than eighteen hundred (1800) 
feet in length, and not less than one and one-half 
inch square in mesh except the bag and for fifty (50) 
feet on each side of the bag shall not be larger than 
one inch square mesh. 


Unlawful to use or possess any seine or net for 
the purpose of taking fish from the waters of Car- 
anchua Creek, Caranchua Bay and the lakes and 
coves opening thereonto, Caranchua Pass or within 
a radius of one thousand (1,000) yards from the 
mouth of said Pass in the waters of Matagorda Bay; 
Kellers Creek and that part of Kellers Bay within 
a radius of one thousand (1,000) yards from the 
southwest corner of the Olivia State Highway Road- 
side Park; all of Coloma Creek and Powder Horn 
Lake, Powder Horn Bayou—the same being the Pass 
between Powder Horn Lake and Matagorda Bay or 
within a radius of one thousand (1,000) yards from 
the mouth of said Pass in the waters of Matagorda 
Bay; Chocolate Creek leading into Chocolate Bay 
or with a radius of one hundred (100) yards from 
the mouth of Chocolate Creek in the waters of Choc- 
olate Bay; all that part of Lavaca Bay within the 
distance of one thousand (1,000) ‘yards of each side 
of the Lavaca Bay Causeway. Except that a bait 
trawl of not more than 10 feet in width at mouth or 
@ minnow seine of not more than 20 feet in length 
may be used in taking bait. 


Nets shall not be smaller than one and one-half 
inch square mesh. 
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It 1s unlawful to use shrimp trawl without a license 
or seine or net without a tag, issued by the Game, 
Fish and Oyster Commission, attached to such de 
vice. 


Unlawful to use a seine, net or shrimp trawl, ex- 
cept a bait trawl, in Orange, Jefferson, Chambers, 
Harris, Galveston and Brazoria Counties or in streams, 
lakes, bayous or canals of Matagorda County, ex- 
cept that strike nets, gill nets, trammel nets or 
shrimp trawls may be used in East Galveston Bay 
in the counties of Galveston and Chambers during 
the period beginning August 15th and ending May 
15th of each year, but may not be used in Swan 
Lake, Moses Lake, Clear Lake, Dickinson Bayou 
west of a line running from Miller’s Point to April 
Pool Point, Turtle Bay and that portion of East 
Bay northwest of a line extending from Kemah to 
Mesquite Knoll, and Galveston Bay east of a line 
extending from the extreme western part of Smith’s 
Point in Chambers County to the west bank of 
Sievers Cut. 


Unlawful to use a seine, net or shrimp trawl, ex- 
cept a bait trawl at any time in or on the waters 
of Agua Dulce Creek, Oso Creek, Shamrock Cove, 
Nueces Bay, Ingleside Cove, Red Fish Cove, Shoal 
Bay, Mud Flats, Shallow Bay, defined as beginning 
at the southwest end of Red Fish Cove: thence south 
on a line intersecting Corpus Christi Channel and 
all waters lying from this line, the said channel and 
between Harbor Island and the mainland to Aransas 
Bay; all of Aransas Bay between Port Aransas and 
Corpus Christi Bayou and lying between Harbor 
Island and Mud Island, Puerto Bay, St. Charles Bay, 
Hines Bay, Contec Lake, Oyster Lake, Turtle Bay, 
Copano Bay, Mission Bay, or in or within a mile 
of the pass on the north of Laguna Madre leading 
into Corpus Christi Bay, defined as beginning one 
quarter of a mile southwest of Pita Island and run- 
ning to Flour Bluff, or in any of the tidal waters 
of Willacy County west of Padre Island or in any 
of the tidal waters of Kenedy or Kleberg Counties. 


It shail be unlawful for any person to place. set, 
use, or have in possession or to have on board any 
boat, or on any vehicle, any seine, net or trawl! in 
the waters of Corpus Christi Bay and Laguna Madre 
and connecting inlets or bayous, lying between a line 
on the north running east from a stake or marker on 
the shore on the northeasterly point of Flour Bluff 
to a stake or marker on the Mustang Tsland, one mile 
north of Corpus Christi Pass, and the Nueces Kle- 
berg County line on the south; or Celle Del Qso and 
connecting inlets and bayous; or Oso Creek; or Cor- 
pus Christi Pass; or Aransas Pass; or within one 
mile of the Passes mentioned herein; all waters of 
Aransas Bay lying south of a line running from a 
stake or marker located on the shore of St. Josenh 
Island one mile north of the bayside entrance to the 
Pass, commonly known as North Pass, to the south- 
ern end of Mud Island, thence to the north side of 
the entrance to Corpus Christi Bayou: all waters 
lying between Harior sland and St. Joseph Island; 
all waters lying between Harbor Island and Musfang 
Island; or that part of Redfish Bay, and connecting 
inlets and bayous, lying south and southwest of a line 
starting at the juncture of the railroad dumns on 
the mainland, running east along the center of 
said dumps to its eastern extremity, thence north- 
east to the north side of the eastern entrance to 
Corpus Christi Bayou, thence southeast to the north- 
ern extremity of Harbor Island to a stake or marker. 
and north and northeast of a line running directly 
east and west from the mainland to Harbor Island 
or in any pass or channel leading from any body 
across the southern extremity of Ransom Point; of 
water to another in any of the salt waters of Nueces 
County, Texas. 


Provided it shall not be unlawful to ‘3° a minnow 
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seine not exceeding twenty feet in length, cast net 
or bait trawl for taking bait. 


Provided it shall not be unlawful to possess seines 
and nets while enroute to waters where same may 
be lawfully used. 


Provided that shrimp trawls may be used in Mat- 
agorda Bay, San Antonio Bay and in that part of 
Aransas Bay and that part of Corpus Christi Bay 
not mentioned above. Such trawls also permitted 
in Espirtu Santo Bay in Calhoun County and Lavance 
Bay during the months of September, October, No- 
vember, and December. Seining permissible in the 
waters of Powder Horn Lake in Calhoun County dur- 
ing the months of January, December and February 
of each year. 


Unlawful to have in possession any seine, strike 
net, gill net, trammel net, or shrimp trawl in or on 
any of the waters of this State where device is pro- 
hibited from being used unless such device is on 
board a vessel when such vessel is at a port or in a 
channel while enroute to or from the Gulf of Mexico. 
Any seine or net or shrimp trawl possessed in vioe 
lation of this law is subject to seizure by any officer 
and destruction by a court order. 


Unlawful to use any seine, net or shrimp trawl! in 
any channel or canal connecting one body of bay 
water with another body of bay water, or in any 
channel connecting a bay with the Gulf of Mexico 
or within a mile of such channel. 


UNLAWFUL TO 


Use dredge or any means other than hand tongs 
in water less than 4 feet deep. 


Use power dredge in water less than 6 feet deep. 

Ship, sell or possess for purpose of sale any fish 
or oyster taken from an insanitary reef. 

Plant, or buy oysters for planting, bedding, mar- 
keting, or other purpose during closed season without 
rermit from the Game, Fish and Oyster Commission. 

Ship or accept for shipment or transportation dur- 
ing closed season, oysters taken from public reefs. 

Fail, or refuse to scatter culls from oysters you 
take from reefs. 

Open or shuck oysters for market near or on reefs. 

Sell oysters taken for planting or depositing for 
preparation for market. 

Sell cargo of oysters containing more than five 
per cent young oysters. 

Use insanitary containers. 

Float or bloat oysters. 

Deface, injure, destroy or remove any buoy, mark- 
er or fence, or part thereof. 

Refuse to show license. 

Erect, set, operate or maintain any fish pound 
net within three (3) nautical miles from coast line 
without permit from Game, Fish and Oyster Com- 
mission. 

Take for sale any mussels, clams or naiads or 
shells thereof, without a license. 

Use explosives or to muddy water. 

Use any seine, net, gill net, trotline or other de- 
vice, except hook and line, for the purpose of fish- 
ing within the channel, turning basin, or other waters 
of any navigation district. 

All undersize fish must be returned to the waters 
from which taken. 

Use, operate, sail, anchor, tie, or moor to the bank 
any boat, sailboat, motorboat, skiff, barge, raft, or 
other floating device, or to place any post, piling, 
obstruction, wire, rope, cable, net or trap, in or upon 
the waters of any natural or artificial pass which 


is now or may be hereafter opened, reopened, dredged, 
excavated, constructed, and maintained by the Game, 
Fish and Oyster Commission of the State of Texas 
as a fish pass, between the Gulf of Mexico and any 
inland bay, within a distance of two thousand, eight 
hundred (2,800) feet inside of such pass, measured 
from the mouth of said pass where it empties into 
or opens upon the Gulf of Mexico. 


Use an oyster dredge or have in possession oysters 
taken from the waters of Copano Bay, west of a 
line drawn from the East gable of Sorenson’s club 
house to the mouth of Mission Bay, except such 
oysters that may be taken from a private lease. 


FUR-BEARING ANIMAL LAWS 


The animals that are classed as fur-bearing ani- 
mals in Texas are Badger, Civet Cat, Fox, Mink, 
Muskrat, Opossum, Polecat or Skunk, Raccoon, Beav- 
er, and Ringtail Cat. Game animals may not be 
trapped at any time nor their pelts or hides sold. 
Deer, antelope, mountain sheep, peccary, bear and 
squirrels are game animals. (See Game Laws). 


PROPERTY OF STATE 


The protected fur-bearing animals and their pelts 
are the property of the State until they have been 
lawfully taken, and all regulations and laws com- 
plied with. 


OPEN SEASON (General Laws) 


The period of time when you may lawfully take 
Badger, Civet Cat, Fox (certain counties closed), 
Mink, Onossum, Polecat or Skunk, Raccoon and Ring- 
tail Cat is during the months of December and Jan- 
uary of each year. Fur bearing animals may be 
taken with traps, guns or dogs, except that steel 
traps may not be used in certain counties. 


Muskrats: May he taken from November 15th to 
March 15th of each year with traps only. 


Beaver: May be taken only in Val Verde County 
and counties west of the Pecos River during the 
month of January. 


Otter: Unlawful to take or possess in any por- 
tion of Texas (except certain counties). 


OPEN SEASON (Special Laws) 


Unlawful to kill, take or have in possession for 
sale any fox, beaver or otter or the pelts thereof in 
the following counties: Angelina, Bastrop, Bell, 
Bowie, Brazos, Burleson, Caldwell, Camp, Cherokee, 
Cook, Delta, Denton, Erath, Falls, Franklin, Free- 
stone, Grayson, Grimes, Hardin, Harrison. Hender- 
son, Hill, Hood, Hopkins, Houston, Hunt, Jack, Jas- 
per, Jefferson, Johnson, Kaufman, Lee, Leon, Liberty, 
Limestone, Milam, Madison, Morris, McLennan, Na- 
cogdoches, Navarro, Palo Pinto, Panola, Polk, Rob- 
ertson, Rusk, San Jacinto, Shelby, Titus, Trinity, 
Tyler. Upshur, Van Zandt, Walker, Washington, Wood 
and Young. 

Anderson County: Unlawful to set steel traps, 
snares or dead falls on lands of another without per- 
mission. 

Angelina County: Trapping permitted only on 
one’s own property or on property where permit has 
been given by the owner. Unlawful to take fox. 

Bowie County: Unlawful to set trap, snare or 
deadfall except on land owned and in possession of 
person so trapping. 

Brewster County: Unlawful to take badger or 
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raccoon in Brewster County south of Southern Pacific 
Railroad tracks. 


Cass County: Same as Bowie County. 


Camp County: Unlawful to trap, hunt with gun 
or possess any fox or pelt thereof. 


Caldwell County: Unlawful to sell or possess for 
purpose of sale any wild beaver, otter or fox or 
pelt thereof. 


Cherokee County: Unlawful to set steel trap for 
purpose of taking fur-bearing animals except from 
December 15th to January 15th or when set within 
two hundred (200) yards of some residence. 


Cottle County. Open season December Ist to 
February 15th ex-ept muskrats, which is from No- 
vember 15th to April Ist inclusive. 


Fannin County: Unlawful to kill, capture or 
possess any fox. : 


Gregg County: Same as Harrison County. 


Guadalupe County: Unlawful to take, trap or 
kill any raccoon or mink. 


Harrison County: Unlawful to kill any fur-bear- 
ing animals by means of steel trap, snare or dead- 
fall unless such animal is in the act of destroying 
or about to destroy property. Unlawful to sell pelts 
of fur bearing animals taken. 


Henderson County: Unlawful to set any trap, 
snare, or deadfall on lands of another without writ- 
ten permission. 

Houston County: Trapping permitted only on 
one’s own property or where permit has been given 
by property owner. 


Jasper County: Unlawful to posses for the pur- 
pose of sale any wild fox, or pelt thereof. ~* 


Lamar County: Same as Fannin County. 
Lee County: Same as Caldwell County. 
Marion County: Same as Bowie County. 


Montgomery County: Unlawful to use steel traps 
for the purpose of taking fur-bearing animals or set 
same except within two hundred (200) yards of some 
residence. 


Milam County: Same as Caldwell County. 


Nacogdoches County: Trapping permitted only on 
property where permission has been obtained. 


Navarro County: Same as Jasper County. 

Orange County: Same as Anderson County. 

Newton County: Same as Jasper County. 

Panola County: Unlawful to take any fur-bear- 
ing animal except within 300 feet of residence. 

Parker County: Unlawful to liberate or possess 
any fox. 

Red River County: Same as Fannin County. 

Sabine County: Same as Montgomery County. 

San Augustine County: Same as Montgomery 
County. 


Shelby County: Closed for period of two years, 
except raccoons, opossum, and mink may be taken 
from December ist to February 1st. May not use 
stee] traps. 


Smith County: Unlawful to kill or possess any 
fox. 


Tyler County: Same as Falls County. 


Van Zandt County: Unlawful to trap on private 
lands without written permission of owner. 


Washington County: Unlawful to take, trap or 
kill any raccoon or mink. 


Young County: Same as Jack County. 


TRAPPER DEFINED 


A resident trapper is any person who takes for the 
purpose of barter or sale, or who sells, or offers for 
sale the pelts of any of the fur-bearing animals of 
this state, and who has been a bona fide resident of 
this state two (2) years prior to his application for a 
license. All others are non-resident trappers. 


TRAPPER’S LICENSE 


The fee for a Resident Trapper’s License is One 
Dollar ($1.00). For a Non-Resident Trapper’s Li- 
cense it is two hundred ($200) dollars. Trapper’s 
Licenses may be procured from any Game and Fish 
Warden, County Clerk, authorized License Warden 
or direct from the Game, Fish and Oyster Commis- 
sion at Austin, Texas. 


A hunting license does not authorize or permit a 
person to hunt or take fur-bearing animals or their 
pelts. 


It is unlawful for a person over the age of seven- 
teen years to hunt with a gun in a county other than 
the one in which he or she resides without a hunt- 
ing license. (See Game Laws). 


A Trapper’s License permits a person to trap or 
take fur-bearing animals in any county of Texas, but 
when such person hunts with a gun in a county 
other than the one in which he resides he must pro- 
cure a Hunting License in addition to his Trapper’s 
License. (See Game Laws). 


PROPAGATION OF FUR-BEARING ANIMALS 


For a fee of $5.00 a permit can be obtained for 
the purpose of taking fur-bearing animals alive dur- 
ing the open season for the purpose of sale or prop- 
agation. 


FUR BUYERS DEFINED 


Wholesale Fur Buyer: A _ wholesale fur buyer 
who purchases for himself or on behalf of another 
person, the pelt or pelts of any of the fur-bearing 
animals of this State from a retail fur buyer and/or 
from the trapper. 


Retail Fur Buyer: A retail fur buyer is any per- 
son who purchases the pelt or pelts of any of the 
fur-bearing animals of this State from the trappers 
only. 


FUR BUYERS LICENSE 


The fee for a Retail Fur Buyers License is $5.00. 
The fee for a Wholesale Buyers License is $25.00. 


DEALER’S REPORT 


Every Fur Dealer must file with the Game, Fish 
and Oyster Commission, not later than the tenth day 
of each month, a complete sworn report, on printed 
forms furnished by the Game, Fish and Oyster Com- 
mission, of the kind and number of the pelts of fur- 
bearing animals purchased in this State and shipped 

'out of the State during the preceding month. No re- 
port is required for those months when no pelts are 
purchased. The above report is required of dealers 
who buy in the State and ship out of the State. If 
the dealer is a tanner, furrier, taxidermist or manu- 
facturer, who tans or manufactures the pelt into a 
finished product in this State, a report is required 
not later than the tenth day of the month which 
shows the number of pelts purchased during the pre 
ceeding month. 
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UNDRIED PELTS 


The possession of undried pelts after fifteen days 
after the close of the open season shall be PRIMA 
FACIE evidence that the pelt was taken during the 
closed season. The trapper is given fifteen days im- 
mediately following the close of the open season for 
drying of pelts taken by him during the open season. 


PREDATORY ANIMALS 


Wolves, Coyotes, Cougars, Rabbits, Wild Cats, Bob 
Cats, Weasels, Mountain Lions, Mexican Lions, and 
Ocelot are not classed as fur-bearing animals. They 
are not protected by law. They may be killed at 
any time of the year. 


It is unlawful for any person to possess or to re- 
ceive, or to have for the purpose of transporting, or 
for the purpose of turning loose, or to turn loose 
or to cause to be turned loose any live wolf within 
this State. 


IMPORTANT NOTICE 


Federal Lacy Act: This legislation, enacted in 
1900, and amended and incorporated in the Criminal 
Code of the United States in 1909, prohibits the de- 
livery of dead bodies of wild animals or parts there- 
of to any common carrier for transportation from 
one State to another when such animals have been 
killed or shipped in violation of State Laws. 
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GAME BIRDS AND GAME ANIMALS 


Property of State: All wild birds and wild ani- 
mals belong to the people of this State. 


Game Animals: Deer, elk, antelope, wild sheep, 
bear, squirrels, and peccary. 


Game Birds: Turkeys, ducks, geese, brant, grouse, 
prairie chickens, pheasants, quail or partridges, wild 
pigeons, doves, snipes, chachalaca, plover and shore 
birds of all varieties. 


Non-Game Birds: Unlawful to kill or have in 
possession either dead or alive. 


Unprotected Birds: English sparrows, crows, ra- 
vens, vultures or buzzards, rice-birds, roadrunners, 
goshawk, Cooper hawk or blue darter, sharpshinned 
hawk, duck-hawk, jaybirds, sapsuckers, blackbirds, 
starling, woodpeckers, butcher birds or shrike, and 
the great horned owl. Canaries and parrots as do- 
mestic pets are unprotected. 
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Open Season and Bag Limits 
(Combined State and Federal Regulations) 


Open Season: (Mourning Doves) September ist 
to October 3lst in the counties of Yoakum, Terry, 
Lynn, Garza, Kent, Stonewall, Haskell, Throckmorton, 
Young, Jack, Wise, Denton, Collin, Hunt, and all 
Counties North thereof, and in the counties of Parker, 
Ellis, Johnson, Tarrant, Dallas, Rockwall, Kaufman, 
Hopkins, Franklin and Delta. 


September 15th to November 15th in all of the re- 
mainder of the State except that in that portion of 
the State lying South of the Texas-Mexican Rail- 
road it is lawful to hunt doves only on Sundays, 
Tuesdays, Thursdays and Saturdays during the open 
season, but this exception does not include any part 
of Webb and Zapata Counties. 


Doves may be taken from sunrise to sunset. 

Bag Limit: 12 in any one day and not more than 
12 in possession at any one time. Possession limit 
includes an aggregate of both mourning and white 
winged doves. 


Doves (White Winged): The laws governing the 
taking of white winged doves are the same as those 
regulating the taking of mourning doves and the two 
species are considered in the aggregate when calcu- 
lating the bag limit. 


May not use any gun other than a shotgun. May 
not use shotguns capable of holding more than three 
shells. Shotguns capable of holding more than three 
shells must be permanently plugged to a three-shell 
capacity. Shotguns larger than 10 gauge prohibited. 


MIGRATORY WATERFOWL 


Open Season: On waterfowl, Wilson’s snipe or 
jacksnipe, and coot—November 2nd to December 
31st, inclusive. On rails and gallinules (except coot) 
—September list to November 30th, inclusive. 


Bag Limits: Ducks—10 in the aggregate of all 
species ; possession limit, 20 in the aggregate of all 
species. Daily bag may contain three canvasback, 
redhead, bufflehead or ruddy ducks, or an aggregate 
of three ducks of the species named. Possession 
limit for ducks of species named is six of any single 
species, or six in the aggregate. 


Geese and Brant: Three in aggregate of all kinds; 
possession limit, six in aggregate of all kinds. 


Rails and Gallinules (except sora and coot)—15 in 
aggregate of all kinds; possession limit, same. 


Sora—15; possession limit 15. 
Coot—25; possession limit 25. 


Wilson’s snipe or jacksnipe—15; possession limit 
15. 


No Open Season: Wood ducks, Swans and Ross’ 
geese. 


Shooting Hours: Sunrise to 4 p. m. 
Shooting allowed only with shotgun and bow and 
arrow. Shotguns larger than 10 gauge prohibited. 


Repeating or automatic shotguns must be perma- 
nently plugged to three shell capacity. 


WILDLIFE SANCTUARY 


Vingt et Un Islands in Galveston Bay are declared 
a wildlife sanctuary. It is unlawful to enter upon 
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these islands for any purpose without permission of 
the Game, Fish and Oyster Commission. 


Rockport Wildlife Sanctuary: Unlawful to take 
any bird or birds. (Boundaries described by suit- 
able markers in Rockport area.) 


PRAIRE CHICKENS OR PINNATED GROUSE 


No Open Season. 
QUAIL 


Open Season: Both North and South Zones—De- 
cember list to January 16th, inclusive. If shotguns 
are used they must not be larger than 10 gauge, and 
must be permanently plugged so that they will hold 
no more than three shells. 


Bag Limit: 12 a day and not more than 36 a 
week, 


Special Laws on Quail: No open season in the 
following counties: Callahan, Gaines, Haskell, Mc- 
Culloch, San Saba, Terry and Yoakum. 


Camp County: Unlawful to take quail except on 
Friday of each week and legal holidays during the 
period December list to January 16th, inclusive. 


Kaufman County: Unlawful to take quail except 
on Mondays, Wednesdays, and Fridays of each week 
during the period December Ist to January 16th, 
inclusive. 


Comanche County: Unlawful to hunt quail on 
lands of another without written permission, except 
when accompanied by owner or agent of the land. 


Erath County: Unlawful to hunt quail on land 
of another without written permission from owner 
except when in company of owner. Applies only to 
persons who are not residents of Erath County. 

Henderson County: Same as Erath County. 

Hood County: Same as Erath County. 

Montague County: Same as Erath County. 

Panola County: Same as Erath County. 

Smith County: Same as Kaufman County. 

Guadalupe County: Unlawful to take quail ex- 
cept on Sundays and Wednesdays during period De- 
cember ist to January 16th, inclusive. 

Wood County: Quail may be taken on Mondays, 
Wednesdays and Fridays of each week during the 
period from December list to January 16th. May 
not hunt quail upon premises of another without 


written consent or presence of two witnesses that 
such consent was given. 


CHACHALACA 
Open Season: December lst to January 16th, in- 
clusive. If shotguns are used they must not be larger 
than 10 gauge, and must be permanently plugged 
so that they will hold no more than three shells. 


Bag Limit: Five per day, not more than 10 in 
any seven-day period. 


Possession Limit: 10. 


PLOVERS 
No open season under Federal regulations. 


ANTELOPE, WILD SHEEP AND ELK 
No open season. 


BEAR 


Open Season: November 16th to December 31st. 
Bag Limit: One a season. 


Brewster County: Unlawful to take bear south of 
the Southern Pacific Railroad. 


DEER (Bucks with Pronged Antlers) 


Open Season: White-tail deer, November 16th to 
December 31st; Blacktail or Mule deer, east of Pecos 
River, November 16th to December 3lst and west of 
Pecos River, November 16th to November 30th. 


Bag Limit: Two bucks a season, except Black- 
tail or Mule deer, west of Pecos River, only one a 
season. 

Special Laws on Deer 


Counties having no open season are as follows: 
Bastrop, Bowie, Brazos, Brown, Cass, Callahan, Chil- 
dress, Coleman, Coryell, Erath, Eastland, Fannin, 
Galveston, Grimes, Hamilton, Harrison, Hood, Jack, 
Johnson, Marion, Mills, Montgomery, Palo Pinto, 
Parker, Polk, Red River, Robertson, Sabine, San 
Augustine, San Jacinto, Shackelford, Somervell, Ste- 
phens, Taylor, Throckmorton, Walker, and Young. 


Unlawful to use any dog or dogs in hunting or 
pursuing any deer except one dog may be used to 
hunt wounded deer in the following counties: Ata- 
scosa, Bandera, Baylor, Bexar, Blanco, Brewster, Bur- 
net, Caldwell, Cameron, Comal, Concho, Crockett, 
Denton, DeWitt, Dimmit, Edwards, Frio, Gillespie, 
Gonzales, Guadalupe, Hardin, Hays, Hidalgo, Jack, 
Jackson, Karnes, Kaufman, Kendall, Kerr, Kimble, 
Liberty, Llano, Mason, Medina, Real, San Saba, 
Schleicher, Sutton, Tom Green, Tyler, Uvalde, Whar- 
ton, Wilson and Zavala. 

Dogs may be used during open season to hunt deer 
in the following counties: Brazoria, Fort Bend, Jef- 
ferson, Matagorda, Montgomery and Orange. 


TURKEY (Gobblers) 


Open Season: November i6th to December 31st, 
inclusive. 


Bag Limit: Three gobblers a season. 


Bag Limit Exceptions: Only two turkey gobblers 
may be taken in the counties of Mason, Menard, Kerr, 
Schleicher, Crockett, Sutton, Kimble, Real, Edwards, 
Blanco, Llano, Kendall, Gillespie, El Paso, Hudspeth, 
Culberson, Val Verde, Kinney, Medina, Terrell and 
Brewster. 

The following counties have open season only dur- 
ing March and April: Angelina, Brazos, Burleson, 
Cherokee, Grimes, Harris, Jasper, Lee, Leon, New- 
ton, Sabine, San Augustine, San Jacinto, Trinity, 
Tyler, Walker and Washington. 

The following counties have no open season: Aus- 
tin, Bastrop, Bowie, Brazos, Brown, Cass, Childress, 
Coleman, Comal, Coryell, Erath, Fannin, Grimes, 
Guadalupe, Hamilton, Harrison, Hood, Houston, Jack, 
Johnson, Madison, Marion, Mills, Montgomery, Palo 
Pinto, Polk, Red River, Robertson, Shackelford, San 
Augustine, Somervell, Throckmorton, Taylor, Walker 
and Young. 

If shotguns are used they must not be larger than 
10 gauge and must be permanently plugged so that 
they will hold no more than three shells. 


PECCARY OR JAVELINA 


Open Season: November 16th to December 31st, 
inlecusive. 

Bag Limit: ‘Two per season. 

Sale of Javelinas or their hides prohibited, but 
this provision does not apply to Javelinas | or their 
hides imported from another State or foreign coun- 
try. 
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SQUIRRELS 


Open Season: (General Law) May, June, July, 
October, November and December. 


Open Season: (Special Laws)— 


Angelina County: October, November and De- 
cember. 

Brewster County: Unlawful to possess rock squir- 
rel in Brewster County south of the Southern Pacific 
railroad tracks. 


Cherokee County: June, July, October, November 
and December. 


Hardin County: June and November 16th to Jan- 
uary 16th. 


Jasper County: November 10th to January 10th. 


Jefferson County: June, July, November, Decem- 
ber and January. 


Liberty County: June and November 16th to Jan- 
uary 16th. 


Nacogdoches County: November and December. 
Newton County: November 10th to January 10th. 
Polk County: November, December and January. 
Sabine County: November 10th to January 15th. 


San Augustine County: November 10th to Jan- 
uary 16th. 


Shelby County: November, December and January. 
Trinity County: November, December and January. 
Tyler County: November, December and January. 


Wharton County: Unlawful to take squirrels dur- 
ing January, February and March. 


Young County: November 10th to January 10th. 


Closed Season: During the period from January 
lst to May 15th inclusive and during the months of 
August and September, with bag limit at other times 
of five squirrels per day and not more than fifteen 
a week in following counties: Brazos, Grimes, Leon, 
Madison, Robertson and San Jacinto.

Wichita County: Hunting prohibited in certain 
area (See S. B. 314, Acts of Reg. Session 48rd Leg.) 


LICENSE 


Resident Hunting: Price $2.00. Required of every 
citizen of this State above the age of seventeen years, 
who hunts out of the county of his residence. A 
citizen is any person who has been for at least six 
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months a bona fide resident of this State immediately 
preceding application for a hunting license., 


Non-Resident: Price $25.00. Required of every 
person above the age of seventeen years, who is not 
a citizen of this State, or who is an alien. 


Hunting Boat License: Price $2.00. Required of 
every person owning or navigating a sail boat or 
power boat for accommodating hunters for pay. 


Shooting Preserve License: Price $5.00. Required 
of every person who acts as manager for any club, 
or the owner of any club, or a shooting resort, or 
lessor of permises leased for hunting purposes, who 
accommodates hunters for pay. 


Game Breeder’s License: Price $2.00. Required 
of every person who holds in captivity any game ani- 
mals or game birds for the purpose of propagation for 
sale. Apply to Game, Fish and Oyster Commission 
for detailed information. 


STORAGE OF WILD GAME 


No limit to the time game birds or game animals 
may be kept in storage if placed in storage within 
three days after the end of the season, except migra- 
tory birds and waterfowls, which may be possessed 
for only 20 days after close of season. Any person 
accepting game for storage must keep a record giv- 
ing time of storage, name and address of person plac- 
ing game on storage and kind and amount of game 
stored by each individual and owner of game stored. 


UNLAWFUL TO 


Hunt out of the county of your residence without 
a license. 


Hunt in the counties of Mason, Menard, Kerr, Sch- 
leicher, Crockett, Sutton, Kimble, Real, Edwards, 
Blanco, Llano, Kendall, Gillespie, El Paso, Hud- 
speth, Culberson, Val Verde, Kinney, Medina, Terrell 
and Brewster without a hunting license except that 
persons under 17 years of age and persons hunting 
on their own property or property on which they re- 
side shall not be required to hold a hunting license. 

Hunt, kill or possess game birds, game animals, or 
oe birds and animals, except where provided by 
aw. 


Kill or take turkey hen. 
Kill or injure any bat. 


Have in possession more than fifty game birds of 
all varieties at any one time, excepting transporta- 
tion and storage companies. 

Sell or buy game birds or game animals, dead or 
alive, regardless of where caught or killed except 
game breeders and taxidermists who may sell un- 
claimed specimens. 


Bring game into this State during the closed sea- 
son on such game without a permit from the Game, 
Fish and Oyster Commission. 


Kill or hunt any game bird or game animal be- 
tween one-half hour after sunset and one-half hour 
before sunrise. 


Take game birds by net or trap. 


Ship game except to one’s own home or to a taxi- 
dermist and unless affidavit is attached that the ship- 
per has lawfully killed such game. 


Destroy the nests or eggs of any bird protected by 
the laws of this State. 


Hunt under license of another. 
Allow another person to hunt under your license. 


Receive any hunter on board a boat for pay unless 
owner has a license for his boat. 


Hunt for hire or hire anyone to hunt. 


Hunt from an automobile, motor boat, sail boat, 
boat under tow, or airplane. 


Hunt on a State Game Preserve. 
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Hunt at night with a headlight in a territory where 
deer are known to range. 


Hunt or fish on enclosed lands of another without 
the owner’s consent. 


Refuse to stop a vehicle or auto, when demanded 
by a game and fish warden, and it is unlawful to 
refuse to allow a game and fish warden to search 
your game bag when he has reason to believe that a 
game law has been violated. 


Shoot any gun or firearm in, on, along or across 
any public road in this State. 


Possess any deer carcass or green hide with all 
evidence of sex removed. 


Kill doe deer, fawns or spike bucks. 


Use a deer call, except deer horns which may be 
rattled. 


Keep migratory birds or waterfowls on cold stor- 
age more than 20 days after the season has closed. 


Take any game bird with a shotgun larger than 
10-gauge. 


Take any migratory bird with any gun other than 
a shotgun. 


To take any migratory or any other game birds 
with a shotgun capable of holding more than three 
shells. 


FRESH WATER FISH 
LAWS 


GENERAL REGULATIONS 


License Required: Resident citizens of Texas must 
procure an Artificial Lure License, price $1.10, when 
fishing with artificial lures or bait. (No exemptions). 


Non-Resident of Texas or Alien must procure a 
Non-Resident or Alien Fishing License, price $5.00. 
or a Five Day License, price $1.10, when fishing with 
any kind of bait. Non-Resident is any citizen of the 
United States, who has not been a bona fide resident 
of Texas for four months preceding his application 
for a license. 


Unlawful for any resident citizen of Texas to fish 
in the counties of Mason, Menard, Kerr, Schleicher, 
Crockett, Sutton, Kimble, Real, Edwards, Blanco, 
Llano, Kendall, Gillespie, El Paso, Hudspeth, Cul- 
berson, Val Verde, Kinney, Medina, Terrell and 
Brewster without a resident fishing license, except 
persons under 17 years of age shall not be required 
to hold such license and except persons fishing on 
land they own or on which they reside shali not be 
required to hold a resident fishing license. Fee for 
Resident Fishing License is 55 cents. 


A seine or net license is required of commercial 
fishermen operating in fresh waters as well as those 
operating in salt water. (See Salt Water and Com- 
mercial Fishing Laws of this digest). 


A license is required to sell fish. (See salt water 
laws of this digest). 


An artificial lure is any manufactured bait or 
imitation of a natural bait. 


Method of Taking: Ordinary pole and line, set- 
line, trotline, artificial bait and seines or nets of not 
less than three inch square mesh, except a seine or 
net made of wire or other metallic substance or fish 
traps. Minnow seines not more than twenty feet in 
length for the purpose of taking minnows for bait 
are permitted. All other methods or means of taking 
fish are prohibited unless especially noted below. 


Closed Season: Unlawful to take bass or crappie 
during the months of March and April. Unlawful 
to use seines or nets or artificial bait during these 
months. Special county restrictions below. 
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Size Limits: Black bass not less than eleven 
inches, crappie not less than seven inches with ex- 
ceptions on these and other fish in certain counties 
noted below. 


Sale Prohibited: Sale of black bass or crappie or 
white perch prohibited in all counties. Special sale 
restrictions noted below. 


Bag Limit: Unlawful to take in any one day 
more than fifteen bass, fifteen crappie or white perch, 
thirty-five bream or goggle-eye or an aggregate of 
more than fifty of these species or to possess at any 
one time more than thirty bass, thirty crappie or 
white perch or seventy bream or goggle-eye. This 
provision does not apply to certain counties listed 
below: Andrews, Bailey, Bandera, Brazoria, Bexar, 
Borden, Brooks, Callahan, Chambers, Cottle, Cochran, 
Crosby, Cameron, Dawson, Dickens, Dimmitt, Duval, 
Eastland, Ellis, Fort Bend, Fisher, Floyd, Frio, Gal- 
veston, Garza, Gaines, Hill, Hood, Haskell, Hale, 
Hockley, Howard, Hidalgo, Jackson, Johnson, Jones, 
Jim Hogg, Jim Wells, Kerr, Kendall, King, Kent, 
Kenedy, Kleberg, Lamb, Lubbock, Lynn, LaSalle, 
Matagorda, Mitchell, Motley, Martin, McMullen, No- 
lan, Nueces, Somervell, Scurry, Shackelford, Ste- 
phens, Stonewall, Starr, Taylor, Throckmorton, Terry, 
Wharton, Willacy, Webb, Yoakum, Zapata, Zavala. 

Minnow Laws: License required for dealing in 
minnows. (See commercial fishing laws). 


Unlawful to fish from deck or road surface of any 
highway bridge or causeway maintained by State 
Highway Department or to leave any dead fish or 
bait on such property. 


SPECIAL MINNOW LAWS 


Bell County: Unlawful to take minnows from the 
waters of Bell County for the purpose of sale or 
transport more than one hundred and twenty-five 
minnows from said county. 


Blanco, Gillespie, Kendall, Lampasas, Llano, Me- 
Culloch, Mason, San Saba. Unlawful to possess more 
than five hundred (500) minnows or transport same 
from said counties. 


Comal, Collin, Panola, Wise: Same as Bell 
County. 


Falls County: Unlawful to transport more than 
one hundred twenty-five (125) minnows at one time 
from borders of said county. 


In order to understand the fishing regulations in 
a county where there is a special law it must be un- 
derstood that the special county regulations listed 
below are supplementary to the general regulations 
and any restrictions contained in a special law must 
be cbeyed even though they appear to be in conflict 
with the general law and likewise any privilege 
granted in special law may be enjoyed without con- 
cern for general restrictions. 


SPECIAL REGULATIONS 


Archer County: Closed season on bass, perch, 
bream, crappie, and catfish February 1st to May 1st 
in Wichita River, Lake Kemp and Diversion Lake. 
No bream under five inches. Not more than ten bass 
or twenty crappie or a total of twenty crappie, perch, 
bream, and catfish in one day. Not more than twenty 
pounds of bass and an aggregate of not more than 
twenty pounds of crappie, perch, bream and eatfish. 
Aggregate of all kinds not over thirty pounds. No 
nets and seines except twenty foot minnow seine for 
taking bait. Unlawful to take or possess channel or 
blue catfish less than eleven inches in length. May 
use one trotline per person or not more than two per 
party of two or more. Trotlines must not be set 
nearer than fifty (50) feet or contain more than fifty 
(50) hooks with any two hooks thereon nearer than 
four (4) feet. Unlawful to offer for barter for sale, 
bass, perch, crappie, catfish or other fish except min- 
nows for bait. 


Bandera County: Closed season on fishing March 
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1st to June list, except Medina Lake closed to fish- 
ing February, March and April. Limit per day 10 
bass, 10 crappie, 10 catfish, 15 perch, 10 bream or 
an aggregate of not more than 20 of all such fish. 
Unlawful to take catfish less than nine (9) inches 
or any bass less than eleven (11) inches or crappie 
less than (7) inches in length. Unlawful to use any 
method or device equipped with more than two hooks 
except artificial lures used with rod and reel except 
minnow seines may be used for the purpose of tak- 
ing bait. Unlawful to take or possess for purpose 
of sale catfish, perch, bass, crappie or bream. All 
fishing lines must be fastened to stationary objects 
or held in hand by the fisherman. Unlawful to 
transport more than 200 minnows from county. 


Baylor County: Same as Archer County. 


Bastrop County: Unlawful to use seine or net of 
less than three (3) inch square mesh. Minnow seines 
of not more than twenty (20) feet in length to be 
used for taking minnows for bait are permitted. Pro- 
vided, however, no seine shall be used during the 
months of March and April. 


Bell County: Lawful to take suckers, buffalo, 
earp, shad or gar during July, August, September 
and October with seine or net, the meshes of which 
shall be not less than one inch square; and the 
same species of fish may be taken with wire, rope 
or gig at any time of year, provided that any bass, 
erappie or white perch, catfish, perch or trout caught 
by above methods must be immediately returned to 
water. Unlawful to possess any of above game fish 
while any of above rough fish are in possession. 
(See also special Bell County minnow law). 


Bexar County: Closed season on bass, perch, crap- 
pie, catfish, February 1st to May lst. Limit per day 
ten bass, ten crappie. No nets and seines except 
twenty foot minnow seine. Unlawful to sell any bass, 
perch, crappie channel or other catfish. 


Blanco County: Unlawful to use seines or nets 
or trotlines or pole and line or set line equipped with 
more than two (2) hooks. Lawful to use artificial 
lure. Size limit on catfish nine (9) inches, bass 
eleven (11) inches, crappie seven (7) inches. Bag 
limit ten (10) bass, ten (10) crappie, fifteen (15) 
perch, ten (10) bream, ten (10) catfish or an aggre- 
gate of twenty (20) of all such fish. May take suck- 
ers, buffalo, carp, shad, or gar with seines and nets 
not less than one (1) inch mesh during July, August, 
September, or October or at any time by wire rope or 
gig but may not possess other fish when using such 
devices. Closed March 1st to June ist. Unlawful 
to sell any fish taken in County. Unlawful to trans- 
port more than 200 minnows from county.

iver. 


Brewster County: Unlawful to sell or offer for 
sale any fish taken in county. 


Brown County: Unlawful to sell bass, crappie, 
or catfish taken in County. Unlawful to take more 
than thirty-five fish in a day. Seines or nets un- 
lawful except minnow seines not more than twenty 
feet in length for taking minnows for bait and ex- 
cept a three inch mesh seine used for carp and suckers 
in the Colorado River. 


Burnet County: Unlawful to sell bass, crappie or 
catfish taken in County. Unlawful to take more than 
thirty-five fish in a day. Seines or nets unlawful ex- 
cept minnow seine not more than twenty feet in 
length for taking minnows for bait and except a 
three inch mesh seine used for carp and sucker in 
the Colorado River. Unlawful to take catfish les 
‘than nine inches in length. 
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May take fish from lakes on Colorado River only 
by ordinary pole and line, throw line of not more 
than 6 hooks, trot line of not more than 30 hooks 
or artificial bait. Closed season March and April, 
except catfish and gasper. Size Limit: Black bass 
11 inches, white bass 11 inches, crappie 7 inches, cat- 
fish 9 inches. Bag Limit: 10 black bass, 10 white 
bass, 10 crappie, 10 catfish or an aggregate of 20 
fish in one day. Possession limit: 20 fish at one time. 
May not transport more than 200 minnows from 
county.

Chambers County: Same as Mitchell County. 


Cherokee County: Seines and nets prohibited dur- 
ing February, March and April except twenty (20) 
foot minnow seine for taking minnows for bait.

Comal County: Unlawful to take fish by any 
means or device other than ordinary pole and line 
or throwline with not more than two (2) hooks, or 
trotline with hooks not less than six (6) feet apart 
provided however it shall be lawful to use dowagiac 
or other artificial bait equipped with more than two 
(2) hooks. Twenty (20) foot minnow seine permis- 
sible for taking bait. Bag limit ten fish of any kind 
per day or thirty (30) per week except perch, twenty 
(20) per day or sixty (60) per week. Closed season 
on bass, perch, crappie and catfish from February 
Ist to May list. Catfish must be not less than twelve 
(12) inches. Unlawful to sell any fish taken in 
said county.

Twenty (20) 
foot minnow seine permissible for taking minnows 
for bait. Unlawful to take or possess cattish less 
than mine (9) inches or bass less than eleven (11) 
inches or crappie less than seven (7) inches in length. 
Bag limit not more than ten (10) bass, not more 
than ten (10) crappie, or not more than ten (10) 
cattish, ten (10) bream, fifteen (15) perch, or an 
aggregate of not more than twenty (20) of all such 
fish. Closed March Ist to June lst. Not more than 
200 minnows may be transported outside of county.

May take suckers, 
buffalo, carp, shad or gar with seine of not Jess than 
one inch mesh during July, August, September, or 
October or at any time by wire rope or gig but may 
not possess other fish when using such device. 


Grayson County: Unlawful to use any device other 
than ordinary hook and line, setline or throwline or 
by ordinary cordline. Seines and nets prohibited ex- 
cept during the month of August when same may 
be used for purpose of taking fish for propagation 
except minnow seines of not more than twenty feet 
in length for taking bait. Size limit: Bass not less 
than eight (8) inches, white perch or crappie not 
less than one-half pound.

Jim Wells County: Unlawful to take for pur- 
pose of sale any fish from Lake Corpus Christi in 
San Patricio, Jim Wells and Live Oak Counties, or 
from the waters of Nueces River between Calallen 
Dam and west boundary line of Live Oak County on 
Nueces River, including all the waters within all 
the tributaries of the Nueces River within Live Oak, 
San Patricio and Nueces Counties. Unlawful to use 
seine or net, except 20-foot minnow seine for taking 
minnows for bait. Unlawful to use trotline with 
hooks less than three feet apart. Unlawful to take 
any fish from waters described above during months 
of February, March and April. 


Johnson County: Unlawful to sell minnows taken 
in County. Unlawful to transport more than 25 
minnows outside of County. 


Jones County: Unlawful to sell any fish for com- 
mercial purposes.

May 
not take more than 10 bass, 10 catfish, 10 crappie, 
10 perch, or 10 bream or more than 15 of all such 
fish. Size limit: Catfish 11 inches, bass 11 inches, 
crappie 8 inches, perch or bream 5 inches. Unlawful 
to sell any catfish, perch, crappie, bream or bass 
taken in county. Unlawful to take any fish during 
January, February, March and April; and unlawful 
to take catfish during January, February, March, 
April, May and June.

Medina County: Closed season on bass, perch, 
crappie and catfish, February lst to May lst. Limit 
per day ten bass, ten crappie. No nets and seines 
allowed except twenty (20) foot minnow seines. Un- 
lawful to sell any bass, perch, crappie, channel or 
other catfish. 

Medina Lake: Special license required of all per- 
sons over the age of 17 years. Annual license fee 
$1.00, daily license fee 25c. Holders of other valid 
fishing licenses are not exempt from holding Medina 
Lake license.

Persons using artificial lures or baits in salt waters 
under jurisdiction of Texas are required to carry an 
artificial lure license. Out-of-State or non-resident 
persons fishing for pleasure in such salt waters are 
required to procure a non-resident fishing license. 
(See license under Fresh Water Fish Laws). 


Wholesale Fish Dealer’s License is required of each 
person, firm or corporation who buys for the purpose 
of selling to retail fish dealers and to the consumer 
or who cans, preserves or processes aquatic products 
for commercial purposes. 


Wholesale Truck Dealer’s License is required of 
each person, firm or corporation who operates a truck 
for the purpose of selling to or taking orders from 
retail fish dealers and/or to the consumer trade. 
Separate license required for each truck operated. 


Retail Truck Dealer’s License is required of any 
person, firm or corporation engaged in the business 
of buying for the purpose of selling or distributing 
either fresh or frozen aquatic products to the con- 
sumer trade. Separate license required by each truck 
so operated and sales only permitted to hotels, cafes 
and house to house peddling. 
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Retail Fish Dealer’s License is required of any 
person, firm or corporation engaged in the business 
of buying for purpose of selling either fresh or 
frozen edible aquatic products to the consumer. Sep- 
arate license will be required for each market in 
which such dealer or person operates. Fee of such 
license based on population of the city. 


Retail Oyster Dealer’s License is required of any 
person, firm or corporation buying oysters only for 
the purpose of selling to the consumer trade in cities 
of more than 7,500 population. (This license is 
provided for use of markets or dealers handling 
oysters only and who do not care to take out retail 
fish and oyster dealer’s license). 


Resident Commercial Fisherman’s License is re- 
quired of any person who takes fish, oysters, shrimp, 
and other edible aquatic products from the waters 
of this State for pay or for the purpose of sale, bar- 
ter or exchange. 


Bait Dealer’s License is required of any person 
who sells, either minnows, fish, shrimp or other 
aquatic products for fish bait. 


Fish Guide License is required of any person who 
operates a boat for pay or anything of value in ac- 
ecompanying or transporting any person engaged in 
taking any edible aquatic life from the waters of 
this State. 


Shrimp Trawl License is required of each boat 
operating or towing a trawl. 


Seine or Net License must be attached to each hun- 
dred feet or fraction thereof of each seine or net used 
for the purpose of taking fish or shrimp from the 
waters of this State, except in fresh waters for non- 
commercial purposes. 


Fish Boat License is required of each boat equip- 
ped with motor of any kind or with sails when used 
for taking aquatic products for commercial pur- 
poses. 


Skiff License is required for each boat propelled 
by oars or poles that is used for the purpose of tak- 
ing aquatic products for commercial purposes. 


Oyster Dredge License is required for each boat 
used for the purpose of dredging oysters. 


Mussel License will be required for the purpose of 
taking mussel or mussel shells from the beds of state 
owned streams and waters. 


All Fish and Oyster Licenses become effective Sep- 
tember 1 and expire August 31 of the following year. 


FISH (Salt Water) 


Size Limit: Flounder twelve (12) inches, speckled 
trout twelve (12) inches, red fish not less than twelve 
(12) inches or over thirty-two (32) inches, drum not 
less than eight (8) inches nor over twenty (20) in- 
ches; pompano nine (9) inches; sheephead eight (8) 
inches; mackerel fourteen (14) inches and gafftop- 
sail 11 inches. It shall be unlawful to sever the head 
except redfish and catfish. Such headless body of 
redfish shall not measure more than twenty-seven (27) 
inches in length and headless catfish shall not measure 
less than eight (8) inches in length. 


TERRAPIN (Salt Water) 


Open Season: November, December, January and 
February. 


Size: Not less than six (6) inches in length. 


GREEN TURTLE 


Size: Not less than twelve (12) pounds in weight. 


OYSTERS 


Open Season: September Ist to March 81st. 


That part of Laguna Madre which is south and 
west of Baffin’s Bay has no closed season on oysters. 
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Matagorda Bay: Unlawful to dredge oysters in 
the head waters of Matagorda Bay east of a line 
from Palacios Point on the Mainland in Matagorda 
County across Matagorda Bay to Cotton Bayou on 
the Matagorda Peninsula. Unlawful to use any seine 
or net except cast net of not more than 9 feet in 
diameter or minnow seine of not more than 20 feet 
in length. 


Caranchua Bay: Unlawful to use oyster dredge in 
Caranchua Pass or within 300 yards from the mouth 
of said pass. 


Size Limit: In shell, 314 inches. 


American citizens, or any firm or corporation com- 
posed of such citizens, may use serapers or dredges 
in removing oysters from natural reefs provided they 
have procured a license from the Game, Fish and 
Oyster Commission before beginning operations, 


The Game, Fish and Oyster Commission is em- 
powered to close a reef by giving two weeks notice 
when it has reason to believe same is being over- 
worked. 


Sheli from oysters opened or shucked on board the 
boat must be deposited on shore as directed by Game, 
Fish and Oyster Commission. 


A person leasing an oyster claim or reef may ob- 
tain permission from the Game, Fish and Oyster 
Commission to seine thereon for drum fish. 


SHRIMP 


Size Limit of Shrimp: Not less than five and one- 
half inches except shrimp taken for bait in a twenty 
foot minnow seine or cast net or in a shrimp trawl 
not more than ten feet at the mouth and not more 
than twenty feet in length. A bait trawl may be 
used in any of the tidal waters of this State. 


SEINES AND NETS 


Seines may be used only in the Gulf of Mexico and 
must not be more than eighteen hundred (1800) feet 
in length, and not less than one and one-half inch 
square in mesh except the bag and for fifty (50) feet 
on each side of the bag shall not be larger than one 
inch square mesh. 


Unlawful to use or possess any seine or net for the 
purpose of taking fish from the waters of Caranchua 
Creek, Caranchua Bay and the lakes and coves open- 
ing thereonto, Caranchua Pass or within a radius of 
one thousand (1,000) yards from the mouth of said 
Pass in the waters of Matagorda Bay; Kellers Creek 
and that part of Kellers Bay within a radius of one 
thousand (1,000) yards from the southwest corner of 
the Olivia State Highway Roadside Park; all of Co- 
loma Creek and Powder Horn Lake, Powder Horn 
Bayou—the same being the Pass between Powder 
Horn Lake and Matagorda Bay or within a radius of 
one thousand (1,000) yards from the mouth of said 
Pass in the waters of Matagorda Bay: Chocolate 
Creek leading into Chocolate Bay or within a radius 
of one hundred (100) yards from the mouth of Choc- 
olate Creek in the waters of Chocolate Bay: all that 
part of Lavaca Bay within the distance of one thous- 
and (1,000) yards of each side of the Lavaca Bay 
Causeway. Except that a bait trawl] of not more 
than 10 feet in width at mouth or a minnow seine of 
not more than 20 feet in length may be used in taking 
bait. 


Nets shall not be smaller than one and one-half 
inch square mesh. 


It is unlawful to use shrimp trawl without a license 
or seine or net withcut a tag, issued by the Game, 
Fish and Oyster Commission, attached to such de- 
vice. 

Unlawful to use a seine, net or shrimp trawl, ex- 
cept a bait trawl, in Orange, Jefferson, Chambers, 
Harris, Galveston and Brazoria Counties or in streams, 
lakes, bayous or canals of Matagorda County, except 
that strike nets, gill nets, trammel nets or shrimp 
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trawls may be used in East Galveston Bay in the 
counties of Galveston and Chambers during the per- 
iod beginning August 15th and ending May 15th of 
each year, but may not be used in Swan Lake, Moses 
Lake, Clear Lake, Dickinson Bayou west of a line 
running from Miller’s Point to April Fool Point, 
Turtle Bay and that portion of East Bay northwest 
of a line extending from Kemah to Mesquite Knoll, 
and Galveston Bay east of a line extending from the 
extreme western part of Smith’s Point in Chambers 
County to the west bank of Sievers Cut. 


Unlawful to use a seine, net or shrimp trawl, ex- 
cept a bait trawl at any time in or on the waters of 
Agua Dulce Creek, Oso Creek, Shamrock Cove, Nueces 
Bay, Ingleside Cove, Red Fish Cove, Shoal Bay, Mud 
Flats, Shallow Bay, defined as beginning at the south- 
west end of Red Fish Cove; thence south on a line 
intersecting Corpus Christi Channel and all waters 
lying from this line, the said channel and between 
Harbor Island and the mainland to Aransas Bay; all 
of Aransas Bay between Port Aransas and Corpus 
Christi Bayou and lying between Harbor Island and 
Mud Island, Puerto Bay, St. Charles Bay, Hines Bay, 
Contec Lake, Oyster Lake, Turtle Bay, Copano Bay, 
Mission Bay, or in or within a mile of the pass on 
the north of Laguna Madre leading into Corpus 
Christi Bay, defined as beginning one quarter of a 
mile southwest of Pita Island and running to Flour 
Bluff, or in any of the tidal waters of Willacy County 
west of Padre Island or in any of the tidal waters of 
Kenedy or Kleberg Counties. 


It shall be unlawful for any person to place, set, 
use, or have in possession or to have on board any 
boat, or on any vehicle, any seine, net or trawl in 
the waters of Corpus Christi Bay and Laguna Madre 
and connecting inlets or bayous, lying between a line 
on the north running east from a stake or marker on 
the shore on the northeasterly point of Flour Bluff 
to a stake or marker on Mustang Island, one mile 
north of Corpus Christi Pass, and the Nueces-Kle- 
berg County line on the south; or Celle Del Oso and 
connecting inlets and bayous; or Oso Creek; or Cor- 
pus Christi Pass; or Aransas Pass; or within one 
mile of the Passes mentioned herein; all waters of 
Aransas Bay lying south of a line running from a 
stake or marker located on the shore of St. Joseph 
Island one mile north of the bayside entrance to the 
Pass, commonly known as North Pass, to the south- 
ern end of Mud Island, thence to the north side of 
the entrance to Corpus Christi Bayou; all waters ly- 
ing between Harbor Island and St. Joseph Island; all 
waters lying between Harbor Island and Mustang Is- 
land; or that part of Redfish Bay, and connecting in- 
lets and bayous, lying south and southwest of a line 
starting at the juncture of the railroad dumps on the 
mainland, running east along the center of said dumps 
to its eastern extremity, thence northeast to the north 
side of the eastern entrance to Corpus Christi Bayou, 
thence southeast to the northern extremity of Har- 
bor Island to a stake or marker, and north and north- 
east of a line running directly east and west from 
the mainland to Harbor Island across the southern 
extremity of Ransom Point or in any pass or channel 
leading from one body of water to another in any 
of the salt waters of Nueces County, Texas. 


Provided it shall not be unlawful to use a minnow 
seine not exceeding twenty feet in length, cast net 
or bait trawl for taking bait. 


Provided it shall not be unlawful to possess seines 
and nets while enroute to waters where same may 
be lawfully used. 


Provided that shrimp trawls may be used in Mat- 
agorda Bay, San Antonio Bay and in that part of 
Aransas Bay and that part of Corpus Christi Bay 
not mentioned above. Such trawls also permitted 
in Espirtu Santo Bay in Calhoun County and Lavaca 
Bay during the months of September, October, No- 
vember, and December. Seining permissible in the 
waters of Powder Horn Lake in Calhoun County dur- 
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ing the months of January, December and february 
of each year. 

Unlawful to have in possession any seine, strike 
net, gill net, trammel net, or shrimp trawl in or on 
any of the waters of this State where device is pro- 
hibited from being used unless such device is on board 
a vessel when such vessel is at a port or in a channel 
while enroute to or from the Gulf of Mexico. Any 
seine or net or shrimp trawl possessed in violation of 
this law is subject to seizure by any officer and de- 
struction by a court order. 


Unlawful to use any seine, net or shrimp trawl in 
any channel or canal connecting one body of bay 
water with another body of bay water, or in any 
channel connecting a bay with the Gulf of Mexico 
or within a mile of such channel. 


UNLAWFUL TO 


Use dredge or any means other than hand tongs in 
water less than 4 feet deep. 

Use power dredge in water less than 6 feet deep. 

Ship, sell or possess for purpose of sale any fish 
or oysters taken from an insanitary reef. 

Plant, or buy oysters for planting, bedding, mar- 
keting, or other purpose during closed season without 
permit from the Game, Fish and Oyster Commission. 

Ship or accept for shipment or transportation dur- 
ing closed season, oysters taken from public reefs. 

Fail, or refuse to scatter culls from oysters you 
take from reefs. 

Open or shuck oysters for market near or on reefs. 


Sell oysters taken for planting or depositing for 
preparation for market. 

Sell cargo of oysters containing more than five per 
cent young oysters. 

Use insanitary containers. 

Float or bloat oysters. 

Deface, injure, destroy or remove any buoy, mark- 
er or fence, or part thereof. 


Refuse to show license. 


Erect, set, operate or maintain any fish pound net 
within three (3) nautical miles from coast line with- 
out permit from Game, Fish and Oyster Commission. 


Take for sale any mussels, clams or naiads or 
shells thereof, without a license. 


Use explosives or to muddy water. 


Use any seine, net, gill net, trotline or other de- 
vice, except hook and line, for the purpose of fish- 
ing within the channel, turning basin, or other waters 
of any navigation district. 


All undersize fish must be returned to the waters 
from which taken. 


Use, operate, sail, anchor, tie, or moor to the bank 
any boat, sailboat, motorboat, skiff, barge, raft, or 
other floating device, or to place any post, piling ob- 
struction, wire, rope, cable, net or trap, in or upon 
the waters of any natural or artificial pass which 
is now or may be hereafter opened, reopened, dredged, 
excavated, constructed, and maintained by the Game, 
Fish and Oyster Commission of the State of Texas 
as a fish pass, between the Gulf of Mexico and any 
inland bay, within a distance of two thousand, eight 
hundred (2,800) feet inside of such pass, measured 
from the mouth of said pass where it empties into 
or opens upon the Gulf of Mexico. 


Use an oyster dredge or have in possession oysters 
taken from the waters of Copano Bay, west of a 
line drawn from the East gable of Sorenson’s club 
house to the mouth of Mission Bay, except such 
oysters that may be taken from a private lease. 
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FUR-BEARING ANIMAL LAWS 


The animals that are classed as fur-bearing animals 
in Texas are Badger, Civet Cat, Fox, Mink, Muskrat, 
Opossum, Polecat or Skunk, Raccoon, Beaver, and 
Ringtail Cat. Game animals may not be trapped at 
any time nor their pelts or hides sold. Deer, ante- 
lope, mountain sheep, peccary, bear and squirrels are 
game animals. (See Game Laws). 


PROPERTY OF STATE 


The protected fur-bearing animals and their pelts 
are the property of the State until they have been 
lawfully taken, and all regulations and laws com- 
plied with. 


OPEN SEASON (General Laws) 


The period of time when you may lawfully take 
Badger, Civet Cat, Fox (certain counties closed), 
Mink, Opossum, Polecat or Skunk, Raccoon and Ring- 
tail Cat is during the months of December and:Jan- 
uary of each year. Fur bearing animals may be taken 
with traps, guns or dogs, except that steel traps 
may not be used in certain counties. 


Muskrats: May be taken from November 15th to 
March 15th of each year with traps only. 


Beaver: May be taken only in Val Verde County 
and counties west of the Pecos River during the 
month of January. 


Otter: Unlawful to take or possess in any por- 
tion of Texas (except certain counties). 


OPEN SEASON (Special Laws) 


Unlawful to kill, take or have in possession for sale 
any fox, beaver or otter or the pelts thereof in the 
following counties: Angelina, Bastrop, Bowie, Brazos, 
Caldwell, Camp, Cook, Delta, Denton, Falls, Fannin, 
Grayson, Grimes, Harrison, Houston, Hunt, Jack, 
Jasper, Jefferson, Kaufman, Lee, Leon, Limestone, 
Lamar, Milam, Madison, Morris, McLennan, Mont- 
gomery, Navarro, Newton, Panola, Polk, Robertson, 
Red River, Rusk, San Jacinto, Shelby, Smith, Titus, 
Trinity, Tyler, Upshur, Walker, Washington and 
Young. 


Anderson County: Unlawful to set steel traps 
snares or dead falls on lands of another without per- 
mission. 


Angeline County: Trapping permitted only on one’s 
own property or on property where permit has been 
given by the owner. Unlawful to take fox. 


Bowie County: Unlawful to set trap, snare or 
deadfall except on land owned and in possession of 
person so trapping. 


Brewster County: Unlawful to take badger or 
raccoon in Brewster County south of Southern Pacific 
Railroad tracks. 


Cass County: Same as Bowie County. 
Camp County: Unlawful to trap, hunt with gun 
or possess any fox or pelt thereof. 


Caldwell County: Unlawful to sell or possess for 
purpose of sale any wild beaver, otter or fox or pelt 
thereof. 


Cherokee County: Unlawful to set steel trap for 
purpose of taking fur-bearing animals except from 
December 15th to January 15th or when set within 
two hundred (200) yards of some residence. 


Cottle County: Open season December 1st to Feb- 
ruary 15th except muskrats, which is from Novem- 
ber 15th to April 1st inclusive. 


Fannin County: Unlawful to kill, capture or 
possess any fox. 


Gregg County: Same as Harrison County. 


Guadalupe County: Unlawful to take, trap or 
kill any raccoon or mink. 


Harrison County: Unlawful to kill any fur-bear-| HE LIBR 
ing animals by means of steel trap, snare or dead- 
fall unless such animal is in the act of destroying or c 
about to destroy property. Unlawful to sell pelts of MAY © 
fur bearing animals taken. 


Henderson County: Unlawful to set any tr , 
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Houston County: Trapping permitted only on one’s 
own property or where permit has been given by 
property owner. 


Jasper County: Unlawful to possess for the pur- 
pose of sale any wild fox, or pelt thereof. 

Lamar, County: Same as Fannin County. 

Lee County: Same as Caldwell County. 

Marion County: Same as Bowie County. 

Montgomery County: Unlawful to use steel traps 
for the purpose of taking fur-bearing animals or set 
same except within two hundred (200) yards of some 
residence. 

Milam County: Same as Caldwell County. 

Nacogdoches County: Trapping permitted only on 
property where permission has been obtained. 

Navarro County: Same as Jasper County. 

Orange County: Same as Anderson County. 

Newton County: Same as Jasper County. 

Panola County: Unlawfful to take any fur-bear- 
ing animal except with 300 feet of residence. 

Parker County: Unlawful to liberate or possess 
any fox. 

Red River County: Same as Fannin County. 

Sabine County: Same as Montgomery County. 

San Augustine County: Same as Montgomery 
County. 

Shelby County: May noi use steel traps. 


Smith County: Unlawful to kill or possess any 
fox. 


Tyler County: Same as Falls County. 


Van Zandt County: Unlawful to trap on private 
lands without written permission of owner. 


Washington County: Unlawful to take, trap or 
kill any raccoon or mink. 


TRAPPER DEFINED 


A resident trapper is any person who takes for the 
purpose of barter or sale, or who sells, or offers for 
sale the pelts of any of the fur-bearing animals of 
this state, and who has been a bona fide resident of 
this state two (2) years prior to his application for a 
license. All others are non-resident trappers. 


TRAPPER’S LICENSE 


The fee for a Resident Trapper’s License is One 
Dollar ($1.00). For a Non-Resident Trapper’s Li- 
cense it is two hundred ($200.00) dollars. Trapper’s 
Licenses may be procured from any Game and Fish 
Warden, County Clerk, authorized License Deputy 
or direct from the Game, Fish and Oyster Commis- 
sion at Austin, Texas. 


A hunting license does not authorize or permit a 
person to hunt or take fur-bearing animals or their 
pelts. 


It is unlawful for a person over the age of seven- 
teen years to hunt with a gun in a county other than 
the one in which he or she resides without a hunt- 
ing license. (See Game Laws). 


A Trapper’s License permits a person to trap or 
take fur-bearing animals in any county of Texas, but 
when such person hunts with a gun in a county other 
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than the one in which he resides he must procure a 
Hunting License in addition to his Trapper’s License. 
(See Game Laws). 


PROPAGATION OF FUR-BEARING ANIMALS 


For a fee of $5.00 a permit can be obtained for 
the purpose of taking fur-bearing animals alive dur- 
ing the open season for the purpose of sale or prop- 
agation. 


FUR BUYERS DEFINED 


Wholesale Fur Buyer: A wholesale fur buyer who 
purchases for himself or on behalf of another per- 
son, the pelt or pelts of any of the fur-bearing ani- 
mals of this State from a retail fur buyer and/or 
from the trapper. 


Retail Fur Buyer: A retail fur buyer is any per- 
son who purchases the pelt or pelts of any of the 
fur-bearing animals of this State from the trappers 
only. 


FUR BUYERS LICENSE 


The fee for a Retail Fur Buyers License is $5.00. 
The fee for a Wholesale Fur Buyers License is $25.00. 


DEALER’S REPORT 


Every Fur Dealer must file with the Game, Fish and 
Oyster Commission, not later than the tenth day of 
each month, a complete sworn report, on printed 
forms furnished by the Game, Fish and Oyster Com- 
mission, of the kind and number of the pelts of fur- 
bearing animals purchased in this State and shipped 
out of the State during the preceding month. No re- 
port is required for those months when no pelts are 
purchased. The above report is required of dealers 
who buy in the State and ship out of the State. If 
the dealer is a tanner, furrier, taxidermist or manu- 
facturer, who tans or manufactures the pelt into a 
finished product in this State, a report is required 
not later than the tenth day of the month which 
shows the number of pelts purchased during the pre- 
ceding month. 


UNDRIED PELTS 


The possession of undried pelts after fifteen days 
after the close of the open season shall be PRIMA 
FACIE evidence that the pelt was taken during the 
closed season. The trapper is given fifteen days im- 
mediately following the close of the open season for 
drying of pelts taken by him during the open season. 


PREDATORY ANIMALS 


Wolves, Coyotes, Cougars, Rabbits, Wild Cats, Bob 
Cats, Weasels, Mountain Lions, Mexican Lions, and 
Ocelot are not classed as fur-bearing animals. They 
are not protected by law. They may be killed at 
any time of the year. 


It is unlawful for any person to possess or to re- 
ceive, or to have for the purpose of transporting, or 
for the purpose of turning loose, or to turn loose or 
to cause to be turned loose any live wolf within this 
State. 


IMPORTANT NOTICE 


Federal Lacey Act: This legislation, enacted in 
1900, and amended and incorporated in the Criminal 
Code of the United States in 1909, prohibits the de- 
livery of dead bodies of wild animals or parts there- 
of to any common carrier for transportation from 
one State to another when such animals have been 
killed or shipped in violation of State Laws. 
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GAME LAWS > 


GAME BIRDS AND GAME ANIMALS 


Property of State: All wild birds and wild ani- 
mals belong to the people of this State. 


Game Animals: Deer, elk, antelope, wild sheep, 
bear, squirrels and pececary or javelina. 


Game Birds: Turkeys, ducks, geese, brant, snipe, 
grouse, prairie chickens, pheasants, quail or part- 
ridges, wild pigeons, doves, chachalaca, plover and 
shore birds of all varieties. 


Non-Game Birds: Unlawful to kill or have in 
possession either dead or alive. 


’ Unprotected Birds: English sparrows, golden eag- 
les or Mexican brown eagles, crows, ravens, vultures 
or buzzards, rice-birds, roadrunners, goshawk, Coop- 
e’s hawk or blue darter, sharpshinned hawk, duck- 
hawk, jaybirds, sapsuckers, blackbirds, starling, wood- 
peckers, butcher birds or shrike, and the great horned 
owl. Canaries and parrots as domestic pets are un- 
protected. 


DOVES 
Open Season and Bag Limits 
(Combined State and Federal Regulations) 
Mourning Doves 


North Zone—September Ist to October 12th, inclu- 
sive. Shooting hours, 7 a. m. until sunset. (North 
zone is composed of Yoakum, Terry, Lynn, Garza, 
Kent, Stonewall, Haskell, Throckmorton, Young, Palo 
Pinto, Parker, Johnson, Ellis, Kaufman, Van Zandt, 
Rains, Hopkins, Franklin, and Red River Counties 
and all Counties north and west of the Counties 
named). 

South Zone—September 16th to October 27th, in- 
elusive. Shooting hours, 7 a. m. w>til sunset. (South 
zone includes remainder of the State, except Culber- 
son and Hudspeth Counties, which have no open sea- 
son, and with exceptions in certain Counties noted 
below). 

Exceptions-—_In Webb, Zapata, Starr, Hidalgo, Cam- 
eron and Willacy Counties, season will be open only 
on each Tuesday, Thursday and Sunday from 12 noon 
until sunset during the period September 16th to 
October 15th, inclusive. 


Culberson County—No open season. 


Hudspeth County—No open season. 


Bag Limit—Not more than 12 per day and not 
more than 12 in aggregate of both mourning and 
white-winged doves in one day or in possession at 
any time. 

Method of Taking—Shotgun only. May not be 
larger than 10 gauge, and repeating or automatic 
shotguns must be permanently plugged to three- 
shell capacity. Rifles prohibited. 


White-Winged Doves 


Open Season—September 16th to September 25th, 
inclusive, except in Webb, Zapata, Starr, Hidalgo, 
Cameron and Willacy Counties they may be shot 
from 12 noon until sunset on September 16th, 18th, 
21st, 23rd and 25th only. Shooting hours in other 
portions of State, 7 a. m. until sunset. 


Bag Limit—Not more than 12 per day and not more 
than 12 in aggregate of both white-winged and mourn- 
ing doves in any one day or in possession at any 
time. 

Protected Area—Unlawful to shoot white-winged 
doves or chachalacas between Rio Grande River and 
U. S. Highway 838 from the Zavata-Starr County 
line to the west boundary of the City Limits of 
Brownsville. 


Method of Taking—Same as for mourning doves. 
Culberson County—No open season. 
Hudspeth County—No open season. 


MIGRATORY WATERFOWL 


Open Seasons—On waterfowl and coot, November 
2nd to December 3lst, inclusive. On rails and galli- 
nules (except coot), September 1 to November 30, 
inclusive. 


Shooting Hours—For waterfowl and coot, sunrise 
to 4 p. m. For rails and gallinules (except coot), 
sunrise to sunset. 


Bag Limits—Ducks, 10 per day or 20 in possession. 
Daily bag may contain 8 buffleheads or 3 redheads, 
or 3 of these two species together, and not more 
than 6 of these ducks may be possessed. Daily bag 
may also contain not more than one wood duck, and 
not more than one of this species may be possessed. 
(Canvasbacks and ruddy ducks have been restored 
to the list of species with the 10-and-20 bag and 
possession limits). 
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Geese and Brant—Three per day or 6 in possession 
at one time. In addition hunters may take 3 blue 
geese per day and they may have 6 blue geese in pos- 
session in addition to the general 6-goose possession 
limit. The original 3 or 6 geese may include or con- 
sist entirely of blue geese, and it is thus possible for 
a hunter to. take 6 blue geese a day or have 12 in 
possession if he takes or possesses no other kinds of 
geese. 


Rails and Gallinules (except sora and coot)—15 in 
aggregate of all kinds; possession limit, same. 


Sora—15; possession limit, same. 
Coot—25; possession limit, same. 


No Open Season On: Wilson’s snipe or jacksnipe, 
swans, and Ross’s geese. 


Duck Stamp: Required of all persons over 16 
hunting migratory waterfowl. Price $1.00. May be 
purchased at any post Office. 

Use of cattle, horses or mules as blinds prvhibited. 
Bait and live decoys prohibited. 

Harrison and Marion Counties: License required 
for operation of commercial blinds for use in hunting 
ducks, geese or other waterfowl. Price $5 for each 
blind. Such license is not required of sportman hunt- 
ing in private blinds. All blinds, whether commer- 
cial or private, must be spaced at least 300 yards 
apart. 

Shooting allowed only with shotgun and bow and 
arrow. Shotguns larger than 10 gauge prohibited. 
Repeating or automatic shotguns must be permanently 
plugged to three shell capacity. 


WILDLIFE SANCTUARY 


Vingt et Un Islands in Galveston Bay are a wildlife 
sanctuary. It is unlawful to enter upon these is- 
lands for any purpose without permission of the 
Game, Fish and Oyster Commission. 

Rockport Wildlife Sanctuary: Unlawful to take 
any bird or animal. (Boundaries described by suit- 
able markers in Rockport area.) 

Lake Corpus Christi (except that part of the lake 
located in Jim Wells and Nueces Counties.) Un- 
lawful to enter with gun or rifle, or to attempt to 
shoot any bird or animal. 

Wichita County: Hunting, except for ducas and 
geese, prohibited in certain marked area in and near 
Wichita Falls. For boundaries consult local Game 
Warden. 

Hunting prohibited at all times in public parks 
under contro] of State Parks Board. 

Hunting prohibited at all times in State Game 
Preserves. 


PRAIRIE CHICKENS OR PINNATED GROUSE 
No Open Season. 


QUAIL 


Open Season: Both North and South Zones—De- 
cember Ist to January 16th, inclusive. If shotguns 
are used they must not be larger than 10 gauge, and 
must be permanently plugged so that they will hold 
no more than three shells. 

Bag Limit: 12 a day and not more than 36 a 
week. 

Possession Limit: 36. 

The following Counties have no open season: Du- 
val, Roberts, Gaines, Terry, Yoakum, Live Oak (ex- 
cept in J. Frank Dobie Game Preserve), Culberson 
and Hudspeth. 

Camp County: Unlawful to take quail except on 
Friday of each week and legal holidays during the 
period December ist to January 16th inclusive. 
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Kaufman County: Unlawful to take quail except 
on Mondays, Wednesdays, and Saturdays of each week 
during the period December Ist to January 16th, in- 
clusive. ; 


Franklin County: Unlawful to take quail except 
on Mondays, Wednesdays and Fridays of each week 
during the period December lst to January 16th, 
both dates inclusive. 


Hopkins County: Same as Franklin County. 
Delta County: Same as Franklin County. 
Van Zandt County: Same as Franklin County. 


Comanche County: Unlawful to hunt quail on 
lands of another without written permission, except 
when accomvanied by owner or agent of the land. 


Erath County: Unlawful to hunt quail on land 
of another without written permission from owner 
except when in company of owner. Applies only to 
persons who are not residents of Erath County. 


Henderson County: Same as Erath County. 
Hood County: Same as Erath County. 
Montague County: Same as Erath County. 
Panola County: Same as Erath County. 
Smith County: Same as Kaufman County. 


Guadalupe County: Unlawful to take quail except 
on Sundays and Wednesdays during period Decem- 
ber lst to January 16th, inclusive. 


Wood County: Quail may be taken on Mondays, 
Wednesdays and Fridays of each week during the 
period from December ist to January 16th. May 
not hunt quail upon premises of another without 
written consent of presence of two witnesses that 
such consent was given. 


CHACHALACA 


Open Season: December ist: to January 16th, in- 
clusive. If shotguns are used they must not be lar- 
ger than 10 gauge, and must be permanently plug- 
ged so that they will hold no more than three shelis. 


Bag Limit: Five per day, not more than 10 in 
any seven-day period. 


Possession Limit: 10.

No open season under Federal regulations. 
ANTELOPE, WILD SHEEP AND ELK 


No open season. 
BEAR 


Open Season: November 16th to December 3\ist. 
Bag Limit: One a season. 


Brewster, County: Unlawful to take bear south 
of the Southern Pacific Railroad tracks. 


Hardin County: No open season. 
Liberty County: No open season. 


DEER (Bucks with Pronged Antlers) 


Open Season: White-tail deer, November 16th to 
December 31st; Blacktail or Mule deer, east of Pecos 
River, November 16th to December 3lst and west of 
Pecos River, November 16th to November 30th. 


Bag Limit: Two bucks a season, except Blaicktail 
or Mule deer, west of Pecos River, only one a season. 


Brown County: Bag limit, one buck per season. 
SPECIAL LAWS ON DEER

Unlawful to sell 
or possess for purpose of sale any javelina or part 
thereof in those Counties.

season only.

LICENSES 


Resident Hunting: Price $2.00. Required of every 
Texas citizen over 17 who hunts out of the County 
of his residence. A citizen is any person who has 
been for more than six months immediately preced- 
ing application for license a bona fide resident of 
Texas. (Note: Unlawful to hunt in Mason, Menard, 
Kerr, Schleicher, Crockett, Sutton, Kimble, Real, 
Edwards, Blanco, Llano, Kendall, Gillespie, El Paso, 
Hudspeth, Culberson, Val Verde, Kinney, Medina, 
Terrell and Brewster Counties without a hunting 
license, the only exceptions being persons under 17 
and persons hunting on their own property or prop- 
erty on which they reside. Resident hunting licenses 
bought in Counties other than those above-named 
are valid in those above-named Counties). 


Non-Resident: Price $25.00. Required of every 
person above the age of seventeen years, who is not 
a citizen of this State, or who is an alien. 


Hunting Boat License: Price $2.00. Required of 
every person owning or navigating a sail boat or 
power boat for acommodating hunters for pay. 


Shooting Preserve License: Price $5.00. Requirea 
of every person who acts as manager for any club, 
or the owner of any club or shooting resort, or leasor 
of premises leased for hunting purposes, who accom- 
modates hunters for pay. 


Game Breeder’s License: Price $2.00. Required of 
every perscn who holds in captivity any game ani- 
mals or game birds for the purpose of propagation 
for sale. Apply to Game, Fish and Oyster Commis- 
sion for detailed information. 


STORAGE OF WILD GAME 


No limit to the time game birds or game animals 
may be kept in storage if placed in storage within 
three days after the end of the season, except as fol- 
lows: 


(1) Migratory birds and waterfowls, which may 
be possessed for only 20 days after close of the 
season; and 


(2) Deer, which must be removed from storage 
before June 5th, except that deer sausage, jerk, or 
deer meat which is cut and wrapped, or such meat 
stored in any privately owned or leased locker in a 
cold storage plant may be kept in storage indefinitely. 


Any person accepting game for storage must keep 
a record giving time of storage, name and address 
of person placing game on storage, and kind and 
amount of game stored by each individual. 


FRESH WATER FISH 
LAWS 


General Regulations 


Licenses Required: Resident citizens of Texas must 
procure an Artifiicial ure License, price $1.10, when 
fishing with artificial lures or bait in fresh water. 
This license is not required of those using artificial 
lures or bait in salt water. Otherwise there are no 
exemptions because of age or any other reason. 


Non-residents of Texas or aliens must procure a 
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Non-Resident or Alien Fishing License, price $5.00, 
or a Five Day License, price $1.10, when fishing with 
any kind of bait in fresh water. Such licenses are 
not required of non-residents or aliens fishing in salt 
water. A non-resident is any citizen of the Uited 
States who has not been a bona fide resident of Texas 
for four months preceding his application for a 
license. 


Unlawful for any resident citizen of Texas to fish 
in the Counties of Mason, Menard, Kerr, Schleicher, 
Crockett, Sutton, Kimble, Real, Edwards, Blanco, 
Llano, Kendall, Gillespie, El Paso, Hudspeth, Cul- 
berson, Val Verde, Kinney, Medina, Terrell and 
Brewster without a resident fishing license, except 
persons under 17 years of age shall not be required 
to hold such license and except persons fishing on 
land they own or on which they reside shall not be 
required to hold a resident fishing license. Fee for 
Resident Fishing License is 55 cents. 


A seine or net license is required of commercial 
fishermen operating in fresh waters as well as those 
operating in salt water. (See Salt Water and Com- 
mercial Fishing Laws of this Digest). 


A license is required to sell fish. (See salt water 
laws of this Digest). 


An artificial lure is any manufactured bait or imi- 
tation of a natural bait. 


Method of Taking: Ordinary pole and line, set- 
line, trotline, artificial bait and seines or nets of not 
less than three inch square mesh, except a seine or 
net made of wire or other metallic substance or fish 
traps. Minnow seines not more than twenty feet in 
length for the purpose of taking minnows for bait are 
permitted. All other methods or means of taking 
fish are prohibited unless especially noted below. 


Closed Season: Unlawful to take bass or crappie 
during the months of March and April. Unlawful 
to use seines or nets or artificial bait during these 
months. Special county restrictions below. 


Size Limits: Black bass not less than eleven 
inches, crappie not less than seven inches, with ex- 
ceptions on these and other fish in certain counties 
noted below. 


Sale Prohibited: Sale of black bass or crappie or 
white perch prohibited in al] Counties. Special sale 
restrictions noted below. 


Bag Limit: Unlawful to take in any one day more 
than fifteen bass, fifteen crappie or white perch, 
thirty-five bream, thirty-five goggle-eye or an ag- 
gregate of more than fifty of these species, or to 
possess at any one time more than thirty bass, thirty 
crappie or white perch or seventy bream or seventy 
goggle-eye. This provision does not apply to certain 
counties, as follows: Andrews, Bailey, Brazoria, 
Borden, Brooks, Callahan, Chambers, Cottle, Coch- 
ran, Crosby, Cameron, Dawson, Dickens, Duval, East- © 
land, Ellis, Fort Bend, Fisher, Floyd, Frio, Galves- 
ton, Garza, Gaines, Hill, Hood, Haskell, Hale, Hock- 
ley, Howard, Hidalgo, Johnson, Jones, Jim Hogg, 
Jim Wells, King, Kent, Kenedy, Kleberg, Lamb, Lub- 
boek, Lynn, La Salle, Matagorda, Mitchell, Motley, 
Martin, McMullen, Nueces, Somervell, Scurry, Shack- 
elford, Stephens, Stonewall, Starr, Taylor, Throck- 
morton, Terry, Wharton, Willacy, Webb, Yoakum, 
Zapata, Zavala. 


Minnow Laws: License required for dealing in 
minnows. (See commercial fishing laws). 

Notice: It is unlawful to take, catch, ensnare or 
trap any fish by any method in any waters within 
the confines of any public park under the control of 
the Texas State Parks Board, without the consent of 
the keeper, caretaker or superintendent of the park 
in question. 

Unlawful to fish from deck or road surface of any 
highway bridge or causeway maintained by State 
Highway Department or to leave any dead fish or 
bait on such property. 
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In order to understand the fishing regulations in 
a County where there is a special law it must be 
understood that the special County regulations listed 
below are supplementary to the general regulations 
and any restrictions contained in a special law must 
be obeyed even though they appear to be in conflict 
with the general law and likewise any privilege 
granted in a special law may be enjoyed without con- 
cern for general restrictions. 


SPECIAL REGULATIONS 


Angelina County: Unlawful to use nets the meshes 
of which are smaller than three inches square. 


Archer County: Closed season ,on bass, perch, 
bream, crappie, and catfish February lst to May 1st 
in Wichita River, Lake Kemp and Diversion Lake. 
No bream under five inches. Not more than ten bass 
or twenty crappie or a total of twenty crappie, 
perch, bream, and catfish in one day. Not more 
than twenty pounds of bass and an aggregate of not 
more than twenty pounds of crappie, perch, bream 
and catfish. Aggregate of all kinds not over thirty 
pounds. No nets and seines except twenty foot 
minnow seine for taking bait. Unlawful to take or 
possess channel or blue catfish gless than eleven 
inches in length. May use one trotline per person 
or not more than two per party of two or more. 
Trotlines must not be set nearer than fifty (50) 
feet or contain more than fifty (50) hooks with any 
two hooks thereon nearer than four (4) feet. Un- 
lawful to offer for barter or sale, bass, perch, 
ne catfish, or other fish except minnows for 
ait. 


Bandera County: Closed season, March Ist to June 
lst, except Medina Lake, which is elosed during 
February, March and April. Daily bag limit—Bass, 
10; catfish, 10; bream, 10; or an aggregate or 20 
of the above-named fish in one day. Possession limit 
—Same as daily limit. Length limits—Catfish, 9 
inches; bass, 11 inches; crappie, 7 inches. Fishing 
gear—Unlawful to use any device equipped with 
more than 2 hooks, except artificial bait. Bottles, 
floats and cans prohibited unless line is held by fish- 
erman or tied to stationary object. May use 20-foot 
minnow seines for taking minnows for bait. Un- 
lawful to take or possess for: purpose of sale any 
catfish, perch, crappie, bream or bass. Unlawful to 
sell minnows taken in County, or to transport more 
than 200 such minnows from County. 


Baylor County: Same as Archer County. 


Bastrop County: Unlawful to use seine or net of 
less than three (3) inch square mesh. Minnow seines 
of not more than twenty (20) feet in length to he 
used for taking minnows for bait are permitted. Pro- 
vided, however, no seine shall be used during the 
months of March and April. 


Bell County: Lawful to take suckers, buffalo, carp, 
shad or gar during July, August, September and 
October with seine or net, the meshes of which shall 
be not less than one inch square; and the same 
species of fish may be taken with wire, rope or gig 
at any time of year, provided that any bass, crappie 
or white perch, catfish, perch or trout caught by 
above methods must be immediately returned to 
water. Unlawful to possess any of above game fish 
while any of above rough fish are in possession. 
Unlawful to sell minnows taken in county. Unlaw- 
ful to take more than 125 minnows out of county. 


Bexar County: Closed season on _ bass, perch, 
crappie, catfish, February lst to May ist. Limit 
per day ten bass, ten crappie. No nets and seines 
except twenty foot minnow seine. Unlawful to sell 
any bass, crappie, channel or other catfish. 

Blanco County: Closed season on all fishing, Feb- 
ruary, March and April. May use trotlines, or any 
other device equipped with more than two hooks. 
Daily bag limit—Bass, 10; catfish, 10; bream, 10; or 
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an aggregate of 20 of the above-named fish in one 
day. Possession limit—Same as daily bag _ limit. 
Length limits—Catfish, 9 inches; bass, 11 inches; 
crappie, 7 inches. May use 20-foot minnow seine 
for taking minnows for bait. Unlawful to take or 
possess for purpose of sale any catfish, perch, crap- 
pie,’ bream or bass. Unlawful to sell minnows taken 
in County, or to transport more than 200 such min- 
nows from County. May take suckers, buffalo, carp, 
shad or gar with seines and nets of not less than 
one inch mesh during July, August, September and 
October or any time with wire, rope or gig but may 
not possess other fish when using such devices. 


Bosque County: Lawful to use set nets of not less 
than one and one-half inch square mesh to take 
suckers, buffalo, carp, shad and gar during Novem- 
ber, December, January, February, May and June, 
but may not possess any bass, crappie, catfish, perch, 
or bream while in possession of such rough fish, 
Unlawful to take any fish with drag seines or nets 
of any kind during November, December, January, 
February, May and June. May take channel or 
Opelousas catfish and perch at any time with or- 
dinary hook and line only. May take suckers, carp. 
buffalo, shad and gar during July, August, Septem- 
ber and October with seine or net of not less than 
one inch square”mesh, or at any time with wirg, 
rope, or gig, but may not possess other fish whi.e 
using such devices. Minnows may be sold in Bosaqve 
County only by licensed bait dealers. Unlawful to 
transport minnows out of County for purpose Go: 
sale, and transportation of more than 100 minnows 
ie of County shall be evidence of violation of this 
aw. 


Bowie County: No seines permitted at any time, 
except 20-foot minnow seine for taking minnows 
only. Three-inch square mesh hoop, trammel or gill 
nets permitted except during March and April. May 
ii fish with hook, seine, net, or trap from Red 

iver. 


Brewster County: Unlawful to sell or offer for 
sale any fish taken in County. 


Brown County: Unlawful to use seine or net of 
any description, including minnow seine, in Lake 
Brownwood. In otuer parts of County, unlawful to 
use seines or nets, except 20-foot minnow seine to 
take minnows for bait. Unlawful to sell bass, crappie, 
or catfish taken in County. Unlawful to take more 
than 85 fish per day. 


Burnet Ceunty: Unlawful to sell bass, erappie or 
catfish taken in County. Unlawful to take more than 
385 fish in a day. Seines and nets prohibited except 
as follows: (1) Twenty foot minnow seine may be 
used to take minnows for bait; and (2) May take 
suckers, buffalo, carp, shad and gar during July, 
August, September and October with seines and nets 
the meshes of which are not less than one inch 
square, or at any time with wire, rope or gig, but 
may not possess other fish when using suck devices. 
Unlawful to take catfish less than nine inches in 
length. May not transport more than 200 minnows 
from County. Special regulations apply to Burnet 
County lake waters. See Colorado River Lakes Regu. 
lations. 


Cass County: No seines permitted at any time 
except 20-foot minnow seines for taking minnows 
only. Three-inch square mesh hoop, tramme! or gill 
nets permitted except during March and April. 
May take fish with hook, seine, net or trap from 
Red River. 


Chambers County: Same as Mitchell County. 


Cherokee County: Seines and nets prohibited dur- 
ing February, March, April and May except twenty 
(20) foot minnow seine for taking minnows for bait. 


Coke County: Unlawful to transport more than 
200 minnows from County for any purpose, and 
may transport no minnows from County. for pur- 
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pose of sale. May not use trotline or throw line 
equipped with more than 25 hooks. A person or 
group of persons in same party may not use more 
than two trotlines or throw lines of 25 hooks each, 
or an aggregate of more than 50 hooks, whether 
used on two or more lines. Unlawful from Febru- 
ary 15th to April 30th to take any fish, except that 
suckers, carp and gar may be taken during above- 
mentioned closed season by use of wire loop only. 
Length limit on catfish, 11 inches. Unlawful to take 
in any one day or to possess more than 15 catfish. 


Coleman County:....Unlawful to sell bass, crappie, 
white perch or catfish taken in County. Bag limit— 
35 fish per day. May use 20-foot minnow seine to 
take minnows for bait. ; 


Colorado River Lakes Regulations: 


Lake Buchanan—May fish only with ordinary 
pole and line, throw line of not more than 6 
hooks, rod and reel, artificial bait, and trot line 
with not more than 30 hooks. Closed season on 
all fish, except catfish and gasper, during March 
and April. Size limits: Black bass, 11 inches; 
white bass, 11 inches; crappie or white perch, 7 
inches; catfish, 9 inches. Bag limit: Black bass, 
10; white bass, 10; crappie or white perch, 10; 
catfish, 10; or an aggregate of 20 fish in one 
day. Unlawful to have in possession at any one 
time more than 20 fish taken from waters of 
Lake Buchanan, Roy Inks Lake, Marble Falls 
Lake and the Burnet County portion of Lake 
Travis. 


Roy Inks Lake—Same as Lake Buchanan. 


Lake Travis in Burnet County—Unlawful to 
use trotline. May use only ordinary pole and line 
with not more than 2 hooks, throw line with 
not more than 6 hooks, rod and reel with not 
more than 2 hooks, or artificial lure used with 
casting or fly rod. These regulations apply not 
only to Lake Travis in Burnet County, but also 
to the waters of the Colorado River from the 
headwaters of Lake Travis up to the Burnet- 
Llano County line, which is only a short dis- 
tance east of the Slickrock Creek. Closed season 
for the Burnet County portion of Lake Travis, 
and also for Marble Falls Lake is during the 
months of March and April, except for catfish 
and gasper. Bag, possession and size limits, same 
as for Lake Buchanan. 


Lake Travis in Travis County—Closed season: 
January, February, March and April. Fishing 
gear permitted: ordinary pole and line; rod, 
reel and line; hand line; set line; throw line; 
trotline and artificial lures, but no person is 
permitted to use more than 20 hooks at any one 
time on any or all of these devices. Bag and 
possession limits: Black bass, 5; white bass, 8; 
crappie, 8; bream or goggle-eye, 10; catfish, 6; 
gasper, 10. May not take or possess more than 
10 in the aggregate of all fish named in any 
one day. Size limits: Black bass, 11 inches; 
white bass, 11 inches; crappie, 7 inches; catfish, 
11 inches; gasper, 11 inches. 


Lake Austin—Closed season: January, Febru- 
ary, March and April. Unlawful to use trot- 
line. A person may use only two lines at any 
one time, with the following devices: Ordinary 
pole and line; rod, reel and line; hand line; set 
line; throw line; and artificial lures when used 
with fly rod or rod and reel. Unlawful to use 
more than two hooks on one line, except when 
using artificial lures. Twenty-foot minnow seines 
may be used during open season only for taking 
minnows, carp, shad, buffalo and gar. Bag, 
possession and size limits, same as Lake Travis 
in Travis County. 


Comal County: Unlawful to take fish by any means 
or device other than ordinary pole and line or throw 
line with not more than two (2) hooks, or trotline 
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with hooks not less than six (6) feet apart, provided 
however it shall be lawful to use dowagiac or other 
artificial bait equipped with more than two (2) 
hooks. Twenty (20) foot minnow seine permissible 
for taking bait. Bag limit, ten fish of any kind per 
day or thirty (30) per week except perch, twenty 
(20) per day or sixty (60) per week. Closed season 
on bass, perch, crappie and catfish from February 
Ist to May list. Catfish must be not less than twelve 
(12) inches. Unlawful to sell any fish taken in 
County. 


Collin County: Same as Bell County, except that 
special Bell County minnow law does not apply. 


Concho County: Unlawful to sell bass, crappie, 
white perch or catfish taken in County. Bag limit 
385 fish per day. Unlawful to take any catfish less 
than 11 inches in length. Unlawful to transport more 
than 200 minnows from County. May use 20-foot 
minnow seine to take minnows. 


Cooke County: Unlawful to sell fish taken in 
County. May take fish in Red River with hooks, 
traps, seines or nets. Seines and nets are otherwise 
unlawful with the following exceptions: (1) May use 
20-foot minnow seine to take minnows for bait; and 
(2) May take suckers, buffalo, carp, shad or gar 
during July, August, September and October with 
seines and nets the meshes of which are not less 
than one inch square, or may take these species at 
any time with wire, rope or gig, but may not possess 
other fish when using any of these devices. 


Coryell County: Length Limits—Bass, 11 inches; 
erappie, 7 inches; catfish, 9 inches. Unlawful to sell 
minnows taken in County. Unlawful to transport 
from County more than 125 minnows. May use 20- 
foot minnow seine to take minnows. May take 
suckers, buffalo, carp, shad or gar during July, 
August, September and October with one-inch square 
mesh seines or nets, or at any time with wire, rope 
or gig, but may not possess other fish when using 
such devices. 


Culberson County: Unlawful to sell or offer for 
sale any fish taken in County. 

Dallas County: Unlawful to take fish by any 
means other than ordinary pole and line, rod and 
reel, set line, throw line or trotline. No throw 
line or trotline shall have hooks closer than 3 feet 
apart. Any illegal tackle in possession closer than 
200 yards of any public water shall be evidence of 
violation of law. Lawful to use artificial lure with 
more than two hooks. Length limit on catfish, nine 
inches. May use a minnow seine not greater than 20 
feet in length for taking minnows for bait. Bag 
limit: White perch 15, bass 10, green perch 25, 
catfish 25; may not possess more than a total of 15 
bass and white perch or total of 35 fish mentioned 
above. 

Delta County: Lawful to grabble for catfish, 
perch, buffalo and drum, or to take such fish with a 
one-inch square mesh seine or net, except during 
March and April. 

Denton County: May take suckers, buffalo, carp, 
shad or gar with seine or net not less than one inch 
mesh during July, August, September or October or 
at any time by wire, rope or gig but may not pos- 
sess other fish when using such device. Limit not 
more than twenty (20) crappie, fifteen (15) bass or 
an aggregate of twenty (20) such fish in one day. 
Sand bass may be taken at all times with natural 
bait. May not take more than 15 sand bass in one 
day, or more than 10 per day during March and 
April. Possession limit, same as one day bag limit. 
May not take sand bass of less than 9 inches in 
length. 

DeWitt County: May take suckers, buffalo, carp, 
shad or gar with seine or net of not less than one- 
inch mesh during July, August, September or Oc- 
tober, or any time by wire, rope or gig, but may not 
possess other fish when using such devices. Unlaw- 
ful to sell or buy any fish taken in County. 
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Dimmit County: Closed season on all fish, Janu- 
ary lst to May Ist. Unlawful to sell minnows taken 
in County, and unlawful to transport from the 
County any minnows for sale. Unlawful to sell 
bass, crappie or catfish taken in County. Unlawful 
to take more than 85 fish per day. Seines and nets 
prohibited except as follows: (1) May use 20-foot 
minnow seine to take minnows for bait; and (2) 
May use seines or nets of not less than one inch 
square mesh to take buffalo, carp, shad, gar or 
suckers during July, August, September or Octo- 
ber, or at any time with wire, rope or gig, but may 
not possess any other species of fish while using 
such devices. 


Edwards County: Same as Kerr County. 


El Paso County: Seines and nets, except ten-foot 
minnow seine with meshes not larger than three- 
eighths inch square prohibited. Limit: Ten fish of 
any kind in any one day except perch. Not more 
than twenty perch in one day. Unlawful to pos- 
sess more than thirty fish of any variety in any week 
except perch, and not more than sixty perch in any 
week. Unlawful to sell any fish taken in County. 


Erath County: Unlawful to sell or buy any fish 
taken from Lake Waco or Bosque Rivers or their 
tributaries in Erath County. Unlawful to use drag 
seines or nets of any kind. May not use more than 
one hook on any line, except when using artificial 
bait. Minnows may be taken with approved minnow 
traps or dip nets of not more than 36 inches in 
diameter, or 20-foot minnow seine. Minnows may 
not be sold. Lawful to take fish with natural bait 
at any time of the year, except bass and crappie 
during March and April. Closed season for Bosque 
Rivers and their tributaries in Erath County dur- 
ing February, March and April on bass, crappie, 
perch, channel or Opelousas catfish. Size limits: 
Bass, 11 inches; crappie, 8 inches; green perch, 
bream, goggle-eye or sunfish, 5 inches; catfish, 10 
inches. Daily bag limit—Bass, 8; crappie, 12; green 
perch, bream, goggle-eye or sunfish, 20; channel or 
Opelousas catfish, 15; or an aggregate of not more 
than 20 pounds of above-named fish. Unlawful to 
troll from motor boat. 


Falls County: Unlawful to sell or buy any fish 
taken from Brazos River or from waters within one 
mile of the mouth of any tributary of the Brazos 
River in Falls County. Unlawful to transport more 
than 125 minnows out of County. 


Fannin County: May take suckers, carp, buffalo, 
shad or gar with seine or net of not less than one 
inch mesh during July, August, Septembef and Oc- 
tober, or at any time with wire, rope or gig, but 
may not possess other fish when using such devices. 
Lawful to take fish from Red River with hooks, 
traps, seines or nets at any time. 


Fisher County: Same as Mitchell County. 
Franklin County: Same as Delta County. 


Gillespie County: Same as Kerr County, except 
that may take suckers, buffalo, carp, shad or gar 
during July, August, September and October with 
seine or net of not less than one inch square mesh, 
or at any time with wire, rope, or gig, but may not 
possess other fish when using such devices. 


Gonzales County: Unlawful to take bass, crappie, 
white perch, calico bass or bream during the months 
of February, March and April. May take suckers, 
buffalo, carp, shad or gar with seine or net of not 
less than one inch mesh during July, August, Sep- 
tember, or October or at any time by wire, rope or 
gig but may not possess other fish when using such 
devices. 


Grayson County: Fishing gear—ordinary hook and 
line, set line, throw line, cord line. Size limits—Bass. 
8 inches; crappie, one-half pound. Unlawful to sell 
fish taken in County. May take suckers, buffalo, carp, 
shad or gar with seine or net of not less than one- 
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inch mesh during July, August, September and Oc- 
tober, or at any time with wire, rope or gig, but 
may not possess other fish when using such devices. 
Lawful to take fish from Red River with hooks, 
traps, seines or nets. 


Guadalupe Coanty: Unlawful to offer for sale fish 
taken from County. Closed season on bass, perch, 
crappie and catfish from February lst to May Ist. 
Seines and nets prohibited except minnow seine of 
not more than ten feet in length for taking minnows 
for bait. Size: Catfish not less than twelve (12) 
inches, crappie or white perch not less than seven 
(7) inches and bass not less than eleven (11) inches. 
Bag limit not more than ten (10) fish of any one 
kind a day or not more than thirty (30) such fish 
in any one week, except perch twenty (20) of which 
may be taken in one day and not more than sixty 
(60) a week. 


Hamilton County: May use set nets of one and 
one-half inch square mesh at any time to take suck- 
ers, buffalo, carp, shad and gar, but may not take 
or possess any other fish when using these devices. 
Unlawful to use drag seines or drag nets at any 
time, except 20-foot minnow seine to take minnows 
for bait. Unlawful to take fish by gigging, roping, 
snaring, grappling with hands, or by use of grab 
hooks or fish traps of any kind. May take catfish 
and perch at any time with trotlines, throw lines, 
set hooks or ordinary pole and line. Size limit on 
catfish, 10 inches. Unlawful to sell or buy any cat- 
fish taken in County. Unlawful to take minnows 
for purpose of sale or to transport from County 
more than 125 minnows at any one time. 


Harrison County: Closed season on game fish, 
February 15th to April 15th. The term “game fish’’ 
does not include striped bass, so far as ciosed sea- 
son is concerned. Lawful to take striped bass dur- 
ing closed season with artificial bait. Fishing gear 
—Ordinary hook and line, rod and reel, set hook 
and line, trotline or artificial bait. May use twenty- 
foot minnow seine to take minnows for bait. May 
use hoop net, set net or trammel net, meshes of 
which are not less than three and one-half inches 
square to take buffalo, gar, catfish, shad, bowfin or 
grindle at any time except February, March, April 
and May. Unlawful to possess any other fish when 
in possession of the above-named fish. Length limits 
—Bass, 11 inches; crappie, 8 inches. Daily bag limit 
—Bass, 15; crappie, 15; or aggregate of not more 
than 30 of both bass and crappie; 80 game fish; 
goggle-eye, 86; bream, 66. Possession limit—Same 
as daily bag limit. Unlawful for hired fish guides 
to take or have in possession any bass or crappie 
while in service. Unlawful to impound any game 
fish (defined for these purposes as crappie, large- 
mouthed black bass, small-mouthed black bass and 
white or striped bass) in any live box or pond. Un- 
lawful to keep in storage more than 380 game fish, 
as defined in preceding sentence. May transport not 
more than 30 game fish actually caught by person 
transporting. May gig buffalo, gar, catfish, shad and 
bowfin or grindle in Caddo Lake. Unlawful to dis- 
charge any pistcl or rifle in, on, along or across 
Caddo Lake. Unlawful to operate any water craft 
in a reckless manner or to operate such craft while 
intoxicated. 


Bardin County: Same as Mitchell County. 


Hays County: Unlawful to take any kind of fish 
during February, March, and April. 


Henderson County: Bag  limit—Crappie fifteen 
(15), bass ten (10), cr an aggregate of fifteen (15) 
per day. 


Hill County: Unlawful to transport minnows out- 
side of County. 


Hood County: May take any fish with natural bait 
at any time of the year, except bass and crappie 
during March and April. May take minnows with dip 
net or 20-foot minnow seine. Unlawful to take min- 
nows for sale. 
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Hopkins County: Same as Delta County. 


Hudspeth County: Unlawful to sell or offer for 
sale any fish taken in County. 


Hunt County: May use ordinary hook and line, 
set line or throw line, and from March Ist to Sep- 
tember 30th may use seines and nets of not less 
than one and one-half inch square mesh. Lawful to 
sell catfish, carp, buffalo and drum, but unlawful to 
sell other fish. May use 20-foot minnow seine to take 
minnows for bait. 


Irion County: Same as Coke County. 


Jack County: Two-inch square mesh seine or net 
may be used in taking catfish, bass and perch ex- 
cept in artificial lakes containing more than twenty 
(20) acres. Unlawful to transport minnows outside 
of County. Possession of more than 500 minnows 
is evidence of intention to transport same. Unlaw- 
ful to use any hocp net or trammel net for the pur- 
pose of taking fish. 


Jackson County: Seines and nets prohibited ex- 
cept twenty (20) foot minnow seine for catching 
bait. Flounder gigs permitted. 


Jasper County: Same as Newton County. 


Jeff Davis County: Unlawful to sell or offer for 
sale any fish taken in County. 


Jefferson County: Same as Mitchell County. 


Jim Wells County: Unlawful to take for purpose 
pose of sale any fish from Lake Corpus Christi in 
San Patricio, Jim Wells and Live Oak Counties, or 
from the waters of Nueces River between Calallen 
Dam and west boundary line of Live Oak County 
on Nueces River, including all the waters within all 
the tributaries of the Nueces River within Live Oak, 
San Patricio and Nueces Counties. Unlawful to use 
seine or net, except 20-foot minnow seine for tak- 
ing minnows for bait. Unlawful to use trotline with 
hooks Jess than three feet apart. Unlawful to take 
any fish from waters described above during months 
of February, March and April. 


Johnson County: Seines and nets prohibited ex- 
cept for 20-foot minnow seine to take minnows for 
bait, and except for seine or net of not less than 
three-inch square mesh to take suckers, carp, buffalo 
and gar. Length limits—Bass, 11 inches; catfish, 9 
inches; crappie or white perch, 7 inches. May take 
minnows for sale if same are to be used in Johnson 
County, but it is unlawful to take minnows for sale 
if they are to be used outside of County. Unlawful 
to transport more than 125 minnows outside of 
County. , 


Jones County: Unlawful to take any fish in Coun- 
ty for commercial purposes. The following additional 
restrictions apply only to Fort Phantom Hill Lake: 
Fishing gear—Person may use not more than two 
ordinary poles and lines, rods and reels, fly rods, or 
throw lines each equipped with not more than two 
hooks. Artificial lures may be used. Seines, nets or 
traps prohibited, except 20-foot minnow seine for 
taking bait. Length limits—Catfish, 12 inches; bass, 
12 inches; crappie or white perch, 9 inches; bream, 
5 inches; perch, 5 inches. Bag and possession limits 
—Bass, 5; catfish, 5; crappie or white perch, 10; 
perch, 10; bream, 10; or an aggregate of 15 of the 
above-named fish. Closed season on all fishing— 
February, March and April. Unlawful to take min- 
nows for purpose of sale, and unlawful to possess 
more than 100 minnows at any one time. 


Kaufman County: May use ordinary hook and 
line, set line, throw line, or cord line. Size limits: 
Bass, 8 inches; other fish, one-half pound. Unlawful 
to sell fish taken in County, except carp, buffalo, 
drum and catfish. 

Kerr County: Closed season, March ist to June 
Ist. Daily bag limit—Bass, 10; catfish, 10; bream, 10; 
or an aggregate of 20 of the above-named fish in 
one day. Possession Limit—Same as daily bag limit. 
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Length limits—Catfish, 9 inches; bass, 11 inches; 
crappie, 7 inches. Fishing gear—Unlawful to use any 
device equipped with more than 2 hooks except ar- 
tificial bait. Bottles, cans or floats prohibited unless 
line is held by fishermen or tied to stationary object. 
May use 20-foot minnow seine for taking minnows 
for bait. Unlawful to take or possess for purpose of 
sale any catfish, perch, crappie, bream or bass. Un- 
lawful to sell minnows taken in County, or to trans- 
port more than 200 such minnows from County. 


Kendall County: Same as Kerr County, with the 
additional provision that fishermen may take suck- 
ers, buffalo, carp, shad or gar during months of July, 
August, September and October with seine or net of 
not less than one-inch square mesh, or at any time 
with wire, rope or gig, but may not possess other 
fish when using these devices. 


Kimble County: May take fish only by ordinary 
pole and line or rod and reel or artificial bait. May 
not use more than one hook per line except on ar- 
tificial bait. One person may not use more than 6 
poles and lines or rods and reels at one time. May 
not take more than 10 bass, 10 catfish, 10 crappie, 
10 perch, cor 10 bream or more than 15 of ail such 
fish. Size limit—Catfish 11 inches, bass 11 inches, 
crappie 8 inches, perch or bream, 5 inches. Unlaw- 
ful to sell any catfish, perch, crappie, bream or 
bass taken in County. Unlawful to take any fish 
during January, February, March and April; and 
unlawful] to take catfish during January, February, 
March, April, May and June. Unlawful to trans- 
port more than 125 minnows from County. May 
take suckers, buffalo, carp, shad or gar during July, 
August, September and October with seines or nets 
the meshes of which are not less than one inch 
square, or at any time with wire, rope or gig, but 
may not possess other fish when using such devices. 


Lake Worth and Eagle Mountain Lake: Special li- 
cense required of all persons over 17 years of age. 
Annual license fee. $1.10; daily license fee, 25 cents. 
Holders of other valid fishing licenses are not exempt 
from holding Lake Worth-Eagle Mountain Lake li- 
cense. 


Lamar County: May use 20-foot minnow seine for 
taking bait. Lawful to take fish from Red River 
with hook, seine, net or trap. May take suckers, 
buffalo, carp, shad or gar with seine or net of not 
less than one-inch square mesh during July, August, 
September and October, or at any time with wire, 
rope or gig, but may not possess other fish when 
using such devices. 


Lampasas County: Unlawful to sell bass, crappie 
or catfish taken in County. Fishing gear—Ordinary 
hook and line, trotline, and artificial bait. Seines and 
nets prohibited, except as follows: (1) Twenty-foot 
minnow seine may be used to take minnows for bait; 
and (2) May take suckers, buffalo, carp, shad or 
gar during July, August, September and October 
with seines or nets the meshes of which are not 
less than one inch square, or at any time with wire, 
rope or gig, but may not possess other fish when 
using above-mentioned devices. Bag limit—35 fish per 
day. Unlawful to transport more than 200 minnows 
from County. Special laws govern fishing in Lakes. 
See Colorado River Lakes Regulations. 


Live Oak County: Same as Jim Wells County. 


Llano County: Unlawful to take fish with any 
device equipped with more than 2 hooks, except ar- 
tificial lure used with rod and reel. Twenty-foot 
minnow seine may be used to take minnows. Length 
limits—Catfish, 9 inches; bass, 11 inches; crappie, 
7 inches. Bag and possession limits—Bass, 10; crap- 
pie, 10; catfish, 10; or aggregate of 20 of all such 
fish. Unlawful to take more than 20 perch in one 
day, and unlawful to take or have in possession more 
than 60 perch in a week. Unlawful to take or have 
in possession more than 80 of all the above-named 
fish, except perch, in one week. Unlawful to sell 
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eatfish, perch, crappie, bream or bass. Closed season 
on all fishing, January, February, March and April. 
Unlawful to transport more than 200 minnows from 
County. Special laws govern fishing in lakes. See 
Colorado River Lakes Regulations. May take suck- 
ers, buffalo, carp, shad and gar during July, August, 
September and October with seines and nets of not 
less than one inch square mesh, or at any time 
with wire, rope or gig, but may not possess any 
other species of fish when using such devices. 


Loving County: Unlawful to sell bass, crappie, 
white perch or catfish taken in County. Bag limit 
—35 fish per day. Seines and nets prohibited, ex- 
cept 20-foot minnow seine to take minnows for bait. 


Marion County: Same as Harrison County. 


Mason County: Same as Kerr County, except that 
fishermen may take suckers, buffalo, carp, shad and 
gar during July, August, September and October 
with seines or nets of not less than one inch square 
mesh, or at any time with wire, rope, or gig, but 
may not possess other fish when using such devices. 


Medina County: Closed season on bass, crappie, 
perch and catfish—February, March and April. Bag 
limit—Bass, 10; crappie, 10. Unlawful to sell bas, 
‘perch, crappie or catfish taken in County. Seines 
and neis prohibited, except as follows: (1) Twenty- 
foot minnow seine may be used to take minnows for 
bait; and (2) May use seines or nets of not less 
than one inch square mesh to take suckers, carp, 
buffalo, shad and gar during months of July, August, 
September and October, and may use wire, rope or 
gig to take these fish at any time, but may not have 
other fish in possession while using such devices. 


Medina Lake: Special license required of all per- 
sons over the age of 17 years. Annual license fee, 
$1.00, daily license fee 25c. Holders of other valid 
fishing licenses are not exempt from holding Me- 
dina Lake license. Closed season—February, March 
and April. 


Menard County: Same as Kerr County, except 
that closed season is during March and April only; 
bag and possession limit on perch is 15; and bag and 
possession limit on crappie is 10. And with the fur- 
ther exception that fishermen may take suckers, buf- 
falo, carp, shad or gar during July, August, Sep- 
tember and October with seines and nets of not less 
than one inch square mesh, or at any time with 
wire, rope or gig, but may not possess other fish 
when using such devices. 


Mills County: Unlawful to sell bass, crappie, white 
perch or catfish taken in County. Bag limit, 35 fish 
per day. Seines and nets unlawful, except 20-foot 
minnow seines for taking minnows for bait. 


Mitchell County: May take suckers, buffalo, carp, 
shad or gar with seine or net of not less than one 
inch mesh, during July, August, September or Oc- 
tober, or any time by wire, rope or gig but may not 
possess other fish when using such devices. 


Morris County: Lawful to use two inch mesh 
seine or net except during March and April. 


Montgomery County: May use seine of not less 
than three inch square mesh, except during the 
months of February, March, April, May and June. 
May use set nets or gill nets of not less than four 
inch square mesh to take any fish except crappie, 
perch, bass and catfish, but such nets may not be 
used during months of February, March, April and 
May. Twenty-foot minnow seines may be used to 
take minnows for bait. 


McCulloch County: May not sell any bass, crappie, 
white perch or catfish taken in County. Bag limit— 
85 fish per day. Seines and nets unlawful, except 
20-foot minnow seine to take minnows for bait, and 
except may use three-inch mesh net to take carp 
and suckers in Colorado River. Unlawful to trans- 
port minnows out of County. 
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McLennan County: Unlawful to sell or buy any 
fish taken. Drag seines or nets prohibited. May use 
ordinary pole and line, throw line, artificial bait, or 
trotline. Trotline may not be used in Lake Waco 
during March and April and may not contain more 
than 50 hooks, and hooks must not be spaced closer 
than three feet apart. Minnows may be taken with 
20-foot minnow seine, dip net of not more than 46 
inches diameter, or approved minnow trap. May use 
shad for bait at any time. Closed season on bass, 
crappie, perch, channel or Opelousas catfish—March 
and April. Size limits—Bass, 11 inches; crappie, 8 
inches; green perch, bream, goggle-eye or sunfish, 
5 inches; catfish, 10 inches. Daily bag limit—Bass, 
8; crappie, 12; green perch, bream, goggle-eye or 
sunfish, 20; channel or Opelousas catfish, 15; or an 
aggregate of not more than 20 pounds of above- 
named fish. Unlawful to troll from motor boat. 


Nacogdoches County: Unlawful to use seine or net 
except during June, July, August, September, Oc- 
tober, November and December. Must not be less 
than three inch square mesh and bass, trout, crappie 
or white perch taken in seine or net must be re- 
turned to water. Twenty-foot minnow seine for tak- 
ing bait permitted. 


Newton County: Unlawful to use nets the meshes - 
of which are larger than three inches square. Un- 
lawful to sell any bass, white perch or catfish less 
than 18 inches, taken from the waters of the Sabine, 
Attoyac, Angelina or Neches Rivers, or their tribu- 
taries, in Newton and Jasper Counties. 


Nolan County: Fishing gear permitted—Pole and 
line, artificial lures used with rod and reel, fly rod, 
trotline with not more than 25 hooks, and throw 
line with not more than two hooks. Unlawful for 
any person to use or be in any way connected with 
more than one trotline equipped with not more 
than 25 hooks. Unlawful to use more than one 
throw line equipped with not more than two hooks. 
Twenty-foot minnow seines for taking bait per- 
mitted. Length limits—Catfish, 11 inches; bass, 11 
inches; crappie or white perch, 8 inches; bream, 5 
inches; perch, 5 inches. Daily bag and possession 
limits—Bass, 6; catfish, 6; crappie or white perch, 
15; bream, 15; or an aggregate of 20 of the above- 
named fish. Closed season on all fishing during Feb- 
ruary, March and April. Unlawful to in any way use 
private floating rafts, piers or boats without consent 
ef owner. 


Orange County: Same as Mitchell County. 
Palo Pinto County: Same as Stephens County. 


Parker County: May take suckers, buffalo, carp, 
shad or gar with seine or net of not less than one 
inch mesh during July, August, September, and Octo- 
ber or at any time by wire, rope or gig, but may not 
possess other fish when using such device. Unlawful 
to transport minnows out of County. 


Pecos County: Unlawful to sell any fish taken in 
County. Bag limit: 35 fish per day. Seines and nets 
unlawful except minnow seines of not more than 
20 feet in length. 


Presidio County:...Unlawful to sell or offer for 
sale any fish taken in County. 


Rains County: Same as Hunt County. 
Real County: Same as Kerr County. 


Red River County: May take fish from Red River 
with hooks, traps, seines or nets. 


Reeves County: Unlawful to sell any fish taken 
in County. Bag limit, 35 fish per day. Seines and 
nets unlawful except 20-foot minnow seines used for 
taking minnows for bait. 


Rockwall County: Fishing gear—ordinary hook 
and line, set line, throw line, cord line. Seines and 
nets of one and one-half inches may be used dur- 
ing July, August and September. Size limits—Bass, 
8 inches; crappie, one-half pound. Unlawful to sell 
fish taken in County. 
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Runnels County: Unlawful to sell bass, crappie, 
white perch or catfish taken in County. Bag limit 
35 fish per day. Seines and nets prohibited, except 
20-foot minnow seines to take minnows for bait. 


Rusk County: Three and one-half inch hoop net, 
set net or trammel net may be used for taking 
buffalo, gar and catfish, shad and bowfin or grindle 
at any time except during February, March, April 
and May. Unlawful to possess other fish when us- 
ing net or seine. Twenty (20) foot minnow seine 
permissible for taking bait. 


Sabine County: Nets prohibited. May take fish 
with seine of not less than three inch square mesh 
in Sabine River in Sabine County. May use 20-foot 
minnow seine. 


San Augustine County: Nets prohibited. Twenty- 
foot minnow seines may be used. 


San Patricio County: Same as Jim Wells County. 


San Saba County: Unlawful to take fish for sale 
or to use any device other than ordinary pole and 
line or throw line equipped with not more than 2 
hooks, except artificial bait. Seines and nets pro- 
hibited except as follows: (1) May use 20-foot min- 
now seine to take minnows for bait; and (2) May 
use seines or nets of not less than one inch square 
mesh to take suckers, buffalo, carp, shad or gar 
during July, August, September and October, or may 
use wire, rope or gig at any time to take the above- 
mentioned fish, but may not possess any other fish 
when using the devices outlined above. Bag limit— 
Not mere than 10 fish of any one kind per day or 
more than 30 in any one week except perch; and 
not more than 20 perch per day or 60 per week. 
Length limit for catfish, 12 inches. Special law ap- 
plies to lakes. See Colorado River Lakes Regula- 
tions. Unlawful to transport more than 200 min- 
nows from County. 


Shackelford County: Unlawful to take any fish 
for commercial purposes. 


Somervell County: Same as Johnson County, ex- 
cept that it is unlawful to take minnows for pur- 
pose of sale, and unlawful to transport more than 
125 minnows from County. 


Stephens County: Unlawful to take, catch or pos- 
sess any fish taken from waters of Possum Kingdom 
Lake except in accordance with regulations issued 
by the Game, Fish and Oyster Commission. Unlaw- 
ful to sell or buy any fish taken from above-men- 
tioned waters. Unlawful to transport minnows out- 
side of County. Special license required of all per- 
sons over 17 years of age who fish in Possum King- 
dom Lake. Annual license fee, $1.10. Those fishing 
with artificial bait must also have an artificial lure 
license, price $1.10. 


Sterling County: Same as Coke County. 
Sutton County: Same as Kerr County. 


Taylor County: Fort Phantom Hill Lake restric- 
tions apply. See Jones County. Jones County law 
forbidding sale of fish for commercial purposes does 
not apply to Taylor County. 


Terrell County: Unlawful to sell or offer for sale 
any fish taken in County. 


Tom Green County: Unlawful to transport min- 
nows from County for purpose of sale, and unlawful 
for person to transport more than 200 minnows in 
any one day for any purpose. Trotlines with more 
than 25 hooks, and throw lines with more than 25 
hooks prohibited. Individual, or group of individuals 
in a party is limited to two such lines of 25 hooks 
each, or an aggregate of 50 hooks, whether used on 
two or more lines. Closed season February 15th to 
April 30 on all fish except suckers, carp and gar. 
Suckers, carp and gar may be taken during above- 
mentioned closed season by wire loop only. Catfish 
length limit—11 inches. May not take or possess in 
any one day more than 15 catfish. May not take 
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more than 35 fish per day. Unlawful to sell bass. 
crappie or catfish taken in County. Seines and nets 
unlawful except 20-foot minnow seine to take min- 
nows for bait. 


Titus County: Lawful to use two-inch mesh seine 
or net except during March and April. 


Travis County: Unlawful to take black bass, white 
bass, white bass or crappie during February, March 
and April. Unlawful to use artificial lures during 
February, March and April. Size limits—Black bass, 
11 inches; white bass, 11 inches; crappie, 7 inches; 
catfish, 11 inches; gasper, 11 inches. Bag and pos- 
session limit—Bass, 10; crappie, 15; gasper, 15; 
catfish, 10; or an aggregate of 20 of such fish 
named. Fishing gear—hook and line, trotline, ar- 
tificial lure, rod and reel, throw line. Hooks on 
trotlines and throw lines must not be closer than 
three feet apart. Unlawful to sell fish taken in 
County. May take suckers, buffalo, carp, shad and 
gar during July, August, September and October 
with seines and nets, the meshes of which are not 
less than one inch square, or at any time with wire, 
rope or gig, but may not possess other fish when 
using such devices. Special law applies to lakes in 
Travis County. See Colorado River Lakes Regula- 
tions. Unlawful to transport more than 200 min- 
nows from County. 


Tyler County: Same as Angelina County. 


Upshur County: Lawful to take suckers’ with 
trammel net during February, March and April in 
Gin and Glade Creeks. 


Uvalde County: Same as Dimmit County. 


Val Verde County: The following special law ap- 
plies to all Val Verde County except the waters of 
the Rio Grande, the Pecos River and San Felipe 
Creek located in that County. Closed season—Feb- 
ruary 15 to May 15th. Fishing gear permitted— 
ordinary pole and line; rod reel, and line; hand 
line; set line; throw line; trotline; and artificial 
lures. May not use at any one time more than 20 
hooks on any or all of these devices. Twenty-foot 
minnow seine for taking minnows and other bait 
may be used during open season only. Daily bag 
limit and possession limit—Black bass, 5; crappie, 
10; white bass, 8; catfish, 6; or an aggregate of 
not more than 15 such fish. Unlawful to take or pos- 
sess an aggregate of more than 25 of all other fish. 
Size limit—Black bass, 11 inches; crappie, 8 inches; 
white bass, 11 inches; catfish, 11 inches; and gasper, 
8 inches. Unlawful to use crappie, catfish or bass 
for bait. Unlawful to transport out of County any 
minnows taken in County. Unlawful to sell any fish 
taken west of Pecos River. Certain species may be 
sold east of Pecos River in Val Verde County. 


Walker County: Unlawful to transport for the 
purpose of sale or to take more than 200 minnows 
from County. 


Ward County: Unlawful to sell bass, crappie, 
white perch or catfish taken in County. Bag limit 
—85 fish per day. Seines and nets unlawful, except 
20-foot minnow seine to take minnows for bait. 


Williamson County: May not sell any bass, crap- 
pie, white perch or catfish taken in County. Bag 
limit—35 fish per day. Seines and nets prohibited, 
except 20-foot minnow seine to take minnows for 
bait. May not transport more than 200 minnows 
out of County. 


Wilson County: Unlawful to sell any bass, perch, 
crappie or catfish taken in County. Exposives to 
kill fish prohibited. Fishing gear—Ordinary pole 
and line, trot line artificial bait. Seines, nets and 
traps prohibited except 10 foot minnow seine of 
not less than one-fourth inch square mesh for tak- 
ing minnows only for bait. Closed season on bass, 
erappie, perch and catfish—February, March and 
April. Daily bag limits: Bass, 10; crappie, 10, 


Wiehita County: Same as Archer County. 
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Wise County: Two-inch square mesh seine or net 
may be used in taking catfish, bass and perch ex- 
cept in artificial lakes containing more than twenty 
acres. Unlawful to use any seine or net in the West 
fork of Trinity River except minnow seine. Bag 
limit: White perch or crappie, fifteen; bass, ten; 
aggregate bass and crappie, fifteen in any one day. 


Wood County: Seines and nets prohibited during 
March and April. At other times may use seine or 
net of not less than two inch square mesh to take 
catfish, drum, buffalo, suckers, carp, shad or gar, 
but may not catch any bass, trout, crappie, bream 
or other perch with any seine, net or trap at any 
time. May use fish traps to take drum, buffalo, 
carp, suckers, shad or gar at any time in the Wood 
County portion of the Sabine River, but may not 
retain any bass, trout, crappie or white perch, bream 
or other perch caught while so fishing. Unlawful 
to sell any bass, trout, crappie or white perch, 
bream or other perch taken in County. 


Young County: Unlawful to sell any fish taken 
in County except those taken in Brazos River and 
Clear Fork of Brazos River. Unlawful to sell any 
fish taken from Possum Kingdom Lake. Minnows 
may be sold. Unlawful to take, catch or possess 
any fish taken from waters of Possum Kingdom 
Lake except in accordance with regulations issued 
by the Game, Fish and Oyster Commission. Special 
license required of all persons over 17 years of age 
who fish in Possum Kingdom Lake. Annual Possum 
Kingdom Lake Fishing License sells for $1.10. Those 
fishing with artificial bait in Possum Kingdom Lake 
must have, in addition, an artificial lure license 
costing $1.10. Unlawful to use seine or net in Clear 
Fork of the Brazos with mesh less than two inches 
square. Closed season on bass, crappie or white perch 
and bream, February lst to May fst. Size limits— 
Crappie, 8 inches; bream, 5 inches. Trolling from 
motor boat unlawful. Bag limit—Not more than 8 
bass per day nor more than 20 pounds of such fish, 
nor more than 16 crappie, white perch, calico bass 
or bream or an aggregate of 16 or all such fish 
weighing not more than 20 pounds. Not more than 
80 pounds of bass, crappie, sun perch, calico bass 
or bream may be taken in one day. Unlawful to 
take any bass less than 11 inches in length, or any 
crappie, drum or calico bass less than 8 inches in 
length from the Clear Fork of the Brazos River. Un- 
lawful to transport minnows out of County. 


Zavala County: Closed season on all fishing, Jan- 
uary lst to May list. May use three inch mesh seine 
or net during open season only to take buffalo, carp, 
gar and turtles, but may not possess any other fish 
when using such devices. May use one-inch seine or 
net to take suckers, buffalo, carp, shad and gar dur- 
ing July, August, September and October, or may 
take such fish with wire, rope or gig at any time, 
but may not possess any other fish while using such 
devices. Unlawful to sell minnows taken in Coun- 
ty, or to transport from the County any such min- 
nows. Unlawful to sell bass, crappie or catfish. Bag 
limit—30 fish per day.

Sports Fishing License: None required. Persons 
may fish for pleasure in salt water without purchas- 
ing a non-resident, alien, or artificial lure license. 
Other licenses are still required. See above. 


Wholesale Fish Dealer’s License is required of each 
person, firm or corporation who buys for the pur- 
pose of selling to retail fish dealers and to the con- 
sumer, or who cans, preserves or processes aquatic 
products for commercial purposes. 


Wholesale Truck Dealer’s License is required of each 
person, firm or corporation who operates a truck 
for the purpose of selling to or taking orders from 
retail fish dealers and/or to the consumer trade. 
Separate license required for each truek operated. 


Retail Truck Dealer’s License is required of any 
person, firm or corporation engaged in the business 
of buying for the purpose of selling or distributing 
either fresh or frozen aquatic products to the con- 
sumer trade. Separate license required by each truck 
so operated and sales only permitted to hotels, cafes 
and house to house peddling. 


Retail Fish Dealer’s License is required of any per- 
son, firm or corporation engaged in the business of 
buying for purpose of selling either fresh or frozen 
edible aquatic products to the consumer. Separate 
license will be required for each market in which 
such dealer or person operates. Fee of such license 
based on population of the city. 


Retail Oyster Dealer’s License is required of any 
person, firm or corporation buying oysters only for 
the purpose of selling to the consumer trade in cities 
of more than 7,500. (This license is provided for use 
of markets or dealers handling oysters only and who 
do not care to take out retail fish and oyster dealer’s 
license.) 


Resident Commercial Fisherman’s License is re- 
quired cf any person who takes fish, oysters, shrimp, 
and other edible aquatic products from the waters 
of this State for pay or for the purpose of sale, bar- 
fer or exchange. 
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Bait Dealer’s License is required of any person who 
sells either minnows, fish, shrimp or other aquatic 
products for fish bait. 


Fish Guide License is required of any person who 
operates a boat for pay or anything of value in ac- 
companying or transporting any person engaged in 
taking any edible aquatic life from the waters of 
this State. 


Shrimp Trawl License is required of each boat op- 
erating or towing a trawl. 


Seine or Net License must be attached to each 
hundred feet or fraction thereof of each seine or net 
used for the purpose of taking fish or shrimp from 
the waters of this State, except in fresh waters for 
non-commercial purposes. 


Fish Boat License is required of each boat equip- 
ped with motor of any kind or with sails when used 
for taking aquatic products for commercial purposes. 


Skiff License is required for each boat propelled 
by oars or poles that is used for the purpose of tak- 
ing aquatic products for commercial purposes. n 


Oyster Dredge License is required for each boat 
used for the purpose of dredging oysters. 


Mussel License will be required for the purpose of 
taking mussel or mussel shells from the beds of state 
owned streams and waters. 


All Fish and Oyster Licenses become effective Sep- 
tember 1 and expire August 81 of the following year. 


FISH (Salt Water) 


Size Limit: Flounder twelve (12) inches, speck- 
led trout twelve (12) inches, red fish not less than 
twelve (12) inches or over thirty-two (382) inches, 
drum not less than eight (8) inches nor over twenty 
(20) inches; pompano nine (9) inches; sheepshead 
eight (8) inches; mackerel fourteen (14) inches and 
gaff-topsail 11 inches. It shall be unlawful to sever 
the head except redfish and catfish. Such headless 
body of redtish shall not measure more than twenty- 
seven (27) inches in length and headless catfish shall 
not measure less than eight (8) inehes in length. 


TERRAPIN (Salt Water) 


Open Season: November, December, January and 
February. 


Size: Not less than six (6) inches in length. 
GREEN TURTLE 
Size: Not less than twelve (12) pounds in weight. 
OYSTERS 


Open Season: September Ist to March 31st. That 
part of Laguna Madre which is south and west of 
Baffin’s has no closed season on oysters. 


Matagorda Bay: Unlawful to dredge oysters in 
the headwaters of Matagorda Bay east of a line from 
Palacios Pcint on the Mainland in Matagorda County 
across Matagorda Bay to Cotton Bayou on the Mat- 
agorda Peninsula. 


Aransas Bay: Unlawful to use oyster dredge in 
that part of Aransas Bay west of a line running from 
the north end of Two by Four reef to the east side 
of Borup reef, and thence to the mainland. 


Caranchua Bay: Unlawful to use oyster dredge 
jn Caranchua Pass or within 800 yards from the 
mouth of said pass. 


Copano Bay: Unlawful to use oyster dredge or 
have in possession oysters taken from that part of 
Copano Bay west of «a line drawn from the east 
gable of Sorenson’s clubhouse to the mouth of Mis- 
son Bay, except oysiers taken from a private lease. 


Size Limit: In shell, 344 inches. 
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American citizens, or any firm or corporation com- 
posed of such citizens, may use scrapers or dredges in 
removing oysters from natural reefs provided they 
have procured a license from the Game, Fish and 
Oyster Commission before beginning operations. 


The Game, Fish and Oyster Commission is em- 
powered to close a reef by giving two weeks’ notice 
when it has reason to believe same is being over- 
worked. 


Shell from oysters opened or shucked on board the 
boat must be deposited on shore as directed by Game, 
Fish and Oyster Commission. 


A person leasing an oyster claim or reef may ob- 
tain permission from the Game, Fish and Oyster 
Commission to seine thereon for drum fish. 


SHRIMP 


Closed Season: Unlawful to catch or possess shrimp 
or use or possess any shrimp trawl during the per- 
iods July 15th August 8lst and December 15th to 
March lst. There are exceptions to these restric- 
tions, as follows: (1) The closed season and pro- 
hibition against trawls applies only to the inland 
salt waters, and not to the Gulf of Mexico; (2) May 
possess shrimp lawfuily taken or imported from other 
States at any time; (3) May take shrimp for bait 
from tidal waters at any time with 20-foot minnow 
seine, cast net, or shrimp trawl not more than 10 
feet wide at the mouth and not more than 25 feet 
long. Persons offering shrimp for sale must have 
license. May have shrimp trawl aboard any vessel 
licensed to operate such a trawl during the closed 
season noted above, when such vessel is at port or 
in a channel en route to and from open waters. 


Note: The five and one-half inch size limit law 
for shrimp has been repealed. No size limit now on 
shrimp. 


SEINES AND NETS 


Seines may be used only in the Gulf of Mexico and 
must not be more than eighteen hundred (1800) 
feet in length, and not less than one and one-half 
inch square in mesh except the bag and for fifty 
(50) feet on each side of the bag shall not be larger 
than one-inch square mesh. 


Unlawful to use or possess any seine or net for 
the purpose of taking fish from the waters of Caran- 
chua Creek. Caranchua Bay and the lakes and coves 
opening thereonto, Caranchua Pass or within a rad- 
ius of one thousand (1,000) yards from the mouth 
of said Pass in the waters of Matagorda Bay; Kellers 
Creek and that part of Kellers Bay within a radius 
of one thousand (1,000) yards from the southwest 
corner of the Olivia State Highway Roadside Park; 
all of Coloma Creek and Powder Horn Lake, Powder 
Horn Bayou—the same being the Pass between Pow- 
der Horn Lake and Matagorda Bay or within a 
radius of one thousand (1,000) yards from the mouth 
of said Pass in the waters of Matagorda Bay; Choc- 
olate Creek leading into Chocolate Bay or within a 
radius of one hundred (100) yards from the mouth 
of Chocolate Creek in the waters of Chocolate Bay; 
all that part of Lavaca Bay within the distance of 
one thousand (1,000) yards of each side of the Lavaca 
Bay Causeway. Except that a bait trawl of not 
more than 10 feet in width at mouth or a minnow 
seine of not more than 20 feet in length may be 
used in taking bait. 


Nets shall not be smaller than one and one-half inch 
square mesh. 


It is unlawful to use shrimp trawl without a li- 
cense or seine or net without a tag, issued by the 
Game, Fish and Oyster Commission, attached to such 
device. 


Unlawful to use a seine, net or shrimp trawl, ex- 
cept a bait trawl, in Orange, Jefferson, Chambers, 
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Harris, Galveston and Brazoria Counties or in streams. 
lakes, bayous or canals of Matagcrda County, ex- 
cept that strike nets, gill nets, trammel nets or shrimp 
trawls may be used in East Galveston Bay in the 
counties of Galveston and Chambers during the per- 
iod beginning August 15th and ending May 15th of 
each year, but may not be used in Swan Lake, Moses 
Lake, Clear Lake, Dickinson Bayou west of a line 
running from Miller’s Point to April Fool Point, 
Turtle Bay and that portion of East Bay northwest 
of a line extending from Kemah to Mesquite Knoll, 
and Galveston Bay east of a line extending from the 
extreme western part of Smith’s Point in Chambers 
County to the west bank of Sievers Cut. 


Unlawful to use a seine, net or shrimp trawl, ex- 
cept a bait trawl at any time in or on the waters of 
Agua Dulce Creek, Oso Creek, Shamrock Cove, Nue- 
ces Bay, Ingleside Cove, Red Fish Cove, Shoal Bay, 
Mud Flats, Shallow Bay, defined as beginning 
at the southwest end of Red Fish Cove; thence south 
on a line intersecting Corpus Christi Channel and all 
water lying from this line, the said channel and be- 
tween Harbor Island and the mainland to Aransas 
Bay; all of Aransas Bay between Port Aransas and 
Corpus Christi Bayou and lying between Harbor Is- 
land and Mud Island, Puerto Bay, St. Charles Bay, 
Hines Bay, Contec Lake, Oyster Lake, Turtle Bay, 
Copano Bay, Mission Bay, or in or within a mile 
of the pass on the north cf Laguna Madre leading 
into Corpus Christi Bay, defined as beginning one 
quarter of a mile southwest of Pita Island and run- 
ning to Flour Bluff, or in any of the tidal waters of 
Willacy County west of Padre Island or in any of 
the tidal waters of Kenedy or Kleberg Counties. 


Seines and nets prohibited except 20-foot minnow 
seines and bait trawls in Corpus Christi Bay with- 
in one-half mile of mainland shore between Flour 
Bluff Point and city lmits of Corpus Christi, and 
in Corpus Christi Bay within one mile of Dimmit 
Island in Nueces County, and in Corpus Christi Bay 
withing one-half mile of the mainland shore between 
a point one-half mile east of Ingleside Docks and the 
north end of the Nueces Bay causeway, and in any 
waters on the east side of and within one-half mile 
of the Nueces Bay causeway, and in Red Fish Bay in 
Nueces County. “Shoreline” is defined as water’s 
edge at mean tide. 


It shall be unlawful for any person to place, set, 
use, or have in possession or to have on board any 
boat, or on any vehicle, any seine, net or trawl] in 
the waters of Corpus Christi Bay and Laguna Madre 
and connecting inlets or bayous, lying between a line 
on the north running east from a stake or marker 
on the shore on the northeasterly point of Flour Bluff 
to a stake or marker on Mustang Island, one mile 
north of Corpus Christi Pass, and the Nueces-Kleberg 
County line on the south; or Celle Del Oso and con- 
necting inlets and bayous; or Oso Creek; or Corpus 
Christi Pass; or Aransas Pass; or within one mile 
of the passes mentioned herein; all waters of Aran- 
sas Bay lying south of a line running from a stake 
or marker located on the shore of St. Joseph Island 
one mile north of the bayside entrance to the Pass, 
commonly known as North Pass, to the southern end 
of Mud Island, thence to the north side of the en- 
trance to Corpus Christi Bayou; all waters lying 
between Harbor Island and St. Joseph Island; all 
waters lying between Harbor Island and Mustang 
Island; or that part of Redfish Bay, and connecting 
inlets and bayous, lying south and southwest of a 
line starting at the juncture of the railroad dumps 
on the mainland, running east along the center of 
said dumps to its eastern extremity, thence north- 
east to the north side of the eastern entrance to Cor- 
pus Christi Bayou, thence southeast to the northern 
exteremity of Harbor Island to a stake or marker, 
and north and northeast of a line running directly 
east and west from the mainland to Harbor Island 
across the southern extremity of Ransom Point or 
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in any yass or channel leading from one body of 
water to another in any of the salt waters of Nueces 
County, Texas. 


Provided it shall not be unlawful to use a minnow 
seine not exceeding twenty feet in length, cast net 
or bait trawl for taking bait. 


Provided it shall not be unlawful to possess seines 
and nets while enroute to waters where same may be 
lawfully used. 


Provided that shrimp trawls may be used in Mat- 
agorda Bay, San Antonio Bay and in that part of 
Aransas Bay and that part of Corpus Christi Bay 
not mentioned above. Such trawls also permitted in 
Espiritu Santo Bay in Calhoun County and Lavaca 
Bay during the months of September, October, No- 
vember, and December. Seining permissible in the 
waters of Powder Horn Lake in Calhoun County dur- 
ing the months of January, December and February 
of each year. 


Unlawful t have in possession any seine, strike 
net, gill net, trammel net, or shrimp trawl in or on 
any of the waters of this State where device is pro- 
hibited from being used unless such device is on board 
a vessel when such vessel is at a port or in a chan- 
nel while enroute to or from the Gulf of Mexico. 
Any seine or net shrimp trawl possessed in violation 
of this law is subject to seizure by any officer and 
destruction by a court order. 


Unlawful to use any seine, net or shrimp trawl 
in any channel or canal connecting one body of bay 
water with another body of bay water, or in any 
channel connecting bay with the Gulf of Mexico or 
within a mile of such channel. 


UNLAWFUL TO 


Use a dredge or any means other than hand tongs 
in water less than 4 feet deep. 


Use power dredge in water less than 6 feet deep. 


Ship, sell or possess for purpose of sale any fish 
or oysters taken from an insanitary reef. 


Plant, or buy oysters for planting, bedding, mar- 
keting, or other purpose during closed season with- 
out permit from the Game, Fish and Oyster Com- 
mission. 


Ship or accept for shipment or transportation dur- 
ing closed season, oysters taken from public reefs. 


Fail, or refuse to scatter culls from oysters you 
take from reefs. 


Open or shuck oysters for market near or on reefs. 


Sell oysters taken for planting or depositing for 
preparation for market. 


Sell cargo of oysters containing more than five 
per cent young oysters. 


Use insanitary containers. 

Float or bloat oysters. 

Deface, injure, destroy or remove any buoy, mar- 
ker or fence, or part thereof. 

Refuse to show license. 

Erect, set, operate or maintain any fish pound net 
within three (3) nautical miles from coast line with- 
out permit from Game, Fish and Oyster Commission. 

Take for sale any mussels, clams or naiads or 
shells thereof, without a license. 

Use explosives or poison water. 


Use any seine, net, gill net, trotline or other de- 
vice, except hook and line, for the purpose of fish- 
ing within the channel, turning basin, or other wa- 
ters of any navigation district. 


All undersize fish must be returned to the waters 
from which taken. 


Use operate, sail, anchor, tie, or moor to the bank 
any boat, sailboat, motorboat, skiff, barge, raft, or 
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other floating device, or to place any post, piling ob- 
struction, wire, rope, cable, net or trap, in or upon 
the waters of any natural or artificial pass which is 
now or may be hereafter opened, reopened, dredged, 
excavated, constructed, and maintained by the Game, 
Fish and Oyster Commission of the State of Texas 
as a fish pass, between the Gulf of Mexico and any 
inland bay, within a distance of two thousand, eight 
hundred (2,800) feet inside of such pass, measured 
from the mouth of said pass where it empties into 
or opens upon the Gulf of Mexico. 


FUR-BEARING ANIMAL LAWS 


Animals classified as fur-bearers by law are wild 
beaver, wild otter, wild mink, wild ring-tail cat, wild 
badger, wild polecat or skunk, wild raceoon, wild 
muskrat, wild opossum, wild fox and wild civet cat 
They must not be confused with those animals leg- 
ally defined as game animals. Game animals may 
not be trapped at any time, nor may their pelts or 
hides be sold. Game animals are wild deer, wild elk, 
wild antelope, javelina, wild Rocky Mountain sheep, 
wild black bear, wild gray and red squirrels, cat 
squirrels or fox squirrels. (See Game Laws). 


PROPERTY OF STATE 


The protected fur-bearing animals and their pelts 
are the property of the State until they have been 
lawfully taken, and all regulations and laws com- 
plied with. 


OPEN SEASON (General Laws) 


The period of time when it is lawful to take fur- 
bearing animals, as defined specifically above, is 
during the months of December and January (ex- 
cept muskrats) of each year, but there are excep- 
tions to this general rule. Those exceptions are 
noted below in a summary of special laws that ap- 
ply to various Counties. Fur-bearers may be taken 
with traps, guns or dogs, with exceptions noted be- 
low. 


Muskrats: May he taken from November 15th to 
March 15th with traps only, except that persons may 
kill muskrats on their own premises at any time by 
any means. Unlawful to trap or kill muskrats on 
land of another without permission of Jandowner or 
lessee, whether the land is posted or inclosed or not. 


OPEN SEASON (Special Laws) 


In some Counties it is unlawful to kill, take or 
have in possession for sale any wild fox or the pelt 
thereof at any time of the year. In other Counties 
it is unlawful to take or kill fox unless they are 
destroying or are about to destroy, domestic stock, 
or unless other special provisions have been made 
by law, but even in these cases it is unlawful to sell 
their pelts except during the open season of Decem- 
ber and January. 


jn the following Counties it is unlawful at all 
times and under all conditions to take, trap or pos- 
sess fox or fox pelts for sale: Walker, San Jacinto, 
Shelby, Rusk, Jefferson, Liberty, Hardin, Bowie, 
Marion, Navarro, Lamar, Fannin, Smith, and Red 
River. 

In the following Counties it is unlawful to take 
or kill fox except when they are destroying or are 
about to destroy domestic stock: Nacogdoches, Hous- 
ton, Bastrop, Lee, Burleson, Washington, Brazos, 
Falls, Henderson, Leon, Limestone, Madison, MeLen- 
nan, Denton, Hunt, Upshur, Camp, Harrison (see 
other exceptions below), Hopkins and Wood. 


Other variations in fur-bearer laws may be noted 
below, by Counties. 


Angelina County: Trapping permitted only on 
one’s own property or on property whose owner has 
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given consent. May not take fox except during De- 
cember and January unless they are destroying or 
are about to destroy domestic stock. 


Bosque County: May kill or trap fox but may 
not sell fox or their pelts. May take any fur-bear- 
ing animal with steel trap, snare or deadfall. 


Bowie County: Unlawful to set trap, snare or 
deadfall except on land owned and in possession of 
person so trapping. 


Burleson County: Unlawful to take, trap or kill 
any raccoon or mink. 


Brewster County: Open season on beaver—Jan- 
uary only. Unlawful to take badger, raccoon or 


rock squirrel south of Southern Pacific Railroad 
tracks. 


Cass County: May kill, take or have in possession 
for sale wild fox or their pelts during month of De- 
cember only. Unlawful to set trap, snare or dead- 
fall except on land owned and in possession of the 
person trapping. 


Cherokee County: Unlawful to set steel trap for 
purpose of taking fur-bearing animals except from 
December 15th to January 15th or when set within 
two hundred (200) yards of some residence. 


Cottie County: Open season December Ist to Feb- 
ruary 15th except muskrats, which is from Novem- 
ber 15th to April 1st inclusive. 


Culberson County: Same as Val Verde County. 
El Paso County: Same as Val Verde County. ° * 


Guadalupe County: Unlawful to take, trap or 
kill any raccoon or mink. 


Farrison County: Unlawful to take or kill by 
steel trap, snare or deadfall any fur-learing animals, 
or possess their pelts. Fur-bearers may be killed, 
however if (1) they are destroying or are about to 
destroy domestic stock; and (2) persons or groups 
of persons controlling as much as 1,000 acres of land 
and who are trying to »nrotect and propagate game 
birds may, during December and January, trap pred- 
ators, including fur-tearers, and their pelts may be 
marketed according to law. 


Henderson County: Unlawful to set any trap, 


snare or deadfall on lands of another without written 
permission. 


Houston County: Trapping permitted during De- 
cember and January only on one’s own property or 
where permit has been given by property owner. Un- 
lawful to take kill or have in possession for sale 
any fox or their pelts, except fox destroying or about 
to destroy domestic stock may be killed. 


Hudspeth County: Same as Val Verde County. 
Jasper County: Same as Tyler County. 

Jeff Davis County: Same as Val Verde County. 
Jefferson County: Same as Walker County. 


Lee County: Unlawful to take, trap or kill any 
raccoon or mink. 


Marion County: Same as Bowie County. 

Montgomery County: Unlawful to use steel traps 
for the purpose of taking fur-bearing animals or set 
same except within two hundred (200) yards of some 
residence. 


Nacogdoches County: Unlawful to take, kill or 
have in possession for purpose of sale any beaver. 
otter or fox or their pelts. May trap other-fur-bear- 
ers during December and January, but only with 
consent of landowner. May kill fox destroying or 
about to destroy domestic stock. 

Newton County: Same as Tyler County. 

Parker, County: Unlawful to liberate or possess 
any fox. 

Pecos County: Same as Val Verde County. 


Presidio County: Same as Val Verde County. 
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_ Red River County: Unlawful to take or kill any 
raccoon or mink, or have undried pelt of such ani- 
mals in possession or offer them for sale. 
Reeves County: Same as Val Verde County. 
Robertson County: fay trap or kill fox but may 
not sell fox or their pelts. May use steel traps, 
snares or deadfalls to take any fur-bearing animal. 


Rusk County: Same as Walker County. 

Sabine County: Lawful to use any type of trap or 
snare to take opossums, bobcats, and catamounts at 
any time of the year. 

San Augustine County: Same as Sabine County. 

San Jacinto County: Same as Walker County. 

Shelby County: May not use steel traps. Unlaw- 
ful to take, kill or have in possession for sale any 
beaver, otter or fox. 

Terrell County: Same as Val Verde County. 

Tyler County: Unlawful to take, kill or have in 
possession for sale any wild fox except during De- 
cember and January. Fox destroying or about to 
destroy domestic stock may be killed at any time, 
however. 

Val Verde County: Open season on beaver—Jan- 
uary only. 

Van Zandt County: Unlawful to trap on private 
lands without written permission of owner. 

Walker, County: Unlawful to take, kill or have 
in possession for barter or sale any beaver, otter or 
fox or their pelts. 

Washington County: Unlawful to take, trap or 
kill any raccoon or mink. 


TRAPPER DEFINED 


A resident trapper is any person who takes for the 
purpose of barter or sale, or who sells, or offers for 
sale the pelts of any of the fur-bearing animals of 
this state, and who has been a bona fide resident of 
this state, two (2) years prior to his application for 
a license. All others are non-resident trappers. 


TRAPPER’S LICENSE 


The fee for a Resident Trapper’s License is One 
Dollar ($1.00). For a Non-Resident Trapper’s Li- 
cense it is two hundred ($200.00) dollars. Trapper’s 
Licenses may be procured from any Game and Fish 
Warden, County Clerk, authorized License Deputy or 
direct from the Game, Fish and Oyster Commission 
at Austin, Texas. 

A hunting license does not authorize or permit a 
person to hunt or take fur-bearing animals or their 
pelts. 

It is unlawful for a person over the age of seven- 
teen years to hunt with a gun in a county other 
than the one in which he or she resides without a 
hunting license. (See Game Laws). 

A Trapper’s License permits a person to trap or 
take fur-bearing animals in any County of Texas, 
but when such person hunts with a gun in a county 
other than the one in which he resides he must pro- 
cure a Hunting License in addition to his Trapper’s 
License. (See Game Laws). 


PROPAGATION OF FUR-BEARING ANIMALS 


For a fee of $5.00 a permit can be obtained for 
the purpose of taking fur-bearing animals alive dur- 
ing the open season for the purpose of sale or prop- 
agation. 

FUR BUYERS DEFINED 


Wholesale Fur Buyer: A wholesale fur buyer who 


purchases for himself or on behalf of another person, 
the pelt or pelts of any of the fur-bearing animals 
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of this State from a retail fur buyer and/or from 
the trapper. 


Retail Fur Buyer: A retail fur buyer is any per- 
son who purchases the pelt or pelts of any of the 
fur-bearing animals of this State from the trappers 


only. 
FUR BUYERS LICENSE 


The fee for a Retail Fur Buyer’s License is $5.00. 
The fee for a Wholesale Fur Buyer’s License is $25.00. 


DEALER’S REPORT 


Every Fur Dealer must file with the Game, Fish 
and Oyster Commission, not later than the tenth 
day of each month, a complete sworn report, on 
printed forms furnished by the Game, Fish and Oys- 
ter Commission, of the kind and number of the pelts 
of fur-bearing animale purchased in this State and 
shipped out of the State during the preceding month. 
No report is required for those months when no pelts 
are purchased. The above report is required of deal- 
ers who buy in the State and ship out of the State. 
If the dealer is a tanner, furrier, taxidermist or 
manufacturer, who tans or manufactures the pelt 
into a finished product in this State, a report is re- 
quired not later than the tenth day of the month 
which shows the number of pelts purchased during 
the preceding month. 


UNDRIED PELTS 


The possession of undried pelts after fifteen days 
after the close of the open season shall be PRIMA 
FACIE evidence that the pelt was taken during the 
closed season. The trapper is given fifteen days im- 
mediately following the close of the open season for 
drying of pelts taken by him during the open sea- 


son. 
PREDATORY ANIMALS 


Wolves, coyotes, cougars, rabbits, wildcats, bob- 
cats, weasels, mountain lions, Mexican lions, and oce- 
lot are not classed as fur-bearing animals. They are 
not protected by law. They may be killed at any 
time of the year. 


It is unlawful for any person to possess or to re- 
ceive, or to have for the purpose of transporting, or 
for the purpose of turning loose, or to turn loose 
or to cause to be turned loose any live wolf within 
this State. 


IMPORTANT NOTICE 


Federal Lacey Act: This legislation, enacted in 
1900, and amended and incorporated in the Criminal 
Code of the United States in 1909, prohibits the de- 
livery of dead bodies of wild animals or parts there- 
of to any common carrier for transportation from 
one State to another when such animals have been 
killed or shipped in violation of State Laws. 
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‘Hunt aut of the ‘county, of your residence without 
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Hunt, kill or possess game birds, game animals, or 
other birds and animals, except where provided by 
law. 


Kill or take turkey hen. 
Kill or injure any bat. 


Have in possession more than fifty game birds of 
all varieties at any one time, excepting transportation) 
and storage companies. 


Sell or buy game birds or game animals, dead or 
alive, regardless of where caught or killed except 
game breeders and taxidermists who may sell un- 
claimed specimens. 


Bring game into this State during the closed season 
on such game without a permit from the Game, Fish 
and Oyster Commission. 


Kill a brown pelican. 


Hunt in State Parks under the control of the Tex- 
as State Parks Board. 


Kill or molest a carrier pigeon. 


Kill or hunt any game bird or game animal be- 
tween one-half hour after sunset and one-half hour 
before sunrise. 


Take game birds by net or trap. 


Ship game except to one’s own home or to a taxi- 
dermist and unless affidavit is attached that the ship- 
per has lawfully killed such game. 


Destroy the nests or eggs of any birds protected 
by the laws of this State. 

Hunt under license of another. 

Allow another person to hunt under your license. 


Receive any hunter on board a boat for pay unless 
owner has a license for his boat. 


Hunt for hire or hire anyone to hunt. 


Hunt from an automobile, motor boat, sail boat, 
boat under tow, or airplane. 


Hunt on a State Game Preserve. 


Hunt at night with a headlight in a territory 
where deer are known to range. 


Hunt or fish on enclosed lands of another without 
the owner’s consent. 


Refuse to stop a vehicle or auto, when demanded 
by a game and fish warden, and it is unlawful to 
refuse to allow a game and fish warden to search 
your game bag when he has reason to believe that a 
game law has been violated. 

Shoot any gun or firearm in, on, along or across 
any public road in this State. 

Possess any deer carcass or green hide with all 
evidence of sex removed. 


Kill doe deer, fawns or spike bucks. 


Use a deer call, except deer horns which may be 
rattled. 


Keep migratory birds or waterfowl on cold storage 
more than 20 days after the season has closed. 


Take any game bird with a shotgun larger than 
10-gauge. 

Take any migratory bird with any gun other than 
a shotgun. 


Take any migratory or any other game birds with 
a shotgun capable of holding more than three shells.

GAME BIRDS AND GAME ANIMALS 


Property of State: All wild birds and wild ani- 
mals belong to the people of this State. 


Game Animals: Deer, elk, antelope, wild sheep, 
bear, squirrels and peccary or javelina. 


Game Birds: Turkeys, ducks, geese, brant, snipe, 
grouse, prairie chickens, pheasants, quail or part- 
ridges, wild pigeons, doves, chachalaca, plover and 
shore birds of all varieties. 


Non-Game Birds: Unlawful to kill or have in 
possession either dead or alive. 


Unprotected Birds: English sparrows, golden 
eagles or Mexican brown eagles, crows, ravens, 
vultures or buzzards, rice-birds, roadrunners, gos- 
hawk, Cooper’s hawk or blue darter, sharpshinned 
hawk, duckhawk, jaybirds, sapsuckers, blackbirds, 
starling, woodpeckers, butcher birds or shrike, and 
the great horned owl. Canaries and parrots as 
domestic pets are unprotected. 


MOURNING DOVES AND WHITE-WINGED 
DOVES 


(Federal Regulations) 


Daily Bag Limit—10 a day of either or both 
species in the aggregate. Not more than one day’s 
kill in possession. 


Open Season for Mourning Doves: 


North Zone—September 1 to October 12, inclu- 
sive. (North zone is composed of Yoakum, Terry. 
Lynn, Garza, Kent, Stonewall, Haskell, Throck- 
morton, Young, Palo Pinto, Parker, Johnson, Ellis, 
Kaufman, Van Zandt, Rains, Hopkins, Franklin 
and Red River Counties, and all Counties north of 
the Counties named). 


South Zone—September 16 to October 27, inclu- 
sive. (South zone includes remainder of State with 
the exception of Culberson and Hudspeth Counties, 
which have no open season on doves). 


Open Season for White-Winged Doves—September 
16 to 25th, inclusive. (The State law _ provides, 
however, that in the Counties of Webb, Starr, Za- 
pata, Hidalgo, Cameron and Willacy: it shall be 
lawful to hunt, take or kill mourning doves or 
white-winged doves only on each Sunday, Tuesday 
and Thursday during specified hours; therefore, in 
said counties in obedience to State law and U. S. 
regulations, hunters may take white-winged doves 
only on September 17th, 20th, 22nd and 24th, be- 
tween the hours of 12 noon and sunset. State law 
provides that in other sections of the State mourn- 
ing doves and white-winged doves may be taken 
from 7 a. m. until sunset only). 


Means of Taking—Mourning doves and _ white- 
winged doves may be taken only with a shotgun. 
No repeating or auto-loading shotgun that is cap- 
able of holding more than three shells in the cham- 
ber and the magazine may be used. No shotgun 
larger than 10 gauge may be used. 


Protected Area—Unlawful to shoot white-winged 
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doves or chachalacas between Rio Grande River and 
U. S. Highway 83 from the Zapata-Starr County 
line to the west boundary of the City Limits of 
Brownsville. 


DUCKS, GEESE AND COOT 


Open Season—November 2 to January 10, both 
days inclusive. 


Shooting Hours—Sunrise to sunset. 
Bag Limit 


Ducks—10 a day. Possession limited to 20, in- 
cluding’ not more than six singly or in the aggre- 
gate of redheads and buffleheads, not more than 
one wood duck. 


Coot—25 a day or in possession. 

Geese—Two in a day but in addition: to other 
geese four blue geese may be taken. If only blue 
geese are taken, six may be taken in one day. 
Possession is limited to two days’ legal kill. 


Warning: Not more than one day’s limit of 
ducks and/or geese may be possessed on opening 
day. 


Ducks, geese and coot may be possessed for only 
30 days after the close of the season. 


No person over the age of 16 may hunt ducks, 
geese or coot without a Federal duck stamp (pro- 
curable at post offices) and a hunting license wher- 
ever required. 


Means of Taking—No baiting or live decoys per- 
mitted, or the taking of waterfowl by means, aid 
or use of cattle, horses or mules. 


May not use shotgun larger than 10 gauge. May 
not use auto-loading or repeating shotgun capable 
of holding more than three shells, including those 
in the magazine and chamber. 


May not take’ waterfowl from any power-driven 
boat or boat under sail. 


May not take ducks or geese on any State or 
Federal refuge or Preserve, or take them from any 
enclosed private property without the consent of the 
owner or agent of said property. 


Harrison and Marion Counties: License required 
for operation of commercial blinds for use in hunt- 
ing ducks, geese or other waterfowl. Price $5 for 
each blind. Such license is not required of sports- 
man hunting in private blinds. All blinds, whether 
commercial or private, must be spaced at least 300 
yards apart. 


Shooting allowed only with shotgun and bow and 
arrow. Shotguns larger than 10 gauge prohibited. 
Repeating or, automatic shotguns must be perma- 
nently plugged to three shell capacity. 


WILDLIFE SANCTUARY 


Vingt et Un Islands in Galveston Bay are a wild- 
life sanctuary. It is unlawful to enter upon these 
islands for any purpose without permission of the 
Game, Fish and Oyster Commission. 


Rockport Wildlife Sanctuary: Unlawful to take 
any bird or animal. (Boundaries described by suit- 
able markers in Rockport area). 


Lake Corpus Christi (except that part of the lake 
located in Jim. Wells and Nueces Counties.) Un- 
lawful to enter with gun or rifle, or to attempt to 
shoot any bird or animal. 


-Wichita County: Hunting, except for ducks and 
geese, prohibited in certain marked area in and 
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near Wichita Falls. For boundaries consult local 
Game Warden. 


Hunting prohibited at all times in public parks 
under control of State Parks Board. 


Hunting prohibited at all times in State Game 
Preserves. 


PRAIRIE CHICKENS OR PINNATED GROUSE 
No Open Season. 
QUAIL 


Open Season: Both North and South Zones—De- 
cember ist to January 16th, inclusive. If shotguns 
are used they must not be larger than 10 gauge, 
and must be permanently plugged so that they will 
hold no more than three shells.

LICENSES 


Resident Hunting: Price $2.00. Required of every 
Texas citizen over 17 who hunts out of the County 
of his residence. A citizen is any person who has 
been for mere than six months immediately preced- 
ing application for license a bona fide resident of 
Texas. (Note: Unlawful to hunt in Mason, Menard, 
Kerr, Schleicher, Crockett, Sutton, Kimble, Real, 
Edwards, Blanco, Llano, Kendall, Gillespie, El] Paso, 
Hudspeth, Culberson, Val Verde, Kinney, Medina, 
Terrell and Brewster Counties without a hunting 
license, the only exceptions being persons under 17 
and persons hunting on their own property or prop- 
erty on which they reside. Resident hunting licenses 
bought in Counties other than those above-named 
are valid in those above-named Counties). 


Non-Resident: Price $25.00. Required of every 
person above the age of seventeen years, who is not 
a citizen of this State, or who is an alien. 


Hunting Boat License: Price $2.00. Required of 
every person owning or navigating a sail boat or 
power boat for accommodating hunters for pay. 


Shooting Preserve License: Price $5.00. Required 
of every person who acts as manager for any club, 
or the owner of any club or shooting resort, or lessor 
of premises leased for hunting purposes, who accom- 
modates hunters for pay. 


Game Breeder’s License: Price $2.00. Required of 
every person who holds in captivity any game ani- 
mals or game birds for the purpose of propagation 
for sale. Apply to Game, Fish and Oyster Commis- 
sion for detailed information.

FRESH WATER 
FISH LAWS 


General Regulations 


Licenses Required: Resident. citizens of Texas 
must procure an Artificial Lure License, price $1.10, 
when fishing with artificial lures in fresh water. 
This license is not required of those using artificial 
lures in salt water. Otherwise there are no ex- 
emptions because of age or any other reason. 


Non-residents of Texas or aliens must procure a 
Non-Resident or Alien Fishing License, price $5.00, 
or a Five Day License, price $1.10, when fishing with 
any kind of bait in fresh water. Such licenses are 
not required of non-residents or aliens fishing in salt 
water. A non-resident is any citizen of the United 
States who has not been a bona fide resident of 
Texas for four months preceding his application for 
a license. 


Unlawful for any resident citizen of Texas to fish 
in the Counties of Mason, Menard, Kerr, Schleicher, 
Crockett, Sutton, Kimble, Real, Edwards, Blanco, 
Llano, Kendall, Gillespie, El Paso, Hudspeth, Cul- 
berson, Val Verde, Kinney, Medina, Terrell and 
Brewster without a resident fishing license, except 
persons under 17 years of age shall not be required 
to hold such license and except persons fishing on 
Iand they own or on which they reside shall not be 
required to hold a resident fishing license. Fee for 
Resident Fishing License is 55 cents. 


A seine or net license is required of commercial 
fishermen operating in fresh waters as well as those 
operating in salt water. (See Salt Water and Com- 
mercial Fishing Laws in this Digest). 


A license is required to sell fish. (See Salt Water 
Laws in this Digest). 


An artificial lure is any manufactured bait or imi- 
tation of a natural bait. 


Method of Taking: Ordinary pole and line, set- 
line, trotline, artificial lures and seines or nets of 
not less than three inch square mesh, except a seine 
or net made of wire or other metallic substance or 
fish traps. Minnow seines not more than twenty 
feet in length for the purpose of taking minnows 


STORAGE OF WILD GAME 


No limit to the time game birds or game animals 
may be kept in storage if placed in storage within 
three days after the end of the season, except as fol- 
lows: 


(1) Migratory birds and waterfowl, which may 
be possessed for only 30 days after close of the 
season; and 


(2) Deer, which must be removed from storage 
before June 5th, except that deer sausage, jerk, or 
deer meat which is cut and wrapped, or such meat 
stored in any privately owned or leased locker in a 
cold storage plant may be kept in storage indefi- 
nitely. 


Any person accepting game for storage must keep 
a record giving time of storage, name and address 
of person placing game on storage, and kind and 
amount of game stored by each individual. 
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for bait are permitted. All other methods or means 
of taking fish are prohibited unless especially noted 
below. 


Closed Season: Unlawful to take bass or crappie 
during the months of March and April. Unlawful 
to use seines or nets or artificial lures during these 
months. Special county restrictions below. 


Size Limits: Black bass not less than eleven 
inches, crappie not less than seven inches, with ex- 
ceptions on these and other fish in certain counties 
noted below. 


Sale Prohibited: Sale of black bass or crappie or 
white perch prohibited in all Counties. Special sale 
restrictions noted below. 


Bag Limit: Unlawful to take in any one day 
more than fifteen bass, fifteen crappie or white 
perch, thirty-five bream, thirty-five goggle-eye or an 
aggregate of more than fifty of these species, or to 
possess at any one time more than thirty bass, 
thirty crappie or white perch or seventy bream or 
seventy goggle-eye. This provision does not apply 
to certain Counties, as follows: Andrews, Bailey, 
Brazoria, Borden, Brooks, Callahan, Chambers, Cot- 
tle, Cochran, Crosby, Cameron, Dawson, Dickens, 
Duval, Eastland, Ellis, Fort Bend, Fisher, Floyd, 
Frio, Galveston, Garza, Gaines, Hill, Hood, Haskell, 
Hale, Hockley, Howard, Hidalgo, Johnson, Jones, 
Jim Hogg, Jim Wells, King, Kent, Kenedy, Kleberg, 
Lamb, Lubbock, Lynn, La Salle, Matagorda, Mitch- 
ell, Motley, Martin, McMullen, Nueces, Somervell, 
Seurry, Shackelford, Stephens, Stonewall, Starr, 
Taylor, Throckmorton, Terry, Wharton, Willacy, 
Webb, Yoakum, Zapata, Zavala. 


Minnow Laws: License required for dealing in 
minnows. (See Commercial Fishing Laws). 


Notice: It is unlawful to take, catch, ensnare or 
trap any fish by any method in any waters within 
the confines of any public park under the control of 
the Texas State Parks Board, without the consent 
of the keeper, caretaker or superintendent of the 
park in question. 

Unlawful to fish from deck or road surface of any 
highway bridge or causeway maintained by State 
Highway Department or to leave any dead fish or 
bait on such property. 


In order to understand the fishing regulations in 
a County where there is a special law it must be 
understood that the special County regulations listed 
below are supplementary to the general regulations 
and any restrictions contained in a special law must 
be obeyed even though they appear to be in conflict 
with the general law and likewise any privilege 
granted in a special law may be enjoyed without 
concern for general restrictions. 


SPECIAL REGULATIONS 


Angelina County: Unlawful to use nets the meshes 
of which are smaller than three inches square. 

Archer County: Closed season on bass, perch, 
bream, crappie, and catfish February ist to May 
Ist in Wichita River, Lake Kemp and Diversion 
Lake. No bream under five inches. Not more than 
ten bass or twenty crappie or a total of twenty 
crappie, perch, bream, and catfish in one day. Not 
more than twenty pounds of bass and an aggregate 
of not more than twenty pounds of crappie, perch, 
bream and catfish. Aggregate of all kinds not over 
thirty pounds. No nets and seines except twenty 
foot minnow seine for taking bait. Unlawful to 
take or possess channel or blue catfish less than 
eleven inches in length. May use one trotline per 
person or not more than two per party of two or 
more. Trotlines must not be set nearer than fifty 
(50) feet or contain more than fifty (50) hooks with 
any two hooks thereon nearer than four (4) feet. 
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Unlawful to offer for barter or sale bass, perch, 
crappie, catfish, or other fish except minnows for 
bait. 


Bandera County: Closed season, March lst to June 
lst, except Medina Lake, which is closed during 
February, March and April. Daily bag limit—Bass, 
10; catfish, 10; bream, 10; or an aggregate of 20 
of the above-named fish in one day. Possession limit 
—Same as daily limit. Length limits—Catfish, 9 
inches; bass, 11 inches; crappie, 7 inches. Fishing 
gear—Unlawful to use any device equipped with 
more than 2 hooks, except artificial lures. Bottles, 
floats and cans prohibited unless line is held by fish- 
erman or tied to stationary object. May use 20- 
foot minnow seines for taking minnows for bait. 
Unlawful to take or possess for purpose of sale 
any catfish, perch, crappie, bream or bass. Unlaw- 
ful to sell minnows taken in County, or to trans- 
port more than 200 such minnows from County. 


Baylor County: Same as Archer County. 


Bastrop County: Unlawful to use seine or net of 
less than three (3) inch square mesh. Minnow seines 
of not more than twenty (20) feet in length to be 
used for taking minnows for bait are permitted. 
Provided, however, no seine shall be used during the 
months of March and April. 


Bell County: Lawful to take suckers, buffalo, 
carp, shad or gar during July, August, September 
and October with seine or net, the meshes of which 
shall be not less than one inch square; and the same 
species of fish may be taken with wire, rope or gig 
at any time of year, provided that any bass, crappie 
or white perch, catfish, perch or trout caught by 
above methods must be immediately returned to 
water. Unlawful to possess any of above game fish 
while any of above rough fish are in possession. 
Unlawful to sell minnows taken in County. Unlaw- 
ful to take more than 125 minnows out of County. 


Bexar County: Closed season or bass, perch, 
erappie, catfish, February list to May Ist. Limit 
per day ten bass, ten crappie. No nets and seines 
except twenty foot minnow seine. Unlawful to sell 
any bass, crappie, channel or other catfish. 


Blanco County: Closed season on all fishing, Feb- 
ruary, March and April. May use trotlines, or any 
other device equipped with more than two _ hooks. 
Daily bag limit—Bass, 10; catfish, 10; bream, 10; or 
an aggregate of 20 of the above-named fish in one 
day. Possession limit—Same as daily bag _ limit. 
Length limit—Catfish, 9 inches; bass, 11 inches; 
crappie, 7 inches. May use 20-foot minnow seine 
for taking minnows for bait. Unlawful to take or 
possess for purpose of sale any catfish, perch, crap- 
pie, bream or bass. Unlawful to sell minnows tak- 
en in County, or to transport more than 200 such 
minnows from County. May take suckers, buffalo, 
carp, shad or gar with seines and nets of not less 
than one inch mesh during July, August, September 
and October or any time with wire, rope or gig but 
may not possess other fish when using such devices. 


Bosque County: Lawful to use set nets of not less 
than one and one-half inch square mesh to take 
suckers, buffalo, carp, shad and gar during Novem- 
ber, December, January, February, May and June, 
but may not possess any bass, crappie, catfish, perch, 
or bream while in possession of such rough fish. 
Unlawful to take any fish with drag seines or nets 
of any kind during November, December, January, 
February, May and June. May take channel or 
Opelousas catfish and perch at any time with or- 
dinary hook and line only. May take suckers, carp, 
buffalo, shad and gar during July, August, Septem- 
ber and October with seine or net of not less than 
one inch square mesh, or at any time with wire, 
rope, or gig, but may not possess other fish while 
using such devices. Minnows may be sold in Bosque 
County only by licensed bait dealers. Unlawful to 
transport minnows out of County for purpose of 
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sale, and transportation of more than 100 minnows 
out of County shall be evidence of violation of this 
law. 


Bowie County: No seines permitted at any time, 
except 20-foot minnow seine for taking minnows 
only. Three-inch square mesh hoop, trammel or gill 
nets permitted except during March and April. May 
take fish with hook, seine, net, or trap from Red 
River. 


Brewster County: Unlawful to sell or offer for 
sale any fish taken in County. 


Brown County: Unlawful to use seine or net of 
any description, including minnow seine, in Lake 
Brownwood. In other parts of County, unlawful to 
use seines or nets, except 20-foot minnow seine to 
take minnows for bait. Unlawful to sell bass, crap- 
pie, or catfish taken in County. Unlawful to take 
more than 35 fish per day. 


Burnet County: Unlawful to sell bass, crappie or 
catfish taken in County. Unlawful to take more than 
35 fish in a day. Seines and nets prohibited except 
as follows: (1) Twenty foot minnow seine may be 
used to take minnows for bait; and (2) May take 
suckers, buffalo, carp, shad and gar during July, 
August, September and October with seines and nets 
the meshes of which are not less than one inch 
square, or at any time with wire, rope or gig, but 
may not possess other fish when using such devices. 
Unlawful to take catfish less than nine inches in 
length. Special regulations apply to Burnet County 
lake waters. See Colorado River Lakes Regulations. 


Cass County: No seines permitted at any time 
except 20-foot minnow seines for taking minnows 
only. Three-inch square mesh hoop, trammel or gill 
nets permitted except during March and April. 
May fish with hook, seine, net or trap from Red 
River. 


Chambers County: Same as Mitchell County. 


Cherokee County: Seines and nets prohibited dur- 
ing February, March, April and May except twenty 
(20) foot minnow seine for taking minnows for 
bait. 


Coke County: Unlawful to transport more than 
200 minnows from County for any purpose, and 
may transport no minnows from County for pur- 
pose of sale. May not use trotline or throw line 
equipped with more than 25 hooks. A person or 
group of persons in same party may not use more 
than two trotlines or throw lines of 25 hooks each, 
or an aggregate of more than 50 hooks, whether 
used on two or more lines. Unlawful from Febru- 
ary 15th to April 30th to take any fish, except that 
suckers, carp and gar may be taken during above- 
mentioned closed season by use of wire loop only. 
Length limit on catfish, 11 inches. Unlawful to take 
in any one day ‘or to possess more than 15 e¢atfish. 

Coleman County: Unlawful to sell bass, crappie, 
white perch or catfish taken in County. Bag limit— 
35 fish per day. May use 20-foot minnow seine to 
take minnows for bait. 


Colorado River Lakes Regulations: 


Lake Buchanan—May fish only with ordinary 
pole and line, throw line of not more than 6 
hooks, rod and reel, artificial bait, and trot line 
with not more than 30 hooks. Closed season on 
all fish, except catfish and gasper, during March 
and April. Size limits: Black bass, 11 inches; 
white bass, 11 inches; crappie or white perch, 7 
inches; catfish, 9 inches. Bag limit: Black bass, 
10; white bass, 10; crappie or white perch, 10; 
catfish, 10; or an aggregate of 20 fish in one 
day. Unlawful to have in possession at any one 
time more than 20 fish taken from waters of 
Lake Buchanan, Roy Inks Lake, Marble Falls 
Lake and the Burnet County portion of Lake 
Travis. 


Roy Inks Lake—Same as Lake Buchanan. 


Lake Travis in Burnet County—Unlawful to 
use trotline. May use only ordinary pole and line 
with not more than 2 hooks, throw line with 
not more than 6 hooks, rod and reel with not 
more than 2 hooks, or artificial lure used with 
casting or fly rod. These regulations apply not 
only to Lake Travis in Burnet County, but also 
to the waters of the Colorado River from the 
headwaters of Lake Travis up to the Burnet- 
Llano County line, which is only a short dis- 
tance east of Slickrock Creek. Closed season 
for the Burnet County portion of Lake Travis, 
and also for Marble Falls Lake is during the 
months of March and April, except for catfish 
and gasper. Bag possession and size limits, same 
as for Lake Buchanan. 


Lake Travis in Travis County—Closed season: 
January, February, March and April. Fishing 
gear permitted: ordinary pole and line; rod, 
reel and line; hand line; set line; throw line; 
trotline and artificial lures, but no person is 
permitted to use more than 20 hooks at any one 
time on any or all of these devices. Bag and 
possession limits: Black bass, 5; white bass, 8; 
crappie, 8; bream or goggle-eye, 10; catfish, 6; 
gasper, 10. May not take or possess more than 
10 in the aggregate of all fish named in any 
one day. Size limits: Black bass, 11 linches; 
white bass, 11 inches; crappie, 7 inches; catfish, 
11 inches; gasper, 11 inches. 


Lake Austin—Closed season: January, Febru- 
ary, March and April. Unlawful to use trot- 
line. A person may use only two lines at any 
one time, with the following devices: Ordinary 
pole and line; rod, reel and line; hand line; set 
line; throw line; and artificial lures when used 
with fly rod or rod and reel. Unlawful to use 
more than two hooks on one line, except when 
using artificial lures. Twenty-foot minnow seines 
may be used during open season only for taking 
minnows, carp, shad, buffalo and gar. Bag, 
possession and size limits, same as Lake Travis 
in Travis County. 


Comal County: Unlawful to take fish by any 
means or device other than ordinary pole and line 
or throw line with not more than two (2) hooks, or 
trotline with hooks not less than six (6) feet apart, 
provided however it shall be lawful to use dowagiac 
or other artificial bait equipped with more than 
two (2) hooks. Twenty (20) foot minnow seine 
permissible for taking bait. Bag limit, ten fish of 
any kind per day or thirty (30) per week except 
perch, twenty (20) per day or sixty (60) per week. 
Closed season on bass, perch, crappie and catfish 
from February ist to May Ist. Catfish must be 
not less than twelve (12) inches. Unlawful to sell 
any fish taken in County. 


Collin County: Same as Bell County, except that 
special Bell County minnow law does not apply. 


Concho County: Unlawful to sell bass, crappie, 
white perch or catfish taken in County. Bag limit— 
35 fish per day. Unlawful to take any catfish less 
than 11 inches in length. Unlawful to transport 
more than 200 minnows from County. May use 20- 
foot minnow seine to take minnows. 

Cooke County: Unlawful to sell fish taken in 
County. May take fish in Red River with hooks, 
traps, seines or nets. Seines and nets are otherwise 
unlawful with the following exceptions: (1) May use 
20-foot minnow seine to take minnows for bait; and 
(2) May take suckers, buffalo, carp, shad or gar 
during July, August, September and October with 
seines and nets the meshes of which are not less 
than one inch square, or may take these species at 
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any time with wire, rope or gig, but may not pos- 
sess other fish when using any of these devices. 


Coryell County: Length Limits—Bass, 11 inches; 
crappie, 7 inches; catfish, 9 inches. Unlawful to sell 
minnows taken in County. Unlawful to transport 
from County more than 125 minnows. May use 20- 
foot minnow seine to take minnows. May take 
suckers, buffalo, carp, shad or gar during July, 
August, September and October with one-inch square 
mesh seines or nets, or at any time with wire, rope 
or gig, but may not possess other fish when using 
such devices. 


Culberson County: Unlawful to sell or offer for 
sale any fish taken in County. 


Dallas County: Unlawful to take fish by any 
means other than ordinary pole and line, rod and 
reel, set line, throw line or trotline. No throw 
line or trotline shall have hooks closer than 3 feet 
apart. Any illegal tackle in possession closer than 
200 yards of any public water shall be evidence of 
violation of law. Lawful to use artificial lure with 
more than two hooks. Length limit on catfish, nine 
inches. May use a minnow seine not greater than 20 
feet in length for taking minnows for bait. Bag 
limit: White perch 15, bass 10, green perch 25, 
catfish 25. May not possess more than a total of 15 
bass and white perch or total of 35 fish mentioned 
above. 


Delta County: Lawful to grabble for catfish, 
perch, buffalo and drum, or to take such fish with a 
one-inch square mesh seine or net, except during 
March and April. 


Denton County: May take suckers, buffalo, carp, 
shad or gar with seine or net of not less than one 
inch mesh during July, August, September or Octo- 
ber or at any time by wire, rope or gig but may 
not possess other fish when using such device. Limit 
not more than twenty (20) crappie, fifteen (15) bass 
or an aggregate of twenty (20) such fish in one 
day. Sand bass may be taken at all times with 
natural bait. May not take more than 15 sand bass 
in one day, or more than 10 per day during March 
and April. Possession limit, same as one day’s bag 
limit. May not take sand bass of less than 9 inches 
in length. 


DeWitt County: May take suckers, buffalo, carp, 


shad or gar with seine or net of not less than one- 
inch mesh during July, August, September or Oc- 
tober, or any time by wire, rope or gig, but may 
not possess other fish when using such devices. Un- 
lawful to sell or buy any fish taken in County. 


Dimmit County: Closed season on all fish, Janu- 
ary lst to May lst. Unlawful to sell minnows taken 
in County, and unlawful to transport from the 
County any minnows for sale. Unlawful to sell 
bass, crappie or catfish taken in County. Unlawful 
to take more than 35 fish per day. Seines and nets 
prohibited except as follows: (1) May use 20-foot 
minnow seine to take minnows for bait; and (2) 
May use seines or nets of not less than one inch 
square mesh to take buffalo, carp, shad, gar or 
suckers during July, August, September or Octo- 
ber, or at any time with wire, rope or gig, but may 
not possess any other species of fish while using 
such devices. 


Edwards County: Same as Kerr County. 


El] Paso County: Seines and nets, except ten-foot 
minnow seine with meshes not larger than three- 
eighths inch square prohibited. Limit: Ten fish of 
any kind in any one day except perch. Not more 
than twenty perch in one day. Unlawful to pos- 
sess more than thirty fish of any variety in any week 
except perch, and not more than sixty perch in any 
week. Unlawful to sell any fish taken in County. 
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Erath County: Unlawful to sell or buy any fish 
taken from Lake Waco or Bosque Rivers or their 
tributaries in Erath County. Unlawful to use drag 
seines or nets of any kind. May not use more than 
one hook on any line, except when using artificial 
bait. Minnows may be taken with approved minnow 
traps or dip nets of not more than 36 inches in 
diameter, or 20-foot minnow seine. Minnows may 
not be sold. Lawful to take fish with natural bait 
at any time of the year, except bass and crappie 
during March and April. Size limits: Bass, 11 
inches; crappie, 8 inches; green perch, bream, 
goggle-eye or sunfish, 5 inches; catfish, 10 inches. 
Daily bag limit—Bass, 8; crappie, 12; green perch, 
bream, goggle-eye or sunfish, 20; channel or Ope- 
lousas catfish, 15; or an aggregate of not more 
than 20 pounds of above-named fish. Unlawful to 
troll from motor boat. 


Falls County: Unlawful to sell or buy any fish 
taken from Brazos River or from waters within one 
mile of the mouth of any tributary of the Brazos 
River in Falls County. Unlawful to transport more 
than 125 minnows out of County. 


Fannin County: May take suckers, carp, buffalo, 
shad or gar with seine or net of not less than one 
inch mesh during July, August, September and Oc- 
tober, or at any time with wire, rope or gig, but 
may not ‘possess other fish when using such devices. 
Lawful to take fish from Red River with hooks, 
traps, seines or nets at any time. : 


Fisher County: Same as Mitchell County. 
Franklin County: Same as Delta County. 


Gillespie County: Same as Kerr County, except 
that jmay take suckers, buffalo, carp, shad or gar 
during July, August, September and October with 
seine or net of not less than one inch square mesh, 
or at any time with wire, rope, or gig. but may not 
possess other fish when using such devices. 


Gonzales County: Unlawful to take bass, crappie. 
white perch, calico bass or bream during the months 
of February, March and April. May take suckers, 
buffalo, carp, shad or gar with seine or net of not 
less than one inch mesh during July, August, Sep- 
tember, or October or at any time by wire, rope or 
gig but may not possess other fish when using such 
devices. \ hf 


Grayson County: Fishing gear—ordinary hook and 
line, set line, throw line, cord line. Size limits— 
Bass, 8 inches: cranpie. one-half pound. Unlawful 
to sell ‘fish taken in :-County. May take suckers. 
buffalo, carp, shad or gar with seine or net of not 
less than one inch mesh during July, August, Sep- 
tember and October, or at any time with wire, rope 
or gig. but may not possess other fish when using 
such devices. Lawful to take fish from Red River 
with hooks, traps, seines or nets. 


Guadalupe County: Unlawful to offer for sale fish 
taken in County. Closed season on bass, perch, 
erappie and catfish from February lst to May Ist. 
Seines and nets prohibited except minnow seine of 
not more than ten feet in length for taking min- 
nows for bait. Size: Catfish not less than twelve 
(12) inches, crappie or white perch not less than 
seven (7) inches and bass not less than eleven (11) 
inches. Bag limit not more than ten (10) fish of 
any one kind a day or not more than thirty (30) 
such fish in any one week, except perch twenty (20) 
of which may be taken in one day and not more 
than sixty (60) a week. 


Hamilton County: May use set nets of one and 
one-half inch square mesh at any time to take suck- 
ers, buffalo, carp, shad and gar, but may not take 
or possess any other fish when using these devices. 
Unlawful to use drag seines or drag nets at. any 
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time, except 20-foot minnow seine to take minnows 
for bait. Unlawful to take fish by gigging, roping, 
snaring, grappling with hands, or by use of grab 
hooks or fish traps of any kind. May take catfish 
and perch at any time with trotlines, throw lines, 
set hooks or ordinary pole and line. Size limit on 
catfish, 10 inches. Unlawful to sell or buy any cat- 
fish taken in County. Unlawful to take minnows 
for purpose of sale or to transport from County 
more than 125 minnows at any one time. 


Harrison County: Closed season on game fish, 
February 15th to April 15th. The term ‘“‘game fish’ 
does not include striped bass, so far as closed sea- 
son is concerned. Lawful to take striped bass dur- 
ing closed season with artificial bait. Fishing gear 
—Ordinary hook and line, rod and reel, set hook 
and line, trotline, or artificial bait. May use twenty- 
foot minnow seine to take minnows for bait. May 
use hoop net, set net or trammel net, meshes of 
which are not less than three and one-half inches 
square to take buffalo, gar, catfish, shad, bowfin or 
grindle at any time except February, March, April 
and May. Unlawful to possess any other fish when 
in possession of the above-named fish. Length limits 
—Bass, 11 inches; crappie, 8 inches. Daily bag limit 
—Bass, 15; crappie, 15; or aggregate of not more 
than 30 of both bass and crappie; 30 game fish; 
goggle-eye, 36; bream, 66. Possession limit—Same 
as daily bag Jimit. Unlawful for hired fish guides 
to take or have in possession any bass or crappie 
while in service. Unlawful to impound any game 
fish (defined for these purposes as crappie, large- 
mouthed black bass, small-mouthed black bass and 
white or striped bass) in any live box or pond. Un- 
lawful to keep in storage more than 30 game fish, 
as defined in preceding sentence. May transport not 
more than 30 game fish actually caught by person 
transporting. May gig buffalo, gar, catfish, shad and 
bowfin or grindle in Caddo Lake. Unlawful to dis- 
charge any pistol or rifle in, on, along or across 
Caddo Lake. Unlawful to operate any water craft 
in a reckless manner or to operate such craft while 
intoxicated. 


Hardin County: Same as Mitchell County. 


Hays County: Unlawful to take any kind of fish 
during February, March, and April. 


Henderson County: Bag _ limit—Crappiie, fifteen 
(15), bass ten (10), or an aggregate of fifteen (15) 
per day. 


Hill County: Unlawful to transport minnows out- 
side of County. 


Hood County: May take any fish with natural 
bait at any time of the year, except bass and 
cravpie during March and April. May take minnows 
with dip net or 20-foot minnow seine. Unlawful 
to take minnows for sale. 


Hopkins County: Same as Delta County. 


Hudspeth County: Unlawful to sell or offer for 
sale any fish taken in County. 


Hunt County: May use ordinary hook and line, 
set line or throw line, and from March 1st to Sep- 
tember 30th may use seines and nets of not less 
than one and one-half inch square mesh. Lawful to 
sell catfish, carp, buffalo, and drum, but unlawful 
to sell other fish. May use 20-foot minnow seine to 
take minnows for bait. 


Irion County: Same as Coke County. 


Jack County: Two-inch square mesh seine or net 
may be used in taking catfish, bass and perch ex- 
cept in artificial lakes containing more than twenty 
(20) acres. Unlawful to transport minnows outside 
of County. Possession of more than 500 minnows 
is ‘evidence of intention to transport same. Unlaw- 
ful to use any hoop net or trammel net for the 
purpose of taking fish. 
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Jackson County: Seines and nets prohibited ex- 


cept twenty (20) foot minnow seine for catching 
bait. Flounder gigs permitted. 
Jasper County: Same as Newton County. 


Jeff Davis County: Unlawful to sell or offer for 
sale any fish taken in County. 


Jefferson County: Same as Mitchell County. 


Jim Wells County: Unlawful to take for purpose 
of sale any fish from Lake Corpus Christi in San 
Patricio, Jim Wells and Live Oak Counties, or from 
the waters of Nueces River between Calallen Dam 
and west boundary line of Live Oak County on 
Nueces River, including all the waters within all 
the tributaries of the Nueces River within Live Oak, 
San Patricio and Nueces Counties. Unlawful to use 
seine or net, except 20-foot minnow seine for tak- 
ing minnows for bait. Unlawful to use trotline with 
hooks less than three feet apart. Unlawful to take 
any fish from waters described above during months 
of February, March and April. 


Johnson County: Seines and nets prohibited ex- 
cept for 20-foot minnow seine to take minnows for 
bait, and except for seine or net of not less than 
three-inch square mesh to take suckers, carp, buffalo 
and gar. Length limits—Bass, 11 inches; catfish, 9 
inches; crappie or white perch, 7 inches. May take 
minnows for sale if same are to be used in Johnson 
County, but it is unlawful to take minnows for sale 
if they are to be used outside of County. Unlawful 
to transport more than 125 minnows outside of 
County. 


Jones County: Unlawful to take any fish in Coun- 
ty for commercial purposes. The following additional] 
restrictions apply only to Fort Phantom Hill Lake: 
Fishing gear—Person may use not more than two 
ordinary poles and lines, rods and reels, fly rods, or 
throw lines each equipped with not more than two 
hooks. Artificial lures may be used. Seines, nets or 
traps prohibited, except 20-foot minnow seine for 
taking bait. Length limits—Catfish, 12 inches; bass, 
12 inches; crappie or white perch, 9 inches; bream, 
5 inches; perch, 5 inches. Bag and possession limits 
—Bass, 5; catfish, 5; crappie or white perch, 10; 
perch, 10; bream, 10; or an aggregate of 15 of the 
above-named fish. Closed season on all fishing— 
February, March and April. Unlawful to take min- 
nows for purpose of sale, and unlawful to possess 
more than 100 minnows at any one time. 


Kaufman County: May use ordinary hook and 
line, set line, throw line, or cord line. Size limits: 
Bass, 8 inches; other fish, one-half pound. Unlawful 
to sell fish taken in County, except carp, buffalo, 
drum and catfish. 


Kerr County: Closed season, March ist to June 
ist. Daily bag limit—Bass, 10; catfish, 10; bream, 
10; or an aggregate of 20 of the above-named fish 
in one day. Possession Limit—Same as daily bag 
limit. Length limits—Catfish, 9 inches; bass, 11 
inches; crappie, 7 inches. Fishing gear—Unlawful 
to use any device equipped with more than 2 hooks 
except artificial bait. Bottles, cans or floats pro- 
hibited unless line is held by fisherman or tied to 
stationary object. May use 20-foot minnow seine for 
taking minnows for bait. Unlawful to take or pos- 
sess for purpose of sale any catfish, perch, crappie, 
bream or bass. Unlawful to sell minnows taken in 
County, or to transport more than 200 such min- 
nows from County. 


Kendall County: Same as Kerr County, with the 
additional provision that fishermen may take suck- 
ers, buffalo, carp, shad or gar during months of 
July, August, September and October with seine or 
net of not less than’ one-inch square mesh, or at 
any time with wire, rope or gig, but may not pos- 
sess other fish when using these devices. 
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Kimble County: May take fish only by ordinary 
pole and line or rod and reel or artificial bait. May 
not use more than one hook per line except on ar- 
tificial bait. One person may not use more than 6 
poles and lines or rods and reels at one time. May 
not take more than 10 bass, 10 catfish, 10 erappie, 
10 perch, or 10 bream or more than 15 of all such 
fish. Size limit—Catfish 11 inches, bass 11 inches, 
crappie 8 inches, perch or bream, 5 inches. Unlaw- 
ful to sell any catfish, perch, crappie, bream or 
bass taken in County. Unlawful to take any fish 
during January, February, March and April; and 
unlawful to take catfish during January, February, 
March, April, May and June. Unlawful to trans- 
port more than 125 minnows from County. May 
take suckers, buffalo, carp, shad or gar during July, 
August, September and October with seines or nets 
the meshes of which are not less than one inch 
square, or at any time with wire, rope or gig, but 
may not possess other fish when using such devices. 


Lake Worth and Eagle Mountain Lake: Special 
license required of all persons over 17 years of age. 
Annual license fee, $1.10; daily license fee, 25 cents. 
Holders of other valid fishing licenses are not exempt 
from holding Lake Worth-Eagle Mountain Lake li- 
cense. 


Lamar County: May use 20 foot minnow seine 
for taking bait. Lawful to take fish from Red River 
with hook, seine, net or trap. May take suckers, 
buffalo, carp, shad or gar with seine or net of not 
less than one-inch square mesh during July, August, 
September and October, or at any time with wire, 
rope or gig, but may not possess other fish when 
using such devices. 


Lampasas County: Unlawful to sell bass, crappie 
or catfish taken in County. Fishing gear—Ordinary 
hook and line, trotline, and artificial bait. Seines and 
nets prohibited, except as follows: (1) Twenty-foot 
minnow seine may be used to take minnows for bait; 
and (2) May take suckers, buffalo, carp, shad or 
gar during July, August, September and October 
with seines or nets the meshes of which are not 
less than one inch square, or at any time with wire, 
rope or gig, but may not possess other fish when 
using above-mentioned devices. Bag limit—35 fish per 
day. Special laws govern fishing in Lakes. See 
Colorado River Lakes Regulations. 


Live Oak County: Same as Jim Wells County. 


Llano County: Unlawful to take fish with any 
device equipped with more than. 2 hooks, except ar- 
tificial lure used with rod and reel. Twenty-foot 
minnow seine may be used to take minnows. Length 
limits—Catfish, 9 inches; bass, 11 inches; crappie, 
7 inches. Bag and possession limits—Bass, 10: crap- 
pie, 10; catfish, 10; or aggregate of 20 of all such 
fish. Unlawful to take more than 20 perch in one 
day, and unlawful to take or have in possession more 
than 60 perch in a week. Unlawful to take or have 
in possession more than 80 of all the above-named 
fish, except perch in one week. Unlawful to sell 
eatfish, perch, crappie, bream or bass. Closed season 
on all fishing, January, February, March and April. 
Srecial laws govern fishing in lakes. See Colorado 
River Lakes Regulations. May take suckers, buffalo, 
earp, shad and gar during July, August, September 
and October with seines and nets of not less than 
one inch square mesh, or at any time with wire, 
rope or gig, but may not possess any other species 
of fish when using such devices. 


Loving County: . Unlawful to sell bass. cravpie, 
white perch or catfish taken in County. Bag limit 
—85 fish per day. Seines and nets prohibited, ex- 
cept 20-foot minnow seine. to take minnows for bait. 


. Marion County: Same as Harrison County. 


“Mason County: Same as Kerr County, except that 
fishermen ‘may take suckers, buffalo, carp, shad and 
gar during July, August, September and October 
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with seines or nets of not less than one inch square 
mesh, or at any time with wire, rope, or gig, but 
may not possess other fish when using such devices. 


Medina County: Closed season on bass, crappie, 
perch and catfish—February, March and April. Bag 
limit—Bass, 10; crappie, 10. Unlawful to sell bass, 
perch, crappie or catfish taken in County. Seines 
and nets prohibited, except as follows: (1) Twenty- 
foot minnow seine may be used to take minnows for 
bait; and (2) May use seines or nets of not less 
than one inch square mesh to take suckers, carp, 
buffalo, shad and gar during months of July, August, 
September and October, and may use wire, rope or 
gig to take these fish at any time, but may not have 
other fish in possession while using such devices. 


Medina Lake: Special license required of all per- 
sons over the age of 17 years. Annual license fee, 
$1.00, daily license fee 25c. Holders of other valid 
fishing licenses are not exempt from holding Me- 
dina Lake license. Closed season—February, March 
and April. : 


Menard County: Same as Kerr County, except 
that closed season is during March and April only; 
bag and possession limit on perch is 15; and bag 
and possession limit on crappie is 10. And with the 
further exception that fishermen may take suckers, 
buffalo, carp, shad or gar during July, August, Sep- 
tember and October with seines and nets of not less 
than one inch square mesh, or at any time with 
wire, rope or gig, but may not possess other fish 
when using such devices. 


Mills County: Urlawful to sell bass, crappie, 
white perch or eatfish taken in County. Bag limit, 
85 fish per day Seines and nets -unlawful. except 
20-foot minnow seines for taking minnows for bait. 


Mitchell County: May take suckers, buffalo, carp, 
shad or gar with seine or net of not less than one 
inch mesh, during July, August, September or Oc- 
tcker, cr any time by wire, rope or gig but may not 
possess other fish when using such devices. 


Morris County: Lawful to use two inch mesh 
seine or net except during March and April. 


Montgomery County: May use seine of not less 
than three inch square mesh, except during the 
months of February, March, April, May and June. 
May use set nets or gill nets of not less than four 
inch square mesh to take any fish except crappie, 
perch, bass and catfish, but such nets may not be 
used during months of February, March, April and 
May. Twenty-foot minnow seines may be used to 
take minnows for bait. 


McCulloch County: May not sell any bass, crap- 
pie, white perch or catfish taken in County. Bag 
limit—35 fish per day. Seines and nets unlawful, 
except 20-foot minnow seine to take minnows for 
bait, and except may use three-inch mesh net to 
take carp and suckers in Colorado River. Unlawful 
to transport minnows out of County. 


McLennan County: Unlawful to sell or buy any 
fish taken. Drag seines or nets prohibited. May use 
ordinary pole and line, throw line, artificial bait, or 
tretline. Trotline may not be used in Lake Waco 
during March and April and may not contain more 
than 50 hooks, and hooks must not be spaced closer 
than three feet apart. Minnows may be taken with 
20-foot minnow seine, dip net of not more than 36 
inches diameter, or approved minnow trap. May use 
shad for bait at any time. Closed season on bass, 
crappie, perch, channel or Opelousas catfish—-March 
and April. Size limits—Bass, 11 inches; crappie, 8 
inches; green perch, bream, goggle-eye or sunfish, 
5 inches; catfish, 10 inches. Daily bag limit—Bass, 
8; crappie, 12: green perch, bream, goggle-eye or 
sunfish, 20; ehannel or Opelousas catfish, 15; or an 
ageregate of not more than 20 pounds of above- 
named fish. Unlawful to troll from motor boat.

Nacogdoches County: Unlawful to use seine or 
net except during June, July, August, September, 
October, November and December. Must not be less 
than three inch square mesh and bass, trout, crap- 
pie or white perch taken in seine or net must be 
returned to water. Twenty-foot minnow seine for 
taking bait permitted. 


Newton County: Unlawful to use nets the meshes 
of which are larger than three inches square. Un- 
lawful to sell any bass, white perch or catfish less 
than 18 inches, taken from the waters of the Sabine, 
Attoyac, Angelina or Neches Rivers, or their tribu- 
taries, in Newton and Jasper Counties. 


Nolan County: Fishing gear permitted—Pole and 
line, artificial lures used with rod and reel, fly rod, 
trotline with not more than two hooks. Unlawful fer 
any person to use or be in any way connected with 
more than one trotline equipped with not more 
than 25 hooks. Unlawful to use more than one 
throw line equipped with not more than two hooks. 
Twenty-foot minnow seines for taking bait per- 
mitted. Length limits—Catfish, 11 inches; bass, 11 
inches; crappie or white perch, 8 inches; bream, 5 
inches; perch, 5 inches. Daily bag and possession 
limits—Bass, 6; catfish, 6; crappie or white perch, 
15; bream, 15; or an aggregate of 20 of the above- 
named fish. Closed season on all fishing during Feb- 
ruary, Mareh and April. Unlawful to in any way use 
private floating rafts, piers or boats without consent 
of owner. 


Orange County: Same as Mitchell County. 


Parker County: May take suckers, buffalo, carp, 
shad or gar with seine or net of not less than one 
inch mesh during July, August, September, and Oc- 
tober or at any time by wire, rope or gig, but may 
not possess other fish when using such device. Un- 
lawful to transport minnows out of County. 


Pecos County: Unlawful to sell any fish taken 
in. County. Bag limit: 35 fish per day. Seines and 
nets unlawful except minnow seines not more than 
20 feet in length. 


Possum’ Kingdom Lake Regulations: No fishing 
permitted at any time within one-fourth mile of 
Possum Kingdom dam in the lake proper. Fishing 
gear permitted—Ordinary pole and line, throw line 
eauipped with not more than three hooks, rod and 
reel and ordinary baits and lures. Persons fishing 
for carp, buffalo, suckers and gar may in addition 
use wire loop snares. Length limits (measure from 
snout to fork of the tail)—-Black bass, white bass, 
channel catfish, blue catfish and yellow catfish, 11 
inches; crappie, 7 inches. Daily bag limits—Black 
bass, 7; white bass, 7; catfish, of one kind or in 
the aggregate, 7; crappie or any one or all species, 
12; smaller sunfishes such as . bluegill bream, green 
perch, Warmouth bass, goggle-eye, ete., 30 in the 
aggregate. Possession limit while person is on lake, 
not more than one day’s bag limit of above-named 
fish. Possession limit of above-named fish after 
they have been removed from lake to shore, not 
more than two days’ bag limit. Carp, suckers, buffalo 
and gar may be taken or possessed in any number. 
Seines or nets for taking fish or minnows prohibited. 
Trolling from motor boat or any other power-driven 
boat prohibited. Unlawful to sell or buy any fish 
taken from Possum Kingdom Lake. Special license, 
price $1.10, required of all persons over 17 who 
fish in lake. Those fishing with artificial lures also 
must have an artificial lure license, price $1.10. 


Presidio County: Unlawful to sell or offer for 
sale any fish taken in County. cat yf : 


‘Rains County: Same as Hunt County.. 
Rea! County: Same as Kerr County. 
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Red River County: May take fish from med River 
with hooks, traps, seines or nets. 


Reeves County: Unlawful to sell any fish taken 
in County. Bag limit, 35 fish per day. Seines and 
nets unlawful except 20-foot minnow seines used for 
taking minnows for bait. 


Rockwall County: Fishing gear—ordinary hook 
and line, set line, throw line, cord line. Seines and 
nets of one and one-half inches may be used dur- 
ing July, August and September. Size limits—Bass, 
8 inches, crappie, one-half pound. Unlawful to seil 
fish taken in County. 


Runnels County: Unlawful to sell bass, crappie, 
white perch or catfish taken in County. Bag lhmit— 
85 fish per day. Seines and nets prohibited, except 
20-foot minnow seines to take minnows for bait. 


Rusk County: Three and one-half inch hoop net, 
set net or trammel net may be used for taking 
buffalo, gar and catfish, shad and bowfin or grindle 
at any time except during February, March, April 
and May. Unlawful to possess other fish when us- 
ing net or seine. Twenty (20) foot minnow seine 
permissible for taking bait. 


Sabine County: Nets prohibited. May take fish 
with seine of not less than three inch square mesh 
in Sabine River in Sabine County. May use 20-foot 
minnow seine. 


San Augustine County: Nets prohibited. Twenty- 
foot minnow seines may be uesd. 


San Patricio County: Same as Jim Wells County. 


San Saba County: Unlawful to take fish for sale 
or to use any device other than ordinary pole and 
line or throw line equipped with not more than 2 
hooks, except artificial bait. Seines and nets pro- 
hibited except as follows: (1) May use 20-foot min- 
now seine to take minnows for bait; and (2) May 
use seines or nets of not less than one inch square 
mesh to take suckers, buffalo, carp, shad or gar 
during July, August, September and October, or may 
use wire, rope or gig at any time to take the above- 
mentioned fish, but may not possess any other fish 
when using the devices outlined above. Bag limit— 
Not more than 10 fish of any one kind per day or 
more than 30 in any one week except perch; and 
not more than 20 perch per day or 60 per week. 
Length limit for catfish, 12 inches. Special law ap- 
plies to lakes. See Colorado River Lakes Regula- 
tions. 


Shackelford County: Unlawful to take any fish 
for commercial purposes. 


Somervell County: Same as Johnson County, ex- 
cept that it is unlawful to take minnows for pur- 
pose of sale, and unlawful to transport more than 
125 minnows from County. 


Stephens County: Unlawful to take, catch or pos- 
sess any fish taken from waters of Possum Kingdom 
Lake except in accordance with regulations issued 
by the Game, Fish and Oyster Commission. — See 
Possum Kingdom Lake Regulations in this Digest. 
Unlawful to sell or buy any fish taken from above- 
mentioned waters. Unlawful to transport minnows 
outside of County. Special license required of all 
persons over 17 years of age who fish in Possum 
Kingdom Lake. Annual license fee, $1.10. Those 
fishing with artificia] bait must also have an arti- 
ficial lure license, price $1.10. 


Sterling County: Same as Coke County. 
Sutton County: Same as Kerr County. 


Taylor County: Fort Phantom Hill Lake restric- 
tions apply. See Jones County. Jones County law 
forbidding sale of fish for commercial purposes does 
not apply to Taylor County. 

Terrell County: Unlawful to sell or offer for sale 
any fish taken in County. 


Tom Green County: Unlawful to transport min- 
nows from County for purpose of sale, and unlawful 
for person to transport more than 200 minnows in 
any one day for any purpose. Trotlines with more 
than 25 hooks, and throw lines with more than 25 
hooks prohibited. Individual, or group of individuals 
in a party is limited to two such lines of 25 hooks 
each, or an aggregate of 50 hooks, whether used on 
two or more lines. Closed season February 15th to 
April 30th on all fish except suckers, carp and gar. 
Suckers, carp and gar may be taken during above- 
mentioned closed season by wire loop only. Catfish 
length limit—11 inches. May not take or possess in 
any one day more than 15 catfish. May not take 
more than 35 fish per day. Unlawful to sell bass, 
crappie or catfish taken in County. Seines and nets 
unlawful except 20-foot minnow seine to take min- 
nows for bait. 


Titus County: Lawful to use two-inch mesh seine 
or net except during March and April. 


Travis County: Unlawful to take black bass, 
white bass, white perch or crappie during February, 
March and April. Unlawful to use artificial lures 
during February, March and April. Size limits— 
Black bass, 11 inches; white bass, 11 inches; crap- 
pie, 7 inches; catfish, 11 inches; gasper, 11 inches. 
Bag and possession limit—Bass, 10; crappie, 15; 
gasper, 15; catfish, 10; or an aggregate of 20 of 
such fish named. Fishing gear—hook and line, trot- 
line, artificial lure, rod and reel, throw line. Hooks 
on trotlines and throw lines must not be closer 
than three feet apart. Unlawful to sell fish taken in 
County. May take suckers, buffalo, carp, shad and 
gar during July, August, September and October 
with seines and nets, the meshes of which are not 
less than one inch square, or at any time with wire, 
rope or gig, but may not possess other fish when 
using such devices. Special law applies to lakes in 
Travis County. See Colorado River Lakes Regula- 
tions. 

Tyler County: Same as Angelina County. 


Upshur County: Lawful to take suckers with 
trammel net during February, March and April in 
Gin and Glade Creeks. 


Uvalde County: Same as Dimmit County. 


Val Verde County: The following special law ap- 
plies to all Val Verde County except the waters of 
the Rio Grande, the Pecos River and San Felipe 
Creek located in that County. Closed season—TFeb- 
ruary 15th to May 15th. Fishing gear permitted— 
ordinary pole and line; rod, reel, and line; hand 
line; set line; throw line; trotline; and artificial 
lures. May not use at any one time more than 20 
hooks on any or all of these devices. Twenty-foot 
minnow seine for taking minnows and other bait 
may be used during open season only. Daily bag 
limit and possession limit—Black bass, 5; crappie, 
10; white bass, 8; catfish, 6, or an aggregate of 
not. more than 15 such fish. Unlawful to take or 
possess an aggregate of more than 25 of all other 
fish. Size limit—Black bass, 11 inches; crappie, 8 
inches; white bass, 11 inches; catfish, 11 inches; 
and gasper, 8 inches. Unlawful to use crappie, cat- 
fish or bass for bait. Unlawful to transport out of 
County any minnows taken in County. Unlawful 
t«. sell any fish taken west of Pecos River. Certain 
species may be sold east of Pecos River in Val Verde 
County. 


Walker County: Unlawful to transport for the 
purpose of sale or to take more than 200 minnows 
from County. 

Ward County: Unlawful to sell bass, crappie, 
white perch or catfish taken in County. Bag limit 
—5 fish per day. Seines and nets unlawful, except 
20-foot minnow seine to take minnows for bait. 


Williamson County: May not sell any bass, crap- 
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pie, white perch or catfish taken in County. Bag 
limit—35 fish per day. Seines and nets prohibited, 
except 20-foot minnow seine to take minnows for 
bait. May not transport more than 200 minnows 
out of County. 


Wilson County: Unlawful to sell any bass, perch, 
crappie or catfish taken in County. Explosives to 
kill fish prohibited. Fishing gear—Ordinary pole 
and line, trot line, artificial bait. Seines, nets and 
traps prohibited except in 10 foot minnow seine of 
not less than one-fourth inch square mesh for tak- 
ing minnows only for bait. Closed season on bass, 
crappie, perch and catfish—February, March and 
April. Daily bag limits: Bass, 10; crappie 10. 


Wichita County: Same as Archer County. 


Wise County: Two-inch square mesh seine or net 
may be used in taking catfish, bass and perch ex- 
cept in artificial lakes containing more than twenty 
acres. Bag limit: White perch or crappie, fifteen; 
bass, ten; aggregate bass and crappie, fifteen in 
any one day. 


Wood County: Seines and nets prohibited during 
March and April. At other times may use seine or 
net or not less than two inch square mesh to take 
catfish, drum, buffalo, suckers, carp, shad or gar, 
but may not catch any bass, trout, crappie, bream 
or other perch with any seine, net or trap at any 
time. May use fish traps to take drum, buffalo, 
carp, suckers, shad or gar at any time in the Wood 
County portion of the Sabine River, but may not 
retain any bass, trout, crappie or white perch, 
bream or other perch caught while so fishing. Un- 
lawful to sell any bass, trout, crappie or white 
perch, bream or other perch taken in County. 


Young County: Unlawful to sell any fish taken 
in County except those taken in Brazos River and 
Clear Fork of Brazos River. Unlawful to sell any 
fish taken from Possum Kingdom Lake. Unlawful 
to take, catch or possess any fish taken from waters 
of Possum Kingdom Lake except in accordance with 
regulations issued by the Game, Fish and Oyster 
Commission. See Possum Kingdom Lake Regula- 
tions in this Digest. Special license required of all 
persons over 17 years of age who fish in Possum 
Kingdom Lake, Annual Possum Kingdom Lake Fish- 
ing License sells for $1.10. Those fishing with ar- 
tificial bait in Possum Kingdom Lake must have, 
in addition, an artificial lure license costing $1.10. 
Unlawful to use seine or net in Clear Fork of the 
Brazos with mesh less than two inches square. 
Closed season on bass, crappie or white perch and 
bream, February ist to May Ist. Size limits— 
Crappie, 8 inches; bream, 5 inches. Trolling from 
motor boat unlawful. Bag limit—Not more than 8 
bass per day nor more than 20 pounds of such fish, 
nor more than 16 crappie, white perch, calico bass 
or bream or an aggregate of 16 or all such fish 
weighing not more than 20 pounds. Not more than 
30 pounds of bass, crappie, sun perch, calico bass 
or bream may be taken in one day. Unlawful to 
take any bass less than 11 inches in length, or any 
crappie, drum or calico bass less than 8 inches in 
length from the Clear Fork of the Brazos River. 
Unlawful to transport minnows out of county. 


Zavala County: Closed season on all fishing, Jan- 
uary ist to May 1st. May use three inch mesh seine 
or net during open season only to take buffalo, carp, 
gar and turtles, but may not possess any other fish 
when using such devices. May use one-inch seine or 
net to take suckers, buffalo, carp, shad and gar dur- 
ing July, August, September and October, or may 
take such fish with wire, rope or gig at any time, 
but may not possess any other fish while using such 
devices. Unlawful to sell minnows taken in Coun- 
ty, or to transport from the County any such min- 
nows. Unlawful to sell bass, crappie or catfish. Bag 
limit—30 fish per day.

Sports Fishing License: None required. Persons 
may fish for pleasure in salt water without purchas- 
ing a non-resident, alien, or artificial lure license. 
Other licenses are still required. See above. 


Wholesale Fish Dealer’s License is required of each 
person, firm or corporation who buys for the pur- 
pose of selling to retail fish dealers and to the con- 
sumer, or who cans, preserves or processes aquatic 
products for commercial purposes. 


Wholesale Truck Dealer’s License is required of 
each person, firm or corporation who operates a 
truck for the purpose of selling to or taking orders 
from retail fish dealers and/or to the consumer 
trade. Separate license required for each truck op- 
erated. 


Retail Truck Dealer’s License is required of any 
person, firm or corporation engaged in the business 
of -buying for the purpose of selling or distributing 
either fresh or frozen aquatic products to the con- 
sumer trade. Separate license required by each truck 
so operated and sales only permitted to hotels, cafes 
and house to house peddling. 


Retail Fish Dealer’s License is required of any 
person, firm or corporation engaged in the business 
of buying for purpose of selling either fresh or 
frozen edible aquatic products to the consumer. Sep- 
arate license will be required for each market in 
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which such dealer or person operates. Fee of such 
license based on population of the city. 


Retail Oyster Dealer’s License is required of any 
person, firm or corporation buying oysters only for 
the purpose of selling to the consumer trade in cities 
of more than 7,500. (This license is provided for use 
of markets or dealers handling oysters only and who 
do not care to take out retail fish and oyster dealer’s 
license. ) 


Resident Commercial Fisherman’s License is re- 
quired of any person who takes fish, oysters, shrimp, 
and other edible aquatic products from the waters 
of this State for pay or for the purpose of sale, 
barter or exchange. 


Bait Dealer’s License is required of any person 
who sells either minnows, fish, shrimp or other 
aquatic products for fish bait. 


Fish Guide License is required of any person who 
operates a boat for pay or anything of, value in ac- 
companying or transporting any person engaged in 
taking any edible aquatic life from the waters of 
this State. 


Shrimp Trawl License is required of each boat op- 
erating or towing a trawl. 


Seine or Net License must be attached to each 
hundred feet or fraction thereof of each seine or 
net used for the purpose of taking fish or shrimp 
from the waters of this State, except in fresh waters 
for non-commercial purposes. 


Fish Boat License is required of each boat equip- 
ped with motor of any kind or with sails when used 
for taking aquatic products for commercial purposes. 


Skiff License is required for each boat propelled 
by oars or poles that is used for the purpose of tak- 
ing aquatic products for commercial purposes. 


Oyster Dredge License is required for each boat 
used for the purpose of dredging oysters. 


Mussel License will be required for the purpose of 
taking mussel or mussel shells from the beds of 
state owned streams and waters. 


All Fish and Oyster Licenses become effective Sep- 
tember 1 and expire August 31 of the following year. 


FISH (Salt Water) 


Size Limit: Flounder twelve (12) inches, speck- 
led trout twelve (12) inches, red fish not less than 
twelve (12) inches or over thirty-two (32) inches, 
drum not less than eight (8) inches nor over twenty 
(20) inches; pompano nine (9) inches; sheepshead 
eight (8) inches; mackerel fourteen (14) inches and 
gaff-topsail 11 inches. It shall be unlawful to sever 
the head except redfish and catfish. Such headless 
body of redfish shall not measure more than twenty- 
seven (27) inches in length and headless catfish shall 
not measure less than eight (8) inches ip length. 


TERRAPIN (Salt Water) 


Open Season: November, December, January and 
February. 


Size: Not less than six (6) inches in length. 


GREEN TURTLE 


Size: Not less than twelve (12) pounds in weight. 
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OYSTERS 


Open Season: September list to March 31st. That 
part of Laguna Madre which is south and west of 
Baffin’s Bay has no closed season on oysters. 


Matagorda Bay: Unlawful to dredge oysters in 
the headwaters of Matagorda Bay east of a line 
from Palacios Point on the Mainland in Matagorda 
County across Matagorda Bay to Cotton Bayou on 
the Matagorda Peninsula. 


Aransas Bay: Unlawful to use oyster dredge in 
that part of Aransas Bay west of a line running 
from the north end of Two by Four reef to the east 
side of Borup reef, and thence to the mainland. 


? Carancahua Bay: Unlawful to use oyster dredge 
in Carancahua Pass or within 300 yards from the 
mouth of said pass. 


Copano Bay: Unlawful to use oyster dredge or 
have in possession oysters taken from that part of 
Copano Bay west of a line drawn from the east 
gable of Sorenson’s clubhouse to the mouth of Mis- 
sion Bay, except oysters taken from a private lease. 


Size Limit: In shell, 34% inches. 


American citizens, or any firm or corporation 
composed of such citizens, may use scrapers or 
dredges in removing oysters from natural reefs pro- 
vided they have procured a license from the Game. 
Fish and Oyster Commission before beginning op- 
erations. 


The Game, Fish and Oyster Commission is em- 
powered to close a reef by giving two weeks’ notice 
when it has reason to believe same is being over- 
worked. F 


Shell from oysters opened or shucked on board 
the boat must be deposited on shore as directed by 
Game, Fish and Oyster Commission. 


A person leasing an oyster claim or reef may ob- 
tain permission from the Game, Fish and Oyster 
Commission to seine thereon for drum fish. 


SHRIMP 


Closed Season: Unlawful to .catch or possess 
shrimp or use or possess any shrimp trawl during 
the periods July 15th to August 3lst and Decem- 
ber 15th to March list. There are exceptions to 
these restrictions, as follows: (1) The closed season 
and prohibition against trawls applies only. to the 
inland salt waters, and not to the Gulf of Mexico; 
(2) May possess shrimp lawfully taken or imported 
from other States at any time; (3) May take 
shrimp for bait from tidal waters at any time with 
20-foot minnow seine, cast net, or shrimp trawl 
not more than 10 feet wide at the mouth and not 
more than 25 feet long. Persons offering shrimp for 
sale must have license. May have shrimp trawl 
aboard any vessel licensed to operate such a trawl 
during the closed season noted above, when such 
vessel is at port or in a channel en route to and 
from open waters. 


Note: The five and one-half inch size limit law 
for shrimp has been repealed. No size limit now on 
shrimp. 


SEINES AND NETS 


Seines may be used only in the Gulf of Mexico and 
must not be more than eighteen hundred (1800) 
feet in length, and not less than one and one-half 
inch square in mesh except the bag and for fifty 
(50) feet on each side of the bag shall not be 
larger than one-inch square mesh. 


Unlawful to use or possess any seine or net for 
the purpose of taking fish from the waters of Caran- 
cahua Creek, Carancahua Bay and the lakes and 
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coves opening thereonto, Carancahua Pass or within 
a radius of. one thousand (1,000) yards from the 
mouth of said Pass in the waters of Matagorda Bay; 
Kellers Creek and that part of Kellers Bay within a 
radius of one thousand (1,000) yards from the south- 
west corner of the Olivia State Highway Roadside 
Park: all of Coloma Creek and Powder Horn Lake, 
Powder Horn Bayou—the came being the Pass be- 
tween Powder Horn Lake and Matagorda Bay or 
within a radius of one thousand (1,000) yards from 
the mouth of said Pass in the waters of Matagorda 
Bay; .Chocolate Creek leading into Chocolate Bay or 
within a radius of one hundred (100) yards from the 
mouth of Chocolate Creek in the waters of Chocolate 
Bay; all that part of Lavaca Bay within the distance 
of one thousand (1,000) yards of each side of the 
Lavaca Bay Causeway. Except that a bait trawl of 
not more than 10 feet in width at mouth or a min- 
now seine of not more than 20 feet in length may 
be used in taking bait. 


Nets shall not be smaller than one and one-half 
inch square mesh. 


It is unlawful to use shrimp trawl without a li- 
cense or seine or net without a tag, issued by the 
Game, Fish and Oyster Commission, attached to such 
device. 


Unlawful to use a seine, net or shrimp trawl; ex- 
cept a bait trawl, in Orange, Jefferson, Chambers, 
Harris, Galveston and Brazoria Counties or in 
streams, lakes, bayous or canals of Matagorda Coun- 
ty, except that strike nets, gill nets, trammel nets 
or shrimp trawls may be used in East Galveston 
Bay in the counties of Galveston and Chambers 
during the period beginning August 15th and ending 
May 15th of each year, but may not be used in 
Swan Lake, Moses Lake, Clear Lake, Dickinson 
Bayou west of a line running from Miller’s Point 
to April Fool Point, Turtle Bay and that portion of 
East Bay northwest of a line extending from Kemah 
to Mesquite Knoll, and Galveston Bay east of a line 
extending from the extreme western part of Smith’s 
Point in Chambers County to the west bank off 
Sievers Cut. 


Unlawful to use a seine, net or shrimp trawl, ex- 
cept a bait trawl at any time in or on the waters 
of Agua Dulce Creek, Oso Creek, Shamrock Cove, 
Nueces Bay, Ingleside Cove, Red Fish Cove, Shoal 
Bay, Mud Flats, Shallow Bay, defined as beginning 
at the southwest end of Red Fish Cove; thence 
scuth on a line intersecting Corpus Christi Channel 
and all water lying from this line, the said chan- 
nel and between Harbor Island and the mainland 
to Aransas Bay; all of Aransas Bay between Port 
Aransas and Corpus Christi Bayou and lying be- 
tween Harbor Island and Mud Island, Puerto Bay, 
St. Charles Bay, Hines Bay, Contec Lake, Oyster 
Lake, Turtle Bay, Copano Bay, Mission Bay, or in 
or within a mile of the pass on the north of La- 
guna Madre leading into Corpus Christi Bay, de- 
fined as beginning one quarter of a mile southwest 
of Pita Island and running to Flour Bluff, or in 
any of the tidal waters of Willacy County west of 
Padre Island or in any of the tidal waters of 
Kenedy or Kleberg Counties. 


Seines and nets prohibited except 20-foot minnow 
seines and bait trawls in Corpus Christi Bay with- 
in one-half mile of ‘mainland shore between Flour 
Bluff Point and city limits of Corpus Christi, and 
in Corpus Christi Bay within one mile of Dimmit 
Island in Nueces County, and in Corpus Christi Bay 
within one-half mile of the mainland shore between 
a point one-half mile east of Ingleside Docks and 
the north end of the Nueces Bay causeway, and in 
any waters on the east side of and within one-half 
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mile of the Nueces Bay causeway, and in Red Fish 
Bay in Nueces County, “Shoreline” is defined as 
water’s edge at mean tide. 


It shall be unlawful for any persons to place, set, 
use, or have in possession or to have on board any 
boat, or on any vehicle, any seine, net or trawl in 
the waters of Corpus Christi Bay and Laguna Madre 
and connecting inlets or bayous, lying between a 
line on the north running east from a stake or 
marker on the shore on the northeasterly point of 
Flour Bluff to a stake or marker on Mustang 
Island, one mile north of Corpus Christi Pass, and 
the Nueces-Kleberg County line on the south; or 
Celle Del Oso and connecting inlets and bayous; or 
Oso Creek; or Corpus Christi Pass; or Aransas 
Pass; or within one mile of the passes mentioned 
herein; all waters of Aransas Pass lying south of 
a line running from a stake or marker located on 
the shore of St. Joseph Island, one mile north of 
the bayside entrance to the Pass, commonly known 
as North Pass, to the southern end of Mud Island, 
thence to the north side of the entrance to Corpus 
Christi Bayou, all waters lying between Harbor 
Island and St. Joseph Island; all waters lying be- 
tween Harbor Island and Mustang Island; or that 
part of Redfish Bay, and connecting inlets and 
bayous, lying south and southwest of a line start- 
ing at the juncture of the railroad dumps on the 
mainland, running east along the center of said 
dumps to its eastern extremity, thence northeast to 
the north side of the eastern entrance to Corpus 
Christi Bayou, thence southeast to the northern ex- 
tremity of Harbor Island to a stake or marker, and 
north and northeast of a line running directly east 
and west from the mainland to Harbor Island across 
the southern extremity of Ransom Point or in any 
pass or channel leading from one body of water to 
enocther in any of the salt waters of Nueces Coun- 
ty, Texas. 


Provided it shall not be unlawful to use a minnow 
seine not exceeding twenty feet in length, cast net 
or bait trawl for taking bait. 


Provided it shall not be unlawful to possess seines 
and nets while en route to waters where same may 
be lawfully used. 


Provided that shrimp trawls may be used in Mat- 
agorda Bay, San Antonio Bay and in that part of 
Aransas Bay and that part of Corpus Christi Bay 
not mentioned above. Such trawls also permitted in 
Espiritu Santo Bay in Calhoun County and Lavaca 
Bay during the months of September, October, No- 
vember, and December. Seining permissible in the 
waters of Powder Horn Lake in Calhoun County 
during the months of January, December and Feb- 
ruary of each year. 


Unlawful to have in possession any seine, strike 
net, gill net, trammel net, or shrimp trawl in or on 
any of the waters of this State where device is pro- 
hibited from being used unless such device is on 
board a vessel when such vessel is at a port or in a 
channel while en route to or from the Gulf of Mexi- 
co. Any seine or net shrimp trawl possessed in vio- 
lation of this law is subject to seizure by any of- 
ficer and destruction by a court order. 


Unlawful to use any seine, net or shrimp trawl 
in any channel or canal connecting one body of bay 
water with another body of bay water, or in any 
channel connecting bay with the Gulf of Mexico or 
within a mile of such channel. 


UNLAWFUL TO 


Use a dredge or any means other than hand 
tongs in water less than 4 feet deep. 


Use power dredge in water less than 6 feet deep. 


Ship, sell or possess for purposes of sale any fish 
or oysters taken from an insanitary reef. 


Plant, or buy oysters for planting, bedding, mar- 
keting, or other purpose during closed season with- 
out permit from the Game, Fish and Oyster Com- 
mission. 


Ship or accept for shipment or transportation dur- 
ing closed season, oysters taken from public reefs. 


Fail, or refuse to scatter culls from oysters you 
take from reefs. 


Open or shuck oysters for market near or on 
reefs. 


Sell oysters taken for planting or depositing for 
preparation for market. 


Sell cargo of oysters containing more than five 
per cent young oysters. 


Use insanitary containers. 
Float or bloat oysters. 


Deface, injure, destroy or remove any buoy, mark- 
er or fence, or part thereof. 


Refuse to show license. 


Erect, set, operate or maintain any fish pound 
net within three (8) nautical miles from coast line 
without permit from Game, Fish and Oyster Com- 
mission. 


Take from public salt or fresh waters any sand, 
shell or gravel without first obtaining a permit from 
the Game, Fish and Oyster Commission. For de- 
tails write Game, Fish and Oyster Commission, 
Austin, Texas. 


Use explosives or poison water. 


Use any seine, net, gill net, trotline or other de- 
vice, except hook and line, for the purpose of fish- 
ing within the channel, turning basin, or other 
waters of any navigation district. 


All undersize fish must be returned to the waters 
from which taken. 


Use, operate, sail, anchor, tie, or moor to the 
bank any boat, sailboat, motorboat, skiff, barge, 
raft, or other floating device, or to place any post, 
piling, obstruction, wire, rope, cable, net or trap, 
in or upon the waters of any natural or artificial 
pass which is now or may be hereafter opened, re- 
opened, dredged, excavated, constructed, and main- 
tained by the Game, Fish and Oyster Commission 
of the State of Texas as a fish pass, between the 
Gulf of Mexico and any inland bay, within a dis- 
tance of two thousand, eight hundred (2,800) feet 
inside of such pass, measured from the mouth of 
said pass where it empties into or opens upon the 
Gulf of Mexico. 
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= FUR BEARING 


ANIMAL LAWS 


Animals classified as fur-bearers by law are wild 
beaver, wild otter, wild mink, wild ring-tail cat, 
wild badger, wild polecat or skunk, wild raccoon, 
wild muskrat, wild opossum, wild fox and wild civet 
cat. They must not be confused with those animals 
legally defined as game animals. Game animals may 
not be tranped at any time, nor may their pelts or 
hides be sold. Game animals are wild deer, wild 
elk, wild antelope, javelina, wild Rocky Mountain 
sheep, wild black bear, wild gray and red squir 
rels, cat squirrels or fox squirrels. (See Game Laws) 


PROPERTY OF STATE 


The protected fur-bearing animals and their pelts 
are the property of the State until they have been 
lawfully taken, and all regulations and laws com- 
plied with. 


OPEN SEASON (General Laws) 


The period of time when it is lawful to take fur- 
bearing animals, as defined specifically above, is 
during the months of December and January (ex- 
cept muskrats) of each year, but there are excep- 
tions to this general rule. Those exceptions are 
noted below in a summary of special laws that ap- 
ply to various Counties. Fur-bearers may be taken 
with traps, guns or dogs, with exceptions noted be- 
low. 


Muskrats: May be taken from November 15th. to 
March 15th with traps only, except that persons may 
kill muskrats on their own premises at any time by 
any means. Unlawful to trap or kill muskrats on 
land of another without permission of landowner or 
lessee, whether the land is posted or inclosed or not. 
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OPEN SEASON (Special Laws) 

Bak dias tie tas 

In some Counties it is unlawful to kill, take or 
have in possession for sale any wild fox or the pelt 
thereof at any time of the year. In other Counties 
it is unlawful to take or kill fox unless they are 
destroying or are about to destroy, domestic stock, 
or unless other special provisions have been made 
by law, but even in these cases it is unlawful to 
sell their pelts except during the open season of 
December and January. 


In the following Counties it is unlawful at all 
times and under all conditions to take, trap or pos- 
sess fox or fox pelts for sale: Walker, San Jacinto, 
Shelby, Rusk, Jefferson, Liberty, Hardin, Bowie, 
Marion and Navarro. 


In the following Counties it is unlawful to take 
or kill fox except when they are destroying or are 
about to destroy domestic stock: Nacogdoches, Hous- 
ton, Bastrop, Lee, Burleson, Washington, Brazos, 
Falls, Henderson, Leon, Limestone, Madison, McLen- 
nan, Denton, Hunt, Upshur, Camp, Harrison (see 
other exceptions below), Hopkins and Wood. 


Other variations in fur-bearer laws may be noted 
below, by Counties. 


Angelina County: Trapping permitted only on 
one’s own property or on property whose owner has 
given consent. May not take fox except during De- 
cember and January unless they are destroying or 
are about to destroy domestic stock. 


Bosque County: May kill or trap fox but may 
not sell fox or their pelts. May take any fur-bear- 
ing animal with steel trap, snare or deadfall. 


Burleson County: Unlawful to take, trap or kill 
any raccoon or mink. 


Brewster County: Open season on beaver—Jan- 
uary only. Unlawful to take badger, raccoon or 
rock squirrel south of Southern Pacific Railroad 
tracks. 


Cass County: May kill, take or have in posses- 
sion for sale wild fox or their pelts during month 
of December only. 


Cherokee County: Unlawful to set steel trap for 
purpose of taking fur-bearing animals except from 
December 15th to January 15th or when set within 
two hundred (200) yards of some residence. 


Cottle County: Open season December Ist to Feb- 
ruary 15th except muskrats, which is from Novem- 
ber 15th to April ist inclusive. 


Culberson County: Same as Val Verde County. 
El Paso County: Same as Val Verde County. 


Guadalupe County: Unlawful to take, trap or 
kill any raccoon or mink. 


Harrison County: Unlawful to take or kill by 
steel trap, snare or deadfall any fur-bearing ani- 
mals, or possess their pelts. Fur-bearers may be 
killed, however if (1) they are destroying or are 
about to destroy domestic stock; and (2) persons 
or groups of persons controlling as much as 1,000 
acres of land and who are trying to protect and 
propagate game birds may, during December and 
January, trap predators, including fur-bearers, and 
their pelts may be marketed according to law. 


Henderson County: Unlawful to set any trap, 
snare or deadfall on lands of another without writ- 
ten permission. 


Houston County: Trapping permitted during De- 
cember and January only on one’s own property or 
where permit has been given by property owner. 
Unlawful to take, kill or have in possession for 
sale any fox or their pelts, except fox destroying 
or about to destroy domestic stock may be killed. 


Hudspeth County: Same as Val Verde County. 
Jasper County: Same as Tyler County. 

Jeff Davis County: Same as Val Verde County. 
Jefferson County: Same as Walker County. 


Lee County: Unlawful to take, trap or kill any 
raccoon or mink. 


Montgomery County: Unlawful to use steel traps 
for the purpose of taking fur-bearing animals or 
set same except within two hundred (200) yards of 
some residence. 


Nacogdoches County: Unlawful to take, kill or 
have in possession for purpose of sale any beaver, 
otter or fox or their pelts. May trap other fur-bear- 
ers during December and January, but only with 
consent of landowner. May kill fox destroying or 
about to destroy domestic stock. 


Newton County: Same as Tyler County. 


Parker County: Unlawful to liberate or possess 
any fox. 
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Pecos County: Same as Val Verde County. 
Presidio County: Same as Val Verde County. 


Red River County: Unlawful to take or kill any 
raccoon or mink, or have undried pelt of such ani- 
mals in possession or offer them for sale. 


Reeves County: Same as Val Verde County. 


Robertson County: May trap or kill fox but may 
not sell fox or their pelts. May use steel traps, 
snares or deadfalls to take any fur-bearing animal. 


Rusk County: Same as Walker County. 


Sabine County: Lawful to use any type of trap or 
snare to take opossums, bobcats, and catamounts at 
any time of the year. 


San Augustine County: Same as Sabine County. 
San Jacinto County: Same as Walker County. 


Shelby County: May not use steel traps. Unlaw- 
ful to take, kill or have in possession for sale any 
beaver, otter or fox. 


Terrell County: Same as Val Verde County. 


Tyler County: Unlawful to take, kill or have in 
possession for sale any wild fox except during De- 
cember and January. Fox destroying or about to 
destroy domestic stock may be killed at any time, 
however. 


Val Verde County: Open season on beaver—Jan- 
uary only. 

Van Zandt County: Unlawful to trap on private 
lands without written permission of owner. 


Walker County: Unlawful to take, kill or have 
in possession for barter or sale any beaver, otter or 
fox or their pelts. 


Washington County: Unlawful to take, trap or 
kill any raccoon or mink. 


TRAPPER DEFINED 


A resident trapper is any person who takes for 
the purpose of barter or sale, or who sells, or offers 
for sale the pelts of any of the fur-bearing animals 
of this state, and who has been a bona fide resident 
of this state two (2) years prior to his application 
for a license. All others are non-resident trappers. 


TRAPPER’S LICENSE 


The fee for a Resident Trapper’s License is One 
Dollar ($1.00). For a Non-Resident Trapper’s Li- 
cense it is two hundred ($200.00) dollars. Trapper’s 
Licenses may be procured from any Game and Fish 
Warden, County Clerk, authorized License Deputy or 
direct from the Game, Fish and Oyster Commission 
at Austin, Texas. 


A hunting license does not authorize or permit a 
person to hunt or take fur-bearing animals or their 
pelts. 


It is unlawful for a person over the age of seven- 
teen years to hunt with a gun in a County other 
than the one in which he or she resides without a 
hunting license. (See Game Laws). 

A Trapper’s License permits a person to trap or 
take fur-bearing animals in any County of Texas, 
but when such person hunts with a gun in a County 
other than the one in which he resides he must pro- 
cure a Hunting License in addition to his Trapper’s 
License. (See Game Laws) 


PROPAGATION OF FUR-BEARING ANIMALS 


For a fee of 5.00 a permit can be obtained for 
the purpose of taking fur-bearing animals alive 
during the open season for the purpose of sale or 
propagation. : 
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FUR BUYERS DEFINED 


Wholesale Fur Buyer: A wholesale fur buyer who 
purchased for himself or on behalf of another per- 
son, the pelt or pelts of any of the, fur-bearing 
animals of this State from a retail fur buyer and/or 
from the trapper. 


Retail Fur Buyer: A retail fur buyer is any per- 
son who purchases the pelt or pelts of any of the 
fur-bearing animals of this State from the trappers 
only. 


FUR BUYERS LICENSE 


The fee for a Retail Fur Buyer’s License is $5.00. 
The fee for a Wholesale Fur Buyer’s License is 
$25.00. 


DEALER’S REPORT 


Every Fur Dealer must file with the Game, Fish 
and Oyster Commission, not later than the tenth 
day of each month, a complete sworn report, on 
printed forms furnished by the Game, Fish and 
Oyster Commission, of the kind and number of the 
pelts of fur-bearing animals purchased in this State 
and shipped out of the State during the preceding 
month. No report is required for those months when 
no pelts are purchased. The above report is re- 
quired of dealers who buy in the State and. ship 
out of the State. If the dealer is a tanner, furrier, 
taxidermist or manufacturer, who tans or manufac- 
tures the pelt into a finished product in this State, 
a report is required not later than the tenth day 
of the month which shows the number of pelts pur- 
chased during the preceding month. 


UNDRIED PELTS 


The possession of undried pelts after fifteen days 
after the close of the open season shall be PRIMA 
FACIE evidence that the pelt was taken during the 
closed season. The trapper is given fifteen days im- 
mediately following the close of the open season for 
drying of pelts taken by him during the open sea- 
son. 


PREDATORY ANIMALS 


Wolves, coyotes, cougars, rabbits, wildcats, bob- 
cats, weasels, mountain lions, Mexican lions, and 
ocelot are not classed as fur-bearing animals. They 
are not protected by law. They may be killed at 
any time of the year. 


It is unlawful for any person to possess or to 
receive, or to have for the purpose of transporting, 
or for the purpose of turning loose, or to turn 
loose or to cause to be turned loose any live wolf 
vithin this State. 


IMPORTANT NOTICE 


Federal Lacey Act: This legislation, enacted in 
1900, and amended and incorporated in the Crimi- 
na! Code of the United States in 1909, prohibits the 
delivery of dead bodies of wild animals or parts 
thereof to any common carrier for transportation 
from one State to another when such animals have 
been killed or shipped in violation of State Laws. 


It is Unlawtul to - 


Hunt out of the county of your residence without 
a license. 


Hunt, kill or possess game birds, game animals, or 
other birds and animals, except where provided by 
law. 


Kill or take turkey hen. 
Kill or injure any bat. 


Have in possession more than fifty game birds of 
all varieties at any one time, excepting transportation 
and storage companies. 


Sell or buy game birds or game animals, dead or 
alive, regardless of where caught or killed except 
game breeders and taxidermists who may sell un- 
claimed specimens. 


Bring game into this State during the closed season 
on such game without a permit from the Game, Fish 
and Oyster Commission. 


Kill a brown pelican. 


Hunt in State Parks under the control of the 
Texas State Parks Board. 


Kill or molest a carrier pigeon. 


Kill or hunt any game bird or game animal be- 
tween one-half hour after sunset and one-half hour 
before sunrise. 


Take game birds by net or trap. 


Ship game except to one’s own home or to a taxi- 
dermist and unless affidavit is attached that the ship- 
per has lawfully killed such game. 


Destroy the nests or eggs of any birds protected 
by the laws of this State. 


Hunt under Jicense of another. 
Allow another person to hunt under your license. 


Receive any hunter on board a boat for pay unless 
owner has a license for his boat. 


Hunt for hire or hire anyone to hunt. 


Hunt from an automobile, motor boat, sail boat, 
boat under tow, or airplane. 


Hunt on a State Game Preserve. 


Hunt at night with a headlight in a territory where 
deer are known to range. 


Hunt or fish on enclosed lands of another without 
the owner’s consent. 


Refuse to stop a vehicle or auto, when demanded 
by a game and fish warden, and it is unlawful to 
refuse to allow a game and fish warden to search 
your game bag when he has reason to believe that a 
game law has been violated. 


Shoot any gun or firearm in, on, along or across 
any public road in this State. 

Possess: any deer carcass or green hide with all 
evidence of sex removed. 


Kill doe deer, fawns or spike bucks. 
Use a deer call, except deer horns which may be 
rattled. 


Keep migratory birds or waterfcwl on cold storage 
more than 380 days after the season has closed. 


Take any game bird with a shotgun larger pha 
10-gauge. 


Take any migratory bird with any gun other then 
a shotgun. 


Take any migratory or any other game birds with 
a shotgun capable of holding more than three shelis.

Game Birds 


Don’t kill more than 40% of bobwhite quail in 
any full covey. 


Quail seldom if ever successfully rear more than 
one brood of young in one season. Individual quail 
may lay more than one clutch of eggs in one season 
if the nest is broken up. When. early nests are de- 
stroyed, very young quail are seen late in the sea- 
son and are the results of late nesting and not two 
broods. 


Blue or sealed quail cannot be successfully trans- 
planted to eastern Texas. 


In good quail country, quail seldom exist in den- 
sities greater than one to six acres over sizable 
areas (400 acres or more). 


Cats and dogs are a menace to all wildlife especi- 
ally ground birds and their nests. Loose bird dogs 
are particularly destructive to quail nests. 


The chachalaca is a bird that resembles the road- 
runner in appearance but unlike it in habit. It is 
found only in a few places along the Rio Grande. It 
is kin to the pheasant. 


Individual adult mourning doves may nest as many 
as three times in one season. Therefore, you may 
expect some young pin-feathered doves in the bag 
at any time during the open season. 


Learn to recognize the common game ducks by 
studying pictures in books and their flight in the 
field. The following species of ducks are the ones 
commonly killed in Texas in order of their impor- 
tance: mallard, pin-tail or sprig, gadwall or gray 
duck, green-winged teal, lesser scaup, baldpate, spoon- 
bill or shoveler, blue-winged teal, black mallard, 
canvasback, redhead, ring-necked duck, ruddy duck, 
and wood duck. Wood ducks are seldom found in 
coastal sloughs and prairie ponds. The male is bright- 
_ly colored; whereas, the female is dull brownish color. 
They are usually found along wooded streams in the 


big timbered section of eastern Texas. 


Most hawks and owls do far more good than thev 
do harm. Do not kill them. If you must waste 
your bullets do it on non-living objects and spare 
the wildlife. 


Roadrunners are useful birds living mostly on_liz- 
ards and insects. Contrary to popular belief they 
are not destructive to quail. 
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Game Fish 


There are more than 130 species of fresh water 
fish in Texas. The angler catches about 25 of these. 


Texas has over 2,238,720 acres of fresh water for 
the angler to fish in comprised of numerous lakes 
and reservoirs along with 2,000 miles of stream 
channel having sufficient water throughout the year 
to support fish life. 


The State Game, Fish and Oyster Commission op- 
erates 10 fish hatcheries with an annual output of 
between ten and twelve million game fish to keep 
the State’s vast amount of fresh water stocked. 


The cost of producing game fish at the State’s 
hatcheries and the statewide protection of fishes, is 
free to all anglers except a small group of artificial 
bait users representing 10 per cent of the total num- 
ber of fishermen in the State. 


Intensive fishing will make better fishing. A body 
of water will support only a limited poundage of fish. 
This poundage may be in the form of thousands of 
small fish or hundreds of larger ones. If fish are 
kept thinned out, they grow rapidly to a large size. 


Recent surveys show that an acre of water sup- 
ports an average of 500 pounds of fish. 


Bass, crappie, and other sight feeding fish are 
caught in clear water. They must see the bait to be 
attracted to it. 


When fishing for bass use a large hook and a 
large bait. This will discourage fish with small mouths. 


When fishing for the various species of sun fish 
use a small hook. Their mouths are so small they 
cannot take a large hook. 


Male bass and sun fish guard the nests they build. 
After a female lays her eggs, she is driven away by 
the male. 


Rass spawn when they are yearlings. 

Bass have a definite period for spawning and are 
finished with their ‘“‘nesting duties” in a couple of 
weeks. 

The age of a fish can be told by its scales. Each 
scale is marked with rings. By counting the rings, 
as one does the rings of a tree, the age of the 
fish can be determined. 


Some fish’ can. distinguish colors. . The large 


mouthed black bass can tell green from red, and 
yellow from blue. 


A table spoon can be used to scale fish. It not 
only does the job clean and fast, but it also keeps 
the scales in one place. 


Instead of rolling the fish in meal, flour, etc., try 
placing them in a paper sack with the seasoned 
breading. Then shake it until the fish have been 
thoroughly covered with the mixture. 


When hatchery operations were first started in 
Texas the fish that were produced cost over several 
cents each but this cost has now been reduced te 
less than seven mills per fish including delivery cost. 


The population of fishes in the public lakes of 
Texas is now checked so that the lakes will receive 
proper fish planting. 


Many people try to identify fish by their color. 
This is almost impossible because fish from the 
same brood can be placed in two different types of 
water and when they are retaken they will present 
entirely different color aspects. 


Fish taken from clear water are dark while fish 
taken from muddy water are very light in color. 


A fish is dark on its back so that it wll be hard 
to see when anything sees it from above and it is 
light underneath so that when it is seen from below 
it blends better with the sky. 


Channel catfish are becoming one of the most 
highly esteemed fish in Texas because of their ex- 
cellent flesh and mainly because many anglers are now 
catching these fish on artificial lures which puts 
them in the game class. 


The white bass is another newcomer, recently in- 
troduced over the State by the Game, Fish and Oyster 
Commission, that is winning the acclaim of the fish- 
ing populace. It has been said of the white bass 
that its presence now makes it possible for the aver- 
age angler to make a catch of fish. 


The amount of fishes taken from the waters of 
Texas runs into millions of pounds each year and 
provides many a meal to many a person. 


Game Animals 


Do you know that deer as well as elk and moose 
shed their antlers each year? 


‘Deer should never be restocked in a _ farming 
country because of the damage they may do to cer- 
tain crops.

successfully transplanted east of the 100th meridian. 


Dogs have no place on deer range except when 
used to run down wounded deer. 


Areas to be restocked with deer and turkey should 
be large, preferably more than 25,000 acres in one 
block. Good deer and turkey range must contain 
evergreen shrubs or small trees. Some open grass- 
land is also essential. 

One-third of the game killed is wasted, often be- 
cause hunters fail to hunt for killed or crippled 
game. Good sportsmen lose little game. 

Do you know that Texas has a herd of about 400 
elk in the Guadalupe Mountains near the New Mex- 
ico-Texas line? 


Remove “‘insides’’ from all game as soon as _pos- 
sible after killing. Keep in cool place. 
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How to Skin a Deer Head 


The dotted line shows the correct way to skin a 
deer head for mounting. When an incision is made 
along the line as shown it can be easily covered by 
the long hair on the neck after the taxidermist has 
mounted it on the dummy head. After skinning the 
skin should be kept in an ice house or heavily salted 
until ready for the taxidermist. In skinning around 
the antlers force the skin loose with a blunt instru- 
ment. Skin the ears out to the very tip leaving the 
cartilage with the carcas.

Game Birds 


How do you cook quail? 

Well, broiled quail is one of the tastiest of dishes, 
and here’s how you do it. 

Split the birds down the back and season well in 
the body cavity. Dot the bottom of a hot pan with 
butter and place quail in, breast up. Cover pan 
tightly. After steaming ten minutes in moderate 
oven, turn breast down for ten minutes. Turn the 
birds once more, put a teaspoon of butter on each, 
and then in ten minutes the birds will be brown and 
tender if they are young. Older quail will require 
more cooking. When done add one-half cup of hot 
water to gravy and pour over the birds. 


And here’s a receipe for quail that might be just 
the trick for jaded appetites. It’s worth a try. 

Take 6 dressed quail, 6 slices of dry bread and 
one can of oysters. 

Prepare quail as you would a_ baked chicken. 
Place in cold water. Break the bread and mix it 
with the oysters. Season this mixture with salt and 
pepper and add hot water to make the dressing as 
thick as you prefer. 

After stuffing the birds, bake them 1 and % hours 
in a covered pan at 350. Serves six people. 


The duck and goose season is always swell for the 
sportsman, but what of the harried housewife who’s 
expected to pick the ducks and roast them in a man- 
ner pleasing in all respects to the Master of the 
Hunt? : 

The Game Department will try to be of assistance. 


First, this matter of picking ducks. Don't try to 
pick all those dry feathers off. Pluck the larger, 
coarser ones, and pour melted paraffin over the en- 
tire bird. Dip it in cold water. All you have to 
do then is pick off the paraffin, feathers and down 
in big chunks, and the job’s over. When the feathers 
are off, dry the bird and singe it, and it’s ready for 
roasting. 


In case the wife of the mighty Nimrod is uncer- 
tain as to how to roast a duck, here’s a suggestion: 

Salt and pepper the bird inside and out, place 
breast down in roaster or rack, roast at 360 degrees 
(moderate oven) 385 minutes per pound, and baste 
several times while roasting. 


Everybody wants a good dressing to go with roast 
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duck, and a good drssing nine times out of ter 
means a wild rice dressing. 

Here’s how you make it: 

Wash rice in sevéral changes of warm water (wild 
rice swells more than twice during cooking). For 
each cup of rice add two tablespoons of butter, one- 
half teaspoon of salt, and cook in top of covered 
double boiler until done. For dressing, use two cups 
of cooked wild rice, add one tablespoon of minced 
onions, one-half cup chopped celery, one tablespoon 
of sage, one teaspoon of minced parsley and add 
cream to bind the ingredients together. 
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DUCKS FOR BREAKFAST 


Here’s a duck-for-breakfast recipe from the Ameri- 
can Cookbook that might be of interest: 

“Cut the meat (from the remains of wild roast 
ducks) from the bones, pick out all the little tidbits 
from the recesses, lay them in a frying pan and cover 
with water and the cold gravy left from the roast. 
Add a piece of*butter, let all boil up once and if not 
quite thick enough stir in a little dissolved flour. 
Serve hot.” 


Game Animals 


How do you cook venison? What is the best recipe 
for a venison roast? 

J. Frank Dobie, famous as an outdoorsman as well 
as a writer of Texas folklore, has a very simple recipe 


for venison steaks. ‘“‘Cut off a steak, salt and pepper 
it, chunk it in the flour and throw it in the grease,” 
he says. “‘That’s the best way to cook venison.” 


But that’s the preference of a tough outdoorsman. 
Others might prefer one of the following recipes for 
roasts and steaks, and they might enjoy the jelly 
sauce for venison: 


ROAST SADDLE OF VENISON (loin or haunch) 


Wash the surface with lukewarm vinegar and water 
(it should have hung at least a week in a cool place) 
and rub with butter to soften it. Cover with greased 
paper tied on; over this a paste of flour and water, 
rolled out at least one-half inch thick, may be spread, 
and the whole covered with another greased paper 
fastened securely. Fifteen minutes to the pound is 
the rule followed where it is preferred rare. More 
time is required, according to the size, to have it 
well done. Pour a pint of boiling water around the 
meat and cover with another dripping pan. The oven 
should be hot. After the first hour, baste thoroughly 
at short intervals, re-covering the pan after each 
time. Half an hour before dinner uncover the pan, 
remove the papers and paste, return to the oven, 
and baste with melted butter and a little lemon juice; 
dredge: flour over he whole and let it brown. Repeat 
the basting with butter two or three times during 
the half-hour, and take up on a heated dish. The 
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plates should be heated also, as venison cools easily. 
Serve with currant jelly and sauce. 


VENISON RIB ROAST 


Have the bones removed from 2 or 3 ribs of veni- 
son, roll in a thin slice of salt pork, tie tightly in 
shape, season, dredge with flour and roast. Serve 
with spiced currants or gooseberry catsup. 


VENISON STEAKS 


Heat the gridiron well, butter the bars and lay on 
the steaks, which should be cut from the haunch. 
Broil thoroughly; venison requires more cooking than 
beef—saving all of the gravy possible. Serve with 
currant jelly laid on each piece. Heat the plates. 


Venison stews may be fried also, and served with a 
very little melted butter and jelly. Two tablespoonsful 
currant jelly melted with butter the size of a walnut 
is a very nice sauce. 


JELLY SAUCE FOR VENISON 


Strain the gravy into the pan—there should be at 
least one pint. Thicken with one tablespoon of browned 
flour; add two tablespoonsful of currant jelly; one 
tablespoonful of lemon juice; 1% teaspoonful salt; 4 
teaspoonful pepper. 


Venison is a dry meat. The Fernandez family 
recipe, which is famous in the Rio Grande Valley, 
overcomes the dryness. A roast, or an entire leg is 
prepared for roasting by making numerous deep 
slits in it. Into these are thrust pieces of ham or 
bacon which have been rolled in pepper and _ salt. 
The meat is then seared and placed in a roaster. A 
few bay leaves and cloves are placed on top. The 
top of the roast is then well moistened with orange 
juice and juice is added as needed in quantities suf- 
ficient to keep the roast from drying out. It is 
simmered in a slow oven until tender. The juice im- 
parts a decidedly different and delicious flavor to the 
venison. 


Venison steaks are best when fried rare. The Tuck- 
er recipe calls for the steaks to be cooked in very 
hot fat, deep enough to cover the steaks. Too many 
steaks should not be cooked at once because that 
will cool the grease and cause the steaks to become 
sodden. Sear a half minute on both sides and re- 
move to hot platter. 


The Skell recipe for roasting venison calls for 
covering the meat with sour wine and leaving it 
stand four or five days in the refrigerator. Then 
place bay leaves and cloves on top of the roast and 
place it in slow oven. If the venison has absorbed 
all the wine, add more and continue to baste the 
roast with wine until tender. 
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Fur-Bearing Animals 


Recipes for the cooking of fur animals are few, the 
preparation usually being left to the ingenuity of the 
cook. Roasting is the usual way of preparing the 
meat. Persons experienced in the cooking of the ani- 
mals usually warn against the use of too much sea- 
soning for fear of robbing the meat of its true flavor. 


RACCOON 


Raccoon is in prime condition during the open trap- 
ping season of December and January. The meat is 
fat and firm from a diet of acorns and other vegetable 
foods during the fall and early winter. ’Coon meat 
can be either roasted, fried, stewed or barbecued for 
a delicious meal. Following the skinning of the ’coon 
for the pelt, it should be cleaned. It is desirable to 
remove the glands found in the musles of the arm 
pits and between the legs. These are easily removed 
by cutting open the muscles slightly. 


Roast Raccoon—The cleaned animal is placed in a 
sufficiently large pot, and water is added until the 
meat is covered. One or two pods of red pepper are 
put in the pot, and the water is salted to taste. Par- 
boil the meat until tender, then remove from the pot 
and place in a baking pan. Sprinkle with black pepper 
and flour. Add some stock to the roast as it is being 
baked. The procedure is the same as that for other 
roasts. Some onion may be added if desired. Cook 
until brown. 


Chicken-fried Raccoon—Select a young ’coon and 
cut into small pieces suitable for frying. Place the 
meat in a bowl and cover with milk. Let stand for 
30 or 40 minutes. Remove from milk and roll in 
flour well seasoned with salt and pepper. Fry in deep 
fat until brown. For gravy pour off most of the fat, 
leaving just enough to cover the bottom of the pan. 
Add 38 level tablespoons of seasoned flour and brown. 
Pour about 2 cups of the milk, used for soaking 
the meat, into the browned flour and cook until 
thick, stirring constantly. 


Stewed Raccoon—Stewed ’coon is a tasy dish es- 
pecially in camp. Cut the meat in small pieces, re- 
moving all the fat. Cover with water and boil in 
stew pan until meat is ready to fall to pieces. Add 
potatoes, onions, boiled rice, and any other vege- 
tables desired. Season with salt and pepper. Skim off 
any fat which may rise to the top. If the mixture 
is not thick enough, add a little flour paste. 


Barbecued Raccoon—Barbecued ’coon meat is very 
delicious especially on a picnic. The meat should be 
parboiled without seasoning until thoroughly done, 
but not to the point where the meat is loosened 
from the bones or falls to pieces. Remove from the 
water and mop well with barbecue sauce. The sauce 
can be either made from a home formula or be ob- 
tained in prepared form from a grocery store. Place 
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the meat on the grate of an outdoor pit, containing 
coals preferably from hickory wood. Turn the meat 
frequently, basting with plenty of barbecue sauce. 
Let the meat cook slowly until brown and well sat- 
urated with sauce. 


OPOSSUM 


Baked Opossum—Baked ‘possum is a_ favorite 
among many people, especially in eastern Texas. In- 
stead of skinning the ’possum, it is best to place 
the undressed animal in boiling water and_ then 
scrape off the hair as one would do in the case of 
a pig. It is desirable to leave the skin intact since 
parboiling and baking often cause the flesh to fall 
to pieces. Following this, clean and dress the meat. 
Cooking is done following the recipe for roast rac- 
coon. The meat should be parboiled with red pep- 
pers and salt until tender and then bake in a 
roaster seasoned with black pepper and_ sprinkled 
with flour. Stock is used to baste the roast. Sweet 
potatoes baked with the roast are quite appetizing. 
Some recipes call for the use of bay leaves placed 
on the roast during baking. It is sometimes desirable 
to prolong the roasting of the meat to allow excess 
fat to drain from the flesh, since the animals may 
contain considerable fatty tissue. 


Barbecued Opposum—Barbecued ‘possum may be 
prepared following the recipe for barbecued raccoon. 


MUSKRAT 


In the northern and eastern part of the United 
States, where these animals are more widespread than 
in Texas, muskrats are considered choice foods. The 
meat should be dressed as in the manner of rabbits 
or squirrels. Muskrat can be fried, baked or stewed 
following the recipes for raccoon. 


‘* ARMADILLO 


Though not a fur-bearer, this curious and abund- 
ant animal is often associated with fur animals, and 
since the flesh is tasty, it deserves to be mentioned 
here. No doubt the armadillo may appear distasteful 
to many, but it has clean food habits, feeding prin- 
cipally on insect life and some vegetable matter. 
There are no laws governing the take of this animal, 
but it is best eaten during the winter months. Arm- 
adillo meat is esteemed by many people and can be 
prepared as a roast, cooked similiar to ’coon. Young 
‘dillo fried following the recipe for chicken-fried rac- 
coon is relished as an excellent dish. 


Armadillo Sausage—Armadillo is popular prepared 
as sausage in parts of Texas, especially in the Big 
Thicket region. Most rural people prepare the sausage 
following their recipes for pork sausage. The fol- 
lowing recipe’ ‘was obtained from Matagorda County. 
The: ingredients :are one gallon of armadillo meat,: one 
teaspoon ground corrander’ seed, one teaspoon white 
pepper, : one :tablespoon “salt, one tablespoon onion. 
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juice, three tablespoons brown. sugar, one teaspoon 
saltpeter, one-half teaspoon nutmeg and one-quarter 
clove of garlic. Pour one-quarter cupful of hot water 
over mashed garlic clove. Let stand until cool. Dis- 
solve the saltpeter in this mixture and sprinkle, with 
the spices thoroughly through the meat and_ re- 
grind. 


From “THE MUSKRAT AS A FUR BEARER, 
WITH NOTES ON ITS USE AS FOOD,” by David 
E. Lantz, Farmers’ Bulletin No. 869, United States 
Department of Agriculture, come _ the following 
recipes: 


Fried Muskrat—Wash the muskrat thoroughly and 
cut into quarters. Let it lie in salt water for an 
hour or more, then wash, dry with a cloth and sea- 
son. Dip the pieces in a prepared egg batter and 
dust them with flour or meal. Place lard in a fry- 
ing pan and let it get hot. Then put in the muskrat 
and fry very slowly for an hour. Prepare a gravy 
of milk, butter, flour and parsley and season to 
taste. After it thickens pour it over the cooked 
muskrat. 


Roast Muskrat—Wash the meat thoroughly, let it 
he for an hour or more in salt water and then wash 
again. Put it in a pan with water, salt, pepper, 
butter and a little onion. Sprinkle flour over it and 
baste it until it is throughly done. 


Stewed Muskrat—Wash the meat thoroughly, cut 
into pieces and let it lie in salt water for an hour. 
Then wash again, put in a saucepan and season with 
butter, salt, and pepper to taste. Let is simmer 
slowly and when nearly done put parsley and a little 
chopped onion into it. When entirely done thicken 
with a gravy of flour and water, as for stewed 
chicken. 


Game Fish 


As a variation on customary methods of prepar- 
ing fish, outdoors cooks should be interested in try- 
ing the following recipe for barbecued fish,. for which 
any fair-sized scale fish may be used. 


The fish should not: be scaled, but slit down the 
backbone so that each side will lay flat. Place the 
fish on a hot grill, meat side down, until it has 
started to cook, and then turn and place scale side 
down. Salt to taste. With an ordinary small paint 
brush or other flat object, paint barbecue sauce on 
the meat side of the fish. Partially cook strips of 
bacon on the grill, and place on top of fish and con- 
tinue, at intervals, to paint barbecue saurce on fish 
and bacon until well done. Fish prepared in this 
manner may be eaten with a fork from. the skin and 
scales in very much the same way as one would 
eat cantaloupe from the rind. The secret of delicious 
barbecued fish is in having a slow, steady fire over 
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which the fish will cook well without burning or al- 
lowing the sauce to burn. 


For the barbecue sauce the following ingredients 
may be used: 


14 cup butter. 

cup vinegar. 

teaspoon salt. 

teaspoons prepared mustard. 

bottle (two cupfuls) catsup. 
teaspoons Worcestershire sauce. 

1 teaspoon tabasco sauce (optional). 
Juice of one lemon. 
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Cook the entire mixture until thick and _ well 
blended. 


Of methods of cooking fish after they are caught 
there is no end, but the recipe offered outdoors cooks 
is a little different. 

It uses a species of fish on which there is no 
statewide closed season, and those who try _ this 
recipe will find that the lowly catfish can indeed be 
appetizing when properly prepared. Incidentally, the 
same methods can be used for pike or pickerel, being 
sure to cook the fish thoroughly to soften the many 
small bones. 


Fish Fingers 


Select large size catfish, and remove back bone, 
fins and other bones as completely as possible. Cut 
the meat in narrow strips about finger size. Season 
with salt and pepper to taste. Dip the strips in 
beaten egg, and then in cracker meal and fry in 
deep, hot fat in which one whole onion and one 
cloye of garlic has previously been fried. Drain and 
serve. 


This may be cruel. But just to get your appetite 
whetted up for a real fish fry during the general fish- 
ing season, take a look at these two ideas for baking 
fish. 


BAKING—lIn the Ground 


Four pounds or more of large fish should be 
cleared of gills and viscera, but head, tail, fins and 
scales may be left intact. Lean fish should have 
three cuts across the skin on both sides. About 2 
teaspoons of salt and 3 teaspoon of pepper should 
be well spread on the inside of the body cavity. A 
few thin strips of bacon or salt pork may replace 
the salt and a few thin slices of onion added if de- 
sired. Dig a trench about 10 inches deep and of 
equal width and length enough to hold the fish; in 
this hole build a fire, adding wood until about 2 
inches of coals are formed. Remove all flaming wood 
and about half the hot coals. Smooth out the re- 
maining coals and cover with 1 inch green grass. On 
this place the fish and cover with another inch

layer of grass, then cover with the rest of the live 
coals. Cover with warm earth from around the 
edges of the hole. At the end of.one hour, the fish 
should be carefully removed. The flesh may then be 
carefully removed. The flesh may then be separated 
easily from the inedible portions. 


BAKING—Fireless Cooker Method 


4 lbs. dressed fish, split if large 
3 tbsp. salt 


36 tsp. pepper 
3 Cup minced onion (with any juice) 


3g Cup cooking oil 


Have heater stone of the fireless cooker hot. Put 
fish in lower kettle, add seasoning and oil, spreading 
all over the surface of the fish. Heat kettle over the 
fire, place stone and kettle in cooker. If upper ket- 
tle is not in use for cooking, fill it with boiling water. 
Allow to cook one hour. Pour juices over fish when 
serving. 


Miscellaneous 


How To Prepare Soft Sheil Turtle—Select a turtle 
preferably 12 inches in length or longer. Cut off 
under shell and clean. Then skin the meat out of 
the back shell similar to skinning an armadillo out 
of its shell. The turtle consists of both light and 
dark meat, both being quite edible. The meat in- 
cluding that on the legs can either be prepared as a 
soup or stew or fried. 


Turtle soup or stew is made in a manner similar 
to any soup or stew. Vegetables are used including 
potatoes or rice. Onions are desirable though many 
people refrain from using much onion in_ preparing 
dishes of wild foods for fear of robbing the true flavor. 

To fry cut the meat in small pieces. Dip in corn 
meal or in an egg batter and roll in flour. Cook in 
deep fat until brown. 


Do you know that the peccary is a wild hog or 
javelina, found in cactus-brush country of southern 
Texas? 


Overgrazing is bad for game as well as livestock. 


Never shoot at an animal or bird that you cannot 
see clearly. You may bag a man instead of game. 


In Texas it is unlawful to kill buck deer with Jess 
than three prongs to its antlers. 


Armadillos are useful animals. They do little if 
any damage to quail nests. Eighty-five per cent of 
their diet consists of insects. Their prodding in the 
earth encourages vegetative growth useful to quail. 
They destroy ants by rooting up “ant hills’? and feed- 
ing on the ant larvae. Some ants are very destructive 
to quail eggs at pipping time by. attacking the un- 
hatched birds before they get out of the shell. Help 
game by helping other living things.

THE LIBRARY U 


Tips for the Hunter- 


Do not forget your hunting license. You are apt 
to be checked in the field by a Game Warden. 


Bag limit on turkey gobblers—three a season, ex- 
cept in the Counties of Mason, Menard, Kerr, Schlei- 
cher, Crockett, Sutton, Kimble, Real, Edwards, Blanco, 
Llano, Kendall, Gillespie, El Paso, Hudspeth, Culber- 
son, Val Verde, Kinney, Terrell, Medina, and Brew- 
ster, the bag is two gobblers per season. A resident 
hunting license is required in above Counties of all 
persons except persons under 17 years of age and per- 
sons hunting on land which they own or upon which 
they reside. 


When you go afield wear a red cap and a red 
shirt and you will not be mistaken for a deer by a 
careless hunter. 


Unload your gun before you enter a car. Pull 
your gun through the fence by the stock—never by 
the muzzle. 


When you break camp be certain the camp fire 
is out. Help to prevent grass fires. 


Do not trespass upon the land of a ranchman 
whose property is adjacent to your lease. You might 
make contact with a game warden, and besides it is 
not good sportsmanship. 


Sportsmen are urged to aid the Game _ Depart- 
ment in the enforcement of the pollution laws. In- 
dustries engaged in emergency war work must have 
clean water for their high pressure boilers. Food 
crops cannot be produced with contaminated water. 
Fish and game, like human beings, must have pure 
water. 


Contact the game warden when you go hunting 
or fishing. He will aid you in many ways and is fa- 
miliar with special County laws. 


Consult the laws of the County in which you are 
hunting. Oftimes they are not the same as_ the 
general laws. County laws are found in this pamphlet.

Protected Area—Unlawful to shoot white-winged doves 
or chachalacas between Rio Grande River and U. 8S. 
Highway 83 from the Zapata-Starr County line to the 
west boundary of the city limits of Brownsville. " 
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No person over the age of 16 may hunt ducks, geese or 
eoot without a Federal duck stamp (procurable at post 
offices) and a hunting license wherever required.

Storage of Wild Game 


No limit to the time game birds or game animals may 
be kept in storage except as follows: 

Migratory birds and waterfowl, which may be possessed 
for only 90 days after close of the season. (Federal law.) 

Any person accepting game for storage must keep 
a record giving time of storage, name and address of 
person placing game on storage, and kind and amount of 
game stored by each individual. 
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IT IS UNLAWFUL TO— 


Hunt out of the county of your residence without a 
license. 


Hunt, kill or possess game birds, game animals, or 
other birds and animals, except where provided by law. 


Kill or take turkey hen. 
Kill or injure any bat, 


Have in possession more than fifty game birds of all 
varieties at any one time, excepting transportation and 
storage companies. 


Sell or buy game birds or game animals, dead or alive, 
regardless of where caught or killed except game breeders 
and taxidermists who may sell unclaimed specimens. 


Bring game into this State during the closed season 
on such game without a permit from the Game, Fish and 
Oyster Commission. 


Kill a brown pelican. 


Hunt in State Parks under the control of the Texas 
State Parks Board. 


Kill or molest a carrier pigeon. 


Kill or hunt any game bird or game anima] between 
one-half hour after sunset and one-half hour before sun- 
rise. 


Take game birds by net or trap. 


Ship game except to one’s own home or to a taxidermist 
and unless affidavit is attached that the shipper has law- 
fully killed such game. 


Destroy the nests or eggs of any birds protected by 
the laws of this State. 


Hunt under license of another. 
Allow another person to hunt under your license. 


Receive any hunter on board a boat for pay unless 
owner has a license for his boat. 


Hunt for hire or hire anyone to hunt. 


Hunt from an automobile, motor boat, sail boat, boat 
under tow, or airplane. 


Hunt on a State Game Preserve. 


Hunt at night with a headlight in a territory where 
deer are known to range. 


Hunt or fish on enclosed lands of another without the 
owner’s consent. 
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Refuse to stop a vehicle or automobile, when demanded 
by a game and fish warden, and it is unlawful to re- 
fuse to allow a game and fish warden to search your 
game bag when he has reason to believe that a game 
law has been violated. 


Shoot any gun or firearm in, on, along or across any 
public road in this State. 


Possess any deer carcass or green hide with all evidence 
of sex removed. 


Kill doe deer, fawns or spike bucks. 
Use a deer call, except deer horns which may be rattled. 


Keep migratory birds or waterfowl on cold storage 
more than 90 days after the season has closed. 


Take any migratory bird with any gun other than a 
shotgun. 


Take any migratory or any other game birds with a 
shotgun capable of holding more than three shells. 
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FRESH WATER FISH LAWS 


GENERAL REGULATIONS 


Licenses Required: Resident citizens of Texas must 
procure an Artificial Lure License, price $1.10. There 
are no exemptions because of age or any other reason. 


Non-residents of Texas or aliens must procure a Non- 
resident or Alien Fishing License, price $5.00, or a Five 
Day License, price $1.10, when fishing with any kind of 
bait in fresh water. 

Unlawful for any resident citizen of Texas to fish 
in the Counties of Blanco, Brewster, Crockett, Culberson, 
Edwards, El Paso, Gillespie, Hudspeth, Kendall, Kerr, 
Kimble, Kinney, Llano, Mason, Medina, Menard, Real, 
Schleicher, Sutton, Terrell, and Val Verde without a resi- 
dent fishing license, except persons under 17 years of 
age shall not be required to hold such license and except 
persons fishing on land they own or on which they 
reside shall not be required to hold a resident fishing 
license. Fee for Resident Fishing License is 55c. 


A seine or net license is required of commercial fisher- 
men operating in fresh waters as well as those operating 
in salt water. (See Salt Water and Commercial Fishing 
Laws.) 


A license is required to sell fish. (See Salt Water and 
Commercial Fishing Laws.) 


An artificial lure is any manufactured bait or imita- 
tion of a natural bait. 


Method of Taking: Ordinary pole and line, set line, 
trotline, artificial lures and seines or nets of not less 
than three inch square mesh, except a seine or net made 
of wire or other metallic substance. Minnow seines not 
more than twenty feet in length for the purpose of taking 
minnows for bait are permitted. All other methods or 
means of taking fish are prohibited unless especially 
noted below. 


Size Limits: Large-mouth black bass, small-mouth 
black bass, spotted bass, or any sub-species of these fishes, 
not less than seven inches. Limits in certain counties are 
noted below. 


Bag Limit: TWarge-mouth black bass, small-mouth 
black bass, spotted bass, or any sub-species of these 
fishes, singly or in the aggregate, fifteen (15), of which 
not more than ten (1U) shall be of greater length than 
eleven (11) inehes; white bass, twenty-five (25); blue 
catfish, channe) catfish and yellow catfish, singly or in 
the aggregate, twenty-five (25); crappie or white perch, 
twenty five (25). In those counties where sale of cat- 
fish is permitted, this limitation as to possession of cat- 
fish does not apply to persons having a commercial fish-

erman’s license, wholesale fish dealer’s license, whole- 
sale truck dealer’s fish license, or retail fish dealer’s 
license. 


Sale Prohibited: Sale of black bass or crappie or ~ 
white perch prohibited in all counties. Special sale 
restrictions noted below. 


Minnow Laws: License required for dealing in min- 
nows. (See Salt Water and Commercial Fishing Laws.) 
Other restrictions on sale or transportation of minnows 
noted below. 


Notice: It is unlawful to fish by any method in waters 
within the confines of any public park under the control 
of the Texas State Parks Board, without the consent of 
person in charge of the park. 


It is unlawful to fish from deck or road surface of any 
highway bridge or causeway maintained by State High- 
way Department or to leave any dead fish or bait on 
such property. 

It is unlawful to enter the enclosed land of another 

without the consent of the owner or person in charge 
thereof and thereon catch or take, or attempt to catch 
fish. . 
It must be understood that the special county regula- 
tions listed below are supplementary to the general 
regulations and any restrictions contained in a special 
law must be obeyed even though they appear to be in 
conflict with the general law, and likewise any privilege 
granted in a special law may be enjoyed without concern 
for general restrictions. 


SPECIAL REGULATIONS 


Archer County: Big Wichita River, Lake Kemp, 
Diversion Lake, etc.: No seines and nets permitted, ex- 
cept twenty-foot minnow seine of not less than one-sixth 
inch’ square mesh for taking minnows for bait. May use 
one trotline per person or not more than two per party 
of two or more persons. Trotlines must not be set nearer 
than fifty (50) feet apart, nor contain more than fifty 
(50) hooks with any two hooks thereon nearer than four 
(4) feet apart. Unlawful to offer for barter or sale bass, 
perch, crappie, catfish, or other fish except minnows for 
bait. 


Bandera County: Unlawful to use seines and nets. May 
use ten-foot minnow seine of not less than one-fourth 
inch square mesh for taking minnows for bait. Unlawful 
to sell or offer to sell any bass, perch, crappie or catfish. 
Unlawful to take minnows from county, for sale or to 
transport more than 200 such minnows from county. 


Baylor County: See Archer County. 


Bell County: Lawful to take suckers, buffalo, carp, shad 
or gar with seine or net, the meshes of which shall not 
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be less than one inch square and with wire, rope or 
gig, provided that any bass, crappie or white perch, 
catfish, perch or trout caught by above methods may not 
be retained. Unlawful to possess any of above game 
_ fish while any of above rough fish are in possession. 
Unlawful to sell minnows taken in county. Unlawful to 
take more than 125 minnows out of county. 


Bexar County: Only ordinary hook and line, or trotline 
or artificial bait permitted, and ten-foot minnow seine 
of not less than one-fourth inch square mesh for taking 
minnows for bait. Unlawful to sell or offer to sell any 
bass, perch, crappie or catfish. 


Blance County: May use 20-foot minnow seine for tak- 
ing minnows for bait. Unlawful to take or possess for 
purpose of sale any catfish, perch, crappie, bream or 
bass. Unlawful to take minnows from county for sale, or to 
transport minnows from county. May take suckers, buf- 
falo, carp, shad or gar with seines and nets of not less 
than one inch mesh, or with wire, rope or gig, but may 
not possess other fish when using such devices. Other- 
wise, seines and nets prohibited. 


Bosque County: Unlawful to sell or offer to sell or to 
buy bass, crappie, perch, channel or Opelousas catfish 
taken from Bosque River and its tributaries. In Bosque 
Rivers and tributaries, unlawful to use drag seine or any 
kind of net, except. (1) Dip net not more than 86 inches 
in diameter, approved trap and 20foot minnow seine 
for catching minnows for bait; (2) Suckers, carp, 
buffalo, shad and gar may be taken with seine or 
net of not less than one inch square mesh, or with 
wire, rope or gig, but such devices may not be 
used on other fish, and other fish may not be possessed 
while using such devices. Trolling is permitted from 
boat propelled by ordinary oars or paddles, only, in 
Bosque River and its tributaries. Unlawful to transport 
minnows out of county for purpose of sale, and trans- 
portation of more than 100 minnows’ out of county 
evidence of violation of law. 


Bowie County: Seine or net of not less than 2 inch 
square mesh permitted in Sulphur River. Other waters of 
county, seines and nets prohibited, except: (1) 20-foot 
minnow seine for catching minnows for bait; (2) hoop, 
trammel or gill net having not less than 38-inch square 
mesh for catching buffalo, carp and catfish. Gig, ordinary 
hook and line, set hook and line and artificial bait per- 
mitted. ; 


Brewster County: Unlawful te sell or offer for sale 
any fish taken in county. 


Brown County: Unlawful to use seine or net except 
20-foot minnow seine to take minnows for bait. Unlawful 
to sell bass, crappie, or catfish taken in county. 
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Burnet County: Unlawful to sell bass, crappie or cat- 
fish taken in county. Seines and nets prohibited except: 
(1) Twenty-foot minnow seine to take minnows for bait; 
(2) May take suckers, buffalo, carp, shad and gar with 
seines and nets having meshes not less than one inch 
square, or with wire, rope or gig, but may not possess 
other fish when using such devices. Unlawful to trans- 
port minnows out of county. For devices for taking fish 
in lake waters, see special laws noted in Colorado River 
Lakes Regulations. 


Cass County: Gig, ordinary hook and line, set hook 
and line and artificial bait permitted. Seines and nets 
prohibited, except: (1) 20-foot minnow seine for catch- 
ing minnows for bait; (2) Hoop, trammel or gill net 
of not less than 8-inch square mesh for catching buf- 
falo, carp and catfish. 


Chambers County: May take suckers, buffalo, carp, 
shad and gar with seines and nets the meshes of which 
are not less than one inch square, or with wire, rope or 
gig, but may not possess other fish when using such 
devices. 


Coleman County: Unlawful to use seine or net, except: 
(1) 20-foot minnow seine for catching minnows for bait; 
(2) a net of not less than 3-inch square mesh for catching 
carp, and suckers in Colorado River. 


Collin County: Same as Chambers County. 


COLORADO RIVER LAKES 


Lake Buchanan: May fish with only ordinary pole and 
fine, throw line with not more than six hooks, rod and 
reel, artificial bait, or trotline with not more than 
thirty hoeks. 


Lake Austin: Gear permitted: ordinary pole and line, 
rod, reel and line; hand line; set line; throw line: except 
when artificial lures are used no line shall have more than 
two hooks, and only two lines shall be used at one time. 
Minnow seines not more than 20 feet in length may be 
used for taking minnows, carp, shad, buffalo or gar. 


Roy Inks Lake: May fish with only ordinary pole and 
line, throw line with not more than six hooks, rod and 
reel, artificial bait, or trotline with not more than thirty 
hooks. 


Lake Travis in Burnet County: May fish with only 
ordinary pole and line having not more than two (2) 
hooks, throw line having not more than six hooks, rod 
and reel having not more than two hooks, or artificial 
lure attached to a casting or fly rod. 


Lake Travis in Travis County: Gear permitted: ordinary 
pole and line; rod, reel, and line; hand line; set line; 
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throw line; trotline; and artificial lures. Not more than 
ageregate of 20 hooks permitted on any or all devices. 


Concho County: Unlawful to transport more than 200 
minnows out of county. No minnows may be transported 
out of county for sale. Unlawful to sell bass, crappie, © 
white perch or catfish taken in county. Seines and nets 
prohibited, except 20-foot minnow seine for taking min- 
-nows, and nets of not less than three inch square mesh 
for catching carp and suckers in Colorado River. 


Cooke County: Fish taken in county may not be sold. — 
Ordinary hook and line, set line, throw line, or ordinary 
cord line permitted. Seines and nets’. prohibited ex- 
cept: (1) Twenty-foot minnow seine for taking min- 
nows for bait; (2) seines or nets the meshes of which — 
are not less than one inch square, or wire, rope or gig 
for taking suckers, buffalo, carp, shad and gar, but no 
other fish may be possessed when using such devices; (3) 
seine or net having mesh not less than one and one-half 
inches square to seine fish for propagation purposes 
under the supervision of a game warden. Unlawful to. 
take minnows in district composed of Grayson and Cooke 
counties to transport out of district for sale, or to sell 
minnows outside of said district. This minnow law applies 
to the entire county, including Lake Texoma. Unlawful to 
fish in Lake Texoma in violation of regulations made by 
Game, Fish and Oyster Commission, found in this digest 
under “Lake Texoma.” : 


Coryell County: Unlawful to sell minnows taken in 
county. Unlawful to transport more than 125 minnows 
outside of county. Seines and nets prohibited, except: 
1) 20-foot minnow seine for taking minnows for bait; 
(2) May take suckers, buffalo, carp, shad and gar with 
one inch square mesh seines or nets, or with wire, rope 
or gig, but may not possess other fish when using such 
devices. 


Culberson County: Unlawful to sell or offer for sale 
any fish taken in county. 


Dallas County: Unlawful to take fish by any means 
other than ordinary pole and line, rod and reel, set line, 
throw line or trotline. Ne throw line, set line or trotline 
shall ‘have hooks closer than 3 feet apart. Illegal tackle 
in possession closer than 200 yards of public water shall 
be evidence of violation of law. Lawful to use artificial 
lure with more than two hooks. May use minnow seine 
not longer than 20 feet for taking minnows for bait. 


Delta County: Lawful to grabble for, or use seine or 
net having meshes one inch square to take catfish, perch, 
buffalo and drum. 


Denton County: Same as Chambers County. 
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| De Witt County: Unlawful! to sell or offer to sell or to 
buy any fish taken in county. May take suckers, buffalo, 
carp, shad or gar with seine or net of not less than one 
inch square mesh, or by wire, rope or gig, but may 
not possess any otuer species of fish when using such 
devices. 


Dimmit County: Minnows may not be taken in county 
for sale, or sold. Commercial minnow deaiers may not 
transport minnows from the county. Unlawful to sell bass, 
erappie er catfish. Seines and nets prohibited except: (1) 
May use 20-foot minnow seine to take minnows for bait; 
and (2) may use seines or nets of not less than one inch 
square mesh to take buffalo, carp, shad, gar or suckers, 
or wire, rope or gig, but may not possess any other 
species of fish while using such devices. 


Edwards County: Unlawful to sell or offer or possess 
for sale any bass, perch, crappie, bream or catfish. 
20-foot minnow seine may be used for taking minnows 
for bait. No device may have more than two hooks, ex- 
cept artificial lures used with rod and reel. Bottles, cans 
and floats of any kind may not be used unless the line 
to which hooks are attached is tied securely to stationary 
object or held by fisherman. Unlawful to take from coun- 
ty minnows for sale. Unlawful to transport more than 
200 minnows beyond county. 


El Paso County: Unlawful to sell fish taken in eounty. 
Permitted devices are: hook and line, pole and line, trot- 
line or set line. Ten-foot minnow seine with meshes 
not larger than three-eighths of an inch square, permitted 
on minnows for bait. 


Erath County: Unlawful to sell or buy, or offer for 
sale, bass, crappie, perch, channel or Opelousas catfish 
or any other fish from Lake Waco and Bosque rivers and 
their tributaries. In Bosque rivers and their tributaries, 
unlawful to use drag seines or nets of any kind; only 
ordinary pole, hook and line with single hook or artificial 
baits permitted; dip net, having diameter of not more 
than 36 inches, or approved trap permitted for catching 
minnows for bait; unlawful to troll from self-propelled 
boat. In Lake Waco trolling permitted from any kind 
of boat. All waters of county, sale of minnows pro- 
hibited. 


Falls County: Unlawful to sell or offer for sale or to 
buy any fish taken from waters of Brazos River or 
within one mile of mouth of any tributary of the Brazos 
River. Unlawful to transport more than 125 minnows 
beyond county. 5 


Fannin County: Same as Chambers County. 
Fisher County: Same as Chambers County. 
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Fayette County: Same as Chambers County. Also 
closed season on bullfrogs, March, April and May. 


Franklin County: May take catfish, perch, buffalo and 
drum by hand or with seine or net having meshes one 
inch square.

Gillespie County: May take suckers, buffalo, carp, shad 
or gar with seine or net of not less than one inch square 
mesh or with wire, rope or gig, but may not possess 
other fish when using such devices. No device may have 
more than two hooks except artificial lures with rod 
and reel. Bottles, cans and floats of any kind shall 
not be used unless the line to which hooks are attached 
is tied securely to stationary object or held by fisher- 
man. Twenty-foot minnow seine lawful for taking min- 
nows for bait. Minnows may not be transported beyond 
county. Possession of more than 500 minnows evidence 
of violation of law. Catfish, crappie, perch, bass and bream 
may not be taken or possessed for sale. 


Gonzales County: Same as Chambers County. 


Grayson County: Game, Fish and Oyster Commission 
has regulatory power to prescribe fishing regulations 
for Lake Texoma. See “Lake Texoma,” this digest. Min- 
nows may not be taken from the district composed of 
Grayson and Cooke counties to transport for sale out- 
side of district, nor sold outside of saio district. In 
waters of county except Lake Texoma permitted gear 
is: ordinary hook and line, set line, throwline, cord 
line. Seines and nets prohibited, except that suckers, 
buffalo, carp, shad and gar may be taken with seine 
or net having not less than one inch square mesh, or 
with wire, rope or gig, but other fish may aot be pos- 
sessed while using such devices. 


Guadalupe County: Unlawful to sell or offer for barter 
or sale any bass, perch, crappie or catfish taken from 
waters of county. Gear permitted: ordinary hook and 
line, trotline or artificial bait; ten-foot minnow seine 
of not less than one-fourth inch square mesh for Gepee 
minnows for bait. 


Hamilton County: Lawful to use net of not less than 

4 inch square mesh on suckers, buffalo, carp, shad and 
gar, but no other fish may be possessed while using such 
devices. Drag seines or dragnets unlawful, except 
twenty-foot minnow seine to take minnows for vait. Un- 
lawful to take minnows for sale or offer for sale, or to 
transport more than 125 minnows outside of county. 


Hardin County: Same as Chambers County. 


Harrison County: Ordinary hook and line, rod and reel, 
set hook and line, trotline or artificial bait permitted. 
Seines and nets prohibited except: (1) 20-foot minnow 
seine for taking minnows for bait; (2) hoop net, set net 
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or trammel net with meshes not less than 34 inches 
square, for taking buffalo, gar, catfish, shad and bowfin 
or grindle. It is unlawful to take or possess alligators. 
Additional laws applying to Caddo Lake are: Unlawful 
to gig or spear. Bag limits: bream and goggle-eye, 35. 
No size limit on blue, channel and yellow catfish. Driv- 
ing or riding in boat while under influence of intoxicants, 
or driving in a reckless manner or at high rate of speed, 
is unlawful. Shooting in, on, along or across Caddo Lake 
is unlawful except when hunting during open season. 
Fish guides may not take, catch, retain or have in pos- 
session, bass or crappie. 


Hill County: Unlawful to transport minnows outside 
of county. Possession of more than 500 minnows evidence 
of violation of law. 


Hood County: Sale of minnows unlawful. 


Hopkins County: May take catfish, perch, buffalo and 
drum by hand or with seine or net of one inch square 
mesh. 


Hudspeth County: Unlawful to sell or offer for sale 
fish taken in county. 


Hunt County: Only ordinary hookline, set line or throw 
line, ordinary cord line, seine or net with meshes not 
less than one and one-half inches square permitted. Un- 
lawful to sell or offer to sell bass, crappie or catfish. 


Jack County: Unlawful to use hoop nets, trammel nets 
or barrel nets. Seines and nets (except hoop nets, tram- 
mel nets or barrel nets, which are prohibited) with mesh 
‘more than two inches square, permitted for taking cat- 
fish, bass and perch in waters of county except artificial 
lake covering more than 20 acres of ground, fed by 
stream or subject to overflow. Unlawful to take minnows 
from waters of county for sale outside of district com- 
posed of Jack, Young, Stephens and Palo Pinto counties. 
Unlawful to transport minnows beyond district for sale. 


Jackson Ceunty: Permitted devices: Hook and line or 
trotline or flounder gig and light, or cast net or min- 
now seine not more than 20 feet in length for catching 
bait. All other devices prohibited. 


Jasper County: Unlawful to transport minnows be- 
yond county. 


Jeff Davis County: Unlawful to sell or offer for sale 
any fish taken in county. 


Jefferson County: Same as Chambers County. 


Jim Wells County: Unlawful to take for purpose of 
sale any fish from Lake Corpus Christi in San Patricio, 
Jim Wells and Live Oak counties, or from the waters 
of Nueces River between Calallen Dam and west boundary 
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line of Live Oak County, on Nueces River. Unlawful to 
use seine or net except 20-foot minnow seine for taking 
minnows for bait. Unlawful to use trotline with hooks 
less than three feet apart. : 


Johnson County: Unlawful to take minnows in county 
fer purpose of sale outside of county. Unlawful to trans- 
port more than 125 minnows outside of county where 
taken. 


Jones County: Unlawful to take any fish in county for 
commercial purposes. The following additional restrictions 
apply to Fort Phantom Hill Lake: Gear permitted: Only 
two ordinary poles and lines, or rods and reels, or fly 
rods, or two throw lines each equipped with not more 
than two hooks, minnow seine not more than 20 feet long 
for taking minnows for bait. Minnows may not be taken 
for sale. Possession limit on minnows, 100. 


Kaufman County: Gear permitted: ordinary- hook, line, 
set line, throw line, or ordinary cord line, or seine. Size 
limit: bass, trout, 8 inches; crappie or other fish, one- 
half pound. Sale of all fish permitted except bass, trout, 
crappie, white perch, bream or other perch or channel 
catfish less than 12 inches in length. Trap, seine or net 
with meshes not less than two inches square permitted 
on catfish 12 or more inches long, drum, buffalo, suckers, 
carp, shad or gar. 


Kendall County: Lawful to take fish with a trot or 
set line with not more than 25 hooks, the hooks spaced 
not closer than four feet apart. Unlawful to transport 
minnows beyond county. Possession of. more than 500 
minnows evidence of violation of law. Minnows may not 
be taken for sale. Seine or net prohibited except: (1) 
20-foot minnow seine for taking minnows for bait; (2) 
may take suckers, buffalo, carp, shad and gar with seine 
or net having meshes not less than one inch square or 
wire, rope or gig, but may not possess other fish while 
using such devices. 


Kimble County: Gear permitted: ordinary pole and 
line or rod and reel or artificial bait. May not use more 
than one hook per line except artificial bait. One person 
may not use more than 6 poles and lines or rods and 
reels at one time. Unlawful to take, possess or offer 
for purpose of sale any catfish, perch, crappie, bream or 
bass. Unlawful to transport beyond county more than 
125 minnows taken in county. May take suckers, buf- 
falo, carp, shad and gar with seine or net having meshes 
not less than one inch square, or with wire, rope or gig, 
but may not possess other fish when using such devices. 


Kerr County: Unlawful to take minnows from county 
for sale, or to transport more than 200 minnows beyond 
county when taken in county. Unlawful to sell or offer for 
sale any bass, perch, crappie or core taken in county. 
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Gear permitted: only ordinary hook and line, trotline or 
artificial bait. Unlawful to use seines and nets except 
ten-foot minnow seines with meshes not less than 4 inch 
square for taking minnows for bait. 


Lake Texoma: Game, Fish and Oyster Commission au- 
thorized to make regulations governing fishing in this 
luke. Special licenses required are: Lake Texoma Resi- 
dent Fishing License, costing $1.10, entitling resident 
citizen of Texas to fish in Lake Texoma; Lake Texoma 
Specia! Fishing License, costing $1.10, entitling resident 
citizen of Oklahoma licensed to fish under laws of that 
State to fish in Texas portion of .Lake Texoma; Lake 
Texoma Nonresident Fishing License, costing $2.50, re- 
quired of residents of other states, unless they hold a 
Lake Texoma Special Fishing Lecense, and entitling holder 
to fish in Lake Texoma only. Artificial lure license not 
required. Holder of Nonresident Fishing License issued 
by Texas may fish in Texas portion of Lake Texoma with- 
out other license. Residents of this State under 17 years 
of age not required to have a license. Minnows may not 
be taken from district composed of Grayson and Cooke 
counties for transportation for sale outside of district, 
nor sold outside of district. 


Lake Worth and Eagle Mountain Lake: Special license 
required of all persons over 17 years of age. Annual 
license fee, $1.10; five day license fee, 35 cents. Holders 
of other valid fishing licenses are not exempt from 
holding Lake Worth-Eagle Lake license. Unlawful to 
use seines, nets or traps. Permitted devices: pole and 
line; hand or throw line having not more than 2 hooks; 
artificial baits or lures; trotline with not more than 
20 hooks, spaced not less than 2 feet apart, and no two 
lines to be connected; still fishing, casting or trolling. 


Lamar County: Seines and nets prohibited, except: (1) 
Seine or net of not less than two inch square mesh; (2) 
Twenty-foot minnow seine to take minnows for bait; 
(3) May take suckers, buffalo, carp, shad and gar with 
seine or net having meshes not less than one inch square 
or with wire, rope or gig, but other fishes may not be 
possessed while using such devices. 


Lampasas County: Unlawful to sell bass, crappie and 
catfish. Unlawful to transport minnows beyond county. 
Possession of more than 500 minnows evidence of viola- 
tion of law. Seines and nets prohibited except: (1) 
Twenty-foot minnow seine for taking minnows for bait; 
(2) May take suckers, buffalo, carp, shad and gar with 
seine or net having meshes not less than one inch 
square or with wire, rope or gig, but may not possess 
other fishes while using such devices. Special laws govern- 
ing gear permitted in Colorado River lakes are noted 
under “Colorado River Lakes Regulations.” 
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Live Oak County: Unlawful to take for purpose of sale 
any fish from Lake Corpus Christi in San Patricio, Jim 
Wells and Live Oak Counties, or from the waters of 
Nueces River between Calallen Dam and west boundary 
line of Live Oak County on Nueces River including all 
the waters within all the tributaries of the Nueces River 
within Live Oak, San Patricio and Nueces Counties. Un- 
lawful to use seine or net except 20-foot minnow seine to 
take minnows for bait. Unlawful to use i with 
hooks less than three feet apart. 


Llano County: Unlawful to transport minnows beyond 
county. Possession of more than 500 minnows evidence 
of violation of law. No device may have more than two 
hooks except artificial lures used with rod and reel. Seines 
and nets prohibited, except: (1) Twenty-foot minnow 
seine to take minnows for bait; (2) May take suckers, 
buffalo, shad, gar and carp with seine or net having 
meshes not less than one inch square, or with wire, 
rope or gig, but other fishes may not be possessed 
while such devices are used. Unlawful to take, offer or 
possess for purpose of sale any catfish, perch, crappie, 
bream or bass. For gear permitted in lake waters, see 
“Colorado River Lakes Regulations.” 


Loving County: Unlawful to sell bass, crappie, white 
perch or catfish taken in county. Seines and nets pro- 
hibited, except 20-foot minnow seine to take minnows 
for bait. 


Marion County: Gear permitted: Ordinary hook and 
line, rod and reel, set hook and line, trotline or artificial 
bait. Seines and nets prohibited except: (1) 20-foot min- 
now seine for taking minnows for bait; (2) hoop net, set 
net or trammel net, having meshes not less than three 
and one-half inches square, for taking buffalo fish, gar- 
fish, catfish, shad, and bowfin or grindle. Unlawful for 
guide to take, retain or possess any bass or crappie. Un- 
lawful for any person to drive or ride in any boat on 
Caddo Lake while under influence of intoxicants, or to 
drive self-propelled motor craft in careless manner or at 
high speed. Unlawful to shoot in, on, or along or across 
Caddo Lake except while hunting during open season. 
Gig permitted in Caddo Lake. 


Mason Ceunty: Unlawful to transport minnows out of 
county. Possession of more than 500 minnows evidence 
of violation of law. Unlawful to take fish by device 
equipped with more than 2 hooks, except artificial lures 
used with rod and reel. Bottles, cans, and floats unlawful 
unless line to which hooks are attached is tied securely 
to stationary object or held by fisherman. Seines and nets 
prohibited, except: (1) Twenty-foot minnow seine for 
taking minnows for bait; (2) May take suckers, buffalo, 
carp, shad and gar with seine or net having meshes not 
less than one inch square or wire, rope or gig, but may 
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not possess other fish while such devices are being used. 
Unlawful to take minnows for sale. Unlawful to take, 
offer or possess for sale catfish, perch, crappie, bream 
or bass. 


Medina County: Unlawful to sell or offer to sell bass, 
perch, crappie, or catfish taken in county. Gear permitted: 
ordinary hook and line, or trotline or artificial bait. 
Seines and nets prohibited, except: (1) ten-foot minnow 
seine with meshes not less than one-fourth inch square 
for taking minnows for bait; (2) May take suckers, 
buffalo, carp, shad and gar with seine or net having 
meshes not less than one inch square, or with wire, 
rope or gig, but may not possess other fish while using 
such devices. Special laws govern the use of tackle in 
Medina Lake. See “Medina Lake,” next paragraph. 


Medina Lake: Special license required of persons over 
the age of 17 years. Annual license fee, $1.10, daily license 
fee 30%. Holders of other valid fishing licenses are not ex- 
empt from holding Medina Lake license. Gear permitted: 
Ordinary pole and line, rod, reel and line, hand line, set 
line, throw line, trotline, and artificial lures. Trotline 
or throw line may not have hooks spaced closer than four 
feet apart. Unlawful to use minnow seine, or to take 
minnows from Medina Lake. 


Menard County: Unlawful to use device equipped with 
more than two hooks, except artificial lures used with a 
rod and reel. Bottles, cans and floats unlawful unless lin: 
to which hooks are attached is tied securely to stationary 
object or held by fisherman. May use twenty-foot minnow 
seine to take minnows for bait. May take suckers, buffalo, 
carp, shad and gar with seine or net having meshes not 
less than one inch square, or with wire, rope or gig, but 
no other fish may be possessed while such devices are 
used. Unlawful to take, offer or possess for sale any 
catfish, perch, crappie, bream or bass. Minnows may not 
be taken from county for sale; not more than 200 min- 
nows may be transported out of county. 


Mills County: Unlawful to sell bass, crappie or catfish. 
Seines and nets unlawful, except 20-foot minnow seine 
to take minnows for bait; and except seine or net the 
meshes of which are not less than one inch square, 
or wire, rope or gig, used for taking suckers, buffalo, carp, 
shad and gar, but no other fish may be possessed while 
such devices are used. 


Mitchell County: Same as Chambers County. 


Montgomery County: Lawful to use set or gill nets 
having meshes not less than four inches square, for tak- 
ing all fish except bass, catfish, crappie and perch. Seines 
may be used for taking all fish, provided the meshes are 
not less than three inches square. Minnow seines not 
more than twenty feet long are permitted to take min- 
nows for bait. 
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Morris County: Unlawful to use seine or net, except: 
(1) Twenty-foot minnow seine for taking minnows for 
bait; (2) Any kind of seine or net with meshes not less 
taan two inch square permitted on all fish. Unlawful 
to shoot on, in, along, or across Daingerfield Lake unless 
hunting during open season. 


McCulloch County: Unlawful to transport minnows out 
of county. May not sel] bass, crappie or catfish taken in 
county. Seines and nets unlawful, except: (1) Twenty-foot 
minnow seine to take minnows for bait; and (2) May 
take suckers, buffalo, carp, shad and gar with seine or 
net having meshes not less than one inch square or with 
wire, rope or gig, but may not possess other fish while 
using such devices. 


McLennan County: Unlawful to sell or buy or offer to 
sell any fish from waters of Lake Waco or Bosque Rivers 
and their tributaries. Lawful to catch fish in any man- 
ner whatsoever in McLennan County, except as limited 
by general law passed by the 49th Legislature. 


Nacogdoches County: Seines and nets unlawful on 
bass or crappie. 


Nolan County: Unlawful to use any device except 
ordinary pole and line, rod and reel, fly rod, or trotline 
with not more than twenty-five hooks, or throw line with 
not more than two hooks, except artificial lures used 
with a rod and reel. Only one trotline may be used, and 
it may not contain more than 25 hooks; or only one 
throw line may be used, and it may not contain more 
than 2 hooks. Twenty-foot minnow seine permitted for 
taking minnows for bait. May take suckers, buffalo, carp, 
shad and gar with seine or net the meshes of which are 
not less than one inch square, or with wire, rope or gig, 
but other fish may not be possessed while such device 
is being used. 


Newton County: Unlawful to sell, offer or possess for 
sale, any black bass, trout or white perch taken from 
waters of the Sabine, Attoyac, Angelina and Neches 
Rivers or their tributaries or lakes. Unlawful to transport 
minnows out of county. Possession of more than 500 
minnows evidence of violation of law. 


Nueces County: See Live Oak County. 


Orange County: May take suckers, buffalo, carp, shad 
and gar with seine or net having meshes not less than one 
inch square, or with wire, rope or gig, but no other fishes 
may be possessed while using such devices. 


Palo Pinto County: Unlawful to take minnows from 
waters of district composed of Jack, Young, Stephens and 
Palo Pinto counties for purpose of sale outside of district, 
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or to transport minnows beyond said district for sale. 
For additional regulations as to Possum Kingdom Lake, 
see “Possum Kingdom Lake.” 


Parker County: Same as Chambers County. Also, un- 
lawful to transport minnows out of county. Possession 
of more than five hundred -minnows evidence of violation 
of law. 


Pecos County: Unlawful to sell any fish taken in coun- 
ty. Permitted gear: ordinary hook and line or trotline or 
artificial bait. Seines and nets prohibited, except twenty- 
foot minnow seine for taking minnows for bait. 


Polk County: Unlawful to take minnows from waters 
of county for sale; unlawful for commercial minnow deal- 
er or his employee to take minnows. Unlawful to trans- 
port minnows outside of county for sale, unlawful ti trans- 
port more than 200 minnows outside of county, or to have 
more than 200 minnows in vehicle. 


Possum Kingdom Lake Regulations: No fishing per- 
mitted within one-fourth mile of Possum Kingdom dam 
in the lake proper. Fishing gear permitted: ordinary pole 
and line, throw line with not more than three hooks, rod 
and reel and ordinary baits and lures. Persons fishing 
for carp, buffalo, suckers and gar may use wire loop 
snares also. Only one, of either a trotline or a throw 
line, permitted. It may not have more than 20 hooks. 
spaced not less than 2 feet apart. Seines or nets for taking 
fish or minnows prohibited. Unlawful to sell or buy 
any fish taken from Possum Kingdom Lake. Spe- 
cial license, price $1.10, required of all persons over 
17 who fish in lake. Those fishing with artificial lures 
also must have an artificial lure license, price $1.10. 


Presidio County: Unlawful to sell fish taken in said 
county. 


Rains County: Unlawful to sell or offer for sale bass, 
crappie or catfish taken from waters. Unlawful to take 
fish by device other than ordinary hookline, set line or 
throw line, ordinary cord line, seine or net having meshes 
not less than one and one-half inches square. 


Real County: Unlawful to use gear with more than 
two hooks, except artificial lures used with rod and reel. 
Bottles, cans and floats unlawful unless line to which 
hooks are attached is tied securely to stationary object 
or held by fisherman. Twenty-foot minnow seine per- 
mitted for taking minnows for bait. Unlawful to take 
minnows for sale, or transport beyond county more than 
200 minnows. Unlawful to take, offer or possess for sale 
catfish, perch, crappie, bream or bass. 


Red River County: Seine or net not less than 2 inch 
square mesh permitted in Sulphur River only. 
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Reeves County: Unlawful to sell any fish taken in 
county. Gear permitted: ordinary hook and line or trot 
line or artificial bait. Seines and nets unlawful, except 
twenty-foot minnow seine to take minnows for bait, 


Rockwall County: Gear permitted: ordinary hook and 
line, set line or throw line, or ordinary cord line seine or 
net, having meshes less than one and one-half inches 
square. Unlawful to take or possess fish from waters in 
county for sale. 


Runnels County: Unlawful to sell bass, crappie or cat- 
fish taken in county. Seines and nets prohibited, except 
20-foot minnow seine to take minnows for bait. 


Rusk County: Permitted gear: ordinary hook and line, 
rod and reel, set hook and line, trotline or artificial bait; 
minnow seine not more than 20 feet long to take minnows 
and sun perch for bait; hoop net, set net or trammel net, 
of not less than three and one-half inches square mesh, to 
take buffalo, gar, catfish, shad and bowfin or grindle. 
Other fish may not be possessed while using such nets. 


Sabine County: Lawful to use seine having not less 
than three inch square mesh in Sabine River only. Nets 
prohibited. Twenty-foot minnow seine permitted. 


San Augustine County: Nets prohibited. Twenty-foot 
minnow seine permitted. 


San Patricio County: Unlawful to take for purpose of 
sale any fish from Lake Corpus Christi in San Patricio, 
Jim Wells and Live Oak Counties, or from the waters of 
Nueces River between Calallen Dam and west boundary 
line of Live Oak County on Nueces River, including all 
the waters within all the tributaries of the Nueces River 
within Live Oak, San Patricio and Nueces Counties, Un- 
lawful to use seine or net, except 20-foot minnow seine for 
taking minows for bait. Unlawful to use trotline with 
hooks spaced less than three feet apart. 


San Saba County: Unlawful to sell or buy or offer to 
sell any bass, crappie, perch, catfish or any other fish. 
Unlawful to take fish by. any device except ordinary pole 
and line or throw line equipped with more than two hooks, 
except dowagiac or other artificial bait: Minnow seine not 
more than 20 feet long permitted for catching minnows 
for bait. May take suckers, buffalo, carp, shad and gar 
with seine or net having meshes net less than one inch 
square, or with wire, rope or gig, but may not possess 
other fish while using such devices. Unlawful to trans- 
port minnows outside of county. Possession of more than 
500 minnows evidence of violation of this Act. For gear 
permitted in lake waters, see Colorado River Lakes 
Regulations. 


Shackelford County: Unlawful to take any fish for 
commercial purposes. 
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Somervell County: Unlawful to take minnows for sale 
or to transport more than 125 minnows outside of county. 


Stephens County: Unlawful to take from waters of 
district composed of Jack, Young, Stephens and Palo Pinto 
counties, minnows for sale outside of district, or to 
transport minnows for sale outside of district. For Pos- 
sum Kingdom Lake Regulations, see “Possum Kingdom 
Lake Regulations.” . 


Sutton County: Unlawful to use device with more than 
2 hooks except artificial lures used with rod and reel. 
Bottles, cans and floats prohibited unless line to which 
hooks are attached is tied securely to stationary object 
or held by fisherman. Twenty-foot minnow seine per- 
mitted to take minnows for bait. Unlawful to take min- 
nows for sale, or to transport more than 200 minnows out- 
side of county. Unlawful to take, offer or possess for 
sale any catfish, perch, crappie, bream or bass. 


Tarrant County: Unlawful to fish in Lake Worth and 
Eagle Mountain Lake except in accordance with regula- 
tions made by the Game, Fish and Oyster Cormmission. 
See “Lake Worth-Eagle Mountain Lake.” 


Taylor County: Fort Phantom Hill Lake: Gear per- 
mitted, ordinary pole and line, rod and reel, fly rod or 
throw line equipped with not more than 2 hooks. Artificial 
lures permitted. Seines and nets prohibited, except min- 
now seine not more than 20 feet long for taking minnows 
for bait. Not more than 2 ordinary poles and lines, rods 
and reels, or fly rods permitted, or not more than 2 
throw lines each equipped with not more than 2 hooks 
permitted. Unlawful to take minnows for purpose of 
sale. Unlawful to possess more than 100 minnows. 


Terrell County: Unlawful to sell or offer for sale any 
fish taken in county. 


Titus County: Lawful to use seine or net with meshes 
not less than two inches square. 


Tom Green County: Gear permitted: ordinary hook and 
line, rod, reel, artificial bait or natura] bait, trotline or 
set line, provided that such trotline or set line is not 
equipped with more than 30 hooks, and group of persons 
fishing together may not use more than 2 trotlines or 
set lines, and no two trotlines or set lines shall be joined 
together. Twenty-foot minnow seine permitted for taking 
minnows, carp, buffalo, suckers; and garfish. Unlawful 
to sell, buy or attempt to buy any fish except buffalo, 
carp, suckers and gar. Unlawful to use crappie, catfish 
or bass for bait. Unlawful to transport minnows beyond 
county for sale or to transport more than 200 minnows 
beyond county for any purpose in any one day. 


Travis County: Gear permitted, ordinary hook and 
line, artificial lures, rod and reel, throw line or trotline. 
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Unlawful to use trotline or throw line with hooks spaced — 
closer than three feet. May take suckers, buffalo, carp 
and shad ‘with seine or net having meshes not less than 
one inch square, or with wire, rope or gig, but may not 
possess other fish while using such devices. Unlawful to 
transport minnows outside of county. Possession of more 
than 500 minnows evidence of violation of law. For tackle 
permitted in Colorado River lakes, see “Colorado River 
Lakes Regulations.” ) 


Trinity County: Same as Polk County. 


Uvalde County: Same as Chambers County. Unlaw- 
ful to take minnows for sale or to sell minnows taken 
in county. Unlawful for commercial minnow dealer or 
his employee to transport minnows from eounty. 


Val Verde County: The following special law applies to 
all of Val Verde County except the waters of Rio Grande 
River, the Pecos River and San Felipe Creek in that 
county. Gear permitted: ordinary pole and line, rod, 
reel and line; hand line; set line; throw line; trotline; 
and artificial lures. Not more than aggregate of 20 
hooks permitted on devices. Twenty-foot minnow seine 
permitted for taking minnows for bait. Unlawful to use 
crappie, catfish or bass for bait; unlawful to transport 
minnows from county. In Rio Grande River, Pecos River 
and San Felipe Creek, unlawful to use seines and nets, 
except twenty-foot minnow seine for taking minnows for 
bait. All waters of county, unlawful to sell bass, white 
perch, crappie or catfish. 


Walker County: Unlawful to transport minnows out 
of county for sale, or to transport more than 200 min- 
nows out of county for any purpose. 


Ward County: Seine or net unlawful, except twenty- 
foot minnow seine permitted for taking minnows for 
bait. Unlawful to sell bass, crappie or catfish. 


Wichita County: See Archer County. 


Williamson County: Seines and nets prohibited, ex- 
cept (1) minnow seine not more than 20 feet long 
for taking minnows for bait; (2) May take suckers, buf- 
falo, gar, shad and carp with seine or net having meshes 
not less than one inch square, or with wire, rope or gig, 
but may not possess other fish while using such devices. 
Unlawful to transport minnows out of county. Possession 
of more than 500 minnows evidence of violation of law. 


Wilson County: Unlawful to sell bass, perch, crappie 
or catfish taken in county. Seines and nets prohibited, 
except 10-foot minnow seine with meshes not less than 
one-fourth inch square to take minnows for bait. 


Wise County: Lawful to use seine or net having meshes 
more than 2 inches square except in any artificial lake 
covering more than 20 acres of ground that is fed by 
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stream or subject to overflow. Unlawful to fish in Eagle 
Mountain Lake and Lake Worth except in compliance 
with regulations fixed by Game, Fish and Oyster Com- 
mission. See “Lake Worth-Eagle Mountain Lake” this 
digest. 


Wood County: Seine, net or trap prohibited on bass, 
trout, crappie or white perch, bream or other perch. Un- 
lawful to sell or offer for sale any bass, trout, crappie 
or white perch, bream or other perch. 


Young County: Unlawful to sell any fish taken in county 
except those taken in Brazos River and Clear Fork of 
Brazos. Unlawful to take, catch or possess any fish 
taken from waters of Possum Kingdom Lake except in ae- 
cordance with regulations issued by Game, Fish and 
Ovster Commission. See Possum Kingdom Lake Regov- 
lations in this digest. Unlawful to use seine or net in Clear 
Fork of Brazos with mesh less than two inches square. In 
other waters of county (except Clear Fork of Brazos, 
Brazos River and Possum Kingdom Lake) unlawful to use 
any device except ordinary hook and line, trotline or ar- 
tificial baits, and 20-foot minnow seine with meshes not 
less than one-sixth of an inch square for taking minnows 
for bait. Trolling from motor boat unlawful. All waters 
of county, unlawful to take minnows for sale outside of 
district composed of Jack, Young, Stephens and Palo 
Pinto Counties. Unlawful to transport beyond district 
for purpose of sale, minnows taken from waters in dis- 
trict. 


Zavala County: Seines and nets unlawful, except seine 
or net with meshes not less than 8 inches square to 
take buffalo, carp, garfish and/or turtles; may take 
suckers, buffalo, gar, shad and carp with seine or net 
having meshes not less than one inch square, or with wire, 
rope or gig. but may not possess other fish while using 
such devices; minnow seine not longer than 20 feet used 
for taking minnows for bait. Sale of bass, crappie or 
catfish unlawfal. .

Sports Fishing License: None required. Persons may 
fish for pleasure in salt water without purchasing a non- 
resident, alien, or artificial lure license. Other licenses are 
still required. See above. 


Wholsale Fish Dealer’s License is required of each 
person, firm or corporation who buys for the purpose 
of selling to retail fish dealers and to the consumer, or 
who cans, preserves or processes egHae products for 
commercial purposes. 


Wholesale Truck Dealer’s License is required of each 
person, firm or corporation who operates a truck for the 
purpose of selling to or taking orders from retail fish 
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dealers and/or to the consumer trade. Separate license 
required for each truck operated. 


Retail Truck Dealer’s License is required of any person, 
firm or corporation engaged in the business of buying 
for the purpose of selling or distributing either fresh 
or frozen aquatic products to the consumer trade. 
Separate license required by each truck so operated and 
sales only permitted hotels, cafes and house to house 
peddling. 


Retail Fish Dealer’s License is required of any person, 
firm or corporation engaged in the business of buying 
for the purpose of selling either fresh or frozen edible 
aquatic products to the consumer. Separate license will 
be required for each market in which such dealer or 
person operates. Fee of such license based on population 
of the city. 


Retail Oyster Dealer’s License is required of any person, 
firm or corporation buying oysters only for the purpose 
of selling to the consumer trade in cities of more than 
7,500. (This license is provided for use of markets or 
dealers handling oysters only and who do not care to 
take out retail fish and oyster dealer’s license.) 


Resident Commercial Fisherman’s License is required 
of any person who takes fish, oysters, shrimp, and other 
edible aquatic products from the waters of this State 
for pay or for the purpose of sale, barter or exchange. 


Nonresident Commercial Fisherman’s License required 
of citizens of other State, or person who has not con- 
tinually been bona fide inhabitant of this State more 
than 1 year, and who takes edible aquatic life from tidal 
waters of State for pay or for sale, barter or exchange. 


Nonresident Commercial Fishing Boat License required 
for boat registered in another State or which has not 
continually been registered in this State for more than 
1 year, or which is not owned by person having bona 
fide place of business in this State for more than 1 year, 
and which is used in taking edible aquatic life from tidal 
salt waters of State for pay or for sale, barter or ex- 
change. 


Bait Dealer’s License is required of any person who 
sells either minnows, fish, shrimp or other aquatic prod- 
ucts for fish bait. 


Fish Guide License is required of any person who oper- 
ates a boat for pay or anything of value in accompanying 
or transporting any person engaged in taking any edible 
aquatic life from the waters of this State. 


Shrimp Trawl License is required of each boat operat- 
ing or towing a trawl. 
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Seine or Net License must be attached to each hundred 
feet or fraction thereof of each seine or net used for the 
purpose of taking fish or shrimp from the waters of this 
State, except in fresh waters for non-commercial pur- 
poses. 


Fish Boat License is required of each boat equipped 
with motor of any kind or with sails when used for taking 
aquatic products for commercial purposes. 


Skiff License is required for each boat propelled by 
oars or poles that is used for the purpose of taking aquatic 
products for commercial purposes. 


Cyster Dredge License is required for each boat used 
for the purpose of dredging oysters. 


Mussel License will be required for the purpose of taking 
mussel or mussel shells from the beds of state owned 
streams and waters. s 


All Fish and Oyster Licenses become effective Septem- 
ber 1 and expire August 31 of the following year. 


FISH 


Size Limit, commercial fishing: Flounder, not less than 
12 inches; speckled trout, not less than 12 inches; red 
fish, not less than 14 inches nor more than 35 inches; 
pompano, not less than 9 inches; sheepshead, not less than 
9 inches; mackerel, not less than 14 inches; and gafftop- 
sail, not less than 11 inches. 


Size limit, sport fishing: pompano, not less than 9 
inches; mackerel, not less than 14 inches; gafftopsail, 
not less than 11 inches. 


TERRAPIN, (Salt Water) 


Open Season: November, December, January and Feb- 
ruary. 


Size: Not less than six (6) inches in length. 


GREEN TURTLE 


Size: Not less than twelve (12) pounds in weight. 


OYSTERS 


Open Season: September 1st to March 31st. That part 
of Laguna Madre which is south and west of Baffin’s Bay 
has no closed season on oysters. 


Matagorda Bay: Unlawful to dredge oysters in the 
headwaters of Matagorda Bay east of a line from Palacios 
Point on the Mainland in Matagorda County across Mata- 
gorda Bay to Cotton Bayou on the Matagorda Peninsula. 
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\ Aransas Bay: Unlawful to use oyster dredge in that 


att of Aransas Bay west of a line running from the 


north end of Two by Four reef to the east side of Borup 
reef, and thence to the mainland. 


Carancahua Bay and Pass: Unlawful to use oyster 
dredge, or within 300 yards from the mouth of said pass 
in Matagorda Bay. 


Copano Bay: Unlawful to use oyster dredge or have in 
possession oysters taken from that part of Copano Bay 
west of a line drawn from the east gable of Sorenson’s 
clubhouse to the mouth of Mission Bay, except oysters 
taken from a private lease. 


Aransas, Nueces, Calhoun and Matagorda Counties: 
Unlawful to take oysters from the public beds or reefs 
from May 1 to September 1. Unlawful to take oysters 
from private oyster beds without the consent of the 
owner. 


Size Limit: In shell, 34 inches. 


American citizens, or any firm or corporation com- 
posed of such citizens, may use scrapers or dredges in 
removing oysters from natural reefs provided they have 
procured a license from the Game, Fish and Oyster Com- 
mission before beginning operations. 

The Game, Fish and Oyster Commission is empowered 
to close a reef by giving two weeks’ notice when it has 
reason to believe same is being overworked. 


Shell from oysters opened or shucked on board the 
boat must be deposited on shore as directed by Game, 
Fish and Oyster Commission. 


A person leasing an oyster claim or reef may obtain 
permission from the Game, Fish and Oyster Commission 
to seine thereon for drumfish. 


SHRIMP 


Closed Season: Unlawful to catch or possess shrimp or 
use or possess any shrimp trawl] during the periods July 
15th to August 31st and December 15th to March 1st. 
There are exceptions to these restrictions, as follows: 
(1) The closed season and prohibition against trawls ap- 
plies only to the inland salt waters, and not to the Gulf 
of Mexico; (2) May possess shrimp lawfully taken or 
imported from other States at any time; (3) May take 
shrimp for bait from tidal waters at any time with 
20-foot minnow seine, cast net, or shrimp trawl not more 
than 10 feet wide at the mouth and not more than 25 


feet long. Persons offering shrimp for sale must have 
‘license. May have shrimp trawl aboard any vessel 


licensed to operate such a trawl during the closed 
season noted above, when such vessel is at port or in 
a channel en route to and from open waters. 


Note: No size limit on shrimp. 
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Restrictions on Use of Seines and Nets 


There are no restrictions on devices permitted in tidal 
waters of Cameron county north of a line due east and 
west from a point on Padre Island shore, four miles 
north of the North Brazos Santiago Jetties. 


Seines (except 20-foot minnow seine), nets (except 
cast nets) and trawls (except those not more than 10- 
foot in width at mouth and not more than 25 feet long) 
prohibited in the following waters: Corpus Christi Bay 
within one-half mile of mainland shore line between Flour 
Bluff Point and city limits of Corpus Christi, Corpus 
Christi Bay within 1 mile of Dimmit Island in Nueces 
County, Corpus Christi Bay within one-half mile of main- 
land shore between a point one-half mile east of Ingle- 
side Docks and north end of Nueces Bay causeway, the 
east side of and within one-half mile of Nueces Bay 
causeway, and Red Fish Bay in Nueces County. 


Seines and nets (except cast net and 20-foot minnow 
seine) and trawls (except bait trawls not more than 10 
feet wide at mouth and not more than 25 feet long) 
prohibited in Caranchua Creek, Caranchua Bay and its 
lakes and coves, Caranchua Pass and within a radius 
of 1000 yards from its mouth in Matagorda Bay, Kellers 
Creek and that part of Kellers Bay within radius of 1000 
yards from southwest corner of Olivia State Highway 
Roadside Park; Coloma Creek and Powder Horn Lake; 
Powder Horn Bayou or within radius of 1000 yards from 
its mouth in Matagorda Bay; Chocolate Creek and within 
a radius of 100 yards from its mouth in Chocolate Bay; 
Lavaca Bay within 1000 yards of each side of Lavaca 
Bay Causeway. In all waters of Calhoun and Matagorda 
counties and of Matagorda Bay where trammel, strike 
or gill nets are permitted, a pocket net or drag seine 
not longer than 1800 feet, of not less than 14 inch square 
mesh except for sack or purse of not less than one ineh 
square mesh, is also permitted. 


Seines (except 20-foot minnow ‘seine for bait), and 
nets prohibited; bait shrimp trawl not more than 10 
feet lone with trawl boards not more than 18 inches in 
width or 86 inches in length permitted in Copano Bay 
west of the causeway on the main highway northeast 
of Rockport. 


Seines, nets and trawls, (except cast nets, shrimp 
trawls 10 feet wide and 25 feet long, and 20-foot minnow 
seine) prohibited in the tidal waters of Willacy county 
west of Padre Island. 


Seines (except 20-foot minnow seine), nets (except 
cast nets) and trawls (except licensed bait trawls not 
more than 10 feet wide at mouth and not more than 25 
feet long) unlawful in following waters: Corpus Christi 
Bay and Laguna Madre and connecting inlets or bayous, 
lying between a line on the north running east from a 
stake or marker on the shore on the northeasterly point 
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of Flour Bluff to a stake or marker on Mustang Island 


one mile north of Corpus Christi Pass, and the Nueces- 
Kleberg county line on the south; Callo Del Oso and 
connecting inlets and bayous; Osa Creek; Corpus Christi 
Pass; Aransas Pass; within one mile of the passes 
mentioned herein; Aransas Bay lying south of a line run- 
ning from a stake or marker on the shore of St. Joseph 
Island one mile north of the bayside entrance te the 
Pass, commonly known as North Pass, to the southern 
end of Mud Island, thence to the north side of entrance 
to Corpus Christi Bayou; between Harbor Island and 
St. Joseph Island; between Harbor. Island and Mustang 
Island; Redfish Bay and connecting inlets and bayous 
lying south and southwest of a line starting at the 
juncture of the railroad dumps on the mainland, running 
east along the center of said dumps to its eastern ex- 
tremity, thence northeast to the north side of the eastern 
entrance to Corpus Christi Bayou; thence southeast te 
the northern extremity of Harbor Island to a stake or 
marker, and north and northeast of a line’ running 
directly east and west from mainland to Harbor Island 
across the southern extremity of Ransom Point; or in 
any pass or channel leading from one body of water 
to another in any of the salt waters of Nueces County. 


Strike nets, gill nets, and trammel nets are permitted 
August 15 to May 15 in East Galveston Bay in the 
counties of Galveston and Chambers, except in the fel- 
lowing waters: Swan Lake, Moses Lake, Clear Lake, 
Dickinson Bayou west of the line running from Miller’s 
Point to April Fool Point, Turtle Bay and all waters 
lying northwest of a line extending from Kemah in 
Galveston County to a point known as Mesquite Knoll 
in Chambers County, all of Galveston Bay lying east ef 
a line from extreme western point of Smith’s Point in 
Chambers County to west bank of Siever’s Cut where 
East Bay intersects with the north bank of the Intra- 
coastal Canal .on Bolivar Peninsula in Galveston County 
at Siever’s Fish Camp, which Cut is at a point southwest 
of Elm Grove Point on Bolivar Peninsula in Galveston 
County, and northeast of Baffle Point on _ Bolivar 
Peninsula in Galveston County. Shrimp trawls, not more 
than 10 by 25 feet are permitted in the above waters. 


Seines (except 20-foot minnow seine) and nets (ex- 
cept cast nets) unlawful in the following waters: bays, 


streams, bayous or canals of Orange, Jefferson, Harris and 


Brazoria Counties and portions of Chambers and Gal- 
veston counties not heretofore mentioned; inland waters, 
streams, lakes, bayous or canals of Matagorda county 
not heretofore mentioned; Agua Dulce Creek, Shamrock 
Cove, that part of Nueces Bay not heretofore mentioned; 
Ingleside Cove; Red Fish Cove; Shoal Bay; Mud Flats; 
Shallow Bay; which are defined as beginning at the 
southwest end of Red Fish Cove, thence south of a line 
intersecting Corpus Christi Channel, and all waters lying 
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from this line, the said Channel, and between Harbor 
Island and the mainland to Aransas Bay; Aransas Bay 
between Port Aransas and Corpus Christi Bayou and 
between Harbor Island and Mud Island; that part of 
Copano Bay not heretofore mentioned; Mission Bay in 
Refugio County; Puerto Bay; St. Charles Bay; Hynes 
Bay; Contec Lake; Oyster Lake; Sabine Pass; San Luis 
Pass; Brown’s Cedar Pass; Mitchell’s Cut; Pass Cavallo; 
Cedar Bayou; North Pass or St. Joe Pass; Brazos Santiago 
Pass or the pass on the north of Laguna Madre, defined 
at beginning one-fourth mile southwest of Peat Island 
running from said point to Flour Bluff in Nueces County; 
or in or within one mile of the passes herein mentioned, 
or any other pass, stream or canal leading from one body 
of bay or coastal water into another body. 


In all waters not heretofore mentioned, seines are pro- 
hibited. In such waters not heretofore mentioned how- 
ever, cast nets, set nets, trammel nets or strike nets of 
not less than. one and one-half inch square mesh and 
shrimp trawls 10 by 25 feet may be used. 


Seines, not more than 1800 feet long and of not less 
than 14 inch square mesh except the bag and fifty feet 
on each side of the bag which may be of not less than 
one inch square mesh, permitted in the Gulf of Mexico. 


Permits for the use of seines or nets suitable for the 
purpose may be obtained from the Game, Fish and Oyster. 
Commission for removal of rough fish from those tidal 
waters of this State in which either seining or netting 
is permitted. The proposed device must be first in- 
spected and tagged by a representative of the Game, 
Fish and Oyster Commission. License Fee $5.00. “Rough 
fish” are buffalo, mullet and other fish which are not 
ordinarily caught on a hook and line. 


It is unlawful to use shrimp trawl without a license 
or seine or net without a tag, issued by the Game, Fish 
and Oyster Commission, attached to such device. 


Unlawful to have in possession any seine, strike net, 
gill net, trammel] net, or shrimp trawl in or on any of the 
waters of this State where device is prohibited from 
being used unless such device is on board a vessel when 
such vessel is at port or in a channel while en route to 
or from the Gulf of Mexico. Any seine or net shrimp 
trawl possessed in violation of this law is subject to 
seizure by any officer and destruction by a court order. 


Unlawful to use any seine, net or shrimp trawl in any 
channel or canal connecting one body of bay water with 
another body of bay water, or in any canal or channel 
connecting bay with the Gulf of Mexico or within a mile 
of such channel. 
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IT IS UNLAWFUL TO— 


Use a dredge or any means other than hand tongs in 
water less than 4 feet deep. 


Use power dredge in water less than 6 feet deep. 


Ship, sell or possess for purposes of sale any fish or 
oysters taken from an insanitary reef. 


Plant, or buy oysters for planting, bedding, market- 
ing, or other purpose during closed season without permit 
from the Game, Fish and Oyster Commission. 


Ship or accept for shipment or transportation during 
closed season, oysters taken from public reefs. 


Fail, or refuse to scatter culls from oysters you take 
from reefs. 


Open or shuck oysters for market near or on reefs. 


Sell oysters taken for planting or depositing for prep- 
aration for market. 


Sell cargo of oysters containing more than five per 
cent young oysters. 


Use insanitary containers. 
Float or bloat oysters. 


Deface, injure, destroy or remove any buoy, marker 
or fence, or part thereof. 


Refuse to show license. 


Erect, set, operate or maintain any fish pound not 
within three (8) nautical miles from coast line without 
permit from Game, Fish and Oyster Commission. 


Take from public salt or fresh waters any sand, shell 
or gravel without first obtaining a permit from the Game, 
Fish and Oyster Commission. For details write Game, 
Fish and Oyster Commission, Austin, Texas. 


Use explosives or poison water. 


Use any seine, net, gill net, trotline or other device, 
except hook and line, for the purpose of fishing within 
the channel, turning basin, or other waters of any naviga- 
tion district. 


All undersize fish must be returned to the waters from 
which taken. 


Use, operate, sail, anchor, tie, or moor to the bank 
any boat, sailboat, motorboat, skiff, barge, raft, or other 
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floating device, or to place any post, piling, obstruction, 
wire, rope, cable, net or trap, in or upon the waters of 
any natural or artificial pass which is now or may be 
hereafter opened, reopened, dredged, excavated, con- 
structed, and maintained by the Game, Fish and Oyster 
Commission of the State of Texas as a fish pass, between 
the Gulf of Mexico and any inland bay, within a distance 
of two thousand, eight hundred (2,800) feet inside of such 
pass where it empties into or opens upon the Gulf of 
Mexico.

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FUR-BEARING ANIMAL LAWS 


Animals classified as fur-bearers by law are wild 
beaver, wild otter, wild mink, wild ring-tail cat, wild 
badger, wild polecat or skunk, wild raccoon, wild musk- 
rat, wild opossum, wild fox and wild civet cat. They 
must not be confused with those animals legally defined 
as game animals. Game animals may not be trapped at 
any time, nor may their pelts or hides be sold. Game 
animals are wild deer, wild elk, wild antelope, javelina, 
wild Rocky Mountain sheep, wild black bear, wild gray 
and red squirrels, cat squirrels or fox squirrels. (See 
Game Laws) 


Property of State 


The protected fur-bearing animals and their pelts are 
the property of the State until they have been lawfully 
taken, and all regulations and laws complied with. 


Open Season (General Laws) 


The period of time when it is lawful to take fur-bear- 
ing animals, as defined specifically above, is during the 
months of December and January (except muskrats) of 
each year, but there are exceptions to this general rule. 
Those exceptions are noted below in a summary of 
special laws that apply to various Counties. Furbearers 
may be taken with traps, guns or dogs, with exceptions 
noted below. 


Muskrats: May be taken from November 15th to March 
15th with traps only, except that persons may kill musk- 
rats on their own premises at any time by any means. 
Unlawful to trap or kill muskrats on land of another 
without permission of landowner or lessee, whether the 
land is posted or inclosed or not. 


Open Season (Special Laws) 


In some Counties it is unlawful to kill, take or have 
in possession for sale any wild fox or the pelt thereof 
at any time of the year. In other Counties it is unlawful 
to take or kill fox unless they are destroying or are 
about to destroy, domestic stock, or unless other special 
provisions have been. made by law, but even in these 
cases it is unlawful to sell their pelts except during the 
open season of December and January. 


Bastrop, Brazos, Burleson, Falls, Henderson, Hopkins,. 
Limestone, Washington and Wood Counties: Season 
closed on fox, except when destroying or about to destroy 
domestic fowls or other domestic stock. 


Bowie, Hardin, Jefferson, Liberty, Red River, Rusk, 
Shelby and Smith Counties: Season closed on fox and 
sale of pelts unlawful. 
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Brewster, Culberson, El Paso, Hudspeth, Jeff Davis, 
Pecos, Presidio, Reeves and. Terrell Counties: Lawful to 
trap otter or muskrat December 1 to January 31, both 
inclusive. Open season on beaver, January 1 to January 
15, and bag limit 3. 


Camp County: Unlawful to use trap or guns to take 
fox or to sell pelts. 


Cass County: May take, kill or have in possession for 
sale wild fox or their pelts during month of December 
only. 


Cherokée County: Unlawful to set steel trap for pur- 
pose of taking fur-bearing animals except from Decem- 
ber 15 to January 15, or when set within 200 yards of 
some residence. 


Cottle County: Open season December 1 to February 
15, all fur-bearers except muskrats, which may be taken 
November 15 to April 1 inclusive. 


Denton, Freestone, Kaufman, Leon, Madison, Milam, 
San Jacinto and Walker Counties: No closed season on 
fox. 


Guadalupe County and Red River County east of Mc- 
Cullouch Ferry Road running northeast from Clarksville, 
through Vandalie, Vesey and Ackworth to McCullouch 
Ferry on Red River and lying north of old state high- 
way No. 5, running east from Clarksville through English 
and Avery to Bowie County line: Season closed on rac- 
coon and mink until December, 1946. 


Harrison County: Steel trap, snare or deadfall un- 
lawful except when furbearers are destroying or about 
to destroy domestic stock; but when controllers of 1280 
or more acres of land are protecting or propagating game 
birds, such devices may be used and sale of pelts is per- 
mitted. 


Kimble, Maverick and Val Verde Counties: Open season 
on beaver, January 1 to January 15, both days inclusive. 
Bag limit 3 per season. | 


Navarro County: Unlawful to set a steel trap, snare or 
deadfall to take fox. 


Parker County: Unlawful to liberate or possess fox. 
Robertson County: May not sell fox or their pelts. 


Sabine and San Augustine Counties: Lawful to use 
any type of trap, or snare to take opossums, bobcats 
and catamounts at any time of the year. 


Trapper Defined 


A resident trapper is any person who takes for the 
purpose of barter, sale, or who sells, or offers for sale - 


Tieoet 


the pelts of any of the furbearing animals of this state, 


and who has been a bona fide resident of this state two 
(2) years prior to his application for a license. All others 
are non-resident trappers. 


Trapper’s License 


The fee for a Resident Trapper’s License is One Dol- 
lar ($1.00). For a Non-Resident Trapper’s License it is 
two hundred ($200.00) dollars. 


Beaver-Otter License: $50.00 license fee to trap beaver 
and otter outside of county of residence. 


Propogation of Furbearing Animals 


For a fee of $5.00 a permit can be obtained for the 
purpose of taking furbearing animals alive during the 
open season for the purpose of sale or propagation. 


Fur Buyers Defined 


Wholesale Fur Buyer: One who purchases for himself 
or on behalf of another person, the pelt or pelts of any 
of the furbearing animals of this State from a retail fur 
buyer and/or from the trapper. 


Retail Fur Buyer: A retail fur buyer is any person 
who purchases the pelt or pelts of any of the furbearing 
animals of this State from the trappers only. 


Fur Buyer’s License 


The fee for a Retail Fur Buyer’s License is $5.00. The 
fee for a Wholesale Fur Buyer’s License is $25.00. 


Dealer’s Report 


Every Fur Dealer must file with the Game, Fish and 
Oyster Commission, not later than the tenth day of 
each month, a complete sworn report, on printed forms 
furnished by the Game, Fish and Oyster Commission, of 
the kind and number of the pelts of furbearing animals 
purchased in this State and shipped out of the State dur- 
ing the preceding month. No report is required for 
those months when no pelts are purchased. The above 
report is required of dealers who buy in the State and 
ship out of the State. If the dealer is a tanner, furrier, 
taxidermist or manufacturer, who tans or manufactures 
the pelt into a finished product in this State, a report 
is required not later than the tenth day of the month 
which shows the number of pelts purchased during the 
preceding month. 
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Undried Pelts 


The possession of undried pelts after fifteen days after 
the close of the open season shall be PRIMA FACIE evi- 
dence that the pelt was taken during the closed season. 
The trapper is given fifteen days immediately following — 
the close of the open season for drying of pelts taken 
by him during the open seasen. 


Predatory Animals 


Wolves, coyotes, cougars, rabbits, wildcats, bobcats, 
weasels, mountain lions, Mexican lions, and ocelot are 
not classed as furbearing animals. They are not pro- 
tected by law. They may be killed at any time of the 
year. 


It is unlawful for any person to possess or to receive, 
or to have for the purpese of tranporting, or for the 
purpose of turning loose, or to turn loose or to cause 
to be turned leose any live welf within this State. 


Important Notice 


Federal Lacey Act: This legislation, enacted in 1900, 
and amended and ineorperated in the Criminal Code of 
the United States in 1909, prohibits the delivery of dead 
bodies of wild animals or parts thereof to any common 
carrier for transportation from one State to another 
when such animals have been killed or shipped in viola- 
tion of State Laws. 
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HUNTING LAWS 


LICENSES 


Resident: Price $2.00. Required of every Texas citizen 
over 17 years of age who hunts out of the county of his 
residence. A “citizen” includes any person who has been 
for more than six months immediately preceding appli- 
cation for license a bona fide resident of Texas. 


(Note: Unlawful to hunt in Blanco, Brewster, Crockett, 
Culberson, Edwards, El Paso, Gillespie, Hudspeth, Ken- 
dall, Kerr, Kimble, Kinney, Llano, Mason, Medina, Me- 
nard, Real, Schleicher, Sutton, Terrell and Val Verde 
counties without a hunting license, the only exceptions 
being persons under 17 and persons hunting on their own 
property or property on which they reside. Resident 
hunting licenses bought in counties other than those 
above named are valid in the above named counties.) 


Non-Resident: Price $25.00. Required of every person 
who is not a citizen of this State, or who is an alien. 


Hunting Boat: Price $2.00. Required of every person 
owning or navigating a sail boat or power boat for ac- 
commodating hunters for pay. 


Shooting Preserve: Price $5.00. Required of every per- 
son who acts as manager for any club or shooting resort, 
or lessor of premises leased for hunting purposes, who 
accommodates hunters for pay. 


Game Breeder’s: Price $2.00. Required of every person 
who holds in captivity any game animals or game birds 
for the purpose of propagation for sale. Apply to Game, 
Fish and Oyster Commission for detailed information. 


Blind: In Harrison and Marion Counties license re- 
quired for operation of commercial blins for use in hunt- 
ing waterfowl. Price $5 for each blind. Such license is 
not required of sportsmen hunting in private blinds. 


It is Unlawful To— 


Hunt out of county of your residence without a license. 
Hunt under license of another. 
Allow another person to hunt under your license. 


Receive any hunter on board a boat for pay unless 
owner has a license for his boat. 


GAME BIRDS 


Brant, chachalaca, doves, ducks, geese, grouse, par- 
tridge, pheasants, pigeons (wild), plover, prairie chickens, 
quail, shore birds of all varieties, snipe and turkey are 
game birds. 
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All wild birds belong to the people of this state. It is 
unlawful to kill or have in possession, either dead or 
alive, any wild, non-game bird, except the following 
birds, which are unprotected: black bird, butcher bird 
(shrike), buzzard (vulture), crows, duckhawk, eagle 
(golden or Mexican brown), goshawk, hawk (Cooper’s 
or blue darter, and sharp-shinned), jaybirds, owl (great 
horned), pelicans (white), ravens, ricebirds, roadrunners, 
sapsuckers, sparrows (English), starlings, and wood- 
pecker. Canaries and parrots as domestic pets are un- 
protected. 


It Is Unlawful To— 


Kill a brown pelican. 
Kill or molest a carrier pigeon. 
Take game birds by net or trap. 


Destroy the nests or eggs of any birds protected by 
the laws of this State. 


MIGRATORY GAME BIRDS 


Warning: On the opening day of season, no person 
may possess any migratory game bird in excess of the 
daily bag limit. 

Migratory game birds may be possessed for only 90 
days after the close of the season, and may be placed on 
storage not later than 8 days after close of season. 


Means of Taking: Baiting or live decoys prohibited. 
Taking from automobile or aircraft prohibited. May not 
use shotgun larger than 10 gauge, and may not use auto- 
loading or repeating shotgun capable of holding more 
than three shells, including those in the magazine and 
chamber. Shotgun must be shot from shoulder. 

May not take migratory game birds from any power- 
driven boat or boat under tow or sail. Sinkbox prohibited. 

May not take waterfowl by means, aid or use of cattle, 
horses or mules. 


Restricted Areas: May not take ducks or geese on any 
State or Federal refuge or preserve, or take them from 
any enclosed private property without the consent of the 
owner or agent of said property. 


Federal Stamp: No person over the age of 16 may 
hunt migratory waterfowl without a Federal stamp (pro- 
curable at Post Offices). 


BRANT, COOT, DUCKS AND GEESE 


Open Season: Nov. 4 to Nov. 17, both dates inclusive, 
and Dec. 16 to Dec. 29 both dates inclusive. 


Shooting Hours: On Nov. 4 and Dec. 16, from 12:00 
o’clock noon to one hour before sunset; all other days of 
season, sunrise to one hour before sunset. 
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Bag and Possession Limits 
Coot: 25. Only one day’s kill may be possessed. 


Ducks: 4 in the aggregate per day, including not more 
than one wood duck. Possession limited to two days’ kill, 
including not more than one wood duck. 


Exception: American and Kedbreasted Mergansers: 25 
singly or in the aggregute per day. No possession limit. 


Geese and Brant: 4 in the aggregate per day or in 
possession, including in such limit either 1 Canada goose 
(ineluding Hutchins or cackling goose) or 1 white-fronted 
goose. 


GALLINULES AND RAILS (EXCEPT COOT) 
Open Season: Sept. 1 to Nov. 30, both dates inclusive. 


Shooting Hours: Sunrise to one hour before sunset. 


Bag and Possession Limits 


Rails and Gallinules (except Sora and Coot): 15 in the 
aggregate of all kinds per day or in possession. 


Sera: 25 per day, or in possession. 


DOVES 


Bag Limit: Ten in the aggregate of either or both 
mourning and white-winged doves per day. Not more 
than one days’ kill in possession. 


Shooting Hours: One-half hour before sunrise to sun- 
set. . 


Open Season—Mouruing Doves 


North Zone: Sept. 1 to Oct. 15, both dates inclusive, 
in Val Verde, Kinney, Uvalde, Medina, Kendall, Comal, 
Hays, Travis, Williamson, Milam, Robertson, Leon, Hous- 
ton Cherokee, Nacogdoches, Shelby and all counties north 
and west thereof. 


Seuth Zone: Oct. 20 to Dec.''3. 


Exception: Cameron, Hidalgo,. Starr, Zapata, Webb, 
Maverick, Dimmit, LaSalle, Jim Hogg, Brooks, Kenedy 
and Willacy counties: Sept. 12, 14 and 16 from 4 p. m. 
until sunset, and October 20 to November 380, both dates 
inclusive, from one-half hour before sunrise to sunset. 


Open Season—White-Winged Doves 


Brewster, Brooks, Cameron, Culberson, Dimmit, El

Federal Law: Migratory birds and waterfowl may be 
possessed for only 90 days after close of season. 


WILDLIFE SANCTUARITIES 


Vingt et Un Islands in Galveston Bay: It is unlawful 
to enter upon these islands for any purpose without per- 
mission of the Game, Fish and Oyster Commission. 


Rockport Wildlife Sanctuary: Unlawful to take any 
birds or animals. (Boundaries described by suitable mark- 
ers in Rockport area.) 
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Lake Corpus Christi (except that part of the lake lo- 
cated in Jim Wells and Nueces Counties): Unlawful to 
enter with gun or rifle, or to attempt to shoot any bird 
or animal. 


Wichita County: Hunting, except for ducks and geese, 
prohibited in certain marked areas in and near Wichita 
Falls. For boundaries consult local Game Warden. 


Public Parks: Hunting prohibited at all times in public 
parks under control of State Parks Board. 


Military Reservations: Hunting doves, ducks, geese or 
other migratory birds prohibited at all times on military 
reservations, except Matagorda Island. 


SHIPMENT AND SALE 


It is unlawful to sell or buy game birds or game ani- 
mals, dead or alive, regardless of where caught or killed, 
except game breeders and taxidermists who may sell un- 
claimed specimens; but deer hides may be sold. 


It is unlawful to bring game into this state during the 
closed season on such game without a permit from the 
Game, Fish and Oyster Commission. 


It is unlawful to ship game except to one’s own home or 
to a taxidermist and unless affidavit is attached that the 
shipper has lawfully killed such game. 


IT IS UNLAWFUL TO— 


Hunt in State Parks under the control of the Texas 
State Parks Board. 


Kill or hunt any game bird or game animal between 
one-half hour after sunset and one-half hour before sun- 
rise. See regulations for migratory birds. 


Hunt for hire or hire anyone to hunt. 


Hunt from an automobile, motor boat, sail boat, boat 
under tow, or airplane. 


Hunt on a State Game Preserve. 


Hunt or fish on enclosed lands of another without the 
owner’s consent. 


Shoot any gun or firearm in, on, along or across any 
public road in this state. 


Refuse to stop a vehicle or automobile, when demanded 
by a game and fish warden, or refuse to allow game and 
fiish warden to search your game bag when he has. reason 
to believe that a game law has been violated. 
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FRESH WATER FISH LAWS 


GENERAL REGULATIONS 


Licenses Required: Resident citizens of Texas must 
procure an Artificial Lure License, price $1.10. There are 
no exceptions because of age or any other reason. 


Non-residents of Texas or aliens must procure a Non- 
resident or Alien Fishing License, price $5.00, or a Five- 
Day License, price $1.10, when fishing with any kind of 
bait in fresh water. 


Unlawful for any resident citizen ef Texas to fish in the 
ecunties of Blanco, Brewster, Crockett, Culberson, Ed- 
wards, El Paso, Gillespie, Hudspeth, Kendall, Kerr, Kim- 
ble, Kinney, Llano, Mason, Menard, Real, Schleicher, Sut- 
ton, Terrell, and Val Verde without a resident fishing 
license, except persons under 17 years of age shall not be 
required to hold such license and except persons fishing on 
land they own or on which they reside shall not be re- 
quired to hold a resident fishing license. Fee for Resident 
Fishing License is 55c. 

A seine er net hcense is required of commercial fisher- 
men operating in fresh waters as well as those operating 
in salt water. (See Salt Water and Commercial Fishing 
Laws.) 


A license is required te sell fish. (See Salt Water and 
Commercial Fishing Laws.) 

An artificial lure is any manufactured bait or imitation 
of a natural bait. 


Method ef Taking: Ordinary pole and line, set line, trot- 
line, artificial lures and seines or nets of not less than 
three-inch square mesh are permitted. Seine or net made 
of wire or other metallic substance is prohibited. Min- 
now seines not more than twenty feet in length for the 
purpose of taking minnows for bait are permitted. All 
ether methods or means of taking fish are prohibited un- 
less especially noted below. 


Size Limits: Large-mouth black bass, small-mouth 
black bass, spotted bass, or any sub-species of these 
fishes, not less than seven inches. Limits in certain coun- 
ties are noted below. 


Bag Limit: Large-mouth black bass, small-mouth black 
bass, spotted bass, or any sub-species of these fishes, sing- 
ly or in the aggregate, fifteen (15), of which not more 
than ten (10) shall be of greater length than eleven (11) 
inches; white bass, twenty-five (25); blue catfish, channel 
eatfish and yellow catfish, singly or in the aggregate, twen- 
ty-five (25); crappie or white perch, twenty-five (25). 
In those counties where sale of catfish is permitted, this 
limitation as to possession of catfish does not apply to 
persons having a commercial fisherman’s license, whole- 
sale fish dealer’s license, wholesale truck dealer’s fish 
Micense, or retail fish dealer’s license. 
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Sale Prohibited: Sale of black bass or crappie or white 
perch prohibited in all counties. Special sale restrictions 
noted below. 


Minnow Laws: License required for dealing in minnows. 
(See Salt Water and Commercial Fishing Laws.) Other 
restrictions on sale or transportation of minnows noted 
below. 


Notice: It is unlawful to fish by any method in waters 
within the confines of any public park under the control 
of the State Parks Board, without the consent of persen 
in charge of the park. 


It is unlawful to fish from deck or road surface of any 
highway bridge or causeway maintained by State High- 
way Department or to leave any dead fish or bait on 
sueh property. 


It is unlawful to enter the enclosed land of another 
without the consent of the owner or person in charge 
thereof and thereon catch or take, or attempt to catch 
fish. 


It must be understood that the special county regula- 
tions listed below are supplementary to the general reg- 
ulations and any restrictions contained in a special law 
must be obeyed even though they appear to be in conflict 
with the general law, and likewise any privilege granted 
in a special law may be enjoyed without concern for gen- 
eral restrictions. 


SPECIAL REGULATIONS 


County Laws 


Anderson County: Unlawful to fish for, take or catch, 
or have in possession for sale, or to carry, transport or 
ship for sale, or to buy or sell or offer for sale or offer to 
buy, barter or exchange fish taken from waters of 
Neches River. 


Archer County: Big Wichita River, Lake Kemp, Diver- 
sion Lake, etc.: No seines and nets permitted, except 
twenty-foot minnow seine of not less than one-sixth ineh 
square mesh for taking minnows for bait. May use one 
trotline per person or not more than two per party of two 
or more persons. Trotlines must not be set nearer than 
fifty (50) feet apart, nor contain more than fifty 
(50) hooks with any two hooks thereon nearer than four 
(4) feet apart. Unlawful to offer for barter or sale bass, 
perch, crappie, catfish, or other fish except minnows for 
bait. 


Bandera County: Unlawful to use seines and nets. May 
use ten-foot minnow seine of not less than one-fourth 
inch square mesh for taking minnows for bait. Unlawful 
to sell or offer to sell any bass, perch, crappie or catfish. 
Unlawful to take minnows from county for sale, or to 
transport more than 200 such minnows from county. 


Laas 


Baylor County: See Archer County. 


Bell County: Lawful to take suckers, buffalo, carp, 
shad or gar with seine or net, the meshes of which shall 
not be less than one-inch square and with wire, rope or 
gig, provided that any bass, crappie or white perch, cat- 
fish, perch or trout caught by above methods may not be 
retained. Unlawful to possess any of above game fish 
while any of above rough fish are in possession. Unlaw- 
ful to sell minnows taken in county. Unlawful to take 
more than 125 minnows out of county. 


Bexar County: Only ordinary hook and line, or trot- 
line or artificial bait permitted, and ten-foot minnow 
seine of not less than one-fourth inch square mesh for 
taking minnows for bait. Unlawful to sell or offer to sell 
any bass, perch, crappie or catfish. 


Blanco County: May use 20-foot minnow seine for tak- 
ing minnows for bait. Unlawful to take or possess for pur- 
pose of sale any catfish, perch, crappie, bream or bass. 
Unlawful to transport minnows from county. Possession 
of more than 500 minnows prima facie evidence of viola- 
tion. May take suckers, buffalo, carp, shad or gar with 
seines and nets of not less than one-inch mesh, or with 
wire, rope or gig, but may not possess other fish when 
using such devices. Otherwise, seines and nets prohibited. 


Bosque County: Unlawful to sell or offer to sell or to 
buy bass, crappie, perch, channel or Opelousas catfish taken 
from Bosque River and its tributaries. In Bosque River 
and tributaries, unlawful to use drag seine or any kind of 
net, except: (1) Dip net not more than 36 inches in diam- 
eter, approved trap and 20-foot minnow seine for catch- 
ing minnows for bait; (2) Suckers, carp, buffalo, shad and 
gar may be taken with seine or net of not less than one- 
-ineh square mesh, or with wire, rope or gig, but such de- 
vices may not be used on other fish, and other fish may 
not be possessed while using such devices. Trolling is per- 
mitted from boat propelled by ordinary oars or paddles, 
only, in Bosque River and its tributaries. Unlawful to 
transport minnows out of county for purpose of sale, and 
transportation of more than 100 minnows out of county 
evidence of violation of law. 


Bowie County: Seine or net of not less than 2-inch 
square mesh permitted in Sulphur River. Other waters of 
county, seines and nets prohibited, except: (1) Twenty- 
foot minnow seine for catching minnows for bait; (2) 
hoop, trammel or gill net having not less than 38-inch 
square mesh for catching buffalo, carp and catfish. Gig, 
ordinary hook and line, set hook and line and artificial 
bait permitted. : 


Brewster County: Unlawful to sell or offer for sale 
any fish taken in county. 
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Brown County: Unlawful to use seine or net except 20- 
foot minnow seine to take minnows for bait. Unlawful to 
sell bass, crappie or catfish taken in county. 


Burnet County: Unlawful to sell bass, crappie or cat- 
fish taken in county. Seines and nets prohibited except: 
(1) Twenty-foot minnow seine to take minnows for bait; 
(2) May take suckers, buffalo, carp, shad and gar with 
seines and nets having meshes not less than one-inch 
Square, or with wire, rope or gig, but may not possess 
other fish when using such devices. Unlawful to transport 
minnows out of county. For devices for taking fish in 
lake waters, see special laws noted in Colorado River 
lakes regulations. 


Cass County: Gig, ordinary hook and line, set hook 
and line and artificial bait permitted. Seines and nets 
prohibited, except: (1) Twenty-foot minnow seine for 
catching minnows for bait; (2) Hoop, trammel or gill net 
of not less than 3-inch square mesh for catching buffalo, 
carp and catfish. 


Chambers County: May take suckers, buffalo, carp, 
shad and gar with seines and nets the meshes of which 
are not less than one-inch square, or with wire, rope or 
gig, but may not possess other fish when using such de- 
vices. 


Cherokee County: Seines and nets unlawful in Neches 
and Angelina Rivers. 


Coleman County: Unlawful to use seine or net except: 
(1) 20-ft. minnow seine for catching minnows for bait; 
(2) net of not less than 3-inch-square mesh for taking 
carp and suckers in Colorado River. 


Collin County: Same as Chambers County. 


Comanche County: Seines and nets unlawful except 20- 
foot minnow seine tor taxing minnows for bait. Set, 
throw or trotline may nov have hooks spaced closer than 
three feet apart. Possession of prohibited tackle within 
200 yards of public waters prima facie evidence of viola- 
tion. 


Concho County: Unlawful to transport more than 200 
minnows out of county. No minnows may be transported 
out of county for sale. Unlawful to sell bass, crappie, 
white perch or catfish taken in county. Seines and nets 
prohibited, except 20-foot minnow seine for taking min- 
nows, and nets of not less than three-inch square mesh 
for catching carp and suckers in Colorado River. 


Cooke County: Fish taken in county may not be sold. 
Ordinary heek and line, set line, throw line, er ordinary 
cord line permitted. Seines and nets prehibited except: 
(1) Twenty-foot minnow seine for taking minnows for 
bait; (2) Seines or nets the meshes of which are not less 
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than one-inch square, or wire, rope or gig for taking 
suckers, buffalo, carp, shad and gar, but no other fish may 
be possessed when using such devices; (3) seine or net 
having mesh not less than one and one-half inches square 
to seine fish for propagation purposes under the super- 
vision of a game warden. Unlawful to take minnows in 
district composed of Grayson and Cooke counties to 
transport out of district for sale, or to sell said minnows 
outside of said district. This minnow law applies to en- 
tire county, including Lake Texoma. Unlawful to fish in 
Lake Texoma in violation of regulations made by Game, 
Fish and Oyster Commission, found in this digest under 
“Lake Laws.” 


Coryell County: Unlawful to sell minnows taken in 
county. Unlawful to transport more than 125 minnows 
outside of county. Seines and nets prohibited except: (1) 
20-foot minnow seine for taking minnows for bait; (2) 
may take suckers, buffalo, carp, shad and gar with one- 
inch square mesh seines or nets, or with wire, rope or 
gig, but may not possess other fish when using such de- 
vices. 


Culberson County: Unlawful to sell or offer for sale 
any fish taken in county. 


Dallas County: Unlawful to take fish by any means 
other than ordinary pole and line, rod and reel, set line, 
throw line or trotline. No throw line, set line or trotline 
shall have hooks closer than three feet apart. Illegal 
tackle in possession closer than 200 yards of public water 
shall be evidence of violation of law. Lawful to use arti- 
ficial lure with more than two hooks. May use minnow 
seine not longer than 20 feet for taking minnows for 
bait. 


Delta County: Lawful to grabble for, or use seine or 
net having meshes one-inch square to take catfish, perch, 
buffalo and drum. 


Denton County: Same as Chambers County. 


De Witt County: Unlawful to sell of offer to sell or to 
buy any fish taken in county. May take suckers, buffalo, 
carp, shad or gar with seine or net of not less than one- 
inch square mesh, or by wire, rope or gig, but may not 
possess any other species of fish when using such devices. 


Dimmit County: Minnows may not be taken in county 
for sale, or sold. Commercial minnow dealers may not 
transport minnows from the county. Unlawful to sell 
bass, crappie or catfish. Seines and nets prohibited ex- 
eept: (1) May use 20-foot minnow seine to take minnows 
for bait; and (2) may use seines or nets of not less than 
one-inch square mesh to take buffalo, carp, shad, gar or 
suckers, or wire, rope or gig, but may not possess any 
other species of fish while using such devices. 
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Edwards County: Unlawful to sell or offer or possess 
for sale any bass, perch, crappie, bream or catfish. Twen- 
ty-foot minnow seine may be used for taking minnows for 
bait. No device may have more than two hooks, except 
artificial lures used with rod and reel. Bottles, cans and 
floats of any kind may not be used unless the line to 
which hooks are attached is tied securely to stationary 
object or held by fisherman. Unlawfu! to take from coun- 
ty minnows for sale. Unlawful to transport more than 
200 minnows beyond county. | 


E!] Pase County: Unlawful to sell fish taken in county. 
Permitted devices are: Hook and line, pole and line, trot- 
line or set line. Ten-foot minnow seine with meshes not 
larger than three-eighths of an inch square, permitted 
on minnows for bait. 


Erath County: Unlawful to sell or buy, or offer for sale, 
bass, crappie, perch, channel or Opelousas catfish or any 
other fish from Lake Waco and Bosque Rivers and thefr 
tributaries. In Bosque Rivers and their tributaries, un- 
lawful to use drag seines or nets of any kind; only ordi- 
nary pole, hook and line with single hook or artificial 
baits permitted; dip net, having diameter of not more 
than 86 inches, or approved trap permitted for catching 
minnows for bait; unlawful to troll from self-propelled 
boat. In Lake Waco troiling permitted from any kind of 
boat. All waters of county, season closed on bass and 
crappie during March and April. Minnows may not be sold. 


Falls County: Unlawful te sell or offer for sale or te 
buy any fish taken from waters of Brazos River or within 
one mile of mouth of any tributary of the Brazos River. 
Unlawful to transport more than 125 minnows beyond 
county. 


Fannin County: Same as Chambers County. 


Fayette County: Same as Chambers County. Also 
closed season on bullfrogs March, April and May. 


Fisher County: Same as Chambers County. 


Franklin County: May take catfish, perch, buffalo and 
drum by hand or with seine or net having meshes one- 
inch square. 


Gillespie County: May take suckers, buffalo, carp, shad 
or gar with seine or net of not less than one-inch square 
mesh or with wire, rope or gig, but may not possess other 
fish when using such devices. No device may have more 
than two hooks except artificial lures with rod and reel. 
Bottles, cans and floats of any kind shall not be used un- 
less the line to which hooks are attached is tied securely 
to stationary object or held by fisherman. Twenty-foot 
minnow seine lawful for taking minnows for bait. Min- 
nows may not be transported beyond county. Possession 
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of more than 500 minnows prima facie evidence of viola- 
tion of law. Catfish, crappie, perch, bass and bream may 
net be taken or possessed for sale. 


Gonzales County: Same as Chambers County. 


Grayson County: Game, Fish and Oyster Commission 
has regulatory power to prescribe fishing regulations for 
Lake Texoma. See “Lake Texoma,” this digest. Minnows 
may not be taken from the district composed of Grayson 
and Cooke counties to transport for sale outside of dis- 
trict, nor sold outside of said district. In waters of county 
except Lake Texoma permitted gear is: Ordinary hook 
and line, set line, throwline, cord line. Seines and nets 
prohibited, except that suckers, buffalo, carp, shad and 
gar may be taken with seine or net having not less than 
one-inch square mesh, or with wire, rope or gig, but other 
fish may not be possessed while using such devices. 


Guadalupe County: Unlawful to sell or offer for barter 
or sale any bass, perch, crappie or catfish taken from 
waters of county. Gear permitted: Ordinary hook and 
line, trotline or artificial bait; 10-foot minnow seine of, 
not less than one-fourth-inch square mesh for taking 
minnows for bait.

Hamilton County: Lawful to use net of not less than 
14%2-inch square mesh on suckers, buffalo, carp, shad and 
gar, but no other fish may be possessed while using such 
devices. Drag seines or dragnets unlawful except twenty- 
foot minnow seine to take minnows for bait. Unlawful 
to:-take minnows for sale or offer for sale, or to transport 
more than 125 minnows outside of county. 


Hardin County: Same as Chambers County. 


Harrison County: Ordinary hook and line, rod and reel, 
set hook and line, trotline or artificial bait permitted. 
Seines and nets prohibited except: (1) 20-foot minnow 
seine for taking minnows for bait; (2) hoop net, set net 
or trammel net with meshes not less than 8%%-inches 
square, for taking buffalo, gar, catfish, shad and bowfin 
or grindle. Unlawful seines or nets prohibited within one 
mile of Caddo Lake, its adjoining iakes and tributaries. 
It is unlawful to take or possess alligators. Additional 
laws applying to Caddo Lake are: Cast net permitted for 
taking minnows. Unlawful to use gig or spear. Bag limits: 
Bream and goggle-eye, 85. No size limit on blue, channel 
or yellow catfish. Driving or riding in boat while under 
influence of intoxicants, or driving in reckless manner or 
at high rate of speed is unlawful. Shooting in, on, along 
or across Caddo Lake is unlawful except when hunting 
during open season. Fish guides may not take, catch, re- 
tain or have in possession, bass or crappie. 


Haskell County: Unlawful to transport minnows out- 
side of county. 
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Hill County: Unlawful to transport minnows outside 
of county, except 150 for personal use. 


Hood County: Season closed on bass and crappie dur- 
ing March and April. 


Hopkins County: May take catfish, perch, buffalo and 
drum by hand or with seine or net of one-inch square 
mesh. 


Hudspeth County: Unlawful to sell or offer for sale fish 
taken in county. 


Hunt County: Only ordinary hookline, set line or throw 
line, ordinary cord line, seine or net with meshes not less 
than one and one-half inches square permitted. Unlawful 
to sell or offer to sell bass, crappie or catfish. 


Jack County: Unlawful to use hoop nets, trammel nets 
or barrel nets. Seines and nets (except hoop nets, tram- 
mel nets or barrel nets, which are prohibited) with mesh 
more than two inches squares, permitted for taking cat- 
fish,-bass and perch in waters of county except artificial 
lake covering more than 20 acres of ground, fed by 
stream or subject to overflow. Unlawful to take minnows 
from waters of county for sale outside of district com- 
posed of Jack, Young, Stephens and Palo Pinto counties. 
Unlawful to transport minnows beyond district for sale. 


Jackson County: Permitted devices: Hook and line or 
trotline or flounder gig and light, or cast net or minnow 
seine not ‘more than 20 feet in length for catching bait. 
All other devices prohibited. 


Jasper County: Unlawful to transport minnows beyond 
county. 


Jeff Davis County: Unlawful to sell or offer for sale 
any fish taken in county. 


Jefferson County: Same as Chambers County. 


Jim Wells County: Unlawful to take for purpose of 
sale any fish from Lake Corpus Christi in San Patricio, 
Jim, Wells and Live Oak counties, or from the waters of 
Nueces River between Calallen Dam and west boundary 
line of Live Oak County on Nueces River. Unlawful to 
use seine or net except 20-foot minnow seine for taking 
minnows for bait. Unlawful to use trotline with hooks 
less than three feet apart. 


Johnson County: Unlawful to take minnows in county 
for purpose of sale outside of county. Unlawful to trans- 
port more than 125 minnows outside of county where 
taken. 


Jones County: Unlawful to take any fish in county for 
commercial purposes. The following additional restric- 
tions apply to Fort Phantom Hill Lake: Gear permitted, 
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only two ordinary poles and lines, or rods and reels, or 
fly rods, or two throw lines each equipped with not more 
than two hooks, minnow seine not more than 20 feet long 
for taking mimnows for bait. Minnows may not be taken 
for sale. Possession limit on minnows, 100. 


Kaufman County: Gear permitted: -Artificial bait, ordi- 
nary pole and line, rod and reel, set line, throw line, or 
trotline. Hooks may not be less than thee feet apart on 
set line, throw line or trotline. Twenty-foot minnow seine 
permitted for taking minnows for bait. Size limit: Bass, 
trout, eight inches; crappie or other fish, one-half pound. 
Sale of all fish permitted except bass, trout, crappie, white 
perch, bream or other perch or channel catfish less than 
12 inches in length. Possession of prohibited tackle with- 
in 200 yards of water prima facie evidence of violation.

Gear permitted: Only ordinary hook and line, trot- 
line or artificial bait. Unlawful to use seines and nets 
except 10-foot minnow seines with meshes not less than

Lamar County: Seines and nets prohibited, except: (1)

Live Oak County: Unlawful to take for purpose of sale 
any fish from Lake Corpus Christi in San Patricio, Jim 
Wells and Live Oak countics, or trom the waters of 
Nueces River between Calalien Dam and west boundary 
line of Live Oak County on Nueces River including all the 
waters within all the tributaries of the Nueces River 
within Live Oak, San Patricio and Nueces counties. Un- 
lawful to use seine or net except 20-foot minnow seine to 
take minnows for bait. Unlawful to use trotline with 
hooks less than three feet apart. 


Llano County: Unlawful to transport minnows he- 
yond county. Possession of more than 500 minnows evi- 
dence of violation of law. No device mzy have more than 
two hooks except artificial lures used with rod and reel. 
Seines and nets prohibited, except: (1) 20-foot minnow 
seine to take minnows for bait; (2) may take suckers, 
buffalo, shad, gar and carp with seine or net having 
meshes not tess than one-inch square, or with wire, rope 
or gig, but other fishes may not be possessed while such 
devices are used. Unlawful to take, offer or possess for 
purpose of sale any catfish, perch, crappie, bream or 
bass. For gear permitted in lake waters, see Colorado 
River lakes regulations. 


Loving County: Unlawful to sell bass, crappie, white 
perch or catfish taken in county.

Seines and nets prohibited except: (1) 20-foot min- 
now seine for taking minnows for bait; (2) hoop net, set 
net or trammel net, having meshes not less than three and 
now seine for taking minnows for bait; (2) hoop net, set 
catfish, shad, and bowfin or grindle. Unlawful seines or 
nets prohibited within one mile of Caddo Lake, its adjoin- 
ing lakes and tributaries.

Unlawful to shoot in, 
on, or along or across Caddo Lake except while hunting, 
during open season. Gig permitted in Caddo Lake. 


Mason County: Unlawful to transrort minnows out of 
county. Possession of more than 5v0 minnows evidence of 
violation of law. Unlawful to take fish by device equipped 
with more than two hooks, except artificial lures used with 
rod and reel. Bottles, cans, and floats unlawful unless 
line to whieh hooks are attached is tied securely to sta- 
tionary object or held by fisherman. Seines and nets pro- 
hibited, except: (1) 20-foot minnow seine for taking 
minnows for bait; (2) may take suckers, butfalo, carp, 
shad and gar with seine or net having meshes not less 
than one-inch square or wire, rope or gig, but may not 
possess other fish while such devices are being used. Un- 
lawful to take, offer or possess for sale catfish, perch, 
crappie, bream or bass. 


Medina County: Special laws apply to Medina Lake. 
See “Lake Laws.” Other waters of county, gear permitted: 
Ordinary hook and line, or trotline or artificial bait. ' 
Seines and nets prohibited, except (1) 10-foot minnow 
seine with meshes not less than one-fourth-inch square 
for taking minnows for bait; (2) may take suckers, buf- 
falo, carp, shad and gar with seine or net having meshes 
not less than one-inch square, or with wire, rope or gig, 
but may not possess other fish while using such devices. 
All waters, unlawful to sel] or offer to sell bass, perch, 
crappie, or catfish taken in county. 


Menard County: Unlawful to use device equipped with 
more than two hooks, except artificial lures used with rod 
and reel. Bottles, cans and floats unlawful unless line ‘to 
which hooks are attached is tied securely to stationary 
g@bject or held by fisherman. May use 20-foot minnow 
seine to take minnows for bait. May take suckers, buffalo, 
carp, shad and gar with seine or net having meshes not 
less than one-inch square, or with wire, rope or gig, but 
no other fish may be possessed while such devices are 
used. Unlawful to take, offer or possess for sale any 
catfish, perch, crappie, bream or bass. Minnows may not 
be taken from county for sale; not more than 200 min- 
nows may be transported out of county. 


Mills County: Unlawful to sell bass, crappie or catfish: 
Seines and nets unlawful, except 20-foot minnow seine to 
take minnows for bait; and except seine or net the 
meshes of which are not less than one-inch square, or 
wire, rope or gig, used for taking suckers, buffalo, carp, 
shad and gar, but no other fish may be possessed while 
such devices are used. 


Mitchell County: Same as Chambers County. 


Montgomery County: Lawful to use set or gill nets 
having meshes not less than four inches square, for taking 
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all fish except bass, catfish, crappie and perch. Seines may 
be used for taking all fish, provided the meshes are not 
less than three inches square. Minnow seines not more 
than 20 feet long are permitted to take minnows for bait. 


Morris County: Unlawful to use seine or net, except 
(1) 20-foot minnow seine for taking minnows for bait; 
(2) any kind of seine or net with meshes not less than 
two-inch square permitted on all fish. Unlawful to shoot 
on, in, along, or across Daingerfield Lake unless hunting 
during open season. 


McCulloch County: Unlawful to transport minnows out 
of county, except 150 for personal use. May not sell bass, 
crappie or catfish taken in county. Seines and nets un- 
lawful, except: 20-foot minnow seine to take minnows 
for bait; and may take suckers, buffalo, carp, shad and 
gar with seine or net having meshes not less than one- 
inch square or with wire, rope or gig, but may not possess 
other fish while using such devices. 


McLennan County: Unlawful to sell or buy or offer to 
sell any fish from waters of Lake Waco or Bosque Rivers 
and their tributaries. Cast net permitted for taking min- 
nows for bait. Unlawful to transport minnows beyond 
county for sale. Possession of more than 100 minnows 
prima facie evidence of violation. May take suckers, buf- 
falo, carp, shad and gar with seine or net the meshes of 
which are not less than one-inch square, or with wire, 
rope or gig, but other fish may not be possessed while 
such device is being used. 


Nacogdoches County: Seines and nets unlawful on bass 
or crappie. 


Nolan County: Unlawful to use any device except ordi- 
nary pole and line, rod and reel, fly rod, or trotline with 
not more than 25 hooks, or throw line with not more than 
two hooks, except artificial lures used with a rod and 
reel. Only one trotline may be used, and it may not con- 
tain more than 25 hooks; or only one throw line may be 
used, and it may not contain more than two hooks. Twen- 
ty-foot minnow seine permitted for taking minnows for 
bait. May take suckers, buffalo, carp, shad, and gar with 
seine or net the meshes of which are not less than one- 
inch square, or with wire, rope or gig, but other fish may 
not be possessed while such device is being used. 


Newton County: Unlawful to sell, offer or possess for 
sale, any black bass, trout or white perch taken from 
waters of the Sabine, Attoyac, Angelina and Neches rivers 
or their tributaries or lakes. Unlawful to transport min- 
nows out of county. Possession of more than 500 minnows 
evidence of violation of law. 


Nueces County: See Live Oak County. 
Orange County: May take suckers, buffale, carp, shad 
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and gar with seine or net having meshes not less than 
one-inch square, or with wire, rope or gig, but no other 
fishes may be possessed while using such devices. 


Palo Pinto County: Unlawful to take minnows from 
waters of district composed of Jack, Young, Stephens and 
Palo Pinto counties for purpose of sale outside of dis- 
trict, or to transport minnows beyond said district for 
sale. For additional regulations as to Possum Kingdom 
Lake, see “Lake Laws.” 


Panola County: Not more than 100 minnows per day 
may be taken from public waters. 


Parker County: Same as Chambers County. Also, un- 
lawful to transport minnows out of county except 150 
for personal use. Possession of more than 500 minnows 
evidence of violation of law. 


Pecos County: Unlawful to sell any fish taken in coun- 
ty. Permitted gear: Ordinary hook and line or trotline 
or artificial bait. Seines and nets prohibited except 20- 
foot minnow seine for taking minnows for bait. 


Polk County: Unlawful to take minnows from waters 
of county for sale; unlawful for commercial minnow deal- 
er or his employee to take minnows. Unlawful to trans- 
port minnows outside of county for sale, unlawful to 
transport more than 200 minnows outside of county, or 
to have more than 200 minnows in vehicle. 


Presidio County: Unlawful to sell fish taken in said 
county. 


Rains County: Unlawful to sell or offer for sale bass, 
crappie or catfish taken from waters. Unlawful to take 
fish by device other than ordinary hook line, set line or 
throw line, ordinary cord line, seine or net having meshes 
not less than one and one-half inches square. 


Real County: Unlawful to use gear with more than twa 
hooks, except artificial lures used with rod and reel. Bot- 
tles, cans and fioats unlawful unless line to which hooks 
are attached is tied securely to stationary object or held 
by fisherman. Twenty-foot minnow seine permitted for 
taking minnows for bait. Unlawful to take minnows for 
sale, or transport beyond county more than 200 minnows, 
Unlawful to take, offer or possess for sale catfish, perch, 
crappie, bream or bass. 


Red River County: Seine or net of not less than 2-inch 
Square mesh permitted in Sulphur River only. 


Reeves County: Unlawful to sell any fish taken in 
county. Gear permitted: Ordinary hook and line or trot- 
line or artificial bait. Seines and nets unlawful, except 
20-foot minnow seine to take minnows for bait. 


Rockwall County: Gear permitted: Ordinary hook and 
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line, set line or throw line, or ordinary cord line, seine or 
net, having meshes less than one and one-half inches 
square. Unlawful to take or possess fish from waters in 
eounty for sale. 


Runnels County: Unlawful to sell bass, crappie, or cat- 
fish taken in county. Seines and nets prohibited, except 
20-foot minnow seine to take minnows for bait. 


Rusk County: Permitted gear: Ordinary hook and line, 
rod and reel, set hook and line, trotline or artificial bait; 
minnow seine not more than 20 feet long to take minnows 
and sun perch for bait; hoop net, set net or tramme! net, 
of not less than three and one-half inches square mesh, 
to take buffalo, gar, catfish, shad and bowfin or grindle. 
Other fish may not be possessed while using such nets. 


Sabine County: Lawful to use seine having not less 
than three-inch square mesh in Sabine River only. Nets 
prohibited. Twenty-foot minnow seine permitted. 


San Augustine County: Nets prohibited. Twenty-foot 
minnow seine permitted. 


San Patricio County: Uniawful to take for purpose of 
sale any fish from Lake Corpus Christi in San Patricio, 
Jim Wells and Live Oak counties, or from the waters of 
Nueces Kiver between Calallen Dam and west boundary 
line of Live Oak County on Nueces River, including all the 
waters within all the tributaries of the Nueces River 
within Live Oak, San Patricio and Nueces counties, Un- 
lawful to use seine or net, except 20-foot minnow seine 
for taking minnows for bait. Unlawful to use trotline 
with hooks spaced less than three feet apart. 


San Saba County: Unlawful to sell or buy or offer to 
sell any bass, crappie, perch, catfish or any other fish. 
Unlawful to take fish by any device except ordinary pole 
and line or throw line equipped with more than two hooks, 
except dowagiac or other artificial bait. Trotlines may 
not have more than 20 hooks. Minnow seine not more than 
20 feet long permitted for catching minnows for bait. 
May take suckers, buffalo, carp, shad and gar with seine 
or net having meshes not less than one-inch square, oF 
with wire, rope or gig, but may not possess other fish 
while using such devices. Unlawful to transport minnows 
outside of county, except 150 for personal use. Possession 
of more than 500 minnows evidence of violation of this 
act. For gear permitted in lake waters, see ‘Lake Laws.” 


Shackelford County: Unlawful to take any fish for com- 
mercial purposes, 


Somervell County: Unlawful to take minnows for sale 
or to transport more than 125 minnows outside of county. 


Stephens County: Unlawful to take from waters of dis- 
trict composed of Jack, Young, Stephens, and Palo Pinto 
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counties, minnows for sale outside of district, or to trans- 
port minnows for sale outside of district. For Possum 
Kingdom Lake Regulations, see “Lake Laws.” 


Sutton County: Unlawful to use device with more than 
two hooks except artificial! lures used with rod and reel. 
Bottles, cans and floats prohibit« unless line to which 
hooks are attached is tied securety to ctationary object 
or held by fisherman. Twenty-foot minnow seine per- 
mitted to take minnows for bait. Unlawful to take min- 
nows for sale, or to transport more than 200 minnows out- 
side of county. Unlawful to take, offer or possess for sale 
any catfish, perch, crappie, bream or bass. 


Tarrant County: Unlawful to fish in Lake Worth and 
Eagle Mountain Lake except in accordance with regula- 
tions made by the Game, Fish and Oyster Commission. 
See “Lake Laws.” 


Taylor County: See “Lake Laws” for Fort Phantom 
Hill Lake regulations. 


Terrell County: Unlawful to sell or offer for saie any 
fish taken in county. 


Titus County: Lawful to use seine or net with meshes 
not less than two inches square, 


Tom Green County: Gear permitted: Ordinary hook 
and line, rod, reel, artificial bait or natural bait, trotline 
or set line, provided that such trotline or set line is not 
equipped with more than 80 hooks, and group of persons 
fishing together may not use more than two trotlines or 
set lines, and no two trotlines or set lines shall be joined 
together. Twenty-foot minnow seine permitted for tak- 
ing minnows, carp, buffalo, suckers and garfish. Unlaw- 
ful to sell, buy or attempt to buy any fish except buffalo, 
carp, suckers and gar. Unlawful to use crappie, catfish 
or bass for bait. Unlawful to transport minnows beyond 
eounty for sale or to transport more than 200 minnows 
beyond county for any purpose in any one day. 


Travis County: Gear permitted: Ordinary hook and 
line, artificial lures, rod and reel, throw line or trotline. 
Unlawful to use trotline or throw line with hooks spaced 
closer than three feet. May take suckers, buffalo, carp 
and shad with seine or net having meshes not less than 
one-inch square, or with wire, rope or gig, but may not 
possess other fish while using such devices. For tackle 
permitted in Lake Travis and Lake Austin in Travis 
County, see “Lake Laws.” 


Trinity County: Same as Polk County. 


Uvalde County: Same as Chambers County. Also, un- 
lawful to take minnows for sale er to sell minnows taken 
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in county. Unlawful for commercial minnow dealer or 
his employee to transport minnows from county. 


Val Verde County: The following special law applies to 
all of Val Verde County except the waters of Rio Grande 
River, the Pecos River and San Felipe Creek in that 
county. Gear permitted: Ordinary pole and line, rod, 
reel and line, hand line, set line, throw line, trotline and 
artificial lures. Not more than aggregate of 20 hooks per- 
mitted on devices. Twenty-foot minnow seine permitted for 
taking minnows for bait. Unlawful to use crappie, cat- 
fish or bass for bait; unlawful to transport minnows from 
county. In Rio Grande River, Pecos River and San Felipe 
Creek, unlawful to use seines and nets, except 20-foot 
minnow seine for taking minnows for bait. All waters 
of county, unlawful to sell bass, white perch, crappie or 
catfish. In Devil’s River and its lakes, bag limit of fish, 
20 in the aggregate per day or in possession. 


Walker County: Unlawful to transport minnows out 
of county for sale, or to transport more than 200 minnows 
out of county for any purpose. 


Ward County: Seine or net unlawful, except 20-foot 
minnow seine permitted for taking minnows for bait. Un- 
lawful to sell bass, crappie or catfish. 


Wichita County: See Archer County. 


Williamson County: Seines and nets prohibited, ex- 
cept (1) minnow seine not more than 20 feet long for 
taking minnows for bait; (2) may take suckers, buffalo, 
gar, shad and carp with seine or net having meshes not 
less than one-inch square, or with wire, rope or gig, but 
may not possess other fish while using such devices. Un- 
lawful to transport minnows out of county except 150 for 
personal use. Possession of more than 500 minnows evi- 
dence of violation of law. 


Wilson County: Unlawful to sell bass, perch, crappie 
or catfish taken in county. Seines and nets prohibited, 
except 10-foot minnow seine with meshes not less than 
one-fourth inch square to take minnows for bait. 


Wise County: Lawful to use seine or net having meshes 
more than two inches square except in any artificial lake 
covering more than 20 acres of ground that is fed by 
stream or subject to overflow, for taking catfish, bass and 
perch. Lawful to use seine or net of not less than 1%- 
inch square mesh for taking carp, buffalo, shad and suck- 
ers in any waters. Special regulations apply to Lake 
Worth and Eagle Mountain Lake. See “Lake Laws.” 


Wood County: Seine, net or trap prohibited on bass, 
trout, crappie or white perch, bream or other perch. Un- 
lawful to sell or offer for sale any bass, trout, crappie or 
white perch, bream or other perch. 


Young County: Unlawful to sell any fish taken in coun- 
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ty except those taken in Brazos River and Clear Fork of 
Brazos. Unlawful to take, catch or possess any fish taken 
from waters of Possum Kingdom Lake except in accord- 
anee with regulations issued by Game, Fish and Oyster 
Commission. See “Lake Laws.” Unlawful to use seine or 
net in Clear Fork of Brazos with mesh less than two 
inches square. In other waters of county (except Clear 
Ferk of Brazos, Brazos River and Possum Kingdom 
Lake) unlawful to use any device except ordinary hook 
and line, trotline or artificial] baits, and 20-foot minnow 
seine with meshes not less than one-sixth of an inch 
square for taking minnows for bait. Trolling from motor 
boat unlawful. All waters of county, unlawful to take 
minnows for sale outside of district composed of Jack, 
Young, Stephens and Palo Pinto counties. Unlawful to 
transport beyond district for purpose of sale, minnows 
taken from waters in district. 


Zavala County: Seines and nets unlawful, except seine 
or net with meshes not less than three inches square to 
take buffalo, carp, garfish and/or turtles; may take suck- 
ers, buffalo, gar, shad and carp with seine or net having 
meshes not less than one-inch square, or with wire, rope 
or gig, but may not possess other fish while using such 
devices; minnow seine not longer than 20 feet used for 
taking minnows for bait. Sale of bass, crappie or catfish 
unlawful. Minnows may not be taken for sale or sold. 


Commercial dealers may not transport minnows beyond 
county. 


LAKE LAWS 


Lake Austin: Gear permitted: Ordinary pole and line, 
rod, reel and line; hand line, set line, throw line; except 
when artificial lures are used no line shall have more 
than two hooks, and only two lines shall be used at one 
time. Minnow seines not more than 20 feet in length may 
be used for taking minnows, carp, shad, buffalo or gar. 


Lake Bridgeport: In that portion in Wise County, law- 
ful to use seine or net of not less than 14-inch square 
mesh for taking carp, buffalo, shad and sucker. 


Lake Buchanan: May fish with only ordinary pole and 
line, throw line with not more than six hooks, rod and 
reel, artificial bait, or trotline with not more than 380 
hooks. In Llano and Burnet counties minnows may not be 
transported outside of county. In Lampasas and San Saba 
counties not more than 150 minnows may be transported 
outside of county for personal use. 


Diversion Lake: See Archer County. 
Lake Kemp: See Archer County. 


Fort Phantom Hill Lake: Gear permitted: Ordinary 
pole and line, rod and reel, fly rod, or throw line equipped 
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with not more than two hooks. Artificial lures permitted. 
Seines and nets prohibited except minnow seine not more 
than 20 feet long for taking minnows for bait. Not more 
than two ordinary poles and lines, reds and reels, or fly 
rods permitted, or not more than two throw lines each 
equipped with not more than twe hooks permitted. Un- 
lawful to take minnows for purpose of sale. Unlawful to 
possess more than 100 minnows. 


Medina Lake: Special license required of persons over 
the age of 17 years. Annual license fee $1.10, daily license 
fee 80c. Holders of other valid fishing licenses are not 
exempt from holding Medina Lake license. Gear per- 
mitted: Ordinary pole and line, rod, reel and line, hand 
line, set line, throw line, trotline and artificial lures. Trot- 
line or throw line may not have hooks spaced closer than 
four feet apart. Unlawful to use minnow seine, or to 
take minnows from Medina Lake. 


Possum Kingdom Lake: No fishing permitted within 
one-fourth mile of Possum Kingdom Dam in the lake 
proper. Fishing gear permitted: Ordinary pole and line, 
throw line with not more than three hooks, rod and reel 
and ordinary baits and lures. Persons fishing for carp, 
buffalo, suckers and gar may use wire loop snares also. 
Only one, of either a trotline or a throw line, permitted. 
It may not have more than 20 hooks, spaced not less than 
two feet apart. Seines or nets for taking fish or minnows 
prohibited. Unlawful to sell or buy any fish taken from 
Possum Kingdom Lake. Special license, price $1.10, re- 
quired of all persons over 17. Those fishing with artificial 
lures also must have an artificial lure license, price $1.10. 


Roy Inks Lake: May fish with only ordinary pole and 
line, throw line with not more than six hooks, rod and 
reel, artificial bait, or trotline with not more than thirty 
hooks. Minnows may not be transported outside of 
county. 


Lake Texoma: Game, Fish and Oyster Commission 
authorized to make regulations governing fishing in this 
lake. Special licenses required are: Lake Texoma Resi- 
dent Fishing License, costing $1.10, entitling resident cit-_ 
izen of Texas to fish in Lake Texoma; Lake Texoma Spe- 
cial Fishing License, costing $1.10, entitling resident citi- 
zen of Oklahoma licensed to fish under laws of that State 
to fish in Texas portion of Lake Texoma; Lake Texoma 
Non-resident Fishing License, costing $2.50, required of 
residents of other states, unless they hold a Lake Texoma 
Special Fishing License, and entitling holder to fish in 
Lake Texoma only. Artificial lure license not required. 
Holder of Non-resident Fishing License issued by Texas 
may fish in Texas portion of Lake Texoma without other 
license. Residents of this State under 17 years of age not 
required to have a license. Minnows may not be taken 
from district composed of Grayson and Cooke counties 
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for transportion for sale outside of district, nor sold out- 
side of district. 


Lake Travis in Burnet County: May fish with only 
ordinary pole and line having not more than two (2) 
hooks, throw line having not more than six hooks, rod 
and reel having not more than two hooks, or artificial 
lure attached to a casting or fly rod. Minnows may not 
be transported outside of county. 


Lake Travis in Travis County: Gear permitted: Ordi- 
nary pole and line, rod, reel and line, hand line, set line, 
throw line, trotline and artificial lures. Not more than 
aggregate of 20 hooks permitted on any or all devices. 


Lake Worth and Eagle Mountain Lake: Special license 
required of all persons over 17 years of age. Annual li- 
cense fee, $1.10; five-day license fee, 35c. Holders of other 
valid fishing licenses are not exempt from holding Lake 
Worth-Eagle Mountain Lake license. Permitted devices: 
Pole and line, hand or throw line; still fishing, casting or 
trolling. Hooks on throw line or trotline may not be 
closer than 2 feet apart. In that part of Eagle Mountain 
Lake which is in Wise County, seines or nets of not less 
than 14-inch square mesh are permitted for taking earp, 
buffalo, shad and sucker.

Bait Dealer’s License is required of any person who 
sells either minnows, fish, shrimp or other aquatic pred- 
ucts for fish bait. 


Fish Boat License is required of each boat equipped 
with motor of any kind or with sails when used for taking 
aquatic products for commercial purposes. 


Fish Guide License is required of any person who op- 
erates a boat for pay or anything of value in accompany- 
ing or transporting any person engaged in taking any 
edible aquatic life from the waters of this State. 
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Inspeetion Fee: No cargo may be unloaded from unli- 
censed commercial fishing vessels except in ports of entry 
designated by this department after notice and applica- 
ticn to and passing of inspection by, agent of this depart- 
ment at such port. 


Mussel License will be required for the purpose of taking 
mussels or mussel shells from the beds of state-owned 
streams and waters. 


Mussel Shell Dredge License required for use of dredge 
for taking mussels or mussel shells from beds of state- 
owned streams and waters. 


Non-resident Commercial Fisherman’s License required 
of citizens of other state, or person who has not contin- 
ually been a bona fide inhabitant of this state more than 
one year, and who takes edible aquatie life from tidal 
waters of state for pay or for sale, barter or exchange. 


Non-resident Commercial Fishing Boat License required 
for boat registered in another state or which has not con- 
tinually been registered in this state for more than one 
year, or which is not ewned by person having bona fide 
piace of business in this State for more than one year, 
and which is used in taking edible aquatic life from tidal 
salt waters of State fer pay or for sale, barter or ex- 
change; but not required for a boat numbered or regis- 
tered in Texas whose bona fide owner is a 12-month or 
longer resident of Texas or has had a place of business 
in Texas for 12 months: if said boat has been duly h- 
censed and operated under Texas residential commercial 
fishing boat license; er if said boat is new; or if said boat 
has not within a period of two years immediately before 
date ef application for fish boat license engaged in com- 
mercial fishing in a state other than Texas. 


Oyster Dredge License is required for each boat used 
for the purpose of dredging oysters. 


Resident Commercial Fisherman’s License is required 
of any person who takes fish, oysters, shrimp, and other 
edible aquatic products from the waters of this State for 
pay or for the purpose of sale, barter or exchange. 


Retail Fish Dealer’s License is required of any person, 
firm or corporation engaged in the business of buying for 
the purpose of selling either fresh or frozen edible aquat- 
ic products to the consumer. Separate license will be re- 
quired for each market in which such dealer or person 
operates. Fee of such license based on population of the 
city. 


Retail Oyster Dealer’s License is required of any per- 
son, firm or corporation buying oysters only for the pur- 
pese of selling to the consumer trade in cities of more 
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than 7,500. (This license is provided for use of markets 
or dealers handling oysters only and who do not care to 
take out retail fish and oyster dealer’s license.) 


Retail Truck Dealer’s License is required of any per- 
son, firm or corporation engaged in the business of buy- 
ing for the purpose of selling or distributing either fresh 
or frozen aquatic products to the consumer trade. Sep- 
arate license required by each truck so operated and sales 
only permitted hotels, cafes and hcuse-to-house peddling. 


Seine or Net License must be attached to each hundred 
feet or fraction thereof of each seine or net used for the 
purpose of taking fish or shrimp from the waters of this 
State, except in fresh waters for non-commercial pur- 
poses. 


Shrimp Trawl License is required of each boat operating 
or towing a trawl. 


Skiff License is required for each boat propelled by oars 
or poles that is used for the purpose of taking aquatie 
products for commercial purposes. 


Sports Fishing License: None required. Persons may 
fish for pleasure in salt water without purchasing a nop- 
resident, alien, or artificial lure license. Other licenses are 
still required. See above. 


Wholesale Fish Dealer’s License is required of each per- 
son, firm or corporation who buys for the purpose of sell- 
ing to retail fish dealers and to the consumer, or who 
cans, preserves or processes aquatic products for com- 
mercial purposes. 

Wholesale Truck Dealer’s License is required of each 
person, firm or corporation who operates a truck for the 
purpose of selling to or taking orders from retail fish 
dealers and/or to the consuiner trade. Separate license 
required for each truck operated. 


FISH 


Size Limit (commercial fishing): Flounder, not less 
than 12 inches; speckled trout, not less than 12 inches; 
redfish, not less than 14 inches nor more than 35 inches; 
pompano, not less than 9 inches; sheepshead, not less 
than 9 inches; mackerel, not less than 14 inches; and gaff- 
topsail, not less than 11 inches. 


TERRAPIN (Salt Water) 


Open Season: November, December, January and 
February. 


Size: Not less than six (6) inches in length. 


GREEN TURTLE 
Size: Not less than twelve (12) pounds in weight. 
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OYSTERS 


Open Season: September 1 to March 31. That part of 
Laguna Madre which is south and west of Bafiin’s Bay 
has no closed season on oysters. 


Maiagorda flay: Unlawful to dredge ovsters in the 
headwaters ot Matagorda Bay east of a line from Pala- 
cios Point on the mainland in Matagorda County across 
Matagorda Bay to Cotton Bayou on the Matagorda Pen- 
insula. 


Aransas Bay: Unlawful to use oyster dredge in that 
part of Aransas Bay west of a line running from tne 
north end of Two by Four reef to the east side of Burup 
reef, and thence to the mainland. 


Carancahua Bay and Pass: Unlawful to use oyster 
dredge, or within 300 yards from the mouth of said 
pass in Matagorda Bay. 


Copano Bay: Unlawful to use oyster dredge or have in 
possession oysters taken from that part of Copano Bay 
west of a line drawn from the east gable of Sorenson’s 
clubhouse to the mouth of Mission Bay, except oysters 
taken from a private lease. 


Aransas, Nueces, Calheun and Matagorda Counties: 
Unlawful to take oysters from the public beds or reefs 
from May 1 to September 1. Unlawful to take oysters 
from private oyster beds without the consent of the 
owner, 


Size Limit: In shell, 3% inches. 


Ameriean citizens, or any firm or corporation composed 
of such citizens, may use scrapers or dredges in remov- 
ing oysters from natural reefs provided they have pro- 
cured a license fre:n the Game, Fish and Oyster Commis- 
sion before beginning vperations. 


The Game, Fish and Oyster Commission is empowered 
to close a reef by giving two weeks’ notice when it has 
reason to believe same is being overworked. 


Shell from oysters opened or shucked on board the 
boat must be deposited on shore as directed by Game, 
Fish and Oy-ter Commission. i 


A person ieasing an oyster claim or reef may apply for 
permission from the Game, Fish and Oyster Commission — 
to seine thereon for drumfish. 


SHRIMP 


Closed Season: Inland salt waters, July 15 to August 
31 and December 15 to March 1. Gulf of Mexico open 
waters, each day between 30 minutes after sunset and 30 
minutes before sunrise. 
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Exceptions: (1) May possess shrimp lawfully taken or 


imported from other states at any time. (2) May take or 


possess bait shrimp at any time. 


Size Limit: May not average in count of individual 
specimens, more than 65 headless nor more than 389 with 
heads, to the pound. 

Exception: Bait shrimp, no size limit, if legally, taken. 


Possession Limit: Duzing closed season, not more than 
150 pounds of bait shrimp with heads aboard boat on in- 
land salt waters. 

Exception: Galveston County, not more than 250 
pounds of bait shrimp with heads during closed season. 


Shrimp Trawl Possession and Use: Shrimp trawls may 
not be used in open Gulf waters between 80 minutes 
aiter sunset and 80 minutes before sunrise. No trawls 
except bait trawls of legal size, may be used at any time 
in any of the tidal bays, streams, bayous, lakes, lagoons 


or iniets, or part of such tidal waters of this State. 


Shrimp trawls may not be possessed or used during closed 


~ season on any inland salt waters except that they may be 


possessed aboard duly licensed boat while in port or in 
channel en route to or from open Gulf waters. 


Shrimp Trawl Size: May not be wider than 65 feet, 
measured along the cork line. 


Bait Traw] Use: May be used at any time for taking 
shrimp for bait. During closed season only one bait 


_ trawl may be towed by a power boat. Boats taking bait 


shrimp may not,be towed. 


Bait Trawl Size: During closed season, when towed by 


_ power boat, bait trawl may not be more than 10 feet at 

mouth, measured along webbing attached to cork line, 
nor more than 25 feet long. Boards for spreading and 
_ opening bait trawl may not be larger than 12 by 18 


inches. 
Exception: Galveston County, during closed season, 


| bait trawls may have doors or boards not larger than 20 


by 60 inches. 


Shipment: During closed season, not more than 25 


: pounds of bait shrimp may be shipped to any point in the 
_ interior beyond 50 miles of any county bordering any 
salt water bay on Texas coast. 


Dumping Heads: Unlawful to remove head of any 


_ shrimp aboard a commercial fishing vessel shrimping in 
_ Texas inland salt or territorial Gulf waters, or to dump 


heads at or near area where shrimp are ordinarily taken. 


Exceptions: In Copano Bay, Mission Lay and connecting 
waters west of State Highway No. 35 in Aransas, Refugio 
and San Patricio counties,-boards on bait trawls may not 
be more than 18 by 86 inches. 


Shrimp trawls of legal size are permitted during open 
season in the following waters: East Galveston Bay in 
the counties of Galveston and Chambers, except that part 
lying east of a line extending from the extreme western 
point of Smith’s Point in Chambers County to the west 
bank of Siever’s Cut where East Bay intersects with the 
north bank of the Intracoastal Canal on Bolivar Peninsula 
in Galveston County, and northeast of Baffle Point on 
Bolivar Peninsula in Galveston County. 


Shrimp trawls of legal size are permitted during open 
season in all salt waters of Nueces County except the fol- 
lowing: Any pass or channel leading from one body of 
water to another; or in Corpus Christi Bay and Laguna 
Madre and connecting inlets or bayous, lying between a 
line on the north running east from a stake or marker on 
the shore on the northeasterly point of Flour Bluff to a 
stake or marker on Mustang Island one. mile north of 
Corpus Christi Pass, and the Nueces-Kleberg County line 
on the south; Corpus Christi Bay within one-half mile of 
the mainland shore line between Flour Bluff Point and 
the city limits of Corpus Christi, Texas, within one mile 
of Dimmit Island in Nueces County, within one-half mile 
of the mainland shore between a point one-half mile east 
of Ingleside Docks and the north end of the Nueces Bay 
causeway, any of the waters on the east side of and within 
one-half mile of the Nueces Bay causeway; Callo Del Oso 
and connecting inlets and bayous in Nueces County; Cor- 
pus Christi Pass or within one mile thereof; Oso Creek; 
that part of Aransas Pass and within one mile thereof 
which is in Nueces County; Redfish Bay and such of the 
connecting inlets and bayous as are in Nueces County and 
as lie south and southwest of a line starting at the junc- 
ture of the railroad dumps on the mainland, running east 
along the center of said dumps to its eastern extremity, 
thence northeast to the north side of the eastern entrance 
to Corpus Christi Bayou; thence southeast to the north- 
ern extremity of Harbor Island to a stake or marker, and 
north and northeast of a line running directly. 


Shrimp trawls of legal size permitted during open sea- 
son in all waters of Aransas Bay except as follows: Those 
waters lying south of a line running from a stake or 
marker located on the shore of St. Joseph Island one mile 
north of the bayside entrance to the pass, commonly 
known as North Pass, to the southern end of Mud Island, 
thence to the north side of the entrance to Corpus Christi 
Bayou; that portion between Port Aransas and Corpus 
Christi Bayou and lying between Harbor Island and Mud. 
Island; all waters lying between Harbor Island and St. | 
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Joseph Island, and lying between Harbor Island and Mus- 
tang Island. 


Shrimp trawls of legal size are permitted during open 
season in all waters of Matagorda Bay except the follow- 
ing: Within radius of 1,000 yards from the mouth of 
_ Caranchua Pass, within radius of 1,000 yards from mouth 
of Powder Horn Bayou. 


Other Devices for Taking Bait Shrimp: Unlawful to take 
shrimp for bait except by cast net, minnow seine of not 
more than 20 feet in length, or in inland waters by bait 
trawl of legal size and under legal operation as above set 
forth. 


Seines and Nets 


General Law: In the tidal bays, streams, bayous, lakes, 
lagoons, or inlets, cast nets, minnow seine not more than 
20 feet long, when used for catching bait, set net, trammel 
net, or strike net of not less than 1'%-inch mesh (from 
knot to knot) and not longer than 1,800 feet are per- 
mitted, but all other seines or nets are unlawful in such 
waters. 


It is unlawful to have in possession any seine, or net 
or other device, in or on any waters where such device is 
prohibited from being used, unless such device is on 
- board a vessel when said vessel] is at port or in a chan- 
nel while en route to or from the Gulf of Mexico. 


Im open Gulf waters, all seines and nets for taking 
-fish, not including the bag, shall not be of less than one 
and one-half-inch square mesh. The mesh of the bags and 
for 50 feet on each side of the bags, may be of not larger 
than one-inch square mesh. No seine, nor the combined 
dength of two or more seines, may be more than 1,800 
feet. 


Exceptions: Copano Bay, Mission Bay and connecting 

waters west of State Highway 35 in Aransas, Refugio and 

San Patricio counties, no seine or net is permitted except 

minnow seine not more than 20 feet long when used for 
taking bait. 


Willacy County, tidal waters west of Padre Island, no 
seine or net permitted except cast net when used for tak- 
ing bait. 


In waters of Calhoun County, not hereinbelow set 
forth, pocket net or drag seine of length not greater than 
1,800 feet and of mesh not smaller than 1%-inch square 
except for the sack or purse which may be of mesh not 
less than 1-inch square, may be used in addition to seines 
and nets permitted by general law. 


In Swan Lake, Moses Lake, Clear Lake, Dickinson 
' Bayou west of line running from Miller’s Point to April 
Fool Point, Turtle Bay and all waters lying northwest of 


alt 


a line extending from Kemah in Galveston County to a 
point known as Mesquite Knoll in Chambers County, and 
all waters of Galveston Bay lying east of a line extend- 
ing from the extreme western point of Smith’s Point in 
Chambers County to the west bank of Siever’s Cut where 
East Bay intersects with the north bank of the Intra- 
coastal Canal on Bolivar Peninsula in Galveston County 
at Siever’s Fish Camp, which cut is at a point southwest 
of Elm Grove Point on Bolivar Peninsula in Galveston 
County, seines and nets unlawful except cast nets, set nets, 
or minnow seine not more than 20 feet long when used for 
catching bait. 


In Cameron County, in tidal waters north of a line due 
east and west from a point on Padre Island shore, four 
miles north of the North Brazos Santiago Jetties, no re- 
striction on types of devices which may be used, but size 
limits must be as fixed by general law. 


In the following waters no seine or net except cast net 
or minnow seine not more than 20 feet long when used 
for taking bait, is permitted: all of Redfish Bay, its con- 
necting inlets and bayous which lie south and southwest 
of a line starting at the juncture of the railroad dumps 
on the mainland, running east along the center of said 
dumps to its eastern extremity, thence northeast to the 
north side of the eastern entrance to Corpus Christi 
Bayou; thence southeast to the northern extremity of 
Harbor Island to a stake or marker, and north and north- 
east of a line running directly east and west from the 
mainland to Harbor Island across the southern extremity 
of Ransom Point; Corpus Christi Bay within one-half 
mile of the mainland shore line between Flour Bluff 
Point and the city limits of Corpus Christi or within one 
mile of Dimmit Island in Nueces County, or within one- 
half mile of the mainland shore between a point one-half 
mile east of Ingleside Docks and the north end of the 
Nueces Bay causeway, or in or upon any of the waters 
on the east side of and within one-half mile of the Nueces 
Bay causeway; or in the waters of Corpus Christi Bay 
and Laguna Madre and connecting inlets or bayous, lying 
between a line on the north running east from a stake 
or marker on the shore on the northeasterly point of - 
Flour Bluff to a stake or marker on Mustang Island one 
mile north of Corpus Christi Pass, and the Nueces- 
Kleberg County line on the south; or Callo Del Oso and 
connecting inlets and bayous; or Oso Creek; or Corpus 
Christi Pass, or Aransas Pass, or within one mile of said 
passes; all waters of Aransas Bay lying south of a line 
running from a stake or marker located on the shore of 
St. Joseph Island one mile north of the bayside entrance 
to the pass, commonly known as North Pass, to the south- 
ern end of Mud Island, thence to the north side of the en- 
trance to Corpus Christi Bayou; all waters lying between 
Harbor Island and St. Joseph Island; all waters lying be- 
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tween Harbor Island and Mustang Island; or in any pass 
or channel leading from one body of water to another in 
any of the salt waters of Nueces County; all of the wa- 
ters in Kleberg and Kenedy counties lying between Padre 
Island and the mainland, including all back bays and in- 
lets and that water back of Laguna Madre; Caranchua 
Creek, Caranchua Bay and the lakes and coves opening 
thereonto, Caranchua Pass or within a radius of 1,000 
yards from the mouth of said pass in the waters of Mata- 
gorda Bay; Kellers Creek and that part of Kellers Bay 
within a radius of 1,000 yards from the southwest corner 
of Olivia State Highway Roadside Park; all of Coloma 
Creek and Powder Horn Lake; Powder Horn Bayou or 
within a radius of 1,000 yards from the mouth of said 
pass in waters of Matagorda Bay; Chocolate Creek or 
within a radius of 100 yards from the mouth of Chocolate 
Creek in the waters of Chocolate Bay; all that part of 
Lavaca Bay within a distance of 1,000 yards of each side 
of the Lavaca Bay causeway; Turtle Bay, Oyster Lake, 
Mitchel’s Cut, Mission Bay, Puerto Bay, San Luis Pass, 
St. Charles Bay, Brown’s Cedar Pass, Pass Cavallo, San 
Antonio Bay, Cedar Bayou, Contec Lake, Hynes Bay; 
Sabine Pass; Brazos Santiago Pass; any waters of any of 
the bays, streams, bayous or canals of Orange, Jefferson 
and Harris counties; in all waters of any of the bays, 
streams, bayous or canals of Chambers, Galveston and 
Brazoria counties not hereinabove mentioned; that part 
of Aransas Bay between Harbor Island and Mud Island 
in Aransas County; in that part of the inland waters, 
streams, lakes, bayous or canals of Matagorda County 
and in that part of Matagorda Bay not hereinabove men- 
tioned. 


In Navigation Districts, no seines, nets or other phys- 
ical or mechanical device permitted. 


In any channel or canal connecting one body of bay 
water with another body of bay water, or in any canal 
or channel connecting a bay with the Gulf of Mexico, or 
within a mile of such channel, seines, nets or shrimp trawl 
are prohibited. 


It is unlawful to use a shrimp trawl without a license 
or a seine or net without a tag, issued by the Game, Fish 
and Oyster Commission, attached to such device. 


Any seine or net or shrimp trawl possessed in violation 
of law is subject to seizure by any officer and destruction 
by court order. 


Permits to use suitable seines and nets for removal of 
rough fish may be obtained from the Game, Fish and 
Oyster Commission for use where either seining or net- 
ting is permitted. Fee $5.00. Proposed device must first 
_ be inspected and tagged by representative of Commis- 
sion. “Rough fish” are buffalo, mullet and other fish 
which are not ordinarily caught on a hook and line. 
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IT IS UNLAWFUL TO— 


Use a dredge or any means other than hand tongs in 
water less than four feet deep. 


Use a power dredge in water less than six feet deep. 


Ship, sell or possess for purpose of sale any fish or oys- 
ters taken from an insanitary reef. 


Plant, or buy oysters for planting, bedding, marketing, 
or other purpose during closed season without permit 
from the Game, Fish and Oyster Commission. 


Ship or accept for shipment or transportation during 
closed season, oysters taken from public reefs. 

Fail, or refuse to scatter culls from oysters you take 
from reefs. 


Open or shuck oysters for market near or on reefs. 


Sell oysters taken for planting or depositing for prep- 
aration for market. 


Sell cargo of oysters containing more than 5 per cent 
young oysters. 

Use insanitary containers for oysters. 

Float or bloat oysters. 


Deface, injure, destroy or remove any buoy, marker or 
fence, or part thereof. 


Refuse to show license. 


Erect, set, operate or maintain any fish pound net within 
three nautical miles from coast line without permit from 
Game, Fish and Oyster Commission, 


Take from public salt or fresh waters any sand, shell 
or gravel without first obtaining a permit from the Game, 
Fish and Oyster Commission. For details write Game, 
Fish and Oyster Commission, Austin, Texas. 


Use explosives or poison water. 


Use any seine, net, gill net, trotline or other device, ex- 
cept hook and line, for the purpose of fishing within the 
channel, turning basin, or other waters of any navigation 
district. 


All undersize fish must be returned to the waters from 
which taken. 


Use, operate, sail, anchor, tie, or moor to the bank any 
boat, sailboat, motorboat, skiff, barge, raft, or other float- . 
ing device, or to place any post, piling, obstruction, wire, 
rope, cable, net or trap, in or upon the waters of any nat- 
ural or artificial pass which is now or may be hereafter 
opened, reopened, dredged, excavated, constructed, and 
maintained by the Game, Fish and Oyster Commission 
of the State of Texas as a fish pass, between the Gulf of 
Mexico and any inland bay, within a distance of two thou- 
sand, eight hundred (2,800) feet inside of such pass 
where it empties into or opens upon the Gulf of Mexico. 
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FURBEARER LAWS 

Animals classified as furbearers by law are wild beaver, 
wild otter, wild mink, wild ring-tail cat, wild badger, wild 
polecat or skunk, wild raccoon, wild muskrat, wild opos- 
sum, wild fox and wild civet cat. They must not be con- 
fused with those animals legally defined as “game ani- 
mals.” Game animals may not be trapped at any time, 
nor may their pelts or hides be sold. Game animals are 
wild deer, wild elk, wild antelope, javelina, wild Rocky 
Mountain sheep, wild black bear, wild gray and red squir- 
rels, cat squirrels or fox squirrels. (See Game Laws.) 


Property of State 


The protected furbearers and their pelts are the prop- 
erty of the State until they have been lawfully taken, 
and all regulations and laws complied with. 


Open Season (General Laws) 


The period of time when it is lawful to take furbearers 
as defined specifically above, is during the months of De- 
cember and January (except muskrats, beaver and otter) 
of each year, but there are exceptions to this general 
rule. Those exceptions are noted below in a summary of 
special laws that apply to various counties. Furbearers 
may be taken with traps, guns or dogs, with exceptions 
noted below. 


Muskrats: May be taken from November 15 to March 
15 with traps only, except that persons may kill musk- 
rats on their own premises at any time by any means. 
Unlawful to trap or kill muskrats on land of another 
without permission of landowner or lessee, whether the 
land is posted or inclosed or not. 


Beaver-Otter: Season closed except as noted below. 


Open Season (Special Laws) 


In some counties it is unlawful to kill, take or have in 
possession for sale any wild fox or the pelt thereof at 
any time of the year. In other counties it is unlawful to 
take or kill fox unless they are destroying or are about to 
destroy, domestic stock, or unless other special provisions 
have been made by law, but even in these cases it is un- 
lawful to sell their pelts except during the open season 
of December and January. 


Brazos, Falls, Limestone and Upshur Counties: Season 
closed on fox, except when destroying or about to destroy 
domestic fowl or other domestic stock. 


Bowie, Jefferson and Rusk Counties: Season closed on 
fox and sale of pelts unlawful. 


Brewster, Culberson, El Paso, Hudspeth, Jeff Davis, 
Pecos, Presidio, Reeves and Terrell Counties: Lawful to 
trap otter or muskrat December 1 to January 31, both 
days inclusive. Open season on beaver, January 1 to 
January 15, and bag limit three. 
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Camp County: Unlawful to use trap or guns to take 
fox or to sell pelts. 


Cass County: May take, kill or have in possession for 
sale wild fox or their pelts during month of December 
only. 


Cherokee County: Unlawful to set steel trap for pur- 
pose of taking furbearers except from December 15 to 
January 15, or when set within 200 yards of some desi- 
dence. 


Cottle County: Open season December 1 to February 
15 all furbearers except muskrats, which may be taken 
November 15 to April 1 inclusive. This does not include 
beaver and otter. | 


Burleson, Denivon, Freestone, Guadalupe, Hardin, Hen- 
derson, Jasper, Kaufman, Lee, Leon, Madison, Milam, 
Newton, San Jacinto and Walker Counties: No closed 
season on fox, but pelts may not be sold except during 
open season fixed by law. 


. Kimble, Maverick and Val Verde Counties: Open sea- 
son on beaver, January 1 to January 15, both days inclu- 
sive. Bag limit three per season. 


Navarro County: Unlawful to set a steel trap, snare or 
deadfall to take fox. 


Parker County: Unlawful to liberate or hold fox in 
captivity. 

Sabine and San Augustine Counties: Lawful to use any 
type of trap, or snare to take opossums, bobcats and 
catamounts at any time of the year. 


Panola, Sabine, San Augustine and Shelby Counties: 
No closed season on fox, and pelts may be sold at any 
time. 

Trapper Defined 

A resident trapper is any person who takes for the pur- 
pose of barter, sale, or who sells, or offers for sale the 
pelts of any of the furbearing animals of this State, and 
who has been a bona fide resident of this state for two 
years prior to his application for a license. All others 
are non-resident trappers. 


Trapper’s License 


The fee for a Resident Trapper’s License is one dollar 
($1.00). For a Non-resident Trapper’s License the fee is 
two hundred ($200.00) dollars. 


Beaver-Otter License 


Fee $50.00 to trap beaver and otter outside of county of 
residence. 


Propagation of Furbearing Animals 


For a fee of $5.00 a permit can be obtained for the 
purpose of taking furbearing animals alive during the 
open season for the purpose of sale or propagation. 
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“Fur Buyer” Defined 


Retail Fur Buyer: One who purchases the pelt or pelts 
of any of the furbearing animals of this State from the 
trappers only. 


Wholesale Fur Buyer: One who purchases for himself 
or on behalf of another person, the pelt or pelts of any of 
the furbearing animals of this State from a retail fur 
buyer and/or from the trapper. 


Fur Buyer’s License 


The fee for a Retail Fur Buyer’s License is $5.00. The 
fee for a Wholesale Fur Buyer’s License is $25.00. 


Vealer’s Report 


Every Fur Dealer must file with the Game, Fish and 
Oyster Commission, not later than the tenth day of each 
month, a complete sworn report, on printed forms fur- 
nished by the Game, Fish and Oyster Commission, of the 
kind and number of the pelts of furbearing animals pur- 
chased in this state and shipped out of the state during 
the preceding month. No report is required for those 
months when no pelts are purchased. The above report is 
required of dealers who buy in the state and:ship out of 
the state. If the dealer is a tanner, furrier, taxidermist 
or manufacturer, who tans or manufactures the pelt into 
a finished product in this State, a report is required not 
later than the tenth day of the month which shows the 
number of pelts purchased during the preceding month. 


Undried Pelts 


The possession of undried pelts after fifteen days after | 
the close of the open season shall be prima facie evidence 
that the pelt was taken during the closed season. The 
trapper is given fifteen days immediately following the 
close of the open season for drying of pelts taken by him 
during the open season. 


Predatory Animals 


Wolves, coyotes, cougars, rabbits, wildcats, bobcats, 
weasels, mountain lions, Mexican lions, and ocelot are not 
classed as furbearing animals. They are not protected by 
law. They may be killed at any time of the year. 

It is unlawful for any person to possess or to receive, 
or to have for the purpose of transporting, or for the 
purpose of turning loose, or to turn loose or to cause to 
be turned loose, any live wolf within this State. 


Important Notice 


Federal Lacey Act: This legislation, enacted in 1900, 
and amended and incorporated in the Criminal Code of the 
United States in 1909, prohibits the delivery of dead 
bodies of wild animals or parts thereof to any common 
carrier for transportation from one state to another when 
such animals have been killed or shipped in violation of 
state laws. 
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HOW TO USE THIS DIGEST 


If you want to know the regulations for a particular 
county or lake, look for that county under “Special Laws” 
or “County Laws” or “Lake Laws.” If you do not find 
that county or lake mentioned, the “General Law” applies. 


It must be understood that any restrictions contained 
in a special law must be obeyed even though they appear 
to be in conflict with the general law. Likewise, any 
privilege granted in a special law may be enjoyed without 
concern for general restriction in conflict. 


WARNING 


Any person convicted of violating any game law auto- 
matically forfeits his hunting license and all hunting 
rights for one year from date of conviction. 


Any person convicted of violating the trespass law, 
Article 18377, Penal Code 1925, automatically forfeits his 
hunting license and all hunting rights for a period of 
one year from date of conviction, regardless of whether 
he was convicted for hunting with firearms, or for fishing, 
or for otherwise depredating on another’s land without 
permission. 


HUNTING LAWS 
LICENSES 


Resident: Price $2.00. Required of every Texas citizen 
17 or more years of age who hunts out of the county of his 
residence. A “citizen” includes any person who has been 
for more than six months immediately preceding appli- 
cation for license a bona fide resident of Texas. 


(Note: Unlawful to hunt in Blanco, Brewster, Crockett, 
Culberson, Edwards, El Paso, Gillespie, Hudspeth, Ken- 
dall, Kerr, Kimble, Kinney, Llano, Mason, Medina, Me- 
nard, Real, Schleicher, Sutton, Terrell and Val Verde 
counties without a hunting license, the only exceptions 
being persons under 17 and persons hunting on their own 
property or property on which they reside. Resident 
hunting licenses bought in counties other than those 
above named are valid in the above named counties.) 


Non-Resident: Price $25.00. Required of every person 
who is not a citizen of this State, or who is an alien. 


Hunting Boat: Price $2.00. Required of every person 
owning or navigating a sail boat or power boat for ac- 
commodating hunters for pay. 


Shooting Preserve: Price $5.00. Required of every per- 
son who acts as manager for any club or shooting resort, 
or lessor of premises leased for hunting purposes, who 
accommodates hunters for pay. 


Game Breeder’s: Price $2.00. Required of every person 
who holds in captivity any game animals or game birds 
for the purpose of propagation for sale. Apply to Game, 
Fish and Oyster Commission for detailed information. 


Blind: In Harrison and Marion Counties license re- 
quired for operation of commercial blinds for use in hunt- 
ing waterfowl. Price $5 for each blind. Such license is 
not required of sportsmen hunting in private blinds. 


It is Unlawful To— 

Hunt out of county of your residence without a license. 
Hunt under license of another. 

Allow another person to hunt under your license. 


Receive any hunter on board a boat for pay unless 
owner has a license for his boat. 


GAME BIRDS 


Brant, chachalaca, doves, ducks, geese, grouse, par- 
tridge, pheasants, pigeons (wild), plover, prairie chickens, 
quail, shore birds of all varieties, snipe and turkey are 
game birds. 
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All wild birds belong to the people of this state. It is 
unlawful to kill or have in possession, either dead or 
alive, any wild, non-game bird, except the following 
birds, which are unprotected: black bird, butcher bird 
(shrike), buzzard (vulture), crows, duckhawk, eagle 
(golden or Mexican brown), goshawk, hawk (Cooper’s 
or blue darter, and sharp-shinned), jaybirds, owl (great 
horned), pelicans (white), ravens, ricebirds, roadrunners, 
sapsuckers, sparrows (English), starlings, and wood- 
pecker. Canaries and parrots as domestic pets are un- 
protected. 


It Is Unlawful To— 
Kill a brown pelican. 
Kill or molest a carrier pigeon. 
Take game birds by net or trap. 


Destroy the nests or eggs of any birds protected by 
the laws of this State. 


MIGRATORY GAME BIRDS 


Warning: On the opening day of season, no person 
may possess any migratory game bird in excess of the 
daily bag limit. 


Migratory game birds may be possessed for only 90 
days after the close of the season. 


Means of Taking: Baiting or live decoys prohibited. 
Taking from automobile or aircraft prohibited. May not 
use shotgun larger than 10 gauge, and may not use auto- 
loading or repeating shotgun capable of holding more 
than three shells, including those in the magazine and 
chamber. Only shotguns may be used. 


May not take migratory game birds from any power- 
driven boat or boat under tow or sail. Sinkbox prohibited. 


May not take waterfowl by means, aid or use of cattle, 
horses or mules. 


Restricted Areas: May not take ducks or geese on any 
State or Federal refuge or preserve, or take them from 
any enclosed private property without the consent of the 
owner or agent of said property. May not shoot from 
public road or highway. 


Federal Stamp: No person over the age of 16 may 
hunt migratory waterfowl without a Federal stamp (pro- 
curable at Post Offices). 


BRANT, COOT, DUCKS AND GEESE 


Open Season: Nov. 12 to Dec. 16, both dates inclusive. 


Shooting Hours: On Nov. 12 from 12:00 o’clock noon 
to one hour before sunset; all other days of season one- 
half hour before sunrise to one hour before sunset. 
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Bag and Possession Limit 


Coot: 15 singly or in aggregate with rails and gallinules. 
Only one day’s kill may be possessed. 


Ducks: 5 in the aggregate per day, including not more 
than one wood duck. Possession limited to two days’ kill, 
including not more than one wood duck. 


Exception: American and Redbreasted Mergansers: 25 
singly or in the aggregate per day. No possession limit. 


Geese and Brant: 4 in the aggregate per day or in pos- 
session, including in such limit either 2 Canada geese 
(including Hutchins or cackling goose) or 2 white-fronted 
geese, or 1 of each. 


GALLINULES AND RAILS (EXCEPT COOT) 


Open Season: Sept. 1 to Oct. 30, both dates inclusive. 


Shooting Hours: One-half hour before sunrise to one 
hour before sunset. 


Bag and Possession Limits 


Rails and Gallinules (except Sora): 15 in the aggregate 
per day or in possession, including Coot. 


Sora: 20 per day, or in possession. 


DOVES 


Bag Limit: Ten in the aggregate of either or both 
mourning and white-winged doves per day. Not more 
than one day’s kill in possession. 


Shooting Hours: One-half hour before sunrise to sun- 
set. 


Open Season—Mourning Doves 


North Zone: Sept. 1 to Oct. 15, both dates inclusive, 
in Val Verde, Kinney, Uvalde, Medina, Kendall, Comal, 
Hays, Travis, Williamson, Milam, Robertson, Leon, Hous- 
ton, Cherokee, Nacogdoches, Shelby and all counties north 
and west thereof. 


South Zone: Oct. 20 to Dee. 3. 


Exception: Cameron, Hidalgo, Starr, Zapata, Webb, 
Maverick, Dimmit, La Salle, Jim Hogg, Brooks, Kenedy 
and Willacy counties: Sept. 17, 19 and 21 from 4 p.m. 
until sunset, and October 20 to November 30, both dates 
inclusive, from one-half hour before sunrise to sunset. 


Open Season—White-Winged Doves 


Brewster, Brooks, Cameron, Culberson, Dimmit, El 
Paso, Hidalgo, Hudspeth, Jeff Davis, Jim Hogg, Kenedy,

Protected Area 


Unlawful to shoot white-winged doves between Rio 
Grande River and State Highway No. 4 (now Federal 
Highway 83) from the Zapata-Starr County line to the 
west boundary of the city limits of Brownsville. 


Borden County: Season closed. 
NON-MIGRATORY GAME BIRDS 


Means of Taking: If shotguns are used they must not be 
larger than 10 gauge, and must be permanently plugged 
so that they will hold not more than three shells, includ- 
ing magazine and chamber. 


Shooting Hours: One-half hour before sunrise to one- 
half hour after sunset. 


CHACHALACA 


Open Season: December 1 to January 16, inclusive. 
West of Pecos River: No open season. 


Bag Limit: Five per day, not more than 10 in any 7- 
day period. 


Possession Limit: 10. 


Protected Area: Unlawful to hunt chacalaca between 
Rio Grande River and State Highway 4, now Federal 
Highway 83, from the Zapata-Starr County line to the 
west boundary of the city limits of Brownsville.

Season closed. 
PRAIRIE CHICKEN (PINNATED GROUSE) 


Season closed. 


QUAIL 
Open Season 


General Law: December 1 to January 16, both days 
inclusive. 


West of Pecos River: December on all species except 
Mearns. Season closed on Mearns quail. 


Special Laws 


Borden County: Season closed until December 1, 1952. 
Camp County: Unlawful to take quail except on Mon- 
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day, Wednesday, and Friday of each week during the pe- 
riod December 1 to January 16, both days inclusive. 


Delta County: Unlawful to take quail, except on Mon- 
day, Wednesday, and Friday of each week during pe- 
riod December 1 to January 16, inclusive. 


Duval County: Season closed until 1952. 


Franklin County: Unlawful to take quail except on 
Monday, Wednesday and Friday of each week during the 
period December 1 to January 16, inclusive. 


Guadalupe County: Unlawful to take quail except on 
Sunday and Wednesday of each week during the period 
December 1 to January 16, both days inclusive. 


Hopkins County: Unlawful to take quail except on 
Monday, Wednesday and Friday of each week during the 
period December 1 to January 16, inclusive. 


Kenedy County: Unlawful to take quail except Decem- 
ber 1 to January 381, both days inclusive. 


Kleberg County: Unlawful to take quail except Decem- 
ber 1 to January 31, both days inclusive. 


Rains County: Unlawful to take quail except on Mon- 
day, Wednesday and Friday of each week during period 
December 1 to January 16, inclusive, and when a Monday, 
Wednesday or Friday during such period is a holiday, also 
on the day following such holiday. 


Terry County: Unlawful to take quail until December 
1, 1950. 


Van Zandt County: Unlawful to take quail except on 
each weekday excluding Sunday during the period Decem- 
ber 1 to January 16, both days inclusive. May not hunt 
quail with gun or dog on premises of another outside of 
county of residence without written permission of owner 
or agent. 


Wood County: Unlawful to take quail except on Mon- 
day, Wednesday and Friday of each week during period 
December 1 to January 16. May not hunt quail on premises 
of another without written consent or oral consent given 
in presence of two witnesses. 


Bag Limit 


General Law: Twelve a day and not more than 36 a 
week, or in possession.

SHIPMENT AND SALE 


It is unlawful to sell or buy game birds or game ani- 
mals, dead or alive, regardless of where caught or killed, 
except game breeders and taxidermists who may sell un- 
claimed specimens; but deer hides may be sold. 


It is unlawful to bring game into this state during the 
closed season on such game without a permit from the 
Game, Fish and Oyster Commission. 


It is unlawful to ship game except to one’s own home or 
to a taxidermist and unless affidavit is attached that the 
shipper has lawfully killed such game. 


IT IS UNLAWFUL TO— 


Hunt in State Parks under the control of the Texas 
State Parks Board. 


Kill or hunt any game bird or game animal between 
one-half hour after sunset and one-half hour before sun- 
rise. See regulations for migratory birds. 


Hunt for hire or hire anyone to hunt. 


Hunt from an automobile, motor boat, sail boat, boat 
under tow, or airplane. 


Hunt on a State Game Preserve. 


Hunt or fish on enclosed lands of another without the 
owner’s consent. 


Shoot any gun or firearm in, on, along or across any 
public road in this state. 


Refuse to stop a vehicle or automobile, when demanded 
by a game and fish warden, or refuse to allow game and 
fish warden to search your game bag when he has reason 
to believe that a game law has been violated. 
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FRESH WATER FISH LAWS 
GENERAL REGULATIONS 


Licenses Required: Resident citizens of Texas must 
procure an Artificial Lure License, price $1.10, before 
using artificial bait. There are no exceptions because of 
age or any other reason. 

An artificial lure is any manufactured bait or imitation 
of a natural bait. 

Non-residents of Texas or aliens must procure a Non- 

resident or Alien Fishing License, price $5.00, or a Five- 
Day License, price $1.10, when fishing with any kind of 
bait in fresh water. 
- Unlawful for any resident citizen of Texas to fish in the 
counties of Blanco, Brewster, Crockett, Culberson, Ed- 
wards, El Paso, Gillespie, Hudspeth, Kendall, Kerr, Kim- 
ble, Kinney, Llano, Mason, Menard, Real, Schleicher, Sut- 
ton, Terrell, and Val Verde without a resident fishing 
license, except persons under 17 years of age shall not be 
required to hold such license and except persons fishing on 
land they own or on which they reside shall not be re- 
quired to hold a resident fishing license. Fee for Resident 
Fishing License is 55c. . 

A seine or net license is required of commercial fisher- 
men operating in fresh waters as well as those operating 
in salt water. (See Salt Water and Commercial Fishing 
Laws.) 

A license is required to sell fish. (See Salt Water and 
Commercial Fishing Laws.) 


Method of Taking: Ordinary pole and line, set line, trot- 
line, artificial lures and seines or nets of not less than 
three-inch square mesh are permitted. Seine or net made 
of wire or other metallic substance is prohibited. Min- 
now seines not more than twenty feet in length for the 
purpose of taking minnows for bait are permitted. All 
other methods or means of taking fish are prohibited un- 
less especially noted below. 


Size Limits: Large-mouth black bass, small-mouth 
black bass, spotted bass, or any sub-species of these 
fishes, not less than seven inches. Limits in certain coun- 
ties are noted below. 


Bag Limit: Large-mouth black bass, small-mouth black 
bass, spotted bass, or any sub-species of these fishes, sing- 
ly or in the aggregate, fifteen (15), of which not more 
than ten (10) shall be of greater length than eleven (11) 
inches; white bass, twenty-five (25); blue catfish, channel 
catfish and yellow catfish, singly or in the aggregate, twen- 
ty-five (25); crappie or white perch, twenty-five (25). 
In those counties where sale of catfish is permitted, this 
limitation as to possession of catfish does not apply to 
persons having a commercial fisherman’s license, whole- 
sale fish dealer’s license, wholesale truck dealer’s fish 
license, or retail fish dealer’s license. 
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Sale Prohibited: Sale of black bass or crappie or white 
perch prohibited in all counties. Special sale restrictions 
noted below. 


Minnow Laws: License required for dealing in minnows. 
(See Salt Water and Commercial Fishing Laws.) Other 
restrictions on sale or transportation of minnows noted 
below. 


Notice: It is unlawful to fish by any method in waters 
within the confines of any public park under the control 
of the State Parks Board, without the consent of person 
in charge of the park. 


It is unlawful to fish from deck or road surface of any 
highway bridge or causeway maintained by State High- 
way Department or to leave any dead fish or bait on 
such property. 


It is unlawful to enter the enclosed land of another 
without the consent of the owner or person in charge 
thereof and thereon catch or take, or attempt to catch 
fish. 


SPECIAL REGULATIONS 
County Laws 


Anderson County: Unlawful to fish for, take or catch, 
or have in possession for sale, or to carry, transport or 
ship for sale, or to buy or sell or offer for sale or offer to 
buy, barter or exchange fish taken from waters of 
Neches River. 


Archer County: Big Wichita River, Lake Kemp, Diver- 
sion Lake, etc.: No seines and nets permitted, except 
twenty-foot minnow seine of not less than one-sixth inch 
square mesh for taking minnows for bait. May use one 
trotline per person or not more than two per party of two 
or more persons. Trotlines must not be set nearer than 
fifty (50) feet apart, nor contain more than fifty 
(50) hooks with any two hooks thereon nearer than four 
(4) feet apart. Unlawful to offer for barter or sale bass, 
perch, crappie, catfish, or other fish except minnows for 
bait. 


Bandera County: Unlawful to use seines and nets. May 
use ten-foot minnow seine of not less than one-fourth 
inch square mesh for taking minnows for bait. Unlawful 
to sell or offer to sell any bass, perch, crappie or catfish. 
Unlawful to take minnows from county for sale, or to 
transport more than 200 such minnows from county. 


Baylor County: See Archer County. 


Bell County: Lawful to take suckers, buffalo, carp, 
shad or gar with seine or net, the meshes of which shall 
not be less than one-inch square and with wire, rope or 
gig, provided that any bass, crappie or white perch, cat- 
fish, perch or trout caught by above methods may not be 
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retained. Unlawful to possess any of above game fish | 
while any of above rough fish are in possession. Unlaw- 
ful to sell minnows taken in county. Unlawful to take 
more than 125 minnows out of county. 


Bexar County: Only ordinary hook and line, or trot- 
line or artificial bait permitted, and ten-foot minnow 
seine of not less than one-fourth inch square mesh for 
taking minnows for bait. Unlawful to sell or offer to sell 
any bass, perch, crappie or catfish. 


Blanco County: May use 20-foot minnow seine for tak- 
ing minnows for bait. Unlawful to take or possess for pur- 
pose of sale any catfish, perch, crappie, bream or bass. 
Unlawful to transport minnows from county. Possession 
of more than 500 minnows prima facie evidence of viola- 
tion. May take suckers, buffalo, carp, shad or gar with 
seines and nets of not less than one-inch mesh, or with 
wire, rope or gig, but may not possess other fish when 
using such devices. Otherwise, seines and nets prohibited. 


Bosque County: Unlawful to sell or offer to sell or to 
buy bass, crappie, perch, channel or Opelousas catfish taken 
from Bosque River and its tributaries. In Bosque River 
and tributaries, unlawful to use drag seine or any kind of 
net, except: (1) Dip net not more than 36 inches in diam- 
eter, approved trap and 20-foot minnow seine for catch- 
ing minnows for bait; (2) Suckers, carp, buffalo, shad and 
gar may be taken with seine or net of not less than one- 
inch square mesh, or with wire, rope or gig, but such de- 
vices may not be used on other fish, and other fish may 
not be possessed while using such devices. Trolling is per- 
mitted from boat propelled by ordinary oars or paddles, 
only, in Bosque River and its tributaries. Unlawful to 
transport minnows out of county for purpose of sale, and 
transportation of more than 100 minnows out of county 
evidence of violation of law. 


Bowie County: Seine or net of not less than 2-inch 
square mesh permitted in Sulphur River. Other waters of 
county, seines and nets prohibited, except: (1) Twenty- 
foot minnow seine for catching minnows for bait; (2) 
hoop, trammel or gill net having not less than 3-inch 
square mesh for catching buffalo, carp and catfish. Gig, 
ordinary hook and line, set hook and line and artificial 
bait. permitted. 


Brewster County: Unlawful to sell or offer for sale 
any fish taken in county. 


Brown County: Unlawful to use seine or net except 20- 
foot minnow seine to take minnows for bait. Unlawful to 
sell bass, crappie or catfish taken in county. 


Burnet County: Unlawful to sell bass, crappie or cat- 
fish taken in county. Seines and nets prohibited except: 
(1) Twenty-foot minnow seine to take minnows for bait; 
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(2) May take suckers, buffalo, carp, shad and gar with 
seines and nets having meshes not less than one-inch 
square, or with wire, rope or gig, but may not possess 
other fish when using such devices. Unlawful to transport 
minnows out of county. For devices for taking fish in 
lake waters, see special laws noted in Colorado River 
lakes regulations. 


Cass County: Gig, ordinary hook and line, set hook 
and line and artificial bait permitted. Seines and nets 
prohibited, except: (1) Twenty-foot minnow seine for 
catching minnows for bait; (2) Hoop, trammel or gill net 
of not less than 38-inch square mesh for catching buffalo, 
carp and catfish. 


Chambers County: May take suckers, buffalo, carp, 
shad and gar with seines and nets the meshes of which 
are not less than one-inch square, or with wire, rope or 
gig, but may not possess other fish when using such de- 
vices. 


Cherokee County: Seines and nets unlawful in Neches 
and Angelina Rivers. 


Coleman County: Unlawful to use seine or net except: 
(1) 20-ft. minnow seine for catching minnows for bait; 
(2) net of not less than 3-inch-square mesh for taking 
carp and suckers in Colorado River. 


Collin County: Same as Chambers County. 


Comanche County: Seines and nets unlawful except 20- 
foot minnow seine for taking minnows for bait. Set, 
throw or trotline may not have hooks spaced closer than 
three feet apart. Possession of prohibited tackle within 
200 yards of public waters prima facie evidence of viola- 
tion. 


Concho County: Unlawful to transport more than 200 
minnows out of county. No minnows may be transported 
out of county for sale. Unlawful to sell bass, crappie, 
white perch or catfish taken in county. Seines and nets 
prohibited, except 20-foot minnow seine for taking min- 
nows, and nets of not less than three-inch square mesh 
for catching carp and suckers in Colorado River. 


Cooke County: Fish taken in county may not be sold. 
Ordinary hook and line, set line, throw line, or ordinary 
cord line permitted. Seines and nets prohibited except: 
(1) Twenty-foot minnow seine for taking minnows for 
bait; (2) Seines or nets the meshes of which are not less 
than one-inch square, or wire, rope or gig for taking 
suckers, buffalo, carp, shad and gar, but no other fish may 
be possessed when using such devices; (3) seine or net 
having mesh not less than one and one-half inches square 
to seine fish for propagation purposes under the super- 
vision of a game warden. Unlawful to take minnows in 
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district composed of Grayson and Cooke counties to 
transport out of district for sale, or to sell said minnows 
outside of said district. This minnow law applies to en- 
tire county, including Lake Texoma. Unlawful to fish in 
Lake Texoma in violation of regulations made by Game, 
Fish and Oyster Commission, found in this digest under 
“Lake Laws.” 


Coryell County: Unlawful to sell minnows taken in 
county. Unlawful to transport more than 125 minnows 
outside of county. Seines and nets prohibited except: (1) 
20-foot minnow seine for taking minnows for bait; (2) 
may take suckers, buffalo, carp, shad and gar with one- 
inch square mesh seines or nets, or with wire, rope or 
gig, but may not possess other fish when using such de- 
vices. 


Culberson County: Unlawful to sell or offer for sale 
any fish taken in county. 


Dallas County: Unlawful to take fish by any means 
other than ordinary pole and line, rod and reel, set line, 
throw line or trotline. No throw line, set line or trotline 
shall have hooks closer than three feet apart. Illegal 
tackle in possession closer than 200 yards of public water 
shall be evidence of violation of law. Lawful to use arti- 
ficial lure with more than two hooks. May use minnow 
seine not longer than 20 feet for taking minnows for 
bait. 


Delta County: Lawful to grabble for, or use seine or 
net having meshes one-inch square to take catfish, perch, 
buffalo and drum. 


Denton County: Same as Chambers County. 


De Witt County: Unlawful to sell or offer to sell or to 
buy any fish taken in county. May take suckers, buffalo, 
carp, shad or gar with seine or net of not less than one- 
inch square mesh, or by wire, rope or gig, but may not 
possess any other species of fish when using such devices. 


Dimmit County: Minnows may not be taken in county 
for sale, or sold. Commercial minnow dealers may not 
transport minnows from the county. Unlawful to sell 
bass, crappie or catfish. Seines and nets prohibited ex- 
cept: (1) May use 20-foot minnow seine to take minnows 
for bait; and (2) may use seines or nets of not less than 
one-inch square mesh to take buffalo, carp, shad, gar or 
suckers, or wire, rope or gig, but may not possess any 
other species of fish while using such devices. 


Edwards County: Unlawful to sell or offer or possess 
for sale any bass, perch, crappie, bream or catfish. Twen- 
ty-foot minnow seine may be used for taking minnows for 
bait. No device may have more than two hooks, except 
artificial lures used with rod and reel. Bottles, cans and 
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floats of any kind may not be used unless the line to 
which hooks are attached is tied securely to stationary 
object or held by fisherman. Unlawful to take from coun- 
ty minnows for sale. Unlawful to transport more than 
200 minnows beyond county. 


El Paso County: Unlawful to sell fish taken in county. 
Permitted devices are: Hook and line, pole and line, trot- 
line or set line. Ten-foot minnow seine with meshes not 
larger than three-eighths of an inch square, permitted 
on minnows for bait. 


Erath County: Unlawful to sell or buy, or offer for sale, 
bass, crappie, perch, channel or Opelousas catfish or any 
other fish from Lake Waco and Bosque Rivers and their 
tributaries. In Bosque Rivers and their tributaries, un- 
lawful to use drag seines or nets of any kind; only ordi- 
nary pole, hook and line with single hook or artificial 
baits permitted; dip net, having diameter of not more 
than 86 inches, or approved trap permitted for catching 
minnows for bait; unlawful to troll from self-propelled 
boat. In Lake Waco trolling permitted from any kind of 
boat. All waters of county, season closed on bass and 
crappie during March and April. Minnows may not be sold. 


Falls County: Unlawful to sell or offer for sale or to 
buy any fish taken from waters of Brazos River or within 
one mile of mouth of any tributary of the Brazos River. 
Unlawful to transport more than 125 minnows beyond 
county. 


Fannin County: Same as Chambers County. 


Fayette County: Same as Chambers County. Also 
_closed season on bullfrogs March, April and May. 


Fisher County: Same as Chambers County. 


Franklin County: May take catfish, perch, buffalo and 
drum by hand or with seine or net having meshes one- 
inch square. 


Gillespie County: May take suckers, buffalo, carp, shad 
or gar with seine or net of not less than one-inch square 
mesh or with wire, rope or gig, but may not possess other 
fish when using such devices. No device may have more 
than two hooks except artificial lures with rod and reel. 
Bottles, cans and floats of any kind shall not be used un- 
less the line to which hooks are attached is tied securely 
to stationary object or held by fisherman. Twenty-foot 
minnow seine lawful for taking minnows for bait. Min- 
nows may not be transported beyond county. Possession 
of more than 500 minnows prima facie evidence of viola- 
tion of law. Catfish, crappie, perch, bass and bream may 
not be taken or possessed for sale. 


Gonzales County: Same as Chambers County. 
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Grayson County: Game, Fish and Oyster Commission 
has regulatory power to prescribe fishing regulations for 
Lake Texoma. See “Lake Texoma,” this digest. Minnows 
may not be taken from the district composed of Grayson 
and Cooke counties to transport for sale outside of dis- 
trict, nor sold outside of said district. In waters of county 
except Lake Texoma permitted gear is: Ordinary hook 
and line, set line, throwline, cord line. Seines and nets 
prohibited, except that suckers, buffalo, carp, shad and 
gar may be taken with seine or net having not less than 
one-inch square mesh, or with wire, rope or gig, but other 
fish may not be possessed while using such devices. 


Guadalupe County: Unlawful to sell or offer for barter 
or sale any bass, perch, crappie or catfish taken from 
waters of county. Gear permitted: Ordinary hook and 
line, trotline or artificial bait; 10-foot minnow seine of 
not less than one-fourth-inch square mesh for taking 
minnows for bait. 


Hamilton County: Lawful to use net of not less than 
1%-inch square mesh on suckers, buffalo, carp, shad and 
gar, but no other fish may be possessed while using such 
devices. Drag seines or dragnets unlawful except twenty- 
foot minnow seine to take minnows for bait. Unlawful 
to take minnows for sale or offer for sale, or to transport 
more than 125 minnows outside of county. 


Hardin County: Same as Chambers County. 


Harrison County: Ordinary hook and line, rod and reel,’ 
set hook and line, trotline or artificial bait permitted. 
Seines and nets prohibited except: (1) 20-foot minnow 
seine for taking minnows for bait; (2) hoop net, set net 
or trammel net with meshes not less than 3%-inches. 
square, for taking buffalo, gar, catfish, shad and bowfin 
or grindle. Unlawful seines or nets prohibited within one 
mile of Caddo Lake, its adjoining lakes and tributaries. 
It is unlawful to take or possess alligators. Additional 
laws applying to Caddo Lake are: Cast net permitted for 
taking minnows. Unlawful to use gig or spear. Bag limits: 
Bream and goggle-eye, 35. No size limit on blue, channel 
or yellow catfish. Driving or riding in boat while under 
influence of intoxicants, or driving in reckless manner or 
at high rate of speed is unlawful. Shooting in, on, along 
or across Caddo Lake is unlawful except when hunting 
during open season. Fish guides may not take, catch, re- 
tain or have in possession, bass or crappie. 


Haskell County: Unlawful to transport minnows out- 
side of county. 


Hill County: Unlawful to transport minnows outside 
of county, except 150 for personal use. 


Hood County: Season closed on bass and crappie dur- 
ing March and April.

Hopkins County: May take catfish, perch, buffalo and 
drum by hand or with seine or net of one-inch square 
mesh. 


Hudspeth County: Unlawful to sell or offer for sale fish 
taken in county. 


Hunt County: Only ordinary hookline, set line or throw 
line, ordinary cord line, seine or net with meshes not less 
than one and one-half inches square permitted. Unlawful 
to sell or offer to sell bass, crappie or catfish. 


Jack County: Unlawful to use hoop nets, trammel nets 
or barrel nets. Seines and nets (except hoop nets, tram- 
mel nets or barrel nets, which are prohibited) with mesh 
more than two inches square, permitted for taking cat- 
fish, bass and perch in waters of county except artificial 
lake covering more than 20 acres of ground, fed by 
stream or subject to overflow. Unlawful to take minnows 
from waters of county for sale outside of district com- 
posed of Jack, Young, Stephens and Palo Pinto counties. 
Unlawful to transport minnows beyond district for sale. 


Jackson County: Permitted devices: Hook and line or. 
trotline or flounder gig and light, or cast net or minnow 
seine not more than 20 feet in length for catching bait. 
All other devices prohibited. 


Jasper County: Unlawful to transport minnows beyond 
county. 


Jeff Davis County: Unlawful to sell or offer for sale 
any fish taken in county. 


Jefferson County: Same as Chambers County. 


Jim Wells County: Unlawful to take for purpose of 
sale any fish from Lake Corpus Christi in San Patricio, 
Jim Wells and Live Oak counties, or from the waters of 
Nueces River between Calallen Dam and west boundary 
line of Live Oak County on Nueces River. Unlawful to 
use seine or net except 20-foot minnow seine for taking 
minnows for bait. Unlawful to use trotline with hooks 
less than three feet apart. 


Johnson County: Unlawful to take minnows in county 
for purpose of sale outside of county. Unlawful to trans- 
port more than 125 minnows outside of county where 
taken. 


Jones County: Unlawful to take any fish in county for 
commercial purposes. The following additional restric- 
tions apply to Fort Phantom Hill Lake: Gear permitted, 
only two ordinary poles and lines, or rods and reels, or 
fly rods, or two throw lines each equipped with not more 
than two hooks, minnow seine not more than 20 feet long 
for taking minnows for bait. Minnows may not be taken 
for sale. Possession limit on minnows, 100. 
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Kaufman County: Gear permitted: Artificial bait, ordi- 
nary pole and line, rod and reel, set line, throw line, or 
trotline. Hooks may not be less than three feet apart on 
set line, throw line or trotline. Twenty-foot minnow seine 
permitted for taking minnows for bait. Size limit: Bass, 
trout, eight inches, crappie or other fish, one-half pound. 
Sale of all fish permitted except bass, trout, crappie, white 
perch, bream or other perch or channel catfish less than 
12 inches in length. Possession of prohibited tackle with- 
in 200 yards of water prima facie evidence of violation. 


Kendall County: Lawful to take fish with a trot or set 
line with not more than 25 hooks, with hooks spaced not 
closer than four feet apart. Unlawful to transport min- 
nows beyond county. Possession of more than 500 minnows 
evidence of violation of law. Seine or net prohibited ex- 
cept: (1) 20-foot minnow seine for taking minnows for 
bait; (2) may take suckers, buffalo, carp, shad and gar 
with seine or net having meshes not less than one-inch 
square or wire, rope or gig, but may not possess other 
fish while using such devices. 


Kimble County: Gear permitted: Ordinary pole and line 
or rod and reel, fly rod or throw line, or artificial bait. 
May not use more than one hook per line except artificial 
bait. One person may not use more than six poles and 
lines or rods and reels at one time. Unlawful to take, 
possess or offer for purpose of sale any catfish, perch, 
crappie, bream or bass. Unlawful to transport beyond 
county more than 125 minnows taken in county. May 
take suckers, buffalo, carp, shad and gar with seine or 
net having meshes not less than one-inch square, or with 
wire, rope or gig, but may not possess other fish when 
using such devices. 


Kerr County: Unlawful to take minnows- from county 
for sale, or to transport more than 200 minnows beyond 
county when taken in county. Unlawful to sell or offer 
for sale any bass, perch, crappie or catfish taken in coun- 
ty. Gear permitted: Only ordinary hook and line, trot- 
line or artificial bait. Unlawful to use seines and nets 
except 10-foot minnow seines with meshes not less than 
14-inch square for taking minnows for bait. 


Lamar County: Seines and nets prohibited, except: (1) 
Seine or net of not less than two-inch square mesh; (2) 
20-foot minnow seine to take minnows for bait; (3) may 
take suckers, buffalo, carp, shad and gar with seine or 
net having meshes not less than one-inch square or with 
wire, rope or gig, but other fishes may not be possessed 
while using such devices. 


Lampasas County: Unlawful to sell bass, crappie and 
catfish. Unlawful to transport minnows beyond county 
except 150 for personal use. Seines and nets prohibited 
except: (1) 20-foot minnow seine for taking minnows for 
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bait; (2) may take suckers, buffalo, carp, shad and gar 
with seine or net having meshes not less than one-inch 
square or with wire, rope or gig, but may not possess 
other fishes while using such devices. Special laws govern- 
ing gear permitted in Colorado River lakes are noted un- 
der Colorado River lakes regulations. 


Live Oak County: - Unlawful to take for purpose of sale 
any fish from Lake Corpus Christi in San Patricio, Jim 
Wells and Live Oak counties, or from the waters of 
Nueces River between Calallen Dam and west boundary 
line of Live Oak County on Nueces River including all the 
waters within all the tributaries of the Nueces River 
within Live Oak, San Patricio and Nueces counties. Un- 
lawful to use seine or net except 20-foot minnow seine to 
take minnows for bait. Unlawful to use trotline with 
hooks less than three feet apart. 


Llano County: Unlawful to transport minnows be- 
yond county. Possession of more than 500 minnows evi- 
dence of violation of law. No device may have more than 
two hooks except artificial lures used with rod and reel. 
Seines and nets prohibited, except: (1) 20-foot minnow 
seine to take minnows for bait; (2) may take suckers, 
buffalo, shad, gar and carp with seine or net having 
meshes not less than one-inch square, or with wire, rope 
or gig, but other fishes may not be possessed while such 
devices are used. Unlawful to take, offer or possess for 
purpose of sale any catfish, perch, crappie, bream or 
bass. For gear permitted in lake waters, see Colorado 
River lakes regulations. 


Loving County: Unlawful to sell bass, crappie, white 
perch or catfish taken in county. Seines and nets prohib- 
ited, except 20-foot minnow seine to take minnows for 
bait. 


Marion County: Gear permitted: Ordinary hook and 
line, rod and reel, set hook and line, trotline or artificial 
bait. Seines and nets prohibited except: (1) 20-foot min- 
now seine for taking minnows for bait; (2) hoop net, set 
net or trammel net, having meshes not less than three and 
one-half-inches square, for taking buffalo fish, gar fish, 
catfish, shad, and bowfin or grindle. Unlawful seines or 
nets prohibited within one mile of Caddo Lake, its adjoin- 
ing lakes and tributaries. Cast net permitted for taking 
minnows. Unlawful for guide to take, retain or possess 
any bass or crappie. Unlawful for any person to drive 
or ride in any boat on Caddo Lake while under influence 
of intoxicants, or to drive self-propelled motor craft in 
careless manner or at high speed. Unlawful to shoot in, 
on, or along or across Caddo Lake except while hunting, 
during open season. Gig permitted in Caddo Lake. 


Mason County: Unlawful to transport minnows out of 
county. Possession of more than 500 minnows evidence of 
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violation of law. Unlawful to take fish by device equipped 
with more than two hooks, except artificial lures used with 
rod and reel. Bottles, cans, and floats unlawful unless 
line to which hooks are attached is tied securely to sta- 
tionary object or held by fisherman. Seines and nets pro- 
hibited, except: (1) 20-foot minnow seine for taking 
minnows for bait; (2) may take suckers, buffalo, carp, 
shad and gar with seine or net having meshes not less 
than one-inch square or wire, rope or gig, but may not 
possess other fish while such devices are being used. Un- 
lawful to take, offer or possess for sale catfish, perch, 
crappie, bream or bass. 


Medina County: Special laws apply to Medina Lake. 
See “Lake Laws.” Other waters of county, gear permitted: 
Ordinary hook and line, or trotline or artificial bait. 
Seines and nets prohibited, except (1) 10-foot minnow 
seine with meshes not less than one-fourth-inch square 
for taking minnows for bait; (2) may take suckers, buf- 
falo, carp, shad and gar with seine or net having meshes 
not less than one-inch square, or with wire, rope or gig, 
but may not possess other fish while using such devices. 
All waters, unlawful to sell or offer to sell bass, perch, 
crappie, or catfish taken in county. 


Menard County: Unlawful to use device equipped with 
more than two hooks, except artificial lures used with rod 
and reel. Bottles, cans and floats unlawful unless line to 
which hooks are attached is tied securely to stationary 
object or held by fisherman. May use 20-foot minnow 
seine to take minnows for bait. May take suckers, buffalo, 
carp, shad and gar with seine or net having meshes not 
less than one-inch square, or with wire, rope or gig, but 
no other fish may be possessed while such devices are 
used. Unlawful to take, offer or possess for sale any 
catfish, perch, crappie, bream or bass. Minnows may not 
be taken from county for sale; not more than 200 min- 
nows may be transported out of county.

Mills County: Unlawful to sell bass, crappie or catfish. 
Seines and nets unlawful, except 20-foot minnow seine to 
take minnows for bait; and except seine or net the 
meshes of which are not less than one-inch square, or 
wire, rope or gig, used for taking suckers, buffalo, carp, 
shad and gar, but no other fish may be possessed while 
such devices are used. 


Mitchell County: Same as Chambers County. 


Montgomery County: Lawful to use set or gill nets 
having meshes not less than four inches square, for taking 
all fish except bass, catfish, crappie and perch. Seines may 
be used for taking all fish, provided the meshes are not 
less than three inches square. Minnow seines not more 
than 20 feet long are permitted to take minnows for bait. 
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Morris County: Unlawful to use seine or net, except 
(1) 20-foot minnow seine for taking minnows for bait; 
(2) any kind of seine or net with meshes not less than 
two-inch square permitted on all fish. Unlawful to shoot 
on, in, along, or across Daingerfield Lake unless hunting 
during open season. 


McCulloch County: Unlawful to transport minnows out 
of county, except 150 for personal use. May not sell bass, 
crappie or catfish taken in county. Seines and nets un- 
lawful, except: 20-foot minnow seine to take minnows 
for bait; and may take suckers, buffalo, carp, shad and 
gar with seine or net having meshes not less than one- 
inch square or with wire, rope or gig, but may not possess 
other fish while using such devices. 


McLennan County: Unlawful to sell or buy or offer to 
sell any fish from waters of Lake Waco or Bosque Rivers 
and their tributaries. Cast net permitted for taking min- 
nows for bait. Unlawful to transport minnows beyond 
county for sale. Possession of more than 100 minnows 
prima facie evidence of violation. May take suckers, buf- 
falo, carp, shad and gar with seine or net the meshes of 
which are not less than one-inch square, or with wire, 
rope or gig, but other fish may not be possessed while 
such device is being used. 


Nacogdoches County: Seines and nets unlawful on bass 
or crappie. 


Nolan County: Unlawful to use any device except ordi- 
nary pole and line, rod and reel, fly rod, or trotline with 
not more than 25 hooks, or throw line with not more than 
two hooks, except artificial lures used with a rod and 
reel. Only one trotline may be used, and it may not con- 
tain more than 25 hooks; or only one throw line may be 
used, and it may not contain more than two hooks. Twen- 
ty-foot minnow seine permitted for taking minnows for 
bait. May take suckers, buffalo, carp, shad, and gar with 
seine or net the meshes of which are not less than one- 
inch square, or with wire, rope or gig, but other fish may 
not be possessed while such device is being used. 


Newton County: Unlawful to sell, offer or possess for 
sale, any black bass, trout or white perch taken from 
waters of the Sabine, Attoyac, Angelina and Neches rivers 
or their tributaries or lakes. Unlawful to transport min- 
nows out of county. Possession of more than 500 minnows 
evidence of violation of law. 


Nueces County: See Live Oak County. 


Orange County: May take suckers, buffalo, carp, shad 
and gar with seine or net having meshes not less than 
one-inch square, or with wire, rope or gig, but no other 
fishes may be possessed while using such devices. 
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Palo Pinto County: Unlawful to take minnows from 
waters of district composed of Jack, Young, Stephens and 
Palo Pinto counties for purpose of sale outside of dis- 
trict, or to transport minnows beyond said district for - 
sale. For additional regulations as to Possum Kingdom 
Lake, see “Lake Laws.” 


Panola County: Not more than 100 minnows per day 
may be taken from public waters. 


Parker County: Same as Chambers County. Also, un- 
lawful to transport minnows out of county except 150 
for personal use. Possession of more than 500 minnows 
evidence of violation of law. 


Pecos County: Unlawful to sell any fish taken in coun- 
ty. Permitted gear: Ordinary hook and line or trotline 
or artificial bait. Seines and nets prohibited except 20- 
foot minnow seine for taking minnows for bait. 


Polk County: Unlawful to take minnows from waters 
of county for sale; unlawful for commercial minnow deal- 
er or his employee to take minnows. Unlawful to trans- 
port minnows outside of county for sale, unlawful to 
transport more than 200 minnows outside of county, or 
to have more than 200 minnows in vehicle. 


Presidio County: Unlawful to sell. fish taken in said 
county. 


Rains County: Unlawful to sell or offer for sale bass, 
crappie or catfish taken from waters. Unlawful to take 
fish by device other than ordinary hook line, set line or 
throw line, ordinary cord line, seine or net having meshes 
not less than one and one-half inches square. 


Real County: Unlawful to use gear with more than two 
hooks, except artificial lures used with rod and reel. Bot- 
tles, cans and floats unlawful unless line to which hooks 
are attached is tied securely to stationary object or held 
by fisherman. Twenty-foot minnow seine permitted for 
taking minnows for bait. Unlawful to take minnows for 
sale, or transport beyond county more than 200 minnows. 
Unlawful to take, offer or possess for sale catfish, perch, 
crappie, bream or bass. 


Red River County: Seine or net of not less than 2-inch 
square mesh permitted in Sulphur River only. 


Reeves County: Unlawful to sell any fish taken in 
county. Gear permitted: Ordinary hook and line or trot- 
line or artificial bait. Seines and nets unlawful, except 
20-foot minnow seine to take minnows for bait. 


Rockwall County: Gear permitted: Ordinary hook and 
line, set line or throw line, or ordinary cord line, seine or 
net, having meshes less.than one and one-half inches 
square. Unlawful to take or possess fish from waters in 
county for sale. 
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Runnels County: Unlawful to sell bass, crappie, or cat- 
fish taken in county. Seines and nets prohibited, except 
20-foot minnow seine to take minnows for bait. 


Rusk County: Permitted gear: Ordinary hook and line, 
rod and reel, set hook and line, trotline or artificial bait; 
minnow seine not more than 20 feet long to take minnows 
and sun perch for bait; hoop net, set net or trammel net, 
of not less than three and one-half inches square mesh, 
to take buffalo, gar, catfish, shad and bowfin or grindle. 
Other fish may not be possessed while using such nets. 


Sabine County: Lawful to use seine having not less 
than three-inch square mesh in Sabine River only. Nets 
prohibited. Twenty-foot minnow seine permitted. 


San Augustine County: Nets prohibited. Twenty-foot 
minnow seine permitted. 


San Patricio County: Unlawful to take for purpose of 
sale any fish from Lake Corpus Christi in San Patricio, 
Jim Wells and Live Oak counties, or from the waters of 
Nueces River between Calallen Dam and west boundary 
line of Live Oak County on Nueces River, including all the 
waters within all the tributaries of the Nueces River 
within Live Oak, San Patricio and Nueces counties. Un- 
lawful to use seine or net, except 20-foot minnow seine 
for taking minnows for bait. Unlawful to use trotline 
with hooks spaced less than three feet apart. 


San Saba County: Unlawful to sell or buy or offer to 
sell any bass, crappie, perch, catfish or any other fish. 
Unlawful to take fish by any device except ordinary pole 
and line or throw line equipped with more than two hooks, 
except dowagiac or other artificial bait. Trotlines may 
not have more than 20 hooks. Minnow seine not more than 
20 feet long permitted for catching minnows for: bait. 
May take suckers, buffalo, carp, shad and gar with seine 
or net having meshes not less than one-inch square, or 
with wire, rope or gig, but may not possess other fish 
while using such devices. Unlawful to transport minnows 
outside of county, except 150 for personal use. Possession 
of more than 500 minnows evidence of violation of this 
act. For gear permitted in lake waters, see “Lake Laws.” 


Shackelford County: Unlawful to take any fish for com- 
mercial purposes. 


Somervell County: Unlawful to take minnows for sale 
or to transport more than 125 minnows outside of county. 


Stephens County: Unlawful to take from waters of dis- 
trict composed of Jack, Young, Stephens, and Palo Pinto 
counties, minnows for sale outside of district, or to trans- 
port minnows for sale outside of district. For Possum 
Kingdom Lake Regulations, see “Lake Laws.” 


Sutton County: Unlawful to use device with more than 
two hooks except artificial lures used with rod and reel. 
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Bottles, cans and floats prohibited unless line to which 
hooks are attached is tied securely to stationary object 
or held by fisherman. Twenty-foot minnow seine per- 
mitted to take minnows for bait. Unlawful to take min- 
nows for sale, or to transport more than 200 minnows out- 
side of county. Unlawful to take, offer or possess for sale 
any catfish, perch, crappie, bream or bass. 


Tarrant County: Unlawful to fish in Lake Worth and 
Eagle Mountain Lake except in accordance with regula- 
tions made by the Game, Fish and Oyster Commission. 
See “Lake Laws.” 


Taylor County: See “Lake Laws” for Fort Phantom 
Hill Lake regulations. 


Terrell County: Unlawful to sell or offer for sale any 
fish taken in county. 


Titus County: Lawful to use seine or net with meshes 
not less than two inches square. 


Tom Green County: Gear permitted: Ordinary hook 
and line, rod, reel, artificial bait or natural bait, trotline 
or set line, provided that such trotline or set line is not 
equipped with more than 380 hooks, and group of persons 
fishing together may not use more than two trotlines or 
set lines, and no two trotlines or set lines shall be joined 
together. Twenty-foot minnow seine permitted for tak- 
ing minnows, carp, buffalo, suckers and garfish. Unlaw- 
ful to sell, buy or attempt to buy any fish except buffalo, 
carp, suckers and gar. Unlawful to use crappie, catfish 
or bass for bait. Unlawful to transport minnows beyond 
county for sale or to transport more than 200 minnows 
beyond county for any purpose in any one day. 


Travis County: Gear permitted: Ordinary hook and 
line, artificial lures, rod and reel, throw line or trotline. 
Unlawful to use trotline or throw line with hooks spaced 
closer than three feet. May take suckers, buffalo, carp 
and shad with seine or net having meshes not less than 
one-inch square, or with wire, rope or gig, but may not 
possess other fish while using such devices. For tackle 
permitted in Lake Travis and Lake Austin in Travis 
County, see “Lake Laws.” 


Trinity County: Same as Polk County. 


Uvalde County: Same as Chambers County. Also, un- 
lawful to take minnows for sale or to sell minnows taken 
in county. Unlawful for commercial minnow dealer or 
his employee to transport minnows from county. 


Val Verde County: The following special law applies to 
all of Val Verde County except the waters of Rio Grande 
River, the Pecos River and San Felipe Creek in that 
county. Gear permitted: Ordinary pole and line, rod, 
reel and line, hand line, set line, throw line, trotline and 
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artificial lures. Not more than aggregate of 20 hooks per- 
mitted on devices. Twenty-foot minnow seine permitted for 
taking minnows for bait. Unlawful to use crappie, cat- 
fish or bass for bait; unlawful to transport minnows from 
county. In Rio Grande River, Pecos River and San Felipe 
Creek, unlawful to use seines and nets, except 20-foot 
minnow seine for taking minnows for bait. All waters 
of county, unlawful to sell bass, white perch, crappie or 
catfish. In Devil’s River and its lakes, bag limit of fish, 
20 in the aggregate per day or in possession. 


Walker County: Unlawful to transport minnows out 
of county for sale, or to transport more than 200 minnows 
out of county for any purpose. 


Ward County: Seine or net unlawful, except 20-foot 
minnow seine permitted for taking minnows for bait. Un- 
lawful to sell bass, crappie or catfish. 


Wichita County: See Archer County. 


Williamson County: Seines and nets prohibited, ex- 
cept (1) minnow seine not more than 20 feet long for 
taking minnows for bait; (2) may take suckers, buffalo, 
gar, shad and carp with seine or net having meshes not 
less than one-inch square, or with wire, rope or gig, but 
may not possess other fish while using such devices. Un- 
lawful to transport minnows out of county except 150 for 
personal use. Possession of more than 500 minnows evi- 
dence of violation of law. 


Wilson County: Unlawful to sell bass, perch, crappie 
or catfish taken in county. Seines and nets prohibited, 
except 10-foot minnow seine with meshes not less than 
one-fourth inch square to take minnows for bait. 


Wise County: Lawful to use seine or net having meshes 
more than two inches square except in any artificial lake 
covering more than 20 acres of ground that is fed by 
stream or subject to overflow, for taking catfish, bass and 
perch. Lawful to use seine or net of not less than 1%- 
inch square mesh for taking carp, buffalo, shad and suck- 
ers in any waters. Special regulations apply to Lake 
Worth and Eagle Mountain Lake. See “Lake Laws.” 


Wood County: Seine, net or trap prohibited on bass, 
trout, crappie or white perch, bream or other perch. Un- 
lawful to sell or offer for sale any bass, trout, crappie or 
white perch, bream or other perch. 


Young County: Unlawful to sell any fish taken in coun- 
ty except those taken in Brazos River and Clear Fork of 
Brazos. Unlawful to take, catch or possess any fish taken 
from waters of Possum Kingdom Lake except in accord- 
ance with regulations issued by Game, Fish and Oyster 
Commission. See “Lake Laws.” Unlawful to use seine or 
net in Clear Fork of Brazos with mesh less than two 
inches square. In other waters of county (except Clear 
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Fork of Brazos, Brazos River and Possum Kingdom 
Lake) unlawful to use any device except ordinary hook 
and line, trotline or artificial baits, and 20-foot minnow 
seine with meshes not less than one-sixth of an inch 
square for taking minnows for bait. Trolling from motor 
boat unlawful. All waters of county, unlawful to take 
minnows for sale outside of district composed of Jack, 
Young, Stephens and Palo Pinto counties. Unlawful to 
transport beyond district for purpose of sale, minnows 
taken from waters in district. 


Zavala County: Seines and nets unlawful, except seine 
or net with meshes not less than three inches square to 
take buffalo, carp, garfish and/or turtles; may take suck- 
ers, buffalo, gar, shad and carp with seine or net having 
meshes not less than one-inch square, or with wire, rope 
or gig, but may not possess other fish while using such 
devices; minnow seine not longer than 20 feet used for 
taking minnows for bait. Sale of bass, crappie or catfish 
unlawful. Minnows may not be taken for sale or sold. 
Commercial dealers may not transport minnows beyond 
county. 


LAKE LAWS 


Lake Austin: Gear permitted: Ordinary pole and line, 
rod, reel and line; hand line, set line, throw line; except 
when artificial lures are used no line shall have more 
than two hooks, and only two lines shall be used at one 
time. Minnow seines not more than 20 feet in length may 
be used for taking minnows, carp, shad, buffalo or gar. 


Lake Bridgeport: In that portion in Wise County, law- 
ful to use seine or net of not less than 1%-inch square 
mesh for taking carp, buffalo, shad and sucker. 


Lake Buchanan: May fish with only ordinary pole and 
line, throw line with not more than six hooks, rod and 
reel, artificial bait, or trotline with not more than 30 
hooks. In Llano and Burnet counties minnows may not be 
transported outside of county. In Lampasas and San Saba 
counties not more than 150 minnows may be transported 
outside of county for personal use. 


Caddo Lake: See Harrison and Marion counties. 
Devil’s River Lake: See Val Verde County. 
Diversion Lake: See Archer County. 

Lake Kemp: See Archer County. 


Fort Phantom Hill Lake: Gear permitted: Ordinary 
pole and line, rod and reel, fly rod or throw line equipped 
with not more than two hooks. Artificial lures permitted. 
_ Seines and nets prohibited except minnow seine not more 
than 20 feet long for taking minnows for bait. Not more 
than two ordinary poles and lines, rods and reels, or fly 
rods permitted, or not more than two throw lines each 
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equipped with not more than two hooks permitted. Un- 
lawful to take minnows for purpose of sale. Unlawful to 
possess more than 100 minnows. 


Medina Lake: Special license required of persons over 
the age of 17 years. Annual license fee $1.10, daily license 
fee 30c. Holders of other valid fishing licenses are not 
exempt from holding Medina Lake license. Gear per- 
mitted: Ordinary pole and line, rod, reel and line, hand 
line, set line, throw line, trotline and artificial lures. Trot- 
line or throw line may not have hooks spaced closer than 
four feet apart. Unlawful to use minnow seine, or to 
take minnows from Medina Lake. 


Possum Kingdom Lake: No fishing permitted within 
one-fourth mile of Possum Kingdom Dam in the lake 
proper. Fishing gear permitted: Ordinary pole and line, 
throw line with not more than three hooks, rod and reel 
and ordinary baits and lures. Persons fishing for carp, 
buffalo, suckers and gar may use wire loop snares algo. 
Only one, of either a trotline or a throw line, permitted. 
It may not have more than 20 hooks, spaced not less than 
two feet apart. Seines or nets for taking fish or minnows 
prohibited. Unlawful to sell or buy any fish taken from 
Possum Kingdom Lake. Special license, price $1.10, re- 
quired of all persons over 17. Those fishing with artificial 
lures also must have an artificial lure license, price $1.10. 


Roy Inks Lake: May fish with only ordinary pole and 
line, throw line with not more than six hooks, rod and 
reel, artificial bait, or trotline with not more than thirty 
hooks. Minnows may not be transported outside of 
county. 


Lake Texoma: Game, Fish and Oyster Commission 
authorized to make regulations governing fishing in this 
lake. Special licenses required are: Lake Texoma Resi- 
dent Fishing License, costing $1.10, entitling resident cit- 
izen of Texas to fish in Lake Texoma; Lake Texoma Spe- 
cial Fishing License, costing $1.10, entitling resident citi- 
zen of Oklahoma licensed to fish under laws of that State 
to fish in Texas portion of Lake Texoma; Lake Texoma 
Non-resident Fishing License, costing $2.50, required of 
residents of other states, unless they hold a Lake Texoma 
Special Fishing License, and entitling holder to fish in 
Lake Texoma only. Artificial lure license not required. 
Holder of Non-resident Fishing License issued by Texas 
may fish in Texas portion of Lake Texoma without other 
license. Residents of this State under 17 years of age not 
required to have a license. Minnows may not be taken 
from district composed of Grayson and Cooke counties 
for transportation for sale outside of district, nor sold out- 
side of district. 


Daily Bag Limits: 25 white bass, 10 of other bass; 
crappie or catfish, 15 (not including polliwog or chuckle- 
head) 35 bream, goggle-eye and other small sunfishes, 
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singly or in the aggregate. Possession limit: 1 day’s catch 
at the reservoir; 2 day’s catch of crappie and catfish else- 
where, and 85 bass elsewhere. Size limit: bass and catfish 
10 inches; crappie 6 inches. Sale of fish prohibited. 


Lake Travis in Burnet County: May fish with only 
ordinary pole and line having not more than two (2) 
hooks, throw line having not more than six hooks, rod 
and reel having not more than two hooks, or artificial 
lure attached to a casting or fly rod. Minnows may not 
be transported outside of county. 


Lake Travis in Travis County: Gear permitted: Ordi- 
nary pole and line, rod, reel and line, hand line, set line, 
throw line, trotline and artificial lures. Not more than 
aggregate of 20 hooks permitted on any or all devices. 


Lake Worth and Eagle Mountain Lake: Special license 
required of all persons over 17 years of age. Annual li- 
cense fee, $1.10; five-day license fee, 35c. Holders of other 
valid fishing licenses are not exempt from holding Lake 
Worth-Eagle Mountain Lake license. Permitted devices: 
Pole and line, hand or throw line; still fishing, casting or 
trolling. Hooks on throw line or trotline may not be 
closer than 2 feet apart. In that part of Eagle Mountain 
Lake which is in Wise County, seines or nets of not less 
than 114-inch square mesh are permitted for taking carp, 
buffalo, shad and sucker.

Bait Dealer’s License is required of any person who 
sells either minnows, fish, shrimp or other aquatic prod- 
ucts for fish bait. 


Fish Boat License is required of each boat equipped 
with motor of any kind or with sails when used for taking 
aquatic products for commercial purposes. 


Fish Guide License is required of any person who op- 
erates a boat for pay or anything of value in accompany- 
ing or transporting any person engaged in taking any 
edible aquatic life from the wat#rs of this State. 
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Inspection Fee: No cargo may be unloaded from unli- 
censed commercial fishing vessels except in ports of entry 
designated by this department after notice and applica- 
tion to and passing of inspection by, agent of this depart- 
ment at such port. 


Mussel License will be required for the purpose of taking 
mussels or mussel shells from the beds of state-owned 
streams and waters. 


Mussel Shell Dredge License required for use of dredge 
for taking mussels or mussel shells from beds of state- 
owned streams and waters. 


Non-resident Commercial Fisherman’s License required 
of citizens of other state, or person who has not contin- 
ually been a bona fide inhabitant of this state more than 
one year, and who takes edible aquatic life from tidal 
waters of state for pay or for sale, barter or exchange. 


Non-resident Commerc Fishing Boat License required 
for boat registered in another’state or which has not con- 
tinually been registered in this state for more than one 
year, or which is not owned by person having bona fide 
place of business in this State for more than one year, 
and which is used in taking edible aquatic life from tidal 
salt waters of State for pay or for sale, barter or ex- 
change; but not required for a boat numbered or regis- 
tered in Texas whose bona fide owner is a 12-month or 
longer resident of Texas or has had a place of business 
in Texas for 12 months: if said boat has been duly li- 
censed and operated under Texas residential commercial 
fishing boat license; or if said boat is new; or if said boat 
has not within a period of two years immediately before 
date of application for fish boat license engaged in com- 
mercial fishing in a state other than Texas. 


Oyster Dredge License is required for each boat used 
for the purpose of dredging oysters. 


Resident Commercial Fisherman’s License is required 
of any person who takes fish, oysters, shrimp, and other 
edible aquatic products from the waters of this State for 
pay or for the purpose of sale, barter or exchange. 


Retail Fish Dealer’s License is required of any person, 
firm or corporation engaged in the business of buying for 
the purpose of selling either fresh or frozen edible aquat- 
ic products to the consumer. Separate license will be re- 
quired for each market in which such dealer or person 
operates. Fee of such license based on population of the 
city. 


Retail Oyster Dealer’s License is required of any per- 
son, firm or corporation buying oysters only for the pur- 
pose of selling to the consumer trade in cities of more 
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than 7,500. (This license is provided for use of markets 
or dealers handling oysters only and who do not care to 
take out retail fish and oyster dealer’s license.) 


Retail Truck Dealer’s License is required of any per- 
son, firm or corporation engaged in the business of buy- 
ing for the purpose of selling or distributing either fresh 
or frozen aquatic products to the consumer trade. Sep- 
arate license required by each truck so operated and sales 
only permitted hotels, cafes and house-to-house peddling. 


Seine or Net License must be attached to each hundred 
feet or fraction thereof of each seine or net used for the 
purpose of taking fish or shrimp from the waters of this 
State when fishing for commercial purposes, 


Shrimp Trawl License is required of each boat operating 
or towing a trawl. 


Skiff License is required for each boat propelled by oars 
or poles that is used for the purpose of taking aquatic 
products for commercial purposes. 


Sports Fishing License: None required. Persons may 
fish for pleasure in salt water without purchasing a non- 
resident, alien, or artificial lure license. Other licenses are 
still required. See above. 


Wholesale Fish Dealer’s License is required of each per- 
son, firm or corporation who buys for the purpose of sell- 
ing to retail fish dealers and to the consumer, or who 
cans, preserves or processes aquatic products for com- 
mercial purposes. 


Wholesale Truck Dealer’s License is required of each 
person, firm or corporation who operates a truck for the 
purpose of selling to or taking orders from retail fish 
dealers and/or to the consumer trade. Separate license 
required for each truck operated. 


FISH 


Size Limit (commercial fishing): Flounder, not less 
than 12 inches; speckled trout, not less than 12 inches; 
redfish, not less than 14 inches nor more than 85 inches; 
pompano, not less than 9 inches; sheepshead, not less 
than 9 inches; mackerel, not less than 14 inches; and gaff- 
topsail, not less than 11 inches. 


TERRAPIN (Salt Water) 


Open Season: November, December, January and 
February. 


Size: Not less than six (6) inches in length. 
GREEN TURTLE 


Size: Not less than twelve (12) pounds in weight. 
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OYSTERS 


Open Season: September 1 to March 31. That part of 
Laguna Madre which is south and west of Baffin’s Bay 
has no closed season on oysters. 


Matagorda Bay: Unlawful to dredge oysters in the 
headwaters of Matagorda Bay east of a line from Pala- 
cios Point on the mainland in Matagorda County across 
Matagorda Bay to Cotton Bayou on the Matagorda Pen- 
insula. 


Aransas Bay: Unlawful to use oyster dredge in that 
part of Aransas Bay west of a line running from the 
north end of Two by Four reef to the east side of Borup 
reef, and thence to the mainland. 


Carancahua Bay and Pass: Unlawful to use oyster 
dredge, or within 300 yards from the mouth of said 
pass in Matagorda Bay. 


Copano Bay: Unlawful to use oyster dredge or have in 
possession oysters taken from that part of Copano Bay 
west of a line drawn from the east gable of Sorenson’s 
clubhouse to the mouth of Mission Bay, except oysters 
taken from a private lease. 


Aransas, Nueces, Calhoun and Matagorda Counties: 
Unlawful to take oysters from the public beds or reefs 
from May 1 to September 1. Unlawful to take oysters 
from private oyster beds without the consent of the 
owner. 


Size Limit: In she, 3% inches. 


American citizens, or any firm or corporation composed 
of such citizens, may use scrapers or dredges in remov- 
ing oysters from natural reefs provided they have pro- 
eured a license from the Game, Fish and Oyster Commis- 
sion before beginning operations. 


The Game, Fish and Oyster Commission is empowered 
to close a reef by giving two weeks’ notice when it has 
reason to believe same is being overworked. 


Shell from oysters opened or shucked on board the 
boat must be deposited on shore as directed by Game, 
Fish and Oyster Commission. 


A person leasing an oyster claim or reef may apply for 
permission from the Game, Fish and Oyster Commission 
to seine thereon for drumfish. 


SHRIMP 


General Law 


Closed Season: Inland salt waters, July 15 to August 
31 and December 15 to March 1. Gulf of Mexico open 
waters, each day between 30 minutes after sunset and 80 
minutes before sunrise. 
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Exceptions: (1) May possess shrimp lawfully taken or 
imported from other states at any time. (2) May take or 
possess bait shrimp at any time. 


Size Limit: May not average in count of individual 
specimens, more than 65 headless nor more than 39 with 
heads, to the pound. 


Exception: Bait shrimp, no size limit, if legally taken. 


Possession Limit: During closed season, not more than 
150 pounds of bait shrimp with heads aboard boat on in- 
land salt waters. 


Exception: Galveston County, not more than 250 
pounds of bait shrimp with heads during closed season. 


Shrimp Trawl Possession and Use: Shrimp trawls may 
not be used in open Gulf waters between 380 minutes 
after sunset and 30 minutes before sunrise. No trawls 
except bait trawls of legal size, may be used at any time 
in any of the tidal bays, streams, bayous, lakes, lagoons 
or inlets, or part of such tidal waters of this State. 
Shrimp trawls may not be possesSed or used during closed 
season on any inland salt waters except that they may be 
possessed aboard duly licensed boat while in port or in 
channel en route to or from open Gulf waters. 


Shrimp Trawl Size: May not be wider than 65 feet, 
measured along the cork line. 


Bait Trawl Use: May be used at any time for taking 
shrimp for bait. During closed season only one bait 
trawl may be towed by a power boat. Boats taking bait 
shrimp may not be towed. 


Bait Trawl Size: During closed season, when towed by 
power boat, bait trawl may not be more than 10 feet at 
mouth, measured along webbing attached to cork line, 
nor more than 25 feet long. Boards for spreading and 
opening bait trawl may not be larger than 12 by 18 
inches. 


Exception: Galveston County, during closed season, 
bait trawls may have doors or boards not larger than 20 
by 60 inches. 


Shipment: During closed season, not more than 25 
pounds of bait shrimp may be shipped to any point in the 
interior beyond 50 miles of any county bordering any 
salt water bay on Texas coast. 


Dumping Heads: Unlawful to remove head of any 
shrimp aboard a commercial fishing vessel shrimping in 
Texas inland salt or territorial Gulf waters, or to dump 
heads at or near area where shrimp are ordinarily taken. 


Exceptions: In Copano Bay, Mission Bay and connecting 
waters west of State Highway No. 35 in Aransas, Refugio 
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and San Patricio counties, boards on bait trawls may not 
be more than 18 by 36 inches. 


Shrimp trawls of legal size are permitted during open 
season in the following waters: East Galveston Bay in 
the counties of Galveston and Chambers, except that part 
lying east of a line extending from the extreme western 
point of Smith’s Point in Chambers County to the west 
bank of Siever’s Cut where East Bay intersects with the 
north bank of the Intracoastal Canal on Bolivar Peninsula 
in Galveston County, and northeast of Baffle Point on 
Bolivar Peninsula in Galveston County. 


Shrimp trawls of legal size are permitted during open 
season in all salt waters of Nueces County except the fol- 
lowing: Any pass or channel leading from one body of 
water to another; or in Corpus Christi Bay and Laguna 
Madre and connecting inlets or bayous, lying between a 
line on the north running east from a stake or marker on 
the shore on the northeasterly point of Flour Bluff to a 
stake or marker on Mustang Island one mile north of 
Corpus Christi Pass, and the Nueces-Kleberg County line 
on the south; Corpus Christi Bay within one-half mile of 
the mainland shore line between Flour Bluff Point and 
the city limits of Corpus Christi, Texas, within one mile 
of Dimmit Island in Nueces County, within one-half mile 
of the mainland shore between a point one-half mile east 
of Ingleside Docks and the north end of the Nueces Bay 
causeway, any of the waters on the east side of and within 
one-half mile of the Nueces Bay causeway; Callo Del Oso 
and connecting inlets and bayous in Nueces County; Cor- 
pus Christi Pass or within one mile thereof; Oso Creek; 
that part of Aransas Pass and within one mile thereof 
which is in Nueces County; Redfish Bay and such of the 
connecting inlets and bayous as are in Nueces County and 
as lie south and southwest of a line starting at the junc- 
ture of the railroad dumps on the mainland, running east 
along the center of said dumps to its eastern extremity, 
thence northeast to the north side of the eastern entrance 
to Corpus Christi Bayou; thence southeast to the north- 
ern extremity of Harbor Island to a stake or marker, and 
north and northeast of a line running directly east and 
west from the mainland to Harbor Island across the 
southern extremity of Ransom Point. 


Shrimp trawls of legal size permitted during open sea- 
son in all waters of Aransas Bay except as follows: Those 
waters lying south of a line running from a stake or 
marker located on the shore of St. Joseph Island one mile 
north of the bayside entrance to the pass, commonly 
known as North Pass, to the southern end of Mud Island, 
thence to the north side of the entrance to Corpus Christi 
Bayou; that portion between Port Aransas and Corpus 
Christi Bayou and lying between Harbor Island and Mud 
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Island; all waters lying between Harbor Island and St. 
Joseph Island, and lying between Harbor Island and Mus- 
tang Island. 


Shrimp trawls of legal size are permitted during open 
season in all waters of Matagorda Bay except the follow- 
ing: Within radius of 1,000 yards from the mouth of 
Caranchua Pass, within radius of 1,000 yards from mouth 
of Powder Horn Bayou. 


Other Devices for Taking Bait Shrimp: Unlawful to take 
shrimp for bait except by cast net, minnow seine of not 
more than 20 feet in length, or in inland waters by bait 
trawl of legal size and under legal operation as above set 
forth. 

Seines and Nets 


General Law: In the tidal bays, streams, bayous, lakes, 
lagoons, or inlets, cast nets, minnow seine not more than 
20 feet long, when used for catching bait, set net, trammel 
net, or strike net of not less than 14-inch mesh (from 
knot to knot) and not longer than 1,800 feet are per- 
mitted, but all other seines or nets are unlawful in such 
waters. 


It is unlawful to have in possession any seine, or net 
or other device, in or on any waters where such device is 
prohibited from being used, unless such device is on 
board a vessel when said vessel is at port or in a chan- 
nel while en route to or from the Gulf of Mexico. 


In open Gulf waters, all seines and nets for taking 
fish, not including the bag, shall not be of less than one 
and one-half-inch square mesh. The mesh of the bags and 
for 50 feet on each side of the bags, may be of not larger 
than one-inch square mesh. No seine, nor the combined 
jJength of two or more seines, may be more than 1,800 
feet. 


Exceptions: Copano Bay, Mission Bay and connecting 
waters west of State Highway 35 in Aransas, Refugio and 
San Patricio counties, no seine or net is permitted except 
minnow seine not more than 20 feet long when used for 
taking bait. 


Willacy County, tidal waters west of Padre Island, no 
seine or net permitted except cast net when used for tak- 
ing bait. 

In waters of Calhoun County, not hereinbelow set 
forth, pocket net or drag seine of length not greater than 
1,800 feet and of mesh not smaller than 14-inch square 
except for the sack or purse which may be of mesh not 
less than 1-inch square, may be used in addition to seines 
and nets permitted by general law. 


In Swan Lake, Moses Lake, Clear Lake, Dickinson 
Bayou west of line running from Miller’s Point to April 
Fool Point, Turtle Bay and all waters lying northwest of 
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a line extending from Kemah in Galveston County to a 
point known as Mesquite Knoll in Chambers County, and 
all waters of Galveston Bay lying east of a line extend- 
ing from the extreme western point of Smith’s Point in 
Chambers County to the west bank of Siever’s Cut where 
East Bay intersects with the north bank of the Intra- 
coastal Canal on Bolivar Peninsula in Galveston County 
at Siever’s Fish Camp, which cut is at a point southwest 
of Elm Grove Point on Bolivar Peninsula in Galveston 
County, seines and nets unlawtul except cast nets, set nets, 
or minnow seine not more than 20 feet long when used for 
catching bait. 


In Cameron County, in tidal waters north of a line due 
east and west from a point on Padre Island shore, four 
miles north of the North Brazos Santiago Jetties, no re- 
striction on types of devices which may be used, but size 
limits must be as fixed by general law. 


_ In the following waters no seine or net except cast net 
or minnow seine not more than 20 feet long when used 
for taking bait, is permitted: all of Redfish Bay, its con- 
necting inlets and bayous which lie south and southwest 
of a line starting at the juncture of the railroad dumps 
on the mainland, running east along the center of said 
dumps to its eastern extremity, thence northeast to the 
north side of the eastern entrance to Corpus Christi 
Bayou; thence southeast to the northern extremity of 
Harbor Island to a stake or marker, and north and north- 
east of a line running directly east and west from the 
mainland to Harbor Island across the southern extremity 
of Ransom Point; Corpus Christi Bay within one-half 
mile of the mainland shore line between Flour Bluff 
Point and the city limits of Corpus Christi or within one 
mile of Dimmit Island in Nueces County, or within one- 
half mile of the mainland shore between a point one-half 
mile east of Ingleside Docks and the north end of the 
Nueces Bay causeway, or in or upon any of the waters 
on the east side of and within one-half mile of the Nueces 
Bay causeway; or in the waters of Corpus Christi Bay 
and Laguna Madre and connecting inlets or bayous, lying 
between a line on the north running east from a stake 
or marker on the shore on the northeasterly point of 
Flour Bluff to a stake or marker on Mustang Island one 
mile north of Corpus Christi Pass, and the Nueces- 
Kleberg County line on the south; or Callo Del Oso and 
connecting iniets and bayous; or Oso Creek; or Corpus 
Christi Pass, or Aransas Pass, or within one mile of said 
passes; all waters of Aransas Bay lying south of a line 
running from a stake or marker located on the shore of 
St. Joseph Island one mile north of the bayside entrance 
to the pass, commonly known as North Pass, to the south- 
ern end of Mud Island, thence to the north side of the en- 
trance to Corpus Christi Bayou; all waters lying between 
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Harbor Island and St. Joseph Island; all waters lying be- 
tween Harbor Island and Mustang Island; or in any pass 
or channel leading from one body of water to another in 
any of the salt waters of Nueces County; all of the wa- 
ters in Kleberg and Kenedy counties lying between Padre 
Island and the mainland, including all back bays and in- 
lets and that water back of Laguna Madre; Caranchua 
Creek, Caranchua Bay and the lakes and coves opening 
thereonto, Caranchua Pass or within a radius of 1,000 
yards from the mouth of said pass in the waters of Mata- 
gorda Bay; Kellers Creek and that part of Kellers Bay 
within a radius of 1,000 yards from the southwest corner 
of Olivia State Highway Roadside Park; all of Coloma 
Creek and Powder Horn Lake; Powder Horn Bayou or 
within a radius of 1,000 yards from the mouth of said 
pass in waters of Matagorda Bay; Chocolate Creek or 
within a radius of 100 yards from the mouth of Chocolate 
Creek in the waters of Chocolate Bay; all that part of 
Lavaca Bay within a distance of 1,000 yards of each side 
of the Lavaca Bay causeway; Turtle Bay, Oyster Lake, 
Mitchell’s Cut, Mission Bay, Puerto Bay, San Luis Pass, 
St. Charles Bay, Brown’s Cedar Pass, Pass Cavallo, San 
Antonio Bay, Cedar Bayou, Contec Lake, Hynes Bay; 
Sabine Pass; Brazos Santiago Pass; any waters of any of 
the bays, streams, bayous or canals of Orange, Jefferson 
and Harris counties; in all waters of any of the bays, 
streams, bayous or canals of Chambers, Galveston and 
Brazoria counties not hereinabove mentioned; that part 
of Aransas Bay between Harbor Island and Mud Island 
in Aransas County; in that part of the inland waters, 
streams, lakes, bayous or canals of Matagorda County 
and in that part of Matagorda Bay not hereinabove men- 
tioned. 


In Navigation Districts, no seines, nets or other phys- 
ical or mechanical device permitted. 


In any channel or canal connecting one body of bay 
water with another body of bay water, or in any canal 
or channel connecting a bay with the Gulf of Mexico, or 
within a mile of such channel, seines, nets or shrimp trawl 
are prohibited. 


Any seine or net or shrimp trawl possessed in violation 
of law is subject to seizure by any officer and destruction 
by court order. 


Permits to use suitable seines and nets for removal of 
rough fish may be obtained from the Game, Fish and 
Oyster Commission for use where either seining or net- 
ting is permitted. Fee $5.00. Proposed device must first 
be inspected and tagged by representative of Commis- 
sion. “Rough fish” are buffalo, mullet and other fish 
which are not ordinarily caught on a hook and line. 
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IT IS UNLAWFUL TO— 


Use a dredge or any means other than hand tongs in 
water less than four feet deep. 


Use a power dredge in water less than six feet deep. 


Ship, sell or possess for purpose of sale any fish or oys- 
ters taken from an insanitary reef. 


Plant, or buy oysters for planting, bedding, marketing, 
or other purpose during closed season without permit 
from the Game, Fish and Oyster Commission. 


Ship or accept for shipment or transportation during 
closed season, oysters taken from public reefs. 


Fail, or refuse to scatter culls from oysters you take 
from reefs. 


Open or shuck oysters for market near or on reefs. 


Sell oysters taken for planting or depositing for prep- 
aration for market. 


Sell cargo of oysters containing more than 5 per cent 
young oysters. 


Use insanitary containers for oysters. 
Float or bloat oysters. 


Deface, injure, destroy or remove any buoy, marker or 
fence, or part thereof. 


Refuse to show license. 


Erect, set, operate or maintain any fish pound net within 
three nautical miles from coast line without permit from 
Game, Fish and Oyster Commission. 


Take from public salt or fresh waters any sand, shell 
or gravel without first obtaining a permit from the Game, 
Fish and Oyster Commission. For details write Game, 
Fish and Oyster Commission, Austin, Texas. 


Use explosives or poison water. 


Use any seine, net, gill net, trotline or other device, ex- 
cept hook and line, for the purpose of fishing within the 
channel, turning basin, or other waters of any navigation 
district. 


All undersize fish must be returned to the waters from 
which taken. 


Use, operate, sail, anchor, tie, or moor to the bank any 
boat, sailboat, motorboat, skiff, barge, raft, or other float- 
ing device or to place any post, piling, obstruction, wire, 
rope, cable, net or trap, in or upon the waters of any nat- 
ural or artificial pass which is now or may: be hereafter 
opened, reopened, dredged, excavated, constructed, and 
maintained by the Game, Fish and Oyster Commission 
of the State of Texas as a fish pass, between the Gulf of 
Mexico and any inland bay, within a distance of two thou- 
sand, eight hundred (2,800) feet inside of such pass 
where it empties into or opens upon the Gulf of Mexico. 
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FURBEARER LAWS 


Animals classified as furbearers by law are wild beaver, 
wild otter, wild mink, wild ring-tail cat, wild badger, wild 
polecat or skunk, wild raccoon, wild muskrat, wild opos- 
sum, wild fox and wild civet cat. They must not be con- 
fused with those animals legally aefined as “game ani- 
mals.” Game animals may not be trapped at any time, 
nor may their pelts or hides be sold. Game animals are 
wild deer, wild elk, wild antelope, javelina, wild Rocky 
Mountain sheep, wild black bear, wild gray and red squir- 
rels, cat squirrels or fox squirrels. (See Game Laws.) 


Property of State 


The protected furbearers and their pelts are the prop- 
erty of the State until they have been lawfully taken, 
and all regulations and laws complied with. 


Open Season (General Laws) 


The period of time when it is lawful to take furbearers 
as defined specifically above, is during the months of De- 
cember and January (except muskrats) of each year, but 
there are exceptions to this general rule. Those exceptions 
are noted below in a summary of special laws that apply 
to various counties. Furbearers may be taken with traps, 
guns or dogs, with exceptions noted below. - 


Muskrats: May be taken from November 15 to March 
15 with traps only, except that persons may kill musk- 
rats on their own premises at any time by any means. 
Unlawful to trap or kill muskrats on land of another 
without permission of landowner or lessee, whether the 
land is posted or inclosed or not. 


Open Season (Special Laws) 


In some counties it is unlawful to kill, take or have in 
possession for sale any wild fox or the pelt thereof at 
any time of the year. In other counties it is unlawful to 
take or kill fox unless they are destroying or are about to 
destroy, domestic stock, or unless other special provisions 
have been made by law, but even in these cases it is un- 
lawful to sell their pelts except during the open season 
of December and January. 


Brazos, Falls, Limestone and Upshur Counties: Season 
closed on fox, except when destroying or about to destroy 
domestic fowl or other domestic stock. 


Bowie, Jefferson and Rusk Counties: Season closed on 
fox and sale of pelts unlawful. 


Brewster, Culberson, El Paso, Hudspeth, Jeff Davis, 
Pecos, Presidio, Reeves and Terrell Counties: Lawful to 
trap otter or muskrat December 1 to January 31, both 
days inclusive. Open season on beaver, January 1 to 
January 15, and bag limit three. 
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Camp County: Unlawful to use trap or guns to take 
fox or to sell pelts. 


Cass County: May take, kill or have in possession for 
sale wild fox or their pelts during month of December 
only. 


Cherokee County: Unlawful to set steel trap for pur- 
pose of taking furbearers except from December 15 to 
January 15, or when set within 200 yards of some resi- 
dence. 


Cottle County: Open season December 1 to February 
15 all furbearers except muskrats, which may be taken 
November 15 to April 1 inclusive. 


Burleson, Denton, Freestone, Guadalupe, Hardin, Hen- 
derson, Jasper, Kaufman, Lee, Leon, Madison, Milam, 
Newton, San Jacinto and Walker Counties: No closed 
season on fox, but pelts may not be sold except during 
open season fixed by law. 


Kimble, Maverick and Val Verde Counties: Open sea- 
son on beaver, January 1 to January 15, both days inclu- 
sive. Bag limit three per season. 


Navarro County: Unlawful to set a steel trap, snare or 
deadfall to take fox. 


Parker County: Unlawful to liberate or hold fox in 
captivity. 

Sabine and San Augustine Counties : Lawful to use any 
type of trap, or snare to take opossums, bobcats and 
catamounts at any time of the year. 


Panola, Sabine, San Augustine and Shelby Counties: 
No closed season on fox, and pelts may be sold at any 


time. 
ae Trapper Defined 


A resident trapper is any person who takes for the pur- 
pose of barter, sale, or who sells, or offers for sale the 
pelts of any of the furbearing animals of this State, and 
who has been a bona fide resident of this state for two 
years prior to his application for a license. All others 
are non-resident trappers. 


Trapper’s License 


The fee for a Resident Trapper’s License is one dollar 
($1.00). For a Non-resident Trapper’s License the fee is 
two hundred ($200.00) dollars. 


Beaver-Otter License 


Fee $50.00 to trap beaver and otter outside of county of 
residence. 
Propagation of Furbearing Animals 
For a fee of $5.00 a permit can be obtained for the 


purpose of taking furbearing animals alive during the 
open season for the purpose of sale or propagation. 
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“Fur Buyer” Defined 


Retail Fur Buyer: One who purchases the pelt or pelts 
of any of the furbearing animals of this State from the 
trappers only. 


Wholesale Fur Buyer: One who purchases for himself 
or on behalf of another person, the pelt or pelts of any of 
the furbearing animals of this State from a retail fur 
buyer and/or from the trapper. 


Fur Buyer’s License 


The fee for a Retail Fur Buyer’s License is $5.00. The 
fee for a Wholesale Fur Buyer’s License is $25.00. 


Dealer’s Report 


Every Fur Dealer must file with the Game, Fish and 
Oyster Commission, not later than the tenth day of each 
month, a complete sworn report, on printed forms fur- 
nished by the Game, Fish and Oyster Commission, of the 
kind and number of the pelts of furbearing animals pur- 
chased in this state and shipped out of the state during 
the preceding month. No report is required for those 
months when no pelts are purchased. The above report is 
required of dealers who buy in the state and ship out of 
the state. If the dealer is a tanner, furrier, taxidermist 
or manufacturer, who tans or manufactures the pelt into 
a finished product in this State, a report is required not 
later than the tenth day of the month which shows the 
number of pelts purchased during the preceding month. 


Undried Pelts 


The possession of undried pelts after fifteen days after 
the close of the open season shall be prima facie evidence 
that the pelt was taken during the closed season. The 
trapper is given fifteen days immediately following the 
close of the open season for drying of pelts taken by him 
during the open season. 


Predatory Animals 


Wolves, coyotes, cougars, rabbits, wildcats, bobcats, 
weasels, mountain lions, Mexican lions, and ocelot are not 
classed as furbearing animals. They are not protected by 
law. They may be killed at any time of the year. 

It is unlawful for any person to possess or to receive, 
or to have for the purpose of transporting, or for the 
purpose of turning loose, or to turn loose or to eause to 
be turned loose, any live wolf within this State. 


Important Notice 


Federal Lacey Act: This legislation, enacted in 1900, 
and amended and incorporated in the Criminal Code of the 
United States in 1909, prohibits the delivery of dead 
bodies of wild animals or parts thereof to any common 
carrier for transportation from one state to another when 
such animals have been killed or shipped in violation of 
state laws. 
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HOW TO USE THIS DIGEST 


If you want to know the regulations for a particular 
county or lake, look for that county under “Special Laws” 
or “County Laws” or “Lake Laws.” If you do not find 
that county or lake mentioned, the “General Law” applies. 


It must be understood that any restrictions contained 
in a special law must be obeyed even though they appear 
to be in conflict with the general law. Likewise, any 
privilege granted in a special law may be enjoyed without 
concern for general restriction in conflict. 


WARNING 


Any person convicted of violating any game law auto- 
matically forfeits his hunting license and all hunting 
rights for one year from date of conviction. 


Any person convicted for the first time of violating the 
trespass law, Article 1377, Penal Code 1925 as amended, 
may be fined not more than $200 and automatically for- 
feits his hunting license and all hunting rights for a 
period of one year from date of conviction, regardless of 
whether he was convicted for hunting with firearms, or 
for fishing, or for otherwise depredating on another’s land 
without permission. The penalty for a second conviction 
is $500 to $1000 and license forfeiture for two years; and 
penalty for third conviction is confinement from thirty 
days to one year in the county jail, plus fine of from $500 
to $1000, as well as forfeiture of hunting rights for three 
years. 


HUNTING LAWS 
LICENSES 


Big Game: Price $2.15. Required of every Texas citizen 
who hunts deer or turkey. Person who is under 17 or who 
hunts on land on which he resides is not required to pay 
the $2.15 fee, but must procure an exemption big game 
license. 


Resident: Price $2.00. Required of every Texas citizen 
17 or more years of age who hunts anything other than 
deer or turkey out of the county of his residence and who 
does not hold a big game hunting license. “Citizen” in- 
cludes any person who has been for more than six months 
immediately preceding application for license a bona fide 
resident of Texas. 


(Note: Unlawful to hunt in Blanco, Brewster, Crockett, 
Culberson, Edwards, El Paso, Gillespie, Hudspeth, Kendall, 
Kerr, Kimble, Kinney, Llano, Mason, Medina, Menard, 
Real, Schleicher, Sutton, Terrell and Val Verde counties 
without a hunting license, the only exceptions being: per- 
sons under 17, persons hunting on their own property or 
property on which they reside, and: persons holding big 
game license. Resident hunting licenses bought in counties 
other than those above named are valid in the above 
named counties.) 


Non-Resident: Price $25.00. Required of every person 
who is not a citizen of this State, or who is an alien. 


Hunting Boat: Price $2.00. Required of every person 
owning or navigating a sail boat or power boat for ac- 
commodating hunters for pay. 


Shooting Preserve: Price $5.00. Required of every per- 
son who acts as manager for any club or shooting resort, 
or lessor of premises leased for hunting purposes, who 
accommodates hunters for pay. 


Game Breeder’s: Price $2.00. Required of every person 
who holds in captivity any game animals or game birds 
for the purpose of propagation for sale. Apply to Game, 
Fish and Oyster Commission for detailed information. 


Blind: In Harrison and Marion Counties license re- 
quired for operation of commercial blinds for use in hunt- 


- ing waterfowl. Price $5 for each blind. Such license is 
_ not required of sportsmen hunting in private blinds.

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GAME BIRDS 


Brant, chachalaca, doves, ducks, geese, grouse, par- 
tridge, pheasants, pigeons (wild), plover, prairie chickens, 
quail, shore birds of all varieties, snipe and turkey are 
game birds. 


All wild birds belong to the people of this state. It is 
unlawful to kill or have in possession, either dead or 
alive, any wild, non-game bird, except the following 
birds, which are unprotected: black bird, butcher bird 
(shrike), buzzard (vulture), crows, duckhawk, eagle 
(golden or Mexican. brown), goshawk, hawk (Cooper’s 
or blue darter, and sharp-shinned), jaybirds, owl (great 
horned), pelicans (white), ravens, ricebirds, roadrunners, 
sapsuckers, sparrows (English), starlings, and wood- 
pecker. Canaries and parrots as domestic pets are un- 
protected, 


It Is Unlawful To— 

Kill a brown pelican. 

Kill or molest a carrier pigeon. 
Take game birds by net or trap. 


Destroy the nests or eggs of any birds protected by 
the laws of this State. 


MIGRATORY GAME BIRDS 


Warning: On the opening day of season, no person 
may possess any migratory game bird in excess of the 
daily bag limit. 

Migratory game birds may be possessed for only 90 
days after the close of the season. 


Means of Taking: Baiting or live decoys prohibited. 
Taking from automobile or aircraft prohibited. May not 
use shotgun larger than 10 gauge, and may not use auto- 
loading or repeating shotgun capable of holding more 
than shree shells, including those in the magazine and 
chamber. Only shotguns may be used. 


May not take migratory game birds from any power- 
driven boat or boat under tow or sail. Sinkbox prohibited. 

May not take waterfowl by means, aid or use of cattle, 
horses or mules. 


Restricted Areas: May not take ducks or geese on any 
State or Federal refuge or preserve, or take them from 
any enclosed private property without the consent of the 
owner or agent of said property. May not shoot from 
public road or highway. 


Federal Stamp: No person over the age of 16 may 
hunt migratory waterfowl without a Federal stamp (pro- 
curable at Post Offices). 


BRANT, COOT, DUCKS AND GEESE 


Open Season: Nov. 4 to Nov. 21, both dates inclusive, 
and Dec. 21 to Jan. 7, both dates inclusive. 
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Shooting Hours: On Nov. 4 and Dec. 21, from 12:00 
o'clock noon to one hour before sunset; all other days of 
seasons one-half hour before sunrise to one hour before 
sunset. 

Bag and Possession Limits 


Coot: 10 singly or in aggregate with rails and galli- 
nules. Only one day’s kill may be possessed. 

Ducks: 4 in the aggregate per day, 8 in possession, 
including not more than one wood duck. 

Exception: American and Redbreasted Mergansers: 
25 singly or in the aggregate per day. No possession limit. 

Geese and Brant: 5 in the aggregate per day or in 
possession, including in such limit not more than either 
2 Canada geese (or its subspecies, Hutchins or cackling 
goose) or 2 white-fronted geese, or 1 of each. 


GALLINULES AND RAILS (EXCEPT COOT) 


Open Season: Sept. 1 to Oct. 30, both dates inclusive. 
Shooting Hours: One-half hour before sunrise to sun- 
set. 
Bag and Possession Limits 


Rails and Gallinules (except Sora): 15 in the aggregate 
per day or in possession. 


Sora: 25 per day, or in possession. 
DOVES 


Bag Limit: Ten in the aggregate of either or both 
mourning and white-winged doves per day. Not more 
than one day’s kill in possession. 

Shooting Hours: One-half hour before -sunrise to sun- 
set.

Federal Law: Migratory birds and waterfowl may be 
possessed for only 90 days after close of season. 


WILDLIFE SANCTUARIES 


Vingt et Un Islands in Galveston Bay: It is unlawful 
to enter upon these islands for any purpose without per- 
mission of the Game, Fish and Oyster Commission. 


Rockport Wildlife Sanctuary: Unlawful to take any 
birds or animals. (Boundaries described by suitable mark- 
ers in Rockport area.) 


Lake Corpus Christi (except that part of the lake lo- 
cated in Jim Wells and Nueces Counties): Unlawful to 
enter with gun or rifle, or to attempt to shoot any bird 
or animal. 


Wichita County: Hunting, except for ducks and geese, — 
prohibited in certain marked areas in and near Wichita 
Falls. For boundaries consult local Game Warden. 


Public Parks: Hunting prohibited at all times in public 
parks under control of State Parks Board. 


Military Reservations: Hunting doves, ducks, geese or 
other migratory birds prohibited at all times on military 
reservations, except Matagorda Island.

SHIPMENT AND SALE 


It is unlawful to sell or buy game birds or game ani- 
mals, dead or alive, regardless of where caught or killed, 
except game breeders and taxidermists who may sell un- 
claimed specimens; but deer hides may be sold. 


It is unlawful to bring game into this state during the 
closed season on such game without a permit from the 
Game, Fish and Oyster Commission. 


It is unlawful to ship game except to one’s own home or 
to a taxidermist and unless affidavit is attached that the 
shipper has lawfully killed such game. 


IT IS UNLAWFUL TO— 


Hunt in State Parks under the control of the Texas 
State Parks Board. 


Kill or hunt any game bird or game animal between 
one-half hour after sunset and one-half hour before sun- 
rise. See regulations for migratory birds. 


Hunt for hire or hire anyone to hunt. 


Hunt from an automobile, motor boat, sail boat, boat 
under tow, or airplane. 


Hunt on a State Game Preserve. 


Hunt or fish on enclosed lands of another without the 
owner’s consent. 


Shoot any gun or firearm in, on, along or across any 
public road in this state. 


Refuse to permit a game and fish warden to search your 
game bag or automobile or other receptacle.

FRESH WATER FISH LAWS 
GENERAL REGULATIONS 


Licenses Required 


Resident: Price $1.65. Required of resident Texas citi- 
zens before fishing outside of county of residence and ad- 
jacent counties, and before fishing in county of residence 
or adjacent counties with artificial bait and before using 
live bait outside of county of residence. Resident license 
not required of resident person under 17 years of age, 
nor of resident holding commercial fishing license. No 
license required for Salt Water Sport fishing. 

An artificial lure is any manufactured bait or imitation 
of a natural bait. 

Nonresident: Nonresidents of Texas or aliens must 
procure a Nonresident Fishing License, price $5.25, or a 
Five-Day License, price $1.65, when fishing with any kind 
of bait in any fresh water. Exception, persons under 17. 

“Nonresident” is any citizen of the United States who 
is not a citizen of Texas and who has not continuously for 
six months been actual bona fide resident of this state. 

A seine or net license is required of commercial fisher- 
men operating in fresh waters as well as those operating 
in salt water. (See Salt Water and Commercial Fishing 
Laws.) 

A license is required to sell fish. (See Salt Water and 
Commercial Fishing Laws.) 


Tackle 


Ordinary pole and line, set line, trotline, artificial lures 
and seines or nets of not less than three-inch square mesh 
permitted. Seine or net made of wire or other metallic 
substance is prohibited. Minnow seines not more than - 
twenty feet in length, and fruit jars with funnel attached 
are permitted for taking minnows. All other methods or 
means of taking fish are prohibited unless specially noted 
below, except that 20-foot minnew seine and cast net are 
permitted for taking shad, carp, suckers, gar and buffalo 
in all counties. 

Size Limits 


Large-mouth black bass, small-mouth black bass, 
spotted bass, or any sub-species of these fishes, not less 
than seven inches. Limits in certain counties are noted 
below. 

Bag Limits 


Large-mouth black bass, small-mouth black bass, 
spotted bass, or any sub-species of these fishes, singly or 
in the aggregate, fifteen (15), of which not more than ten 
(10) shall be of greater length than eleven (11) inches; 
white bass, twenty-five (25); blue catfish, channel catfish 
and yellow catfish, singly or in the aggregate, twenty-five 
(25); crappie or white perch, twenty-five (25). In those 
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counties where sale of catfish is permitted, this limitation 
as to possession of catfish does not apply to persons having 
a commercial fisherman’s license, wholesale fish dealer’s 
license, wholesale truck dealer’s fish license, or retail fish 
dealer’s license. 


Sale Prohibited: Sale of black bass or crappie or white 
perch prohibited in all counties. Special sale restrictions 
noted below. 


Minnow Laws: License required for dealing in minnows. 
(See Salt Water and Commercial Fishing Laws.) Other 
restrictions on sale or transportation of minnows noted 
below. 


Notice: It is unlawful to fish by any method in waters 
within the confines of any public park under the control 
of the State Parks Board, without the consent of person 
in charge of the park. 


It is unlawful to fish from deck or road surface of any 
highway bridge or causeway maintained by State High- 
way Department or to leave any dead fish or bait on 
such property. 


It is unlawful to enter the enclosed land of another 
without the consent of the owner or person in charge 
thereof and thereon catch or take, or attempt to catch 
fish. 

SPECIAL REGULATIONS 


County Laws 


Anderson County: Unlawful to fish for, take or catch, 
or have in possession for sale, or to carry, transport or 
ship for sale, or to buy or sell or offer for sale or offer to 
buy, barter or exchange fish taken from waters of 
Neches River. 


Archer County: Big Wichita River, Lake Kemp, Diver- 
sion Lake, etc.: No seines and nets permitted, except 
twenty-foot minnow seine of not less than one-sixth inch 
square mesh for taking minnows for bait. May use one 
trotline per person or not more than two per party of two 
or more persons. Trotlines must not be set nearer than 
fifty (50) feet apart, nor contain more than fifty 
(50) hooks with any two hooks thereon nearer than four 
(4) feet apart. Unlawful to offer for barter or sale bass, 
perch, crappie, catfish, or other fish except minnows for 
bait. 


Bandera County: Unlawful to use seines and nets. May 
use ten-foot minnow seine of not less than one-fourth 
inch square mesh for taking minnows for bait. Unlawful 
to sell or offer to sell any bass, perch, crappie or catfish. 
Unlawful to take minnows from county for sale, or to 
transport more than 200 such minnows from county. 


Baylor County: See Archer County. 
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Bell County: Lawful to take suckers, buffalo, carp, 
shad or gar with seine or net, the meshes of which shall 
not be less than one-inch square and with wire, rope or 
gig, provided that any bass, crappie or white perch, cat- 
fish, perch or trout caught by above methods may not be 
retained. Unlawful to possess any of above game fish 
while any of above rough fish are in possession. Unlaw- 
ful to sell minnows taken in county. Unlawful to take 
more than 125 minnows out of county. 


Bexar County: Only ordinary hook and line, or trot- 
line or artificial bait permitted, and ten-foot minnow 
seine of not less than one-fourth inch square mesh for 
taking minnows for bait. Unlawful to sell or offer to sell 
any bass, perch, crappie or catfish. 


Blanco County: May use 20-foot minnow seine for tak- 
ing minnows for bait. Unlawful to take or possess for pur- 
pose of sale any catfish, perch, crappie, bream or bass. 
Unlawful to transport minnows from county. Possession 
of more than 500 minnows prima facie evidence of viola- 
tion. May take suckers, buffalo, carp, shad or gar with 
seines and nets of not less than one-inch mesh, or with 
wire, rope or gig, but may not possess other fish when 
using such devices. Otherwise, seines and nets prohibited. 


Bosque County: Unlawful to sell or offer to sell or to 
buy bass, crappie, perch, channel or Opelousas catfish 
taken from Bosque River and its tributaries. Unlawful to 
use seines or nets, except (1) dip net, approved trap and 
20-foot minnow seine for catching minnows for bait; (2) 
suckers, carp, buffalo, shad and gar may be taken with 
seine or net of not less than one-inch square mesh, but such 
devices may not be used on other fish, and other fish may 
not be possessed while using such devices. Hoop nets are 
prohibited. Trolling is permitted from boat propelled by 
any means. Unlawful to transport minnows out of county 
for purpose of sale, and transportation of more than 100 
minnows out of county evidence of violation of law. Only 
licensed bait dealers permitted to take minnows from pub- 
lic waters for sale in county. Licensed bait dealers per- 
mitted to transport for sale beyond county minnows taken 
from private hatchery. 


Bowie County: Seine or net of not less than 2-inch 
square mesh permitted in Sulphur River. Other waters of 
county, seines and nets prohibited, except: (1) Twenty- 
foot minnow seine for catching minnows for bait; (2) 
hoop, trammel or gill net having not less than 3-inch 
square mesh for catching buffalo, carp and catfish. Gig, 
ordinary hook and line, set hook and line and artificial 
bait permitted. 


Brewster County: Unlawful to sell or offer for sale 
any fish taken in county. In Rio Grande river seines and 
nets prohibited except twenty-foot minnow seine for tak- 
ing minnows. 
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Brown County: Unlawful to use seine or net except 20- 
foot minnow seine to take minnows for bait. Unlawful to 
sell bass, crappie or catfish taken in county. 


Burnet County: Unlawful to sell bass, crappie or cat- 
figh taken in county. Seines and nets prohibited except: 
(1) Twenty-foot minnow seine to take minnows for bait; 
(2) May take suckers, buffalo, carp, shad and gar with 
seines and nets having meshes not less than one-inch 
square, or with wire, rope or gig, but may not possess 
other fish when using such devices. Unlawful to transport 
minnows out of county. For devices for taking fish in 
lake waters, see special laws noted in Colorado River 
lakes regulations. 


Cass County: Gig, ordinary hook and line, set hook 
and line and artificial bait permitted. Seines and nets 
prohibited, except: (1) Twenty-foot minnow seine for 
catching minnows for bait; (2) Hoop, trammel or gill net 
of not less than 38-inch square mesh for catching buffalo, 
carp and catfish. 


Chambers County: May take suckers, buffalo, carp, 
shad and gar with seines and nets the meshes of which 
are not less than one-inch square, or with wire, rope or 
gig, but may not possess other fish when using such de- 
vices. 


Cherokee County: Seines and nets unlawful in Neches 
and Angelina Rivers. 


Coleman County: Unlawful to use seine or not except: 
(1) 20-ft. minnow seine for catching minnows for bait; 
(2) net of not less than 3-inch-square mesh for taking 
carp and suckers in Colorado River. 


Collin County: Same as Chambers County. 


Comanche County: Seine or net of not less than one- 
inch square mesh and wire, rope or gig are permitted for 
taking sucker, buffalo, carp, shad or gar, but other fish 
may not be possessed while using such devices. 


Concho County: Unlawful to transport more than 200 
minnows out of county. No minnows may be transported 
out of county for sale. Unlawful to sell bass, crappie, 
white perch or catfish taken in county. Seines and nets 
prohibited, except 20-foot minnow seine for taking min- 
nows, and nets of not less than three-inch square mesh 
for catching carp and suckers in Colorado River. 


Cooke County: Fish taken in county may not be sold. 
Ordinary hook and line, set line, throw line, or ordinary 
cord line permitted. Seines and nets prohibited except: 
(1) Twenty-foot minnow seine for taking minnows for 
bait; (2) Seines or nets the meshes of which are not less 
than one-inch square, or wire, rope or gig for taking 
suckers, buffalo, carp, shad and gar, but no other fish may 
be possessed when using such devices; (3) seine or net 
having mesh not less than one and one-half inches square 
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to seine fish for propagation purposes under the super- 
vision of a game warden. Unlawful to take minnows in 
district composed of Grayson and Cooke counties to 
transport out of district for sale, or to sell said minnows 
outside of said district. This minnow law applies to en- 
tire county, including Lake Texoma. Unlawful to fish in 
Lake Texoma in violation of regulations made by Game, 
Fish and Oyster Commission, found in this digest under 
“Lake Laws.” 


Coryell County: Unlawful to sell minnows taken in 
county. Unlawful to transport more than 125 minnows 
outside of county. Seines and nets prohibited except: (1) 
20-foot minnow seine for taking minnows for bait; (2) 
may take suckers, buffalo, carp, shad and gar with one- 
inch square mesh seines or nets, or with wire, rope or 
gig, but may not possess other fish when using such de- 
vices. 


Culberson County: Unlawful to sell or offer for sale 
any fish taken in county. In Rio Grande river seines and 
nets prohibited except 20-foot minnow seine for taking 
minnows. 


Dallas County: Unlawful to take fish by any means 
other than ordinary pole and line, rod and reel, set line, 
throw line or trotline. No throw line, set line or trotline 
shall have hooks closer than three feet apart. Illegal 
tackle in possession closer than 200 yards of public water 
shall be evidence of violation of law. Lawful to use arti- 
ficial lure with more than two hooks. May use minnow 
seine not longer than 20 feet for taking minnows for 
bait. 


Delta County: Lawful to grabble for, or use seine or 
net having meshes one-inch square to take catfish, perch, 
buffalo and drum. 


Denton County: Same as Chambers County. 


De Witt County: Unlawful to sell or offer to sell or to 
buy any fish taken in county. May take suckers, buffalo, 
carp, shad or gar with seine or net of not less than one- 
inch square mesh, or by wire, rope or gig, but may not 
possess any other species of fish when using such devices. 


Dimmit County: Minnows may not be taken in county 
for sale, or sold. Commercial minnow dealers may not 
transport minnows from the county. Unlawful to sell 
bass, crappie or catfish. Seines and nets prohibited ex- 
expt: (1) May use 20-foot minnow seine to take minnows 
for bait; and (2) may use seines or nets of not less than 
one-inch square mesh to take buffalo, carp, shad, gar or 
suckers, or wire, rope or gig, but may not possess any 
other species of fish while using such devices. 


Edwards County: Unlawful to sell or offer or possess 
for sale any bass, perch, crappie, bream or catfish. Twen- 
ty-foot minnow seine may be used for taking minnows for 
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bait. No device may have more than two hooks, except 
artificial lures used with rod and reel. Bottles, cans and 
floats of any kind may not be used unless the line to 
which hooks are attached is tied securely to stationary 
object or held by fisherman. Unlawful to take from coun- 
ty minnows for sale. Unlawful to transport more than 
200 minnows beyond county. 


El] Paso County: Unlawful to sell fish taken in county. 
Permitted devices are: Hook and line, pole and line, trot- 
line or set line. Ten-foot minnow seine with meshes not 
larger than three-eighths of an inch square, permitted 
on minnows for bait. 


Erath County: Unlawful to sell or buy, or offer for sale, 
bass, crappie, perch, channel or Opelousas catfish or any 
other fish from Lake Waco and Bosque Rivers and their 
tributaries. In Bosque Rivers and their tributaries, un- 
lawful to use drag seines or nets of any kind; only ordi- 
nary pole, hook and line with single hook or artificial 
baits permitted; dip net, having diameter of not more 
than 86 inches, or approved trap permitted for catching 
minnows for bait; unlawful to troll from self-propelled 
boat. In Lake Waco trolling permitted from any kind of 
boat. All waters of county, season closed on bass and 
crappie during March and April. Minnows may not be sold. 


Falls County: Unlawful to sell or offer for sale or to 
buy any fish taken from waters of Brazos River or within 
one mile of mouth of any tributary of the Brazos River. 
Unlawful to transport more than 125 minnows beyond 
county. 


Fannin County: Same as Chambers County. 


Fayette County: Same as Chambers County. Also 
closed season on bullfrogs March, April and May. 


Fisher County: Same as Chambers County. 


Foard County: Minnows taken in county may not be 
transported beyond county, except those raised in private 
hatcheries and except 150 for personal use. Possession of 
more than 500 minnows prima facie evidence of violation. 


Franklin County: Mav take catfish, perch, buffalo and 
drum by hand or with seine or net having meshes one 
inch square. 


Freestone County: Seines and nets may not have mesh 
less than two inches square, except minnow seine when 
used for taking minnows for bait. 


Gillespie County: May take suckers, buffalo, carp, shad 
or gar with seine or net of not less than one-inch square 
mesh or with wire, rope or gig, but may not possess other 
fish when using such devices. No device may have more 
than two hooks except artificial lures with rod and reel. 
Bottles, cans and floats of any kind shall not be used un- 
less the line to which hooks are attached is tied securely 
to stationary object or held by fisherman. Twenty-foot 
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minnow seine lawful for taking minnows for bait. Min- 
nows may not be transported beyond county. Possession 
of more than 500 minnows prima facie evidence of viola- 
tion of law. Catfish, crappie, perch, bass and bream may 
not be taken or possessed for sale. 


Gonzales County: Same as Chambers County. 


Grayson County: Game, Fish and Oyster Commission 
has regulatory power to prescribe fishing regulations for 
Lake Texoma. See “Lake Texoma,” this digest. Minnows 
may not be taken from the district composed of Grayson 
and Cooke counties to transport for sale outside of dis- 
trict, nor sold outside of said district, In waters of county 
except Lake Texoma permitted gear is: Ordinary hook 
and line, set line, throwline, cord line. Seines and nets 
prohibited, except that suckers, buffalo, carp, shad and 
_ gar may be taken with seine or net having not less than 
one-inch square mesh, or with wire, rope or gig, but other 
fish may not be possessed while using such devices. Fish 
may not be sold. 


Guadalupe County: Unlawful to sell or offer for sale 
any bass, perch, crappie or catfish taken from waters of 
county. Gear permitted: ordinary hook and line, trotline 
or artificial bait; 20-foot minnow seine of not lezs than 
one-fourth inch square mesh for taking minnows for bait. 
Seine or net of not less than three-inch mesh permitted 
only on suckers, buffalo, carp, shad or gar, and no other 
fish may be possessed while using such devices. 


Hamilton County: Lawful to use net of not less than 
144-inch square mesh on suckers, buffalo, carp, shad and 
gar, but no other fish may be possessed while using such 
devices. Drag seines or dragnets unlawful except twenty- 
foot minnow seine to take minnows for bait. Unlawful 
to take minnows for sale or offer for sale, or to transport 
more than 125 minnows outside of county. 


Hardeman County: Minnows taken in county may not 
be transported beyond county except 150 for personal use 
and except those raised in private minnow hatcheries. 
Possession of more than 500 minnows prima facie evidence 
of violation. 


Hardin County: Same as Chambers County. 


Harrison County: All waters, ordinary hook and line, 
rod and reel, set hook and line, trotline or artificial bait 
permitted. Seines and nets prohibited except: (1) 20-foot 
minnow seine for taking minnows for bait; (2) hoop net, 
set net or trammel net with meshes not less than 3% 
inches square, for taking buffalo, gar, catfish, shad and 
bowfin or grindle. Unlawful to take or possess alligators. 
Limit on white bass is 25 per day or in possession. Addi- 
tional laws applying to Caddo Lake are: Cast net per- 
mitted for taking minnows. Unlawful to use gig or spear. 
Bag limits: bream and goggle-eve, 35. No size limit on 
blue, channel or yellow catfish. Driving or riding in boat 
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while under influence of intoxicants, or driving in reckless 
manner or at high rate of speed is unlawful. Shooting in, 
on, along or across Caddo Lake is unlawful except when 
hunting during open season. Fish guides may not take, 
catch, retain or have in possession, bass or crappie. 


Haskell County: Unlawful to transport minnows out- 
side of county. 


Henderson County: Seines and nets may not have mesh 
less than two-inch, except minnow seines when used for 
taking minnows for bait. 


Hill County: Unlawful to transport minnows outside of 
county, except 150 for personal use. 


Hood County: Season closed on bass and crappie dur- 
ing March and April. 


Hopkins County: May take catfish, perch, buffalo and 
drum by hand or with seine or net of one-inch square 
mesh. 


Hudspeth County: Unlawful to sell or offer for sale fish 
taken in county. In Rio Grande river seines and nets 
prohibited except 20-foot minnow seine for minnows. 


Hunt County: Only ordinary hook line, set line or throw 
line, ordinary cord line, seine or net with meshes not less 
than one and one-half inches square permitted. Unlawful 
to sell or offer to sell bass, crappie or catfish. 


Jack County: Unlawful to use hoop nets, trammel nets 
or barrel nets. Seines and nets (except hoop nets, tram- 
mel nets or barrel nets, which are prohibited) with mesh 
more than two inches square, permitted for taking cat- 
fish, bass and perch in waters of county except artificial 
lake covering more than 20 acres of ground, fed by 
stream or subject to overflow. Unlawful to take minnows 
from waters of county for sale outside of district com- 
posed of Jack, Young, Stephens and Palo Pinto counties. 
Unlawful to transport minnows beyond district for sale. 


Jackson County: Permitted devices: Hook and line or 
trotline or flounder gig and light, or cast net or minnow 
seine not more than 20 feet in length for catching bait. 
All other devices prohibited. 


Jasper County: Unlawful to transport minnows beyond 
county. 


Jeff Davis County: Unlawful to sell or offer for sale 
any fish taken in county. 


Jefferson County: Same as Chambers County. 


Jim Wells County: Unlawful to take for purpose of 
sale any fish from Lake Corpus Christi in San Patricio, 
Jim Wells and Live Oak counties, or from the waters of 
Nueces River between Calallen Dam and west boundary 
line of Live Oak County on Nueces River. Unlawful to 
use seine or net except 20-foot minnow seine for taking 
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minnows for bait. Unlawful to use trotline with hooks 
less than three feet apart. 


Johnson County: Unlawful to take minnows in county 
for purpose of sale outside of county. Unlawful to trans- 
port more than 125 minnows outside of county where 
taken. 


Jones County: Unlawful to take any fish in county for 
commercial purposes. The following additional restric- 
tions apply to Fort Phantom Hill Lake: Gear permitted, 
only two ordinary poles and lines, or rods and reels, or 
fly rods, or two throw lines each equipped with not more 
than two hooks, minnow seine not more than 20 feet long 
for taking minnows for bait. Minnows may not be taken 
for sale. Possession limit on minnows, 100. 


Kaufman County: Gear permitted: Artificial bait, ordi- 
nary pole and line, rod and reel, set line, throw line, or 
trotline. Hooks may not be less than three feet apart on 
set line, throw line or trotline. Twenty-foot minnow seine 
permitted for taking minnows for bait. Size limit: Bass, 
trout, eight inches, crappie or other fish, one-half pound. 
Sale of all fish permitted except bass, trout, crappie, white 
perch, bream or other perch or channel catfish less than 
12 inches in length. Possession of prohibited tackle with- 
in 200 yards of water prima facie evidence of violation. 


Kendall County: Lawful to take fish with a trot or set 
line with not more than 25 hooks, with hooks spaced not 
closer than four feet apart. Unlawful to transport min- 
nows beyond county. Possession of more than 500 minnows 
evidence of violation of law. Seine or net prohibited ex- 
cept: (1) 20-foot minnow seine for taking minnows for 
bait; (2) may take suckers, buffalo, carp, shad and gar 
with seine or net having meshes not less than one-inch 
square or wire, rope or gig, but may not possess other 
fish while using such devices. 


Kimble County: Gear permitted: Ordinary pole and line 
or rod and reel, fly rod or throw line, or artificial bait. 
May not use more than one hook per line except artificial 
bait. One person may not use more than six poles and 
lines or rods and reels at one time. Unlawful to take, 
possess or offer for purpose of sale any catfish, perch, 
crappie, bream or bass. Unlawful to transport beyond 
county more than 125 minnows taken in county. May 
take suckers, buffalo, carp, shad and gar with seine or 
net having meshes not less than one-inch square, or with 
wire, rope or gig, but may not possess other fish when 
using such devices. ' 


Kerr County: Unlawful to take minnows from county 
for sale, or to transport more than 200 minnows beyond 
county when taken in county. Unlawful to sell or offer 
for sale any bass, perch, crappie or catfish taken in coun- 
ty. Gear permitted: Only ordinary hook and line, trot- 
line or artificial bait. Unlawful to use seines and nets 
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except 10-foot minnow seines with meshes not less than 
%-inch square for vaking minnows for bait. 


Lamar County: Seines and nets prohibited, except: (1) 
Seine or net of not less than two-inch square mesh; (2) 
20-foot minnow seine to take minnows for bait; (8) may 
take suckers, buffalo, carp, shad and gar with seine or 
net having meshes not less than one-inch square or with 
wire, rope or gig, but other fishes may not be possessed 
while using such devices. 


Lampasas County: Unlawful to sell bass, crappie and 
catfish. Unlawful to transport minnows beyond county 
except 150 for personal use. Seines and nets prohibited 
except: (1) 20-foot minnow seine for taking minnows for 
bait; (2) may take suckers, buffalo, carp, shad and gar 
with seine or net having meshes not less than one-inch 
square or with wire, rope or gig, but may not possess 
other fishes while using such devices. Special laws govern- 
ing gear permitted in Colorado River lakes are noted un- 
der Colorado River lakes regulations. 


Live Oak County: Unlawful to take for purpose of sale 
any fish from Lake Corpus Christi in San Patricio, Jim 
Wells and Live Oak counties, or from the waters of 
Nueces River between Calallen Dam and west boundary 
line of Live Oak County on Nueces River including all the 
waters within all the tributaries of the Nueces River 
within Live Oak, San Patricio and Nueces counties. Un- 
lawful to use seine or net except 20-foot minnow seine to 
take minnows for bait. Unlawful to use trotline with 
hooks less than three feet apart. 


Liano County: Unlawful to transport minnows _ be- 
yond county. Possession of more than 500 minnows evi- 
dence of violation of law. No device may have more than 
two hooks except artificial lures used with rod and reel. 
Seines and nets prohibited, except: (1) 20-foot minnow 
seine to take minnows for bait; (2) may take suckers, 
buffalo, shad, gar and carp with seine or net having 
meshes not less than one-inch square, or with wire, rope 
or gig, but other fishes may not be possessed while such 
devices are used. Unlawful to take, offer or possess for 
purpose of sale any catfish, perch, crappie, bream or 
bass. For gear permitted in lake waters, see Colorade 
River lakes regulations. 


Loving County: Unlawful to sell bass, crappie, white 
perch or catfish taken in county. Seines and nets prohib- 
ited, except 20-foot minnow seine to take minnows for 
bait. 


Marion County: Gear permitted: Ordinary hook and 
line, rod and reel, set hook and line, trotline or artificial 
bait. Seines and nets prohibited except: (1) 20-foot min- 
now seine for taking minnows for bait; (2) hoop net, set 
net or tramme!l net, having meshes not less than three and 
one-half-inches square, for taking buffalo fish, gar fish, 
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catfish, shad, and bowfin or grindle. Cast net permitted 
for taking minnows. Limit on white bass 25 per day or in 
possession. Unlawful for guide to take, retain or possess 
any bass or crappie. Unlawful for any person to drive or 
ride in any boat on Caddo Lake while under influence of 
intoxicants, or to drive self-propelled motor craft in care- 
less manner or at high speed. Unlawful to shoot in, on, or 
along or across Caddo Lake except while hunting, during 
open season. Gig permitted in Caddo Lake on buffalo, gar, 
shad, bowfin, or grindle, and catfish. 


Mason County: Unlawful to transport minnows out of 
county. Possession of more than 500 minnows evidence of 
violation of law. Unlawful to take fish by device equipped 
with more than two hooks, except artificial lures used with 
rod and reel. Bottles, cans, and floats unlawful unless 
line to which hooks are attached is tied securely to sta- 
tionary object or held by fisherman. Seines and nets pro- 
hibited, except: (1) 20-foot minnow seine for taking 
minnows for bait; (2) may take suckers, buffalo, carp, 
shad and gar with seine or net having meshes not less 
than one-inch square or wire, rope or gig, but may not 
possess other fish while such devices are being used. Un- 
lawful to take, offer or possess for sale catfish, perch, 
crappie, bream or bass. 


Medina County: Special laws apply to Medina Lake. 
See ‘‘Lake Laws.” Other waters of county, gear permitted: 
Ordinary hook and line, or trotline or artificial bait. 
Seines and nets prohibited, except (1) 10-foot minnow 
seine with meshes not less than one-fourth-inch square 
for taking minnows for bait; (2) may take suckers, buf- 
falo, carp, shad and gar with seine or net having meshes 
not less than one-inch square, or with wire, rope or gig, 
but may not possess other fish while using such devices. 
All waters, unlawful to sell or offer to sell bass, perch, 
crappie, or catfish taken in county. 


Menard County: Unlawful to use device equipped with 
more than two hooks, except artificial lures used with rod 
and reel. Bottles, cans and floats unlawful unless line to 
which hooks are attached is tied securely to stationary 
object or held by fisherman. May use 20-foot minnow 
seine to take minnows for bait. May take suckers, buffalo, 
carp, shad and gar with seine or net having meshes not 
less than one-inch square, or with wire, rope or gig, but 
no other fish may be possessed while such devices are 
used. Unlawful to take, offer or possess for sale any 
catfish, perch, crappie, bream or bass. Minnows may not 
be taken from county for sale; not more than 200 min-. 
nows may be transported out of county. 


Milam County: Twenty-foot minnow seine permitted 
for taking minnows for bait. Other seines and nets pro- 
hibited. Sale of fish taken in county prohibited. 


Mills County: Unlawful to sell bass, crappie or catfish. 
Seines and nets unlawful, except 20-foot minnow seine to 
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take minnows for bait; and except seine or net the 
meshes of which are not less than one-inch square, or 
wire, rope or gig, used for taking suckers, buffalo, carp, 
shad and gar, but no other fish may be possessed while 
such devices are used. 


Mitchell County: Same as Chambers County. 


Montgomery County: Lawful to use set or gill nets 
having meshes not less than four inches square, for taking 
all fish except bass, catfish, crappie and perch. Seines may 
be used for taking all fish, provided the meshes are not 
less than three inches square. Minnow seines not more 
than 20 feet long are permitted to take minnows for bait. 
Minnows taken in county may not be transported beyond 
county except 150 for personal use, unless raised in 
private minnow hatchery. 


Morris County: Unlawful to use seine or net, except 
(1) 20-foot minnow seine for taking minnows for bait; 
(2) any kind of seine or net with meshes not less than 
two-inch square permitted on all fish. Unlawful to shoot 
on, in, along, or across Daingerfield Lake unless hunting 
during open season. 


McCulloch County: Unlawful to transport minnows out 
of county, except 150 for personal use. May not sell bass, 
crappie or catfish taken in county. Seines and nets un- 
lawful, except: 20-foot minnow seine to take minnows 
for bait; and may take suckers, buffalo, carp, shad and 
gar with seine or net having meshes not less than one- 
inch square or with wire, rope or gig, but may not possess 
other fish while using such devices. 


McLennan County: Unlawful to sell or buy or offer to 
sell any fish from waters of Lake Waco or Bosque Rivers 
and their tributaries. Fruit jars with funnel attached per- 
mitted for taking minnows for bait. Unlawful to transport 
minnows beyond county for sale. Possession of more than 
100 minnows prima facie evidence of violation. May take 
suckers, buffalo, carp, shad and gar with twenty-foot min- 
now seine or cast net, or with seine or net the meshes of 
which are not less than one-inch square, or with wire, rope 
or gig, but other fish may not be possessed while such 
devices are being used. 


Nacogdoches County: Seines and nets unlawful on bass 
or crappie. 


Newton County: Unlawful to sell, offer or possess for 
sale, any black bass, trout or white perch taken from 
waters of the Sabine, Attoyac, Angelina and Neches rivers 
or their tributaries or lakes. Unlawful to transport min- 
nows out of county. Possession of more than 500 minnows 
evidence of violation of law. 


Nolan County: Unlawful to use any device except ordi- 
nary pole and line, rod and reel, fly rod, or trotline with 
not more than 25 hooks, or throw line with not more than 
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two hooks, except artificial lures used with a rod and 
reel. Only one trotline may be used, and it may not con- 
tain more than 25 hooks; or only one throw line may be 
used, and it may not contain more than two hooks. Twen- 
ty-foot minnow seine permitted for taking minnows for 
bait. May take suckers, buffalo, carp, shad, and gar with 
seine or net the meshes of which are not less than one- 
inch square, or with wire, rope or gig, but other fish may 
not be possessed while such device is being used. 


Nueces County: See Live Oak County. 


Orange County: May take suckers, buffalo, carp, shad 
and gar with seine or net having meshes not less than 
one-inch square, or with wire, rope or gig, but no other 
fishes may be possessed while using such devices. 


Palo Pinto County: Unlawful to take minnows from 
waters of district composed of Jack, Young, Stephens and 
Palo Pinto counties for purpose of sale outside of dis- 
trict, or to transport minnows beyond said district for 
sale. For additional regulations as to Possum Kingdom 
Lake, see “Lake Laws.” 


Parker County: Same as Chambers County. Also, un- 
lawful to transport minnows out of county except 150 
for personal use. Possession of more than 500 minnows 
evidence of violation of law. 


Pecos County: Unlawful to sell any fish taken in coun- 
ty. Permitted gear: Ordinary hook and line or trotline 
or artificial bait. Seines and nets prohibited except 20- 
foot minnow seine for taking minnows for bait. 


Polk County: Unlawful to take minnows from waters 
of county for sale; unlawful for commercial minnow deal- 
er or his employee to take minnows. Unlawful to trans- 
port minnows outside of county for sale, unlawful to 
transport more than 200 minnows outside of county, or 
to have more than 200 minnows in vehicle. 


Presidio County: Unlawful to sell fish taken in said 
county. In Rio Grande river seines and nets prohibited ex- 
cept 20-foot minnow seine for taking minnows. 


Rains County: Unlawful to sell or offer for sale bass, 
crappie or catfish taken from waters. Unlawful to take 
fish by device other than ordinary hook line, set line or 
throw line, ordinary cord line, seine or net having meshes 
not less than one and one-half inches square. 


Real County: Unlawful to use gear with more than two 
hooks, except artificial lures used with rod and reel. Bot- 
tles, cans and floats unlawful unless line to which hooks 
are attached is tied securely to stationary object or held 
by fisherman. Twenty-foot minnow seine permitted for 
taking minnows for bait. Unlawful to take minnows for 
sal2, or transport beyond county more than 200 minnows. 
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Unlawful to take, offer or possess for sale catfish, perch, 
crappie, bream or bass. 


Red River County: Seine or net of not less than 2-inch 
square mesh permitted in Sulphur River only. 


Reeves County: Unlawful to sell any fish taken in 
county. Gear permitted: Ordinary hook and line or trot- 
line or artificial bait. Seines and nets unlawful, except 
20-foot minnow seine to take minnows for bait. 


Robertson County: Unlawful to take minnows for 
transportation outside of county for sale, or to sell min- 
nows outside of county. Transportation of minnows beyond 
county by dealer, and transportation of more than 200 
beyond county by any person prima facie evidence of 
violation. 


Rockwall County: Gear permitted: Ordinary hook and 
line, set line or throw line, or ordinary cord line, seine or 
net, having meshes less than one and one-half inches 
square. Unlawful to take or possess fish from waters in 
county for sale. 


Runnels County: Unlawful to sell bass, crappie, or cat- 
fish taken in county. Seines and nets prohibited, except 
20-foot minnow seine to take minnows for bait. 


Rusk County: Permitted gear: Ordinary hook and line, 
rod and reel, set hook and line, trotline or artificial bait; 
minnow seine not more than 20 feet long to take minnows 
and sun perch for bait; hoop net, set net or trammel net, 
of not less than three and one-half inches square mesh, 
to take buffalo, gar, catfish, shad and bowfin or grindle. 
Other fish may not be possessed while using such nets. 


Sabine County: Lawful to use seine having not less 
than three-inch square mesh in Sabine River only. Nets 
prohibited. Twenty-foot minnow seine permitted. 


San Augustine County: Nets prohibited. Twenty-foot 
minnow seine permitted. 


San Patricio County: Unlawful to take for purpose of 
sale any fish from Lake Corpus Christi in San Patricio, 
Jim Wells and Live Oak counties, or from the waters of 
Nueces River between Calallen Dam and west boundary 
line of Live Oak County on Nueces River, including all the 
waters within all the tributaries of the Nueces River 
within Live Oak, San Patricio and Nueces counties. Un- 
lawful to use seine or net, except 20-foot minnow seine 
for taking minnows for bait. Unlawful to use trotline 
‘with hooks spaced less than three feet apart. 


San Saba County: Unlawful to sell or buy or offer to 
sell any bass, crappie, perch, catfish or any other fish. 
Unlawful to take fish by any device except ordinary pole 
and line or throw line equipped with more than two hooks, 
except dowagiac or other artificial bait. Trotlines may 
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not have more than 20 hooks. Minnow seine not more than 
20 feet long permitted for catching minnows for bait. 
May take suckers, buffalo, carp, shad and gar with seine 
or net having meshes not less than one-inch square, or 
with wire, rope or gig, but may not possess other fish 
while using such devices. Unlawful to transport minnows 
outside of county, except 150 for personal use. Possession 
of more than 500 minnows evidence of violation of this 
act. For gear permitted in lake waters, see “Lake Laws.” 


Shackeltord County: Unlawful to take any fish for com- 
mercial purposes. 


Smith County: Sale of fish from Sabine or Neches 
Rivers prohibited. 


Somervell County: Unlawful to take minnows for sale 
or to transport more than 125 minnows outside of county. 


Stephens County: Unlawful to take from waters of dis- 
trict composed of Jack, Young, Stephens, and Palo Pinto 
counties, minnows for sale outside of district, or to trans- 
port minnows for sale outside of district. For Possum 
Kingdom Lake Regulations, see “Lake Laws.” 


Sutton County: Unlawful to use device with more than 
two hooks except artificial lures used with rod and reel. 
Bottles, cans and floats prohibited unless line to which 
hooks are attached is tied securely to stationary object 
or held by fisherman. Twenty-foot minnow seine per- 
mitted to take.minnows for bait. Unlawful to take min- 
nows for sale, or to transport more than 200 minnows out- 
side of county. Unlawful to take, offer or possess for sale 
any catfish, perch, crappie, bream or bass. 


Tarrant County: Unlawful to fish in Lake Worth and 
Eagle Mountain Lake except in accordance with regula- 
tions made by the Game, Fish and Oyster Commission. 
See “Lake Laws.” 


Taylor County: See “Lake Laws” for Fort Phantom 
Hill Lake regulations. 


Terrell County: Unlawful to sell or offer for sale any 
fish taken in county. 


Titus County: Lawful to use seine or net with meshes 
_ not less than two inches square. 


Tom Green County: Gear permitted: Ordinary hook 
and line, rod, reel, artificial bait or natura] bait, trotline 
or set line, provided that such trotline or set line is not 
eqvipped with more than 30 hooks, and group of persons 
fishing together may not use more than two trotlines or 
set lines, and no two trotlines or set lines shall be joined 
together. Twenty-foot minnow seine permitted for tak- 
ing minnows, car}. buffalo, suckers and garfish. Unlaw- 
ful tou sell, buy or attempt to buy any fish except buffalo, 
carp, suckers and yar. Unlawful to use crappie, catfish 


or bass for bait. Unlawful to transport minnows beyond 
county for sale or to transport more than 200 minnows 
beyond county for any purpose in any one day. 


Travis County: Gear permitted: Ordinary hook and 
line, artificial lures, rod and reel, throw line or trotline. 
Unlawful to use trotline or throw line with hooks spaced 
closer than three feet. May take suckers, buffalo, carp 
and shad with seine or net having meshes not less than 
one-inch square, or with wire, rope or gig, but may not 
possess other fish while using such devices. For tackle 
permitted in Lake Travis and Lake Austin in Travis 
County, see “Lake Laws.” Sale of fish taken in county 
unlawful. 


Trinity County: Same as Polk County. 


Uvalde County: Same as Chambers County. Also, un- 
lawful to take minnows for sale or to sell minnows taken 
in county. Unlawful for commercial minnow dealer or 
his employee to transport minnows from county. 


Val Verde County: The following special law applies to 
all of Val Verde County except the waters of Rio Grande 
River, the Pecos River and San Felipe Creek in that 
county. Gear permitted: Ordinary pole and line, rod, 
reel and line, hand line, set line, throw line, trotline and 
artificial lures. Not more than aggregate of 20 hooks per- 
mitted on devices. Twenty-foot minnow seine permitted for 
taking minnows for bait. Unlawful to use crappie, cat- 
fish or bass for bait; unlawful to transport minnows from 
county. In Rio Grande River, Pecos River and San Felipe 
Creek, unlawful to use seines and nets, except 20-foot 
minnow seine for taking minnows for bait. All waters 
of county, unlawful to sell bass, white perch, crappie or 
catfish. In Devil’s River and its lakes, bag limit of fish, 
20 in the aggregate per day or in possession. 


Walker County: Unlawful to transport minnows out. 
of county for sale, or to transport more than 200 minnows 
out of county for any purpose. 


Ward County: Seine or net unlawful, except 20-foot 
minnow seine permitted for taking minnows for bait. Un- 
lawful to sell bass, crappie or catfish. 


Washington County: Unlawful to take minnows for 
purpose of transporting outside of county for sale, or to 
sell said minnows outside of county. Such transportation 
of any minnows by dealer, or of more than 200 by other 
person, prima facie evidence of violation. 


Wichita County: See Archer County. 


Williamson County: Seines and nets prohibited, ex- 
cept (1) minnow seine not more than 20 feet long for 
taking minnows for bait; (2) may take suckers, buffalo, 
gar, shad and carp with seine or net having meshes not 
less than one-inch square, or with wire, rope or gig, but 
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may not possess other fish while using such devices. Un- 
lawful to transport minnows out of county except 150 for 
personal use. Possession of more than 500 minnows evi- 
dence of violation of law. 


Wilson County: Unlawful to sell bass, perch, crappie 
or catfish taken in county. Seines and nets prohibited, 
except 10-foot minnow seine with meshes not less than 
one-fourth inch square to take minnows for bait. 


Wise County: Lawful to use seine or net having meshes 
more than two inches square except in any artificial lake 
covering more than 20 acres of ground that is fed by 
stream or subject to overflow, for taking catfish, bass and 
perch. Lawful to use seine or net of not less than 1%- 
inch square mesh for taking carp, buffalo, shad and suck- 
ers in any waters. Minnows may not be taken for trans- 
portation outside of county for sale, nor sold outside of 
county. Transportation of 200 minnows prima facie evi- 
dence of violation. Special regulations apply to Lake 
Worth and Eagle Mountain lakes. See ‘‘Lake Laws.” 


Wood County: Seine, net or trap prohibited on bass, 
trout, crappie or white perch, bream or other perch. Un- 
lawful to sell or offer for sale any bass, trout, crappie or 
white perch, bream or other perch. Sale of fish from 
Sabine and Neches rivers prohibited. 


Young County: Unlawful to sell any fish taken in coun- 
ty except those taken in Brazos River and Clear Fork of 
Brazos. Unlawful to take, catch or possess any fish taken 
from waters of Possum Kingdom Lake except in accord- 
ance with regulations issued by Game, Fish and Oyster 
Commission. See “Lake Laws.” Unlawful to use seine or 
net in Clear Fork of Brazos with mesh less than two 
inches square. In other waters of county (except Clear 
Fork of Brazos, Brazos River and Possum Kingdom 
Lake) unlawful to use any device except ordinary hook 
and line, trotline or artificial baits, and 20-foot minnow 
seine with meshes not less than one-sixth of an inch 
square for taking minnows for bait. Trolling from motor 
boat unlawful. All waters of county, unlawful to take 
minnows for sale outside of district composed of Jack, 
Young, Stephens and Palo Pinto counties. Unlawful to 
transport beyond district for purpose of sale, minnows 
taken from waters in district. 


Zavala County: Seines and nets unlawful except seine 
or net with meshes not less than three inches square to 
take buffalo, carp, garfish and/or turtles; may take suck- 
ers, buffalo, gar, shad and carp with seine or net having 
meshes not less than one-inch square, or with wire, rope 
or gig, but may not possess other fish while using such 
devices; minnow seine not longer than 20 feet used for 
taking minnows for bait. Sale of bass, crappie or catfish 
unlawful. Minnows may not be taken for sale or sold. 
Commercial dealers may not transport minnows beyond 
county. 
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LAKE LAWS 


Lake Austin: Gear permitted: Not more than two of 
the same or different types as follows: Ordinary pole and 
line, rod, reel and line; hand line, set line, throw line; ex- 
cept when artificial lures are used no line shall have more 
than two hooks, and only two lines shall be used at one 
time. Minnow seines not more than 20 feet in length may 
be used for taking minnows, carp, shad, buffalo or gar. 


Lake Bridgeport: In that portion in Wise County, law- 
ful to use seine or net of not less than 14-inch square 
mesh for taking carp, buffalo, shad and sucker. 


Lake Buchanan: May fish with only ordinary pole and 
line, throw line with not more than six hooks, rod and 
reel, artificial bait, or trotline with not more than 30 
hooks. In Llano and Burnet counties minnows may not be 
transported outside of county. In Lampasas and San Saba 
counties not more than 150 minnows may be transported 
outside of county for personal use. 


Caddo Lake: See Harrison and Marion counties. 
Devil’s River Lake: See Val Verde County. 
Diversion Lake: See Archer County. 

Lake Kemp: See Archer County. 


Fort Phantom Hill Lake: Gear permitted: Ordinary 
pole and line, rod and reel, fly rod or throw line equipped 
with not more than two hooks. Artificial lures permitted. 
Seines and nets prohibited except minnow seine not more 
than 20 feet long for taking minnows for bait. Not more 
than two ordinary poles and lines, rods and reels, or fly 
rods permitted, or not more than two throw lines each 
equipped with not more than two hooks permitted. Un- 
lawful to take minnows for purpose of sale. Unlawful to 
possess more than 100 minnows. j 


Medina Lake: Ordinary pole and line, rod, reel and line, 
hand line, set line, throw line, trotline and artificial lures 
permitted. Trotline or throw line may not have hooks 
spaced closer than four feet apart. All other devices pro- 
hibited. Unlawful to use minnow seine, or to take minnows 
from Medina Lake. 


Possum Kingdom Lake: No fishing permitted within 
one-fourth mile of Possum Kingdom Dam in the lake 
proper. Fishing gear permitted: ordinary pole and line, 
throw line with not more than three hooks, rod and reel 
and artificial baits and lures. Persons fishing for carp, 
buffalo, suckers and gar may use wire loop snares also. 
Seines, nets or traps for taking fish or minnows pro- 
hibited, except one minnow seine not longer than ten feet, 
one umbrella net, or 6 glass jar traps when used for fish- 
erman’s own fishing purposes only. Unlawful to sell or 
buy any fish taken from lake. 
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Roy Inks Lake: May fish with only ordinary pole and 
line, throw line with not more than six hooks, rod and 
reel, artificial bait, or trotline with not more than thirty 
hooks. Minnows may not be transported outside of county. 


Lake Texoma: Minnows may not be taken from dis- 
trict composed of Grayson and Cooke counties for trans- 
portation for sale outside of district, nor sold outside of 
district. Daily bag limits: 25 white bass, 10 of other bass; 
crappie or catfish 15 (not including polliwog or chuckle- 
head), 85 bream, goggle-eye and other small sunfishes, 
singly or in the aggregate. Possession limit: one day’s 
catch at the reservoir; 2 days’ catch of crappie and cat- 
fish elsewhere, and 35 bass, elsewhere. Size limit: bass 
and catfish 10 inches; crappie 6 inches. Sale of fish pro- 
hibited. Tackle: ordinary pole and line, rod and reel, arti- 
ficial lures, ordinary hook and line, throw line and trot- 
line with hooks three feet apart. 144-inch mesh seine 
or net permitted for taking suckers, buffalo, carp, shad 
or gar. Inquire of Commission, or local Bais warden as 
to Special Texoma licenses. _ 


Lake Travis in Burnet County: May fish with only 
ordinary pole and line having not more than two (2) 
hooks, throw line having not more than six hooks, rod 
and reel having not more than two hooks, or artificial 
lure attached to a casting or fly rod. Minnows may not 
be transported outside of county. 


Lake Travis in Travis County: Gear permitted: Ordi- 
nary pole and line, rod, reel and line, hand line, set line, 
throw line, trotline and artificial lures. Not more than 
aggregate of 20 hoo.s permitted on any or all devices. 


Lake Worth and Eagle Mountain Lake: Permitted de- 
vices: Pole and line, hand or throw line; still fishing, cast- 
ing or trolling. Hooks on throw line or trotline may not be 
closer than 2 feet apart. In that part of Eagle Mountain 
Lake which is in Wise County, seines or nets of not less 
than 14-inch square mesh are permitted for taking carp, 
buffalo, shad and sucker. Size and daily bag limits: Black 
bass, large-mouth, small-mouth and spotted, or any 
species of these fishes, not less than 7 inches long; daily 
bag limit singly or in the aggregate, 15, of which not 
more than 10 may be longer than 11 inches. Daily bag on 
white bass and crappie or white perch, 25. Catfish, blue, 
channel and yellow, singly or in aggregate, daily bag 25.

Wholesale Truck Fish and Oyster Dealer’s License. 100.00 


Bait Dealer’s License is required of any person who sells 
either minnows, fish, shrimp or other aquatic products for 
fish bait. 


Commercial Fishing Boat License is required for each 
boat used for taking any edible aquatic life from tidal 
waters for commercial purposes. Application by prior 
license holders must be made before September 1 of each 
year. Write the Commission for details. 


Commercial Fisherman’s License is required of any per- 
son who takes any edible aquatic products from the waters 
of this state for pay or for the purpose of sale, barter or 
exchange. For commercial license to fish in tidal waters, 
applications should be made by prior license holders 
before September 1. Write Commission for details. 


Fish Boat License is required of each boat equipped 
with motor of any kind or with sails when used for taking 
any edible aquatic products for commercial purposes from 
fresh waters. 


Fish Guide License is required of any person who 
operates a boat for pay or anything of value in accompany- 
ing or transporting any person engaged in taking any 
edible aquatic life from the waters of this State. 


Mussel License will be required for the purpose of tak- 
ing mussels or mussel shells from the beds of state-owned 
streams and waters. 
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Mussel Shell Dredge License required for use of dredge 
for taking mussels or mussel shells from beds of state- 
owned streams and waters. 


Oyster Dredge License is required for each boat used 
for the purpose of dredging oysters. 


Retail Fish Dealer’s License is required of any person, 
firm or corporation engaged in the business of buying for 
the purpose of selling either fresh or frozen edible aquatic 
products to the consumer. Separate license will be re- 
quired for each market in which such dealer or person 
operates. Fee of such license based on population of the 
city. 


Retail Oyster Dealer’s License is required of any per- 
son, firm or corporation buying oysters only for the pur- 
pose of selling to the consumer trade in cities of more 
than 7,500. (This license is provided for use of markets 
or dealers handling oysters only and who do not care to 
take out retail fish and oyster dealer’s license.) 


Retail Truck Dealer’s License is required of any per- 
son, firm or corporation engaged in the business of buy- 
ing for the purpose of selling or distributing either fresh 
or frozen aquatic products to the consumer trade. Sep- 
arate license required by each truck so operated and sales 
only permitted hotels, cafes and house-to-house peddling. 


Seine or Net License must be attached to each hundred 
feet or fraction thereof of each seine or net used for the 
purpose of taking fish or shrimp from the waters of this 
State when fishing for commercial purposes. 


Shrimp Trawl License is required of each boat operating 
or towing a trawl. 


Skiff License is required for each boat propelled by oars 
or poles that is used for the purpose of taking aquatic 
products for commercial purposes. 


Sports Fishing License: None required. Persons may 
fish for pleasure in salt water without purchasing a non- 
resident, alien, or artificial lure license. Other licenses are 
still required. See above. 


Wholesale Fish Dealer’s License is required of each pers 
son, firm or corporation who buys for the purpose of sell- 
ing to retail fish dealers and to the consumer, or who 
cans, preserves or processes aquatic products for com- 
mercial purposes. 


Wholesale Truck Dealer’s License is required of each 
person, firm or corporation who operates a truck for the 
purpose of selling to or taking orders from retail fish 
dealers and/or to the consumer trade. Separate license 
required for each truck operated. 
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FISH 


Size Limit (commercial fishing): Flounder, not less 
than 12 inches; speckled trout, not less than 12 inches; 
redfish, not less than 14 inches nor more than 35 inches; 
pompano, not less than 9 inches; sheepshead, not less 
than 9 inches; mackerel, not less than 14 inches; and gaff- 
topsail, not less than 11 inches. 


TERRAPIN (Salt Water) 


Open Season: November, December, January and 
February. 


Size: Not less than six (6) inches in length. 


GREEN TURTLE 


Size: Not less than twelve (12) pounds in weight. 


OYSTERS 


Open Season: September 1 to March 31. That part of 
Laguna Madre which is south and west of Baffin’s Bay 
has no closed season on oysters. 


Matagorda Bay: Unlawful to dredge oysters in the 
headwaters of Matagorda Bay east of a line from Pala- 
cios Point on the mainland in Matagorda County across 
Matagorda Bay to Cotton Bayou on the Matagorda Pen- 
insula. 


Aransas Bay: Unlawful to use oyster dredge in that 
part of Aransas Bay west of a line running from the 
north end of Two by Four reef to the east side of Borup 
reef, and thence to the mainland. 


Carancahua Bay and Pass: Unlawful to use osyter 
dredge, or within 300 yards from the mouth of said 
pass in Matagorda Bay. 


Copano Bay: Unlawful to use oyster dredge or have in 
possession oysters taken from that part of Copano Bay 
west of a line drawn from the east gable of Sorenson’s 
clubhouse to the mouth of Mission Bay, except oysters 
taken from a private lease. 


Aransas, Nueces, Calhoun and Matagorda Counties: 
Unlawful to take oysters from the public beds or reefs 
from May 1 to September 1. Unlawful to take oysters 
from private oyster beds without the consent of the 
owner. 


Size Limit: In shell, 3% inches. 


American citizens, or any firm or corporation composed 
of such citizens, may use scrapers or dredges in remov- 
ing oysters from natural reefs provided they have pro- 
cured a license from the Game, Fish and Oyster Commis- 
sion before beginning operations. 


The Game, Fish and Oyster Commission is empowered 
to close a reef by giving two weeks’ notice when it has 
reason to believe same is being overworked. 
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Shell from oysters opened or shucked on board the 
boat must be deposited on shore as directed by Game, 
Fish ard Oyster Commission. 


A person leasing an oyster claim or reef may apply for 
permission from the Game, Fish and Oyster Commission 
to seine thereon for drumfish. 


SHRIMP 
General Law 


Closed Season: Inland salt waters, July 15 to August 
31 and December 15 to March 1. Gulf of Mexico open 
waters, each day between 30 minutes after sunset and 30 
minutes before sunrise. 


Exceptions: (1) May possess shrimp lawfully taken or 
imported from other states at any time. (2) May take or 
possess bait shrimp at any time. (3) May take shrimp at 
any time in following open Gulf waters: those portions 
of the Gulf of Mexico thirteen (13) fathoms or more in 
depth in the territorial waters lying within following 
boundaries: a line extending from the mouth of the 
Colorado River due southeast a distance of twenty-five 
(25) miles into the Gulf of Mexico and a line extending 
from the mouth of the Rio Grande River at the 
international boundary between the United States and 
the Republic of Mexico twenty-five (25) miles out from 
shore in the Gulf of Mexico; and said last named boundary 
to extend along the said international boundary as far 
out as the territorial waters of the State of Texas extend. 


Size Limit: May not average in count of individual 
specimens, more than 65 headless nor more than 39 with 
heads, to the pound. 


Exception: Bait shrimp, no size limit, if legally taken. 


Possession Limit: During closed season, not more than 
150 pounds of bait shrimp with heads aboard boat on in- 
land salt waters. 


Exception: Galveston County, not more than 250 
pounds of bait shrimp with heads during closed season. 


Shrimp Trawl Possession and Use: Shrimp trawls may 
not be used in open Gulf waters between 30 minutes 
after sunset and 380 minutes before sunrise. No trawls 
except bait trawls of legal size, may be used at any time 
in any of the tidal bays, streams, bayous, lakes, lagoons 
or inlets, or part of such tidal waters of this State. 
Shrimp trawls may not be possessed or used during closed 
Season on any inland salt waters except that they may be 
possessed aboard duly licensed boat while in port or in 
channel en route to or from open Gulf waters. 


Shrimp Trawl Size: May not be wider than 65 feet, 
measured along the cork line. 


Bait Trawl Use: May be used at any time for taking 
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shrimp for bait. During closed season only one _ bait 
trawl may be towed by a power boat. Boats taking bait 
shrimp may not be towed. 


Bait Traw] Size: During closed season, when towed by 
power boat, bait trawl may not be more than 10 feet at 
mouth, measured along webbing attached to cork line, 
nor more than 25 feet long. Boards for spreading and 
opening bait trawl may not be larger than 12 by 18 
inches. 


Shipment: During closed season, not more than 25 
pounds of bait shrimp may be shipped to any point in the 
interior beyond 50 miles of any county bordering any 
salt water bay on Texas coast. 


Dumping Heads: Unlawful to remove head of any 
shrimp aboard a commercial fishing vessel shrimping in 
Texas inland salt or territorial Gulf waters, or to dump 
heads at or near area where shrimp are ordinarily taken. 


Exceptions: In Laguna Madre in Cameron County, 
shrimp trawls are prohibited and bait trawls may not be 
wider than 12 feet with board not larger than 14 by 24 
inches. 


In Copano Bay, Mission Bay and connecting waters 
west of State Highway No. 35 in Aransas, Refugio and 
San Patricio counties, boards on bait trawls may not be 
more than 18 by 36 inches. 


In Galveston County, during closed season, bait trawls 
may have doors or boards not larger than 20 by 60 inches. 
Shrimp trawls of iegal size are permitted during open 
season in the following waters: East Galveston Bay in 
the counties of Galveston and Chambers, except that part 
lying east of a line extending from the extreme western 
point of Smith’s Point in Chambers County to the west 
bank of Siever’s Cut where East Bay intersects with the 
north bank of the Intracoastal Canal on Bolivar Peninsula 
in Galveston County, and northeast of Baffle Point on 
Bolivar Peninsula in Galveston County. 


Shrimp trawls of legal size are permitted during open 
season in all salt waters of Nueces County except the fol- 
lowing: Any pass or channel leading from one body of 
water to another; or in Corpus Christi Bay and Laguna 
Madre and connecting inlets or bayous, lying between a 
line on the north running east from a stake or marker on 
the shore on the northeasterly point of Flour Bluff to a 
stake or marker on Mustang Island one mile north of 
Corpus Christi Pass, and the Nueces-Kleberg County line 
on the south; Corpus Christi Bay within one-half mile of 
the mainland shore line between Flour Bluff Point and 
the city limits of Corpus Christi, Texas, within one mile 
of Dimmit Island in Nueces County, within one-half mile 
of the mainland shore between a point one-half mile east 
of Ingleside Docks and the north end of the Nueces Bay 
causeway, any of the waters on the east side of and within 
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one-half mile of the Nueces Bay causeway; Callo Del Oso 
and connecting inlets and bayous in Nueces County; Cor- 
pus Christi Pass or within one mile thereof; Oso Creek; 
that part of Aransas Pass and within one mile thereof 
which is in Nueces County; Redfish Bay and such of the 
connecting inlets and bayous as are in Nueces County and 
as lie south and southwest of a line starting at the junc- 
ture of the railroad dumps on the mainland, running east 
along the center of said dumps to its eastern extremity, 
thence northeast to the north side of the eastern entrance 
to Corpus Christi Bayou; thence southeast to the north- 
ern extremity of Harbor Island to a stake or marker, and 
north and northeast of a line running directly east and 
west from the mainland to Harbor Island across the 
southern extremity of Ransom Point. 


Shrimp trawls of legal size permitted during open sea- 
son in all waters of Aransas Bay except as follows: Those 
waters lying ‘south of a line running from a stake or 
marker located on the shore of St. Joseph Island one mile 
north of the bayside entrance to the pass, commonly 
known as North Pass, to the southern end of Mud Island, 
thence to the north side of the entrance to Corpus Christi 
Bayou; that portion between Port Aransas and Corpus 
Christi Bayou and lying between Harbor Island and Mud 
Island; all waters lying between Harbor Island and St. 
Joseph Island, and lying between Harbor Island and Mus- 
tang Island. 


Shrimp trawls of legal size are permitted during open 
season in all waters of Matagorda Bay except the follow- 
ing: Within radius of 1,000 yards from the mouth of 
Caranchua Pass, within radius of 1,000 yards from mouth 
of Powder Horn Bayou. 


Other Devices for Taking Bait Shrimp: Unlawful to take 
shrimp for bait except by cast net, minnow seine of not 
more than 20 feet in length, or in inland waters by bait 
trawl of legal size and under legal operation as above set 
forth. 


Devices for Taking Fish 


” 


General Law: Tidal waters, ordinary pole and line, 
casting rod, rod and reel, artificial bait, trotline, set line, 
or cast net, minnow seine not more than 20 feet long for 
catching bait, set net, trammel net or strike net of not 
less than 1%-inch mesh and not longer than 1800 feet 
permitted in tidal waters. All other seines or nets are 
unlawful. In open Gulf waters, all seines and nets, not 
including the bag, shall not be of less than 1144-inch square 
mesh. Mesh of the bags and for 50 feet on each side of 
the bags may be of not larger than one-inch square mesh. 
No seine, nor the combined length of two or more seines, 
may be more than 1800 feet. 


It is unlawful to have in possession a prohibited device 
unless such device is on board a vessel when at port or 
in a channel en route to or from the Gulf of Mexico. 
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Exceptions: Copano Bay, Mission Bay and connecting 
waters west of State Highway 35 in Aransas, Refugio and 
San Patricio counties, no seine or net is permitted except 
minnow seine not more than 20 feet long when used for 
taking bait. 


Willacy County, tidal waters west of Padre Island, no 
seine or net permitted except cast net when used for tak- 
ing bait. 


In waters of Calhoun County, not hereinbelow set 
forth, pocket net or drag seine of length not greater than 
1,800 feet and of mesh not smaller than 1%-inch square 
except for the sack or purse which may be of mesh not 
less than 1-inch square, may be used in addition to seines 
and nets permitted by general law. 


In Swan Lake, Moses Lake, Clear Lake, Dickinson 
Bayou west of line running from Miller’s Point to April 
Fool Point, Turtle Bay and all waters lying northwest of 
a line extending from Kemah in Galveston County to a 
point known as Mesquite Knoll in Chambers County, and 
all waters of Galveston Bay lying east of a line extend: 
ing from the extreme western point of Smith’s Point in 
Chambers County to the west bank of Siever’s Cut where 
East Bay intersects with the north bank of the Intra- 
coastal Canal on Bolivar Peninsula in Galveston County 
at Siever’s Fish Camp, which cut is at a point southwest 
of Elm Grove Point on Bolivar Peninsula in Galveston 
County, seines and nets unlawful except cast nets, set nets, 
or minnow seine not more than 20 feet long when used for 
catching bait. 


In Cameron County, no seine or net is permitted in 
Laguna Madre except gill net of not less than 2%-inch 
mesh, and 20-foot minnow seines for taking bait. 


In the following waters no seine or net except cast net 
or minnow seine not more than 20 feet long when used 
for taking bait, is permitted: all of Redfish Bay, its con- 
necting inlets and bayous which lie south and southwest 
of a line starting at the juncture of the railroad dumps 
on the mainland, running east along the center of said 
dumps to its eastern extremity, thence northeast to the 
north side of the eastern entrance to Corpus Christi 
Bayou; thence southeast to the northern extremity of 
Harbor Island to a stake or marker, and north and north- 
east of a line running directly east and west from the 
mainland to Harbor Island across the southern extremity 
of Ransom Point; Corpus Christi Bay within one-half 
mile of the mainland shore line between Flour Bluff 
Point and the city limits of Corpus Christi or within one 
mile of Dimmit Island in Nueces County, or within one- 
half mile of the mainland shore between a point one-half 
mile east of Ingleside Docks and the north end of the 
Nueces Bay causeway, or in or upon any of the waters 
on the east side of and within one-half mile of the Nueces 
Bay causeway; or in the waters of Corpus Christi Bay 
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and Laguna Madre and connecting inlets or bayous, lying 
between a line on the north running east from a stake 
or marker on the shore on the northeasterly. point of 
Flour Bluff to a stake or marker on Mustang Island one 
mile north of Corpus Christi Pass, and the Nueces- 
Kleberg County line on the south; or Callo Del Oso and 
connecting inlets and bayous; or Oso Creek; or Corpus 
Christi Pass, or Aransas Pass, or within one mile of said 
passes; all waters of Aransas Bay lying south of a line 
running from a stake or marker located on the shore of 
St. Joseph Island one mile north of the bayside entrance 
to the pass, commonly known as North Pass, to the south- 
ern end of Mud Island, thence to the north side of the en- 
trance to Corpus Christi Bayou; all waters lying between 
Harbor Island and St. Joseph Island; all waters lying be- 
tween Harbor Island and Mustang Island; or in any pass 
or channel leading from one body of water to another in 
any. of the salt waters of Nueces County; all of the wa- 
ters in Kleberg and Kenedy counties lying between Padre 
Island and the mainland, including all back bays and in- 
lets and that water back of Laguna Madre; Caranchua 
Creek, Caranchua Bay and the lakes and coves opening 
thereonto, Caranchua Pass or within a radius of 1,000 
yards from the mouth of said pass in the waters of Mata- 
gorda Bay; Kellers Creek and that part of Kellers Bay 
within a radius of 1,000 yards from the southwest corner 
of Olivia State Highway Roadside Park; all of Coloma 
Creek and Powder Horn Lake; Powder Horn Bayou or 
avithin a radius of 1,000 yards from the mouth of said 
pass in waters of Matagorda Bay; Chocolate Creek or 
within a radius of 100 yards from the mouth of Chocolate 
Creek in the waters of Chocolate Bay; all that part of 
Lavaca Bay within a distance of 1,000 yards .of each side 
of the Lavaca Bay causeway; Turtle Bay, Oyster Lake, 
Mitchell’s Cut, Mission Bay, Puerto Bay, San Luis Pass, 
St. Charles Bay, Brown’s Cedar Pass, Pass Cavallo, San 
Antonio Bay, Cedar Bayou, Contec Lake, Hynes Bay; 
Sabine Pass; Brazos Santiago Pass; any waters of any of 
the bays, streams, bayous or canals of Orange, Jefferson 
and Harris counties; in all waters of any of the bays, 
streams, bayous or canals of Chambers, Galveston and 
Brazoria counties not hereinabove mentioned; that part 
of Aransas Bay between Harbor Island and Mud Island 
in Aransas County; in that part of the inland waters, 
streams, lakes, bayous or canals of Matagorda County 
and in that part of Matagorda Bay not hereinabove men- 
tioned. 


In Navigation Districts, no seines, nets or other phys- 
ical or mechanical device permitted. 


In any channel or canal connecting one body of bay 
water with another body of bay water, or in any canal 
or ¢ehannel connecting a bay with the Gulf of Mexico, or 
within a mile of such channel, seines, nets or shrimp trawl 
are prohibited. 
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Any seine or net or shrimp trawl possessed in violation 
of law is subject to seizure by any officer and destruction 
by, court order. 


Permits to use suitable seines and nets for removal of 
rough fish may be obtained from the Game, Fish and 
Oyster Commission for use where either seining or net- 
ting is permitted. Fee $5.00. Proposed device must first 
be inspected and tagged by representative of Commis- 
sion. “Rough fish’ are buffalo, mullet and other fish 
which are not ordinarily caught on a hook and line. 

Gig ging 

Gigs are permitted in the following waters on any fish: 
Calhoun and Jackson counties; Chocolate Creek or waters 
within radius of 100 yards trom the mouth of Chocolate 
Bay; any of the waters of Corpus Christi Bay within one- 
half mile of the mainland shoreline between Flour Bluff 
Point and the city limits of Corpus Christi and within 
one mile of Dimmit Island in Nueces county and within 
one-half mile of the mainland shore between a point 
one-half mile east of Ingleside Docks and the north end 
of the Nueces Bay causeway; the waters on the east side 
of and within one-half mile of the Nueces Bay causeway; 
and in Redfish Bay in Nueces County. 


Gigs are permitted for taking flounders only in the fol- 
lowing waters: Agua Dulce Creek, Aransas Pass, Brazoria 
County, Brazos Cantiago Pass, Brown’s Cedar Pass, Cedar 
Bayou, Chambers County, Contec Lake, Corpus Christi 
Pass, Galveston County, Harris County, Hynes Bay, Ingle- 
side Cove, Jefferson County, Matagorda County, Mitchell’s 
Cut, Mud Flats, North Pass or St. Jo Pass, Nueces Bay, 
Orange County, Oso Creek, Oyster Lake, Pass Cavallo, 
Puerto Bay, Red Fish Cove, San Luis Pass, Shoal Bay, 
Shallow Bay, Shamrock Cove, Sabine Pass, St. Charles 
Bay, Turtle Bay, Copano and Mission bays and connecting 
waters, except that portion west of State Highway No. 35 
in Aransas, Refugio and San Patricio Counties; pass on 
North of Laguna Madre, leading into Corpus Christi Bay; 
Aransas Bay between Port Aransas and Corpus Christi 
Bayou and between Harbor Island and Mud Island; waters 
within one-half mile of the passes herein mentioned, con- 
necting the bays and tidal water of this state with the 
Gulf; within a mile of any other such passes; within the 
waters of any pass, stream or canal leading from one 
body of Texas bay or coastal waters into another body 
thereof; waters lying between Padre Island and the main- 
land in Kleberg and Kenedy counties, including all back 
bays and inlets and that back of the Laguna Madre in 
Kleberg and Kenedy counties. 


Gigs are not permitted in the following waters: the 
channel, turning basin, or other waters of any navigation 
district; any of the tidal bays, streams, bayous, lakes, 
lagoons, or inlets, or parts of such tidal waters not men- 
tioned above. 
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IT IS UNLAWFUL TO— 


Use a dredge or any means other than hand tongs in 
water less than four feet deep. 


Use a power dredge in water less than six feet deep. 


Ship, sell or possess for purpose of sale any fish or oys- 
ters taken from an insanitary reef. 


Plant, or buy oysters for planting, bedding, marketing, 
or other purpose during closed season without permit 
from the Game, Fish and Oyster Commission. 


Ship or accept for shipment or transportation during 
closed season, oysters taken from public reefs. 


Fail, or refuse to scatter culls from oysters you take 
from reefs. 


Open or shuck oysters for market near or on reefs. 


Sell oysters taken for planting or depositing for prep- 
aration for market. 


Sell cargo of oysters containing more than 5 per cent 
young oysters. 


Use insanitary containers for oysters. 
Float or bloat oysters. 


Deface, injure, destroy or remove any buoy, marker or 
fence, or part thereof. 


Refuse to show license. 


Erect, set, operate or maintain any fish pound net within 
three nautical miles from coast line without permit from 
Game, Fish and Oyster Commission. 


Take from public salt or fresh waters any sand, shell 
or gravel without first obtaining a permit from the Game, 
Fish and Oyster Commission. For details write Game, 
Fish and Oyster Commission, Austin, Texas. 


Use explosives or poison water. 


Use any seine, net, gill net, trotline or other device, ex- 
cept hook and line, for the purpose of fishing within the 
channel, turning basin, or other waters of any navigation 
district. 

All undersize fish must be returned to the waters from. 
which taken. 

Use, operate, sail, anchor, tie, or moor to the bank any 
boat, sailboat, motorboat, skiff, barge, raft, or other float- 
ing device or to place any post, piling, obstruction, wire, 
rope, cable, net or trap, in or upon the waters of any nat- 
ural or artificial pass which is now or may be hereafter 
opened, reopened, dredged, excavated, constructed, and 
maintained by the Game, Fish and Oyster Commission 
of the State of Texas as a fish pass, between the Gulf of 
Mexico and any inland bay, within a distance of two thou- 
sand, eight hundred (2,800) feet inside of such pass 
where it empties into or opens upon the Gulf of Mexico. 
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FURBEARER LAWS 


Animals classified as furbearers by law are wild beaver, 
wild otter, wild mink, wild ring-tail cat, wild badger, wild 
polecat or skunk, wild raccoon, wild muskrat, wild opos- 
sum, wild fox and wild civet cat. They must not be con- 
fused with those animals legally defined as “game ani- 
mals.” Game animals may not be trapped at any time, 
nor may their pelts or hides be sold (except deer hides 
when legally taken). Game animals are wild deer, wild 
elk, wild antelope, javelina, wild Rocky Mountain sheep, 
wild black bear, wild gray and red squirrels, cat squirrels 
or fox squirrels. (See Game Laws.) 


Property of State 
The protected furbearers and their pelts are the prop- 
erty of the State until they have been lawfully taken, 
and all regulations and laws complied with. 


Open Season (General Laws) 

The period of time when it is lawful to take furbearers 
as defined specifically above, is during the months of De- 
cember and January (except muskrats) of each year, but 
there are exceptions to this general rule. Those exceptions 
are noted below in a summary of special laws that apply 
to various counties. Furbearers may be taken with traps, 
guns or dogs, with exceptions noted below. 


Muskrats: May be taken from November 15 to March 
15 with traps only, except that persons may kill musk- 
rats on their own premises at any time by any means. 
Unlawful to trap or kill muskrats on land of another 
without permission of landowner or lessee, whether the 
land is posted or inclosed or not. 


Open Season (Special Laws) 

In some counties it is unlawful to kill, take or have in 
possession for sale any wild fox or the pelt thereof at 
any time of the year. In other counties it is unlawful to 
take or kill fox unless they are destroying or are about to 
destroy, domestic stock, or unless other special provisions 
have been made by law, but even in these cases it is un- 
lawful to sell their pelts except during the open season 
of December and January. 


Andersen and Henderson Counties: Season closed on 
beaver until 1953. 


Austin, Burleson, Denton, Freestone, Guadalupe, Hardin, 
Henderson, Jasper, Kaufman, Lee, Leon, Madison, Milam, 
Newton, San Jacinto and Walker Counties: No closed 
season on fox, but pelts may not be sold except during 
open season fixed by general law. 

Brazos and Falls Counties: Season closed on fox, ex- 
cept when destroying or about to destroy domestic fowl 
or other domestic stock. 

Brewster, Culberson, El Paso, Hudspeth, Jeff Davis, 
Pecos, Presidio, Reeves and Terrell Counties: Lawful to 
trap otter or muskrat December 1 to January 31, both 
days inclusive. Open season on beaver, January 1 to 15, 
and bag limit three. 
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Camp County: Unlawful to use trap or guns to take 
fox or to sell pelts. 

Cass County: May take, kill or have in possession for 
sale wild fox or their pelts during month of December 
only. 

Cherokee County: Unlawful to set steel trap, snare or 
deadfall for purpose of taking furbearers except from 
December 1 to February 15. 

Cottle County: Open season December 1 to February 
15 all furbearers except muskrats, which may be taken 
November 15 to April 1 inclusive. 

Jefferson and Rusk Counties: Season closed on fox and 
sale of pelts unlawful. 

Kimble, Maverick and Val Verde Counties: Open sea- 
son on beaver, January 1 to January 15, both days inclu- 
sive. Bag limit three per season. 

Navarro County: Unlawful to set a steel trap, snare 
or deadfall to take fox. 

Parker County: Unlawful to liberate or hold fox in 
captivity. 

Panola County: No closed season on fox and pelts may 
be sold at any time, until September 5, 1950. 

Robertson County: No closed season on fox, and pelts 
may be sold at any time. 

Sabine and San Augustine Counties: No closed season 
on fox, and pelts may be sold at any time, until Septem- 
ber 5, 1950. Lawful to use any type of trap, or snare to 
take opossums, bobcats and catamounts at any time of 
the year. 

Shelby County: Unlawful to kill or possess for sale any 
fox. Fox destroying domestic stock may be killed. State 
health officer may authorize killing of fox when rabies 
menace exists. Trap or deadfall prohibited on all fur- 
bearers. 

Upshur County: Unlawful to trap or hunt with gun 
any fox, except when in act of destroying farm stock. 
Sale of fox or pelt unlawful. 


Trapper Defined 


A resident trapper is any person who takes for the pur- 
pose of barter, sale, or who sells, or offers for sale the 
pelts of any of the furbearing animals of this State, and 
who has been a bona fide resident of this state for two 
years prior to his application for a license. All others 
are non-resident trappers. 


Trapper’s License 
The fee for a Resident Trapper’s License is one dollar 
($1.00). For a Non-resident Trapper’s License the fee is 
two hundred ($200.00) dollars. 
Beaver-Otter License 


Fee $50.00 to trap beaver and otter outside of county of 
residence. 
Propagation of Furbearing Animals 


For a fee of $5.00 a permit can be obtained for the 
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purpose of taking furbearing animals alive during the 
open season for the purpose of sale or propagation. 
, “Fur Buyer” Defined 


Retail Fur Buyer: One who purchases the pelt or pelts 
of any of the furbearing animals of this State from the 
trappers only. 

Wholesale Fur Buyer: One who purchases for himself 
or on behalf of another person, the pelt or pelts of any of 
the furbearing animals of this State from a retail fur 
buyer and/or from the trapper. 


Fur Buyer’s License 


The fee for a Retail Fur Buyer’s License is $5.00. The 
fee for a Wholesale Fur Buyer’s License is $25.00. 


Dealer’s Report 


Every Fur Dealer must file with the Game, Fish and 
Oyster Commission, not later than the tenth day of each 
month, a complete sworn report, on printed forms fur- 
nished by the Game, Fish and Oyster Commission, of the 
kind and number of the pelts of furbearing animals pur- 
chased in this state and shipped out of the state during 
the preceding month. No report is required for those 
months when no pelts are purchased. The above report is 
required of dealers who buy in the state and ship out of 
the state. If the dealer is a tanner, furrier, taxidermist 
or manufacturer, who tans or manufactures the pelt into 
a finished product in this State, a report is required not 
later than the tenth day of the month whieh shows the 
number of pelts purchased during the preceding month. 


Undried Pelts 


The possession of undried pelts after fifteen days after 
the close of the open season shall be prima facie evidence 
that the pelt was taken during the closed season. The 
trapper is given fifteen days immediately following the 
close of the open season for drying of pelts taken by him 
during the open season. 


Predatory Animals 


Wolves, coyotes, cougars, rabbits, wildeats, bobcats, 
weasels, mountain lions, Mexican lions, and ocelot are not 
classed as furbearing animals. They are not protected by 
law. They may be killed at any time of the year. 


It is unlawful for any person to possess or to receive, 
or to have for the purpose of transporting, or for the 
purpose of turning loose, or to turn loose or to cause to 
be turned loose, any live wolf within this State. 

Important Notice 

Federal Lacey Act: This legislation, enacted in 1900, 
and amended and incorporated in the Criminal Code of the 
United States in 1909, prohibits the delivery of dead 
bodies of wild animals or parts thereof to any common 
earrier for transportation from one state to another when 
such animals have been killed or shipped in violation of 
state laws. 
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HOW TO USE THIS DIGEST 


If you want to know the regulations for a particular 
county or lake, look for that county under “Special Laws” 
or “County Laws” or “Lake Laws.” If you do not find 
that county or lake mentioned, the ‘General Law” applies. 

It must be understood that any restrictions contained 
in a special law must be obeyed even though they appear 
to be in conflict with the general law. Likewise, any 
privilege granted in a special law may be enjoyed without 
concern for general restriction in conflict. 


WARNING 


Any person convicted of violating any game law auto- 
matically forfeits his hunting license and all hunting 
rights for one year from date of conviction. 


Any person convicted for the first time of violating the 
trespass law, Article 1377, Penal Code as amended, 
may be fined not more than $200 and automatically for- 
feits his hunting license and all hunting rights for a 
-period of one year from date of conviction, regardless of 
whether he was convicted for hunting with firearms, or 
~for fishing, or for otherwise depredating on another’s land 
without permission. The penalty for a second conviction 
is $500 to $1000 and license forfeiture for two years; and 
penalty for third conviction is confinement from thirty 
days to one year in the county jail, plus fine of from $500 
to $1000, as well as forfeiture of hunting rights for three 
years. 


HUNTING LAWS 
LICENSES | 


Big Game: Price $2.15. Required of every person 
who hunts deer or turkey. Person who is under 17 or who | 
hunts on land on which he resides is not required to pay 
the $2.15 fee, but must procure an exemption big game 
license. 


Resident: Price $2.00. Required of every Texas citizen 
17 or more years of age who hunts anything other than 
deer or turkey out of the county of his residence and who 
does not hold a big game hunting license. “Citizen” in- 
cludes any person who has been for more than six months 
immediately preceding application for license a bona fide 
resident of Texas. 


(Note: Unlawful to hunt in Blanco, Brewster, Crockett, 
Culberson, Edwards, El Paso, Gillespie, Hudspeth, Kendall, 
Kerr, Kimble, Kinney, Llano, Mason, Medina, Menard, 
Real, Schleicher, Sutton, Terrell and Val Verde counties 
without a hunting license the only exceptions being per- 
sons under 17, persons hunting on their own property or 
property on which they reside, and persons holding big 
game license. Resident hunting licenses bought in counties 
other than those above named are valid in the above 
named counties.) 


Non-Resident: Price $25.00. Required of every person 
who is not a citizen of this State, or who is an alien. 


Hunting Boat: Price $2.00. Required of every person 
owning or navigating a sail boat or power boat for ac- 
commodating hunters for pay. 


Shooting Preserve: Price $5.00. Required of every per- 
son who acts as manager for any club or shooting resort, 
or lessor of premises leased for hunting purposes, who 
accommodates hunters for pay. 


Game Breeder’s: Price $2.00. Required of every person 
who holds in captivity any game animals or game birds 
for the purpose of propagation for sale. Apply to Game, 
Fish and Oyster Commission for detailed information. 


Blind: In Harrison and Marion Counties license re- 
quired for operation of commercial blinds for use in hunt- 
ing waterfowl. Price $5 for each blind. Such license is 
not required of sportsmen hunting in private blinds. 


It is Unlawful To— 

Hunt out of county of your residence without a license. 
Hunt under license of another. 

Allow another person to hunt under your license. 


’ Receive any hunter on board a boat for pay unless 
owner has a license for his boat.

GAME BIRDS 


Brant, chachalaca, doves, ducks, geese, grouse, par- 
tridge, pheasants, pigeons (wild), plover, prairie chickens, 
quail, shore birds of all varieties, snipe and turkey are 
game birds. 

All wild birds belong to the people of this state. It is 
unlawful to kill or have in possession, either dead or 
alive, any wild, non-game bird, except the following 
birds, which are unprotected: black bird, butcher bird 
(shrike), buzzard (vulture), crows, duckhawks, eagle 
(golden or Mexican brown), goshawk, hawk (Cooper’s 
or blue darter, and sharp-shinned), jaybirds, owl (great 
horned), pelicans (white), ravens, ricebirds, roadrunners, 
sapsuckers, sparrows (English), starlings, and wood- 
peckers. Canaries and parrots as domestic pets are un- 
protected. 


It Is Unlawful To— 

Kill a brown pelican. 

Kill or molest a carrier pigeon. 

Take game birds by net or trap. 

Destroy the nests or eggs of any birds protected by 
the laws of this State. 


MIGRATORY GAME BIRDS 


_ Warning: On the opening day of season, no person 
may possess any migratory game bird in excess of the 
daily bag limit. | 

Migratory game birds may be possessed for only 90 
days after the close of the season. 


Means of Taking:. Baiting or live decoys prohibited. 
Taking by means, aid or use of automobile or aircraft pro- 
hibited. May not use shotgun larger than 10 gauge, and 
may not use auto-loading or repeating shotgun capable of 
holding more than three shells, including those in the 
magazine and chamber. Only shotguns may be used. 

May not take migratory game birds from any power- 
driven boat or boat under tow or sail. Sinkbox prohibited. 

May not take waterfowl by means, aid or use of cattle, 
horses or mules. 


Restricted Areas: May not take ducks or geese on any 
State or Federal refuge or preserve, nor from any en- 
closed private property without the consent of the owner 
or agent of said property. May not shoot from public 
road or highway. 

Federal Stamp: No person over the age of 16 may 
hunt migratory waterfowl without a Federal stamp (pro- 
curable at Post Office). 


BRANT, COOT, DUCKS AND GEESE 
Open Season: Nov.,3 to Dec. 17, both dates inclusive. 
Exception: no open season on black-bellied tree duck. 


Shooting Hours: On Nov. 3, from 12:00 o’clock noon 
to one hour before sunset; all other days of season one- 
half hour before sunrise to one hour before sunset. 
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Bag and Possession Limits 


Coot: 10 per day or in possession. 

Ducks: 5 per day, 10 in possession, including not more 
than one wood duck. 

Exception: American and Redbreasted Mergansers: 
25 singly or in the aggregate per day. No possession limit. 

Geese and Brant: 5 in the aggregate per day or in 
possession, including in such limit not more than either 
2 Canada geese (or its subspecies, Hutchins or cackling 
goose), or 2 white-fronted geese, or one of each. 

GALLINULES AND RAILS (EXCEPT COOT) 


Open Season: Sept. 1 to Oct. 30, both dates inclusive. 

Shooting Hours: On Sept. 1, twelve o’clock noon to 
sunset; all other days, one-half hour before sunrise to 
sunset. 

Bag and Possession Limits 

Rails and Gallinules (except Sora): 15 in the aggre- 
gate per day or in possession. 

Sora: 25 per day or in possession. 

DOVES 


Bag Limit: Ten in the aggregate of either or both 
mourning and white-winged doves per day. Not more than 
one day’s kill in possession. 

Shooting Hours: One-half hour before sunrise to sun- 
set. 

Open Season—Mourning Doves 


North Zone: Sept. 1 to Oct. 15, both dates inclusive, 
in Val Verde, Kinney, Uvalde, Medina, Bexar, Comal, 
Hays, Travis, Williamson, Milam, Robertson, Leon, Hous- 
ton, Cherokee, Nacogdoches and Shelby Counties, and all 
counties north and west thereof, from one-half hour be- 
fore sunrise to sunset.

Bag Limit: Five per day, not more than 10 in any 7- 
day period. 

Possession Limit: 10. 

Protected Area: Unlawful to hunt chachalaca between 
Rio Grande River and State Highway 4, now Federal 
Highway 838, from the Zapata-Starr County line to the 
west boundary of the city limits of Brownsville. 

Means of Taking: If shotguns are used they must not 
be larger than 10 gauge, and must be permanently plugged 
so that they will hold not more than three shells, includ- 
ing magazine and chamber.

Federal Law: Migratory birds and waterfowl may be 
possessed for only 90 days after close of season. 


WILDLIFE SANCTUARIES 


Vingt et Un Islands in Galveston Bay: It is unlawful 
to enter upon these islands for any purpose without per- 
mission of the Game, Fish and Oyster Commission. 


Rockport Wildlife Sanctuary: Unlawful to take any 
birds or animals. (Boundaries described by suitable mark- 
ers in Rockport area.) 


Lake Corpus Christi (except that part of the lake lo- 
cated in Jim Wells and Nueces Counties): Unlawful to 
enter with gun or rifle, or to attempt to shoot any bird 
or animal. 
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Wichita County: Hunting, except for ducks and geese, 
prohibited in certain marked areas in and near Wichita 
Falls. For boundaries consult local Game Warden. 


Public Parks: Hunting prohibited at all times in public 
parks under control of State Parks Board. 


Military Reservations: Hunting doves, ducks, geese or 
other migratory birds prohibited at all times on military 
reservations, except Matagorda Island. 


SHIPMENT AND SALE 


It is unlawful to sell or buy game birds or game ani- 
mals, dead or alive, regardless of where caught or killed, 
except game breeders and taxidermists who may sell un- 
claimed specimens; but deer hides may be sold. 


It is unlawful to bring game into this state during the 
closed season on such game without a permit from the 
Game, Fish and Oyster Commission. 


It is unlawful to ship game except to one’s own home or 
to a taxidermist and unless affidavit is attached that the 
shipper has lawfully killed such game. 


IT IS UNLAWFUL TO— 


Hunt in State Parks under the control of the Texas 
State Parks Board. 


Hunt for hire or hire anyone to hunt. 


Hunt from an automobile, motor boat, sail boat, boat 
under tow, or airplane. 


Hunt on a State Game Preserve. 


Hunt or fish on enclosed lands of another without the 
owner’s consent. 


Shoot any gun or firearm in, on, along or across any 
public road in this state. 


Refuse to permit a game and fish warden to search your 
game bag or automobile or other receptacle.

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FRESH WATER FISH LAWS 


GENERAL REGULATIONS 
LICENSES REQUIRED 


Resident: Price $1.65. Required of resident Texas citi- 
zens before fishing in fresh water outside of county of 
residence and adjacent counties, and before fishing in 
county of residence or adjacent counties with artificial 
bait and before using live bait outside of county of resi- 
dence. Resident license not required of resident person 
under 17 years of age, nor of resident holding commer- 
cial fishing license. No license required for Salt Water 
Sport fishing. 

An artificial lure is any manufactured bait or imitation 
of a natural bait. Live bait is fish or minnows. 


Nonresident: Nonresidents of Texas or aliens must 
procure a Nonresident Fishing License, price $5.25, or a 
Five-Day License, price $1.65, when fishing with any kind 
of bait in any fresh water. Exception, persons under 17. 

“Nonresident” is any citizen of the United States who 
is not a citizen of Texas and who has not continuously for 
six months been actual bona fide resident of this state. 


A seine or net license is required of commercial fisher- 
men operating in fresh waters as well as those operating 
in salt water. (See Salt Water and Commercial Fishing 
Laws.) 

A license is required to sell fish. (See Salt Water and 
Commercial Fishing Laws.) 


TACKLE 


Ordinary pole and line, set line, trotline, artificial lures 
and seines or nets of not less than three-inch square mesh 
permitted. Seine or net made of wire or other metallic 
substance is prohibited. Minnow seines not more than 
twenty feet in length are permitted for taking minnows 
and rough fish, and fruit jars with funnel attached are 
permitted for taking minnows. All other methods or 
means of taking fish are prohibited unless specially noted 
below. 

Fresh water rough fish are: shad, carp, suckers, gar 
and buffalo. All other fishes are game fish. 


SIZE LIMITS 


Large-mouth black bass, small-mouth black bass, 
spotted bass, or any sub-species of these fishes, not less 
than seven inches. Limits in certain counties are noted 


below. 
BAG LIMITS 


Large-mouth black bass, small-mouth black bass, 
spotted bass, or any sub-species of these fishes, singly or 
in the aggregate, fifteen (15), of which not more than ten 
(10) shall be of greater length than eleven (11) inches; 
white bass, twenty-five (25); blue catfish, channel catfish 
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and yellow catfish, singly or in the aggregate, twenty-five 
(25); crappie or white perch, twenty-five (25). In those 
counties where sale of catfish is permitted, this limitation 
as to possession of catfish does not apply to persons having 
a commercial fisherman’s license, wholesale fish dealer’s 
license, wholesale truck dealer’s fish license, or retail fish 
dealer’s license. 


Sale Prohibited: Sale of bass or crappie or white perch 
prohibited in all counties. Special sale restrictions noted 
below. 


Minnow Laws: License required for dealing in min- 
nows. (See Salt Water and Commercial Fishing Laws.) 
Other restrictions on sale or transportation of minnows 
noted below. 


Notice: It is unlawful to fish by any method in waters 
within the confines of any public park under the control 
of the State Parks Board, without the consent of person 
in charge of the park. 


It is unlawful to fish from deck or road surface of any 
highway bridge or causeway maintained by State High- 
way Department or to leave any dead fish or bait on 
such property. 

It is unlawful to enter the enclosed land of another 
without the consent of the owner or person in charge 
thereof and thereon catch or take, or attempt to catch 
fish. 


SPECIAL REGULATIONS 
COUNTY LAWS 


Anderson County: Unlawful to fish for, take or catch, 
or have in possession for sale, or to carry, transport or 
ship for sale, or to buy or sell or offer for sale or offer to 
buy, barter or exchange fish taken from waters of Neches 
River. 


Archer County: Big Wichita River, Lake Kemp, Diver- 
sion Lake, etc.: No seines and nets permitted, except 
minnow seine as permitted on rough fish by general law 
and except twenty-foot minnow seine of not less than 
one-sixth inch square mesh for taking minnows for bait. 
May use one trotline per person or not more than two per 
party of two or more persons. Trotlines must not be set 
nearer than fifty (50) feet apart, nor contain more than 
fifty (50) hooks with any two hooks thereon nearer than 
four (4) feet apart. Unlawful’ to offer for barter or sale 
bass, perch, crappie, catfish, or other fish except minnows 
for bait. 


Armstrong County: Daily bag limits, 6 bass not less 
than 9 inches, 15 crappie, 15 channel or blue catfish; pos- 
session limits, 12 bass not less than 9 inches, 30 crappie, 
30 channel or blue catfish, 200 minnows. No possession 
limits on sunfish, perch, bream and mud catfish. Permitted 
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devices: ordinary pole and line, set line, artificial lures, 
one trotline per person, containing not more than 20 hooks. 
Aggregate of not more than 20 hooks permitted on all 
devices. Seines and nets prohibited except 20 foot minnow 
seine for taking minnows. Traps prohibited except com- 
mon funnel! fruit jar. 


Bandera County: Unlawful to use seines and nets ex- 
cept as permitted on rough fish by general law. May use 
ten-foot minnow seine of not less than one-fourth inch 
square mesh for taking minnows for bait. Unlawful to 
sell or offer to sell any bass, perch, crappie, or catfish. 
Unlawful to take minnows from county for sale, or to 
transport more than 200 such minnows from county. 


Bastrop County: Seines and nets prohibited on all fish; 
except twenty-foot seine or net for taking minnows. Fish 
weighing less than ten pounds may not be sold. 


Baylor County: See Archer County. 


Bell County: Lawful to take rough fish as permitted 
by general law, or with seine or net the meshes of which 
shall not be less than one inch square and with wire, rope 
or gig, provided that any bass, crappie or white perch, 
catfish, perch or trout caught by latter methods may not 
be retained. Unlawful to possess any of the above game 
fish while any of rough fish are in possession. Unlawful 
to sell minnows taken in county. Unlawful to take more 
than 125 minnows out of county. 


Bexar County: Permitted: ordinary hook and line, or 
trotline or artificial bait; ten-foot minnow seine of not 
less than one-fourth inch square mesh and fruit jar with 
funnel attached for taking minnows for bait; cast net and 
minnow seine on rough fish. Unlawful to sell or offer to 
sell any bass, perch, crappie or catfish. 


Blanco County: Seines and nets unlawful except (1) 
20-foot minnow seine for taking minnows for bait; (2) may 
take rough fish with cast net or minnow seine, or seines 
and nets of not less than one-inch mesh, or with wire, rope 
or gig, but may not possess other fish while using such 
devices. Unlawful to take or possess for sale any catfish, 
perch, crappie, bream or bass. Unlawful to transport min- 
nows from county. Possession of more than 500 minnows 
prima facie evidence of violation. 


Bosque County: Unlawful to sell or offer to sell or to 
buy bass, crappie, perch, channel or Opelousas catfish 
taken from Bosque River and its tributaries. Unlawful to 
use seines or nets, except (1) dip net, approved trap and 
20-foot minnow seine for catching minnows for bait; (2) 
rough fish may be taken as permitted by general law or 
with seine or net of not less than one-inch square mesh, 
but latter devices may not be used on other fish, and other 
fish may not be possessed while using such devices. Hoop 
nets are prohibited. Trolling is permitted from boat pro- 
pelled by any means. Unlawful to transport minnows out 
of county for purpose of sale, and transportation of more 
than 100 minnows out of county evidence of violation of 
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law. Only licensed bait dealers permitted to take minnows 
from publie waters for sale in county. Licensed bait deal- 
ers permitted to transport for sale beyond county min- 
nows taken from private hatchery. 


Bowie County: Seine or net of not less than 2-inch 
square mesh permitted in Sulphur River. Other waters of 
county, seines and nets prohibited, except: (1) Twenty- 
foot minnow seine for catching minnows for bait; (2) 
hoop, trammel or gill net having not less than 3-inch 
square mesh for catching buffalo, carp and catfish; (3) 
cast net or minnow seine for taking rough fish. Gig, 
ordinary hook and line, set hook and line and artificial 
bait permitted. 


Brewster County: Unlawful to sell or offer for sale 
any fish taken in county. In Rio Grande river seines and 
nets prohibited except twenty-foot minnow seine for tak- 
ing minnows. ' 


Briscoe County: Same as Armstrong County. 


Brown County: Unlawful to use seine or net except 
20-foot minnow seine to take minnows for bait and except 
cast net and legal minnow seine for rough fish. Unlawful 
to sell bass, crappie or catfish taken in county. 


Burnet County: Unlawful to sell bass, crappie or cat- 
fish taken in county. Seines and nets prohibited except: 
(1) 20-foot minnow seine on minnows for bait; (2) may 
take rough fish with cast net or 20-foot minnow seine, or 
with seines and nets having meshes not less than one-inch 
square, or with wire, rope or gig, but may not possess 
other fish when using latter devices. Unlawful to trans- 
port minnows out of county. For lake laws, see special 
lake laws. Colorado River in Burnet County same as Lake 
Travis in said county, from headwaters of Lake Travis to 
Burnet-Llano county line. 


Carson County: Same as Armstrong County. 


Cass County: Permitted: gig, ordinary hook and line, 
set hook and line and artificial bait, and fruit jar with 
funnel for minnows. Seines and nets prohibited, except 
(1) 20-foot minnow seine for minnows for bait; (2) hoop, 
trammel or gill net of not less than 3-inch square mesh for 
buffalo, carp and catfish, and cast net and minnow seine 
on rough fish. 

Castro County: Same as Armstrong County. 


Chambers County: May take rough fish with cast net 
or legal minnow seine or with seines and nets the meshes 
of which are not less than one-inch square, or with wire, 
rope or gig, but may not possess other fish when using 
latter devices. 

Cherokee County: Seines and nets unlawful in Neches 
and Angelina rivers, except cast net or legal minnow 
seine on rough fish. 

Childress County: Same as Armstrong County. 


Coleman County: Unlawful to use seine or net except: 
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(1) 20-foot minnow seine for catching minnows for bait; 
(2) net of not less than 3-inch mesh for taking carp and 
suckers in Colorado River; (3) cast net or legal minnow 
seine for rough fish. . 


Collin County: Same as Chambers County. 
Collingsworth County: Same as Armstrong County. 


Comanche County: Cast net or legal minnow seine, or 
seine or net of not less than one-inch square mesh and 
wire, rope or gig are permitted for taking rough fish, but 
other fish may not be possessed while using latter devices. 


Concho County: Unlawful to transport more than 200 
minnows out of county. No minnows may be transported 
out of county for sale. Unlawful to sell bass, crappie, 
white perch or catfish taken in county. Seines and nets 
prohibited except 20-foot minnow seine for minnows, cast 
net or legal minnow seine for rough fish, and nets of not 
less than three-inch.:square mesh for: catching carp and 
suckers in Colorado River. 


Cooke County: Fish taken in county may not be sold. 
Ordinary hook and line, set line, throw line, or ordinary 
cord line, and legal fruit jar for minnows permitted. Seines 
and nets prohibited except: (1) 20-foot minnow seine for 
taking minnows for bait; (2) cast net or legal minnow 
seine, or seines or nets the meshes of which are not less 
than one inch square, or wire, rope or gig for taking 
rough fish, but no other fish may be possessed when using 
latter devices; (3) seine or net having mesh not less than 
one and one-half inches square to seine fish for propaga- 
tion purposes under supervision of a game warden. Un- 
lawful to take minnows in district composed of Grayson 
and Cooke counties to transport out of district for sale, 
or to sell said minnows outside of said district. This min- 
now law applies to entire county, including Lake Texoma. 
For special Lake Texoma laws, see Lake Laws. 


Coryell County: Unlawful to sell minnows taken in 
county, or to transport more than 125 minnows outside 
of county. Seines and nets prohibited except (1) 20-foot 
minnow seine for taking minnows for bait; (2) may take 
rough fish with cast net or legal minnow seine, or with 
one-inch square mesh seines or nets, or with wire, rope 
or gig, but may not possess other fish when using latter 
devices. 


Cottle County: Same as Armstrong County. 


Culberson County: Unlawful to sell or offer for sale 
any fish taken in county. In Rio Grande river seines and 
nets prohibited except 20-ft. minnow seine for minnows. 


Dallam County: Same as Armstrong County. 


Dallas County: Permitted: pole and line, rod and reel, 
set line, throw line, trotline, artificial lure with more than 
2 hooks on ordinary pole and line or rod and reel; cast 
net or legal minnow seine on rough fish; minnow seine 
not longer than 20 feet and legal fruit jar for minnows. 
Hooks on throw, set or trotline may not be closer than 
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3 feet apart. Illegal tackle in possession closer than 200 
yards of public water is prima facie evidence of law 
violation. 


Deaf Smith County: Same as Armstrong County. 


Delta County: Lawful to grabble for, or use seine or 
net having meshes one-inch square to take catfish, perch, 
buffalo and drum. 


Denton County: Same as Chambers County. 


De Witt County: Unlawful to sell or offer to sell or to 
buy any fish taken in county. May take suckers, buffalo, 
carp, shad or gar with seine or net of not less than one- 
inch square mesh, or by wire, rope or gig, but may not 
possess any other species of fish when using such devices. 


Dimmit County: Minnows may not be taken in county 
for sale, or sold. Commercial minnow dealers may not 
transport minnows from the county. Unlawful to sell 
bass, crappie or catfish. Seines and nets prohibited ex- 
cept: (1) May use 20-foot minnow seine to take minnows 
for bait; and (2) may use cast net or legal minnow seine, 
or seines or nets of not less than one-inch square mesh, 
or wire, rope or gig, to take rough fish, but may not 
possess any other species of fish while using latter devices. 


Donley County: Same as Armstrong County. 


Edwards County: Unlawful to sell or offer or possess 
for sale any bass, perch, crappie, bream or catfish. Legal 
fruit jar and 20-foot minnow seine permitted for minnows. 
No device may have more than 2 hooks, except artificial 
lures used with rod and reel. Bottles, cans and floats of 
any kind may not be used unless line to which hooks are 
attached is tied securely to stationary object or held by 
fisherman. Unlawful to take from county minnows for 
sale, or to transport more than 200 minnows beyond 
county. 


El Paso County: Unlawful to sell fish taken in county. 
Permitted: hook and line, pole and line, trotline or set 
line; cast net or legal minnow seine for rough fish; 10-ft. 
minnow seine with meshes not larger than three-eighths 
inch square and legal fruit jar for minnows. 


Erath County: Unlawful to sell or buy, or offer for 
sale any fish from Lake Waco and Bosque Rivers and their 
tributaries. Permitted in Bosque rivers and their tribu- 
taries: ordinary pole, hook and line with single hook or 
artificial bait; dip net having diameter of not more than 
36 inches or approved trap or legal fruit jar for minnows; 
no drag seines or nets except cast net or legal minnow 
seine for rough fish. Trolling prohibited from self-pro- 
pelled boat. In Lake Waco, trolling permitted from any 
boat. All waters, season closed on bass and crappie during 
March and April. 


Falls County: Unlawful to sell or offer for sale or to 
buy any fish taken from waters of Brazos River or within 
one mile of mouth of any tributary of the Brazos River. 
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Unlawful to transport more than 125 minnows beyond 
county. 


Fannin County: Same as Chambers County. 


Fayette County: Same as Chambers County. Also 
closed season on bullfrogs March, April and May. 


Fisher County: Same as Chambers County. 


Foard County: Minnows taken in county may not be 
transported beyond county, except those raised in private 
hatcheries and except 150 for personal use. Possession of 
more than 500 minnows prima facie evidence of violation. 


Franklin County: May take catfish, perch, buffalo and 
drum by hand or with seine or net having meshes one 
inch square. 


Freestone County: Seines and nets may have mesh 
not less than 2 inches square. 


Gillespie County: May take rough fish with seine or 
net of not less than one-inch square mesh or with wire, 
rope or gig, but may not possess other fish when using 
such devices. No device may have more than two hooks 
except artificial lures with rod and reel. Bottles, cans and 
floats of any kind shall not be used unless the line to 
which hooks are attached is tied securely to stationary 
object or held by fisherman. Twenty-foot minnow seine 
lawful for taking minnows. Minnows may not be trans- 
ported beyond county. Possession of more than 500 min- 
nows prima facie evidence of violation of law. Catfish, 
crappie, perch, bass and bream may not be taken or pos- 
sessed for sale. 


Gonzales County: Same as Chambers County. 
Gray County: Same as Armstrong County. 


Grayson County: For special regulations for Lake 
Texoma, see “Lake Laws.” Minnows may not be taken 
from district composed of Grayson and Cooke counties 
to transport for sale outside of district, nor sold outside 
of said district. In waters of county (except Lake Tex- 
oma) permitted devices are: ordinary hook and line, set 
line, throw line, cord line; legal fruit jar and 20-foot min- 
now seine for minnows; cast net or legal minnow seine 
for rough fish; seine or net of not less than 1-inch square 
mesh, or wire, rope or gig for rough fish, but other fish 
may not be possessed while using latter devices. Fish may 
not be sold. 


Guadalupe County: Unlawful to sell or offer for sale 
any bass, perch, crappie or catfish taken from waters of 
county. Gear permitted: ordinary hook and line, trotline 
or artificial bait; 20-foot minnow seine of not less than 
one-fourth inch mesh and legal fruit jar for minnows; 
east net or legal minnow seine for rough fish; 38-inch 
square-mesh-seine or net for rough fish but no other fish 
may be possessed while using latter devices. 

Hall County: Same as Armstrong County. 


Hamilton County: Drag seine or net unlawful except: 


{ 22 ] 


(1) 20-ft. minnow seine to take minnows; (2) cast net or 
legal minnow seine for rough fish; (3) 14-inch square 
mesh net for rough fish, but no other fish may be pos- 
sessed while using this device. Unlawful to take minnows 
for sale or offer for sale, or to transport more than 125 
minnows outside of county. 


Hansford County: Same as Armstrong County. 


Hardeman County: Minnows taken in county may not 
be transported beyond county except 150 for personal use 
and except those raised in private minnow hateheries. 
Possession of more than 500 minnows prima facie evi- 
dence of violation. 


Hardin County: Same as Chambers County. 


Harrison County: Seines and nets prohibited in all 
waters, except: (1) 20-ft. minnow seine for minnows; (2) 
hoop net, set net or trammel net with meshes not less 
than 34 inches square for taking buffalo, gar, catfish, shad 
and bowfin or grindle; (8) cast net or legal minnow seine 
for rough fish. Unlawful to take or possess alligators. 
Limit on white bass is 25 per day or in possession. Addi- 
tional laws applying to Caddo Lake are: cast net per- 
mitted for taking minnows; gig or spear prohibited; bag 
limits on bream and goggle-eye 35. Driving or riding in 
boat while under influence of intoxicants, or driving in 
reckless manner or at high rate of speed is unlawful. 
Shooting in, on, along or across Caddo Lake unlawful ex- 
cept when hunting during open season. Fish guides may 
not take, catch, retain or have in possession any bass or 
crappie.

Hemphill County: Same as Armstrong County. 

Henderson County: Seines and nets may have mesh 
not less than two-inch square. 

Hill County: Unlawful to transport minnows outside of 
county, except 150 for personal use. 

Hood County: Season closed on bass and crappie dur- 
ing March and April. 

Hopkins County: May take catfish, perch, buffalo and 
drum by hand or with seine or net of one-inch square 
mesh. 


Hudspeth County: Unlawful to sell or offer for sale fish 
taken in county. In Rio Grande river seines and nets 
prohibited except 20-foot minnow seines for minnows. 


Hunt County: Only ordinary hook line, set line or throw 
line, ordinary cord line, seine or net with meshes not less 
than one and one-half inches square, legal fruit jar and 
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legal minnow seine for minnows; cast net and legal min- 
now seine for rough fish, permitted. Unlawful to sell or 
offer to sell bass, crappie or catfigh. 


Hutchinson County: Same as Armstrong County. 


Jack County: Seines and nets (except hoop nets, tram- 
mel nets or barrel nets, which are prohibited) with mesh 
more than two inches square, permitted for taking cat- 
fish, bass and perch in waters of county except artificial 
lake covering more than 20 acres of ground, fed by 
stream or subject to overflow. Unlawful to take minnows 
from waters of county for sale outside of district com- 
posed of Jack, Young, Stephens and Palo Pinto counties. 
Unlawful to transport minnows beyond district for sale. 


Jackson County: Permitted devices: Hook and line or 
trotline or flounder gig and light, or cast net or minnow 
seine not more than 20 feet in length for catching bait 
and rough fish; legal fruit jar for minnows. All other de- 
vices prohibited. 


Jasper County: Unlawful to transport minnows beyond 
county. 


Jeff Davis County: Unlawful to sell or offer for sale 
any fish taken in county. 


Jefferson County: Same as Chambers County. 


Jim Wells County: Unlawful to take for purpose of 
sale any fish from Lake Corpus Christi in San Patricio, 
Jim Wells and Live Oak counties, or from the waters of 
Nueces River between Calallen Dam and west boundary 
line of Live Oak County on Nueces River. Unlawful to 
use seine or net except 20-foot minnow seine for taking 
minnows and rough fish, and cast net for rough fish. Un- 
lawful to use trotline with hooks less than 3 feet apart. 


Johnson County: Unlawful to take minnows in county 
for purpose of sale outside of county, or to transport 
more than 125 minnows outside of county. 


Jones County: Unlawful to take any fish in county for 
commercial purposes. In addition, in Fort Phantom Hill 
Lake, gear permitted is: only 2 ordinary poles and lines 
or rods and reels, or fly rods, or 2 throw lines each 
equipped with not more than 2 hooks; legal fruit jar and 
legal minnow seine for minnows; cast net or legal minnow 
seine for rough fish. Minnows may not be taken for sale. 
Possession limit on minnows, 100. 


Kaufman County: Hooks on set line, throw line or 
trotline, may not be closer than 3 feet apart. Seines and 
nets unlawful except 20-foot ‘minnow seine for minnows 
and rough fish, and cast net for rough fish. Possession of 
prohibited tackle within 200 yards of water prima facie 
evidence of violation. Size limits: bass, trout, 8 inches; 
crappie or other fish, % pound. Sale of bass (trout), crap- 
pie (white perch), bream or other perch, or channel cat- 
fish less than 12 inches long, prohibited. 


Kendall County: Trot or set line may not have more 
than 25 hooks, spaced not closer than 4 feet apart. Unlaw- 
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ful to transport minnows beyond county. Possession of 
more than 500 minnows prima facie evidence of violation. 
Seine or net prohibited except (1) 20-foot minnow seine for 
minnows and rough fish; (2) cast net for rough fish; (3) 
seine or net having not less than one-inch-square mesh or 
wire, rope or gig, for rough fish, but may not possess 
other fish while using latter devices. 


Kerr County: Unlawful to take minnows from county 
for sale, or to transport more than 200 minnows beyond 
county when taken in county. Unlawful to sell or offer for 
sale any bass, perch, crappie or catfish taken in county. 
Gear permitted: ordinary hook and line, trotline or arti- 
ficial bait, and legal fruit jar for minnows. Unlawful to 
use seines and nets except 10-foot minnow seines with 
meshes not less than % inch square for taking minnows, 
and cast net or legal minnow seine for rough fish. 


Kimble County: May not use more than one hook per 
line, except artificial bait. One person may not use more 
than 6 poles and lines or rods and reels at one time. Trot- 
lines unlawful. Seines and nets unlawful, except minnow 
seine for minnows; and may take rough fish with cast net 
or legal minnow seirie; or with seine or net having meshes 
not less than one-inch square, or with wire rope or gig, 
but may not possess other fish when using such devices. 


Lamar County: Seines and nets prohibited, except (1) 
seine or net of not less than 2-inch square mesh; (2) 20- 
foot minnow seine to take minnows for bait; (3) may take 
rough fish with cast net or legal minnow seine, ‘or with 
seine or net having meshes not less than one-inch square, 
or with wire, rope or gig, but other fishes may not be 
possessed while using latter devices. ) 


Lampasas County: Unlawful to sell bass, crappie and 
catfish. Unlawful to transport minnows beyond county 
except 150 for personal use. Seines and nets prohibited 
except (1) 20-foot minnow seine for taking minnows for 
bait; (2) may take rough fish with cast net or legal min- 
now seine; or with seine or net having meshes not less 
than one-inch square or with wire, rope or gig, but may 
not possess other fishes while using latter devices. Special 
Colorado River lakes laws are noted under “Lake Laws.” 


Lipscomb County: Same as Armstrong County. 


Live Oak County: Unlawful to take any fish for sale 
from Lake Corpus Christi in San Patricio, Jim Wells and 
Live Oak counties, or from waters of Nueces River be- 
tween Calallen Dam and west boundary line of Live Oak 
County on Nueces River, including all waters within all 
tributaries of Nueces River within Live Oak, San Patricio 
and Nueces counties. Unlawful to use seine or net except 
20-foot minnow seine for minnows and rough fish, and 
cast net for rough fish. Unlawful to use trotline with 
hooks less than 3 feet apart. 


Llano County: Unlawful to transport minnows beyond 
ceunty. Possession of more than 500 minnows evidence of 
violation of law. No device may have more than two hooks 
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except artificial lures used with rod and reel. Seines and 
nets prohibited, except: (1) 20-ft. minnow seine to take 
minnows; (2) may take rough fish with cast net or legal 
minnow seine; or with seine or net having meshes not 
less than one inch square, or with wire, rope or gig, but 
other fishes may not be possessed while using latter de- 
vices. Unlawful to take, offer or possess for sale any cat- 
fish, perch, crappie, bream or bass. For lake water regu- 
lations, see “Lake Laws.” 


Loving County: Unlawful to sell bass, crappie, white 
perch or catfish taken in county. Seines and nets pro- 
hibited, except 20-ft. minnow seine to take minnows and 
rough fish, and cast net for rough fish. 


Marion County: Permitted devices: ordinary hook and 
line, rod and reel, set hook and line, trotline or artificial 
bait and legal fruit jars for minnows. Seines and. nets 
prohibited except (1) 20-ft. minnow seine for minnows 
and rough fish; (2) hoop net, set net or trammel net of 
not less than 34-inch mesh, for buffalo fish, garfish, cat- 
fish, shad and bowfin or grindle. Cast net permitted for 
taking minnows and rough fish. Limit on white bass 25 
per day or in possession. Unlawful for guide to take, 
retain or possess any bass or crappie. Unlawful to drive 
or ride in any boat on Caddo Lake while under influence 
of intoxicants, or to drive self-propelled motor craft in 
careless manner or at high speed. Unlawful to shoot in, 
on, or along or across Caddo Lake except while hunting, 
during open season. Gig permitted in Caddo Lake on 
buffalo, gar, shad, bowfin or grindle, and catfish. 


Mason County: Unlawful to transport minnows out of 
county. Possession of more than 500 minnows evidence of 
violation of law. Unlawful to take fish by device equipped 
with more than two hooks, except artificial lures used 
with rod and reel. Bottles, cans, and floats unlawful unless | 
line to which hooks are attached is tied securely to sta- 
tionary object or held by fisherman. Seines and nets pro- 
‘hibited, except: (1) 20-ft. minnow seine for taking min- 
nows and rough fish; (2) may take rough fish with cast 
net or with seine or net having meshes not less than one 
inch square or wire, rope or gig, but may not possess 
other fish while such devices are being used. Unlawful: to 
take, offer or possess for sale catfish, perch, crappie, 
bream or bass. ; 


Medina County: Special laws apply to Medina Lake. 
See “Lake Laws.” Other waters of county, gear permitted: 
ordinary hook and line, or trotline or artificial bait. Seines 
and nets prohibited, except (1) 10-ft. minnow seine with 
meshes not less than one-fourth inch square for taking 
‘minnows for bait; (2) may take rough fish with cast net 
or legal minnow seine; or with seine or net having meshes 
not less than one inch square, or with wire, rope or gig, 
but may not possess other fish while using such devices. 
All waters, unlawful to sell or offer to sell bass, perch, 
crappie, or catfish taken in county. 
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Menard County: Unlawful to use device equipped with 
more than two hooks, except artificial lures used with rod 
and reel. Bottles, cans and floats unlawful unless line to 
which hooks are attached is tied securely to stationary 
object or held by fisherman. May use 20-ft. minnow seine 
and legal fruit jar to take minnows. May take rough fish 
with cast net or legal minnow seine, or with seine or net 
having meshes not less than one inch square, or with wire, 
repe or gig, but no other fish may be possessed while 
latter devices are used. Unlawful to take, offer or possess 
for sale any catfish, perch, crappie, bream or bass. Min- 
nows may not be taken from county for sale. Not more 
than 200 minnows may be transported out of county. 


Milam County: Twenty-foot minnow seine permitted 
for taking minnows and rough fish, and cast net permitted 
for rough fish. Other seines and nets prohibited. Sale of 
fish taken in county prohibited. 

Mills County: Unlawfut to sell bass, crappie or catfish. 
Seines and nets unlawful, except 20-ft. minnow seine to 
take minnows and rough fish, and except cast net or seine 
or net the meshes of which are not less than one inch 
square, or wire, rope or gig, used for taking rough fish, 
but no other fish may be possessed while latter devices 
are used. 

Mitchell County: Same as Chambers County. 


Montgomery County: Lawful to use set or gill nets 
having meshes not less than four inches square, for taking 
all fish except bass, catfish, crappie and perch. Minnows 
taken in ccunty may not be transported beyond county 
except 150 for personal use, unless raised in private min- 
now hatchery. 

Moore County: Same as Armstrong County. 


Morris County: Unlawful to use seine or net, except 
(1) 20-ft. minnow seine for taking minnows and rough 
fish; (2) any kind of seine or net with meshes not less 
than 2-inch square permitted on all fish; (3) cast net per- 
mitted on rough fish. Unlawful to shoot on, in, along, or 
across Daingerfield I.ake unless hunting during open sea- 
son. 

Motley County: Same as Armstrong County. 

McCulloch County: Unlawful to transport minnows 
out of county, except 150 for personal use. May not sell 
bass, crappie or catfish taken in county. Seines and nets 
unlawful, except: 20-ft. minnow seine to take minnows 
and rough fish; and may take rough fish with cast net, or 
with seine or net having meshes not less than one inch 
square or with wire, rope or gig, but may not possess other 
fish while using latter devices. 

McLennan County: Unlawful to sell or buy or offer to 
sell any fish from waters of Lake Waco or Bosque Rivers 
and their tributaries. Unlawful to transport minnows be- 
yond county for sale. Possession of more than 100 min- 
nows prima facie evidence of violation. May take rough 
fish with 20-ft. minnow seine or cast net, or with seine 
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or net the meshes of which are not less than one inch 
square, or with wire, rope or gig, but other fish may not 
be possessed while such devices are being used. 


Nacogdoches County: Seines and nets unlawful on 
bass or crappie. 


Newton County: Unlawful to sell, offer or possess for 
sale, any black bass, trout or white perch taken from 
waters of the Sabine, Attoyac, Angelina and Neches rivers 
or their tributaries or lakes. Unlawful to transport min- 
nows out of county. Possession of more than 500 minnows 
evidence of law violation. 


Nolan County: Only one trotline may be used, and it 
may not contain more than 25 hooks; or only one throw 
line may be used, and it may not contain more than two 
hooks. Twenty-foot minnow seine permitted for taking 
minnows and rough fish. May take rough fish with cast 
net, or with seine or net the meshes of which. are not less 
than one inch square, or with wire, rope or gig, but other 
fish may not be possessed while latter devices are being 
used. 

Nueces County: Same as Live Oak County. 


Ochiltree County: Same as Armstrong County. 
Oldham County: Same as Armstrong County. 


Orange County: May take rough fish with seine or net 
having meshes not less than one inch square, or with wire, 
rope or gig, but no other fishes may be possessed while 
using such devices. 

Palo Pinto County: Unlawful to take minnows from 
waters of district composed of Jack, Young, Stephens and 
Palo Pinto counties for purpose of sale outside of district, 
or to transport minnows beyond said district for sale. For 
additional regulations as to Possum Kingdom Lake, see 
“Lake Laws.” 


Parmer County: Same as Armstrong County. 


Parker County: Same as Chambers County. Also, un- 
lawful to transport minnows out of county except 150 for 
personal use. Possession of more than 500 minnows evi- 
dence of law violation. 


Pecos County: Unlawful to sell any fish taken in coun- 
ty. Permitted gear: ordinary hook and line or trotline or 
artificial bait. Seines and nets prohibited except 20-ft. 
minnow seine for taking minnows and rough fish and cast 
net for rough fish. 


Polk County: Unlawful to take minnows from waters 
of county for sale; unlawful for commercial minnow deal- 
er or his employee to take minnows. Unlawful to trans- 
port minnows outside of county for sale or to transport 
more than 200 minnows outside of county, or to have 
more than 200 minnows in vehicle. 

Potter County: Same as Armstrong County. 

Presidio County: Unlawful to sell fish taken in said 
county. In Rio Grande river seines and nets prohibited 
except 20-ft. minnow seine for taking minnows. 
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Rains County: Unlawful to sell or offer for sale bass, 
crappie or catfish taken from waters. Unlawful to take 
fish by device other than ordinary hook line, set line or 
throw line, ordinary cord line, seine or net having meshes 
not less than one and one-half inches square; or cast net 
or legal minnow seine for rough fish; or legal fruit jar 
or legal minnow seine for minnows. 


Randall County: Same as Armstrong County. 


Real County: Unlawful to use gear with more than 2 
hooks, except artificial lures used with rod and reel. Bot- 
tles, cans and floats unlawful unless line to which hooks 
are attached is tied securely to stationary object or held 
by fisherman. Twenty-foot minnow seine permitted for 
minnows and rough fish, and cast net for rough fish. Un- 
lawful to take minnows for sale, or transport beyond coun- 
ty more than 200 minnows. Unlawful to take, offer or 
possess for sale, catfish, perch, crappie, bream or bass. 


Red River County: Seine or net of not less than 2-inch 
square mesh permitted in Sulphur River. 


Reeves County: Unlawful to sell any fish taken in 
county. Gear permitted: ordinary hook and line or trotline 
or artificial bait. Seines and nets unlawful, except 20-ft. 
minnow seine to take minnows and rough fish, and cast 
net for rough fish. 


Roberts County: Same as Armstrong County. 


Robertson County: Unlawful to take " minnows for 
transportation outside of county for sale, or to sell min- 
nows outside of county. Transportation of minnows be- 
yond county by dealer and transportation of more than 
200 minnows beyond county by any person prima facie 
evidence of violation. 


Rockwall County: Seine or net having meshes less 
than 13 inches square permitted. Fish may not be taken 
or possessed for sale. 


Runnels County: Unlawful to sell catfish taken in 
county. Seines and nets prohibited except 20-ft. minnow 
seine to take minnows and rough fish, and cast net for 
rough fish. 


Rusk County: Legal minnow seine lawful for min- 
nows, sun perch and rough fish. Cast net permitted on 
rough fish. Hoop net, set net or trammel net of not less 
than 34 inch square mesh permitted for buffalo, gar, cat- 
fish, shad and bowfin or grindle, but other fish may not be 
possessed while using such nets. Otherwise seines and 
nets prohibited. 

Sabine County: In Sabine River unlawful to use seine 
having less than three inch square mesh. In all waters 
of county, cast net for rough fish and 20 foot minnow 
seine for minnows and rough fish permitted, otherwise 
nets prohibited. 


San Augustine County: Nets prohibited. Twenty-foot 
minnow seine permitted. : 


San Patricio County: Unlawful to take for purpose of 
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sale any fish from Lake Corpus Christi in San Patricio, 
Jim Wells and Live Oak counties, or from the waters of 
Nueces River between Calallen Dam and west boundary 
line of Live Oak County on Nueces River, including all 
the waters within all the tributaries of the Nueces River 
within Live Oak, San Patricio and Nueces counties. Un- 
lawful to use seine or net, except 20-ft. minnow seine for 
taking minnows and rough fish, and cast net for rough 
fish. Unlawful to use trotline with hooks spaced less than 
3 feet apart. 


San Saba County: Unlawful to sell or buy or offer to 
sell any bass, crappie, perch, catfish or any other fish. 
Unlawful to take fish by any device except ordinary pole 
and line or throw line equipped with more than two hooks, 
except dowagiac or other artificial bait. Trotlines may not 
have more than 20 hooks. Minnow seine not more than 
20 feet long permitted for catching minnows and rough 
fish. May take rough fish with cast net and with seine or 
net having meshes not less than one inch square, or with 
wire, rope or gig, but may not possess other fish while 
using such devices. Unlawful to transport minnows out- 
side of county, except 150 for personal use. Possession 
of more than 500 minnows evidence of violation of this 
act. For gear permitted in lake waters see “Lake Laws.” 


Shackelford County: Unlawful to take any fish for 
commercial purposes. 


Sherman County: Same as Armstrong County. 

Smith County: Sale of fish from Sabine or Neches Riv- 
ers prohibited. 

Somervell County: Unlawful to take minnows for sale 
or to transport more than 125 minnows outside of county. 


Stephens County: Unlawful to take from waters of 
district composed of Jack, Young, Stephens, and Palo 
Pinto counties, minnows for sale outside of district, or 
to transport minnows for sale outside of district. For Pos- 
sum Kingdom Lake regulations, see “Lake Laws.” 

Sutton County: Unlawful to use device with more 
than 2 hooks except artificial lures used with rod and reel. 
Bottles, cans and floats prohibited unless line to which 
hooks are attached is tied securely to stationary object 
or held by fisherman. Twenty-foot minnow seine permitted 
to take minnows and rough fish. Cast net permitted on 
rough fish. Unlawful to take minnows for sale, or to 
transport more than 200 minnows outside of county. Un- 
lawful to take, offer or possess for sale any catfish, perch, 
crappie, bream or bass. 

Swisher County: Same as Armstrong County. 

Tarrant County: Unlawful to fish in Lake Worth and 
Eagle Mountain Lake except in accordance with 1egula- 
tions made by Game, Fish and Oyster Commissjon. See 
“Lake Laws.” 

Taylor County: See “Lake Laws” for Fort Phantom 
Hill Lake regulations. 
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Terrell County: Unlawful to sell or offer for sale any 
fish taken in county. 


Titus County: Lawful to use seine or net with meshes 
not less than 2 inches square. 


Tom Green County: Gear permitted: ordinary hook 
and line, rod, reel, artificial bait or natural bait, trotline 
or set line, provided that such trotline or set line is not 
equipped with more than 80 hooks, and group of persons 
fishing together may not use more than 2 trotlines or set 
lines, and no 2 trotlines or set lines shall be joined to- 
gether. Twenty-foot minnow seine permitted for minnows 
and rough fish. Cast net lawful on rough fish. Unlawful 
to sell, buy or attempt to buy any fish except buffalo, carp, 
suckers and gar. Unlawful to use crappie, catfish or bass 
for bait. Unlawful to transport minnows beyond county 
for sale or to transport more than 200 minnows beyond 
county for any purpose in any one day. 


Travis County: Unlawful to use trotline or throw line 
with hooks spaced closer than 8 feet. May take rough fish 
with cast net or legal minnow seine; or with seine or net 
having meshes not less than one inch square, or with 
wire, rope or gig, but may not possess other fish while 
using such devices. For tackle permitted in Lake Travis 
and Lake Austin see “Lake Laws.” Sale of fish taken in 
county unlawful. 


Trinity County: Same as Polk County. 


Uvalde County: Same as Chambers County. Also, un- 
lawful to take minnows for sale or to sell minnows taken 
in county. Unlawful for commercial minnow dealer or his 
employee to transport minnows from county. 


Val Verde County: All waters: unlawful to sell bass, 
crappie or catfish. Seines and nets unlawful except cast 
net for rough fish and 20-ft. minnow seine for taking 
minnows and rough fish. In all waters except Rio Grande 
River, Pecos River and San Felipe Creek: not more than 
an aggregate of 20 hooks permitted on devices; unlawful 
to use crappie, catfish or bass for bait; unlawful to trans- 
port minnows from county. In Devil’s River and its lakes, 
fish bag limit 20 in aggregate per day or in possession. 

Walker County: Unlawful to transport minnows out 
of county for sale, or to transport more than 200 minnows 
out of county for any purpose. 

Ward County: Seine or net unlawful, except 20-ft. 
minnow seine permitted for taking minnows and rough 
fish, and cast net for rough fish. Unlawful to sell bass, 
crappie or catfish. 

Washington County: Unlawful to take minnows for 
purpose of transporting outside of county for sale, or to 
sell said minnows outside of county. Such transportation 
of any minnows by dealer, or of more than 200 by other 
person, is prima facie evidence of violation. 

Wheeler County: Same as Armstrong County. 


Wichita County: Same as Archer County. 
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Williamson County: Seines and nets prohibited, except 
(1) minnow seine not more than 20 feet long for taking 
minnows and rough fish; (2) may take rough fish with 
cast net, or with seine or net having meshes not less than 
one inch square, or with wire, rope or gig, but may not 
possess other fish while using such devices. Unlawful to 
transport minnows out of county except 150 for personal 
use. Possession of more than 500 minnows evidence of 
violation of law. 


Wilson County: Unlawful to sell bass, perch, crappie 
or catfish taken in county. Seines and nets prohibited, 
except 10-foot minnow seine with meshes not less than 
one-fourth inch square to take minnows and 20-ft. min- 
now seine and cast net for rough fish. 


Wise County: Lawful to use seine or net having meshes 
more than two inches square except in any artificial lake 
covering more than 20 acres of ground that is fed by 
stream or subject to overflow, for taking catfish, bass and 
perch. Lawful to use seine or net of not less than 13- 
inch square mesh for taking carp, buffalo, shad and suck- 
ers in any waters. Minnows may not be taken for trans- 
portation outside of county for sale, nor sold outside of 
county. Transportation of 200 minnows prima facie evi- 
dence of violation. Special regulations apply to Lake 
Worth and Eagle Mountain lakes. See “Lake Laws.” 


Wood County: Seine, net or trap prohibited on bass, 
trout, crappie or white perch, bream or other perch. Un- 
lawful to sell or offer for sale any bass, trout, crappie or 
white perch, bream or other perch. Sale of fish from 
Sabine and Neches rivers prohibited. 


Young County: Unlawful to sell any figh taken in coun- 
ty except those taken in Brazos River and Clear Fork of 
Brazos. Unlawful to take, catch or possess any fish taken 
from waters of Possum Kingdom Lake except in accord- 
ance with regulations issued by Game, Fish and Oyster 
Commission. See “Lake Laws.” Unlawful to use seine or 
net in Clear Fork of Brazos with mesh less than two 
inches square, except cast net and legal minnow seine for 
rough fish. In other waters of county (except Clear Fork 
of Brazos, Brazos River and Possum Kingdom Lake) un- 
lawful to use any device except ordinary hook and line, 
trotline or artificial baits and 20-ft. minnow seine with 
meshes not less than one-sixth of an inch square and 
legal fruit jar for taking minnows for bait. Cast net or 
legal minnow seine lawful on rough fish. Trolling from 
motor boat unlawful. All waters of county, unlawful to 
take minnows for sale outside of district composed of 
Jack, Young, Stephens and Palo Pinto counties. Unlawful 
to transport beyond district for sale, minnows taken from 
waters in district. 


Zavala County: Seines and nets unlawful except (1) 
seine or net with meshes not less than three inches square 
to take buffalo, carp, garfish and/or turtles; (2) may take 
rough fish with legal minnow seine, or cast net, or with 
seine or net having meshes not less than one inch square, 
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or with wire, rope or gig, but may not possess other fish 
while using latter devices; (8) 20-foot minnow seine for 
taking minnows. Sale of catfish unlawful. Minnows may 
not be taken for sale or sold. Commercial dealers may 
not transport minnows beyond county. 


LAKE LAWS 


Lake Austin: Gear permitted, not more than two of 
same or different types as follows: ordinary pole and line, 
rod, reel and line; hand line, set line, throw line. Except 
when artificial lures are used no line shall have more than 
2 hooks and only 2 lines shall be used at one time. Twen- 
ty-foot minnow seine permitted for minnows and rough 
fish; cast net permitted on rough fish. 


Lake Bridgeport: In that portion in Wise County, law- 
ful to use seine or net of not less than 14-inch square 
mesh for taking carp, buffalo, shad and sucker. 


Lake Buchanan: May fish with only ordinary pole and 
line, throw line with not more than 6 hooks, rod and reel, 
artificial bait, or trotline with not more than 30 hooks; 
cast net or legal minnow seine for rough fish; legal fruit 
jar and legal minnow seine for minnows. In Llano and 
Burnet counties minnows may not be transported outside 
of county. In Lampasas and San Saba counties. limit of 
150 minnows may be transported outside of county for 
personal use. 


Caddo Lake: See Harrison and Marion counties. 
Devil’s River Lake: See Val Verde County. 
Diversion Lake: See Archer County. 

Lake Kemp: See Archer County. 


Fort Phantom Hill Lake: Gear permitted: ordinary 
pole and line, rod and reel, fly rod; artificial lures; throw 
line equipped with not more than 2 hooks; cast net and 
legal minnow seine for rough fish; 20-foot minnow seine 
and legal fruit jar for minnows; one trotline per person, 
2 trotlines per party of 2 or more persons, each containing 
not more than 25 hooks. 


Medina Lake: Trotline or throw line may not have 
hooks spaced closer than four feet apart. Unlawful to 
take minnows from Medina Lake. Seines and nets unlaw- 
ful except cast net or legal minnow seine for rough fish. 


Possum Kingdom Lake: No fishing permitted within 
one-fourth mile of Possum Kingdom Dam in the lake 
proper. Fishing gear permitted: ordinary pole and line, 
throw line with not more than three hooks, rod and reel 
and artificial baits and lures; trotlines with not more 
than 20 hooks spaced not less than 2 feet apart. Persons 
fishing for carp, buffalo, suckers and gar may use wire 
loop snares also. Seines, nets or traps for taking fish or 
minnows prohibited, except one minnow seine not longer 
than ten feet, one umbrella net, or 6 glass jar traps when 
used for fisherman’s own fishing purposes only. Unlawful 
to sell or buy any fish taken from lake. 
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Roy Inks Lake: May fish with only ordinary pole and 
line, throw line with not more than six hooks, rod and 
reel, artificial bait, or trotline with not more than thirty 
hooks. Minnows may not be transported outside of county. 
Seines and nets unlawful except cast net and 20-foot min- 
now seine for rough fish, and 20-ft. minnow seine for 
minnows. 


Lake Texoma: Minnows may not be taken from dis- 
trict composed of Grayson and Cooke counties for trans- 
portation for sale outside of district, nor sold outside of 
district. Daily bag limits: 25 white bass, 10 of other bass; 
crappie or catfish 15 (not including polliwog or chuckle- 
head), 85 bream, goggle-eye and other small sunfishes, 
singly or in the aggregate. Possession limit: one day’s 
catch at the reservoir; 2 days’ catch of crappie and cat- 
fish elsewhere, and 385 bass, elsewhere. Size limit: bass 
and catfish 10 inches; crappie 6 inches. Sale of fish pro- 
hibited. Tackle: ordinary pole and line, rod and reel, arti- 
ficial lures, ordinary hook and line, throw line and trot- 
line with hooks three feet apart. 14-inch mesh seine 
or net permitted for taking suckers, buffalo, carp, shad 
or gar. Inquire of Commission or local game warden as 
to Special Texoma licenses. 


Lake Travis in Burnet County: May fish with only 
ordinary pole and line having not more than two (2) 
hooks, throw line having not more than six hooks, rod 
and reel having not more than two hooks, or artificial 
minnow seine lawful for rough fish; 20-ft. minnow seine 
lure attached to a casting or fly rod. Cast net or 20-ft. 
lawful for minnows. Minnows may not be transported 
outside of county. 


Lake Travis in Travis County: Not more than aggre- 
gate of 20 hooks permitted on any or all devices. Seines 
and nets unlawful except cast net and 20-ft. minnow seine 
for rough fish, and 20-ft. minnow seine for bait. 


Lake Worth and Eagle Mountain Lake: Permitted de- 
vices: Pole and line, hand or throw line, still fishing, cast- 
ing or trolling. Hooks on throw line or trotline may not be 
closer than 2 feet apart. In that part of Eagle Mountain 
Lake which is in Wise County, seines or nets of not less 
than 14-inch square mesh are permitted for taking carp, 
buffalo, shad and sucker. Size and daily bag limits: Black 
bass, large-mouth, small-mouth and spotted, or any 
species of these fishes, not less than 7 inches long; daily 
bag limit singly or in the aggregate, 15, of which not 
more than 10 may be longer than 11 inches. Daily bag on 
white bass and crappie or white perch, 25. Catfish, blue 
channel and yellow, singly or in aggregate, daily bag 25.

Bait Dealer’s License is required of any person who sells 
either minnows, fish, shrimp or other aquatic products for 
fish bait. 


Commercial Fishing Boat License is required for each 
boat used for taking any edible aquatic life from tidal 
waters for commercial purposes. Application by prior 
license holders must be made before September 1 of each 
year. Write the Commission for details. 


Commercial Fisherman’s License is required of any per- 
son who takes any edible aquatic products from the waters 
of this state for pay or for the purpose of sale, barter or 
exchange. For commercial license to fish in tidal waters, 
applications should be made by prior license holders be- 
fore September 1. Write Commission for details. 


Fish Boat License is required of each boat equipped 
with motor of any kind or with sails when used for taking 
any edible aquatic products for commercial purposes from 
fresh waters. 

Fish Guide License is required of any person who 
operates a boat for pay or anything of value in accom- 
panying or transporting any person engaged in taking any 
edible aquatic life from the waters of this State. r 

Mussel License will be required for the purpose of tak- 
ing mussels or mussel shells from the beds of state-owned 
streams and waters. 
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Mussel Shell Dredge License required for use of dredge 
for taking mussels or mussel shells from beds of state- 
ewned streams and waters. 


Oyster Dredge License is required for each boat used 
for the purpose of dredging oysters. 


Retail Fish Dealer’s License is required of any person, 
firm or corporation engaged in the business of buying for 
the purpose of selling either fresh or frozen edible aquatic 
products to the consumer. Separate license will be re- 
quired for each market in which such dealer or person 
eperates. Fee of such license based on population of the 
city. 


Retail Oyster Dealer’s License is required of any per- 
son, firm or corporation buying oysters only for the pur- 
pose of selling to the consumer trade in cities of more 
than 7,500. (This license is provided for use of markets 
or dealers handling oysters only and who do not care to 
take out retail fish and oyster dealer’s license.) 


_ Retail Truck Dealer’s License is required of any per- 
son, firm or corporation engaged in the business of buy- 
ing for the purpose of selling or distributing either fresh 
er frozen aquatic products to the consumer trade. Sep- 
arate license required by each truck so operated and sales 
permitted only hotels, cafes and house-to-house peddling. 


Seine or Net License must be attached to each hundred 
feet or fraction thereof of each seine or net used for the 
purpose of taking fish or shrimp from the waters of this 
State when fishing for commercial purposes. 


Shrimp Trawl License is required of each boat operating 
er towing a trawl. 


Skiff License is required for each boat propelled by oars 
or poles that is used for the purpose of taking aquatic 
products for commercial purposes. 


Sports Fishing License: None required. Persons may 
fish for pleasure in salt water without purchasing a 
license.

sen, firm or corporation who buys for the purpose of sell- 
ing to retail fish dealers and to the consumer, or who 
cans, preserves or processes aquatic products for com- 
mercial purposes. 


Wholesale Truck Dealer’s License is required of each 
person, firm or corporation who operates a truck for the 
purpose of.selling to or taking orders from retail fish 
dealers and/or to the consumer trade. Separate license 
required for each truck operated. 
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FISH 


Size Limit (commercial fishing): Flounder, not less 
than 12 inches; speckled trout, not less than 12 inches; 
redfish, not less than 14 inches nor more than 35 inches; 
pompano, not less than 9 inches; sheepshead, not less 
than 9 inches; mackerel, not less than 14 inches; and gaff- 
topsail, not less than 11 inches. 


TERRAPIN (Salt Water) 


Open Season: November, December, January and Feb- 
ruary. 
Size: Not less, than six (6) inches in length. 


GREEN TURTLE 
Size: Not less than twelve (12) pounds in weight. 
OYSTERS 


Open Season: September 1 to March 31. That part of 
Laguna Madre which is south and west of Baffin’s Bay 
has no closed season on oysters. 


Matagorda Bay: Unlawful to dredge oysters in the 
headwaters of Matagorda Bay east of a line from Pala- 
cios Point on the mainland in Matagorda County across 
Matagorda Bay to Cotton Bayou on the Matagorda Pen- 
insula. 


Aransas Bay: Unlawful to use oyster dredge in that 
part of Aransas Bay west of a line running from the 
north end of Two by Four reef to the east side of Borup 
reef, and thence to the mainland. 


Carancahua Bay and Pass: Unlawful to use oyster 
dredge, or within 300 yards from the mouth of said 
pass in Matagorda Bay. 


Copano Bay: Unlawful to use oyster dredge or have in 
possession oysters taken from that part of Copano Bay 
west of a line drawn from the east gable of Sorenson’s 
clubhouse to the mouth of Mission Bay, except oysters 
taken from a private lease. 


Aransas, Nueces, Calhoun and Matagorda Counties: 
Unlawful to take oysters from the public beds or reefs 
from May 1 to September 1. Unlawful to take oysters 
from private oyster beds without the consent of the 
owner. 


Size Limit: In shell, 34 inches. 


American citizens, or any firm or corporation composed 
of such citizens, may use scrapers or dredges in remov- 
ing oysters from natural reef provided they have pro- 
cured a license from the Game, Fish and Oyster Commis- 
sion before beginning operations. 


The Game, Fish and Oyster Commission is empowered 
to close a reef by giving two weeks’ notice when it has 
reason to believe same is being overworked. 
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Shell from oysters opened or shucked on board the 
boat must be deposited on shore as directed by Game, 
Fish and Oyster Commission. 


A person leasing an oyster claim or reef may apply for 
permission from the Game, Fish and Oyster Commission 
te seine thereon for drumfish. 


SHRIMP 
General Law 


Closed Season: Inland salt waters, July 15 to August 
31 and December 15 to March 1. Gulf of Mexico open 
waters, each day between 80 minutes after sunset and 30 
minutes before sunrise. 


Exceptions: (1) May possess shrimp lawfully taken or 
umported from other states at any time. (2) May take or 
possess bait shrimp at any time. (3) May take shrimp at 
any time in following open Gulf waters: those portions 
of the Gulf of Mexico thirteen (13) fathoms or more in 
depth in the territorial waters lying within following 
boundaries: a line extending from the mouth of the 
Colorado River due southeast a distance of twenty-five 
(25) miles into the Gulf of Mexico and a line extending 
from the mouth of the Rio Grande River at the 
international boundary between the United States and 
the Republic of Mexico twenty-five (25) miles out from 
shore in the Gulf of Mexico; and said last named boundary 
to extend along the said international boundary as far 
out as the territorial waters of the State of Texas extend. 


Size Limit: May not average in count of individual 
specimens, more than 65 headless nor more than 39 with 
heads, to the pound. 


Exception: Bait shrimp, no size limit, if legally taken. 


Possession Limit: During closed season, not more than 
160 pounds of bait shrimp with heads aboard boat on in- 
land salt waters. 


Exception: Galveston County, not more than 250 
pounds of bait shrimp with heads during closed season. 


Shrimp Trawl Possession and Use: Shrimp trawls may 
not be used in open Gulf waters between 30 minutes 
after sunset and 30 minutes before sunrise. No trawls 
except bait trawls of legal size, may be used at any time 
in any of the tidal bays, streams, bayous, lakes, lagoons : 
er inlets, or part of such tidal waters of this State. 
Shrimp trawls may not be possessed or used during closed 
season on any inland salt waters except that they may be 
possessed aboard duly licensed boat while in port or in 
ehannel en route to or from open Gulf waters. 


Shrimp Trawl Size: May not be wider than 65 feet, 
measured along the cork line. 


Bait Trawl Use: May be used at any time for taking 
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shrimp for bait. During closed season only one bait 
trawl may be towed by a power boat. Boats taking bait 
shrimp may not be towed. 


Bait Trawl Size: During closed season, when towed by 
power boat, bait trawl may not be more than 10 feet at. 
mouth, measured along webbing attached to cork line, 
nor more than 25 feet long. Boards for spreading and 
opening bait trawl may not be larger than 12 by 18 
inches. 


Shipment: During closed season, not more than 25 
pounds of bait shrimp may be shipped to any point in the 
interior beyond 50 miles of any county bordering any 
salt water bay on Texas coast. 


Dumping Heads: Unlawful to remove head of any 
shrimp aboard a commercial fishing vessel shrimping in 
Texas inland salt or territorial Gulf waters, or to dump 
heads at or near area where shrimp are ordinarily taken. 


Exceptions: In Laguna Madre in Cameron County, 
shrimp trawls are prohibited and bait trawls may not be 
wider than 12 feet with board not larger than 14 by 24 
inches. : 


In Copano Bay, Mission Bay and connecting waters 
west of State Highway No. 35 in Aransas, Refugio and 
San Patricio counties, boards on bait trawls may not be 
more than 18 by 36 inches. 


In Galveston County, during closed season, bait trawls 
may have doors or boards not larger than 20 by 60 inches. 
Shrimp trawls of legal size are permitted during open 
season in the following waters: East Galveston Bay in 
the counties of Galveston and Chambers, except that part 
lying east of a line extending from the extreme western 
point of Smith’s Point in Chambers County to the west 
bank of Siever’s Cut where East Bay intersects with the 
north bank of the Intracoastal Canal on Bolivar Peninsula 
in Galveston County, and northeast of Baffle Point on 
Bolivar Peninsula in Galveston County. 


Shrimp trawls of legal size are permitted during open 
season in all salt waters of Nueces County except the fol- 
lowing: Any pass or channel leading from one body of 
water to another; or in Corpus Christi Bay and Laguna 
Madre and connecting inlets or bayous, lying between a 
line on the north running east from a stake or marker on 
the shore on the northeasterly point of Flour Bluff to a 
stake or marker on Mustang Island one mile north of 
Corpus Christi Pass, and the Nueces-Kleberg County line 
on the south; Corpus Christi Bay within one-half mile of 
the mainland shore line between Flour Bluff Point and 
the city limits of Corpus Christi, Texas, within one mile 
of Dimmit Island in Nueces County, within one-half mile 
of the mainland shore between a point one-half mile east 
of Ingleside Docks and the north end of the Nueces Bay 
causeway, any of the waters on the east side of and within 
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one-half mile of the Nueces Bay causeway; Callo Del Oso . 
and connecting inlets and bayous in Nueces County; Cor- 
pus Christi Pass or within one mile thereof; Oso Creek; 
that part of Aransas Pass and within one mile thereof 
which is in Nueces County; Redfish Bay and such of the 
connecting inlets and bayous as are in Nueces County and 
as lie south and southwest of a line starting at the junc- 
ture of the railroad dumps on the mainland, running east 
along the center of said dumps to its eastern extremity, 
thence northeast to the north side of the eastern entrance 
to Corpus Christi Bayou; thence southeast to the north- 
ern extremity of Harbor Island to a stake or marker, and 
north and northeast of a line running directly east and 
west from the mainland to Harbor Island across the 
southern extremity of Ransom Point. 


Shrimp trawls of legal size permitted during open sea- 
son in all waters of Aransas Bay except as follows: Those 
waters lying south of a line running from a stake or 
marker located on the shore of St. Joseph Island one mile 
north of the bayside entrance to the pass, commonly 
known as North Pass, to the southern end of Mud Island, 
thence to the north side of the entrance to Corpus Christi 
Bayou; that portion between Port Aransas and Corpus 
Christi Bayou and lying between Harbor Island and Mud 
Island; all waters lying between Harbor Island and St. 
Joseph Island, and lying between Harbor Island and 
Mustang Island. 


Shrimp trawls of legal size are permitted during open 
season in all waters of Matagorda Bay except the follow- 
ing: Within radius of 1,000 yards from the mouth of 
Carancahua Pass, within radius of 1,000 yards from mouth 
of Powder Horn Bayou. 


Other Devices for Taking Bait Shrimp: Unlawful to 
take shrimp for bait except by cast net, minnow seine of 
not more than 20 feet in length, or in inland waters by 
bait trawl of legal size and under legal operation as above 
set forth. 


DEVICES FOR TAKING FISH 


General Law: Tidal waters, ordinary pole and line, 
casting rod, rod and reel, artificial bait, trotline, set line, 
or cast net, minnow seine not more than 20 feet long for 
catching bait, set net, trammel net or strike net of not 
less than 13-inch mesh and not longer than 1800 feet 
permitted in tidal waters. All other seines or nets are 
unlawful. In open Gulf waters, all seines and nets, not 
including the bag, shall not be of less than 14-inch square 
mesh. Mesh of the bags and for 50 feet on each side of 
the bags may be of not larger than one-inch square mesh. 
No seine, nor the combined length of two or more seines, 
may be more than 1800 feet. 


It is unlawful to have in possession a prohibited device 
unless such device is on board a vessel when at port or 
in a channel en route to or from the Gulf of Mexico. 
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Exceptions: Copano Bay, Mission Bay and corn:2cting 
waters west of State Highway 35 in Aransas, Refugio and 
San Patricio counties, no seine or net is permitted except 
minnow seine not more than 20 feet long when used for 
taking bait. 


Willacy County, tidal waters west of Padre Island, no 
seine or net permitted except cast net when used for tak- 
ing bait. 


In waters of Calhoun County, not hereinbelow set 
forth, pocket net or drag seine of length not greater than 
1,800 feet and of mesh not smaller than 14-inch square 
except for the sack or purse which may be of .mesh not 
less than 1-inch square, may be used in addition to seines 
and nets permitted by general law. 


In Swan Lake, Moses Lake, Clear Lake, Dickinson 
Bayou west of line running from Miller’s Point to April 
Fool Point, Turtle Bay and all waters lying northwest of 
a line extending from Kemah in Galveston County to a 
point known as Mesquite Knoll in Chambers County, and 
all waters of Galveston Bay lying east of a line extend- 
ing from the extreme western point of Smith’s Point in 
Chambers County to the west bank of Siever’s Cut where 
East Bay intersects with the north bank of the Intra- 
coastal Canal on Bolivar Peninsula in Galveston County 
at Siever’s.Fish Camp, which cut is at a point southwest 
of Elm Grove Point on Bolivar Peninsula in Galveston 
County, seines and nets unlawful except cast nets, set nets, 
or minnow seine not more than 20 feet long when used for 
catching bait. 


In Cameron County, no seine or net is permitted in 
Laguna Madre except gill net of not less than 24-inch 
mesh, and 20-foot minnow seines for taking bait. 


In the following waters no seine or net except cast net 
or minnow seine not more than 20 feet long when used | 
for taking bait, is permitted: all of Redfish Bay, its con- 
necting inlets and bayous which lie south and southwest 
of a line starting at the juncture of the railroad dumps 
on the mainland, running east along the center of said 
dumps to its eastern extremity, thence northeast to the 
north side of the eastern entrance to Corpus Christi 
Bayou; thence southeast to the northern extremity of 
Harbor Island to a stake or marker, and north and north- 
east of a line running directly east and west from the 
mainland to Harbor Island across the southern extremity 
of Ransom Point; Corpus Christi Bay within one-half 
mile of the mainland shore line betwen Flour Bluff 
Point and the city limits of Corpus Christi or within one 
mile of Dimmit Island in Nueces County, or within one- 
half mile of the mainland shore between a point one-half 
mile east of Ingleside Docks and the north end of the 
Nueces Bay causeway, or in or upon any of the waters 
on the east side of and within one-half mile of the Nueces 
Bay causeway; or in the waters of Corpus Christi Bay 
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and Laguna Madre and connecting inlets or bayous, lying 
between a line on the north running east from a stake 
or marker on the shore on the northeasterly point of 
Flour Bluff to a stake or marker on Mustang Island one 
mile north of Corpus Christi Pass, and the Nueces- 
Kleberg County line on the south; or Callo Del Oso and 
connecting inlets and bayous; or Oso Creek; or Corpus 
Christi Pass, or Aransas Pass, or within one mile of said 
passes; all waters of Aransas Bay lying south of a line 
running from a stake or marker located on the shore of 
St. Joseph Island one mile north of the bayside entrance 
to the pass, commonly known as North Pass, to the south- 
ern end of Mud Island, thence to the north side of the en- 
trance to Corpus Christi Bayou; all waters lying between 
Harbor Island and St. Joseph Island; all waters lying be- 
tween Harbor Island and Mustang Island; or in any pass 
or channel leading from one body of water to another in 
any of the salt waters of Nueces County; all of the wa- 
ters in Kleberg and Kenedy counties lying between Padre 
Island and the mainland, including all back bays and in- 
lets and that water back of Laguna Madre; Carancahua 
Creek, Carancahua Bay and the lakes and coves opening 
thereonto, Carancahua Pass or within a radius of 1,000 
yards from the mouth of said pass in the waters of Mata- 
gorda Bay; Kellers Creek and that part of Kellers Bay 
within a radius of 1,000 yards from the southwest corner 
of Olivia State Highway Roadside Park; all of Coloma 
Creek and Powder Horn Lake; Powder Horn Bayou or 
within a radius of 1,000 yards from the mouth of said 
pass in waters of Matagorda Bay; Chocolate Creek or 
within a radius of 100 yards from the mouth of Chocolate 
Creek in the waters of Chocolate Bay; all that part of 
Lavaca Bay within a distance of 1,000 yards of each side 
of the Lavaca Bay causeway; Turtle Bay, Oyster Lake, 
Mitchell’s Cut, Mission Bay, Puerto Bay, San Luis Pass, 
St. Charles Bay, Brown’s Cedar Pass, Pass Cavallo, San 
Antonio Bay, Cedar Bayou, Contec Lake, Hynes Bay; 
Sabine Pass; Brazos Santiago Pass; any waters of any of 
the bays, streams, bayous or canals of Orange, Jefferson 
and Harris counties; in all waters of any of the bays, 
streams, bayous or canals of Chambers, Galveston and 
Brazoria counties not hereinabove mentioned; that part 
of Aransas Bay between Harbor Island and Mud Island 
in Aransas County; in that part of the inland waters, 
streams, lakes, bayous or canals of Matagorda County 
and in that part of Matagorda Bay not hereinabove men- 
tioned. 


In Navigation Districts, no seines, nets or other phys- 
ical or mechanical device permitted. 


In any channel or canal connecting one body of bay 
water with another body of bay water, or in any canal 
or channel connecting a bay with the Gulf of Mexico, or 
within a mile of such channel, seines, nets or shrimp trawls 
are prohibited. 
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Any seine or net or shrimp trawl possessed in violation 
of law is subject to seizure by any officer and destruction 
by court order. 


Permits to use suitable seines and nets for removal of 
rough fish may be obtained from the Game, Fish and 
Oyster Commission for use where either seining or net- 
ting is permitted. Fee $5.00. Proposed device must first 
be inspected and tagged by representative of Commis- 
sion. “Rough fish” include those fish having no sporting 
value, predators, bony or rough-fleshed species. 


GIGGING 


Gigs are permitted in all waters on all fish. 


Exception: Gigs are permitted for taking flounders 
only in the following waters: Agua Dulce Creek, Aransas 
Pass, Brazoria County, Brazos Santiago Pass, Brown’s 
Cedar Pass, Cedar Bayou, Chambers County, Contec Lake, 
Corpus Christi Pass, Galveston County, Harris County, 
Hynes Bay, Ingleside Cove, Jefferson County, Mitchell’s 
Cut, Mud Flats, North Pass or St. Jo Pass, Nueces Bay, 
Orange County, Oso Creek, Oyster Lake, Pass Cavallo, 
Puerto Bay, Red Fish Cove, San Luis Pass, Shoal Bay, 
Shallow Bay, Shamrock Cove, Sabine Pass, St. Charles 
Bay, Turtle Bay, Copano and Mission bays and connecting 
waters, except that portion west of State Highway No. 35 
in Aransas, Refugio and San Patricio Counties; pass on 
north of Laguna Madre, leading into Corpus Christi Bay; 
Aransas Bay between Port Aransas and Corpus Christi 
Bayou and between Harbor Island and Mud _ Island; 
waters lying between Padre Island and the main- 
land in Kleberg and Kenedy counties, including all back 
bays and inlets and that back of the Laguna Madre in 
Kleberg and Kenedy counties. 


IT IS UNLAWFUL TO— 


Use a dredge or any means other than hand tongs in 
water less than four feet deep. 

Use a power dredge in water less than six feet deep. 

Ship, sell or possess for purpose of sale any fish or oys- 
ters taken from an insanitary reef. 

Plant, or buy oysters for planting, bedding, marketing, 
or other purpose during closed season without permit 
from the Game, Fish and Oyster Commission. 

Ship or accept for shipment or transportation during 
closed season, oysters taken from public reefs. 

Fail, or refuse to scatter culls from oysters you take 
from reefs. 

Open or shuck oysters for market near or on reefs. 

Sell oysters taken for planting or depositing for prep- 
aration for market. ° 

Sell cargo of oysters containing more than 5 per cent 
young oysters. 

Use insanitary containers for oysters. 

Float or bloat oysters. 
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Deface, injure, destroy or remove any buoy, marker or 
fence, or part thereof. 


Refuse to show license. 


Erect, set, operate or maintain any fish pound net within 
three nautical miles from coast line without permit from 
Game, Fish and Oyster Commission. 


Take from public salt or fresh waters any sand, shell 
or gravel without first obtaining a permit from the Game, 
Fish and Oyster Commission. For details write Game, 
Fish and Oyster Commission, Austin, Texas. 


Use explosives or poison water. 


Use any seine, net, gill net, trotline or other device, ex- 
cept hook and line, for the purpose of fishing within the 
channel, turning basin, or other waters of any navigation 
district. | 


To retain undersize fish; they must be returned to the 
waters from which taken. 


Use, operate, sail, anchor, tie, or moor to the bank any 
boat, sailboat, motorboat, skiff, barge, raft, or other float- 
ing device or to place any post, piling, obstruction, wire, 
rope, cable, net or trap, in or upon the waters of any nat- 
ural or artificial pass which is now or may be hereafter 
opened, reopened, dredged, excavated, constructed, and 
maintained by the Game, Fish and Oyster Commission 
of the State of Texas as a fish pass, between the Gulf of 
Mexico and any inland bay, within a distance of two thou- 
sand, eight hundred (2,800) feet inside of such pass 
where it empties into or opens upon the Gulf of. Mexico.

FURBEARER LAWS 


Animals classified as furbearers by law are wild beaver, 
wild otter, wild mink, wild ring-tail cat, wild badger, wild 
polecat or skunk, wild raccoon, wild muskrat, wild opos- 
sum, wild fox and wild civet cat. They must not be con- 
fused with those animals legally defined as “game ani-’' 
mals.” Game animals may not be trapped at any time, 
nor may their pelts or hides be sold (except deer hides 
when legally taken). Game animals are wild deer, wild 
elk, wild antelope, javelina, wild Rocky Mountain sheep, 
wild black bear, wild gray and red squirrels, cat squirrels 
or fox squirrels. (See Game Laws.) 


PROPERTY OF STATE 


The protected furbearers and their pelts are the prop- 
erty of the State until they have been lawfully taken, 
and all regulations and laws complied with. 


OPEN SEASON (GENERAL LAWS) 


The period of time when it is lawful to take furbearers 
as defined specifically above, is during the months of De- 
cember and January, (except muskrats) of each year, but 
there are exceptions to this general rule. Those exceptions 
are noted below in a summary of special laws that apply 
to various counties. Furbearers may be taken with traps, 
guns or dogs, with exceptions noted below. 


Muskrats: May be taken from November 15 to March 
15 with traps only, except that persons may kill musk- 
rats on their own premises at any time by any means. 
Unlawful to trap or kill muskrats on land of another 
without- permission of landowner or lessee, whether the 
land is posted or inclosed or not. 


OPEN SEASON (SPECIAL LAWS) 


In some counties it is unlawful to kill, take or have in 
possession for sale any wild fox or the pelt thereof at 
any time of the year. In other counties it is unlawful to 
take or kill fox unless they are destroying or are about to 
destroy, domestic stock, or unless other special provisions 
have been made by law, but even in these cases it is un- 
lawful to sell their pelts except during the open season 
of December and January. 


Anderson and Henderson Counties: Season closed on 
beaver until 1958. 


Armstrong, Briscoe, Carson, Castro, Childress, Coilings- 
worth, Cottle, Dallam, Deaf Smith, Donley, Gray, Hall, 
Hansford, Hartley, Hemphill, Hutchinson, Lipscomb, 
Moore, Motley, Ochiltree, Oldham, Parmer, Potter, Ran- 
dall, Roberts, Sherman, Swisher and Wheeler Counties: 
Muskrat open season December 1 to February 28, both 
days inclusive. 
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Austin, Burleson, Denton, Freestone, Guadalupe, Hardin, 
Henderson, Jasper, Kaufman, Lee, Leon, Madison, Milam, 
Newton, San Jacinto and Walker Counties: No closed 
season on fox, but pelts may not be sold except during 
open season fixed by general law. 


Brazos and Falls Counties:. Season closed on fox, ex- 
cept when destroying or about to destroy domestic fowl 
or other domestic stock. 


Brewster, Culberson, E] Paso, Hudspeth, Jeff Davis, 
Pecos, Presidio, Reeves and Terrell Counties: Lawful to 
trap otter or muskrat December 1 to January 31, both 
days inclusive. Open season on beaver, January 1 to 15, 
and bag limit three. 


Camp County: Unlawful to use trap or guns to take 
fox or to sell pelts. 


Cass County: May take, kill or have in possession for 
sale wild fox or their pelts during month of December 
only. 

Cherokee County: Unlawful to set steel trap, snare or 
deadfall for purpose of taking furbearers except from 
December 1 to February 15. 


Jefferson and Rusk Counties: Season closed on fox and 
sale of pelts unlawful. 


Kimble, Maverick and Val Verde Counties: Open sea- 
son on beaver, January 1 to January 15, both days inclu- 
sive. Bag limit three per season. 

Navarro County: Unlawful to set steel trap, snare 
or deadfall to take fox. 


Parker County: Unlawful to liberate or hold fox in 
captivity. 4 

Robertson County: No closed season on fox, and pelts. 
may be sold at any time. 

Sabine and San Augustine Counties: Lawful to use 
any type of trap, or snare to take opossums, bobcats and 
catamounts at any time of the year. 


Shelby County: Unlawful to kill or possess for sale any 
fox. Fox destroying domestic stock may be killed. State 
health officer may authorize killing of fox when rabies 
menace exists. Trap or deadfall prohibited on all fur- 
bearers. 


Upshur County: Unlawful to trap or hunt with gun 
any fox, except when in act of destroying farm stock. 
Sale of fox or pelt unlawful. 


TRAPPER DEFINED 


A resident trapper is any person who takes for the pur- 
pose of barter, sale, or who sells, or offers for sale the 
pelts of any of the furbearing animals of this State, and 
who has been a bona fide resident of this state for two 
years prior to his application for a license. All others 
are non-resident trappers. 
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TRAPPER’S LICENSE 


The fee for a Resident Trapper’s License is one dollar 
($1.00). For a Non-resident Trapper’s License the fee is 
two hundred ($200.00) dollars. 


BEAVER-OTTER LICENSE 


Fee $50.00 to trap beaver and otter outside of county of 
residence. 


PROPAGATION OF FURBEARING ANIMALS 


For a fee of $5.00 a permit can be obtained for the 
purpose of taking furbearing animals alive during the 
open season for the purpose of sale or propagation. 


“FUR BUYER” DEFINED 


Retail Fur Buyer: One who purchases the pelt or pelts 
of any of the furbearing animals of this State from the 
trappers only. 


Wholesale Fur Buyer: One who purchases for himself 
or on behalf of another person, the pelt or pelts of any of 
the furbearing animals of this State from a retail fur 
buyer and/or from the trapper. 


FUR BUYER’S LICENSE 


The fee for a Retail Fur Buyer’s License is $5.00. The 
fee for a Wholesale Fur Buyer’s License is $25.00. 


DEALER’S REPORT 


Every Fur Dealer must file with the Game, Fish and 
Oyster Commission, not later than the tenth day of each 
month, a complete sworn report, on printed forms fur- 
nished by the Game, Fish and Oyster Commission, of the 
kind and number of the pelts of furbearing animals pur- 
chased in this state and shipped out of the state during 
the preceding month. No report is required for those 
months when no pelts are purchased. The above report is. 
required of dealers who buy in the state and ship out of 
the state. If the dealer is a tanner, furrier, taxidermist 
or manufacturer, who tans or manufactures the pelt into 
a finished product in this State, a report is required not 
later than the tenth day of the month which shows the 
number of pelts purchased during the preceding month. 


UNDRIED PELTS 


The possession of undried pelts after fifteen days after 
the close of the open season shall be prima facie evidence 
that the pelt was taken during the closed season. The 
trapper is given fifteen days immediately following the 
close of the open season for drying of pelts taken by him 
during the open season.

PREDATORY ANIMALS 


Wolves, coyotes, cougars, rabbits, wild cats, bobcats, 
weasels, mountain lions, Mexican*lions, and ocelot are not 
classed as furbearing animals. They are not protected by 
law. They may be killed at any time of the year. 


It is unlawful for any person to possess or to receive, 
or to have for the purpose of transporting, or for the 
purpose of turning loose, or to turn loose or to cause to 
be turned loose, any live wolf within this State. 


IMPORTANT NOTICE 


Federal Lacey Act: This legislation, enacted in 1900, 
and amended and incorporated in the Criminal Code of the 
United States in 1909, prohibits the delivery of dead 
bodies of wild animals or parts thereof to any common 
carrier for transporation from one state to another when 
such animals have been killed or shipped in violation of 
state laws. 
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HOW TO USE THIS DIGEST 


Read the general laws first. 


If you want to know the regulations for a particular 
ceunty or lake, look for that county under “Special Laws” 
or “County Laws” or “Lake Laws.” If you do not find 
that county or lake mentioned, the “General Law” applies. 


It must be understood that any restrictions contained 
in a special law must be obeyed even though they appear 
to be in conflict with the general law. Likewise, any 
privilege granted in a special law may be enjoyed without 
concern for general restriction in conflict. 


WARNING 


Any person convicted of violating any game law auto- 
matically forfeits his hunting license and all hunting 
rights for one year from date of conviction. 


Any person convicted for the first time of violating the 
trespass law, Article 1877, Penal Code as amended, 
may be fined not more than $200 and automatically for- 
feits his hunting license and all hunting rights for a 
period of one year from date of conviction, regardless of 
whether he was convicted for hunting with firearms, or 


~ for fishing, or for otherwise depredating on another’s land 
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without permission. The penalty for a second conviction 
is $500 to $1000 and license forfeiture for two years; and 
penalty for third conviction is confinement from thirty 
days to one year in the county jail, plus fine of from $500 
to $1000, as well as forfeiture of hunting rights for three 
years.

HUNTING LAWS 


LICENSES 


Resident: Price $2.15. Required of every Texas citizen 
17 or more years of age who hunts outside his county of 
residence and required of every Texas citizen who hunts 
deer or turkey anywhere in the State. Citizen who is under 
17 or who hunts deer or turkey on land on which he 
resides is not required to pay the $2.15 fee, but must 
have an exemption license. “Citizen” includes any person 
except an alien who has been for more than six months 
immediately preceding application for license a bona fide 
resident of Texas. 


Non-Resident: Price $25.00. Required of every person 
who is not.a citizen of this State, or who is an alien. 


Hunting Boat: Price $2.00. Required of every person 
owning or navigating a sail boat or power boat for ac- 
commodating hunters for pay. 


Shooting Preserve: Price $5.00. Required of every per- 
son who acts as manager for any club or shooting resort, 
or lessor of premises leased for hunting purposes, who 
accommodates hunters for pay. 


Game Breeder’s: Price $2.00. Required of every person 
who holds in captivity any game animals or game birds © 
for the purpose of propagation for sale. Apply to Game 
and Fish Commission for detailed information. 


Blind: In Harrison and Marion Counties license re- 
quired for operation of commercial blinds for use in hunt- 
ing waterfowl. Price $5 for each blind. Such license is 
not required of sportsmen hunting in private blinds. 


It is Unlawful To— 

Hunt out of county of your residence without a license. 
Hunt under license of another. 

Allow another person to hunt under your license. 


Receive any hunter on board a boat for pay unless 
owner has a license for his boat. 
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GAME BIRDS 


Brant, chachalaca, doves, ducks, geese, grouse, par- 
tridge, pheasants, pigeons (wild), plover, prairie chickens, 
quail, shore birds of all varieties, snipe and turkey are 
game birds. 


All wild birds belong to the people of this state. It is 
unlawful to kill or have in possession, either dead or 
alive, any wild, non-game bird, except the following 
birds, which are unprotected: black bird, butcher bird 
(shrike), buzzard (vulture), crows, duckhawks, eagle 
(golden or Mexican brown), goshawk, hawk (Cooper’s 
or blue darter, and sharp-shinned), jaybirds, owl (great 
horned), pelicans (white), ravens, ricebirds, roadrunners, 
sapsuckers, sparrows (English), starlings, and wood- 
peckers. Canaries and parrots as domestic pets are un- 
protected. 


It Is Unlawful To— 

Kill a brown pelican. 

Kill or molest a carrier pigeon. 
Take game birds by net or trap. 


Destroy the nests or eggs of any birds protected by 
the laws of this State. 


MIGRATORY GAME BIRDS 


A separate digest is published by the Game and Fish 
Commission on migratory game birds.

State Law: No limit to the time game birds or game 
animals may be kept in storage. Any person accepting 
game for storage must keep a record giving time of stor- 
age, name and address of person placing game on storage, 
and kind and amount of game stored by each individual. 


Federal Law: ‘ Migratory birds and waterfowl may be 
possessed for only 90 days after close of season. 


WILDLIFE SANCTUARIES 


Vingt et Un Islands in Galveston Bay: It is unlawful 
to enter upon these islands for any purpose without per- 
mission of the Game and Fish Commission. 


Rockport Wildlife Sanctuary: Unlawful to take any 
birds or animals. (Boundaries described by suitable mark- 
ers in Rockport area.) 


Lake Corpus Christi (except that part of the lake lo- 
cated in Jim Wells and Nueces Counties): Unlawful to 
enter with gun or rifle, or to attempt to shoot any bird 
or animal. 


Wichita County: Hunting, except for ducks and geese, 
prohibited in certain marked areas in and near Wichita 
Falls. For boundaries consult local Game Warden. 


Public Parks: Hunting prohibited at all times in public 
parks under control of State Parks Board. 


Military Reservations: Hunting doves, ducks, geese or 
other migratory birds prohibited at all times on military 
reservations, except Matagorda Island. 


SHIPMENT AND SALE 


It is unlawful to sell or buy game birds or game ani- 
mals, dead or alive, regardless of where caught or killed. 
Exceptions: game breeders; taxidermists may sell un- 
claimed specimens; and deer hides may be sold. 

It is unlawful to bring game into this state during the 
closed season on such game without a permit from the 
Game and Fish Commission. 

It is unlawful to ship game except to one’s own home or 
to a taxidermist and unless affidavit is attached that the 
shipper has lawfully killed such game. 
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IT IS UNLAWFUL TO— 


Hunt in State Parks under the control of the Texas 
State Parks Board. 


Hunt for hire or hire anyone to hunt. 


Hunt from an automobile, motor boat, sail boat, boat 
under tow, or airplane. 


Hunt on a State Game Preserve. 


Hunt or fish on enclosed lands of another without the 
owner’s consent. 


Shoot any gun or firearm in, on, along or across any 
public road in this state. 


Refuse to permit a game and fish warden to search your 
game bag or automobile or other receptacle. 
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FRESH WATER FISH LAWS 


GENERAL REGULATIONS 
LICENSES REQUIRED 


Resident: Price $1.65. Required of resident Texas citi- 
zens before fishing in public fresh water outside of county 
of residence and adjacent counties, and before fishing in 
county of residence or adjacent counties with artificial 
bait and before using live bait outside of county of resi- 
dence. Resident itcense not required of resident person 
under 17 years of age, nor of resident holding commer- 
cial fishing lieense. No license required for Salt Water 
Sport fishing. 

An artiticial lure is any manufactured bait or imitation 
of a natural bait. Live bait is fish or minnows. 


Nonresident: Nonresidents of Texas or aliens must 
procure . Nonresident Fishing License, price $5.25, or a 
Five-Day License, price $1.65, when fishing with any kind 
of bait in any public fresh water. Exception, persons 
under 17. 

“Nonresident” is any citizen of the United States who 
is not a citizen of Texas and who has not continuously for 
six months been actual bona fide resident of this state. 

A seine or net license is required of commercial fisher- 
men operating in fresh waters as well as those operating 
in salt water. (See Salt Water and Commercial Fishing 
Laws.) 

A license is required to sell fish. (See Salt Water and 
Commercial Fishing Laws.) 

“Fresh Water.” All fresh water rivers and streams 
and all lakes, lagoons and bodies of rivers, except tidal 
bays or coastal waters, such as bays and gulfs, are fresh 
water to their mouths. Exceptions are noted in salt water 
laws as to certain coastal lakes. 


TACKLE 


Ordinary pole and line, set line, trotline, artificial lures 
and seines or nets of not less than three-inch square mesh 
permitted. Seine or net made of wire or other metallic 
substance is prohibited. Minnow seines not more than 
twenty feet in length are permitted for taking minnows 
and rough fish, and fruit jars with funnel attached are 
permitted for taking minnows. Cast net permitted on 
rough fish. All other methods or means of taking fish are 
prohibited unless specially noted below. 


Fresh water rough fish are: shad, carp, suckers, gar 
and buffalo. All other fishes are game fish. 


SIZE LIMITS 


Large-mouth black bass, small-mouth black bass, 
spotted bass, or any sub-species of these fishes, not less 
than seven inches. Limits in certain counties are noted 
below.

TEXAS GAME AND FISH COMMISSION 
MIGRATORY GAME BIRD REGULATIONS 


Warning: On the opening day of season, no person 
may possess any migratory game bird in excess of the 
daily bag limit. 

Birds must be placed on storage within three days after 
close of season. 

Migratory game birds may be possessed for only 90 
days after the close of the season. 

Means of Taking: Baiting or live decoys prohibited. 
Taking by means, aid or use of automobile or aircraft pro- 
hibited. May not use shotgun larger than 10 gauge, and 
may not use auto-loading or repeating shotgun capable of 
holding more than three shells, including those in the 
magazine and chamber. Only shotguns may be used. 

May not take migratory game birds from any power- 
driven boat or boat under tow or sail. Sinkbox prohibited. 

May not take waterfowl by means, aid or use of cattle, 
horses or mules. 


May not take birds any time any place where feedor 
salt has been placed or exposed. 


Restricted Areas: May not take ducks or geese on any 
State or Federal refuge or preserve, nor from any en- 
closed private property without the consent of the owner 
or agent of said property. May not hunt on public road 
or highway. 


Federal Stamp: No person over the age of 16 may 
hunt migratory waterfowl without a Federal stamp (pro- 
curable at Post Office). 


BRANT, COOT, DUCKS AND GEESE 


Open Season:Oct. 31 to Dec. 29, both dates inclusive. 
Exception: no open season on black-bellied tree duck. 


Shooting Hours: On Oct. 31, from 12:00 o’clock noon 
to one hour before sunset; all other days of season one- 
half hour before sunrise to one hour before sunset. 

Bag and Possession Limits 

Coot: 10 per day or in possession. 


Ducks: 5 per day, 10 in possession, including not more 
than one wood duck. 


Exception: American and Redbreasted Mergansers: 25 
singly or in the aggregate per day. No possession limit. 


Geese and Brant: 5 in the aggregate per day or in 
possession, including in such limit not more than either 
2 Canada geese (or its subspecies, Hutchins or cackling 
goose), or 2 white-fronted geese, or one of each. 


GALLINULES AND RAILS (EXCEPT COOT) 
Open Season: Sept. 1 to Oct. 30, both dates inclusive. 


Shooting Hours: One-half hour before sunrise to 


sunset. 
Bag and Possession Limits 


Rails and Gallinules (except Sora): 15 in the aggre- 
gate per day or in possessicn. 


Sora: 25 per day or in possession. 


DOVES 


Bag Limit: Ten in the aggregate of either or both 
mourning and white-winged doves per day. Not more than 
one day’s kill in possession. 


Shooting Hours: Noon to sunset. 


Open Season—Mourning Doves 


North Zone: Sept. 1 to Oct. 10, both dates inclusive, 
in Val Verde, Kinney, Uvalde, Medina, Bexar, Comal, 
Hays, Travis, Williamson, Milam, Robertson, Leon, Hous- 
ton, Cherokee, Nacogdoches and Shelby Counties, and all 
counties north and west thereof, from noon to sunset. 


South Zone: Oct. 1 to Nov. 9, from noon to sunset 


Exception: Cameron, Hidalgo, Starr, Zapata, Webb, 
Maverick, Dimmit, La Salle, Jim Hogg, Brooks, Kenedy 
and Willacy Counties: Sept. 12, 14 and 16 from 4 p. m. 
until sunset, and Oct. 1 to Nov. 6, both dates inclusive, 
from noon to sunset. 


McMullen County: State law, Nov. 1 to Dec. 15; Fed- 
eral regulation, Oct. 1 to Nov. 9, noon to sunset. 


Open Season—White-Winged Doves 


Brewster, Brooks, Cameron, Culberson, Dimmit, El Paso, 
Hidalgo, Hudspeth, Jeff Davis, Jim Hogg, Kenedy, Kinney, 
La Sallie, Maverick, Presidio, Starr, Terrell, Val Verde, 
Webb, Willacy and Zapata Counties: Sept. 12, 14 and 16, 
from 4 p. m. until sunset. Rest of state closed. 


McMullen County: State law, Nov. 1 to Dec. 15; Fed- 
eral regulation, season closed. 


Protected Area: Unlawful to shoot white-winged doves 
between Rio Grande River and State Highway No. 4 (now 
Federal Highway 83) from the Zapata-Starr County line 
to the west boundary of the city limits of Brownsville. 


WOODCOCK 
Open Season: Shelby, Nacogdoches, Angelina, Trinity, 
San Jacinto, Liberty, Chambers and all counties south 
and east thereof, Dec. 23 to Jan. 21. Rest of state closed. 
Limits: 4 per day, 8 in possession. 


Shooting Hours: One-half hour before sunrise to sun- 
set. 


BAG LIMITS 


Large-mouth black bass, small-mouth black bass, 
spotted bass, or any sub-species of these fishes, singly or 
in the aggregate, fifteen (15), of which not more than ten 
(10) shall be of greater length than eleven (11) inches; 
white bass, twenty-five (25); blue catfish, channel catfish 
and yellow catfish, singly or in the aggregate, twenty-five 
(25); crappie or white perch, twenty-five (25). In those 
counties where sale of catfish is permitted, this limitation 
as to possession of catfish does not apply to persons having 
a commercial fisherman’s license, wholesale fish dealer’s 
license, wholesale truck dealer’s fish license, or retail fish 
dealer’s license. 

Sale prohibited: Sale of bass or crappie or white perch 
prohibited in all counties. Special sale restrictions noted 
below. 

Minnow Laws: License required for dealing in min- 
nows. (See Salt Water and Commercial Fishing Laws.) 
Other restrictions on sale or transportation of minnows 
noted below. 

Notice: It is unlawful to fish by any method in waters 
within the confines of any public park under the control 
of the State Parks Board, without the consent of person 
in charge of the park. 

It is unlawful to fish from deck or road surface of any 
highway bridge or causeway maintained by State High- 
way Department or to leave any dead fish or bait on 
such property. 

It is unlawful to enter the enclosed land of another 
without the consent of the owner or person in charge 
thereof and thereon catch or take, or attempt to catch 
fish. 

Life Preservers: Required on all hired boats for each 
person aboard on fresh waters. Does not apply on river 
within ten miles of bay, inlet or gulf waters into which 
river flows, nor on Caddo Lake in Marion County, nor on 
Gulf of Mexico. Life preserver is any device designed for 
and capable of buoying body of adult in water. 


SPECIAL REGULATIONS 
COUNTY LAWS 


Anderson County: Unlawful to fish for, take or catch 
or have in possession for sale, or to carry, transport or 
ship for sale, or to buy or sell or offer for sale or offer to 
buy, barter or exchange fish taken from waters of Neches 
River. 

Angelina County: Seines and nets prohibited except 
dip net and minnow seine not more than 20 feet long for 
taking minnows. Trolling permitted from any kind of boat. 
No fish from public waters may be sold or offered or 
possessed for sale. 


Archer County: Big Wichita River, Lake Kemp, Diver- 
Gta 


sion Lake, etc.: No seines and nets permitted, except 
minnow seine as permitted on rough fish by general law 
and except twenty-foot minnow seine of not less than 
one-sixth inch square mesh for taking minnows for bait. 
May use one trotline per person or not more than two per 
party of two or more persons. Trotlines must not be set 
nearer than fifty (50) feet apart, nor contain more than 
fifty (50) hooks with any two hooks thereon nearer than 
four (4) feet apart. Unlawful to offer for barter or sale 
bass, perch, crappie, catfish, or other fish except minnows 
for bait. 


Armstrong County: Daily bag limits, 6 bass not less 
than 9 inches, 15 crappie, 15 channel or blue catfish; pos- 
session limits, 12 bass not less than 9 inches, 30 crappie, 
30 channel or blue catfish, 1000 minnows. No possession 
limits on sunfish, perch, bream and mud catfish. Permitted 
devices: ordinary pole and line, set line, artificial lures, 
one trotline per person, containing not more than 20 hooks. 
Aggregate of not more than 20 hooks permitted on all 
devices. Seines and nets prohibited except 20-foot minnow 
seine for taking minnows. Traps prohibited except com- 
mon funnel fruit jar. 


Austin County: Seines and nets prohibited except min- 
now seine not longer than 20 feet for minnows for personal 
use, and cast net. No minnows may be removed or trans- 
ported from streams for commercial sales. 


Bandera County: Unlawful to use seines and nets ex- 
cept as permitted on rough fish by general law. May use 
ten-foot minnow seine of not less than one-fourth inch 
square mesh for taking minnows for bait. Unlawful to 
sell or offer to sell any perch, or catfish. Unlawful to take 
minnows from county for sale, or to transport more than 
200 such minnows from county. 


See Medina Lake under “Lake Laws.” 


Bastrop County: Seines and nets prohibited on all fish; 
except twenty-foot seine or net for taking minnows. Fish 
weighing less than ten pounds may not be sold. Not more 
than 150 minnows may be transported beyond county at 
one time; possession of more than 150 minnows prima 
facie evidence of violation. 


Baylor County: Same as Archer County. Also, min- 
nows may not be taken from public waters for trans- 
portation out of county for sale. Transportation beyond 
county of more than 200 minnows from public waters is 
prima facie evidence of violation. 


Bell County: Lawful to take rough fish as permitted 
by general law, or with seine or net the meshes of which 
shall not be less than one inch square and with wire, rope 
or gig, provided that any bass, crappie or white perch, 
catfish, perch or trout caught by latter methods may not 
be retained. Unlawful to possess any of the above game 
fish while any of rough fish are in possession. Unlawful 
to take minnows in county for sale. Unlawful to transport 
more than 125 minnows out of county. 
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Bexar County: Permitted: ordinary hook and line, or 
trotline or artificial bait; ten-foot minnow seine of not 
less than one-fourth inch square mesh and fruit jar with 
funnel attached for taking minnows for bait; cast net and 
minnow seine on rough fish. Unlawful to sell or offer to 
sell any perch or catfish. 


Blanco County: Seines and nets unlawful except (1) 
20-foot minnow seine for taking minnows for bait; (2) 
may take rough fish with cast net or minnow seine, or 
seines and nets of not less than one-inch mesh, or with wire, 
rope or gig, but may not possess other fish while using 
such. devices. Unlawful to take or possess for sale any 
catfish, perch or bream. Unlawful to transport minnows 
from county. Possession of more than 500 minnows prima 
facie evidence of violation. See “Lake Laws” for Colorado 
River and its lakes. 


Bosque County: Unlawful to sell or offer to sell or to 
buy any fish taken from Bosque Rivers and their tribu- 
taries. Unlawful to use seines or nets, except (1) dip net, 
approved trap and 20-foot minnow seine for catching 
minnows for bait; (2) rough fish may be taken as per- 
mitted ‘by general law or with seine or net of not less 
than one-inch square mesh, but latter devices may not be 
used on other fish, and other fish may not be possessed 
while using such devices. Hoop nets are prohibited. 
Trolling is permitted from boat propelled by any means. 
Unlawtul to take minnows to transport out of county for 
purpose of sale, and transportation of more than 100 
minnows out of county evidence of violation of law. Only 
licensed bait dealers permitted to take minnows from pub- 
lic waters for sale in county. Licensed bait dealers per- 
mitted to transport for sale beyond county minnows taken 
from private hatchery. 


Bowie County: Seine o rnet of not less than 2-inch 
square mesh permitted in Sulphur River. Other waters of 
county seines and nets prohibited, except: (1) Twenty- 
foot minnow seine for catching minnows for bait; (2) 
hoop, trammel or gill net having not less than 38-inch 
square mesh for catching buffalo, carp and catfish; (38) 
cast net or minnow seine for taking rough fish. Gig, 
ordinary hook and line, set hook and line, artificial bait 
and legal fruit jar permitted. 

Brewster County: Unlawful to sell or offer for sale 
any fish taken in county. In Rio Grande River seines and 
nets prohibited except twenty-foot minnow seine for tak- 
ing minnows. 

Briscoe County: Same as Armstrong County. 


Brown County: Unlawful to use seine or net except 
20-foot minnow seine to take minnows for bait and except 
cast net and legal minnow seine for rough fish. Unlawful 
to sell catfish taken in county. 


Burnet County: Unlawful to sell catfish taken in 
county. Seines and nets prohibited except: (1) 20-foot 
minnow seine on minnows for bait; (2) may take rough 
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fish with cast net or 20-foot minnow seine, or with seines 
and nets having meshes not less than one-inch square, 
or with wire, rope or gig, but may not possess other fish 
when using latter devices. Unlawful to transport min- 
nows out of county. Possession of more than 500 prima 
facie evidence of violation. For Colorado River and its 
lakes, see “Lake Laws.” . 

Callahan County: See Lake Baird, in “Lake Laws.” 

Carson County: Same as Armstrong County. 

Cass County: Permitted: gig, ordinary hook and line, 
set hook and line and artificial bait, and fruit jar with 
funnel for minnows. Seines and nets prohibited, except 
(1) 20-foot minnow seine for minnows for bait; (2) hoop, 
trammel or gill net of not less than 83-inch square mesh for 
buffalo, carp and catfish, and cast net and minnow seine 
on rough fish. 


Castro County: Same as Armstrong County. 


Chambers County: May take rough fish with cast net 
or legal minnow seine or with seines and nets the meshes 
of which are not less than one-inch square, or with wire, 
rope or gig, but may not possess other fish when using 
latter devices. 


Cherokee County: Same as Angelina County. 

Childress County: Same as Armstrong County. 

Coleman County: Unlawful to use seine or net except 
(1) 20-foot minnow seine for catching minnows for bait; 
(2) net of not less than 3-inch mesh for taking carp and 
suckers in Colorado River; (8) cast net or legal minnow 
seine for rough fish. 

Collin County: Same as Chambers County. 

Collingsworth County: Same as Armstrong County. 


Comanche County: Cast net or legal minnow seine, or 
seine or net of not less than one-inch square mesh and 
wire, rope or gig are permitted for taking rough fish, but 
other fish may not be possessed while using latter devices. 
Minnows may not be transported beyond county, ex- 
cept 200 for personal use and minnows raised in minnow 
hatchery. Possession of more than 400 minnows by non- 
resident of county prima facie evidence of violation. 


Concho County: Unlawful to transport more than 200 
minnows out of county. No minnows may be transported 
out of county for sale. Unlawful to sell catfish taken in 
county. Seines and nets prohibited except 20-foot minnow 
seine for minnows, cast net or legal minnow seine for 
rough fish, and nets of not less than three-inch square 
mesh for catching carp and suckers in Colorado River. 


Cooke County: Fish may not be taken or possessed for 
sale. Ordinary hook and line, set line, throw line, or ordi- 
nary cord line, and legal fruit jar for minnows permitted. 
Seines and nets prohibited except: (1) 20-foot minnow 
seine for taking minnows for bait; (2) cast net or legal 
minnow seine, or seines or nets the meshes of which are 
not less than one inch square, or wire, rope or gig for tak- 
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ing rough fish, but no other fish may be possessed when 
using latter devices; (8) seine or net having mesh not less 
than one and one-half inches square to seine fish for prop- 
agation purposes under supervision of a game warden. 
Unlawful to take minnows in district composed of Grayson 
and Cooke counties to transport out of district for sale, 
or to sell said minnows outside of said district. Transpor- 
tation out of district of more than 200 by any person or 
of any amount by minnow dealer prima facie evidence of 
violation. This minnow law applies to Lake Texoma also. 
For special Lake Texoma laws, see “Lake Laws.” 


Coryell County: Unlawful to take minnows for sale, 
or to transport more than 125 minnows outside of 
county. Seines and nets prohibited except (1) 20-foot 
minnow seine for taking minnows for bait; (2) may take 
rough fish with cast net or legal minnow seine or with 
one-inch square mesh seines or nets, or with wire, rope 
or gig, but may not possess other fish when using latter 
devices. 

Cottle County: Same as Armstrong County. 


Culberson County: Unlawful to sell or offer for sale 
any fish taken in county. In Rio Grande river seines and 
nets prohibited except 20-ft. minnow seine for minnows. 


Dallam County: Same as Armstrong County. 


Dallas County: Permitted: pole and line, rod and reel, 
set line, throw line, trotline, artificial lure with more than 
2 hooks on ordinary pole and line or rod and reel; cast 
net or legal minnow seine on rough fish; minnow seine 
not longer than 20 feet and legal fruit jar for minnows. 
Hooks on throw, set or trotline may not be closer than 
38 feet apart. Illegal tackle in possession closer than 200 
yards or public water is prima facie evidence of law 
violation. 

Deaf Smith County: Same as Armstrong County. 


Delta County: Lawful to grabble for, or use seine or 
net having meshes one-inch square to take catfish, perch, 
buffalo and drum. 

Denton County: Same as Chambers County. 


De Witt County: Unlawful to sell or offer to sell or to 
buy any fish taken in county. May take suckers, buffalo, 
carp, shad or gar with seine or net of not less than one- 
inch square mesh, or by wire, rope or gig, but may not 
possess any other species of fish when using such devices. 

Dimmit County: Minnows may not be taken in county 
for sale, or sold. Commercial minnow dealers may not 
transport minnows from the county. Unlawful to sell 
catfish. Seines and nets prohibited except: (1) May 
use 20-foot minnow seine to take minnows for bait; and 
(2) may use cast net or legal minnow seine, or seines or 
nets of not less than one-inch square mesh, or wire, rope 
or gig, to take rough fish, but may not possess any other 
species of fish while using latter devices. 


Donley County: Same as Armstrong County. 
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Edwards County: Unlawful to sell or offer or possess 
for sale any perch, bream or catfish. Legal fruit jar and 
20-foot minnow seine permitted for minnows. No device 
may have more than 2 hooks, except artificial lures used 
with rod and reel. Bottles, cans and floats of any kind 
may not be used unless line to which hooks are attached 
is tied securely to stationary object or held by fisherman. 
Unlawful to take from county minnows for sale, or to 
. transport more than 200 minnows beyond county. 


El Paso County: Unlawful to sell fish taken in county. 
Permitted: hook and line, pole and line, trotline, or set 
line; cast net or legal minnow seine for rough fish; 10-ft. 
minnow seine with meshes not larger than three-eighths 
inch square and legal fruit jar for minnows. 


Erath County: Unlawful to sell or buy, or offer for sale 
any fish from Lake Waco and Bosque Rivers and their 
tributaries. Devices permitted are ordinary pole and line, 
set line, artificial lures, one trotline per person, containing 
not more than 50 hooks, spaced not less than three feet 
apart. Aggregate of not more than 50 hooks permitted on 
all devices. Seines and nets prohibited except 20-ft. min- 
now seine for minnows; traps prohibited except common 
funnel fruit jar. Limits: 25 crappie per day or in posses- 
sion, any length; 25 in aggregate of channel, blue or 
yellow catfish per day or in possession, any length; 15 
black bass per day or in possession, not less than 7 inches 
in length; 25 white bass per day or in possession, any 
length. No limit on sunfish, perch, bream and mud catfish. 
Not more than 100 minnows may be taken or possessed 
at one time from Possum Kingdom Lake. 


Falls County: Unlawful to sell or offer for sale or to 
buy any fish taken from waters of Brazos River or within 
one mile of mouth of any tributary of the Brazos River. 
Unlawful to transport more than 125 minnows beyond 
county. 


Fannin County: Same as Chambers County. 


Fayette County: Seines and nets prohibited except 
minnow seine not longer than 20 feet. Minnows may not be 
transported beyond county for sale. Not more than 200 
minnows may be transported beyond county for any pur- 
pose and possession of more than 200 minnows prima facie 
evidence of violation. 


Fisher County: Same as Chambers County. 

Foard County: Minnows taken in county may not be 
transported beyond county, except those raised in private 
hatcheries and except 150 for personal use. Possession of 
more than 500 minnows prima facie evidence of violation. 


Franklin County: May take catfish, perch, buffalo and 
drum by hand or with seine or net having meshes one 
inch square. 


Freestone County: Seines and nets may have mesh 
not less than 2 inches square. 


Gillespie County: May take rough fish with seine or 
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net of not less than one-inch square mesh or with wire, 
rope or gig, but may not possess other fish when using 
such devices. No device may have more than two hooks 
except artificial lures with rod and reel. Bottles, cans and 
floats of any kind shall not be used unless the line to 
which hooks are attached is tied securely to stationary 
object or held by fisherman. Twenty-foot minnow seine 
lawful for taking minnows. Minnows may not be trans- 
ported beyond county. Possession of more than 500 min- 
nows prima facie evidence of violation of law. Catfish, 
crappie, perch, bass and bream may not be taken or pos- 
sessed for sale. 


Gonzales County: Seines and nets may not be used or 
possessed except minnow seine not longer than 20 feet 
with not less than 1/6 inch mesh for minnows. Possession 
of prohibited seine or net within 200 yards of public water 
prima facie evidence of violation. 


Gray County: Same as Armstrong County. 


Grayson County: For special regulations for Lake 
Texoma, see “Lake Laws.” Minnows may not be taken 
from district composed of Grayson and Cooke counties 
to transport for sale outside of district, nor sold outside 
of said district. Transportation out of district of more 
than 200 by any person or of any amount by minnow 
dealer prima facie evidence of violation. In waters of 
county (except Lake Texoma) permitted devices are: 
ordinary hook and line, set line, throw line, cord line; 
legal fruit jar and 20-foot minnow seine for minnows; cast 
net or legal minnow seine for rough fish; seine or net of 
not less than 1% inch on any fish; and of not less than 
1-inch square mesh, or wire, rope or gig for rough fish, 
but other fish may not be possessed while using latter 
devices. Fish may not be taken or possessed for sale. 


Guadalupe County: Unlawful to sell or offer for sale 
any bass, perch, crappie or catfish taken from waters of 
county. Gear permitted: ordinary hook and line, trotline 
or artificial bait; 20-foot minnow seine of not less than 
one-fourth inch mesh and legal fruit jar for minnows; 
cast net or legal minnow seine for rough fish; 38-inch 
square mesh seine or net for rough fish but no other fish 
may be possessed while using same. 


Hall County: Same as Armstrong County. 

Hamilton County: Drag seine or net unlawful except: 
(1) 20-ft. minnow seine to take minnows; (2) cast net or 
legal minnow seine for rough fish; (3) 1%-inch square 
mesh net for rough fish, but no other fish may be pos- 
sessed while using this device. Unlawful to take minnows 
for sale or offer for sale, or to transport more than 125 
minnows outside of county. 

Hansford County: Same as Armstrong County. 

Hardeman County: Same as Foard County. 

Hardin County: Same as Chambers County. 

Harrison County: Seines and nets prohibited in all 
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waters, except: (1) 20-ft. minnow seine for minnows; (2) 
hoop net, set net or trammel net with meshes not less 
than 3% inches square for taking buffalo, gar, catfish, shad 
and bowfin or grindle; (3) cast net or legal minnow seine 
for rough fish. Unlawful to take or possess alligators. 
Limit on white bass is 25 per day or in possession. Addi- 
tional laws applying to Caddo Lake are: cast net per- 
mitted for taking minnows; gig or spear prohibited; bag 
limits on bream and goggle-eye, 35. Driving or riding in 
boat while under influence of intoxicants, or driving in 
reckless manner or at high rate of speed is unlawful. 
Shooting in, on, along or across Caddo Lake unlawful ex- 
cept when hunting during open season. Fish guides may 
not take, catch, retain or have in possession any bass or 
crappie. 
Hartley County: Same as Armstrong County. 


Haskell County: Unlawful to transport minnows out- 
side of county. Possession of more than 500 minnows 
prima facie evidence of violation. 


Hays County: Unlawful to transport minnows taken 
from waters out of county for sale, or to transport more 
than 200 for any purpose. Possession of more than 200 
minnows prima facie evidence of violation. 


Hemphill County: Same as Armstrong County. 
Henderson County: Same as Angelina County. 


Hill County: Unlawful to transport minnows outside of 
county, except 150 for personal use. Possession of more 
than 500 prima facie evidence of violation. 


Hood County: Minnows may not be taken from public 
waters for sale outside of county. Devises permitted are 
ordinary pole and line, set line, artificial lures, one trot- 
line per person, containing not more than 50 hooks, spaced 
not less than 3 feet apart. Aggregate of not more than 50 
hooks permitted on all devices. Seines and nets prohibited 
except 20-ft. minnow seine for minnows; traps prohibited 
except common funnel fruit jar. Limits: 25 crappie per 
day or in possession, any length; 25 in aggregate of 
channel, blue or yellow catfish per day or in possession, 
any length; 15 black bass per day or in possession, not 
less than 7 inches in length; 25 white bass per day or in 
possession, any length. No limit on sunfish, perch, bream 
and mud catfish. Not more than 100 minnows may be taken 
or possessed at one time from Possum Kingdom Lake. 

Hopkins County: May take catfish, perch, buffalo and 
drum by hand or with seine or net of one-inch square 
mesh. 

Houston County: Following regulations apply in all 
public waters except Trinity River: seines and nets pro- 
hibited except dip net and minnow seine not more than 20 
feet long for taking minnows; trolling permitted from 
any kind of boat; no fish from public waters may be sold, 
or offered or possessed for sale. 


Hudspeth County: Unlawful to sell or offer for sale fish 
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taken in county. In Rio Grande river seines an.! nets 
prohibited except 20-foot minnow seines for minnows. 


Hunt County: Only ordinary hook line, set line or throw 
line, ordinary cord line, seine or net with meshes not less 
than one and one-half inches square, legal fruit jar and 
legal minnow seine for minnows; cast net and legal min- 
now seine for rough fish, permitted. Unlawful to sell or 
offer to sell catfish. 


Hutchinson County: Same as Armstrong County. 


Jack County: Devices permitted are ordinary pole and 
line, set line, artificial lures, one trotline per person, con- 
taining not more than 50 hooks, spaced not less than 38 
feet apart. Aggregate of not more than 50 hooks per- 
mitted on all devices. Seines and nets prohibited except 
20-foot minnow seine for minnows; traps prohibited ex- 
cept common funnel fruit jar. Limits: 25 crappie per day 
or in possession, any length; 25 in aggregate of channel, 
blue or yellow catfish per day or in possession, any length; 
15 black bass per day or in possession, not less than 7 
inches in length; 25 white bass per day or in possession, 
any length. No limit on sunfish, perch, bream and mud 
catfish. Not more than 100 minnows may be taken or 
possessed at one time from Possum Kingdom Lake. Un- 
lawful to take minnows from waters of county for sale 
outside of district composed of Jack, Young, Stephens and 
Palo Pinto Counties. Unlawful to transport minnows be- 
yond district for sale. 

Jackson County: Permitted devices: Hook and line or 
trotline or flounder gig and light, or cast net or minnow 
seine not more than 20 feet in length for catching bait 
and rough fish; legal fruit jar for minnows. All other de- 
vices prohibited. 

Jasper County: Unlawful to transport minnows beyond 
county. Possession of more than 500 prima facie evidence 
of violation. 

Jeff Davis County: Unlawful to sell or offer for sale 
any fish taken in county. 


Jefferson County: Same as Angelina County. 


Jim Wells County: Unlawful to take for purpose of 
sale any fish from Lake Corpus Christi in San Patricio, 
Jim Wells and Live Oak counties, or from the waters of 
Nueces River between Calallen Dam and west boundary 
line of Live Oak County on Nueces River. Unlawful to 
use seine or net except 20-foot minnow seine for taking 
minnows and rough fish, and cast net for rough fish. Un- 
lawful to use trotline with hooks less than 3 feet apart. 


Johnson County: Unlawful to take minnows in county 
for purpose of sale for use outside of county, or to trans- 
port more than 125 minnows outside of county. 

Jones County: Unlawful to take any fish in county for 
commercial purposes. In addition, in Fort Phantom Hill 
Lake, gear permitted is: only 2 ordinary poles and lines 
or rods and reels, or fly rods, or 2 throw lines each 
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equipped with not more than 2 hooks; legal fruit jar and 
legal minnow seine for minnows; cast net or legal minnow 
seine for rough fish. Minnows may not be taken for sale. 
Possession limit on minnows, 100. 


Kaufman County: Hooks on set line, throw line or 
trotline, may not be closer than 3 feet apart. Seines and 
nets unlawful except 20-foot minnow seine for minnows 
and rough fish, and cast net for rough fish. Possession of 
prohibited tackle within 200 yards of water prima facie 
evidence of violation. Size limits: bass, trout, 8 inches; 
erappie or other fish, % pound. Sale of bass (trout), crap- 
pie (white perch), bream or other perch, or channel cat- 
fish less than 12 inches long, prohibited. 


Kendall County: Trot or set line may not have more 
than 25 hooks, spaced not closer than 4 feet apart. Unlaw- 
ful to transport minnows beyond county. Possession of 
more than 500 minnows prima facie evidence of violation. 
Seine or net prohibited except (1) 20-foot minnow seine for 
minnows and rough fish; (2) cast net for rough fish; (3) 
seine or net having not less than one-inch-square mesh or 
wire, rope, or gig, for rough fish, but may not possess 
other fish while using latter devices. 

Kerr County: Unlawful to take minnows from county 
for sale, or to transport more than 200 minnows beyond 
county when taken in county. Unlawful to sell or offer for 
sale any bass, perch, crappie or catfish taken in county. 
Gear permitted: ordinary hook and line, trotline or arti- 
ficial bait, and legal fruit jar for minnows. Unlawful to 
use seines and nets except 10-foot minnow seines with 
meshes not less than %-inch square for taking minnows, 
and cast net or legal minnow seine for rough fish. 


Kimble County: May not use more than one hook per 
line, except artificial bait. One person may not use more 
than 6 poles and lines or rods and reels at one time. Trot- 
lines unlawful. Seines and nets unlawful, except minnow 
seine for minnows; and may take rough fish with cast net 
or legal minnow seine; or with seine or net having meshes 
not less than one-inch square, or with wire, rope or gig, 
but may not possess other fish when using such devices. 
Not more than 125 minnows may be transported beyond 
county. Possession of prohibited tackle within 200 yards of 
stream or lake is prima facie evidence of violation. Un- 
lawful to take, offer or possess for sale any catfish, perch 
or bream. 

King County: Minnows may not be transported beyond 
county, except 150 for personal use and minnows raised 
in hatchery. Possession of more than 500 minnows prima 
facie evidence of violation. 

Knox County: Minnows may not be transported beyond 
county, except 150 for personal use and minnows raised 
in hatchery. Possession of more than 500 minnows prima 
facie evidence of violation. 

Lamar County: Seines and nets prohibited, except (1) 
seine or net of not less than 2-inch square mesh; (2) 20- 
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foot minnow seine to take minnows for bait; (8) may take 
rough fish with cast net or legal minnow seine, or with 
seine or net having meshes not less than one-inch square, 
or with wire, rope or gig, but other fishes may not be 
possessed while using latter devices. 


Lampasas County: Unlawful to sell catfish. Seines and 
nets prohibited except (1) 20-foot minnow seine for taking 
minnows for bait; (2) may take rough fish with cast net 
or legal minnow seine; or with seine or net having meshes 
not less than one-inch square or with wire, rope or gig, 
but may not possess other fishes while using latter de- 
vices. Minnows may not be transported beyond county for 
sale and not more than 200 minnows may be transported 
for any purpose. Special regulations apply to Colorado 
River and its lakes. See “Lake Laws.” 


Lipscomb County: Same as Armstrong County. 


Live Oak County: Unlawful to take any fish for sale 
from Lake Corpus Christi in San Patricio, Jim Wells and 
Live Oak counties, or from waters of Nueces River be- 
tween Calallen Dam and west boundary line of Live Oak 
County on Nueces River, including all waters within all 
tributaries of Nueces River within Live Oak, San Patricio 
and Nueces counties. Unlawful to use seine or net except 
20-foot minnow seine for minnows and rough fish, and 
cast net for rough fish. Unlawful to use trotline with 
hooks less than 38 feet apart. 


Llano County: Unlawful to transport minnows beyond 
county. Possession of more than 500 minnows evidence of 
violation of law. No device may have more than two hooks 
except artificial lures used with rod and reel. Seines and 
nets prohibited, except: (1) 20-ft. minnow seine to take 
minnows; (2) may take rough fish with cast net or legal 
minnow seine; or with seine or net having meshes not 
less than one inch square, or with wire, rope or gig, but 
other fishes may not be possessed while using latter de- 
vices. Unlawful to take, offer or possess for sale any cat- 
fish, perch, or bream. Special regulations apply to Colorado 
River and its lakes. See “Lake Laws.” 


Loving County: Unlawful to sell catfish taken in coun- 
ty. Seines and nets prohibited, except 20-ft. minnow seine 
to take minnows and rough fish, and cast net for rough 
fish. 


Marion County: Permitted devices: ordinary hook and 
line, rod and reel, set hook and line, trotline or artificial 
bait and legal fruit jars for minnows. Seines and nets 
prohibited except: (1) 20-ft. minnow seine for minnows 
and rough fish; (2) hoop net, set net or trammel net of 
not less than 34-inch mesh, for buffalo fish, garfish, cat- 
fish, shad and bowfin or grindle. Cast net permitted for 
taking minnows and rough fish. Limit on white bass, 25 
per day or in possession. Unlawful for guide to take, 
retain or possess any bass or crappie. Unlawful to drive 
or ride in any boat on Caddo Lake while under influence 
of intoxicants, or to drive self-propelled motor craft in 
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careless manner or at high speed. Unlawful to shoot in, 
on, or along or across Caddo Lake except while hunting, 
during open season. Gig permitted in Caddo Lake on 
buffalo, gar, shad, bowfin or grindle, and catfish. Unlawful 
to take or possess alligator. 


Mason County: Unlawful to transport minnows out of 
county. Possession of more than 500 minnows evidence of 
violation of law. Unlawful to take fish by device equipped 
with more than two hooks, except artificial lures used 
with rod and reel. Bottles, cans and floats unlawful unless 
line to which hooks are attached is tied securely to sta- 
tionary object or held by fisherman. Seines and nets pro- 
hibited, except: (1) 20-ft. minnow seine for taking min- 
nows and rough fish; (2) may take rough fish with cast 
net or with seine or net having meshes not less than one 
inch square or wire, rope or gig, but may not possess 
other fish while such devices are being used. Unlawful to 
take, offer or possess for sale catfish, perch, crappie, 
bream or bass. 


Medina County: Special laws apply to Medina Lake. 
See “Lake Laws.” Other waters of county, gear permitted: 
ordinary hook and line, or trotline or artificial bait. Seines 
and nets prohibited, except (1) 10-ft. minnow seine with 
meshes not less than one-fourth inch square for taking 
minnows for bait; (2) may take rough fish with cast net 
or legal minnow seine; or with seine or net having meshes 
not less than one inch square, or with wire, rope or gig, 
but may not possess other fish while using latter devices. 
All waters, unlawful to sell or offer to sell perch or catfish 
taken in county. 


Menard County: Unlawful to use device equipped with 
more than two hooks, except artificial lures used with rod 
and reel. Bottles, cans and floats unlawful unless line to 
which hooks are attached is tied securely to stationary 
object or held by fisherman. May use 20-ft. minnow seine 
and legal fruit jar to take minnows. May take rough fish 
with cast net or legal minnow seine, or with seine or net 
having meshes not less than one inch square, or with wire, 
rope or gig, but no other fish may be possessed while 
latter devices are used. Unlawful to take, offer or possess 
for sale any catfish, perch, crappie, bream or bass. Min- 
nows may not be taken from county for sale. Not more 
than 200 minnows may be transported out of county. 


Milam County: Twenty-foot minnow seine permitted 
for taking minnows and rough fish, and cast net permitted 
for rough fish. Other seines and nets prohibited. Sale of 
fish taken in county prohibited. 


Mills County: Unlawful to sell bass, crappie or catfish. 
Seines and nets unlawful, except 20-ft. minnow seine to 
take minnows and rough fish, and except cast net or seine 
or net the meshes of which are not less than one inch 
square, or wire, rope or gig, used for taking rough fish, 
but no other fish may be possessed while latter devices 
are used. 
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Mitchell County: Same as Chambers County. Also 
trotlines may not have more than 25 hooks and must 
have metal identification tag bearing name and address 
of owner. Fish from Lake Colorado City may not be 
taken for sale. 


Montgomery County: Lawful to use set or gill nets 
having meshes not less than four inches square, for taking 
all fish except bass, catfish, crappie and perch. Minnows 
taken in county may not be transported beyond county 
except 150 for personal use, unless raised in private min- 
now hatchery. Possession of more than 500 minnows prima 
facie evidence of violation. 


Moore County: Same as Armstrong County. 


Morris County: Any kind of seine or net with meshes 
not less than two inches square permitted on all fish. 
Unlawful to shoot on, in, along or across Daingerfield 
Lake unless hunting with shotgun during open season. 


Motley County: Same as Armstrong County. 


McCulloch County: Unlawful to transport minnows 
out of county except 150 for personal use. Possession of 
more than 500 prima facie evidence of violation. May 
not sell catfish taken in county. Seines and nets 
unlawful, except: 20-ft. minnow seine to take minnows 
and rough fish; and may take rough fish with cast net, or 
with seine or net having meshes not less than one inch 
square or with wire, rope or gig, but may not possess other 
fish while using latter devices. 


McLennan County: Unlawful to sell or buy or offer to 
sell any fish from waters of Lake Waco or Bosque Rivers 
and their tributaries. Unlawful to transport minnows be- 
yond county for sale. Possession of more than 100 min- 
nows prima facie evidence of violation. May take rough 
fish with 20-ft. minnow seine or cast net, or with seine 
or net the meshes of which are not less than one inch 
square, or with wire, rope, or gig, but other fish may not 
be possessed while such devices are being used. 

Nacogdoches County: Same as Angelina County. 

Newton County: Unlawful to transport minnows out 
of county. Possession of more than 500 minnows evidence 
of law violation. 

Nolan County: Only one trotline may be used, and it 
may not contain more than 25 hooks; or only one threw 
line may be used, and it may not contain more than two 
hooks. Twenty-foot minnow seine permitted for taking 
minnows and rough fish. May take rough fish with cast 
net, or with seine or net the meshes of which are not less 
than one inch square, or with wire, rope or gig, but other 
fish may not be possessed while latter devices are being 
used. 

Nueces County: Same as Live Oak County. 

Ochiltree County: Same as Armstrong County. 

Oldham County: Same as Armstrong County. 

Orange County: Same as Angelina County.

Palo Pinto County: Same as Jack County. Also, un- 
lawful to sell fish from Possum Kingdom Lake or its 
backwaters. 


Parmer County: Same as Armstrong County. 


Parker County: Same as Chambers County. Also, un- 
lawful to transport minnows out of county except 150 for 
personal use. Possession of more than 500 minnows evi- 
dence of law violation. 

Pecos County: Unlawful to sell any fish taken in coun- 
ty. Permitted gear: ordinary hook and line or trotline or 
artificial bait. Seines and nets prohibited except 20-ft. 
minnow seine for taking minnows and rough fish and cast 
net for rough fish. 

Polk County: Unlawful to take minnows from waters 
of county for sale; unlawful for commercial minnow deal- 
er or his employee to take minnows. Unlawful to trans- 
port minnows outside of county for sale or to transport 
more than 200 minnows outside of county, or to have 
more than 200 minnows in vehicle. 

Potter County: Same as Armstrong County. 

Presidio County: Unlawful to sell fish taken in said 
county. In Rio Grande river seines and nets prohibited 
except 20-ft. minnow seine for taking minnows. 


Rains County: Same as Angelina County. 
Randall County: Same as Armstrong County. 


Real County: Unlawful to use gear with more than 2 
hooks, except artificial lures used with rod and reel. Bot- 
tles, cans and fioats unlawful unless line to which hooks 
are attached is tied securely to stationary object or held 
by fisherman. Twenty-foot minnow seine permitted for 
minnows and rough fish, and cast net for rough fish. Un- 
lawful to take minnows for sale, or transport beyond coun- 
ty more than 200 minnows. Unlawful to take, offer or 
possess for sale, catfish, perch or bream. 


Red River County: Seine or net of not less than 2-inch 
square mesh permitted in Sulphur River. 


Reeves County: Unlawful to sell any fish taken in 
county. Gear permitted: ordinary hook and line or trotline 
or artificial bait. Seines and nets unlawful, except 20-ft. 
minnow seine to take minnows and rough fish, and cast 
net for rough fish. 

Roberts County: Same as Armstrong County. 

Robertson County: Unlawful to take minnows for 
transportation outside of county for sale, or to sell min- 
nows outside of county. Transportation of minnows be- 
yond county by dealer and transportation of more than 
200 minnows beyond county by any person prima facie 
evidence of violation. 

Rockwall County: Seine or net having meshes less 
than 1% inches square permitted. Fish may not be taken 
or possessed for sale. 

Runnels County: Unlawful to sell catfish taken in 
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county. Seines and nets prohibited except 20-ft. minnow 
seine to take minnows and rough fish, and cast net for 
rough fish, and 3-inch mesh net for carp and suckers in 
Colorado River. 


Rusk County: Same as Angelina County. 

Sabine County: Same as Angelina County. 

San Augustine County: Same as Angelina County. 
San Patricio County: Same as Live Oak County. 


San Saba County: Unlawful to sell or buy or offer to 
sell any fish. For gear permitted in Colorado River and 
its lakes, see “Lake Laws.” Other waters, unlawful to 
take fish by any device except ordinary pole and 
line or throw line equipped with more than two hooks, 
except dowagiac or other artificial bait. Trotlines may not 
have more than 20 hooks. Minnow seine not more than 
20 feet long permitted for catching minnows and rough 
fish. May take rough fish with cast net and with seine or 
net having meshes not less than one-inch square, or with 
wire, rope or gig, but may not possess other fish while 
using such devices. Unlawful to transport minnows out- 
side of ccunty, except 150 for personal use. Possession 
of more than 500 minnows evidence of violation of this 
act. 

Shackelford County: Unlawful to take any fish for 
commercial purposes. 


Sherman County: Same as Armstrong County. 
Smith County: Same as Angelina County. 


Somervell County: Unlawful to take minnows for sale 
or to transport any minnows beyond county for sale, or 
to transport more than 200 minnows beyond county, or 
to have more than 200 minnows in any vehicle in said 
county. 


Stephens County: Same as Jack and Palo Pinto 
Counties. 

Sutton County: Unlawful to use device with more 
than 2 hooks except artificial lures used with rod and reel. 
Bottles, cans and floats prohibited unless line to which 
hooks are attached is tied securely to stationary object 
or held by fisherman. Twenty-foot minnow seine permitted 
to take minnows and rough fish. Cast net permitted on 
rough fish. Unlawful to take minnows for sale, or to 
transport more than 200 minnows outside of county. Un- 
lawful to take, offer or possess for sale any catfish, perch, 
crappie, bream or bass. 

Swisher County: Same as Armstrong County. 

Tarrant County: Unlawful to fish in Lake Worth and 
Eagle Mountain Lake except in accordance with regula- 
tions made by Game, Fish and Oyster Commission. See 
“Lake Laws.” 

Taylor County: See “Lake Laws” for Fort Phantom 
Hill Lake regulations. 

Terrell County: Unlawful to sell or offer for sale any 
fish taken in county. 

Leon 


Titus County: Lawful to use seine or net with meshes 
not less than 2 inches square. 


Tom Green County: Gear permitted: ordinary hook 
and line, rod, reel, artificial bait or natural bait, trotline 
or set line, provided that such trotline or set line is not 
equipped with more than 380 hooks, and group of persons 
fishing together may not use more than 2 trotlines or set 
lines, and no 2 trotlines or set lines shall be joined to- 
gether. Possession of prohibited tackle on water or set up 
for use is violation. Twenty-foot minnow seine permitted 
for minnows and rough fish. Cast net lawful on rough fish. 
Unlawful to sell, buy or attempt to buy any fish except 
buffalo, carp, suckers and gar. Unlawful to use crappie, 
catfish or bass for bait. Unlawful to transport minnows 
beyond county for sale or to transport more than 200 
minnows beyond county for any purpose in any one 
day. 

Travis County: Following regulations apply to all 
waters except Colorado River, beginning with Lake Austin, 
and its lakes. Unlawful to use trotline or throw line 
with hooks spaced closer than 8 feet. May take rough fish 
with cast net or legal minnow seine; or with seine or net 
having meshes not less than one inch square, or with 
wire, rope or gig, but may not possess other fish while 
using such devices. No fish may be sold except rough fish, 
mullet and needle fish. For tackle permitted in Lakes Austin 
and Travis and Colorado River, beginning with Lake 
Austin, see “Lake Laws.” All waters, minnows may not 
be transported beyond county for sale and not more than 
200 minnows may be transported beyond county for any 
purpose. 

Trinity County: Same as Polk County. 

Tyler County: Same as Angelina County. 

Uvalde County: Same as Chambers County. Also, un- 
lawful to take minnows for sale or to sell minnows taken 
in county. Unlawful for commercial minnow dealer or his 
employee to transport minnows from county. May not sell 
catfish. 

Val Verde County: All waters: unlawful to sell catfish. 
Seines and nets unlawful except cast net for rough fish 
and 20-ft. minnow seine for taking minnows and rough 
fish. In all waters except Rio Grande River, Pecos River 
and San Felipe Creek: not more than an aggregate of 20 
hooks permitted on devices; unlawful to use crappie, cat- 
fish or bass for bait; unlawful to transport minnows from 
county. Possession of more than 200 minnows prima facie 
evidence of violation. In Devil’s River and its lakes, fish 
bag limit 20 in aggregate per day or in possession. 


Van Zandt County: Same as Angelina County. 


Walker County: Unlawful to transport minnows out of 
county for sale, or to transport more than 2000 minnows 
out of county for any purpose, or to have more than 2000 
minnows in a vehicle in said county. 


Waller County: Same as Austin County. 
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Ward County: Seine or net unlawful, except 20-ft. 
minnow seine permitted for taking minnows and rough 
fish, and cast net for rough fish. Unlawful to sell catfish. 


Washington County: Unlawful to take minnows from 
public waters for purpose of transporting outside of county 
for sale, or to sell said minnows outside of county. Such 
transportation of any minnows by dealer, or of more 
than 200 by other person, is prima facie evidence of 
violation. 

Wheeler County: Same as Armstrong County. 


Wichita County: Same as Archer County. 


Wilbarger County: Minnows may not be taken to 
transport out of county for sale. Transportation of not 
more than 200 minnows raised in minnow hatchery per- 
mitted for personal use. Transportation of more than 200 
beyond county prima facie evidence of violation. 


Williamson County: Seines and nets prohibited, except 
(1) minnow seine not more than 20 feet long for taking 
minnows and rough fish; (2) may take rough fish with 
cast net, or with seine or net having meshes not less than 
one inch square, or with wire, rope or gig, but may not 
possess other fish while using such devices. Unlawful to 
transport minnows out of county except 150 for personal 
use. Possession of more than 500 minnows evidence of 
violation of law. May not sell catfish. 


Wilson County: Unlawful to sell bass, perch, crappie 
or catfish taken in county. Seines and nets prohibited, 
except 10-foot minnow seine with meshes not less than 
one-fourth inch square to take minnows and 20-ft. min- 
now seine and cast net for rough fish. 

Wise County: Minnows same as Washington County. 
Also, seines, nets and snag lines unlawful except 20-ft. 
minnow seine for minnows for bait. Hooks on set line, throw 
line or trot line may not be closer than 3 feet apart. Artifi- 
cial bait may have more than 2 hooks, and may be used only 
on ordinary pole and line or rod and reel. Possession of 
prohibited tackle within 200 yards of waters prima facie 
evidence of violation. 


Wood County: Same as Angelina County. 


Young County: Same as Jack and Palo Pinto Counties, 
except that in Clear Fork of the Brazos River from 
Stovall Dam downstream to bridge on county road leading 
from Woodson to Eliasville trotlines are prohibited. Un- 
lawful to sell any fish taken in county, including Possum 
Kingdom Lake and its backwaters, except those taken in 
Brazos River and Clear Fork of Brazos. 


Zavala County: Seines and nets unlawful except (1) 
seine or net with meshes not less than three inches square 
to take buffalo, carp, garfish and/or turtles; (2) may take 
rough fish with legal minnow seine, or cast net, or with 
seine or net having meshes not less than one inch square, 
or with wire, rope or gig, but may not possess other fish 
while using latter devices; (3) 20-foot minnow seine for 
taking minnows. Sale of catfish unlawful. Minnows may 
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not be taken for sale or sold. Commercial dealers may 
not transport minnows beyond county. 


LAKE LAWS 


Lake Austin from and including mouth of Bull Creek 
and south and east thereof, permitted gear, not more 
than 2 of the same or different types as follows: ordinary 
pole and line, rod, reel and line; hand line, set line, throw 
line, artificial lures when used with fly rod or rod and 
reel. Except when artificial lures are used no line shall 
have more than 2 hooks and only 2 lines shall be used at 
one time. Twenty-foot minnow seine permitted for min- 
nows and rough fish; cast net permitted on rough fish. 
Minnows taken in public waters of Travis County may 
not be transported beyond county for sale, and not more 
than 200 minnows may be transported beyond county for 
any purpose. Fish may not be sold. 


Colorado River and its Lakes: Beginning at the mouth 
of Bull Creek to headwaters of Buchanan Lake, including 
Lakes Travis, Buchanan, Roy Inks, Granite Shoals, 
Marble Falls, and that part of Lake Austin beginning at 
(but not including) mouth of Bull Creek, permitted de- 
vices are ordinary pole and line, throw line with not more 
than 6 hooks, rod and reel with not more than 6 hooks, 
artificial bait, fruit jar with funnel attached for minnows, 
and trotline with not more than 30 hooks. Not more than 
30 hooks in aggregate permitted on all devices. No device 
may be attached to another device by any means. Trotlines 
prohibited in vicinity of boat dock or pier, bathing pier 
or beach or any place commonly used as a swimming and 
bathing area. Seines and nets prohibited except 20-foot 
minnow seine for taking minnows and rough fish, cast 
net for rough fish. Minnows taken in public waters of 
Travis County or Lampasas County may not be trans- 
ported beyond county for sale, and not more than 200 
minnows may be transported beyond county for any pur- 
pose. See county laws for fish sale provisions. 

Lake Baird: Gear permitted: ordinary pole and line, 
rod and reel, fly rod, throw line equipped with not more 
than two hooks, and trotline with not more than 25 hooks. 
One trotline per person, or two trotlines per party of two 
or more persons. Seines and nets prohibited except 20-ft. 
minnow seine for minnows. Minnows may not be taken 
for sale. Not more than 100 minnows may be possessed. 
May not sell or buy or offer to sell or buy fish, or take 
or possess fish for sale. Unlawful to shoot rifle or pistol. 

Lake Bridgeport: See Wise County. 

Caddo Lake: See Harrison and Marion Counties. 

Devil’s River Lake: See Val Verde County. 

Diversion Lake: See Archer County. 

Lake Kemp: See Archer County. 

Fort Phantom Hill Lake: Gear permitted: ordinary 
pole and line, rod and reel, fly rod; artificial lures; throw 
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line equipped with not more than 2 hooks; cast net and 
legal minnow seine for rough fish; 20-foot minnow seine 
and legal fruit jar for minnows; one trotline per person, 
2 trotlines per party of 2 or more persons, each containing 
not more than 25 hooks. Minnows may not be taken for 
sale, and not more than 100 minnows may be possessed. 
Fish may not be taken in Jones County for sale. 


Medina Lake: Trotline or throw line may not have 
hooks spaced closer than four feet apart. Unlawful to 
take minnows from Medina Lake. Seines and nets unlaw- 
ful except cast net or legal minnow seine for rough fish. 


Possum Kingdom Lake: Same as Jack and Palo Pinto 
Counties. 

Lake Texoma: For minnow sale and transportation 
laws, see Cooke or Grayson County. Daily bag limits: 25 
white bass, 10 of other bass; crappie or catfish 15 (not 
including polliwog or chucklehead), 35 bream, goggle-eye 
and other small sunfishes, singly or in the aggregate. Pos- 
session limit: one day’s catch at the reservoir, no limit 
elsewhere; 2 days’ catch of crappie and catfish elsewhere, 
and 385 bass, elsewhere. Size limit: bass and catfish 10 
inches; crappie 6 inches. Sale of fish prohibted. Tackle: 
ordinary pole and line, rod and reel, artificial lures, 
ordinary hook and line, rod and reel, artificial lures, ordi- 
nary hook and line, throw line and trotline with not more 
than 100 hooks, spaced not less than three feet apart. One 
and one-half inch mesh seine or net permitted for taking 
suckers, gar, buffalo, carp, shad, grinnel or bowfin, jack- 
fish or pickerel. Inquire of Commission, local game warden 
or county clerk as to special Texoma licenses. 


Lake Worth and Eagle Mountain Lake: In Tarrant 
County devices permitted are: pole and line, hand or throw 
line, still fishing, casting or trolling, throw line equipped 
with not more than 2 hooks with hooks spaced not closer 
than 2 feet apart. Only one trotline per person permitted, 
with not more than 20 hooks spaced not less than 3 feet 
apart. In that part of Eagle Mountain Lake which is in 
Wise County, permitted devices are ordinary pole and 
line, rod and reel; set line, throw line or trot line, with 
hooks not less than 3 feet apart; artificial bait with 
more than 2 hooks on ordinary pole and line or rod and 
reel; minnow seine not more than 20 feet long for min- 
nows. Possession of unauthorized tackle within 200 yards 
of water prima facie evidence of violation in Wise county. 
In all of lake waters, both counties, size and daily bag 
limits are: black bass, large-mouth, small-mouth and 
spotted, or any species thereof, not less than 7 inches long; 
daily bag limit singly or in the aggregate, 15, of which not 
more than 10 may be longer than 11 inches. Daily bag on 
white bass and crappie or white perch, 25. Catfish, blue, 
channel and yellow, singly or in aggregate, daily bag 25. 
For minnow sale and transportation law, see ‘Wise 
County.”

Bait Dealer’s License is required of any person who sells 
either minnows, fish, shrimp or other aquatic products for 
fish bait. 


Commercial Fishing Boat License is required for each 
boat used for taking any edible aquatic life from tidal 
waters for commercial purposes. Application by prior 
license holders must be made before September 1 of each 
year. Write the Commission for details. 


Commercial Fisherman’s License is required of any per- 
son who takes any edible aquatic products or any men- 
haden from the waters of this state for pay or for the 
purpose of sale, barter or exchange. For commercial li- 
cense to fish in tidal waters, applications should be made 
by prior license holders before September 1. Write Com- 
mission for details. 


Fish Boat License is required of each boat equipped 
with motor of any kind or with sails when used for taking 
any edible aquatic products for commercial purposes from 
fresh waters. 

Fish Guide LicenSe is required of any person who 
operates a boat for pay or anything of value in accom- 
panying or transporting any person engaged in taking any 
edible aquatic life from the waters of this state. 
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Menhaden Commercial Fishing Boat License is required 
for boat or vessel used for taking menhaden fish from 
tidal waters. 


Menhaden Fish Plant Permit is required to operate a 
fixed installation upon land used to process fish and the 
by-products by application of pressure, heat and chemicals 
or combination thereof to raw fish to convert same into 
oil, solubles, scraps or other products. Write Commission 
for details for making application for permit. 


Mussel License wil! be required for the purpose of tak- 
ing mussels or mussel shells from the beds of state-owned 
streams and waters. 

Mussel Shell Dredge License required for use of dredge 
for taking mussels or mussel shells from beds of state- 
owned streams and waters. 


Oyster Dredge License is required for each boat used 
for the purpose of dredging oysters. 

Retail Fish Dealer’s License is required of any person, 
firm or corporation engaged in the business of buying for 
the purpose of selling either fresh or frozen edible aquatic 
products to the consumer. Separate license will be re- 
quired for each market in which such dealer or person 
operates. Fee of such license based on population of the 
city. 

Retail Oyster Dealer’s License is required of any per- 
son, firm or corporation buying oysters only for the pur- 
pose of selling to the consumer trade in cities of more 
than 7,500. (This license is provided for use of markets 
or dealers handling oysters only and who do not care to 
take out retail fish and oyster dealer’s license.) 


_ Retail Truck Dealer’s License is required of any per- 

son, firm or corporation engaged in the business of buy- 
ing for the purpose of selling or distributing either fresh 
or frozen aquatic products to the consumer trade. Sepn- 
arate license required by each truck so operated and sales 
permitted only hotels, cafes and house-to-house peddling. 


Seine or Net License must be attached to each hundred 
feet or fraction thereof of each seine or net used for the 
purpose of taking fish or shrimp from the waters of this 
State when fishing for commercial purposes. 

Shrimp Trawl License is required of each boat operating 
or towing a trawl for commercial purposes. 

Skiff License is required for each boat propelled by oars 
or poles that is used for the purpose of taking aquatic 
products for commercial purposes, 

Sports Fishing License: None required. Persons may 
fish for pleasure in salt water without purchasing a 
license. 

Wholesale Fish Dealer’s License is required of each per- 
son, firm or corporation who buys for the purpose of sell- 
ing to retail fish dealers and to the consumer, or who 
cans, preserves or processes aquatic products for com- 
mercial purposes. 
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Wholesale Truck Dealer’s License is required of each 
person, firm or corporation who operates a truck for the 
purpose of selling to or taking orders from retail fisa 
dealers and/or to the consumer trade. Separate license 
required for each truck operated. 


FISH 


Season: No closed season; exception, Menhaden may 
be taken April 1 to December 1 for commercial purposes 
by nets and legal purse seines in certain waters. 


Size Limit (commercial fishing): Flounder, not less 
than 12 inches; speckled trout, not less than 12 inches; 
redfish, not less than 14 inches nor more than 85 inches; 
pompano, not less than 9 inches; sheepshead, not less 
than 9 inches; mackerel, not less than 14 inches; and gaff- 
topsail, not less than 11 inches. 


DEVICES FOR TAKING FISH 


General Law: Tidal waters, ordinary pole and line, 
casting rod, rod and reel, artificial bait, trotline, set line, 
or cast net, minnow seine not more than 20 feet long for 
eatching bait, set net, trammel net or strike net of not 
less than 1%-inch mesh and not longer than 1800 feet 
permitted in tidal waters. All other seines or nets are 
unlawful. In open Gulf waters, all seines and nets, not 
including the bag, shall not be of less than 144-inch square 
mesh. Mesh of the bags and for 50 feet on each side of 
the bags may be of not larger than one-inch square mesh. 
No seine, nor the combined length of two or more seines, 
may be more than 1800 feet. 


It is unlawful to have in possession a prohibited device 
unless such device is on board a vessel when at port or 
in a channel en route to or from the Gulf of Mexico. 


Exceptions 


Menhaden may be taken from the waters of the Gulf of 
Mexico within the gulfward boundary lines of Jefferson, 
Jackson, Calhoun, Refugio, Aransas and San Patricio 
Counties from the coast line of the Gulf of Mexico to the 
continental shelf between April 1 and December 1 of each 
year with nets and purse seines which, not including the 
bag, shall be not less than 1% stretched mesh, except in 
any bay, river, pass or tributary thereto, or within one 
mile of any barrier, jetty, island or pass, or within % mile 
offshore in the Gulf of Mexico. Where conflict exists be- 
tween this exception and those noted below, the men- 
haden law prevails. 

Copano Bay, Mission Bay and connecting waters west 
of State Highway 35 in Aransas, Refugio and San Patricio 
Counties, no seine or net is permitted except minnow 
seine not more than 20 feet long when used for taking 
bait. . 

Willacy County, tidal waters west of Padre Island, no 
seine or net permitted except cast net when used for tak- 
ing bait. 
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In waters of Calhoun County, not hereinbelow set 
forth, pocket net or drag seine of length not greater than 
1,800 feet and of mesh not smaller than 1%4-inch square 
except for the sack or purse which may be of mesh not 
less than 1-inch square, may be used in addition to seines 
and nets permitted by general law. 


In Swan Lake, Moses Lake, Clear Lake, Dickinson 
Bayou west of line running from Miller’s Point to April 
Fool Point, Turtle Bay and all waters lying northwest of 
a line extending from Kemah in Galveston County to a 
point known as Mesquite Knoll in Chambers County, and 
all waters of Galveston Bay lying east of a line extend- 
ing from the extreme western point of Smith’s Point in 
Chambers County to the west bank of Siever’s Cut where 
East Bay intersects with the north bank of the Intra- 
coastal Canal on Bolivar Peninsula in Galveston County 
at Siever’s Fish Camp, which cut is at a point southwest 
of Elm Grove Point on Bolivar Peninsula in Galveston 
County, seines and nets unlawful except cast nets, set nets, 
or minnow seine not more than 20 feet long when used for 
catching bait. 

In Cameron County, no seine or net is permitted in 
Laguna Madre except cast net or minnow Seine not longer 
than 20 feet for taking bait, and gill net provided it is 
not used as drag seine, has no bag or pocket, is not more 
than 1800 feet long, has meshes not less than 2% inches 
from knot to knot, is equipped with only one cork line 
and one lead line, both made of manila rope not more than 
% inches in diameter, or other material of equivalent 
tensile strength. 

In the following waters no seine or net except cast net 
or minnow seine not more than 20 feet long when used 
for taking bait, is permitted: all of Redfish Bay, its con 
necting inlets and bayous which lie south and southwest 
of a line starting at the juncture of the railroad dumps 
on the mainland, running east along the center of said 
dumps to its eastern extremity, thence northeast to the 
north side of the eastern entrance to Corpus Christi 
Bayou; thence southeast to the northern extremity of 
Harbor Island to a stake or marker, and north and north- 
east of a line running directly east and west from the 
mainland to Harbor Island across the southern extremity 
of Ransom Point; Corpus Christi Bay within one-half 
mile of the mainland shore line between Flour Bluff 
Point and the city limits of Corpus Christi or within one 
mile of Dimmit Island in Nueces County, or within one- 
half mile of the mainland shore between a point one-half 
mile east of Ingleside Docks and the north end of the 
Nueces Bay causeway, or in or upon any of the waters 
on the east side of and within one-half mile of the Nueces 
Bay causeway; or in the waters of Corpus Christi Bay 
and Laguna Madre and connecting inlets or bayous, lying 
between a line on the north running east from a stake 
or marker on the shore on the northeasterly point of 
Flour Bluff to a stake or marker on Mustang Island one 
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mile north of Corpus Christi Pass, and the Nueces- 
Kleberg County line on the south; or Callo Del Oso and 
connecting inlets and bayous; or Oso Creek; or Corpus 
Christi Pass, or Aransas Pass, or within one mile of said 
passes; all waters of Aransas Bay lying south of a line 
running from a stake or marker located on the shore of 
St. Joseph Island one mile north of the bayside entrance 
to the pass, commonly known as North Pass, to the south- 
ern end of Mud Island, thence to the north side of the en- 
trance to Corpus Christi Bayou; all waters lying between 
Harbor Island and St. Joseph Island; all waters lying be- 
tween Harbor Island and Mustang Island; or in any pass 
or channel leading from one body of water to another in 
any of the salt waters of Nueces County; all of the wa- 
ters in Kleberg and Kenedy counties lying between Padre 
Island and the mainland, including all back bays and in- 
lets and that water back of Laguna Madre; Carancahua 
Creek, Carancahua Bay and the lakes and coves opening 
thereonto, Carancahua Pass or within a radius of 1,000 
yards from the mouth of said pass in the waters of Mata- 
gorda Bay; Kellers Creek and that part of Kellers Bay 
within a radius of 1,000 yards from the southwest corner 
of Olivia State Highway Roadside Park; all of Coloma 
Creek and Powder Horn Lake; Powder Horn Bayou or 
with a radius of 1,000 yards from the mouth of said 
pass in waters of Matagorda Bay; Chocolate Creek or 
within a radius of 100 yards from the mouth of Chocolate 
Creek in the waters of Chocolate Bay; all that part of 
Lavaca Bay within a distance of 1,000 yards of each side 
of the Lavaca Bay causeway; Turtle Bay, Oyster Lake, 
Mitchell’s Cut, Mission Bay, Puerto Bay, San Luis Pass, 
St. Charles Bay, Brown’s Cedar Pass, Pass Cavallo, San 
Antonio Bay, Cedar Bayou, Contec Lake, Hynes Bay; 
Sabine Pass; Brazos Santiago Pass; any waters of any of 
the bays, streams, bayous or canals of Orange, Jefferson 
and Harris counties; in all waters of any of the bays, 
streams, bayous or canals of Chambers, Galveston and 
Brazoria counties not hereinabove mentioned; that part 
of Aransas Bay between Harbor Island and Mud Island 
in Aransas County; in that part of the inland waters, 
streams, lakes, bayous or canals of Matagorda County 
and in that part of Matagorda Bay not hereinabove men- 
tioned. 


In Navigation Districts, no seines, nets or other phys- 
ical or mechanical device permitted. 


In any channel or canal connecting one body of bay 
water with another body of bay water, or in any canal 
or channel connecting a bay with the Gulf of Mexico, or 
within a mile of such channel, seines, nets or shrimp trawls 
are prohibited. 

Any seine or net or shrimp trawl possessed in violation 
of law is subject to seizure by any officer and destruction 
by court order. 

Permits to use suitable seines and nets for removal of 
rough fish may be obtained from the Game and Fish 
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Commission for use where either seining or netting is 
permitted. Fee $5.00. Proposed device must first be in- 
spected and tagged by representative of Commission. 
“Rough fish” include those fish having no sporting value, 
predators, bony or rough-fleshed species. 


GIGGING 


Gigs are permitted in all salt waters on all fish. 


Exception: Gigs are permitted for taking flounders 
only in the following waters: Agua Dulce Creek, Aransas 
Pass, Brazoria County, Brazos Santiago Pass, Brown’s 
Cedar Pass, Cedar Bayou, Chambers County, Contec Lake, 
Corpus Christi Pass, Galveston County, Harris County, 
Hynes Bay, Ingleside Cove, Jefferson County, Laguna 
Madre in Cameron County, ,Mitchell’s Cut, Mud Flats, 
North Pass or St. Jo Pass, Nueces Bay, Orange County, 
Oso Creek, Oyster Lake, Pass Cavallo, Puerto Bay, Red 
Fish Cove, San Luis Pass, Shoal Bay, Shallow Bay, Sham- 
rock Cove, Sabine Pass, St. Charles Bay, Turtle Bay, 
Copano and Mission bays and connecting waters, except 
that portion west of State Highway No. 35 in Aransas, 
Refugio and San Patricio Counties; pass on north of 
Laguna Madre, leading into Corpus Christi Bay; Aransas 
Bay between Port Aransas and Corpus Christi Bayou and 
between Harbor Island and Mud Island; waters lying be- 
tween Padre Island and the mainland in Kleberg and 
Kenedy Counties, including all back bays and inlets and 
that back of the Laguna Madre in Kleberg and Kenedy 
Counties. 

TERRAPIN (Salt Water) 


Open Season: November, December, January and Feb- 
ruary. 
Size: Not less than six (6) inches in length. 


GREEN TURTLE 
Size: Not less than twelve (12) pounds in weight. 
OYSTERS 


Open Season: September 1 to March 31. That part of 
Laguna Madre which is south and west of Baffin’s Bay 
has no closed season on oysters. 


Matagorda Bay: Unlawful to dredge oysters in the 
headwaters of Matagorda Bay east of a line from Pala- 
cios Point on the mainland in Matagorda County across 
Matagorda Bay to Cotton Bayou on the Matagorda Pen- 
insula. 

Aransas Bay: Unlawful to use oyster dredge in that 
part of Aransas Bay west of a line runing frum the 
north end of Two by Four reef to the east side of Borup 
reef, and thence to the mainland. 


Carancahua Bay and Pass: Unlawful to use oyster 
dredge, or within 300 yards from the mouth of said pass 
in Matagorda Bay. 

Copano Bay: Unlawful to use oyster dredge or have in 
possession oysters taken from that part of Copano Bay 
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west of a line drawn from the east gable of Sorenson’s 
clubhouse to the mouth of Mission Bay, except oysters 
taken from a private lease. 

Aransas, Nueces, Calhoun and Matagorda Counties: 
Unlawful to take oysters from the public beds or reefs 
from May 1 to September 1. Unlawful to take oysters 
from private oyster beds without thé consent of the 
owner. 

Size Limit: In shell, 3% inches. 

American citizens, or any firm or corporation composed 
of such citizens, may use scrapers or dredges in remov- 
ing oysters from natural reef provided they have pro- 
cured a license from the Game and Fish Commission 
before beginning operations. 

The Game and Fish Commission is empowered to close 
a reef by giving two weeks’ notice when it has reason 
to believe same is being overworked. 

Shell from oysters opened or shucked on board the 
boat must be deposited on shore as directed by Game, 
and Fish Commission. 

A person leasing an oyster claim or reef may apply for 
permission from the Game and Fish Commission to seine 
thereon for drumfish. 

SHRIMP 
General Law 


Closed Season: Inland salt waters, July 15 to August 
31 and December 15 to March 1. Gulf of Mexico open 
waters, each day between 30 minutes after sunset and 30 
minutes before sunrise. 


Exceptions: (1) May possess shrimp lawfully taken or 
imported from other states at any time. (2) May take or 
possess bait shrimp at any time. (8) May take shrimp at 
any time in following open Gulf waters: those portions 
of the Gulf of Mexico thirteen (18) fathoms or more in 
depth in the territorial waters lying within following 
boundaries: a line extending from the mouth of the 
Colorado River due southeast a distance of twenty-five 
(25) miles into the Gulf of Mexico and a line extending 
from the mouth of the Rio Grande River at the interna- 
tional boundary between the United States and the Re- 
public of Mexico twenty-five (25) miles out from shore 
in the Gulf of Mexico; and said last named boundary to 
extend along the said international boundary as far out 
as the territorial waters of the State of Texas extend. 

Size Limit: May not average in count of individual 
specimens, more than 65 headless nor more than 39 with 
heads, to the pound. 

Exception: Bait shrimp, no size limit, if legally taken. 

Possession Limit: During closed season, not more than 
150 pounds of bait shrimp with heads aboard boat on in- 
land salt waters. 


Exception: Galveston County, not more than 250 
pounds of bait shrimp with heads during closed season. 
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Shrimp Trawl Possession and Use: Shrimp trawls may 
not be used in open Gulf waters between 30 minutes 
after sunset and 30 minutes before sunrise. No trawls 
except bait trawls of legal size may be used at any time 
in any of the tidal bays, streams, bayous, lakes, lagoons 
or inlets, or part of such tidal waters of this State. 
Shrimp trawls may not be possessed or used during closed 
season on any inland salt waters except that they may be 
possessed aboard duly licensed boat while in port or in 
channel en route to or from open Gulf waters. 


Shrimp Trawl Size: May not be wider than 65 feet, 
measured along the cork line. 


Bait Trawl Use: May be used at any time for taking 
shrimp for bait. During closed season only one bait 
trawl may be towed by a power boat. Boats taking bait 
shrimp may not be towed. 


Bait Trawl Size: During closed season, when towed by 
power boat, bait trawl may not be more than 10 feet at 
mouth, measured along webbing attached to cork line, 
nor more than 25 feet long. Boards for spreading and 
opening bait trawl may not be larger than 12 by 18 
inches. 

Shipment: During closed season, not more than 25 
pounds of bait shrimp may be shipped to any point in the 
interior beyond 50 miles of any county bordering any 
salt water bay on Texas coast. 

Dumping Heads: Unlawful to remove head of any 
shrimp aboard a commercial fishing vessel shrimping in 
Texas inland salt or territorial Gulf waters, or to dump 
heads at or near area where shrimp are ordinarily taken. 

Exceptions: In Laguna Madre in Cameron County, 
shrimp trawls are prohibited and bait trawls may not be 
wider than 12 feet nor longer than 25 feet with board not 
larger than 12 by 24 inches. 

In Copano Bay, Mission Bay and connecting waters 
west of State Highway No. 35 in Aransas, Refugio and 
San Patricio counties, boards on bait trawls may not be 
more than 18 by 36 inches. 

In Galveston County, during closed season, bait trawls 
may have doors or boards not larger than 20 by 60 inches. 
Shrimp trawls of legal size are permitted during open 
season in the following waters: East Galveston Bay in 
the counties of Galveston and Chambers, except that part 
lying east of a line extending from the extreme western 
point of Smith’s Point in Chambers County to the west 
bank of Siever’s Cut where East Bay intersects with the 
north bank of the Intracoastal Canal on Bolivar Peninsula 
in Galveston County, and northeast of Baffle Point on 
Bolivar Peninsula in Galveston County. 

Shrimp trawls of legal size are permitted during open 
season in all salt waters of Nueces County except the fol- 
lowing: Any pass or channel leading from one body of 
water to another; or in Corpus Christi Bay and Laguna 
Madre and connecting inlets or bayous, lying between a 
line on the north running east from a stake or marker on 
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the shore on the northeasterly point of Flour Bluff to a 
stake or marker on Mustang Island one mile north of 
Corpus Christi Pass, and the Nueces-Kleberg County line 
on the south; Corpus Christi Bay within one-half mile of 
the mainland shore line between Flour Bluff Point and 
the city limits of Corpus Christi, Texas, within one mile 
of Dimmit Island in Nueces County, within one-half mile 
of the mainland shore between a point one-half mile east 
of Ingleside Docks and the north end of the Nueces Bay 
causeway, any of the waters on the east side of and within 
one-half mile of the Nueces Bay causeway; Callo Del Oso 
and connecting inlets and bayous in Nueces County; Cor- 
pus Christi Pass or within one mile thereof; Oso Creek; 
that part of Aransas Pass and within one mile thereof 
which is in Nueces County; Redfish Bay and such of the 
connecting inlets and bayous as are in Nueces County and 
as lie south and southwest of a line starting at the junc- 
ture of the railroad dumps on the mainland, running east 
along the center of said dumps to its eastern extremity, 
thence northeast to the north side of the eastern entrance 
to Corpus Christi Bayou; thence southeast to the north- 
ern extremity of Harbor Island to a stake or marker, and 
north and northeast of a line running directly east and 
west from the mainland to Harbor Island across the 
southern extremity of Ransom Point. 


Shrimp trawls of legal size permitted during open sea- 
son in all waters of Aransas Bay except as follows: Those 
waters lying south of a line running from a stake or 
marker located on the shore of St. Joseph Island one mile 
north of the bayside entrance to the pass, commonly 
known as North Pass, to the southern end of Mud Island, 
thence to the north side of the entrance to Corpus Christi 
Bayou; that portion between Port Aransas and Corpus 
Christi Bayou and lying between Harbor Island and Mud 
Island; all waters lying between Harbor Island and St. 
Joseph Island, and lying between Harbor Island and 
Mustang Island. 


Shrimp trawls of legal size are permitted during open 
season in all waters of Matagorda Bay except the follow- 
ing: Within radius of 1,000 yards from the mouth of 
Carancahua Pass, within radius of 1,000 yards from mouth 
of Powder Horn Bayou. 

Other Devices for Taking Bait Shrimp: Unlawful to 
take shrimp for bait except by cast net, minnow seine of 
not more than 20 feet in length, or in inland waters by 
bait trawl of legal size and under legal operations as above 
set forth. 


IT IS UNLAWFUL TO— 


Use a dredge or any means other than hand tongs in 
water less than four feet deep. 

Use a power dredge in water less than six feet deep. 

Ship, sell or possess for purpose of sale any fish or oys- 
ters taken from an insanitary reef. 

Plant, or buy oysters for planting, bedding, marketing, 
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or other purpose during closed season without permit 
from the Game and Fish Commission. 


Ship or accept for shipment or transportation during 
closed season, oysters taken from public reefs. 

Fail, or refuse to scatter culls from oysters you take 
from reefs. 

Open or shuck oysters for market near or on reefs. 

Sell oysters taken for planting or depositing for prep- 
aration for market. 

Sell cargo of oysters containing more than 5 per cent 
young oysters. 

Use insanitary containers for oysters. 

Float or bloat oysters. 

Deface, injure, destroy or remove any buoy, marker or 
fence, or part thereof. 

Refuse to show license. 

Erect, set, operate or maintain any fish pound net within 
three nautical miles from coast line without permit from 
Game and Fish Commission. 

Take from public salt or fresh waters any sand, shell 
or gravel without first obtaining a permit from the Game 
and Fish Commission. For details write Game and Fish 
Commission, Austin, Texas. 

Use explosives or poison water. 

Use any seine, net, gill net, trotline or other device, ex- 
cept hook and line, for the purpose of fishing within the 
channel, turning basin, or other waters of any navigation 
district. 

To retain undersize fish; they must be returned to the 
waters from which taken. 

Use, operate, sail, anchor, tie, or moor to the bank any 
boat, sailboat, motorboat, skiff, barge, raft, or other float- 
ing device or to place any post, piling, obstruction, wire, 
rope, cable, net or trap, in or upon the waters of any nat- 
ural or artificial pass which is now or may be hereafter 
opened, reopened, dredged, excavated, constructed, and 
maintained by the Game and Fish Commission of the 
State of Texas as a fish pass, between the Gulf of Mexico 
and any inland bay, within a distance of two thousand, 
eight hundred (2,800) feet inside of such pass where it 
empties into or opens upon the Gulf of Mexico. 


FURBEARER LAWS 


Animals classified as furbearers by law are wild beaver, 
wild otter, wild mink, wild ring-tail cat, wild badger, wild 
polecat or skunk, wild raccoon, wild muskrat, wild opos- 
sum, wild fox and wild civet cat. They must not be con- 
fused with those animals legally defined as “‘game ani- 
mals.” Game animals may not be trapped at any time, 
nor may their pelts or hides be sold (except deer hides 
when legally taken). Game animals are wild deer, wild 
elk, wild antelope, javelina, wild Rocky Mountain sheep, 
wild black bear, wild gray and red squirrels, cat squirrels 
or fox squirrels. (See Game Laws.) 
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PROPERTY OF STATE 


The protected furbearers and their pelts are the prop- 
erty of the State until they have been lawfully taken, 
and all regulations and laws complied with. 

OPEN SEASON (GENERAL LAWS) 


The period of time when it is lawful to take furbearers 
as defined specifically above, is during the months of De- 
cember and January, (except muskrats) of each year, but 
there are exceptions to this general rule. Those exceptions 
are noted below in a summary of special laws that apply 
to various counties. Furbearers may be taken with traps, 
guns or dogs, with exceptions noted below. 

Muskrats: May be taken from November 15 to March 
15 with traps only, except that persons may kill musk- 
rats on their own premises at any time by any means. 
Unlawful to trap or kill muskrats on land of another 
without permission of landowner or lessee, whether the 
land is posted or inclosed or not. 

OPEN SEASON (SPECIAL LAWS) 


In some counties it is unlawful to kill, take or have in 
possession for sale any wild fox or the pelt thereof at 
any time of the year. In other counties it is unlawful to 
take or kill fox unless they are destroying or are about to 
destroy, domestic stock, or unless other special provisions 
have been made by law, but even in these cases it is un- 
lawful to sell their pelts except during the open season 
of December and January. 

Anderson and Henderson Counties: Season closed on 
beaver until 1953. 

Armstrong, Briscoe, Carson, Castro, Childress, Collings- 
worth, Cottle, Dallam, Deaf Smith, Donley, Gray, Hall, 
Hansford, Hartley, Hemphill, Hutchinson, Lipscomb, 
Moore, Motley, Ochiltree, Oldham, Parmer, Potter, Ran- 
dall, Roberts, Sherman, Swisher and Wheeler Counties: 
Muskrat open season December 1 to February 28, both 
days inclusive. 

Austin, Burleson, Denton, Freestone, Guadalupe, Hardin, 
Henderson, Jasper, Kaufman, Lee, Leon, Madison, Milam, 
Newton, San Jacinto and Walker Counties: No closed 
season on fox, but pelts may not be sold except during 
open season fixed by general law. 

Brazos and Falls Counties: Season closed on fox, ex- 
cept when destroying or about to destroy domestic fowl 
or other domestic stock. 

Brewster, Culberson, El Paso, Hudspeth, Jeff Davis, 
Pecos, Presidio, Reeves and Terrell Counties: Lawful to 
trap muskrat December 1 to January 31, both days in- 
clusive. Open season on beaver, January 1 to 15, and bag 
limit three. 

Camp County: Unlawful to use trap or guns to take 
fox or to sell pelts. 

Cass County: May take, kill or have in possession for 
sale wild fox or their pelts during month of December 
only. 
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Cherokee County: Unlawful to set steel trap, snare or 
deadfall for purpose of taking furbearers except from 
December 1 to February 15. 


Erath, Hood, Jack, Palo Pinto, Stephens and Young 
Counties: Open season on muskrat December 1 to January 
31, both days inclusive. 


Harrison and Marion Counties: Closed on nutria in 
Caddo Lake and its tributaries. 


Jefferson and Rusk Counties: Season closed on fox and 
sale of pelts unlawful. 


Kimble, Maverick and Val Verde Counties: Open sea- 
son on beaver, January 1 to January 15, both days inclu- 
sive. Bag limit three per season. 


Navarro County: Unlawful to set steel trap, snare 
or deadfall to take fox. 

Parker County: Unlawful to liberate or hold fox in 
captivity. 

Red River: Season closed on beaver until 1961. 

Robertson County: No closed season on fox, and pelts 
may be sold at any time. 

Sabine and San Augustine Counties: Lawful to use 
any type of trap, or snare to take opossums, bobcats and 
catamounts at any time of the year. 

Shelby County: Unlawful to kill or possess for sale any 
fox. Fox destroying domestic stock may be killed. State 
health officer may authorize killing of fox when rabies 
menace exists. Trap or deadfall prohibited on all fur- 
bearers. 

Upshur County: Unlawful to trap or hunt with gun 
any fox, except when in act of destroying farm stock. 
Sale of fox or pelt unlawful. 


TRAPPER DEFINED 


A resident trapper is any person who takes for the pur- 
pose of barter, sale, or who sells, or offers for sale the 
pelts of any of the furbearing animals of this State, and 
who has been a bona fide resident of this state for two 
years prior to his application for a license. All others 
are non-resident trappers. 

TRAPPER’S LICENSE 


The fee for a Resident Trapper’s License is one dollar 
($1.00). For a Non-resident Trapper’s License the fee is 
two hundred ($200.00) dollars. 

BEAVER-OTTER LICENSE 


Fee $50.00 to trap beaver and otter outside of county of 

residence. 
PROPAGATION OF FURBEARING ANIMALS 

For a fee of $5.00 a permit can be obtained for the 
purpose of taking furbearing animals alive during the 
open season for the purpose of sale or propagation. 

“FUR BUYER” DEFINED 

Retail Fur Buyer: One who purchases the pelt or pelts 
of any of the furbearing animals of this State from the 
trappers only. 
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Wholesale Fur Buyer: One who purchases for himself 
or on behalf of another person, the pelt or pelts of any of 
the furbearing animals of this State from a retail fur 
buyer and/or from the trapper. 


FUR BUYER’S LICENSE 


The fee for a Retail Fur Buyer’s License is $5.00. The 
fee for a Wholesale Fur Buyer’s License is $25.00. 


DEALER’S REPORT 


Every Fur Dealer must file with the Game and Fish 
Commission, not later than the tenth day of each month, 
a complete sworn report, on printed forms furnished by 
the Game and Fish Commission, of the kind and number 
of the pelts of furbearing animals purchased in this state 
and shipped out of the state during the preceding month. 
No report is required for those months when no pelts are 
purchased. The above report is required of dealers who 
buy in the state and ship out of the state. If the dealer is 
a tanner, furrier, taxidermist or manufacturer, who tans 
or manufactures the pelt into a finished product in this 
State, a report is required not later than the tenth day of 
the month which shows the number of pelts purchased 
during the preceding month. 


UNDRIED PELTS 


The possession of undried pelts after fifteen days after 
the close of the open season shall be prima facie evidence 
that the pelt was taken during the closed season. The 
trapper is given fifteen days immediately following the 
close of the open season for drying of pelts taken by him 
during the open season. In Armstrong, Briscoe, Carson, 
Castro, Childress, Collingsworth, Cottle, Dallam, Deaf 
Smith, Donley, Erath, Gray, Hall, Hansford, Hartley, 
Hemphill, Hood, Hutchinson, Jack, Lipscomb, Moore, 
Motley, Ochiltree, Oldham, Panola, Parmer, Potter, 
Randall, Roberts, Sherman, Stephens, Swisher, Wheeler 
and Young Counties it is unlawful to possess green hide 
of furbearer at any time after 15 days following close of 
season. 

PREDATORY ANIMALS 


Wolves, coyotes, cougars, rabbits, wild cats, bobcats, 
weasels, mountain lions, Mexican lions, and ocelot are not 
classed as furbearing animals. They are not protected by 
law. They may be killed at any time of the year. 


It is unlawful for any person to possess or to receive, 
or to have for the purpose of transporting, or for the 
purpose of turning loose, or to turn loose or to cause to 
be turned loose, any live wolf within this State. 


IMPORTANT NOTICE 


Federal Lacey Act: This legislation, enacted in 1900, 
and amended and incorporated in the Criminal Code of the 
United States in 1909, prohibits the delivery of dead 
bodies of wild animals or parts thereof to any common 
earrier for transportation from one state to another when 
such animals have been killed or shipped in violation of 
state laws. 
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SECTION 1. 


GAME ANIMALS AND GAME BIRDS 


Game Animals are defined as follows: Wild deer, 


. wild elk, wild antelope, wild Rocky Mountain sheep, 


wild black bear, wild grey squirrels, wild cat squirrels, 
wild red squirrels, wild fox squirrels. 

Game Birds are defined as follows: Wild turkey, 
wild ducks, wild geese, wild brant, wild grouse, wild 
prairie chicken, wild pheasants, wild quail, wild 
pigeons, wild mourning doves, wild white wing doves, 
wild snipe, wild shore birds of all varieties, wild plover. 


SEASONS 


Open Season on Wild Game.—Not conflicting with 
Federal laws. 


North Zone—North and west of a line beginning on 
Rio Grande west of Del Rio, thence east to Del Rio, 
thence east along Southern Pacific Railroad to inter- 
section of the I.-G. N. R. R. near San Antonio, thence 
along I.-G. N. R. R. to Austin; thence along H. & T. 
C. R. R. east to Brenham, to a point where railroad 
crosses Brazos River; thence north following Brazos 
River to Beaumont Branch of Santa Fe R. R., thence 
following G. C. & S. F. R. R. in an easterly direction 
to a point at or near Cleveland where G. C. & S. F. 
R. R. crosses H. E. & W. T. R. R., thence along H. E. 
& W. T. R. R. northeasterly to the Louisiana line. 


South Zone—South and east constitutes South Zone. 


Wild Bear—North and South Zones, November 16 
to December 31. 
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Buck Deer—North and South Zones, November 16 
to December 31. 


Mourning Dove—North Zone, September and 
October; South Zone, November and December. 


White Wing Dove—Both North and South Zones, 
July, August and September. 


Wild Ducks, of all kinds (except wood ducks), 
Geese, Brant, Snipe, Gallinules, and Mudhens— 
North Zone, October 16 to January 31; South Zone, 
November 1 to January 31. 


Prairie Chickens—Both North and South Zones, 
September 1 to September 10. Closed season in 
counties of Collingsworth, Donley, Wheeler and Gray 
until September 1, 1929. 


Quail and Mexican Pheasants—Both North and 
South Zones, December 1 to January 16. 


Wild Rail (other than Coot and Gallinules)—Sep- 
tember and October, both North and South Zones. 


Wild Turkey Gobblers—Both North and South 
Zones, November 16 to December 31. Wild turkey 
season closed until November 16, 1930, in Cameron, 
Hidalgo, Starr, Willacy, Kenedy, Brooks, Kleberg and 
Nueces counties. ! 


Red Fox Squirrels and Gray Squirrels—Both North 
and South Zones, May, June and July, and October, 
November and December. 


Open Season on squirrels -at all times in the follow- 
ing counties: 

DeWitt, Caldwell, Guadalupe, San Saba, Mason, 
Gillespie, Llano, Kimble, Menard, Comal, McCulloch, 
Brown, Kerr, Burnet, Mills, Schleicher, Edwards, 
Gonzales, Austin, Real, Kendall, Victoria, Medina, 
Uvalde, Jackson, Wharton, Bandera, Lavaca, Fayette, 
Colorado and Goliad. 


Closed Season on squirrels in Hardin county from 
February 1 to October 15. 
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BAG LIMIT 


Bear—One in a season. 


Deer—Two bucks in one season. Must have three 
points or more. 


Doves—Fifteen in any one day and not more than 
forty-five in one week. 


Ducks, Snipe, Gallinule, or Mudhens—Twenty-five 
in any one day and not more than fifty in a week, 
the daily and weekly limit counting all varieties. 


Geese and Brant—Four in any one day or twelve in 
any one week. 


Prairie Chicken or Pinnated Grouse—Five in any 
one day or ten in an open season. 


Quail and Mexican Pheasants—Twelve in any one 
day or thirty-six in any one week, counting all varieties. 


Squirrel—Ten in any one day. 
Turkey Gobblers—Three in one season. 


General Provisions 


The Federal Law forbids the hunting of migratory 
birds between sunset and one-half hour before sunrise. 
State law forbids all hunting between one-half hour 
after sundown and one-half hour before sunrise. 

It is unlawful to kill or possess at any time antelope, 
mountain sheep, doe deer, woodcock, wood duck, 
sand hill crane, ground dove, egret or other plume 
bird, non-game water fowl, song bird, insectivorous 
bird, pheasant, turkey hen, bats or any game bird or 
game animal for which no open season is provided. 

It is unlawful to hunt from a motor boat, sail boat, 
airplane, automobile, or boat under tow; and to hunt 
at night with any kind of light or lantern. 

It is unlawful to buy or sell (or barter) any game 
bird or animal. 
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It is lawful to kill at any time, in any number, 
English sparrows, rice birds, blackbirds, buzzards, 
crows, Owls, hawks, woodpeckers, roadrunners, pelicans, 
jaybirds, sapsuckers, and rabbits. 

A license is required for every non-resident hunter, 
and for a resident hunting outside of his home coun- 
ty, and must be carried at all times when hunting. 
Licenses may be procured from county clerks, game 
wardens, and authorized license dealers. Resident 
license fee, $2.00; non-resident, $25.00. 

Special permit from the Commissioner may be 
obtained to protect crops or domestic animals from 
depredation of wild fowls or animals, but on migratory 
birds or fowl must first be obtained from the United 
States Department of Agriculture. 

Certificates of registration must be obtained for 
boats used in transporting hunters. Registration fee 
is $1.50. 

It is unlawful to hunt on State game preserves. 

Game may be stored for only ten days after closed 
season. 

Parties desiring to ship game to their homes or to 
taxidermist, may do so by making affidavit that said 
game was killed by the shipper and is not to be bartered 
or sold. 

Deputy game commissioners have the right to search 
all game bags, vehicles. etc., without a search warrant. 
They may also make an arrest without a warrant and 
have the right to go on lands and into places of business 
to enforce the game and fish laws, 

It is unlawful to hunt deer with dogs, except in the 
counties of Grimes, Walker, Madison, San Jacinto, 
Leon, Houston, Trinity, Harris, Brazoria, Fort Bend, 
Matagorda, Wharton, Liberty, Hardin, Orange and 
Lavaca. One dog may be used in any county to 
pursue a wounded buck deer. 

It is unlawful to hunt during closed season or to 
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kill more than the daily or weekly bag limit during 
open season, 

For violation of any game law the convicted person 
forfeits his hunting rights for one year from date of 
conviction. 


SECTION 2. 
FUR-BEARING ANIMALS 


The following are declared to be fur-bearing animals: 
Wild Beaver, Wild Otter, Wild Mink, Wild Ring-tail 
Cat, Wild Badger, Wild Polecat, or Skunk, Wild 
Raccoon, Wild Muskrat, Wild Opossum, Wild Fox and 
Wild Civet Cat. 

The term ‘“‘trapper’ as used herein, is any person 
who traps, kills or takes any of the animals or pelts 
thereof, herein mentioned, for the purpose of sale 
or -barter, and every trapper must have a license to 
trap, except landowners and their tenants trapping 
on their own lands. Resident licenses are one dollar 
and non-resident, fifty dollars. They may be ob- 
tained from county clerks or authorized license 
deputies. 

The open season for trapping is from November 13 
to February 15, except on muskrats which season is 
from November 15 to March 15. 

There is a closed season on Otter, Beaver, and Wild 
Fox until September, 1937, except wild fox in that 
portion of West Texas lying north and west of a line 
starting at the mouth of the San Antonio river where 
it empties into the Corpus Christi Bay; thence follow- 
ing the meanders of the said San Antonio river northerly 
to the mouth of the Cibolo river where same empties 
into the San Antonio river; thence following said 
Cibolo river northerly to the northwest line of Guada- 
lupe county, the boundary between Guadalupe and 
Comal counties; thence easterly with the north 
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boundary line of Guadalupe, Caldwell, Bastrop, Lee, 
Burleson and Brazos counties to the Brazos river; 
thence following the meanders of the said Brazos 
river north to the intersection of the east boundary 
line of Young county; thence north along the west 
boundary line of Jack and Clay counties to the Red 
river. The counties of Hays, Milam, Young and 
Williamson have the same law as east of this line. 
Limestone county is closed against trapping until 
September, 1932. Cass county is closed against 
trappers until June 15, 1932. 


SECTION 3. 


FISH LAWS 


It is unlawful to take fish from any of the fresh 
waters, except with ordinary hook and line or trot 
line or a set or drag net or seine, the meshes of which 
shall be three inches or more square, or a minnow 
seine not more than twenty feet in length used for 
catching bait. 

March and April are closed to seines. 

It is unlawful to buy or offer for sale any fresh water 
crappie or bass. 

All canals through which water is taken must be 
screened and fish ladders must be erected on the 
written orders of the Commissioner. 

It is unlawful to take fish by poison, lime, dynamite, 
nitroglycerine, giant powder or other explosives, or 
by the use of drugs, substances, or other things deleter- 
ious to fish life or by muddying, ditching, draining or 
polluting. 


Fishing With Artificial Lures 


No person shall fish with artificial lures of any 
kind in the waters of this State without first having 
procured an artificial lure license. 
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A license is required for any person regardless of age 
or sex, both in and out of resident county. This 
license may be bought from any deputy game com- 
missioner, county clerk or a legally authorized agent 
for the sum of one dollar and ten cents ($1.10). 

A non-resident or an alien may procure a license for 
the sum of five dollars ($5.00) which entitles said 
person to use artificial lures from the date of issuance 
until the following August 31. 

A non-resident or an alien may procure a five (5) 
day license, which shall be good only for the five days 
from and including the day of issuance for the sum of 
one dollar and ten cents ($1.10). 


Artificial Lures Defined: Any manufactured article 
is considered an artificial lure. 


SEASONS 


Crappie or Bass—It is unlawful for any person to 
take or to catch or possess any bass or crappie from 
the fresh waters of this State during the months of 
March or April of any year. 


Rainbow Trout—lIt is unlawful for any person to 
take, catch or possess any rainbow trout from any 
fresh waters of this State during the months of January, 
February, March, April and May. 


SIZE LIMIT 


It is unlawful for any person to take or possess 
fish less than the following lengths: Bass, 11 inches; 
white perch or crappie, 7 inches; rainbow trout, 14 
inches. 


Salt water fish, red fish or channel bass not less than 
14 inches nor more than 32 inches; speckled seatrout, 
12 inches; sheephead, 9 inches; flounder, 12 inches; 
mackerel, 14 inches; pompano, 9 inches, and gaff- 
topsail, 11 inches. 
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SPECIAL COUNTY. LAWS 


For Comal, Guadalupe, Bexar, Kerr, Bandera, and 
Medina counties: 

Closed season on bass, perch or crappie and cat- 
fish from February first to May first. 

Bag limit, 10 bass and 10 crappie in any one day. 

It is unlawful to use seine, net or other device or 
trap for taking or catching fish except a minnow seine 
of not more than 10 feet in length and mesh of not 
less than one-fourth inch. 


Waters of Big Wichita River in Wichita, Archer and 
Baylor counties: 

Closed season February first to May first on bass 
or bass species, perch, crappie, catfish and bream. 

Size limit on bream, 5 inches. 

Bag limit per day, 10 bass or other fish or bass 
species or aggregate weight of 20 pounds. 

Aggregate of 20 crappie, bream, or calico bass, or 
aggregate weight of any or all in excess of 20 pounds. 

Closed season on rainbow trout until 1933. 

It is unlawful to leave fish on banks to die. 


Grayson, Bosque, Cooke, Denton, Burnet, William- 
son, Lampasas, Coryell, Hamilton, Erath, Dallas and 
Hood counties: 

It is lawful to catch suckers, buffalo, carp and 
shad with seine of any size mesh or by use of wire 
rope or grab hooks, during the months of July, August 
and September. All other fish must be returned to 
the waters immediately. 

The owner of the seine or one in possession of same 
shall within five days, make a report under oath to 
Game, Fish and Oyster Commissioner, giving the 
names of each person in seining party and that all 
fish not permitted to be taken were released in the 
waters immediately. 
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Burnet, San Saba, Brown, McCulloch, Edwards, 
Coleman, Concho, Menard, Mason, Gillespie, Kimble, 
Sutton, Kinney, Uvalde, Real, Kerr, Comal, Val Verde, 
Bandera, Reeves, Ward, Loving, Pecos, Medina, 
Bexar, Hunt, Runnels, Rains, Williamson, Zavala, 
Dimmit, Milam, Travis, Lampasas, and Llano counties: 

It is unlawful to sell or offer for sale any bass, white 
perch, crappie, channel or other catfish caught in the 
streams of above named counties. 

It is unlawful to use seine, net, trap or other device 
for catching fish except minnow seine of 20 feet, which 
may be used for taking minnows for bait. In seining 
for bait, all fish and minnows more than 3 inches in 
length, must be returned to the waters. 

It is unlawful to leave any edible fish on banks to die. 

Bag limit per day, 35 of any or all fish mentioned. 


Marion, Harrison, Smith and Rusk Counties: 

It is unlawful to use seine, net, trap or other device 
for taking fish, except minnow seine for the purpose of 
taking minnows and small perch for bait. 


Jackson County: 

It is unlawful to catch fish in fresh waters of Jackson 
county by any means other than ordinary hook and 
line or trot line or flounder gig and light or by use of 
cast net or minnow seine, not exceeding 20 feet in 
length. 


SECTION 4. 


FISH AND OYSTER LAWS RELATING TO 
COMMERCIAL FISHERIES 


Licenses Required 


Fisherman—For taking and selling marine’ or 
aquatic life, the license fee is $1.00. 
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Dealers—For buying and selling or handling for 
shipment marine life in amounts of ten pounds to one 
customer, or a total of one hundred pounds during any 
one day, the license fee is $10.00. 


Boat Registrations—For boats used in catching 
marine or aquatic life for market, the license fee is 
$1.50. 


Captain—For master or captain of boat used in 
taking marine or aquatic life for market, the license 
fee is $1.00. 


Oyster Power Dredge—For power dredge used in 
taking oysters for market, the license fee is $15.00. 


Oyster Hand Dredge—For hand dredge used in 
taking oysters for market, the license fee is $5.00. 


Mussel, Clam or Naiad—For taking mussels, clams, 
or naiad or shells thereof for sale, the fee is $10.00. 


Mussel, Clam or Naiad Dredge—For using dredge in 
taking mussel, clam or naiad or shells thereof for sale, 
the fee is $25.00. 


Seine—For tagging seines, twenty-five cents. All 
seines used in taking marine or aquatic life for market, 
must be inspected and tagged. 


TAX REQUIRED 


Fisherman’s Tax—The State requires a tax of twenty 
cents per one hundred pounds of fish, shrimp, crabs, 
etc., and two cents per barrel of oysters taken from the 
public waters and sold. This tax must be paid monthly. 


Dealer’s Tax—The State requires a tax of ten cents 
per one hundred pounds on fish, shrimp and crabs, and 
one cent per barrel on oysters, bought and sold or 
handled for shipment within this State. 


Terrapin and Turtle Tax—A tax of one-half cent 
per pound on all turtles and not less than twenty-five 
cents on each terrapin offered for sale or shipment is 
required by the State. 
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Oyster Shells—The Game, Fish and Oyster Com- 
mission is authorized to sell oyster shells for not less 
than twenty-five cents per cubic yard. 


CLOSED WATERS 


Salt Waters—For salt waters closed by statute see 
Article 941 of the 1925 Revised Criminal Statutes. 
All passes connecting and tidal waters of this State 
with the Gulf of Mexico or waters within one mile 
of such passes are closed by statute. Information 
regarding waters closed by official proclamation may 
be obtained from the Game, Fish and Oyster Com- 
missioner. 


Fresh Waters—Information regarding fresh waters 
closed against commercial fishing may be obtained 
from the Game, Fish and Oyster Commissioner or 
any of his deputies. 

Anyone desiring to carry on or over or into any of 
the closed waters of this State, any seine or net except 
a cast net used for catching bait or a minnow net not 
exceeding twenty feet in length, must first secure a 
permit from the Game, Fish and Oyster Commissioner 
or one of his deputies. 


NETS AND SEINES 


Used in Salt Water—The mesh of all seines or nets 
used for taking fish in salt waters of this State, not 
including the bag, shall not be less than one and one- 
half inch square mesh. The mesh for bags and for 
fifty feet on each side of bags shall not be larger than 
one inch square mesh. No seine or net of any kind 
of over two thousand feet shall be dragged or pulled 
in the salt waters of this State. All nets and seines 
used in salt waters must be inspected and tagged by 
the Commissioner or one of his deputies, and a permit 
issued therefor. Anyone desiring to use a shrimp

trawl must also secure a permit and such permit shall 
require the holder to take not more than fifteen per 
cent by actual count of shrimp less than five inches 
in length. 


Used in Fresh Water—Nets and seines, except 
twenty-foot minnow seines, used in fresh waters must 
be three or more inches square mesh, and it shall be 
unlawful for anyone to place a metallic seine or net, 
any fish trap, or other seine or fishing device in the 
fresh waters of this State. 


CLOSED SEASONS 


Oysters—It shall be unlawful to take and sell 
oysters during the months of April, May, June, July 
and August. 


Terrapin—It shall be unlawful to take or possess 
salt water terrapin at any time except during November, 
December, January and February. 


Flounder—It shall be unlawful to take flounder 
during November and December. 


Catfish—Catfish may be sold at any time except in 
special counties. For information regarding this fish 
see special county laws in Section 3. Also see law 
relating to the protection of fish in the Big Wichita 
River in Wichita, Archer and Baylor counties under 
special county laws. 


SIZE LIMITS © 


Fish—It is unlawful to sell or offer for sale or to 
possess any redfish or channel bass of greater length 
than thirty-two inches or less than 14 inches; any salt 
water or speckled sea trout of less than twelve inches; 
any flounder of less than twelve inches; any sheep- 
head of less than nine inches; any mackerel of less 
than fourteen inches; any pompano of less than nine 
inches; and any salt water gaff topsail of less than 
eleven inches.

Oysters—It is unlawful for anyone to have in his 
cargo of oysters more than five per cent of oysters 
less than three and one-half inches in length from 
hinge to mouth. 


Shrimp—lIt is unlawful for anyone to possess in his 
cargo of shrimp more than fifteen per cent, by actual 
count, of shrimp less than five inches in length. 


Turtle and Terrapin—It is unlawful to sell or ship 
any green turtle of less than twelve pounds in weight, 
or terrapin of less than six inches in length under shell. 


OYSTER LOCATION LEASES 


Application—Application for oyster location leases 
must be made to the Game, Fish and Oyster Com- 
missioner at Austin. 


Oyster Lease Certificate—Certificates of oyster 
lease locations are issued by the Game, Fish and Oyster 
Commissioner at Austin. 


Seed Oysters—Permits for the purpose of taking 
and planting seed oysters and for taking oysters to be 
prepared for market are obtainable from the Game, 
Fish and Oyster Commissioner at Austin, upon receipt 
of properly executed application. 


SECTION 5. 


MARL, SAND, SHELL AND GRAVEL 


All persons using sand, gravel or mudshell, taken 
from rivers and bays of this State, are required to 
obtain a permit from the Game, Fish and Oyster 
Commission and to make report with remittance to 
this office the first of each month, at the rate of five 
cents per cubic yard for sand and shell and six cents 
per cubic yard for gravel.

SECTION 6. 
POLLUTION 


Any person, firm, or municipality, guilty of permit- 
ting waste crude oil or like substance, or any unclean 
polluting matter to enter any water course or in such 
proximity thereto that it will probably pollute a water 
course, shall be fined in any sum from $100.00 to 
$1000.00, and each day shall constitute a separate 
offense. Upon conviction, guilty party shall be 
enjoined by the court restraining defendant from any 
further pollution. 
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
